OF 

THE  GENERAL  SYNOD, 


The  Delegates  that  composed  this  body,  assembled  at  the  Lu¬ 
theran  parsonage  in  York,  Pennsylvania,  Saturday,  June  20, 1835, 
and  were  cordially  received  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  G.  Schmucker, 
pastor  Loci.  In  the  evening  divine  service  was  held  in  the  Lu¬ 
theran  Church.  Rev.  Mr.  Greenwald,  from  the  Ohio  Synod, 
preached  from  1  Tim.  ii.  8,  to  a  very  fine  audience. 

On  Sabbath,  June  21,  divine  services  were  held  in  the  Lutheran, 
German  Reformed,  Moravian,  and  Methodist  Churches.  In  the 
Lutheran  Church,  the  morning  exercises  were  introduced  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Kurtz,  of  Baltimore,  after  which  the  Rev.  B.  Kurtz,  of 
Baltimore,  preached  from  Gal.  iv.  16,  in  the  German  language. 
The  Holy  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  was  then  administered 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kurtz  and  D.  F.  Schaeffer.  In  the  afternoon, 
the  Rev.  D.  F.  Schaeffer,  President  of  the  General  Synod,  deliv¬ 
ered  the  Synodical  discourse,  from  Psalm  xciii.  3,  4.  In  the  eve¬ 
ning,  and  by  the  Rev.  J.  Bachman,  of  South  Carolina  Synod,  an¬ 
other  discourse  was  preached  in  the  Lutheran  Church,  from  Gen. 
xxx vii.  14.  In  the  German  Reformed  Church,  Rev.  N.  W. 
Goertner,  of  the  Maryland  Synod,  preached  in  the  morning,  from 
1  Cor.  vii.  31.  At  the  same  time,  Rev.  F.  Ruthrauf,  of  the 
West  Pennsylvania  Synod,  officiated  in  the  Moravian:  text,  Rev. 
xxii.  5,  first  part.  Another  sermon  was  delivered  in  this  Church 
in  the  evening,  by  Rev.  L.  Eichelberger,  of  the  Maryland  Synod, 
from  Col.  iii.  13;  and  at  the  same  time,  Rev.  C.  F.  Schaeffer,  of 
the  Maryland  Synod,  preached  in  the  German  Reformed,  from 
Ex.  iii.  3.  In  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Rev.  E.  Keller,  of 
West  Pennsylvania  Synod,  preached  in  the  morning,  from  Isaiah  i. 
2,  and  Rev.  J.  D.  Scheck,  of  South  Carolina  Synod,  in  the  evening 
from  Isaiah  xl.  11.  The  audiences,  we  are  enabled  to  state,  were 
generally  large;  some  of  them  crowded;  and  all  of  them  very 
attentive,  and,  we  must  believe,  much  edified. 
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First  Session . 

Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  York, 
Monday ,  June  22,  9  o'clock  A.  M. 

The  Synod  was  opened  with  singing  an  appropriate  hymn ;  after 
which  the  Rev.  President,  the  Brethren  having  all  bowed  at  the 
foot  of  the  Throne  of  Grace,  offered  up  a  fervent  prayer  to  the 
Great  Head  of  the  Church. 

It  then  appeared  from  their  Credentials,  and  the  minutes  of  the 
District  Synods,  that  the  following  Clerical  and  Lay  Brethren  had 
been  duly  elected  as  Delegates  to,  and  were  entitled  to  take  their 
seats  as  members  of  this  Convention,  viz  :

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Sessions  of  the  District  Synods  were 
now  called  for,  and  were  received  from  the  Synods  of  North  Caro- 
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lina,  West  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  South  Carolina,  Hartwick, 
New- York,  East  Pennsylvania,  Eastern  District  of  Ohio,  and  from 
the  Kentucky  Convention. 

Rev.  Mr.  Haverstick,  of  the  Maryland  Synod,  was  announced, 
and  received  as  an  advisory  member  of  this  Synod. 

The  Rev.  President  then  assigned,  for  examination,  the  minutes 
of  the  several  Synods  to  the  subjoined  committees,  as  follows :

Rev.  J.  G.  Morris  here  presented,  for  consideration  of  Synod,  a 
German  work  entitled  (Das  Abendmahls)  The  Lord’s  Supper,  edit¬ 
ed  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bernheim,  of  East  Pennsylvania  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  examine  said 
book  and  report  thereon.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Report  JVo.  1.  On  JMinutes. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Minutes  of  the  Eastern  District 
of  the  Synod  of  Ohio,  and  of  the  Convention  held  in  JefFersontown,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  report: 

That  this  Synod  met  at  Greensburg,  Pa.,  in  October,  1834.  It  is  composed 
of  fifteen  ministers,  seven  of  whom  were  present  on  this  occasion.  The  Offi¬ 
cers  are,

11  D.  Rothacker,  Treasurer. 

Two  new  members  were  admitted,  who  had  been  licensed  by  other  Synods. 
Two  gentlemen  were  licensed  as  candidates,  and  two  as  catechets.  The 
number  of  congregations  is  60;  baptisms,  1318;  confirmed,  756;  communi¬ 
cants,  7168;  Sunday  schools,  28. 

A  certain  John  Schaeffer  was  excluded  from  the  Ministerium,  but  the  rea¬ 
sons  are  not  specified. 

They  have  resolved,  that  a  new  edition  of  the  life  of  Luther,  byMathesius, 
be  published,  the  profits  to  be  appropriated  to  the  missionary  cause. 

They  have  also  resolved,  and  your  Commitee  would  report  it  with  pleasure, 
expressing  the  hope  that  it  will  be  adopted  by  all  the  Synods  hereafter,  viz: 
“  that  the  31st  of  October  be  celebrated,  in  commemoration  of  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  Reformation  by  Luther.” 

The  Convention  held  in  JefFersontown,  Ky.,  met  in  October,  1834.  It 
consisted  of  three  Clerical  and  three  Lay-Delegates.  The  object  of  this  Con¬ 
vention  was  to  collect  information  on  the  state  of  our  Churches  in  the  West. 
The  Convention  seem  animated  by  a  laudable  zeal  to  further  the  interests  of 
our  Church  in  the  West,  and  your  Committee  hope  that  they  will  be  abun¬ 
dantly  successful. 

They  warmly  recommend  to  their  people  the  various  publications  of  the 
Church,  expressing  an  ardent  desire  to  see  them  in  every  family  within  their 
bounds. 

Appended  to  their  Minutes  is  a  Synopsis  of  the  Doctrines  of  our  Church.

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Repot  t  JVo .  2.  On  the  Gettysburg  Seminary. 

In  presenting  their  Fiftli  Annual  Report  to  the  General  Synod,  on  the  state 
of  the  Seminary  under  their  care,  the  Board  of  Directors  gratefully  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  superintending  providence  of  God,  who  has  mercifully  watched  over 
their  Institution,  and  preserved  the  lives  of  all  who  are,  or  have  been,  connect¬ 
ed  with  it  since  the  last  meeting  of  this  Reverend  Body. 

In  our  last  report,  it  was  announced  that  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Krauth  had  been 
appointed  Professor  of  Oriental  Literature,  and  Exegesis  pro  tempore.  At  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  in  April,  1834,  he  was  permanently  elected  by  a  unani¬ 
mous  vote,  and  is  now  engaged  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.  At 
the  same  meeting  the  Rev.  B.  Kurtz,  was  appointed  for  the  time,  Professor 
of  German  Literature  and  Church  History.  At  a  subsequent  meeting,  a  let¬ 
ter  was  read  from  that  gentleman,  declining  the  appointment;  since  which 
time,  the  duties  of  that  chair  have  been  performed  by  the  present  professor. 
It  is  gratifying  to  the  Board  to  state,  that  every  student  in  the  institution  is 
now  engaged  in  the  study  of  the  German  language. 

The  Board  have  attended  all  their  regular  meetings  and  examinations  at  the 
Seminary  since  their  last  report,  and  take  great  pleasure  in  expressing  their 
high  gratification  with  the  progress  of  the  students,  in  the  various  branches 
of  their  theological  education.  The  Board  would  also  embrace  this  opportu¬ 
nity  of  declaring  their  undiminished  confidence  in  their  professors,  and  con¬ 
gratulate  the  Synod  and  the  Church,  that  the  education  of  our  young  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  ministry  is  submitted  to  two  gentlemen,  so  well  qualified  for  that 
difficult  and  responsible  duty. 

Since  our  last  report,  all  the  arrangements  we  have  contemplated  for  so 
many  years,  have  been  completed.  The  Seminary  edifice  and  two  dwellings 
for  professors,  have  been  finished  to  the  extent  necessary  for  the  present  wants 
of  the  institution — the  library  has  been  perfectly  classified — the  grounds  of 
the  Seminary  are  under  partial  cultivation — a  new  and  efficient  steward  has 
been  procured — a  permanent  insurance  on  the  buildings  has  been  effected, 
and  other  measures  have  been  adopted  to  secure  the  property  of  the  insti¬ 
tution. 

The  utmost  harmony  and  unanimity  exist  in  the  Board,  and  all  seem  anim¬ 
ated  with  a  laudable  zeal  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Seminary  under  their 
care.  Their  energies  have  been  directed  to  that  object  for  many  years,  and 
they  now  rejoice  in  the  success  which  has  crowned  their  efforts.  Many  young 
men  have  already  availed  themselves  of  the  numerous  advantages  which  the 
institution  holds  out,  and  the  church  has  already,  to  a  considerable  extent, 
experienced  its  benefits.  The  number  of  students  who  have  left  the  institu¬ 
tion  since  our  last  report,  and  who  have  since  been  licensed  to  preach,  is 
twelve,  viz  :  Messrs.  Harkey,  Bolenius,  Sclnnucker,  Hirsch,  Schaeffer,  Os¬ 
wald,  Eggers,  Rees,  Sayford,  Boyer,  Cortez,  and  Davis. 

The  highest  number  of  students  attending  the  lectures  of  the  professors 
since  our  last  report,  has  been  20;  but  the  aggregate  number  now  in  Gettys¬ 
burg  who  are  candidates  for  the  ministry  in  our  church,  is  about  fifty,  most 
of  whom,  however,  are  yet  pursuing  their  preparatory  studies  in  Pennsylvania 
college. 
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The  available  funds  of  the  institution  are  nearly  adequate  to  the  support 
<of  our  professors,  and  it  is  only  in  consequence  of  the  great  expenses  arising 
from  the  erection  of  buildings,  that  the  invested  moneys  have  not  been  suffi¬ 
cient.  The  deficiency  has  been  generously  made  up  by  several  of  the  Synods. 

A  considerable  debt  is  still  due  upon  the  buildings,  but  the  sum  subscribed, 
which  is  not  yet  collected,  will  cover  the  debt.  Hence  the  Board  have  di¬ 
rected  their  attention  to  the  employment  of  several  competent  agents,  that 
these  moneys  yet  unpaid,  might  be  collected  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Rev. 
F.  Ruthrauf  has  been  engaged  in  that  work  with  considerable  success.  Mr. 
Rees,  a  licentiate,  is  now  employed,  and  the  Rev.  Goertner  has  also  accepted 
of  an  appointment.  Several  of  the  students  have  also  been  employed.  The 
Board  are  extremely  desirous  of  collecting  all  the  moneys  subscribed  which 
are  due,  so  that  they  may  be  relieved  of  the  debt  which  they  now  owe.  They 
indulge  the  hope  that  the  church  will  continue  to  sustain  them  in  their  exer¬ 
tions  in  supporting  a  school,  to  which  a  large  portion  of  our  Zion  will  look 
for  ministers.  They  repose  all  confidence  in  the  church,  and  anticipate  the 
time  is  not  far  distant,  when  the  Seminary  will  be  relieved  of  every  embar¬ 
rassment,  and  be  a  source  of  blessing  and  salvation  to  tens  of  thousands.

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Report  JVo.  3.  On  the  German  Book  by  Rev.  Mr. 

Bernheim . 

The  committee  into  whose  hands  a  German  Work  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bern¬ 
heim  was  put,  having,  by  personal  examination  and  inquiry  from  those  who 
have  given  it  an  entire  perusal,  made  themselves  acquainted  with  its  charac¬ 
ter,  would  make  the  following  statements  : 

The  work  consists,  1st,  of  several  articles  on  the  Lord’s  Supper,  exhibiting 
its  character,  design  and  the  proper  spirit  for  its  reception  ;  2d,  of  a  series  of 
devotional  exercises  intended  to  aid  the  communicant  in  preparing  for,  and 
improving  the  Lord’s  Supper ;  and  3d,  of  a  number  of  German  Hymns  select¬ 
ed  from  various  authors.  The  whole  has,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee, 
been  executed  with  judgment  and  piety,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  present  a 
very  useful  manual  for  our  German  brethren  to  assist  them  in  understanding 
and  appreciating  the  important  ordinance  to  which  it  refers.  The  book  is 
cheerfully  recommended  to  our  German  Churches  as  worthy  of  their  notice, 
and  it  is  believed  it  will  be  highly  useful  to  them.  It  is  the  more  de¬ 
serving  too  of  recommendation  and  extensive  circulation,  because  it  was 
prepared  and  published  to  aid  an  embarrassed  Church  in  extricating  itself 
from  debt.

Report  JVo.  4.  On  Minutes. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  minutes  of  the  South  Carolina 
Synod,  report  the  following  interesting  items: 

This  Synod  held  its  last  session  at  Ebenezer,  Effingham  County,  Georgia, 
on  the  15tli  November,  1834.  The  opening  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev. 
J.  C.  Hope,  after  which  the  Synod  was  constituted  and  the  President  deliv¬ 
ered  the  regular  annual  address.  The  number  of  Clerical  members  present 
was  eleven;  of  those  absent,  two.  The  officers  elected  for  the  current  year 
are, 

Rev.  Stephen  Mealy,  President ; 

“  J.  C.  Hope,  Secretary ; 

.  “  Godfrey  Draher,  Treasurer. 

The  parochial  reports  present  the  following  facts:  There  were  baptized 
during  the  Synodical  year  404,  confirmed  125,  communicants  1703,  inter¬ 
ments  97,  Sunday  schools  18,  number  of  teachers  88,  scholars  626.  The 
number  of  Churches  is  28.  The  amount  collected  for  the  Synodical  fund  and 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  is  $847,55. 

The  Synod  determined  to  unite  itself  with  the  General  Synod,  and  appoint¬ 
ed  the  Rev.  John  Bachman  its  Clerical,  and  Mr.  Purse  of  Savannah,  its  Lay 
Delegate.  Two  yonng  men  were  ordained  as  Gospel  Ministers. 
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The  third  Thursday  of  July  next,  has  been  recommended  to  the  Churches 
under  the  care  of  the  Synod,  to  be  set  apart  as  a  day  of  thanksgiving  and 
prayer  for  the  prosperity  of  Zion. 

The  President  of  the  Synod  states  in  his  annual  address,  that  the  Theolo¬ 
gical  Seminary,  located  at  Lexington,  “  has  thus  far  fully  equalled  the  most 
sanguine  expectations  of  its  friends.  The  examination  of  the  Students  was 
highly  creditable  both  to  the  Professorand  Students.”  Nine  young  men  have 
been  connected  with  the  Seminary,  one  of  whom  has  been  licensed  as  a  Mis¬ 
sionary.  The  library  of  the  Theological  Seminary  has  been  increased  by 
various  donations.  There  is  evidence,  throughout  the  minutes,  of  the  de¬ 
votion  of  our  brethren  of  this  Synod  to  the  cause  of  the  Master,  and  of  suc¬ 
cess  in  the  work  in  which  they  are  engaged.

The  Synod  met  September  6,  1834,  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
of  St.  James,  Guilderland,  Albany  Co.,  New- York. 

There  were  present  twelve  ordained  ministers  and  two  licentiates. 

Two  Clerical  members  were  absent.  The  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  are> 

Rev.  Adam  Crownse,  President; 

“  Jacob  Z.  Senderling,  Secretary ; 
u  David  Eyster,  Treasurer. 

The  Statistical  Table  presents  the  following  facts: 

37  congregations;  baptised  582  infants  and  30  adults;  388  confirmed;  58 
admitted;  4000  communicants;  10  Sunday  schools,  50  teachers  and  350 
scholars.  The  parochial  reports  are  stated  to  be  very  imperfect. 

The  sums  collected  for  the  Synod  amount  to  $93,18;  for  missionary  pur¬ 
poses  $40,12!. 

The  report  on  the  Hartwick  Seminary  furnishes  a  gratifying  account  of 
the  progress  and  prospects  of  that  Institution.  The  examination  of  the 
Students  and  the  other  exercises  of  the  Commencement  were  highly  satis¬ 
factory.  The  number  of  students  during  the  year  ending  August,  1834,  has 
been — 

First  Term,  4  Divinity,  5  Preparandi,  23  Classical. 

Second  Term,  3  “  6  “  26 

.  Third  Term,  4  9  36  “ 

The  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  reported,  that  nothing  had 
been  done  in  the  Missionary  field  for  want  of  Missionaries.  Several  applica¬ 
tions  had  been  made  for  aid  by  pious,  indigent  young  men,  to  enable  them 
to  prepare  for  the  Gospel  ministry.  These  applications  it  was  recommend¬ 
ed  to  encourage,  by  suitable  efforts  to  obtain  funds. 

It  has  been  recommended  to  the  churches  in  connexion  with  this  body,  to 
permit  no  Theological  Student  to  perform  ministerial  duties  among  them, 
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unless  he  can  produce  a  written  certificate,  signed  by  the  Professor  of  a 
Theological  Institution,  or  by  the  President  of  a  Lutheran  Synod,  or  by  an 
ordained  Lutheran  minister  with  whom  he  has  studied.  This,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee,  is  a  good  recommendation. 

The  Synod  resolved  likewise,  to  encourage  the  more  extensive  circulation 
of  the  Lutheran  Observer.  This  commendable  resolution  is  an  additional 
evidence  of  the  interest  which  the  brethren  of  this  Synod  feel  in  the  pros¬ 
perity  of  our  Zion. 

The  Rev.  J.  D.  Lawyer,  and  J.  Z.  Senderling  were  appointed  Clerical,, 
and  D.  F.  Crownse  and  Sylvester  Mumford,  Lay  Delegates,  to  the  General 
Synod. 

One  young  man  was  licensed,  and  two  ordained  to  the  Gospel  ministry.

After  examining  its  contents,  they  have  nothing  further  to  report 
than  that  which  Mr.  Brown  himself  states,  and  which  all  lament  to  be  too 
true,  viz.,  that  our  Church  in  the  West  is  suffering  exceedingly,  and  that 
unless  some  districts  are  supplied  with  Ministers  of  our  faith,  the  enemies  of 
our  Church  will  destroy  even  the  present  feeble  existence  we  have  in  them.

Report  JVo.  8.  On  Minutes. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Minutes  of  the  Synods  of  Mary¬ 
land,  North  Carolina,  and  New  York,  respectfully  report: 

I.  The  Synod  of  Maryland  convened  at  Clearspring,  Maryland,  on  the 
19th — 21st  of  October,  1834.  Twenty  ministers  belong  to  this  body,  three 
of  whom  were  absent.  The  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  are, 

Rev.  M.  Wachter,  President; 

“  J.  G.  Morris,  Secretary, 

“  D.  F.  Schaeffer,  Treasurer. 
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The  parochial  reports  are  as  follows:  Congregations  57;  baptisms  1649; 
confirmations  646;  communicants  6231;  deaths  404;  schools  24.  One  broth¬ 
er  was  licensed,  and  two  committees  were  appointed  to  ordain  two  other 
brethren.  The  Synod  passed  a  resolution,  that  it  be  recommended  to  the 
General  Synod  to  consider  the  expediency  of  sending  a  delegate  to  the  gener¬ 
al  assembly  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church. 

II.  The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  convened  in  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Wythe 
County,  Virginia,  May  4th,  1834.  On  Sunday,  the  exercises  of  public  worship 
were  conducted,  successively  in  the  German  and  English  languages,  at  first 
only  in  the  Church,  but  subsequently,  the  concourse  of  people  being  so  great 
as  to  require  a  division  of  the  audience,  also  at  a  stand  erected  in  the  woods 
near  the  church.  This  Synod  consists  of  ten  ordained  ministers,  and  two 
licentiates;  four  of  the  former  were  absent.  The  present  officers  are, 

Rev.  Henry  Graeber,  President ; 

“  William  Artz,  Secretary  ; 

“  Samuel  Rothrock,  Treasurer. 

The  number  of  congregations  is  24;  of  baptisms,  387  infants,  and  18  adults; 
of  confirmations  233;  of  communicants  1621;  deaths  71;  Sunday  schools  6. 
The  amount  contributed  to  the  Synodical  fund  is  $45,064. 

The  31st  of  October,  the  anniversary  of  the  reformation,  is  recommended 
to  be  observed  as  a  day  of  thanksgiving  and  prayer. 

Three  special  conferences  were  ordered  to  be  held  in  different  places  during 
the  Synodical  year.  One  brother  was  ordained,  another  was  licensed. 

III.  The  thirty-ninth  Synod  of  the  Ministerium  of  New  York  convened  at 
Palatine,  Montgomery  County,  New  York,  on  the  30th  and  31st  days  of  Au¬ 
gust,  and  the  1st  and  2d  days  of  September,  1834.  Seven  discourses  were  de¬ 
livered  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  in  the  Palatine  and  other  contiguous  Lu¬ 
theran  Churches,  besides  an  ordination  sermon  at  the  close  of  the  Synod. 
Twelve  ordained  ministers  were  present  and  five  candidates;  six  ordained 
and  one  candidate,  were  absent. 

The  table  of  parochial  returns  confirms  the  following  statement:  Congrega¬ 
tions  31;  baptisms,  743  infants,  24  adults;  confirmations  180:  admitted  155; 
communicants  2490;  Sunday  schools  20,  teachers  76,  scholars,  adults  22, 
children  603.  The  officers  for  the  ensuing  term  are, 

Rev.  Augustus  Wackerhagen,  D.  D.,  President ; 

11  Henry  N.  Pohlman,  Secretatary ; 

11  Frederick  W.  Geissenhainer,  jr.,  Treasurer. 

The  amount  contributed  to  the  Synodical  fund  was  $61,75;  to  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  $80,62£;  to  the  Education  $58,25. 

A  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  this  body,  approving  the  efforts 
about  to  be  made  by  the  American  Bible  Society  to  circulate  the  Holy  Scrip¬ 
tures  throughout  our  world.  This  is  a  benevolent  move,  worthy  of  all  our 
Synods,  and  to  be  followed  up  ere  long  with  others  of  a  beneficent  kind. 

180  additional  hymns,  and  several  articles  for  the  Liturgy,  suited,  it  is 
said,  to  the  wants  of  the  Church,  were  to  be  appended  to  their  Hymn  Book. 
The  profits  from  the  sales  of  the  same  are  to  be  appropriated  to  “  The  Fund, 
&c.,  for  the  assistance  of  disabled  Clergymen,  &c.”  Three  brethren  were 
ordained,  and  one  young  gentleman  was  licensed. 
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The  fortieth  Synod  will  be  held  at  Germantown,  Columbia  County,  New 
York,  on  the  2d  Saturday  of  September,  1835.

Report  No.  9.  Of  Hymn  Book  Committee. 

The  undersigned,  to  whom  has  been  committed  the  publication  of  the

Hymn  Books  and  Catechism  of  the  General  Synod,  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report: 

The  calls  for  the  Hymn  Book  have,  since  the  last  meeting  of  this  body, 
been  more  numerous  than  previously;  and  have  especially  extended  to  the 
Western  and  Southern  portions  of  the  Church. 

The  whole  number  of  the  small  Hymn  Book  printed  since  January  1833, 
about  which  time  the  committee  contracted  with  Messrs.  Lucas  *fc  Deaver  to 
do  their  printing,  is  7000  copies;  of  which  number  500  were  on  fine  paper  and 
extra  binding.  Of  this  entire  number  about  700  are  yet  unsold;  and  a  new 
edition  will  be  immediately  required. 

The  committee  would  recommend  that  they  be  authorised  to  have  a  very 
few  hymns,  say  ten  or  twelve,  which  have  appeared  chiefly  since  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  the  Hymn  Book,  appended  to  the  present  book,  consecutively  num¬ 
bered,  without  any  alteration  of  the  arrangement  or  matter  of  the  original 
work. 

In  regard  to  this  book,  the  wish  has  often  been  expressed  that  its  price 
might  be  still  further  reduced.  Your  committee  are  divided  on  the  ques¬ 
tion  whether  any  advantage  would  result  from  a  further  reduction  equal  to 
the  pecuniary  loss  which  would  probably  be  occasioned  to  the  Synod;  and 
submit  the  question  to  the  decision  of  this  body. 

Of  the  German  Hymn  Book,  2000  copies  have  been  printed,  of  which  about 
1400  have  been  sold.  Orders  have  recently  been  received  from  one  minister 
for  300  copies,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  demand  for  this  book 
will  heareafter  greatly  increase. 

The  number  of  Catechisms  sold  since  the  last  report  of  the  committee  is 
upwards  of  3000. 

The  large  English  Hymn  Book,  which  Messrs.  Lucas  and  Deaver  publish¬ 
ed  on  their  own  responsibility,  meets  with  a  tardy  sale.  Your  committee  are 
informed  that  not  more  than  500  copies  have  yet  been  disposed  of. 
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From  a  detailed  examination  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  book  concern 
it  appears,  that  the  amount  of  money  now  at  the  disposition  of  this  body  is 
$727.  The  entire  amount  of  monies  due  for  books,  all  of  which,  except 
$21,62,  is  safe,  is  $1664,09.  Your  committee  deem  it  worthy  of  remark, 
and  due  to  their  brethren  in  general  to  say,  that  not  a  single  hymn  book  debt 
has  yet  been  lost  since  the  commencement  of  the  concern.

Report  JVo.  12.  On  Missions. 

Your  Missionary  Committee,  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  to  sub¬ 
mit  at  each  meeting  of  this  body  a  report,  embracing  all  such  information  on 
the  subject  of  Missions  as  they  shall  deem  important  and  necessary  to  be  pub¬ 
lished  for  promoting  the  interest  of  the  Missionary  cause, 

Beg  leave  to  report : 

That  there  cannot  be  any  doubt  upon  the  minds  of  the  members  of  the  Lu¬ 
theran  connexion,  that  our  Divine  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  just  before  his  as¬ 
cension  to  heaven,  left  his  command  with  his  church  on  earth,  that  every 
member  thereof,  from  a  principle  of  unfeigned  gratitude  and  love  to  him,  for 
what  he  has  done  and  suffered  for  us,  should  do  something,  according  to  his 
abilities,  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel  and  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer’s 
Kingdom.  But  if  even  this  had  not  been  his  express  command  to  his  disci¬ 
ples  and  to  his  church,  the  principle  of  universal  love  to  mankind,  which 
dwells  in  every  Christian’s  heart,  as  well  as  the  love  which  we  bear  to  his 
cause,  should  excite  us  to  this  duty.  Accordingly,  church  history  informs  us, 
that  the  spirit  for  missionary  labor  manifested  itself  at  all  times  in  the  Chris¬ 
tian  church  from  her  commencement,  and  more  particularly  in  those  times, 
when  there  were  special  revivals  of  religion  in  any  part  of  her  bounds.  This 
has  been  the  case,  more  or  less,  among  all  the  Protestant  churches  since  the 
time  of  the  glorious  Reformation  by  Luther.  And  surely,  if  the  spirit  of 
Christ  dwells  in  us,  which  is  a  spirit  of  love  and  gratitude  to  the  Lord,  and  of 
compassion  to  all  his  redeemed,  we  will  feel  ourselves  excited,  to  enter  with 
the  Lord  upon  his  plan  in  his  church  for  the  conversion  of  mankind,  and  lend 
a  willing  hand  to  accomplish  this  great  object.  If  we  are  not  in  circumstan¬ 
ces,  or  incapacitated  to  preach  the  gospel  ourselves  to  the  destitute,  we  will

freely  assist  in  supporting  others  that  can  go,  with  our  property  and  by  our 
prayers;  so  that  we  may  not  stand  ashamed  and  confused  in  that  great  day, 
when  the  Saviour  of  the  world  shall  give  an  account  for  what  he  has  done 
for  us,  and  ask  us  in  return,  what  have  you  done  for  me,  or  for  my  honor  and 
kingdom  on  earth,  with  all  the  property  which  I  have  given  you  in  charge  as 
my  stewards  ?  What  have  you  done  for  the  salvation  of  your  redeemed 
brethren  ? 

We  rejoice  that  we  can  say  before  the  world,  and  for  the  encouragement  of 
our  brethren,  that  missionary  enterprise  is  nothing  new  in  our  Lutheran 
church,  and  that  this  spirit  is  no  stranger  amongst  us.  Luther  himself  dwelt 
on  this  subject  with  becoming  enthusiasm,  but  he  had  so  much  to  do  with 
those  baptized  Heathens  of  his  day,  that  he  had  little  time  left  to  think  of 
the  unbaptized;  however,  this  important  subject  was  not  entirely  neglected. 
Ernst ,  prince  of  Sax- Gotha,  surnamed  the  Pious,  distinguished  himself  by 
successful  endeavors  to  obtain  the  free  exercise  of  the  evangelical  doc¬ 
trine  in  Russia,  and  also  sent  J.  M.  Wansleben,  A.  D.  1663,  to  Abyssinia  for 
the  same  purpose,  but  without  much  effect.  Justinian ,  Baron  of  Wells ,  ac¬ 
tually  established  a  society  for  the  propagation  of  the  gospel  in  foreign  lands, 
and  endowed  it  with  $12,000  to  commence  a  seminary  for  that  purpose, 
while  he  himself  died  a  missionary  in  the  West-Indies.  The  kingdoms  of 
Sweden  and  Denmark  exerted  themselves  soon  after  the  Reformation  to  con¬ 
vert  the  inhabitants  of  Finland  and  Lapland,  and  even  furnished  them  with 
translations  of  the  Bible  in  their  own  languages.  But  of  all  the  Lutherans, 
the  church  in  Denmark  distinguished  herself  most,  by  establishing  a  success¬ 
ful  Missionary  Society,  Dcpromovendo  cursu  Evangelii,  and  a  mission  upon  the 
coast  of  Coromandel  in  East  India ,  as  early  as  1706,  where  many  were  con¬ 
verted  from  darkness  to  light,  &c.  This  society  surpassed  all  other  establish¬ 
ments  of  the  kind  for  near  a  century.  It  also  commenced  missions  to  Lap- 
land ,  upon  the  island  St.  Thomas,  and  in  Greenland.  Professor  Callenberg  of 
Halle,  circulated  by  different  missionaries  20,000  copies  of  valuable  books  and 
pamphlets  in  the  Arabic  and  Plebrew  languages,  as  also  the  gospel  of  Luke 
and  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  in  Plebrew,  with  rabinical  notes,  among  the 
Jews  and  Mahammedans.  A  great  number  of  the  missionaries  employed  in 
all  those  missions  had  been  educated  at  the  Frankean  Institute  at  Halle,  where 
this  spirit  of  the  Lord  seems  to  have  been  much  at  home. 

The  propagation  of  the  gospel  among  the  Heathen  and  the  destitute  is  an 
essential  characteristic  of  the  Christian  church,  more  particularly  in  our  day. 
For  centuries  past,  all  exertions  of  this  kind  have  been  of  comparatively  small 
import;  nor  did  they  meet  with  that  universal  support  or  becoming  zeal, 
which  all  that  bear  the  Christian  name  ought  to  have  manifested  on  those  occa¬ 
sions.  It  is  only  within  about  fifty  years  since,  when  a  renewed  outpouring  of 
Divine  grace  on  the  Protestant  churches  became  evident,  that  a  new  and  pow¬ 
erful  spirit  for  missionary  enterprise  arose,  which  has  now  communicated  it¬ 
self  from  England  to  America,  and  over  all  the  continent  of  Europe.  There 
are  in  our  days  many  hundred  Missionary  Societies  and  Auxiliaries  which 
have  caught  the  holy  fire  and  are  making  exertions  and  sacrifices,  the  like  of 
which  can  only  be  found  in  the  primitive  days  of  the  Christian  church,  and  in 
the  examples  of  the  holy  Apostles. 
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You,  no  doubt,  dear  brethren,  lament  with  us,  that  this  spirit  of  Christ  to 
extend  the  Redeemer’s  Kingdom  on  earth,  has  communicated  itself  to  our 
American  German  churches  at  so  late  an  hour;  after  it  has  already  performed 
wonders  of  love,  for  years  past,  in  other  denominations  of  our  country.  For, 
wheresoever  it  breathes  upon  a  field  of  dry  bones,  it  is  also  oft  en  accompanied 
by  a  more  vital  state  of  religion  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  men  at  home,  and 
always  attended  with  many  blessed  consequences  to  those  who  take  an  active 
part.  We  can  only  account  for  this  grievous  fact,  in  the  follwing  manner: 

First, — Our  congregations  are  scattered  over  a  wide  space  of  country  in 
these  United  States,  and  its  members  are  yearly  multiplying  by  reason  of  emi¬ 
gration  from  Europe,  so  that  a  spirit  of  unanimity  upon  any  one  subject  of  a 
general  nature  cannot  easily  be  communicated,  which  nevertheless  seems 
necessary  to  an  undertaking  of  such  importance  upon  a  large  scale.  However, 
we  might  say  the  Moravian  church  is  far  inferior  to  us  in  numbers,  and  yet 
they  do  much  more  than  we  !  But  they  are  under  a  more  closely  connected 
church  government,  and  have  more  channels  of  communication  to  excite  and 
direct  an  enterprise  than  we  shall  ever  be  able  to  introduce. 

Secondly, — Our  church  is  extending  her  borders  so  fast  within  our  own 
country,  that  a  great  many  buildings  for  divine  worship  are  yearly  erected  in 
all  directions.  And  since  many  of  the  members  are  emigrants,  and  in  strait¬ 
ened  circumstances,  especially  in  our  western  states,  they  have  not  even  yet 
the  means  1o  build  their  own  churches  without  the  aid  of  others,  and  could 
not  assist  missions.  This  has  been  the  case  for  many  years  past;  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  old  congregations  have  had  to  aid  those  in  new  settlements,  as  those 
old  congregations  were  in  their  commencement  assisted  by  liberal  brethren  in 
Europe. 

Thirdly, — Though  we  must  confess  that  our  church  in  this  country,  con¬ 
sidered  as  a  whole,  is  at  this  day  wealthy,  in  a  temporal  point  of  view,  at 
least  in  many  districts  as  wealthy  as  their  neighbors;  yet  their  minds  are  not 
sufficiently  informed  on  this  subject,  and  many  in  the  country  are  lamentably 
ignorant  in  this  matter.  The  channels  of  information  in  our  country  were  clos¬ 
ed  against  many,  by  reason  of  their  unacquaintance  with  the  English  lan¬ 
guage,  and  the  later  publications  in  Germany  upon  important  subjects,  very 
seldom  reach  us.  Those,  therefore,  who  hitherto  have  lived  in  affluent  cir¬ 
cumstances,  and  might  have  done  something  to  advance  this  cause,  lacked 
knowledge  and  conviction  of  their  duty.  Perhaps  some  part  of  this  burden 
may  also  be  ascribed  to  us  ministers  for  not  affording  to  our  people  sufficient 
information  on  these  important  subjects,  as  is  customary  to  do  in  all  the  Eng¬ 
lish  churches  around  us  ? 

A  fourth,  and  perhaps  a  principal  cause  is — The  low  state  of  experimental 
religion  amongst  us,  which  does  not  excite  a  sufficient  degree  of  zeal,  self-de¬ 
nial  and  liberality  for  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer’s  Kingdom.  The  reason 
of  this  deplorable  state  of  religion  in  our  church,  is  in  a  great  measure  owing 
to  the  deficiency  of  ministers,  in  comparison  to  the  number  of  our  congrega¬ 
tions.  Each  minister  has  hitherto  had  so  many  churches  in  charge,  that  he 
could  give  them  no  more  than  one  sermon  in  four  weeks,  if  he  would  husband 
his  time  so  as  to  administer  edification  to  all.  Such  spare  diet  produced  lean 
souls,  and  habit  lessened  the  appetite  for  a  wholesome  sufficiency  of  spiritual 
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nourishment.  Thus  their  understanding  remained  unenlightened,  their  heart 
uncultivated,  and  the  one  thing  needful  was  by  many  forgotten.  If  it  had  not 
been  for  that  excellent  course  of  lectures,  which  is  given  to  our  young  people 
preparatory  to  Confirmation,  our  people  would,  in  a  great  measure,  have  re¬ 
mained  altogether  strangers  to  the  power  of  godliness,  especially  where  pa¬ 
rents  do  not  pay  particular  attention  to  the  religious  education  of  their  chil¬ 
dren.  The  usual  opportunities  of  salvation  were  too  few  to  keep  the  pious 
alive,  or  to  awaken  sinners  from  their  sleep  of  sin  and  death,  except  when 
God  met  them  with  an  extraordinary  blessing  from  heaven. 

Times,  however,  have  now  changed.  We  are  engaged  in  establishing  the¬ 
ological  seminaries  in  all  our  bounds,  not  only  to  afford  our  churehes,  already 
established,  a  more  efficient  and  sufficient  supply  of  ministers,  but  also  to  send 
more  missionaries  to  the  destitute  regions  of  the  country,  and  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible  even  among  the  heathen;  in  which  we  hope  to  be  supported  by  the  nu¬ 
merous  affluent  members  of  our  church-  The  present  Germans  in  America, 
are  stigmatized  as  being  penurious;  but  we  honestly  believe  they  are  not 
more  so,  in  fact,  than  the  rich  of  other  denominations,  after  their  minds  are 
sufficiently  enlightened  on  the  subject.  This  knowledge  they  have  been  lack¬ 
ing  hitherto.  But  let  all  our  ministers  henceforth  unite,  to  afford  them  this 
information — let  our  religious  publications  continue  to  assist  in  illuminating 
their  minds  in  regard  to  this  duty,  and  depend  upon  it,  they  will  wupe  away 
the  stain  of  this  accusation. 

Something  more  should  be  undertaken  than  has  been  accomplished  hith¬ 
erto,  and  something  more  must  be  done,  if  the  frowns  of  heaven  are  not  to 
rest  upon  our  church.  Let  us  at  least  make  a  determined  attempt.  There 
is  no  longer  any  doubt  of  our  ability  to  do  a  part,  if  we  cannot  undertake  the 
whole.  Much  of  this  matter  is  devolved  on  us  ministers,  and  much  will  be 
required  of  us.  The  wants  and  calls  of  our  church  for  home-missionary  en¬ 
terprise,  are  many,  and  the  eternal  salvation  or  ruin  of  souls  will  depend  on 
our  future  exertions. 

Thousands  of  German  emigrants  arrive  yearly  on  our  shore,  and  settle  in 
our  western  states,  where  they  have  been  multiplying  for  more  than  ten  years. 
They  are  the  children  of  our  church,  and  have  a  rightful  demand  upon  us  for 
assistance  and  spiritual  supplies.  Some  have  brought  their  ministers  with 
them,  who  stand  solitary  and  under  no  ecclesiastical  supervision,  and  have 
not  even  been  saluted  or  invited  to  our  care.  Ought  we  not  to  take  them  by 
the  hand,  encourage,  assist  and  direct  them  in  their  labors?  The  greater  part 
of  them,  however,  are  totally  destitute  of  spiritual  nourishment  or  guidance; 
and  no  doubt  some  of  them  pant  for  the  bread  and  waters  of  life.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  remain  unbaptized,  theii  young  people  uninstructed,  and  the  heads  of 
families  unedified.  What  labor  do  the  missionaries  among  the  Heathen  per¬ 
form,  in  going  from  house  to  house  to  instruct  and  invite  them  to  places  of 
worship,  where  they  are  often  dismissed  with  a  frown?  What  an  amount 
of  good  might  not  a  faithful  missionary  accomplish  among  these  people  in 
our  country,  who  would  hail  him  as  their  friend  and  benefactor?  We  run 
when  our  neighbor’s  house  is  in  flames,  or  when  he  has  fallen  into  the  hands 
of  murderers!  Should  we  not  be  still  more  ready  to  make  equal  exertions  to 
rescue  his  immortal  soul  from  everlasting  ruin?  We  should  despise  a  man 
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who  would  not  assist  his  neighbor  in  the  hour  of danger;  but  what  shall  we 
say  of  him,  who  sees  his  soul  go  down  to  the  pit  unmoved,  when  his  voice 
could  yet  reach  him? 

But  not  only  the  German  emigrants  are  in  this  deplorable  condition:  Ve¬ 
ry  many  of  the  former  members  of  our  old  congregations  from  the  States  of 
New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  and  Virginia,  who  have  removed  to 
those  new  states,  and  whom  we  and  the  fathers  of  our  different  Synods  have 
baptized,  confirmed  and  admitted  to  the  table  of  the  Lord,  are  in  an  equally 
suffering  condition.  They  pant  for  the  living  waters,  they  cry  to  the  Lord 
for  help,  they  inform  us  through  their  friends  yet  in  our  midst,  of  their  forlorn 
circumstances.  They  are  still  in  the  communion  of  our  church,  but  sur¬ 
rounded  by  proselyting  sects  and  bigotted  Roman  Catholic  Priests,  who  are 
eager  to  seduce  their  children  into  their  corrupt  doctrines  and  ceremonies. 
Let  us  remember  what  our  fathers  have  done  and  suffered  for  the  purity  of 
the  gospel  of  Christ.  And  should  we  now  suffer  the  old  corrupters  of  the 
Christian  church,  our  old  persecutors  to  extinguish  the  torch,  after  its  life- 
giving  flame  has  been  shining  for  the  comfort  of  nations  more  than  three  hun¬ 
dred  years?  How  could  we  meet  them  in  heaven?  What  would  the  Sa¬ 
viour  say  to  us?  Thus  there  are  many  congregations  and  settlements  in  the 
States  of  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois  and  Missouri,  which 
stretch  forth  their  arms  for  help,  and  should  we  not  afford  it? 

In  looking  over  the  minutes  of  the  various  ecclesiastical  bodies  of  our  church 
in  these  United  States,  we  find  that  the  old  Synod,  even  more  than  forty 
years  since,  appointed  some  itinerant  preachers,  for  a  month  or  two,  to  visit 
new  settlements  about  the  skirts  of  our  country;  and  similar  exertions  were 
made  in  these  labors  of  love  in  almost  every  Synod  established  since,  to  the 
great  advancement  of  the  kingdom  of  God  in  our  church.  They,  no  doubt, 
were  willing  to  do  more  than  was  accomplished,  if  there  had  not  been  such  a 
great  deficiency  of  ministers;  but  those  who  did  enter  the  field,  had  to 
take  the  time  from  their  own  congregations,  which  were  but  half  supplied  be¬ 
fore.  But  the  rapid  increase  of  our  church,  and  her  present  extension  into 
the  western  states,  by  reason  of  large  streams  of  emigration  from  foreign 
countries,  require  greater  exertions  and  sacrifices,  and  we  would  therefore 
propose  the  following  resolutions: 

I.  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  every  month,  in  the  evening  at  early  can¬ 
dlelight,  we  set  apart  an  hour  for  concert  prayer  in  all  our  congregations,  to 
petition  the  Lord  for  an  outpouring  of  his  Holy  Spirit  on  our  churches,  and  in 
particular  on  those  destitute  of  the  gospel — that  he  would  call  more  laborers 
into  the  harvest,  and  revive  a  missionary  spirit  in  us  and  our  congregations, 
and  make  us  all  willing  to  do  more  for  his  church  and  kingdom. 

II.  That  we  recommend  to  each  Synod,  to  appoint  one  member  from  their 
midst,  as  a  member  of  an  executive  committee  for  missionary  purposes,  to 
meet  once  a  year,  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  this  General  Synod; 
which  committee  shall  appoint  the  missionaries,  point  out  the  missionary 
ground  and  husband  the  missionary  funds. 

HI.  That  each  minister  of  our  connexion  preach  a  sermon  once  a  year  in 
all  his  congregations  on  this  subject,  and  take  a  collection  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  missions. 
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IV.  That  this  Reverend  Body  publish  an  address  to  all  our  Synods  and 
churches  on  this  subject;  shewing  the  necessity,  the  duty  and  advantages  of 
such  missionary  exertions. 

V.  That  this  Body  recommend  it  to  all  our  Synods,  to  encourage  pious  and 
talented  young  men  for  the  gospel  ministry  and  missionary  labors. 

VI.  This  executive  missionary  committee  shall  be  instructed,  first,  to  sup¬ 
ply  the  vacant  destitute  places  within  the  bounds  of  our  church  by  itinerant 
preachers,  and  as  soon  after  that  as  possible,  and  as  their  pecuniary  resour¬ 
ces  may  admit,  also  extend  their  cares  and  labors  to  the  conversion  of  the 
Heathen.

The  reading  of  this  report  elicited  the  most  profound  attention 
from  all  present,  indicating  the  deep  interest  which  they  felt  in  its 
gratifying  intelligence. 

XXVII.  Resolved,  That  this  report  be  accepted. 

The  report  was  then  taken  up  for  general  consideration  ;  after 
which,  its  several  resolutions  were  successively  and  unanimously 
adopted,  as  follows : 

XXVIII.  Resolved,  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  every  month,  in 
the  evening  at  early  candlelight,  we  set  apart  an  hour  for  concert 
prayer  in  all  our  congregations,  to  petition  the  Lord  for  an  outpour¬ 
ing  of  his  Holy  Spirit  on  our  churches,  and  in  particular  on  those 
destitute  of  the  gospel — that  he  would  call  more  laborers  into  the 
harvest,  and  revive  a  missionary  spirit  in  us  and  our  congregations, 
and  make  us  all  willing  to  do  more  for  his  church  and  kingdom. 

XXIX.  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  each  Synod,  to  appoint 
one  member  from  their  midst,  as  a  member  of  an  executive  commit¬ 
tee  for  missionary  purposes,  to  meet  once  a  year,  at  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting  of  this  General  Synod  ;  which  committee  shall 
appoint  the  missionaries,  point  out  the  missionary  ground,  and  hus¬ 
band  the  missionary  funds. 

XXX.  Resolved,  That  each  minister  of  our  connexion  preach  a 
sermon  once  a  year  in  all  his  congregations  on  this  subject,  and  take 
a  collection  for  the  advancement  of  missions. 

XXXI.  Resolved,  That  this  Reverend  Body  publish  an  address  to 
all  our  synods  and  churches  on  this  subject;  shewing  the  necessity, 
the  duty  and  advantages  of  such  missionary  exertions. 

XXXII.  Resolved,  That  this  Body  recommend  to  all  our  Synods, 
to  encourage  pious  and  talented  young  men  for  the  gospel  ministry 
and  missionary  labors. 
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XXXIII.  Resolved,  This  executive  missionary  committee  shall 
be  instructed,  first,  to  supply  the  vacant  destitute  places  within  the 
bounds  of  our  church  by  itinerant  preachers,  and  as  soon  after  that 
as  possible,  and  as  their  pecuniary  resources  may  admit,  also  extend 
their  cares  and  labors  to  the  conversion  of  the  Heathen. 

On  motion,  it  was 

XXXIV.  Resolved,  That  the  whole  report  be  adopted. 

Report  No.  13.  On  Revising ,  8fc.,  the  Constitution . 

The  committee  appointed  to  revise  the  constitution  of  this  Synod,  and  to 
suggest  any  alterations  they  may  deem  expedient,  beg  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  carefully  examined  it,  and  they  would  now  suggest  the  following 
alterations: 

1.  They  regard  the  ratio  of  representation  as  too  small,  and  in  place  of  the 
second  paragraph  of  Art.  2.  they  would  suggest  the  following:  “  Every  Sy¬ 
nodical  body,  or  Synod  (whether  of  ministers  only,  or  of  ministers  and  lay 
deputies  together)  containing  six  ministers,”  may  send  two;  if  it  contains  four¬ 
teen,  three;  if  twenty-five,  four;  ifforty,  five;  if  sixty,  six;  and  if  it  contains 
eighty-six  ministers  or  upwards,  seven  deputies,  11  of  the  rank  of  ordained 
ministers,  and  an  equal  number  of  lay-deputies.” 

2.  They  would  recommend  the  erasure  of  the  whole  of  Section  2,  Article 
3,  and  the  first  two  specifications,  and  in  lieu  of  these  insert  the  following: 
11  Whenever  the  General  Synod  shall  deem  it  proper  or  necessary,  they  may 
propose  to  the  special  Synods  or  Ministeriums,  new  books  or  writings,  such 
as  catechisms,  forms  of  liturgy,  collections  of  hymns  for  general  or  special 
public  use  in  the  church.  Every  proposal  of  the  kind,  the  several  or  respec¬ 
tive  Synods  may  duly  consider;  and  if  they  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  of 
opinion,  that  the  said  book  or  books,  writing  or  writings,  will  not  conduce 
to  the  end  proposed,  they  may  reject  them,  and  adopt  such  liturgical  books 
as  they  may  think  proper.  ’ 

3.  They  would  recommend  the  striking  out  of  the  whole  of  Section  3,  Ar¬ 
ticle  3,  and  the  insertion  in  its  place  of  the  following:  All  regularly  consti¬ 
tuted  Lutheran  Synods,  holding  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Bible  as 
taught  by  our  Church,  not  now  in  connexion  with  the  General  Synod,  may, 
at  any  time,  become  associated  with  it,  by  adopting  this  Constitution,  and 
sending  Delegates  to  its  Convention,  according  to  the  ratio  specified  in  Par. 
2,  Article  2. 

4.  They  would  suggest  the  erasure  of  the  whole  of  Article  7,  and  insert 
the  following:  “  No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  may  be  made  except  by 
the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  this  Convention;  an 
exact  copy  of  the  intended  alterations  to  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  all  the 
Presidents  of  the  District  Synods  in  connexion  with  this  body,  with  the 
request,  that  they  would  lay  them  before  their  respective  Synods  for  decision. 
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If  at  the  subsequent  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  it  shall  appear  from  their 
minutes  that  two-thirds  of  the  District  Synods  are  in  favor  of  the  alterations, 
they  shall  accordingly  be  made.” 

With  regard  to  any  objectionable  features  in  the  Constitution  recommend¬ 
ed  to  District  Synods,  your  committee  would  observe,  that  they  did  not 
come  within  their  revision,  but  they  are  left  entirely  to  the  individual 
Synods  which  adopted  that  form  of  constitution.

Resolved ,  That  this  report,  on  a  revision,  &c.,  of  the 
Constitution  of  this  Synod,  be  accepted. 

Rev.  Dr.  Rauch,  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  was  intro¬ 
duced,  and  received  as  an  advisory  member  of  this  body. 

XXXVI.  Resolved ,  That  500  copies  of  our  Minutes  be  published 
in  the  English  language,  and  that  the  Secretary  send  a  copy  to  eve¬ 
ry  Lutheran  Minister  in  the  United  States. 

XXXVII.  Resolved ,  That  150  copies  of  our  Minutes  be  printed 
in  the  German  language,  and  that  Professors  Schmucker  and  Krauth 
superintend  the  translation  of  the  same  into  said  language. 

XXXVIII.  Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  this  Synod  prepare  a 
Pastoral  Address  to  our  Churches,  to  be  appended  to  our  minutes. 


Rev.  E.  Keller  requested  leave  of  absence  for  the  remainder  of 
the  session.  Granted. 


The  Secretary  here  presented  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  D.  Lawyer, 
which  was  read.  Br.  Lawyer  states  that  ill  health  had  prevented 
him  from  attending  this  Convention  ;  requests  to  be  excused. 

XXXIX.  Resolved,  That  this  Rev.  Brother  be  excused.

Report  JVo .  14.  On  the  Resolution  in  Maryland  Minutes 
relative  to  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church . 

The  Committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  resolution  of’ the  Synod  of  Ma 
ryland,  in  relation  to  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  beg  leave  to  re¬ 
port: 

1.  That  it  affords  them  great  pleasure  to  hear  from  various  quarters  of  the 
kind  feelings  entertained  by  the  brethren  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Church,  respecting  our  church  and  the  doctrines  and  usages  prevailing  among 
us;  and  that  we  truly  cherish  feelings  of  Christian  esteem  and  fraternal  affec 
tion  towards  them. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  transmit  this  resolution  to  the  Gener¬ 
al  Assembly  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  together  with  five  copies 
of  our  minutes.

Upon  the  reading  of  this  report,  a  very  pleasing  discussion  ensued ; 
in  the  course  of  which  some  touching  and  moving  facts,  some  ster¬ 
ling  truth,  much  enlightened  piety,  and  a  benevolence  of  the  first 
order,  all  in  keeping  with  the  character  of  this  body,  were  displayed. 
This  report  having  undergone  a  few  alterations  and  amendments, 
on  motion  it  was  unanimously, 

XL.  Resolved,  That  this  report,  in  its  present  shape,  be  adopted. 

Rev.  Mr.  Kalbfuss,  of  the  Methodist  Church,  was  here  intro¬ 
duced  and  received  as  an  advisory  member  of  this  body. 

Rev.  Prof.  Jacobs  was  similarly  admitted. 

XLI.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  the  Ministers  in 
our  church  in  the  United  States,  to  read  to  their  respective  con¬ 
gregations  the  report  (No.  12)  on  Missions. 

XLII.  Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  re¬ 
vise  the  Sunday  School  Hymn  Book,  and  report  to  the  Book  Com¬ 
mittee  ;  and  that,  if  said  Book  Committee  approve  of  it,  they  have  it 
forthwith  stereotyped  and  published. 

XLIII.  Resolved,  That  Rev.  Prof.  Krauth  be  appointed  on  the 
Book  Committee,  in  the  room  of  Rev.  Dr.  Hazelius  who  has  re¬ 
signed. 
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Sunday  School  Hymn  Book  Committee  consists  of  Rev.  Prof. 
Kratjth,  Rev.  Prof.  Schmtjcker,  and  Rev.  D.  F.  Schaeffer. 

Rev.  Dr.  Cathcart,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  was  introduced, 
and  admitted  as  an  advisory  member. 

Mr.  D.  Martin  requested  leave  to  be  absent  the  remainder  of 
the  sessions.  Granted. 

XLIV.  Resolved,  That  we  now  proceed  to  ballot  for  the  place 
where,  and  the  time  when,  the  next  Convention  shall  be  held. 

Petitions,  through  the  medium  of  their  pastors,  relative  to  said 
Convention,  were  received  from  the  Lutheran  Congregations  at 
Frederick,  Hagerstown  and  Baltimore. 

XLV.  Voted ,  That  our  next  Convention  be  held  at  Hagerstown , 
Maryland,  on  the  first  Sunday  after  Trinity,  1837. 

Moved,  That  we  now  adjourn  till  to-morrow  8  o’clock  A.  M. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  C.  F.  Shaeffer. 

Tuesday  Evening,  June  23. 

This  evening,  Rev.  Prof.  Kratjth  delivered  a  discourse  upon  the 
subject  of  Sunday  Schools,  taking  as  a  leading  point,  Mark  x.  14. 
A  very  large  and  respectable  audience  listened  with  marked  atten¬ 
tion  to  this  excellent  address.  Rev.  J.  Ruthratjf  assisted  in  the 
exercises  of  the  evening.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting,  the  Rev. 
President  arose,  and  affeectinately  addressed  this  beloved  people. 
He  ingenuously  confessed  the  kind  and  respectful  treatment  which 
his  brethren  and  himself  had  received  from  the  people  of  York, 
during  the  whole  of  the  Synodic  meeting ;  for  which  he  now,  in  the 
name  of  his  brethren,  sincerely  thanked  them.  “As  we  shall  soon 
part,  in  all  probability  to  meet  no  more  together  in  this  world,  be 
assured,  dear  people,  we  will  cherish  the  recollection  of  your  kind¬ 
ness  when  we  are  in  distant  States,  and  we  will  pray  the  Great 
Shepherd  of  this  people,,  and  of  our  flocks,  to  be  with,  keep  and 
bless  you.” 

Fifth  Session , 

Wednesday,  June  24 th,  8  o'clock  A.  M. 

Synod  met  and  resumed  its  deliberations.  The  names  of  the 
members  were  called,  and  prayer  offered  up  by  Rev.  J.  Martin. 
The  minutes  of  the  preceding  sessions  were  read  and  adopted. 

The  subjoined  resolution  was  offered  by  Prof.  Kratjth  : 

XL VI.  Resolved,  That  the  translation  of  Arndt’s  Wahres 
Christenthum,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hoffman,  be  recommended  to  our 
Churches  as  a  devotional  book. 
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Rev.  J.  G.  Morris  invited  the  attention  of  Synod  to  letter  No.  1. 
This  letter  is  from  the  members  of  the  3d  Conference  District,  (West 
Pennsylvania  Synod),  convened  at  Newry,  on  the  27th  of  May, 

1835,  of  which -  -  was  Chairman  and  Rev.  N.  G. 

Sharetts,  Secretary.  Object  of  the  letter  is  to  recommend  to 
Synod  the  formation  of  a  Missionary  Society,  with  special  reference 
to  the  “far  West.”  After  a  lengthy  discussion,  the  Rev.  J.  G. 
Morris  proposed  the  following  resolution  : 

XLVII.  Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  recommend  the  holding  of  a 
Missionary  Convention  of  Lutheran  Ministers  at  Mechanicsburg, 
Pennsylvania,  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  West  Pennsylvania 
Synod  in  October,  1835. 

XLVIII.  Resolved ,  That  we  do  most  gratefully  rejoice  and  bless 
God  for  the  successful  labours  of  the  Rev.  Gutzlaff,  our  German 
brother  of  the  faith,  now  a  missionary  in  China  ;  and  to  these  la¬ 
bours  we  would  not  fail  to  add  as  a  similar  cause  for  gratitude, 
those  of  other  missionaries. 

XLIX.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  our  District  Sy¬ 
nods  to  recommend  to  their  respective  Churches,  that  they  pray  for 
the  success  of  said  Rev.  Brother,  and,  that  a  missionary  spirit  be 
poured  out  upon  all  our  American  Lutheran  Churches. 

L.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  District 
Synods  to  give  at  their  ensuing  meeting,  an  expression  of  their 
sentiments  and  feelings  respecting  the  establishment  of  a  Foreign 
Mission  by  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States. 

Rev.  Prof.  Krauth  offered  the  following  resolution : 

LI.  Resolved,  That  the  Education  Society  be  permitted  to  pub¬ 
lish  their  Constitution  in  connexion  with  the  Minutes  of  the  General 
Synod. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  D.  F.  Schaeffer, 

LII.  Resolved,  That  we  now  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot  two 
brethren,  and  their  alternates,  to  preach,  the  one  a  discourse  upon 
the  missionary  cause,  the  other,  upon  the  Sunday  School,  at  our 
next  General  Convention. 

LIII.  Voted,  That  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Morris,  or  Rev.  Prof.  Baugher 
deliver  the  Missionary  Sermon,  and  Rev.  Prof.  Schmucker,  or  Rev. 
B.  Kurtz,  that  on  Sunday  Schools. 

LIV.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  do  now  adjourn. 

The  Rev.  and  Lay  Brethren  now  arose,  joined  in  singing  a  part¬ 
ing  hymn,  and  then  bowed  with  the  Rev.  President,  who  offered 
up  a  fervent  and  affecting  prayer  to  the  Great  Master  of  assemblies 
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and  the  Good  Shepherd  of  his  .flocks.  The  usual  benediction  was 
then  pronounced  by  the  President,  and  the  brethren  gave  to  each 
other  the  parting  hand.

PASTORAL  ADDRESS. 


The  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 

United  States ,  to  the  Ministers  and  Churches  in  their  connexion. 

Dearly  Beloved  Brethren  in  the  Lord  : 

Having  been  permitted  to  meet  once  more  in  General  Conven¬ 
tion,  to  confer  upon  the  best  interests  of  our  Zion,  and  having  been 
favored  with  an  interesting  and  profitable  time,  we  feel  it  an  im¬ 
pressive  and  pleasing  duty  to  render  thanksgiving  and  praise  to  God 
our  Father,  and  to  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We  praise  Him,  more¬ 
over,  and  let  all  the  people  praise  Him,  for  the  present  goodly  state 
and  prospects  of  our  Church,  the  whole  evidently  the  result  of  His 
guidance  and  superintending  care.  We  praise  Him  that  we  are 
now  able  to  transmit  to  our  beloved  brethren  such  valuable  informa¬ 
tion,  presuming  that  it  will  cheer  them  as  it  hath  cheered  us. 

STATE  OF  OUR  CHURCH. 

\ 

1st.  Its  character  in  respect  to  piety  and  benevolence  deservedly 
ranks  high  at  the  present  time — higher  than  at  any  former  period 
in  this  country — and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  it  will  yet 
reach  an  eminence  not  inferior  to  that  attained  by  any  other  branch 
of  the  Christian  Church.  Eminence  in  piety  and  benevolence  is  at 
all  times,  but  especially  in  this  our  day,  very  desirable  in  any  church ; 
for  it  is  inseparably  connected  with  peace  and  happiness  among 
members,  the  conversion  of  sinners,  and  a  stability  and  steadfastness 
so  precious  in  these  days  in  which  opinions  change  so  often,  and 
character  is  so  variable.  But  we  will  give  a  statement  of  a  few 
facts  which,  we  believe,  will  be  both  satisfactory  and  interesting. 
The  piety  of  our  clerical  brethren  is  now  generally  manifested  by 
their  devotedness  to,  by  their  sacrifices  for  and  in  the  cause  of  their 
Master  ;  by  their  faithful  labours  in  the  pulpit,  in  the  lecture  room, 
in  pastoral  visits,  and  in  attending  conference  meetings.  Many  of 
these  dear  fellow  laborers  have,  in  consequence,  suffered  an  impair¬ 
ed  constitution,  never,  perhaps,  to  be  again  fully  restored.  Another 
well  known  fact,  and  a  goodly  sign  for  our  Church  is,  our  congrega¬ 
tions  generally  have  strong  desires,  not  only  for  a  learned,  but  also 
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for  a  pious  ministry.  Another  fact,  and  one  that  indicates  good 
health  in  a  Christian  community,  the  people  require  pure,  active 
and  efficient  church  councils,  and  of  course,  godly  men  to  compose 
them.  They  think,  and  very  correctly  too,  that  a  church  council 
which  has  a  drunkard  in  it,  or  a  liar,  or  an  oppressor  of  the  poor, 
will  never  purge  the  church  as  they  ought  to  do,  of  drunkards,  liars 
and  other  vicious  characters  ;  that  an  unpurged  church  is  like  a  camp 
with  an  Achan  in  it,  the  whole  camp  must  suffer  until  the  “accursed” 
be  removed.  Our  people  have  the  right  of  the  matter  ;  they  have 
learnt  it  of  the  prophets,  and  of  Jesus  who  drove  the  buyers  and  sellers 
out  of  his  F ather’s  house,  and  of  the  Apostles.  It  is  to  be  expected,  as  is 
really  the  case,  that  such  signs  would  be  found  connected  with  others 
of  a  kindred  nature.  Individual  piety  of  gospel  value  exists  among 
us.  Our  members  want  to  be  right  in  head  and  heart,  to  have  sound 
principles  and  holy  dispositions,  that  they  may  thereby  know  that  they 
are  “  accepted  in  the  Beloved.”  To  this  we  must  subjoin  their  lives 
of  prayer,  of  faith  and  love,  of  pious  deeds,  of  zeal  in  and  for  their 
Master’s  cause.  Family  altars  have  never  been  so  numerous,  and 
prayer  meetings  have  never  stood  so  fair  as  at  the  present  time. 
The  conviction  is  deepening  upon  us,  that  these  altars  and  these 
meetings,  so  far  from  lessening  the  dignity,  and  impairing  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  the  clergy,  prove  the  reverse,  by  endearing  to  each  other 
the  shepherd  and  the  flock. 

Connected  with  this  piety  is  Christian  and  active  benevolence, 
which  has  extended  beyond  the  well  know  circles  of  friends  and 
acquaintances,  and  the  bounds  of  the  church  at  home,  and  is  swelling 
on  to  objects  once  thought  too  far  off  ever  to  be  reached.  The¬ 
ological  and  other  Seminaries  of  learning  are  liberally  and  no¬ 
bly  supported.  What  an  instance  of  judicious,  prompt  and  exten¬ 
sive  munificence,  and  of  a  rapid  and  sturdy  growth  in  so  short  a 
time,  is  the  Gettysburg  Theological  Seminary.  The  board  of  di¬ 
rectors  state  in  their  last  report,  that  the  seminary  edifice  and  the 
dwellings  for  the  professors,  have  been  finished  to  meet  the  present 
wants,  &c.  (See  the  report  No.  2.)  That  the  available  funds  are 
nearly  adequate  to  the  support  of  the  professors — that  the  aggregate 
number  of  students  now  in  a  course  of  preparation  for  the  ministry 
in  our  church  is  fifty — that  since  their  last  report  twelve  have  left 
the  institution  and  have  been  licensed  to  preach.  The  same  expan¬ 
sive  and  benevolent  spirit  prevails  at  the  North  among  the  brethren 
of  the  New- York  and  Hartwick  Synods,  who  are  now  pursuing 
measures,  which,  if  successful,  will  render  still  more  useful  the  val- 
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uable  Seminary  at  Hartwick.  Our  Brethren  in  South  Carolina 
appear  very  much  alive  to  the  interests  of  their  Seminary  at  Lex¬ 
ington,  which  they  are  rapidly  promoting  by  well  directed  and  faith¬ 
fully  applied  labor.  Already,  it  is  stated  in  their  last  report,  their 
church  begins  to  reap  the  benefits  of  the  Seminary.  Our  Ohio 
Brethren,  though  behind  the  rest  in  point  of  chronology  as  to  the 
founding  of  their  Institution,  are  nevertheless  up  with  the  spirit  of 
the  times,  and  are  doing  what  they  can  for  their  Theological  Sem¬ 
inary  at  Columbus.  In  short,  such  is  the  spirit  now  prevailing 
among  Lutherans,  of  establishing  Theological  and  other  Seminaries, 
that  there  is  no  danger  that  we  shall  not  have  enough  of  them  ;  but 
if  some  more  now  in  embryo  should  come  forth  too  soon,  the  calls 
for  our  help  might  be  so  numerous  that  we  could  not  do  any  a  full, 
or  an  adequate  amount  of  good.  A  noble  enterprise  however  is 
not  to  be  spoiled  through  vain  fears,  if  only  all  is  clear  ahead ,  and 
there  is  a  suitable  force  to  drive  it  on. 

The  tide  of  benevolence  among  our  people  stops  not  here.  Res¬ 
olutions  framed,  adopted  and  published  by  the  General  Synod  the 
few  years  past,  have  been  echoed  by  the  District  Synods,  and  through 
them  have  rolled  on  to  the  far  off  boundaries  of  our  Zion.  Almost 
every  Synodic  meeting,  nearly  every  report  and  letter  brings  back 
the  distant  sounds.  Bible,  Tract,  and  Temperance  societies,  which 
are  mighty  “  signs  ”  of  the  times,  great  luminaries  which  reflect 
strongly,  and  far  and  wide  their  borrowed  and  blessed  light,  waken¬ 
ing  up  multitudes  to  heavenly  life,  and  action,  and  joy,  have  met  with 
encouragement  and  support  in  all  parts  of  our  Zion.  Sunday  Schools, 
so  dear  to  our  children  and  therefore  to  us,  because  so  effectual  in 
timely  and  happily  fastening  to  the  young  the  best  of  characters  for 
earth  or  heaven,  are  deservedly  among  the  favorites  of  many  of  our 
congregations.  A  great  benevolent  movement  was  made  at  the 
time  our  late  convention  met  at  York.  A  “  Parent  Education  So¬ 
ciety  ”  was  formed,  whose  constitution  with  the  names  of  its  officers, 
&c.,  will  be  found  in  Appendix,  letter  C.  This  society  is  the  very 
thing  we  have  wanted  years  ago.  Our  distant  and  western  breth¬ 
ren  have  lifted  the  Macedonian  cry,  “  come  over  and  help  us,”  so 
often,  and  have  sounded  it  so  long,  that  their  strength  and  their 
courage  have  nearly  died  away.  The  only  reply  we  could  make 
was,  “  be  ye  warmed  and  be  ye  filled,”  without  giving  any  thing. 
The  truth  was  we  had  nothing  to  send  or  to  give,  neither  ministers, 
nor  money.  Our  young  men  said,  we  will  go ;  only  help  us  to  an 
education.  At  this  news  we  rejoiced,  and  wept ;  rejoiced  at  the  good 
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will  of  our  young  men,  and  wept  because  we  had  to  deny  the  great¬ 
est  part  of  them.  But  now,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  a  plan  is  in  ope¬ 
ration  which  will,  as  soon  as  it  is  known,  encourage  these  destitute 
and  far  off  brethren,  and  also  invite  young  men  of  proper  spirit  and 
talent  to  the  ministry. 

Another  precious  morsel  of  intelligence  for  our  dear  people  is 
the  fact,  that  brethren’s  minds  were  so  full  charged  with  missionary 
fire,  that  quite  a  number  of  resolutions,  and  all  of  them  of  first  rate 
importance,  were  passed  at  our  late  Convention,  touching  the  mis¬ 
sionary  cause.  Particular  attention  is  invited  to  resolutions  28 — 
33,  and  to  resolution  41.  The  resolution  47  is  one  of  great  impor¬ 
tance.  Desirous  of  pursuing  a  course  for  missionary  enterprise 
which  might  be  least  objectionable,  and  yet  successful,  the  General 
Synod  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  propose  the  holding  of  a  Con¬ 
vention  of  Lutheran  Ministers  at  Mechanicsburg,  at  the  time  of  the 
meeting  of  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod.  We  have  had  Mission¬ 
ary  Societies  hitherto  in  various  parts  of  the  United  States,  but  how 
long  have  they  flourished,  or  retained  vigor  enough  to  enable  them 
to  continue  to  act  well?  We  have  been  rich  in  good  reports,  spirited 
resolutions,  and  some  excellent  sermons;  but  after  all  we  have  no 
missionary  preacher  in  all  the  land  from  Maine  to  New-Orleans, 
wholly  given  up  to  the  work;  and  we  have  no  fund.  Some  of  the 
reasons  of  all  this  are,  we  conceive,  very  obvious.  We  have  lacked 
the  beneficent  spirit,  and  our  forces  have  been  too  much  divided — 
we  have  thought  it  was  good  to  he  alone.  We  are  now  invited, 
however,  by  the  above  resolution,  to  try  the  “united  policy” — to 
have  one  rallying  point  instead  of  the  many.  To  Mechanicsburg 
then,  and  to  the  2d  of  October  next  we  must  look  for  something  to 
be  done  commensurate  with  our  strong  desires,  high  expectations, 
and  the  present  urgent  wants  of  the  church. 

2d.  Strength  of  our  Church. — There  are  in  the  United  States 
rising  of  200  ordained  Lutheran  ministers  and  above  20  licentiates ; 
about  800  congregations,  and  between  60  and  70,000  communicants. 
There  is  talent  and  learning  as  well  as  piety,  both  among  preach¬ 
ers  and  laymen,  adequate  to  any  wants  of  our  church.  There  is 
surplus  wealth  enough  among  our  people  to  support  all  our  semina¬ 
ries  at  the  rate  of  $2,000  for  each  per  annum,  and  $5,000  for  the 
Gettysburg;  to  educate  one  hundred  young  men  at  $100  for  each 
per  annum;  to  pay  well  all  our  stationed  ministers,  to  send  mis¬ 
sionaries  to  every  destitute  part  of  our  land,  and  even  to  establish 
a  foreign  mission  with  an  endowment  of  $40,000,  and  an  annual 
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Appropriation  of  $10,000  besides.  It  is  presumable  to  be  a  fair 
calculation  that  our  800  congregations  will  average  each  about  50 
members,  who  shall  on  an  average  be  worth  $5,000  a  piece. 
This  would  equal  the  sum  of  two  hundred  millions  of  dollars.  And 
now  let  each  one  of  the  members  pay  to  the  church,  i.  e.,  each 
$5,000,  give,  only  five  dollars  per  annum,  our  annual  income  would 
be  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Out  of  this  sum  pay  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  ten  thousand  to  the  stationed  ministers,  at  an  average  of 
a  little  more  than  five  hundred  each,  more  than  they  get,  and  you 
will  have  left  ninety  thousand  dollars  "for  purposes  above  named. 
Hence  the  astonishing  fact ;  and  oh  that  it  might  move  every  Lu¬ 
theran.  If  our  people  ACT  only  moderately ,  but  ACT  TOGE¬ 
THER,  they  can  satisfy  all  the  wants  of  their  church,  and  accom¬ 
plish  a  vast  amount  of  good  besides. 

3d.  Influence  of  our  Church. — There  was  a  time  when  our 
Church  in  this  country  was  thought  little  and  unknown.  And  no 
wonder,  for  our  language  had  built  a  wall  around  it,  and  the  preju¬ 
dices  of  our  neighbors  had  contrived  to  make  it  doubly  thick  and 
high.  In  preparing  the  statistics  of  the  different  churches  in  this 
country,  the  Lutheran  Church  was  rarely  mentioned ;  and  if  it  had 
obtained  the  privilege  of  a  place  in  some  little  nook  or  corner,  its 
aspect  was  so  mutilated  and  deformed  that  strangers  took  no  notice 
of  it,  and  its  friends  hardly  knew  it.  The  times  have  now  changed, 
and  as  it  respects  our  Church,  for  the  better.  It  is  gratifying  to 
see  our  places  of  worship  well  filled,  and  to  receive  from  all  parts 
of  the  sections  in  which  they  are  located,  favorable  and  cheering 
reports,  and  some  very  precious  tokens  of  kind  Christian  regard. 
Our  Synods,  and  the  General  Synod  as  well  as  the  Churches,  enjoy 
an  amount  of  the  public  confidence  and  esteem  which  must  satisfy 
and  encourage  greatly  every  Lutheran.  It  was  in  consequence 
of  the  friendly  assurances  of  esteem  and  kind  wishes  made  toward 
us  by  the  Cumberland  Presbyterians,  that  the  resolutions  in  Report 
No.  14,  were  passed  by  the  General  Synod.  It  is  the  Lord  who 
has  given  us  a  “  good  name”  and  “  loving  favor”  among  our  breth¬ 
ren  of  different  denominations,  and  who  has,  we  do  believe,  given 
these  brethren,  the  same  among  us. 

PROSPECTS  OF  OUR  CHURCH. 

Such  then  is  the  state  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 

the  United  States,  from  which  we  must  augur  well  and  much  con- 
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cerning  her  prospects.  The  General  Synod,  under  Divine  Provi¬ 
dence,  is  among  the  prime  causes  of  her  prosperity ;  and  is  a  holy 
eminence,  from  which  sweet  prospects  can  and  will  be  seen.  We 
judge  thus  from  the  past,  from  the  principles  of  its  constitution,  and 
from  the  men  that  have  been  and  are  associated  with  it.  Will  it 
be  too  much  to  say  that  since  1820  this  Synod  has  been  a  means 
under  God  of  greatly  reviving  our  American  churches ;  spreading 
abroad  the  spirit  of  reformation ;  of  firing  with  new  zeal,  ministers 
and  laymen ;  elevating  the  standard  of  piety  among  us ;  diffusing  a 
spirit  of  benevolence  among  our  people;  furnishing,  by  means  of 
her  seminaries,  ministers  for  congregations  ready  to  perish,  and 
through  the  medium  of  her  publications,  bread  to  those  starving  in 
foreign  lands.  If  this  is  saying  too  much,  we  do  not  wish  to  con¬ 
tend,  for  we  are  not  ambitious  of  vain  glory ;  we  would  merely  then 
invite  to  look  at  things  as  they  have  been,  and  as  they  now  are,  and 
at  the  causes  that  must  have  been  at  work  to  produce  the  present  in¬ 
teresting  state  of  things.  We  desire  impartial  investigation  for  this 
one  purpose,  if  for  no  more,  that  we  may  all  know  what  is  the  best 
means  for  promoting  the  lest  interests  of  our  Zion.  And  indeed, 
what  ought  we  not  to  expect  from  the  united  prayers  and  efforts  of 
such  men  as  those  whose  names  you  will  find  appended  to  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  General  Synod.  Some  of  them  are  yet  alive,  and 
alive  to  the  true  interests  of  that  Synod,  unchanging  and  unchanged 
in  the  policy  they  first  conceived  to  be  correct  and  wise ;  though 
some  of  their  companions  in  faith  and  toil  have  since  gone  to  rest 
above ,  and  we  trust  have  joined  the  general  assembly  of  the  saints 
in  glory.  We  are  therefore  enabled  to  state  that  our  future  pros¬ 
pects  are  bright  and  cheering.  The  phrase  “so  styled ,”  will  soon* 
we  apprehend,  lose  its  captiousness,  and  immerge  amidst  general 
good  feeling  and  amidst  the  facts,  that  all  the  Lutheran  Synods  in 
the  United  States  will  have  united  in  form  as  we  believe  they  are  in 
heart.  To  remove,  if  possible,  the  last  impediment  out  of  the  way 
of  the  accomplishment  of  so  desirable  an  event,  a  Committee  has 
been  appointed  to  revise,  &c.,  the  Constitution.  The  points  altered 
and  those  in  lieu  thereof,  in  the  proposed  amendment,  as  per  Report 
No.  13,  will,  we  would  believe,  conciliate  all  minds,  and  afford  full 
and  general  satisfaction.  And  we  would  believe  that  our  dear 
brethren  who  have  not  yet  joined  us,  begin  to  feel  that  those  breth¬ 
ren  who  have  been  together  in  the  same  faith,  and  church,  and  Sy¬ 
nods,  should  be  no  longer  separated.  If  brethren  could  live  and 
act  in  sweetest,  harmony  whilst  moving  in  lower  circles,  why  should 
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it  be  thought  incredible  that  the  same  persons  or  similar  hearts 
could  move  agreeably  in  the  higher?  Are  brethren  afraid  of  the 
higher  obligations,  when  obligations  in  the  lower  sphere  were  deem¬ 
ed  perfectly  correct,  and  even  sacrifices  in  case  of  repeated  viola¬ 
tion  of  them,  reasonable . and  evangelical?  We  would  further  be¬ 
lieve  that  all  Lutherans  see  the  need  of  a  general  union,  from  the 
alarming  evidences  bursting  upon  us  every  day,  that  Papal  Rome  is 
putting  forth  her  last,  her  dying,  and  therefore  dreadful  struggle; 
and  that  this  country  will  probably  be  the  closing  scene  of  her  iniqui¬ 
tous  and  bloody  tragedies.  Plans  conceived  in  Europe  are  already 
in  various  places  of  our  land,  secretly  but  rapidly  maturing.  Talent 
and  extensive  learning,  cunning,  and  every  deceptive  art,  are  among 
the  means  employed  for  the  perfecting  of  these  plans.  Wealth  and 
honors  are  to  be  the  rewards  for  every  partial,  and  for  the  final 
execution  of  them.  Thus  the  harbingers  of  woe  are  even  now  in 
sight — of  woe  to  the  dearest  rights  of  Christians,  and  to  the  liberties 
of  these  United  States.  But  brethren,  as  to  our  church,  there  is  one 
good  sign :  five-eighths  of  the  Lutheran  forces  are  already  in  solid 
phalanx ;  and  we  hope  confidently,  that  five-eighths  of  the  remain¬ 
ing  three-eighths  are  nearly  ready  to  join  the  main  body. 

PRESSING  WANTS  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

1st  Want.  We  want  more  Ministers.  The  800  congregations  and 
the  70,000  members  are  wearing  out  many  of  the  220  “laborers.” 
We  might  mention  some  of  our  former  number  who  have  entered 
prematurely  the  grave,  some  in  youth,  some  in  middle  life ;  and  we 
could  point  you  to  some  in  our  midst  who  bear  evident  marks  of  a 
wasting  constitution,  and  of  a  dissolution  not  far  off.  Who  among 
the  thousands  of  our  Lutheran  youth,  impressed  by  these  solemn 
facts,  will  come  boldly  out  and  up  to  the  work  of  the  Lord  ? 

2d  Want.  That  all  our  Synods  would,  in  due  form  and  as  soon 
as  possible,  connect  auxiliaries  with  “  the  Parent  Education  Socie¬ 
ty,”  and  put  forth  all  efforts  to  raise  a  fund.  For  of  what  avail  will 
be  such  a  society  without  a  good,  heavy  and  permanent  fund. 
Without  this,  expectation  will  soon  be  cut  down,  confidence  in  the 
society  lost,  and  the  whole  concern  wither  away.  Let  therefore, 
we  would  suggest,  whatever  else  may  be  done,  a  special  effort  be 
made — it  is  more  necessary  than  a  subscription  for  a  church — let 
every  Lutheran  in  the  United  States  worth  $500  pay  during  the 
two  years  ensuing  half  a  dollar  each  year  to  be  appropriated  to 
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Missionary  or  Education  purposes,  after  the  plan  each  Synod  may 
think  best  to  adopt :  said  money  to  be  collected  in  the  week  time  by 
the  officers  of  each  church.  Under  $500  let  them  pay  in  propor¬ 
tion  as  they  can  afford  down  to  “two  mites  above  the  $500,  some 
may  possibly  feel  to  pay  or  more  dollars.  Dear  Brethren,  the 
Master  calls  us  all  to  make  one  great  effort. 

3 d  Want.  Sunday  Schools,  although  flourishing  in  some  of  our 
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congregations,  and  generally  in  our  cities,  yet,  we  confess,  are  not 
universally  established.  The  parochial  reports  of  the  different  Sy¬ 
nods  show  the  number  of  schools  is  but  small.  It  is  true  that  a 
Sunday  School  Union  has  been  formed  by  the  General  Synod;  but 
what  can  this  “  Union  ”  do  in  and  of  itself.  Each  Auxiliary  (each 
Synod  is  an  Auxiliary)  should  have  attached  to  itself  in  due  form 
at  least  one  school  in  every  congregation  belonging  to  the  Synod. 
In  order  to  effect  this,  some  pious,  intelligent,  and  spirited  laymen 
should  be  employed  by  said  Synod  as  agents.  Every  school  should 
be  regularly  organized,  hold  its  anniversary  celebration,  and  send  in 
its  report  annually  and  in  season  to  the  Auxiliary,  so  that  said  Auxili¬ 
ary  might  make  out  and  send  their  own  report  to,  and  by  one  of  the 
delegates  of,  the  next  General  Synod.  Then  would  there  be  some 
cause  for,  and  great  interest  in  a  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  Sun¬ 
day  School  Union,  How  desirable  that  we  wake  generally  and  fully 
up  to  the  importance  of  Sunday  Schools !  Shall  our  dear  children  be 
cruelly  forsaken  by  their  own  parents  and  friends  ?  And  shall 
strangers  be  permitted  to  mock  them  with  “  stones  ”  for  “  bread  ”? 

4 th  Want.  Our  Lutheran  Observer  must  be  sustained.  The 
Church  has  called  for  a  paper  of  the  kind.  Not  satisfied  with  a 
semi-monthly,  she  has  demanded  a  weekly  paper,  pledging  herself 
to  support  it.  Her  veracity  will  be  impeachable  if  her  pledge  be 
not  redeemed.  She  has  called  forth  to  her  services  in  the  conduct¬ 
ing  of  this  .paper,  a  man  most  tenderly  and  faithfully  attached  to  her 
best  interests ;  one  who  has  worn  out  in  her  service  his  best  years,, 
although  but  in  middle  life  ;  and  who  is  now  wearing  out  his  prop¬ 
erty  in  her  behalf,  taking  almost  the  bread  from  his  own  family  to 
feed,  not  the  poor,  but  the  rich.  O  who  will  ever  conduct  a  Luthe¬ 
ran  paper  again,  if  the  Observer  should  fail,  and  who  would  go  to 
our  people  to  procure  subscribers  for  another  ? 

5 th  Want.  We  want  the  blessing  of  which  Malichi  (3.  10.) 
speaks,  to  be  poured  out  upon  all  our  Churches.  So  that  during 
the  two  following  years  all  our  people  will  have  grown  more  pious 
and  godly,  and  our  members  have  increased  10,000;  so  that  our 
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800  hundred  congregations  will  have  become  50  stronger ;  so  that 
our  ministers  will  have  induced  one  hundred  young  men  to  step  for¬ 
ward  as  candidates  for  the  ministry.  O  what  might  not,  by  the 
blessing  of  God,  be  accomplished  in  two  years  by  220  pious  and 
active  ministers,  and  60  or  70,000  pious  and  active  members.  The 
blessing,  beloved  brethren,  can  be  obtained,  for  God  has  promised  it. 
Only  bring  all  the  tythes  into  the  store  house,  and  prove  me  here¬ 
with,  saith  the  Lord,  if  I  will  not  open  the  windows  of  heaven  and 
pour  you  out  a  blessing  that  there  shall  not  be  room  enough  to  con¬ 
tain  it.

APPENDIX  A. 


STANDING  RESOLUTIONS  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

Religious  Works . 

1.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  clergymen  be  appointed  to 
be  called  the  Book  Committee,  to  delineate  more  fully  the  plan  of 
those  religious  works  which  shall  be  published,  and  distribute  the 
editorial  labor  among  the  brethren  elected  by  this  body,  as  much 
reference  as  possible  being  had  to  the  predilection  of  the  individuals 
themselves. 

2.  Resolved,  That  whenever  any  brother  has  completed  the  work 
which  he  has  undertaken,  he  shall  transmit  it  to  the  book  corn- 
committee,  who  shall  carefully  examine  it.  If  a  majority  of  the 
committee  shall  judge  the  work  to  be  well  executed,  they  shall  fur¬ 
nish  the  author  with  a  certificate,  authorising  him  to  publish  it  under 
the  sanction  of  the  General  Synod. 

3.  Resolved,  That  in  those  cases  in  which  the  authorship  of  a 
work  is  divided  between  several  brethren,  those  brethren  shall  con¬ 
fer  together  and  make  arrangements  for  its  publication. 

Adopted  November  1,  1831. 

Relief  of  Superannuated  Ministers,  8fc. 
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4.  Resolved,  That  one-half  of  the  profits  of  those  works  to  be 
published  with  the  sanction  of  the  General  Synod,  after  having  been 
•approved  by  the  book  committee,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  General  Synod,  to  constitute  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  superannua¬ 
ted  ministers,  belonging  to  the  Synods  in  connexion  with  'this  body, 
and  their  widows  and  orphans. 

Adopted  November  1,  1831. 

Traveling  Expenses  of  Delegates  from  District  Synods. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  delegates  from  the  District  Synods  to  this 
body  be  allowed  their  actual  expenses  to  and  from  this  Synod,  not 
exceeding  five  dollars  for  every  hundred  miles. 

Adopted  November  2,  1831. 
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Missions . 

6.  Resolved,  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  the  District 
Synods  to  continue  their  exertions  for  sending  out  missionaries  to 
preach  the  gospel  to  our  destitute  people. 

7.  Resolved,  That  a  standing  committee,  consisting  of  one  mem¬ 
ber  from  each  Synod  in  connexion  with  this  body,  be  appointed,  to 
be  called  the  Missionary  Committee,  who  shall  submit,  at  each  meet¬ 
ing  of  this  body,  a  report  embracing  all  such  information  as  they 
shall  deem  important  and  necessary  to  be  published  for  promoting 
the  interests  of  the  missionary  cause.  [Adopted  October  30,  1833. 

8.  Resolved,  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  every  month,  in  the 
evening  at  early  candlelight,  we  set  apart  an  hour  for  concert 
prayer  in  all  our  congregations,  to  petition  the  Lord  for  an  outpour¬ 
ing  of  his  Holy  Spirit  on  our  churches,  and  in  particular  on  those 
destitute  of  the  gospel — that  he  would  call  more  laborers  into  the 
harvest,  and  revive  a  missionary  spirit  in  us  and  our  congregations, 
and  make  us  all  willing  to  do  more  for  his  church  and  kingdom. 

9.  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  each  Synod  to  appoint  one 
member  from  their  midst,  as  a  member  of  an  executive  commit¬ 
tee  for  missionary  purposes,  to  meet  once  a  year,  at  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting  of  this  General  Synod  ;  which  committee  shall 
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appoint  the  missionaries,  point  out  the  missionary  ground,  and  hus¬ 
band  the  missionary  funds. 

10.  Resolved,  That  each  minister  of  our  connexion  preach  a 
sermon  once  a  year  in  all  his  congregations  on  this  subject,  and  take 
a  collection  for  the  advancement  of  missions. 

11  Resolved,  That  this  Body  recommend  to  all  our  Synods,  to 
encourage  pious  and  talented  young  men  for  the  gospel  ministry 
and  missionary  labors. 

12.  Resolved ,  This  executive  missionary  committee  shall  be 
instructed,  first,  to  supply  the  vacant  destitute  places  within  the 
bounds  of  our  church  by  itinerant  preachers,  and  as  soon  after  that 
as  possible,  and  as  their  pecuniary  resources  may  admit,  also  extend 
their  cares  and  labors  to  the  conversion  of  the  heathen. 

Adopted  June  23, 1835. 

District  Synods . 

13.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  District  Synods 
connected  with  this  body,  to  adopt  a  uniform  rule,  requiring  ministers 
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and  congregations  to  unite  with  the  respective  Synods  within  whose 
bounds  they  may  be  located. 

Adopted  October  30,  1833. 

Festival  of  the  Reformation . 

14.  Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  ministers  and 
churches  in  our  connexion  to  celebrate  the  31st  of  October  in  each 
year,  in  commemoration  of  the  commencement  of  the  Reformation. 

Adopted  October  30,  1833. 

Temperance. 

15.  Resolved ,  That  this  body  feels  deeply  interesed  in  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  temperance  reformation ;  that  we  view  the  efforts  which 
are  now  making  in  different  parts  of  the  country  to  promote  this 
cause  as  claiming  the  support  and  co-operation  of  the  friends  of 
true  religion  in  our  church,  and  that  we  earnestly  recommend 
the  formation  of  temperance  societies  to  the  people  in  our  connexion. 

Adopted  October  30,  1833.

PARENT  EDUCATION  SOCIETY  OF  THE  EVANGELI¬ 
CAL  LUTHERAN  CHURCH. 

Extract  from  the  Minutes  of  a  Convention  held  at  York,  Pa.,  June 
22d  and  23d,  1835,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Parent  Educa¬ 
tion  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

Monday  Morning,  June  22. 

After  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Synod,  a  convention  was 
called  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  Education  Society.  Rev.  B. 
Kurtz  was  elected  Chairman  and  Prof.  Baugher,  Secretary. 

Resolved ,  That  a  Committee  of  six  Clerical  and  three  Lay  dele¬ 
gates  be  appointed  to  draft  a  Constitution  and  report  to-morrow. 

The  Committee  consisted  of  the  following :  Messrs.  B.  Kurtz, 
S.  S.  Schmucker,  Krauth,  Scheck,  Senderling,  Eichelberger,  Ray, 
Mumford  and  Martin.  Convention  then  adjourned. 

Tuesday,  June  23. 

Prof.  Baugher  being  absent,  Rev.  C.  F.  Schaeffer  was  chosen 
Secretary. 

The  convention  held  three  sessions  this  day,  during  which  a  con¬ 
stitution  was  reported,  its  several  articles  considered  and  amended, 
and  the  whole  thus  amended  finally  adopted.  THe  Society  being 
thus  formed,  the  following  were  elected  officers: 

President,  Rev.  B.  Kurtz ; 

Vice  President,  Rev.  J.  Ruthrauff ; 

Treasurer,  Dr.  Gilbert ; 

Corresponding  Secretary,  Rev.  Prof.  Baugher ; 

Recording  Secretary,  Rev.  C.  F.  Schaeffer. 

The  following  were  chosen  Directors:  Prof.  Krauth,  of  West 
Pennsylvania  Synod;  Prof.  Miller,  of  New  York  Synod;  Prof. 
Hazelius,  of  South  Carolina  Synod  ;  Rev.  Messrs.  Baker,  of  East 
Pennsylvania  Synod ;  Lintner,  of  Hartwick  Synod ;  Mechlin,  of  Ohio 
Synod ;  and  Graeber,  of  North  Carolina  Synod. 

The  Society  then  adjourned.

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Constitution  of  the  Parent  Education  Society  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church . 

The  object  of  this  society*  is  to  educate  indigent  pious  young  men 
for  the  gospel  ministry,  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

Article  1.  This  society  shall  be  composed  of  all  those  present, 
who  subscribe  the  constitution  ;  but  all  members  hereafter  added  to 
the  society,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at 
an  annual  meeting.  Any  person  who  shall  subscribe  and  pay  from 
his  own  funds,  into  the  Treasury  at  one  time,  thirty  dollars,  and  if  a 
clergyman  ten  dollars,  shall  be  a  life  member,  and  shall  have  a  right 
to  sit,  deliberate  and  vote,  in  all  the  meetings  of  the  society.  Con¬ 
gregations  or  others  may  constitute  their  ministers  or  others,  life 
members  by  the  payment  of  thirty  dollars. 

Article  2.  There  shall  be  annually  chosen,  by  ballot,  a  Presi¬ 
dent,  Vice  President,  a  Recording  and  a  Corresponding  Secretary, 
a  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  found  necessary, 
who  shall  continue  in  office  till  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  stead. 

Article  3.  This  Society  shall,  from  time  to  time,  by  ballot,  elect 
such  a  number  of  honorary  Vice  Presidents  as  they  may  judge 
expedient. 

Article  4.  This  Society  shall  biennially  appoint,  by  ballot, 
seven  Directors,  who  together  with  the  President  and  Vice  President 
of  the  Society,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors ;  three  of  whom 
shall  form  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  regularly  convened.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  increase  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
by  soliciting  thqmselves  and  by  appointing  and  instructing  agents 
to  solicit  the  aid  requisite  to  achieve  the  object  in  view.  This 
Board  shall  have  the  power  of  appropriating  all  monies  for  the  sup¬ 
port  of  beneficiaries ;  of  examining  and  selecting  candidates  for  pa¬ 
tronage  ;  of  appointing  committees  to  examine  and  recommend  its 
applicants  living  in  distant  parts  ;  and  generally,  of  transacting  all 
business  necessary  for  the  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  this  society, 
not  otherwise  herein  provided  for.  The  Directors  shall  also  keep  a 
fair  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  biennially  make  report  of  their 
transactions  to  the  society. 

Article  5.  Qualified  candidates  may  be  aided,  in  each  stage  of 
preparatory  education  for  the  ministry  ;  but,  except  in  very  singular 
cases,  no  applicant  shall  be  assisted,  even  in  the  first  stage,  who  shall 
not  produce,  from  serious  and  respectable  characters,  unequivocal 
testimonials  of  hopeful  piety,  promising  talents,  and  real  indigence ; 
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nor  shall  any  person  be  continued  on  this  foundation,  whose  instruct¬ 
or,  or  instructors,  except  in  very  special  cases,  shall  not  annually 
exhibit  to  the  Directors,  satisfactory  evidence,  that  in  point  of  gen¬ 
ius,  diligence,  literary  progress,  morals  and  piety,  he  is  a  proper 
character  to  receive  aid  from  these  sacred  funds ;  in  addition  to 
which,  each  beneficiary,  after  his  admission  into  any  college,  shall 
annually  exhibit  to  the  Directors  a  written  declaration,  that  it  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  his  serious  purpose  to  devote  his  life  to  the  gospel 
ministry  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

Article  6.  Any  person  who  has  been  assisted  by  this  society, 
and  whose  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  beneficiaries,  be- 
cause  of  misconduct,  or  other  deficiency  in  regard  to  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  required  by  the  constitution  and  the  rules  of  the  Directors  ;  or 
who  shall  have  concluded  not  to  devote  himself  to  the  gospel  minis¬ 
try,  shall  within  a  reasonable  time,  refund  the  sum  expended  for  his 
education,  with  lawful  interest,  whenever  required  by  the  Directors. 

Article  7.  The  President,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Vice-President, 
in  concurrence  with  any  one  of  the  Directors,  shall  have  power  to 
call  special  meetings  of  the  society. 

Article  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  bound  with  one  surety,  in  a 
reasonable  sum,  to  be  determined  by  the  Directors,  to  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duty.  He  shall  vest  the  surplus  property  and  funds 
of  the  society  in  the  safest  and  most  productive  forms  ;  make  pay¬ 
ments  and  advances  of  money,  from  time  to  time,  agreeably  to  the 
orders  of  the  Directors ;  and  annually  render  to  the  Directors  a 
written  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  within  the  year,  of 
the  amount  of  the  funds,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  they  are  vested ; 
this  account  to  be  previously  examined  and  approved  in  writing,  by 
a  committee  of  the  Directors  annually  chosen  for  the  purpose.  He 
shall  also  give  to  the  Directors,  whenever  they  request  it,  a  particu¬ 
lar  account  of  the  state  of  the  Treasury. 

Article  9.  The  society  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
General  Synod  holds  its  regular  session,  to  elect  officers,  to  hear  the 
report  of  the  Directors  and  of  the  Treasurer,  and  to  transact  other 
necessary  business. 

Article  10.  At  all  meetings  of  the  society,  seven  members  shall 
be  requisite  to  constitute  a  quorum  ;  and  every  meeting  of  the  society 
and  of  the  Directors,  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Article  11.  The  President  of  each  society  auxiliary  to  this,  which 
shall  pay  annually  twenty  dollars  into  the  Treasury  of  this  society, 
shall  be,  ex-officio,  an  honorary  Vice  President  of  this  society. 
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Article  12.  Whenever  a  society  shall  be  formed  by  members 
of  any  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod,  Conference  or  Congregation, 
or  by  the  inhabitants  of  any  neighborhood,  which  shall  adopt  the 
essential  principles  of  this  constitution,  especially  the  provisions  of 
the  fifth  article,  as  the  basis  of  its  own,  such  society,  upon  the  due 
notice  of  its  existence,  and  desire  of  union,  may  be  received  by  a 
vote  of  the  Directors,  as  a  constituent  branch  of  the  parent  society. 

Every  such  branch  society  shall  possess  the  right  of  appointing 
its  own  officers,  including  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  Treasurer; 
and  also  the  right  of  appropriating  its  own  funds  for  the  assistance 
of  beneficiaries,  who  shall  have,  in  all  respects,  the  requisite  quali¬ 
fications.  Every  candidate  for  such  assistance  shall  be  examined 
by  a  committee  of  three  competent  men,  two  of  whom  shall  be  ap-  , 
pointed  by  the  Directors  of  said  branch  society,  and  one  by  the 
Directors  of  this  society.  All  monies  of  any  branch  society,  not 
appropriated  as  above,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  general  treasury  ; 
and  whenever  the  exigencies  of  such  society  shall  exceed  its  own 
resources,  it  may  apply  for  assistance  to  the  Directors  of  this  society. 

Article  13.  The  Directors  shall  have  power  to  supply  any 
vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board,  or  in  the  officers  of 
the  society,  till  the  next  meeting. 

Article  14.  The  board  of  Directors  shall  adopt  such  by-laws 
and  regulations  as  may  be  requisite  to  carry  out  the  objects  con¬ 
templated  by  the  society. 

Article  15.  No  alteration  of  this  constitution  shall  be  made,  ex¬ 
cept  on  recommendation  of  the  Directors,  and  by  a  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present,  at  a  regular  meeting ;  or  unless  the 
proposed  alteration  shall  have-  been  submitted  to  the  society  in  wri¬ 
ting  at  a  previous  meeting,  except  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of 
the  society,  when  a  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  have  the 
power  to  make  any  alteration.

Dr.  Hazelius  and  a  Board  of  Directors,  whose  names  we  have  not 
learned. 

Pennsylvania  College. 

This  Institution  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  in  1832.  It  is  situated  in  the  borough  of  Gettysburg,  Adams 
County,  Pennsylvania. 

Pennsylvania  College  has  been  continually  increasing  since  its 
organization,  and  has  numbered  near  100  students.  The  first  an¬ 
nual  commencement  was  held  in  the  month  of  September,  1834. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  made  arrangements  for  the  accommodation 
of  a  larger  number  of  students.  A  resolution  was  adopted,  setting 
aside  $9,000  of  the  State  appropriation,  for  the  erection  of  a  Col¬ 
lege  edifice,  together  with  $3,000  to  be  otherwise  raised.  A  part 
of  the  donation  of  the  State  is  annually  to  be  applied  to  enlarge  the 
Library  and  Philosophical  Apparatus,  and  measures  were  adopted 
to  increase  the  funds  of  the  Institution  by  private  subscription.  The 
Rev.  C.  P.  Krauth  was  inaugurated  as  President,  on  the  30th  day 
of  October,  1834.

College  commences  on  Thursday,  the 
30th  of  October ;  and  of  the  Preparatory  Department,  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  the  16th  of  October.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD  OF  THE 
EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN  CHURCH  IN  THE  UNI- 
TED  STATES  OF  NORTH  AMERICA. 

Translated  from  the  original  German  copy. 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  His  Church,  having  pre¬ 
scribed  no  entire  specific  directory  for  government  and  discipline, 
and  every  section  of  His  Church  being  left  at  full  liberty  to  make 
such  regulations  to  that  effect,  as  may  be  most  adapted  to  its  situa¬ 
tion  and  circumstances,  therefore — Relying  upon  God  our  Father, 
in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  under  the  guidance  and  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  Word  of  God,  for  the  promotion  of  the 
practice  of  brotherly  love,  to  the  furtherance  of  Christian  concord, 
to  the  firm  establishment  and  continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit 
in  the  bond  of  peace — We,  the  Deputies  of  the  “  German  Evangel¬ 
ical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  neighboring  States,” 
of  the  “  German  and  English  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  in  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  and  the  bordering  States,”  of  the  “  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  in  the  State  of  New- York,  and  the 
neighboring  States  and  Countries,”  and  of  the  “  Evangelical  Luthe¬ 
ran  Synod  of  Maryland  and  Virginia,  &c.,”  for  ourselves  and  suc¬ 
cessors,  do  adopt  the  following  fundamental  articles,  viz.: 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  name,  style  and  title  of  this  Convention  shall  be,  “  The  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  General  Synod  of  the  United  States  of  North 
America .” 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  Deputies  from  the  several 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synodical  Conventions  in  the  United  States, 
who  may  join  themselves  thereunto,  and  be  duly  acknowledged  as 

members  thereof,  in  the  following  ratio,  viz.: 
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Every  Synodal  body,  or  Synod,  (whether  of  Ministers  only,  or  of 
Ministers  and  Lay  Deputies  together,)  containing  six  Ministers,  may 
send  one  ;  if  it  contains  fourteen,  two  ;  if  twenty-five,  three  ;  if  forty, 
four  ;  if  sixty,  five ;  and  if  it  contain  eighty-six  Ministers  or  upwards, 
six  Deputies  of  the  rank  of  ordained  Ministers,  and  an  equal  num¬ 
ber  of  Lay  Deputies. 

Each  Deputy,  appearing  in  the  General  Synod  according  to  this 
ratio,  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  enjoy  an  equal  right 
and  vote  with  all  others.  Every  Synod  may  choose  its  Deputies  in 
such  a  way  and  manner  as  to  them  may  seem  proper ;  and  shall 
pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  same,  to  and  from  the  General 
Synod,  until  the  General  Synod  shall  have  established  for  itself  a 
treasury  from  which  the  future  expenses  may  be  discharged.

ARTICLE  III. 

The  business  of  the  General  Synod  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.: 

Sec.  I.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceedings  of  the 
several  Synods  and  Ministeriums  belonging  to  this  association,  in 
order  that  they  may  obtain  some  knowledge  of  the  existing  state 
and  condition  of  the  Church.  The  several  Synods,  therefore,  shall 
transmit  as  many  copies  of  their  proceedings  to  the  General  Synod, 
as  there  shall  be  members  contained  in  the  General  Synod. 

Sec-  II.  With  regard  to  all  books  and  writings  proposed  for  pub¬ 
lic  use  in  the  church,  the  Gneral  Synod  shall  act  as  a  joint  commit¬ 
tee  of  the  special  Synods  and  Ministeriums,  after  the  following  man¬ 
ner,  viz.: 

X.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  all  books  and  writings, 
such  as  catechisms,  forms  of  liturgy,  collections  of  hymns,  or  confes¬ 
sions  of  faith,  proposed  by  the  special  synods  for  public  use,  and  give 
their  well  considered  advice,  counsel  or  opinion  concerning  the  same. 
No  synod,  therefore,  and  no  ministerium,  standing  in  connexion  with 
this  General  Synod,  shall  set  forth  any  new  book  or  writing  of  the 
kind  above  mentioned,  for  public  use  in  the  church,  without  having 
previously  transmitted  a  full  and  complete  copy  thereof  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  their  said  advice,  counsel 
or  opinion. 

2.  Whenever  the  General  Synod  shall  deem  it  proper  or  neces¬ 
sary,  they  may  propose  to  the  special  synods  or  ministeriums  new 
books  or  writings  of  the  kind  mentioned  above,  for  general  or  special 
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public  use.  Every  proposal  of  the  kind,  the  several  or  respective 
synods  and  ministeriums  shall  duly  consider,  and  if  they,  or  any  one 
of  them,  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  said  book  or  books,  writing  or 
writings,  will  not  conduce  to  the  end  proposed,  then,  and  in  such  a 
case  it  is  hoped,  that  the  reasons  of  such  opinion  will  be  transmitted 
to  the  next  convention  of  the  General  Synod,  in  order  that  the  same 
may  be  entered  on  their  journal. 

3.  But  no  General  Synod  can  be  allowed  to  possess  or  arrogate 
unto  itself,  “  the  power  o  £  prescribing  among  us  unform  ceremonies 
•  of  religion  for  every  part  of  the  church or  to  introduce  such  al¬ 
terations  in  matters  appertaining  to  the  faith,  or  to  the  mode  of  pub¬ 
lishing  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  (the  Son  of  God  and  ground  of  our 
faith  and  hope)  as  might  in  any  way  tend  to  burden  the  consciences 
of  the  brethren  in  Christ. 

Sec.  III.  If  hereafter  twenty-five  ministers,  dwelling  together 
within  a  certain  marked  boundary,  fifteen  of  whom  being  ordained 
ministers,  shall  apply  to  the  General  Synod  for  permission  to  create 
within  themselves  a  special  ministerium,  and  the  synod  or  ministe- 
rium  to  which  they  have  previously  belonged,  do  not,  upon  due 
notice  given  of  their  intention  so  to  apply,  make  any  serious  or  im¬ 
portant  objection,  then  the  General  Synod  shall  have  power  to  grant 
the  permission  ;  and  if  within  the  bounds  of  a  whole  state  no  special 
synod  or  ministerium  shall  yet  have  existed,  and  six  ordained  minis¬ 
ters  residing  therein  shall  apply  for  permission  to  create  within 
themselves  a  special  ministerium,  the  General  Synod  shall  authorize 
the  establishment  of  a  new  synod  and  ministerium  within  the  said 
state.  But  until  the  permission  or  authority  be  thus  formally  con¬ 
ceded,  no  Deputies  of  a  new  synod  or  ministerium  shall  be  acknowl¬ 
edged  to  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  General  Synod. 

Sec.  IV.  With  regard  to  the  grades  in  the  ministry,  the  General 
SynodVnay  give  to  the  several  ministeriums  well  considered  advice, 
wherein  the  circumstances  of  time,  place  and  condition  must  be  duly 
contemplated,  and  a  beneficial  uniformity,  and  actual  equality,  of 
rank  among  the  several  ministers,  must,  as  much  as  possible,  be  had 
in  view.  The  General  Synod  shall  also  advise  such  rules  and  reg¬ 
ulations  among  the  several  synods  and  ministeriums,  as  may  prevent 
unpleasant  and  unfriendly  collisions,  that  might  otherwise  arise  out 
of  any  difference  of  grades  existing  among  them,  or  from  any  what¬ 
ever  other  possible  causes. 
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Sec.  V.  The  General  Synod  shall  not  be  looked  upon  as  a  tribu¬ 
nal  of  appeal ;  it  may,  however,  be  employed  in  the  following  cases, 
and  after  the  following  manner  : 

1.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when  Com¬ 
plaints  shall  be  brought  before  them,  by  whole  synods,  ministeriums, 
congregations,  or  individual  ministers,  concerning  doctrine  or  disci¬ 
pline.  They  shall,  however,  be  extremely  careful,  that  the  conscien¬ 
ces  of  ministers  of  the  gospel  be  not  burdened  with  human  inventions, 
laws  or  devices,  and  that  no  one  be  oppressed  by  reason  of  differ¬ 
ences  of  opinion  on  non-fundamental  doctrine. 

2.  If  parties,  differing  in  matters  of  doctrine  and  discipline,  refer 
the  cause  of  difference,  in  a  brotherly  manner,  to  the  General  Synod, 
they  shall  institute  a  close  and  exact  scrutiny  and  examination  there¬ 
of,  and  give  their  opinion  on  the  subject  of  difference,  according  to 
their  best  insight  of  right,  equity,  brotherly  love,  and  truth. 

3.  If  difference  between  synods  be  referred,  the  votes  thereon 
shall  be  taken  by  synods,  and  the  referring  synods  shall  have  no 
vote. 

Sec.  VI.  The  General  Synod  may  devise  plans  for  seminaries  of 
education  and  missionary  institutions,  as  well  as  for  the  aid  of  poor 
ministers,  and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  poor  ministers,  and  en¬ 
deavor,  with  the  help  of  God,  to  carry  them  into  effect. 

Sec.  VII.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create  a 
treasury,  for  the  effectual  advancement  of  its  purposes. 

Sec>  VIII.  The  General  Synod  shall  apply  all  their  powers, 
their  prayers  and  their  means,  towards  the  prevention  of  schisms 
among  us  ;  to  be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  times,  and  of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity 
of  sentiment  among  Christians  in  general,  in  order  that  the  blessed 
opportunities  to  promote  concord  and  unity,  and  the  interests  of  the 
Redemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  pass  by  neglected  and  unavailing. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

The  General  Synod  shall  choose  from  among  their  own  number 
a  president  and  a  secretary  ;  and  from  among  their  own  number  or 
elsewhere,  as  soon  as  it  may  be  necessary,  a  treasurer.  They  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  next  succeeding  convention.  The  same 
person  is  at  all  times  re-eligible  as  secretary  or  treasurer  ;  but  no 
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one  may  be  elected  president  more  than  two  conventions  in  succes¬ 
sion,  and  the  same  person  cannot  thereafter  be  elected  for  the  two 
successively  following  conventions. 

Sec.  I.  The  president  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  convention. 
He  may  make  motions,  give  his  opinion,  and  vote  like  every  other 
member.  With  the  consent  and  concurrence  of  the  minister  of  the 
place  where  the  convention  is  held,  he  shall  appoint  the  several 
preachers  during  the  convention.  He  shall  subscribe  all  letters, 
written  advices,  resolutions  and  proceedings  of  the  Synod.  In  ex¬ 
traordinary  cases,  and  by  request  of  any  one  of  the  acknowledged 
synods,  made  known  to  him  in  the  form  of  a  synodical  or  ministerial 
resolution,  he  may  call  together  special  conventions  of  the  General 
Synod.  In  case  the  business  of  the  secretary  become  too  burden¬ 
some  for  one  person  to  execute,  he  shall,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  secretary,  appoint  an  assistant  secretary,  and  make  known  to 
him  what  portions  of  the  labors  he  ought  to  undertake. 

Sec.  II.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings, 
write,  attest,  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  writings,  make 
known  the  time  and  place  of  the  convention,  by  the  medium  of  the 
public  prints,  at  least  three  months  beforehand,  and  in  the  special 
or  extraordinary  cases  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  section,  he  shall 
give  written  notice  thereof  to  each  of  the  special  synods  or  minis- 
teriums. 

Sec.  III.  If  the  president  or  secretary,  in  the  intermediate  time 
between  the  conventions,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office,  or  become 
incapable  of  executing  the  same,  the  next  in  office  shall  take  his 
place  and  perform  his  duties ;  if  it  be  the  treasurer,  then  the  presi¬ 
dent  shall  appoint  another  treasurer  ad  interim  in  his  stead. 

Sec.  IV.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  Synod.  He  shall  give  receipts  for  all  monies 
put  into  his  hands.  He  shall  not  pay  any  monies  out  of  his  hands 
but  by  order  of  the  president,  attested  by  the  secretary,  in  pursuance 
of  a  resolution  of  the  Synod  to  that  effect.  At  every  convention  of 
the  Synod  he  shall  render  account. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  course  of  business  shall  be  conducted  as  follows,  viz.: 

1.  The  deputies  shall  give  personal  notice  of  their  arrival  to  the 
minister  of  the  place,  or  if  the  congregation  be  vacant  of  a  minister, 
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to  any  other  person  appointed  by  the  congregation  for  the  purpose, 
who  shall  make  known  to  them  their  place  of  residence,  and  the 
place  where  the  sessions  shall  be  held. 

2.  At  nine  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  first  week-day  of  the 
time  of  convocation,  the  sessions  shall  begin  and  be  opened  with 
prayer. 

3.  The  president  elected  by  the  former  convention,  shall  act  as 
chairman  till  another  president  be  chosen.  In  case  of  his  absence, 
the  persons  present  may,  on  motion  made  and  seconded,  appoint 
another  in  his  stead. 

0 

4.  The  members  shall  give  in  to  the  chairman  their  attestations 
or  certificates.  For  all  the  deputies  from  anyone  particular  synod, 
one  certificate,  signed  by  the  president  and  attested  by  the  secretary 
of  that  synod,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient,  and  all  the  members  of  the 
same  synod  shall  sit  together. 

5.  If  a  majority  of  the  deputies  of  a  majority  of  the  synods  attach¬ 
ed  to  the  General  Synod,  be  present,  the  business  shall  go  on.  If 
this  proportion  be  lacking,  the  members  present  may,  from  time  to 
time,  postpone  the  sessions  of  the  convention. 

6.  The  president,  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot,  on  the  first  day  of  the  sessions,  and  so  soon  as  the  members 
shall  have  given  in  their  certificates. 

7.  The  proceedings  of  the  former  convention  shall  be  read  by  the 
secretary. 

8.  Hereupon  follow  the  several  portions  of  business  according  to 
Article  3,  section  for  section. 

9.  Now  other  mixed  motions  may  be  made,  concerning  the  sub¬ 
jects  already  discussed,  or  any  other  matters  that  may  occur. 

10.  In  conclusion,  the  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  ballot,  the 
time  and  place  of  the  next  convention,  observing  at  all  times,  how¬ 
ever,  that  one  convention,  at  least,  be  held  every  three  years. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  by-laws  they  may  deem 
necessary  ;  provided  only,  that  the  said  by-laws  do  not  contradict 
the  spirit  of  the  constitution. 


ARTICLE  VII. 


No  alteration  of  this  constitution  may  be  made  except  by  the  con¬ 
sent  of  two-thirds  of  the  synods  attached  to  this  convention  ;  notice 
of  the  intended  alteration  having  been  given  to  the  said  synods  at, 
least  two  years  previous  to  the  final  adoption  thereof.

CONSTITUTION  OF  DISTRICT  SYNODS, 
CHAPTER  VIII.* 

OF  SYNODS. 

Sec.  I.  It  was  found  necessary  and  profitable  in  the  primitive 
church,  to  have  an  occasional  meeting  of  different  individual  church¬ 
es,  for  the  purpose  of  consultation  and  mutual  encouragement,  in 
preserving  their  purity  and  promoting  their  welfare.!  This  apos¬ 
tolical  custom  is  retained  in  the  Lutheran  Church,  under  the  name 
of  conference,  synod  and  general  synod. 

II.  A  synod  consists  of  all  the  ministers  and  licensed  candidates, 
and  an  equal  number  of  lay-delegates,  within  a  certain  district. 

III.  The  number  of  lay-votes  can  never  exceed  that  of  the  ordain¬ 
ed  clergymen  and  licentiates  :  and  if  a  lay-delegate  he  present  from 
a  district  from  which  there  is  no  minister  present  in  the  synod,  he 
shall  have  a  seat  and  the  liberty  of  speech,  but  no  vote. 

IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  synod,  to  see  that  the  rules  of  gov¬ 
ernment  and  discipline  prescribed  in  this  formula,  are  observed  by 
all  the  congregations  and  ministers  within  their  bounds  ;  to  receive 
appeals  from  decisions  of  church  councils,  and  of  special  confer¬ 
ences  when  regularly  brought  before  them,  and  review  and  reverse 
or  confirm  the  decisions  to  which  they  refer ;  to  examine  and  de¬ 
cide  on  all  charges  against  ministers  and  licentiates,  that  of  hetero¬ 
doxy  alone  excepted  ;  to  form  and  change  ministerial  districts ;  to 
attend  to  any  business  relating  to  their  churches,  which  is  regularly 
brought  before  them  ;  to  provide  supplies  for  destitute  congregations ; 
and  to  devise  and  execute  all  suitable  measures  for  the  promotion  of 
piety  and  the  general  prosperity  of  the  church,  not  otherwise  dis¬ 
posed  of  in  this  formula. 

V.  To  this  end  the  synod  and  ministerium  shall  have  power  to  cite 
any  church  members  within  their  bounds  to  appear  before  them  ;

am  to  endeavor  to  obtain  other  witnesses,  when  the  case  may  re¬ 
quire  it. 

VI.  If  any  congregation,  hitherto  in  connexion  with  a  synod, 
should  refuse  to  observe  the  resolutions  of  said  synod,  or  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  formula,  it  shall  be  excluded  from  connexion  with 
said  synod  during  the  time  of  its  refusal  ;  nor  shall  any  other  sy¬ 
nod,  nor  any  Lutheran  minister  or  licentiate,  take  charge  of  it  with¬ 
out  special  permission  of  the  president.  Provided,  however,  that  if 
the  charter  of  an  incorporated  congregation  be  at  variance  with 
any  articles  of  this  formula,  said  charter  shall  have  precedence  of 
those  articles  with  which  it  is  in  conflict. 

VII.  Any  congregation  may  become  connected  with  the  synod 
within  whose  bounds  it  is  situated,  by  acceding  to  the  provisions  of 
this  formula,  and  making  some  annual  contribution  towards  defray¬ 
ing  the  necessary  expenses  of  said  synod.  For  this  purpose  an 
annual  collection  ought  to  be  held  in  each  congregation. 

VIII.  At  least  one  meeting  of  each  synod  shall  be  held  every 
year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  have  been  determined  on. 

IX.  No  minister  or  licentiate  shall  be  absent  from  the  meeting  of 
the  synod  without  the  most  urgent  necessity.  In  case  of  his  absence, 
he  shall,  if  possible,  send  to  the  synod  a  written  apology  for  his  ab¬ 
sence.  Voluntary  ministerial  engagements  shall  not  be  regarded 
as  a  sufficient  excuse.  Any  minister  or  licentiate  violating  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  this  section,  shall  be  called  to  account  by  the  president 
at  the  next  meeting. 

X.  These  written  apologies,  as  well  as  all  other  letters  and  pa¬ 
pers  intended  for  the  synod  or  ministerium,  ought  to  be  addressed 
to  the  president. 

XI.  The  minister  of  the  place  in  which  the  synod  is  held,  with 
the  church  council,  shall  endeavor  to  provide  for  the  entertainment 
of  the  ministers,  candidates  and  lay-delegates,  by  Christian  friends. 

XII.  All  the  members  of  the  synod  shall  endeavor  to  assemble 
on  the  evening  preceding  the  clay  appointed. 

XIII.  Divine  worship  shall  be  celebrated,  during  the  meeting  of 
the  synod,  as  often  as  may  be  convenient,  and  consistent  with  the 
business  of  the  synod. 

XIV.  Ministers  in  good  standing  in  other  synods,  or  in  any  sister 
churches,  who  may  happen  te  be  present,  or  who  appear  as  delegates 
from  said  bodies,  may  be  received  as  advisory  members,  but  cannot 
vote  in  anv  decisions  of  the  svnod. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

\t-S  V  '  .  ( 

OFFICERS  OF  THE  SYNOD# 

Sec.  I.  The  officers  of  each  Synod  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  who  are  also  the  officers  of  the  Ministerium. 

II.  All  these  officers  are  annually  chosen  by  ballot,  from  among 
the  ordained  ministers  regularly  belonging  to  the  synod,  by  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  votes  of  the  ministers,  licentiates  and  lay-delegates  pre¬ 
sent.  The  same  persons  shall  not  be  eligible  for  more  than  three 
successive  years. 

President. 

III.  The  President  shall  deliver  a  synodical  discourse  at  the 
meeting  of  every  synod :  and  he  shall,  in  connexion  with  the  pastor 
of  the  place,  appoint  the  other  individuals  who  are  to  preach  during 
the  session. 

IV.  He  shall  at  the  beginning  of  every  synod,  make  a  written 
report  of  all  the  official  business  transacted  and  letters  received  by 
him  since  the  last  meeting,  and  of  all  the  important  events  which 
have  occurred  relating  to  his  synod,  and  may  recommend  for  their 
consideration  any  measures,  which  he  may  deem  necessary  or  cal¬ 
culated  to  promote  the  cause  of  God.  This  report  shall  be  laid  on 
the  table,  and  dealt  with  as  with  all  other  papers  coming  before  the 
body. 

V.  He  presides  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  synod  and  ministerium. 

VI.  The  President  has  a  right  to  take  part  in  the  discussions  as 
well  as  any  other  member.  When  the  house  is  equally  divided  on 
any  questiou,  he  has  the  casting  vote.  In  all  other  cases  he  has  no 
suffrage,  except  when  an  election  is  made  by  ballot,  and  then  he  has 
not  the  casting  vote. 

VII.  The  President  shall  preserve  order,  not  suffer  more  than 
one  member  to  speak  at  a  time,  secure  to  each  person  liberty  to 
speak  without  interruption  from  others,  and  shall  prevent  a  speaker 
from  deviating  from  the  subject  before  the  house. 

VIII.  The  President  shall  take  care  that  each  subject  be  duly 
considered  before  a  decision  be  made.  Pie  shall  distinctly  rehearse 
each  motion,  when  no  one  has  any  further  observations  to  offer,  and 
take  the  votes  of  the  house  on  the  same. 

IX.  When  the  votes  are  called  for,  they  are  to  be  given  simply 
by  yea,  and  nay ;  and  no  further  observations  are  then  admissible. 
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X.  The  president  has  the  appointment  of  all  committees  which 
are  not  to  be  elected  by  ballot,  or  otherwise  :  and  every  motion  for 
the  formation  of  a  committee  shall  specify  in  what  way  it  is  to  be 
formed. 

XI.  It  is  an  important  part  of  his  duty  to  give  counsel  to  every 
member  of  the  synod  when  he  deems  it  expedient,  and  particularly 
to  admonish  and  advise  every  erring  brother.  If  accusation  has 
been  lodged  against  any  member  of  this  body  according  to  Chap. 
III.  §  V.,  or  if  he  has  reason  to  believe  that  any  minister  or  licen¬ 
tiate  is  living  in  any  material  violation  of  the  rules  of  this  formula, 
it  shall  be  his  duty  to  call  upon  the  individual  to  relieve  his  charac¬ 
ter  from  said  imputation,  before  the  synod  or  ministerium. 

XII.  Should  the  president  remove  from  the  limits  of  the  synod  or 
depart  this  life,  then  the  secretary  shall  succeed  him,  and  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  president,  until  the  next  synod. 

Secretary. 

XIII.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  faithful  and  accurate  account  of 
all  the  proceedings  of  the  synod  and  ministerium  ;  carefully  preserve 
all  the  papers,  the  seal,  &c,  of  the  synod,  subject  to  their  direction, 
and  shall  do  all  the  official  writing  of  the  synod  not  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided  for. 

XIV.  He  shall  give  notice  (either  by  circular  or  in  the  public 
papers,  as  each  synod  may  direct,)  to  each  minister  and  licentiate 
belonging  to  the  synod,  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  synodical  meet¬ 
ing,  at  least  six  weeks  previous  to  the  time  appointed. 

XV.  He  is  to  keep  a  register  of  the  names  of  all  the  ministers 
and  licensed  candidates,  arranged  according  to  their  age  in  office, 
and  also  of  the  congregations,  whether  vacant  or  not,  connected  with 
the  synod. 

XVI.  If  the  accumulation  of  business  should  render  it  necessary, 
the  president  may  appoint  an  assistant  secretary,  whose  office  shall 
expire  at  the  close  of  the  meeting  of  the  synod. 

XVII.  If  in  the  recess  of  the  synod,  the  secretary  should  remove 
into  the  bounds  of  another  synod,  or  should  depart  this  life,  the  pres¬ 
ident  shall  require  the  archives,  the  seal  and  all  other  property  of 
the  synod  to  be  delivered  to  him,  and  shall  retain  the  charge  of  them 
until  the  next  session  of  the  synod,  when  he  shall  appoint  a  secre¬ 
tary  pro  tern. 

XVIII.  Unless  the  archives  are  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  sy¬ 
nod,  they  shall  be  in  the  charge  and  custody  of  the  secretary.  Any 
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minister  or  delegate  of  a  congregation  connected  with  said  synod, 
shall  have  free  access  to  them ;  but  no  part  of  them  shall  be 
allowed  to  be  taken  away  or  destroyed.

Treasurer. 

XIX.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  monies  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  synod,  and  shall  keep  them  subject  to  its  order.  He 
shall  keep,  and  present  at  each  annual  meeting,  a  detailed  and  faith¬ 
ful  account  of  the  state  of  the  treasury. 

XX.  Should  the  treasurer,  during  the  recess  of  the  synod,  re¬ 
move  out  of  the  bounds  of  the  synod,  or  be  removed  by  death,  the 
president  shall  have  all  the  monies,  certificates,  bonds  and  docu¬ 
ments  belonging  to  the  synod,  delivered  into  his  hands,  and  shall 
have  the  charge  of  them  until  the  next  synodical  session. 

CHAPTER  X. 

OTHER  MEMBERS  OF  A  SYNOD. 

I.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  ordained  minister,  licentiate  and  lay- 
delegate  of  every  synod,  not  only  to  observe  the  provisions  of  this 
constitution  himself,  but  also,  as  far  as  is  in  his  power,  see  that  it  is 
obeyed  by  all  connected  with  it. 

Ordained  Ministers  and  Licentiates  or  Candidates. 

II.  It  is  recommended  to  every  ordained  minister  and  licentiate, 
to  aid  in  circulating  among  the  members  of  his  charge,  the  books 
proposed  by  the  synod  and  general  synod  for  use. 

III.  No  minister  or  licentiate  shall  interfere  with  the  congrega¬ 
tions  of  another,  by  preaching  or  performing  other  ministerial  duties 
in  them,  except  by  his  request  or  consent,  if  present ;  nor  in  his  ab¬ 
sence,  if  he  have  reason  to  think  that  any  evil  would  result  to  said 
church. 

IV.  Any  minister  or  licentiate  in  good  standing,  who  removes 
from  the  bounds  of  one  synod  into  those  of  another,  shall,  on  appli¬ 
cation  to  the  president,  receive  a  certificate  under  his  signature,  of  his 
honorable  dismission;  and  such  a  certificate  shall  be  required  by 
the  synod  into  which  he  removes,  when  he  applies  for  admission 
into  it. 

Y.  Every  ordained  minister  has  the  right  to  leave  his  charge 
and  remove  to  another  whenever  he  believes  it  his  duty  to  do  so ; 
yet  he  must  give  the  president  timely  notice  of  his  intended  removal. 
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VI.  A  licensed  candidate  shall  have  liberty  to  visit  vacant  con¬ 
gregations,  either  upon  receiving  an  invitation  from  them,  or  upon 
the  advice  of  the  synod  or  president. 

VII.  After  a  licentiate  has  a  stated  charge  he  shall  be  restricted 
to  it,  and  shall  not  resign  it  without  the  consent  of  the  ministerium; 
or,  in  its  recess,  of  the  president. 

VIII.  A  licentiate  has  power  to  perform  all  the  ministerial  func¬ 
tions  during  the  time  specified  in  his  license. 

IX.  In  addition  to  the  obligations  of  ministers  specified,  (Chap. 
III.  §  I.)  it  is  the  duty  of  licentiates  particularly  to  devote  all  their 

•leisure  time  to  their  personal  improvement  and  knowledge  and 
grace ;  to  receive  counsel  from  the  president,  and  to  apply  to  him 
for  advice  in  cases  of  difficulty. 

X.  Every  licentiate  must  keep  a  general  journal  of  his  ministeri¬ 
al  acts,  which,  with  a  few  sermons  of  his  own  composition,  he  must 
deliver,  or  send  annually,  for  the  inspection  of  the  ministerium. 

Lay -Delegates. 

XI.  Each  lay-delegate,  entitled  to  a  seat  by  this  constitution, 
shall  have  equal  rights  with  the  ministers  in  all  business  belonging 
to  the  synod ;  that  is,  may  take  part  in  the  debates,  offer  resolutions 
and  vote  on  all  synodical  questions. 


CHAPTER  XI. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

It  is  recommended,  that  the  transactions  of  the  Synod  be  conduct¬ 
ed  as  follows : 

I.  At  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting,  the  members  present 
shall  assemble ;  and  if  four  ordained  ministers  and  two  lay-delegates 
be  present,  they  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

II.  The  president  shall  open  the  first  session  by  a  prayer,  after 
the  brethren  have  unitedly  sung  an  hymn.  And  every  session  of 
the  synod  and  ministerium  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 
In  the  absence  of  the  president,  the  first  prayer  shall  be  made  by  the 
secretary ;  and  if  he  also  be  absent,  by  one  of  the  elder  ministers 
present. 

III.  After  prayer  the  secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  all  the  or 
dained  ministers  and  licentiates  belonging  to  the  synod,  and  note 
the  absentees. 
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IV.  The  lay-delegates  shall  then  exhibit  the  certificates  of  their 
appointment,  and  their  names  be  registered  by  the  secretary  as 
members  of  the  synod. 

V.  The  president  shall  make  his  report  (Chap.  IX.  §  IV.)  as  the 
last  official  act  of  his  office,  and  then  inform  the  members,  that 

VI.  The  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  is  now  to  be 
attended  to. 

VII.  Admission  of  delegates  or  ministers  from  other  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  bodies,  according  to  Chap.  VIII.  §  XIV. 

VIII.  The  minutes  of  the  last  synod  may  be  read. 

IX.  All  papers  intended  for  the  synod  or  ministerium,  are  to  be 
handed  in ;  and  verbal  notice  may  be  given  of  any  important  busi¬ 
ness  intended  to  be  brought  before  the  synod. 

X.  The  secretary  shall  then  number  the  papers  as  arranged  by 
the  president,  after  which  they  shall  be  taken  up  and  discussed  be¬ 
fore  the  whole  house  in  numerical  order,  or  be  first  referred  to 
committees,  as  the  house  may  direct.  The  reports  of  committees 
may  be  heard  and  acted  on  at  any  time,  and  the  intervals  filled  up 
by  the  succeeding  items. 

XI.  Each  minister  shall  be  called  on  by  the  secretary  for  the 
record  of  persons  baptized  and  confirmed,  as  well  as  of  the  regular 
communing  members  belonging  to  his  churches;  (Chap.  IV.  §  XI.) 
as  also  of  the  number  of  schools. 

XII.  The  treasurer’s  account  shall  be  heard. 

XIII.  The  number  of  vacant  congregations  be  inquired  into,  and 
provision  made  for  them. 

XIV.  Promiscuous  business. 

XV.  Election  of  delegates  to  the  general  synod,  or  to  other 
ecclesiastical  bodies,  and  of  directors  of  the  theological  seminary 
at  Gettysburg. 

XVI.  Choice  of  the  time  and  place  for  the  next  meeting  of  synod. 

XVII.  Dissolution  of  the  synod,  and  annunciation  of  the  time  of 
the  ministerial  session. 

XVIII.  Should  the  president  or  secretary  be  absent  at  the  pro¬ 
per  time  for  opening  a  session,  the  members  present  may  elect  oth¬ 
ers  pro  tempore. 
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CHAPTER  XII. 

PROCESS  AGAINST  A  MINISTER. 

I.  As  the  honor  and  success  of  the  gospel  depend  very  much  on 
the  character  of  its  ministers,  every  synod  ought  to  guard  with  the 
utmost  care  and  impartiality  the  conduct  of  its  members. 

II.  All  Christians  should  be  very  cautious  in  giving  credit  or  cir¬ 
culation  to  an  ill  report  of  any  man,  and  especially  of  a  minister  of 
the  gospel ;  if  any  man  knows  a  minister  to  be  guilty  of  a  private 
censurable  fault,  he  should  warn  him  in  private.  If  this  prove  fruit¬ 
less,  he  should  apply  to  the  church  council,  who  shall  proceed  as 
specified  in  Chap.  III.  §  Y. 

III.  If  accusation  be  lodged  according  to  Chap.  III.  §  V.,  with 
the  president  within  four  months  of  the  time  of  the  next  synodical 
meeting,  he  shall  defer  the  matter  to  said  meeting ;  yet  if  the  charge 
be  one  of  drunkenness,  lewdness,  circulating  fundamental  errors  in 
doctrine,  or  a  higher  crime,  he  shall  immediately  direct  the  accused 
to  suspend  all  his  ministerial  duties  until  his  case  is  decided.  If  such 
accusation  is  lodged  with  the  president  at  an  earlier  date,  he  shall, 
if  the  charge  be  one  of  drunkenness,  lewdness,  circulating  funda¬ 
mental  error  in  doctrine,  or  higher  crime,  immediately  give  notice  to 
all  the  members  of  the  conference  district  to  which  the  accused  be¬ 
longs,  to  meet  without  delay  at  a  suitable  place,  and  institute  a  for¬ 
mal  investigation  of  the  case,  according  to  the  principles  of  this 
formula.  The  chairman  of  said  conference  district  shall  imme¬ 
diately  fix  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting,  and  give  at  least  fifteen 
days  notice  of  the  same  to  each  minister  in  the  district,  and  also  to 
the  parties  concerned. 

IV.  If  the  synod  is  not  divided  into  conference  districts,  the  pre¬ 
sident  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  ordained  ministers,  shall  fix 
the  time  and  place  of  their  meeting,  and  give  all  the  notices  as  above 
required  of  the  chairman  of  the  conference  district. 

V.  Any  three  members  of  the  conference  or  of  the  committee 
above  named,  shall  have  power  to  proceed  and  hold  a  fair  and  im¬ 
partial  investigation  of  the  case,  and  to  take  all  such  measures  as 
may  be  just  and  necessary  to  determine  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the 
accused. 

VI.  If  the  accused  confess,  and  the  matter  be  base  and  flagitious, 
such  as  drunkenness,  lewdness,  circulating  fundamental  error  in 
doctrine,  or  a  higher  crime,  however  penitent  he  may  be,  he  must 
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immediately  t>e  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  his  office,  and  if 
thought  expedient,  a  time  be  appointed  for  him  publicly  to  confess 
to  the  congregation  and  the  world,  his  guilt  and  penitence. 

VII.  If  a  minister,  accused  of  atrocious  crimes,  being  duly  noti¬ 
fied,  refuses  to  attend  the  investigation,  he  shall  still  be  immediately 
suspended  from  office. 

VIII.  If  the  accused  deny  the  charge,  and  yet  on  examination  of 
the  evidence  is  found  guilty,  the  conference  or  committee  shall 
nevertheless  proceed  to  pass  sentence  on  him. 

IX.  The  highest  punishment  which  can  be  inflicted  by  a  special 
conference  or  committee  appointed  as  above  specified,  is  suspension 
from  clerical  functions;  and  this  sentence  is  to  be  reported  to  the 
next  meeting  of  the  synod,  and  remains  in  force  until  reversed  by 
the  synod  or  ministerium,  as  the  case  may  be. 

X.  Any  minister  intending  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  con¬ 
ference  or  committee,  shall  give  notice  of  it  to  his  accusers  within 
three  weeks  of  the  time  when  the  decision  was  made,  that  both  par¬ 
ties  may  be  prepared  for  a  new  trial. 

XI.  Special  conferences  not  specially  convened  for  the  purpose, 
may  attend  to  any  charges  of  importance  against  a  minister  within 
their  bounds,  if  all  the  parties  concerned  are  prepared  and  willing 
to  proceed. 

XII.  If  at  any  time  accusation  be  lodged  with  the  president,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Chap.  III.  §  V.,  for  a  less  crime  than  those  above  speci¬ 
fied,  (§  III.)  he  shall  take  no  other  steps  in  the  case  than  to  write  a 
letter  to  the  accused  and  accusers,  exhorting  them  to  mutual  forbear¬ 
ance,  and  referring  them  to  the  next  synod. 

XIII.  If  accusation  against  a  minister  be  made  immediately  to  the 
synod,  and  the  synod  believe  themselves  in  possession  of  all  the  evi¬ 
dence  necessary  to  a  just  decision,  the  case  may  be  immediately  ex¬ 
amined  and  sentence  passed.  But  if  the  necessary  evidence  be  not 
before  them,  and  the  crime  be  such  as  is  specified  in  §  III.,  they  shall 
appoint  a  meeting  of  the  conference  to  which  the  accused  belongs, 
or,  if  there  be  no  conference  district,  of  a  committee,  who  shall 
proceed  as  above  specified. 

XIV.  If  a  minister  be  found  guilty  of  drunkenness,  fundamental 
heresy,  lewdness,  or  higher  crimes,  his  sentence  of  suspension  shall 
not  be  removed  until  after  some  time  of  penitent,  humble  and  edify¬ 
ing  conduct.  And  he  cannot  be  restored  by  any  judicatory  than 
the  synod,  or  by  the  ministerium,  if  his  case  was  one  of  fundamen¬ 
tal  heresy.

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XV.  If  the  common  report  of  a  minister’s  guilt  of  any  of  the 
charges  above  specified,  be  such  as  seriously  to  injure  the  cause  of 
religion,  and  his  own  churches  do  not  proceed  against  him,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  any  other  minister  or  layman,  having  obtained  two 
other  signatures  of  credible  men,  to  report  the  case  to  the  president. 


CHAPTER  XIII. 

VACANT  CONGREGATIONS. 

I.  Vacant  congregations  which  cannot  be  immediately  supplied 
with  a  minister,  are  advised  to  assemble  on  the  Lord’s  day,  to  se¬ 
lect  some  member  of  the  church  of  suitable  capacities  and  charac¬ 
ter  to  conduct  the  exercises,  and  engage  in  the  worship  of  God,  as 
recommended  in  Chap.  VII.  §  I. 

II.  It  is  also  recommended,  that  at  these  meetings,  a  portion  of 
the  scriptures,  of  the  prayers  contained  in  the  liturgy,  or  some  se¬ 
lect  sermon,  such  as  are  approved  by  the  president  of  the  synod, 
be  read. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

OF  MISSIONS. 

As  the  blessed  Saviour  left  to  his  followers  the  command,  “  Go 
ye  and  make  disciples  of  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  01 
the  Father,  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  teaching  them 
to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you,”  *  the  sy¬ 
nods  shall  regard  it  as  a  sacred  duty  to  adopt,  from  time  to  time, 
such  measures  as  they  may  deem  best  calculated  to  execute  this 
solemn  injunction.

CHAPTER  XV. 

ELECTION  OF  DELEGATES  AND  DIRECTORS. 

The  election  of  delegates  to  the  general  synod  and  of  directors 
of  the  theological  seminary  at  Gettysburg,  shall  always  be  held 
by  ballot ;  and  a  licensed  candidate  shall  not  be  eligible  to  either 
of  these  offices.

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CHAPTER  XVI. 

SPECIAL  CONFERENCES. 

L  It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  each  synod  divide  itself  into 
two  or  more  districts,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  special  confer¬ 
ences;  which  may  be  held  either  on  a  week  day  or  Sabbath. 

II.  It  is  desirable,  where  ministers  do  not  live  too  far  apart,  that 
at  least  two  conferences  should  be  held  annually  in  each  district. 
They  ought  to  last  two  days ;  and  the  chief  business  to  be  perform¬ 
ed  at  them  is  to  awaken  and  convert  sinners,  and  to  edify  believers 
by  close  practical  preaching  of  the  gospel. 

III.  The  state  of  religion  in  the  churches  of  the  district  ought  to 

* 

<*-  be  inquired  into,  and  at  least  an  hour  be  spent  by  the  conference 
alone  in  conversation  on  the  subjects  relating  to  pastoral  experi¬ 
ence. 

IV.  These  districts  ought  to  contain  between  five  and  ten  minis¬ 
ters  ;  and  when  the  number  becomes  greater,  a  new  district  ought 
to  be  formed. 

V.  These  conferences  ought  to  be  held  alternately,  in  some  con¬ 
gregation  of  each  minister  and  licentiate  belonging  to  the  district. 

VI.  Special  conferences  may  examine  into  any  business  of  con¬ 
gregations  which  is  regularly  referred  to  them,  and  give  their  ad¬ 
vice  ;  but  no  conference  shall,  under  any  pretext  whatever,  per¬ 
form  any  business  connected  with  the  licensure  or  ordination  of 
candidates  for  the  ministry. 

VII.  Lay-delegates  may  also  be  sent  to  these  conferences,  un- 
•  '  der  the  same  regulations  as  to  synods,  if  it  is  thought  advisable  by 

the  synod. 


CHAPTER  XVII. 

MINISTERIAL  SESSION. 

I.  The  clergy  shall  then  hold  a  meeting  consisting  exclusively  of 
scripture  elders,  that  is  preachers,*  for  the  purpose  of  attending  to 
those  duties  which  Christ  and  his  apostles  enjoined  upon  them  alone, 
viz. :  examination,  licensure,  and  ordination  of  candidates  for  the 
ministry.  This  meeting  is  called  the  ministerium  or  presbytery ,f 
by  which  in  scripture  is  meant  ministers  alone. 

*  Acts  xx.  17,  28.  f  1  Tim.  iv.  14. 
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II.  Licensed  candidates  may  be  present  at  the  ministerial  meet¬ 
ing,  unless  requested  to  withdraw,  and  may  take  part  in  the  discus¬ 
sions,  but  have  no  vote. 

III.  The  ministerium  shall  also  be  the  proper  body,  by  whom  all 
charges  of  heresy  against  a  minister,  are  to  be  examined  and  deci¬ 
ded;  as  also  all  appeals  from  the  decision  of  a  church  council  on  a 
charge  of  heresy  against  a  layman,  or  from  the  decision  of  a  spe¬ 
cial  conference  on  a  similar  charge  against  a  minister. 

IV.  When  ordained  ministers  of  other  religious  denominations 
make  application  for  admission  into  connexion  with  a  synod,  the 
ministerium  shall  be  the  body  to  decide  on  the  case. 

V.  A  majority  of  two  thirds  of  the  ordained  ministers  shall  be 
required,  either  for  the  licensure  of  an  applicant  as  well  as  the  re¬ 
newal  of  his  license,  or  the  ordination  of  a  licensed  candidate,  or  the 
admission  of  an  ordained  minister  of  another  denomination. 

VI.  No  minister  or  licentiate,  coming  from  a  foreign  country, 
shall  be  received  as  a  member  of  any  synod,  until  after  a  residence 
of  two  years  in  this  country,  and  unexceptionable  deportment  during 
that  time.  Excepting  only,  that  if  an  ordained  minister  comes  well 
recommended  for  piety  and  learning,  by  a  consistorium,  or  a  num¬ 
ber  of  individuals,  known  to  the  ministerium  as  orthodox  and  evan¬ 
gelical,  and  if  the  ministerium  believe  that  they  can  safely  confide 
in  the  testimonials,  they  may  receive  him  for  twelve  months,  after 
which  the  vote  for  his  permanent  reception  as  a  regular  member 
shall  be  taken,  and  the  case  decided  according  to  §  V. 

VII.  All  business  not  specifically  entrusted  to  the  ministerium 
in  this  formula,  shall  belong  to  the  synod. 

VIII.  The  order  of  business  in  the  ministerium  may  be  as  follows  : 

1.  After  the  session  has  been  opened  with  prayer,  the  president 
shall  communicate  any  business  which  he  may  have  to  report  or 
propose. 

2.  The  licentiates  shall  hand  in  their  licenses,  sermons  and  jour¬ 
nals,  which  ought  if  possible  to  be  read  to  the  licentiate  before  the 
whole  body.  If  want  of  time  renders  this  inconvenient,  committees 
ought  then  to  be  appointed  to  examine  and  report  on  them. 

3.  Applicants  for  licensure  are  examined. 

4.  After  the  examination  of  the  applicants,  and  of  the  sermons 
and  journals  of  licentiates,  the  applicants  and  licentiates  may  be  de¬ 
sired  to  withdraw,  and  the  question  of  their  licensure  and  renewal 
of  license  or  ordination,  be  discussed  and  decided. 
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5.  The  licensure  and  ordination  may  be  performed  either  in  the 
ministerium,  or  at  an  appointed  hour,  before  a  promiscuous  assembly. 

6.  Promiscuous  matters  relative  to  ministerial  business  may  then 
be  attended  to. 

7.  Some  time  shall  then  be  spent  in  conversation  on  pastoral  ex¬ 
perience. 

8.  The  session  closed,  as  directed  Chap.  XI.  §  II. 

CHAPTER  XVIII. 

EXAMINATION  AND  LICENSURE  OF  CANDIDATES. 

I.  The  examination  shall  be  conducted  by  an  examining  commit¬ 
tee  of  two  or  more  ordained  ministers,  appointed  for  the  purpose  at 
the  meeting  of  the  previous  year,  or  by  a  committee  appointed  at 
the  time.  As  these  examinations  may  be  highly  interesting  and 
useful  to  the  whole  ministerium,  and  will  be  more  faithfully  per¬ 
formed  if  public,  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  they  be  perform¬ 
ed  before  the  whole  body. 

II.  After  the  examination  by  the  committee  is  ended,  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  ministerium  has  the  right  to  ask  the  applicant  any  addi¬ 
tional  questions. 

III.  The  examination  shall  embrace  at  least  the  following  subjects, 
viz.:  personal  piety  and  the  motives  of  the  applicant  for  seeking  the 
holy  office,  the  Greek  and  Hebrew  scriptures,  the  evidences  of 
Christianity,  natural  and  revealed  theology,  church  history,  pastoral 
theology,  the  rules  of  sermonizing  and  church  government. 

IV.  No  ministerium  shall,  in  any  case  whatever,  license  an  in¬ 
dividual  whom  they  do  not  believe  to  be  hopefully  pious.  Nor  shall 
any  applicant,  extraordinary  cases  excepted,  be  licensed,  whom  the 
ministerium  do  not  find  possessed  of  a  competent  acquaintance  with 
the  subjects  named  in  §  III.,  the  Hebrew  language  alone  excepted. 

V.  The  ceremony  of  licensure  shall  be  performed  as  follows,  viz.: 
afler  an  address  from  the  president  as  prescribed  in  the  liturgy,  he 
shall  read  the  duties  and  privileges  of  licentiates  in  Chap.  X,  § 
VI — X,  and  then  propose  to  him  the  following  questions : 

1.  Do  you  believe  the  scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  to 
be  the  word  of  God  and  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice?* 

2.  Do  you  believe  that  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  word  of 
God  are  taught  in  a  manner  substantially  correct  in  the  doctrinal 
articles  of  the  Augsburgh  Confession  ?f 

*2  Tim.  iii.  16,  Eph.  li.  20.  fTim.  i.  13. 
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3.  Do  you  promise  by  the  aid  of  God,  faithfully  to  perform  all 
the  duties  enjoined  on  you  in  this  formula,  and  to  submit  yourself 
to  its  rules  of  government  and  discipline,  so  long  as  you  remain  a 
member  of  a  Lutheran  synod  ?* 

VI.  These  questions  being  answerered  in  the  affirmative,  the 
president  offers  up  a  suitable  prayer,  delivers  him  his  license,  and 
concludes  with  a  short  address,  as  directed  in  the  liturgy. 

VII.  All  licenses  shall  extend  to  the  time  of  the  next  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  ministerium,  and  shall  be  renewed  as  a  matter  of  course, 
whether  the  licentiate  be  present  or  not,  unless  satisfactory  reasons 
are  known  to  the  ministerium,  which  render  a  renewal  inexpedient. 
And  if  for  any  reason  no  meeting  be  held  at  the  appointed  time,  the 
licenses  granted  by  said  ministerium  shall  remain  in  force,  until 
revoked  at  a  subsequent  meeting. 

VIII.  If  a  licentiate,  after  some  time  of  probation,  does,  in  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  ministerium,  prove  himself  unqualified  for  the  duties  of 
the  ministry,  his  license  shall  be  withdrawn. 

CHAPTER  XIX. 

ORDINATION. 

I.  Whenever  the  ministerium  has  decided  that  an  individual  shall 
be  ordained,  the  ceremony  may  be  performed,  either  at  the  time  by 
the  assembled  ministerium,  or  if  preferred,  in  the  church  by  which 
he  has  been  called,  by  the  special  conference,  or  by  a  committee 
appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  president. 

II.  The  ceremony  of  ordination,  wherever  performed,  shall  be 
as  follows,  viz.: 

1.  A  sermon  shall  be  preached  by  a  person  previously  appointed, 
on  the  nature,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  ministerial  office. 

2.  The  president  of  the  ministerium,  or  chairman  of  the  confer¬ 
ence  or  committee,  shall  then,  after  a  short  address,  such  as  is  con¬ 
tained  in  the  liturgy,  propose  to  the  candidate  the  following  ques¬ 
tions  : 

1.  Do  you  believe  the  scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
to  be  the  word  of  God  and  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and 
practice  ? 

2.  Do  you  believe  that  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  word  of 
God,  are  taught  in  a  manner  substantially  correct,  in  the  doctrinal 
articles  of  the  Augsburgh  Confession  ?

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3.  Do  you  promise,  by  the  aid  of  God,  faithfully  to  perform  all 
the  duties  enjoined  on  you  in  this  formula,  and  to  submit  yourself  to 
its  rules  of  government  and  discipline,  so  long  as  you  remain  a 
member  of  any  Lutheran  synod  ? 

4.  Do  you  believe  that  in  seeking  the  ministerial  office  you  are 
influenced  by  a  sincere  love  to  God  your  Saviour,  and  desire  to 
promote  his  glory  in  the  welfare  of  men. 

5.  Do  you  promise  faithfully  and  zealously  to  preach  the  truths 
of  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  as  contained 
in  the  Holy  Scriptures  ? 

6.  These  questions  being  answered  in  the  affirmative,  the  can¬ 
didate  shall  kneel  down,  when  the  president  or  presiding  minister, 
shall  ordain  him  after  the  aspostolic  example  by  prayer*  and  the 
laying  on  of  hands  of  the  ministry, f  i.  e.  presbytery.  The  candi¬ 
date  shall  then  rise,  and  the  officiating  minister,  and  after  him  the 
ordained  ministers  present  shall  take  him  by  the  right  hand  and 
welcome  him  to  take  part  in  the  ministry  with  them.:}:  (The  cere¬ 
monies  may  then  be  concluded  by  the  benediction.  But  if  the  ordi¬ 
nation  was  performed  in  a  church  to  which  he  is  called,  the  presiding 
minister  shall  proceed  without  any  interruption  with  the  ceremonies 
of  installation.) 


CHAPTER  XX. 

INSTALLATION. 

I.  He  shall  then  propose  to  the  minister  just  ordained,  this  ques¬ 
tion,  viz.: 

Are  you  willing  to  take  charge  of  this  congregation,  and  do  you 
promise,  by  the  grace  of  God,  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  a 
Christian  pastor  to  them? 

II.  This  question  being  answered  in  the  affirmative,  the  president 
shall  ask  the  congregation  : 

Do  you  desire  to  receive -  as  the  regular  pastor  of  your 

church  (or  churches,)  to  which  you  have  given  him  a  call  ?  And 
do  you  promise  faithfully  to  discharge  towards  him  the  duties,  which 
a  Christian  congregation  owe  to  their  pastor  ? 

These  questions  being  answered  in  the  affirmative,  the  presi¬ 
ding  minister  shall  solemnly  pronounce  the  individual  installed  to  be

the  regular  pastor  of  said  charge  ;  and  conclude  with  the  benedic¬ 
tion. 

III.  If  a  minister  already  ordained,  is  to  be  installed,  the  cere¬ 
mony  of  installation  shall  be  preceded  by  a  sermon  on  the  relation 
between  a  minister  and  the  people  of  his  charge,  or  on  some  other 
suitable  subject,  by  a  person  previously  appointed.  The  minister 
shall  then  be  formally  installed,  according  to  §  I.  II. ;  after  which,  a 
charge  may  be  delivered  by  a  minister  previously  appointed,  to  the 
pastor  and  his  people  on  their  respective  duties,  and  the  whole  be 
closed  with  a  benediction. 

P.  S.  As  different  synods  might  differ  in  opinion  relative  to  mat¬ 
ters  of  a  minor  nature,  so  many  particulars  only  as  are  necessary  to 
general  uniformity,  and  harmony  of  operation  among  the  churches, 
were  introduced  into  this  formula.  Each  synod  adopting  this  con¬ 
stitution,  has  the  power  to  form  such  by-laws  as  may  seem  proper 
to  itself.

THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 


The  clerical  and  lay  delegates  of  the  several  District  Synods 
which  constitute  this  body,  assembled,  as  per  adjournment  at 
their  last  biennial  Session,  at  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  May  27, 
1837.  After  the  mutual  congratulations  of  the  brethren  on  meet¬ 
ing  again,  they  were  severally  conducted  by  the  council  of  brother 
Schaeffer’s  congregation,  to  the  places  assigned  them  during 
their  short  stay  among  this  people,  and  w  ere  most  cordially  re¬ 
ceived. 

In  the  evening  divine  service  was  held  in  the  Lutheran  church, 
and  the  exercises  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Medtart  of 
Philadelphia.  On  Lord’s  day  morning  the  Rev.  Mr.  Reichert,  of 
the  Synod  of  West  Pennsylvania,  preached  in  the  Lutheran 
church,  in  the  German  language,  from  Mark  16,  3  :  “Who 
shall  roll  us  away  the  stone  from  the  door  of  the  sepulchre  ?” 

At  the  same  time,  by  the  special  request  of  the  pastors  of  the 
congregations,  the  Rev.  B.  Keller,  member  of  the  West  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Synod,  preached  in  the  German  Reformed  church,  from 
Mark  16,  16:  “He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved, 
but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be  damned”  ;  and  the  Rev.  C.  F. 
Schaeffer,  of  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod,  in  the  Methodist 
church,  from  Eph.  5,  18:  “But  be  filled  with  the  spirit.” 

In  the  afternoon  the  Rev.  L  Bachman,  D.  D.  of  the  South 
Carolina  Synod,  delivered  the  Synodical  sermon  in  the  Lutheran 
church,  from  1  Cor.  16,9:  “For  a  great  door  and  effectual  is 
opened  unto  me.”  After  which  the  brethren;  together  with  a 
number  of  the  followers  of  the  Redeemer,  of  our  own  and  of  sister 


Churches,  knelt  around  the  holy  altar  and  celebrated  the  dying: 
love  of  their  Divine  Master. 

In  the  evening  the  Rev.  Mr.  Patton,  Secretary  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Education  Society,  preached  in  the  Lutheran  church,  from 
John  20,  21  :  “As  my  Father  hath  sent  me  even  so  I  send  you. ** 
The  Rev.  Pohlman,  of  the  New-York  Synod,  in  the  German  Re¬ 
formed  church,  from  Isaiah  10,  3  ;  “What  will  ye  do  in  the  day  of 
visitation.” — And  the  Rev.  William  Strobel,  of  New-York,  in  the 
Methodist  church,  from  2  Cor.  4,  7  :  “But  we  have  this  treasure 
in  earthen  vessels,  that  the  excellency  of  the  power  may  be  of 
God  and  not  of  us.”

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  minutes  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod, 

Report  : 

That  they  have  examined  the  minutes  of  this  body„  of  18.35  and  1836;  That  it 
numbers  at  present  31  congregation,  with  1 ,89 G  communicants  ;  15  ordained  and 
1  licensed  ministers.

There  are  in  connection  with  this  body  14  Sabbath  Schools,  containing  80  teachers 
and  534  scholars.  The  amendments  proposed  in  the  constitution  of  the  General 
Synod  wero  acceded  to. 

Since  the  last  meeting  there  are  reported  632  baptisms;  233  confirmations.  The 
sum  of  $1,660  60  was  raised  for  Missionary  and  Education  purposes. 

There  are  several  benevolent  societies  connected  with  this  body.  The  interest 
felt  in  the  Seminary  under  the  care  of  this  Synod  seems  to  be  lively,  and  the  insti 
tution  m  a  flourishing  condition.  The  permanent  fund  now  amounts  to  $8,566  50, 
and  there  seems  to  be  a  probability  that  a  union  will  bo  formed  between  the  Synods 
of  North  and  South  Carolina  for  a  more  ample  endowment  of  this  our  Southern 
Nursery  for  Ministers  of  the  Gospel.

Whereas ,  several  of  the  Synods  associated  with  this  body  have,  at  their  recent 
sessions,  expressed  an  earnest  desire  that  tne  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
United  States,  should  engage  in  the  Foreign  Missionary  cause,  and  have  instructed 
their  delegates  to  advocate  the  measure  before  the  General  Synod;  and  whereas  it 
falls  within  the  appropriate  province  of  the  General  Synod  to'express  its  advisory 
opinion,  on  a  subject  so  intimately  connected  with  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer’s 
Kingdom:  therefore,  in  view  of  the  injunction  of  our  risen  Saviour  to  preach  the 
Gospel  to  every  creaturo,  and  in  view  of  the  fact,  that  the  Spirit  of  God  has  for  some 
time  past  been  exciting  the  German  Churches  to  a  sense  of  their  duty  on  the  sub= 
ject  of  Foreign  Missions,  it  is  hereby 

XIX.  Resolved  1st.  That  we  rogard  with  cordial  approbation  the  proposed  con¬ 
vention  for  the  organization  of  a  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  about  to  hold  its  ses¬ 
sion  in  this  place. 

XX.  Resolved  2d.  That  w©  regard  the  calls  of  those  distinguished  and  devoted 
German  laborers  in  the  foreign  field,  Rhcnius,  GutzlafF  and  their  associates,  as  spe- 
cially  providential ;  reaching  us  us  they  did,  at  a  time  when  many  hearts  had  been 
prepared  by  the  Spirit  of  God  to  respond  to  their  appeal. 

XXI.  Resolved  3dly.  That  the  cull  being  addressed  indiscriminately  to  the  Ger¬ 
man  Churches  of  our  land,  implies  a  seasonable  admonition,  that  our  sectarian  divi¬ 
sions  should  bo  forgotten  in  tho  conviction,  that  we  are  all  brethren  in  Christ ;  and 
affords  an  appropriate  occasion  lor  the  fraternal  co-operation  between  the  Churches 
so  nearly  allied  by  unity  of  national  descent,  similarity  of  doctrines,  geographical 
proximity,  and  intimacy  of  social  relations. 

XXII.  Resolved  4thly.  That  the  plan  adopted  ought,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Synod, 
to  embrace  in  it  a  connection  with  the  American  Hoard  of  Commissioners  of  Foreign 
Missions,

That  from  the  minutes  of  1835  it  appears  that  the  fortieth  Synod  of  this  Minis- 
tenuin  hold  its  annual  meeting,  in  the  Lutheran  Church  under  the  pastoral  care 
of  Rev.  Dr.  Wackerhagen,  in  Germantown,  Columbia  county,  N.  Y. 

Fifteen  ordained  ministers  wore  present,  2  candidates  and  11  lay -delegates ;  5 
clerical  members  were  absent.

The  minutes  of  this  year  contain  the  following  parochial  returns:  Congregations 
22;  baptisms  718  infants  and  21  adults;  confirmations  120  ;  admitted  171  ;  com¬ 
muned  2,287;  entitled  to  commune  3,126;  Sunday  Schools  10;  teachors  39;  scho¬ 
lars  405.  Contributions  to  the  Synodical  fund  $48  ;  to  the  Missionary  $183  32  ;  to 
the  Education  $40  50;  to  the  flytnn  Book  $5, 

Three  brethren  wore  licensed  and  two  solemnly  ordained  to  the  Gospel  Ministry; 
while  one — namely,  a  Rev.  Philip  Markle,  of  Newark  N.  J. — was  disowned  as  a 
member  of  that  body . 

From  the  minutes  of  1836  it  appears,  that  the  forty-first  Synod  of  this  Minisle- 
rium,  convened  in  Zions  Church,  New  Germantown,  Hunterdon  county,  N.  J.f  in 
the  congregation  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  H.  N.  Pohlman.

Report  on  the  Hymn  Book  of  the  Evan  Lnth.  Synod, 

The  undersigned,  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  to  have  charge  of  the  publication 

and  sale  of  the  Hymn  book?  and  Catechism,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  submit  the 

following  Report  : 

1.  The  sale  of  the  English  Hymn  Book  since  the  date  of  their  last  report  has 
continued  unabated  ;  and  the  book  has  been  introduced  into  somo  portions  of  tha 
Church  whore  it  was  formerly  not  used.  It  is  now  extensively  used  not  only  through¬ 
out  the  Middle  States,  but  also  in  Ohio,  New  York,  North  and  South  Carolina,  Ken- 
tucky,  Illinois,  &c.  The  demand  for  the  German  Hymn  Book  is  progressive,  and 
as  the  book  will  be  still  improved  in  accuracy  in  the  next  edition,  we  may  justly 
anticipate  the  general  introduction  of  the  work. 

2.  From  a  detailed  and  minute  statement  of  the  receipts  and  dues  of  the  Synod 
arising  from  these  books,  which  statement  is  horewith  submitted,  it  appears  that 
there  were  in  tho  hands  of  the  General  Agent  at  Gettysburg,  on  the  26th  instant, 
$520  02A,  and  in  tho  hands  of  the  committee  $381  33| — amounting  together  to  $901 
35  ;  of  which  sum  it  is  suggested  that  the  Synod  should  make  disposition.  The  a- 
mount  of  money  now  duo  on  tho  books  is  $l,d~5  15 ;  so  that  the  funds  of  the  Synod, 
arising  from  this  sourco,  amounts  in  cash  and  valid  debts  to  $2,276  50. 

3.  It  is  believed  that  tho  accommodations  for  supplying  the  different  and  distant 
portions  of  the  Church  are  at  present  entirely  satisfactory. 

4.  It  is  the  design  of  the  committee,  with  a  view  to  encourage  tho  recently  or¬ 
ganized  Lutheran  Book  Company  in  Baltimore,  to  transfer  to  said  Book  Company 
the  printing,  binding  and  sale  of  the  Hymn  Books  and  Catechisms,  on  the  same  torms 
which  wo  now  pay  to  Messrs.  Lucas  &  Leaver,  so  soon  as  their  printing  establish- 
inent  is  in  efficient  operation— providod  this  measure  meets  the  approbation  of  ths 
General  Synod. 

5.  Tho  committee  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  passing  a  standing  resolution, 
directing  thorn  how  to  dispose  of  the  surplus  money  now  in  their  hands  and  from 
time  to  time  accruing,  beyond  the  current  expenses  of  the  General  Synod.

That  this  Synod  has  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the  Directors  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  in  Lexington,  under  the  care  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod, 
whereby  they  have  engaged  to  join  in  the  support  ot  that  institution — for  which 
corresponding  advantages  shall  be  enjoyed  by  this  Synod.  The  committee  rejoice 
in  the  zealous  co-operation  of  the  brethren  of  those  Synods  in  this  important 
matter. 

5th.  That  this  Synod  have  acceded  to  tho  alterations  proposed  to  be  made  in  the 
constitution  of  the  General  Synod. 

Gth.  That  Mr.  Andrew  Siechrist,  of  Smith  county,  Va.,  is  disowned  as  a  minis- 
ter  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

7th.  That  Rev.  II.  Graber  and  D.  Cress,  Esq.  were  elected  delegates  to  the  Ge¬ 
neral  Synod. 

bth.  That  the  statistical  reports  are  as  follows:  Ministers  14 ;  baptisms — infants 
289,  adults,  11 ;  confirmations  113  ;  communicants  989;  Sunday  Schools  16. 

9th.  That  the  cause  ol  Temperance  is  earnestly  recommended  to  the  Churches 
under  their  care.

XXXVII.  Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  append  to  the  min¬ 
utes  of  the  General  Synod  an  abstract  of  the  Missionary  and  Ed¬ 
ucation  celebrations,  held  during  its  sessions,  together  with  the 
Constitution  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  the  several  re¬ 
ports  which  were  read,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Syn¬ 
od  as  amended. 

In  reference  to  the  Hymn  Book  the  following  resolution  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  Isaac  Baugher  : 

XXXVIII.  Resolved ,  That  the  committee  who  have  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Hymn  Book  concerns,  be  directed,  if  they  deem  it 
advisable  to  reduce  the  price  of  said  book  so  as  to  enable  the  re¬ 
tailers  to  sell  it  at  fifty  cents  per  copy. 

XXXIX.  Resolved ,  That  the  committee  be  directed  to  give 
the  printing  and  binding  of  the  Hymn  Book  to  the  Book  Com¬ 
pany,  as  soon  as  they  get  fully  into  operation,  provided  they  will 
do  it  at  as  low  a  rate  as  others. 


'Che  coin uiittee  on  engrossing  the  minutes  of  different  Synods, 
beg  leave  to  report :  ‘’That  from  want  of  time  and  the  difficulty  of 
the  work,  they  have  not  been  able  to  attend  to  the  duty  assigned 
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them  ;  they  would  however  recommend,  that  the  Secretary  at  his 
leisure  draw  up  a  statistical  table  embracing  the  number  of 
churches,  communicants,  baptisms,  ministers  and  monies  collect¬ 
ed,  &c.  in  our  connection  in  the  United  States,  and  have  it  ap¬ 
pended  to  the  minutes  of  the  General  Synod.” 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Liturgy  which  had  been 
accepted  as  a  report,  was  now  taken  up  for  consideration,  and  the 
resolutions  (Nos.  27  and  28,)  proposed  by  said  committee  were 
adopted. 

And  upon  motion  of  Rev.  G.  A.  Reichert,  the  vacancies  occa¬ 
sioned  by  death  in  the  standing  committee  in  relation  to  this  sub¬ 
ject  be  filled  by  Rev.  C.  F.  Schaeffer  and  Rev.  B.  Keller. 

The  report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Gettysburg,  was  now  called  for,  but  they  not  being  ready  to  re¬ 
port,  it  was 

XL.  Resolved ,  That  the  Directors  having  failed  in  making 
a  report  to  the  General  Synod,  as  was  customary,  be  requested 
to  furnish  the  Secretary  with  a  report  to  be  affixed  to  the  minutes 
of  this  Synod./ 

Invitations  were  now7  given  to  this  body  to  hold  its  next  bien¬ 
nial  Session,  from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  congregations  at 
Frederick  and  Baltimore,  Md.,  New-York,  Chambersburg,  Pa. 
and  St.  Matthew’s  church,  Philadelphia. 

The  vote  being  taken  on  this  subject,  it  appeared  that  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  brethren  were  in  favor  of  meeting  at  Chambersburg 
on  the  last  Sunday  in  May,  1839. 

In  reference  to  the  abstract  of  the  minutes  of  this  Synod,  it 
was 


XLI.  Resolved ,  That  500  copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  General 
Synod  be  printed  in  the  English,  and  150  copies  in  the  German 
language,  and  that  the  Secretary  transmit  a  copy  to  every  Luthe¬ 
ran  minister  in  the  United  States. 

The  beneficial  tendency  of  addressing  a  pastoral  letter  to  the 
people  of  our  charge  generally,  and  affixing  it  to  the  minutes  of 
this  Synod,  that  it  might  be  read  to  our  people  by  their  pastors, 
having  been  fully  tested  by  the  experience  of  former  years,  it  was 
unanimously 
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XL1I.  Resolved ,  Tliat  the  officers  of  Synod  prepare  a  letter 
and  that  such  letter  be  appended  to  the  minutes  of  Synod. 

The  following  resolution  was  handed  in  by  Dr.  Hazelius  : 
XLIII.  Resolved ,  That  we  have  been  highly  gratified  at  see¬ 
ing  the  Rev.  Dr.  Patton  and  Rev.  Mr.  Judd,  of  the  Presbyterian 
church,  among  us,  and  participating  with  brotherly  affection  in 
our  deliberations,  and  we  assure  our  Presbyterian  brethren,  that 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  church  will  always  be  dispo¬ 
sed  reciprocally  to  cherish  a  spirit  of  brotherly  love  and  affection. 
Resolution  by  Rev.  Wm.  D.  Strobel  : 

XLIV.  Resolved ,  That  the  President  of  this  body  express  our 
thanks  to  the  Pastor  and  members  of  this  congregation  and  to  the 
inhabitants  of  this  place  generally,  for  the  kind  and  hospitable 
manner  in  which  we  have  been  treated  during  our  short  stay  a- 
rnotig  them. 

The  resolution  No.  17,  together  with  the  preamble,  offered  by 
Dr.  Hazelius,  which  had  been  laid  on  the  table,  was  now  taken 
ii])  for  consideration,  and  after  some  discussion  was  withdrawn 
the  mover.

The  committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  and  report 

upon  the  resolutions  of  Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker,  and  the  Rev.  J.  N. 
Hoffman,  relative  to  the  providing  for  the  support  of  superannu¬ 
ated  ministers  and  the  widows  of  ministers — upon  leave  being 
granted,  handed  in  the  following  report : 

Xleport  on  support  of  superannuated  Ministers  and 

Widows  of  Ministers. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  take  into  (Consideration  and  report  upon  the  resolutions 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Schmucker  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hoffman,  in  relation  to  providing 
for  the  support  of  diseased  or  superannuated  ministers,  their  widows  or  children, 
respectfully  Report  : 

That  in  their  opinion  the  following  plan  will  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  General 
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Synod  in  this  particular,  and  embrace  the  different  suggestions  made  by  resolution 
and  in  debate;  and  they  ask  leave  to  submit  it  in  the  following  resolutions,  viz  : 

1st.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  three  lay-members  and  two 
clergymen,  who  shall  act  as  Trustees  for  the  purposes  provided  in  the  resolutions 
hereunto  appended. 

2d.  Said  Trustees  shall  receive  into  their  hands  the  funds  remaining  in  the  Trea¬ 
sury  at  this  time,  from  the  sale  of  Hymn  Books  and  Catechisms,  after  the  current 
expenses  and  other  appropriations  of  this  Synod  are  defrayed. 

3d.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Trustees  to  appropriate  from  such  surplus  funds 
$50  towards  the  necessities  of  any  disabled  or  superannuated  minister  connected 
with  this  Synod,  or  to  the  widow  and  children  of  such  ministers,  who  in  their  judg¬ 
ment  may  require  and  meiit  the  same. 

4th.  Whatever  sums  shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  aforesaid,  on  the 
1st  day  of  August  next,  unappropriated  in  the  manner  defined  in  the  third  resolu- 
tion,  shall  be  by  them  placed  out  at  interest  on  bond  and  secured  by  mortgage  upon 
unincumbered  real  estate  worth  at  least  double  the  amount. 

5th.  All  accumulations  from  the  sale  of  Hymn  Books  and  Catechisms,  hereafter, 
over  and  above  current  expenses,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  objects  herein  defined, 
and  the  same  ratio  of  distribution  shall  be  continued,  until  circumstances  lequire  a 
change.  ( 

6th.  Any  minister,  or  pastoral  district,  which  does  not  use  the  Hymn  Book 
of  the  General  Synod,  who  shall  pay,  or  have  paid  in,  in  his  name,  an  annual  con¬ 
tribution  to  this  fund,  of  not  less  than  $5,  or  the  sum  of  $50  at  one  payment,  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  his  division  of  the  interest  accumulated,  annually  on  the  1st 
Monday  in  November,  commencing  on  that  day  in  the  jmar  1838  ;  and  this  provi¬ 
sion  shall  apply  to  his  widow  or  orphans  under  age. 

7th.  If  ministers  so  contributing  do  not  demand  such  dividend  of  interest,  in  two 
months  after  the  said  first  Monday  ofNovember,  in  each  and  every  year,  their  right 
to  the  dividend  of  said  year  shall  be  considered  as  forfeited,  and  the  portion  of  in¬ 
terest  accruing  to  them  shall  be  added  to  the  accumulation  fund  as  their  donation. 

8th.  The  surplus  funds  from  the  sale  of  Hymn  Books  and  Catechisms,  and  the 
amount  received  in  the  manner  provided  in  resolution  6th,  shall  constitute  one 
fund,  which  shall  be  disbursed,  according  to  previous  resolutions. 

9th.  The  Trustees  hereby  appointed  shall  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  this 
Synod  whether  in  their  opinion  any  alterations  are  necessary  in  the  foregoing  re¬ 
gulations;  and  at  that  time,  and  all  subsequent  meetings  of  the  Synod,  a  statement 
ol  the  amount  of  funds  in  their  possession,  arid  how  invested,  together  with  the  ac¬ 
cumulation  of  interest,  to  whom  they  have  distributed  the  same,  and  the  state  of 
the  funds  generally.  And  shall  add  all  necessary  suggestions  connected  with  their 
duties.

The  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
the  United  States ,  to  the  Ministers ,  Councils ,  and  Members  of  the 
Churches  in  their  connection. 

In  attempting  to  discharge  the  duty  imposed  upon  us  by  a  reso¬ 
lution  of  Synod,  “of  addressing  you  on  the  concerns  of  our  belov¬ 
ed  Zion,”  we  feel  no  small  degree  of  responsibility  devolving  up¬ 
on  us.  Yet,  whilst  in  no  case  we  would  shrink  from  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  duty  ;  in  the  present  instance,  it  is  rendered  the  more 
pleasing  by  the  brightening  prospects  before  us,  and  by  the  fullest 
conviction,  that  the  calls  of  the  Church  will  be  most  cheeringly 
responded  to,  by  the  active  and  extended  benevolence,  and  the 

fervent  prayers  of  her  sons  and  daughters. 

In  a  review  of  the  Church  during  the  interval  of  the  last  two 
years,  the  liveliest  feelings  of  gratitude  cannot  hut  be  excited  with¬ 
in  our  bosoms,  towards  the  great  Head  of  his  Church,  for  his 
kind  interposition  in  our  behalf— for  the  dealings  of  his  Provi¬ 
dence  and  the  manifestations  of  his  grace  towards  us,  both  as  in¬ 
dividuals,  and  as  a  denomination. 

Again  have  we  been  permitted  to  assemble  in  General  Synod, 
from  the  extreme  parts  of  this  wide  Union,  not  only  in  general 
as  followers  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  but  also  as  members  of  the  same 
Christian  denomination,  joined  together  not  merely  by  the  same 
name,  but  united  by  kindred  feelings,  by  similarity  of  doctrinal 
views  and  of  denominational  peculiarities. 

We  have  not  met  to  “Lord  it  over  God’s  heritage,”  but  as  breth¬ 
ren  to  advise  and  consult  with  each  other,  on  tho  best  means  ot 
furthering  the  interests  of  Christ’s  kingdom  among  us  not  to 
bind  in  fetters,  the  consciences  ol  brethren  ;  but  to  unite  with  the 
silken  thread  of  love,  congenial  minds  and  willing  hearts.  In

all  our  exertions  in  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  the  only  stimula¬ 
ting  cause,  the  only  constraining  influence  should  he  that,  which 
actuated  the  indefatigable,  zealous  Paul  ;  and  when  the  world 
astonishingly  inquires,  what  urges  these  men  to  such  exertions, 
such  self-denial,  such  fidelity,  and  such  zeal,  we  should  be  able  to 
answer,  “the  love  of  Christ  constraineth  us,” 

The  time  was,  when  the  Lutheran  Church  had  scarcely  a  name 
in  this  land,  when  she  was  thought  too  insignificant  to  he  entitled 
even  to  a  notice  in  the  catalogue  of  denominations.  This  was  ow¬ 
ing  in  part  to  the  unobtrusive  and  unostentatious  manner  of  do¬ 
ing-good  and  of  carrying  on  her  operations,  which  has  ever  been 
a  distinctive  trait  in  her  character.  She  has  learnt  of  the  Savi¬ 
our  not  to  let  the  left  hand  know,  what  charities  the  right  hand 
is  bestowing,  and  been  instructed  by  him  to  do  good  in  secret, 
“that  he  who  seeth  in  secret  may  reward  them  openly.”  Her 
course  has  not  been  that  of  the  mighty  roaring  cataract,  or  the 
wild  foaming  river  swelled  by  occasional  floods,  but  that  of  the 
deep  steady  flowing  stream,  which  as  it  is  deepest  flows  most  si¬ 
lently  along.  It  was  owing,  in  part,  to  the  fact,  that  the  books 
which  set  forth  her  doctrinal  views,  &c.  were  written  in  a  lang¬ 
uage  unintelligible  to  most  of  the  brethren  of  other  denominations, 
and  also  to  the  fact,  that  some  of  the  most  barefaced  misrepre¬ 
sentations  w  ere  circulated  about  her. 

The  continual  tide  of  emigration,  w  hilst  it  has  added  many  to 
our  communion,  has,  however,  also  thrown  among  us  materials, 
w  hich,  though  belonging  to  the  same  building,  were  nevertheless 
so  framed  by  different  workmen,  as  scarcely  to  admit  of  being 
joined  together.  National  feelings,  language,  predilections,  and 
peculiarities,  naturally  also,  in  some  measure,  gave  complexion  to 
and  entered  into  their  ecclesiastical  relations  ;  so  that  it  would 
require  time  until  they  w  ould  become  so  completely  Americanized 
as  fully  to  join  in  with  us,  and  act  in  concert.  But  the  pulse 
of  feeling  is  beginning  to  beat  more  in  unison,  and  community 
of  doctrines,  of  government,  of  worship,  and  of  sacred  rites,  is 
also  creating  a  community  of  interest  and  a  community  of  action. 

The  times  have  changed,  the  Church  wears  a  different  aspect 
now,  and  commands  respect  from  all  around.  But  whence  this 
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change  ?  Has  she  departed  from  her  old  landmarks  ?  Does  she 
now  sound  a  trumpet  to  tell  her  deeds ;  or  resemble  the  wild 
foaming  river  ?  No  !  she  still  goes  on,  in  the  silent  tenor  of  her 
way.  But  who  knows  not,  that  he  who  does  good  in  secret,  if 
once  discovered,  will  be  the  more  applauded,  and  that  the  deep 
rolling  river,  as  it  is  most  useful,  and  reflects  from  its  glassy  sur¬ 
face  the  beauties  around,  so  it  will  ultimately  he  most  admired? 
So  with  the  Church,  it  is  only  necessary  to  become  acquainted 
with  her  ministry,  her  doctrines,  her  institutions  and  her  opera¬ 
tions,  and  we  cannot  hut  respect  and  love  her. 

In  times  past,  the  public  services  of  the  sanctuary  being  con¬ 
ducted  almost  exclusively  in  the  German  language,  our  brethren 
of  other  denominations  had  scarcely  an  opportunity  to  learn  the 
character  of  her  ministry — this  not  being  the  case  now,  our  min¬ 
isters  are  known  and  respected  abroad  as  they  always  have  been 
at  home. 

The  pressing  wants  of  the  Church,  too,  forced  many  of  our 
young  men  into  the  field  of  labor  contrary  to  their  own  wishes, 
before  they  had  felt  themselves  properly  qualified  ;  but  imbued 
with  the  spirit  of  their  Master,  they  could  not  withstand  the  loud 
and  repeated  calls  of  their  destitute  brethren,  but  went  and 
preached  to  them  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ.  The  want  of 
Theological  Seminaries  where  our  young  men  could  take  a  full 
systematic  course,  was  a  desideratum  long  looked  and  prayed  for* 
But  now,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  in  the  Northern,  Middle, 
Southern  and  Western  States,  the  Church  has  established  institu¬ 
tions  of  this  character,  and  the  Names  of  Hartwick,  Gettysburg, 
Lexington  and  Columbus,  will  awaken  associations  the  most  de¬ 
lightful  in  the  mind  of  every  member  of  the  Church,  who  is  ac¬ 
quainted  with  her  operations. 

These  institutions  have  at  their  bead  men  of  talents  and  piety, 
and  though  but  in  their  infancy,  they  are  already  to  a  certain 
extent  endowed  by  the  liberality  of  the  Church,  and  have  been 
productive  of  the  happiest  results.  Some  of  the  most  active  and 
useful  ministers  now  in  the  field  have  been  reared  in  them,  and 
they  no  doubt  will  loudly  tell  upon  the  interests  of  the  Church  in 
future  ages.  And  when  those  who  have  originated  and  those  who 
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liave  sustained  them,  are  sleeping  beneath  the  clods  of  the  valley, 
children’s  children  will  proudly  point  to  these  institutions  as  the 
fittest  monuments  to  their  memory,  and  as  standing  evidences  of 
the  spirit  and  benevolence  of  their  fathers. 

The  Church  now  numbers  about  250  ministers  and  900  con¬ 
gregations.  The  tone  of  piety  of  Christian  feeling,  of  benevol¬ 
ence  and  of  enterprize  is  evidently  very  much  raised,  it  has  risen 
with  the  spirit  of  the  age  in  which  we  live,  and  though  we  have 
much  reason  to  lament  and  humble  ourselves  before  God  on  ac¬ 
count  of  our  former  neglect  and  our  present  apathy,  yet  there  are 
signs  of  better  times  ;  and  the  dawnings  of  a  fairer  day  are  hail¬ 
ed  with  a  holy  enthusiasm  by  all  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
Sunday  Schools,  those  nurseries  of  the  Church,  whose  happy  ef¬ 
fects  upon  the  community  are  apparent  to  every  one,  are  becom¬ 
ing  more  general  ;  Prayer  meetings,  in  which  the  members  of 
the  Church  take  an  active  part,  are  found  in  many  congregations 
— Education  and  Missionary  Societies  are  formed  and  kept  up 
with  a  spirit  worthy  so  noble  a  cause. 

The  Parent  Education  Society,  formed  at  York,  Pa.  in  1835, 
has  furnished  aid  to  many  of  the  young  brethren  whilst  prosecu¬ 
ting  their  studies  and  preparing  for  the  ministry.  For  a  full  state¬ 
ment  of  the  doings  of  this  Society,  we  would  refer  you  to  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  Directors,  which  is  annexed  to  the  proceedings  of  the 
General  Synod  ;  and  we  would  most  affectionately  call  your  at¬ 
tention  to  the  urgent  appeal,  addressed  to  the  churches  in  our 
connection  by  the  corresponding  Secretary,  in  obedience  to  are- 
solution  of  the  Society,  which  you  will  find  in  immediate  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  other. 

The  Central  Missionary  Society,  formed  at  Mechanicksburg 
in  the  year  1885,  with  a  special  reference  to  domestic  Missions, 
has  also  been  in  active  operation  since  its  formation  ;  and  differ¬ 
ent  brethren  have  been  sent  to  missionate  among  the  destitute  and 
minister  to  them  in  holy  things.  The  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  this  Society  will  also  be  added  to  these  minutes  for 
your  attentive  perusal. 

The  formation  of  a  “Foreign  Missionary  Society,”  by  dele¬ 
gates  from  different  portions  of  the  Church  assembled  at  Hagers- 
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town,  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  General  Synod,  forms  a  new 
era  in  the  history  of  our  Church.  Long  had  our  wants  and  dif¬ 
ficulties  at  home  been  so  urgent  and  the  calls  of  our  destitute  breth¬ 
ren  been  so  loud,  that  we  could  scarcely  hear  the  wailings  of  the 
perishing  millions  abroad.  And  so  great  has  been  our  apathy, 
that  though  their  cries  have  been  borne  to  us  on  almost  every 
breeze,  and  their  condition  portrayed  in  the  most  gloomy  colours, 
we  acted  the  part  of  the  unfeeling  priest  and  Levite,and  passed  by 
on  the  other  side,  leaving  them  lie  weltering  in  their  blood.  But 
it  would  appear,  that  the  Lord,  seeing  his  general  calls  were  un¬ 
heeded,  addressed  us  especially  and  almost  by  name,  as  he  did 
Saul  of  Tarsus  on  his  way  to  Damascus.  “From  India’s  coral 
strand”  the  cry  of  Rhenius  and  his  associates  was  heard,  and  his 
wonder-working  influence  upon  the  Church  seemed  to  tell  it  was 
accompanied  by  the  power  of  the  spirit  of  God.  It  had  an  effect 
similar  to  that  produced  upon  Saul  :  she  humbled  herself  low  be¬ 
fore  the  Lord,  and  tremblingly  asked,  what  wilt  Thou  have  me  to 
do?  And  the  response  “Go,  preach  my  Gospel  to  every  ciea- 
ture.”  Go  sustain  those  self-denying  men  who  are  crying  foi 
aid,  electrified  the  Church  ;  its  echoes  were  heard  from  every  pul¬ 
pit,  and  these  were  again  re-echoed  from  every  soul.  I  he  spirit 
and  feeling  abroad  in  the  Church,  may  be  learnt  from  the  spirit 
manifested  by  the  resolutions  formed  and  the  stand  taken  by  those 
who  attended  the  convention. 

The  proceedings  of  the  convention  will  also  be  found  in  the  ap¬ 
pendix  to  the  minutes. 

Our  General  Synod  appears  to  he  increasing  in  favor  both  with 
God  and  man.  The  blessings  of  heaven  have  rested  upon  her  la¬ 
bors,  and  to  her  we  can  trace  the  origin  of  much  good  in  the 
Church.  Since  the  purity  of  the  intentions  of  those  who  origina¬ 
ted  it  and  the  uprightness  of  the  conduct  of  those  who  have  sus¬ 
tained  it  have  been  fully  ascertained,  and  a  willingness  has  been 
manifested  so  to  modify  the  constitution  as  to  remove  every  objec¬ 
tionable  feature  in  it ;  all  begin  to  look  upon  it  with  a  favorable 
regard.  We  have  now  the  pleasure  of  numbering  another  Synod 
“The  Synod  of  New  York,”  as  having  come  into  the  measure, 
and  we  hail  with  the  brightest  anticipations  the  day  when  every 
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Lutheran  Synod  in  this  land  shall  have  attached  itself  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod — when  our  Church  shall  have  one  common  centre  of 
attraction,  one  common  nucleus  around  which  we  can  gather,  and 
one  common  rallying-point  to  stimulate  to  action,  from  which,  as 
from  Jerusalem  of  old,  the  streams  of  light,  love,  truth  and  bene¬ 
volence  shall  be  sent  forth  throughout  the  land. 

Bright  as  may,  however,  be  the  picture  of  the  Church  as  thus 
portrayed,  there  are  nevertheless  yet  many  dark  spots  to  mar  its 
beauty — cheering  and  delightful  as  the  feelings  may  be,  which  the 
contemplations  of  her  prosperity  produce,  there  are  yet  many 
circumstances  and  facts  which  must  occasion  the  most  painful 
emotions. 

There  is  yet  too  much  formality  and  deadness — too  much  cold¬ 
ness  and  indifference — many  of  our  people  have  but  a  name  to 
live  while  they  are  yet  dead — we  are  yet  guilty  of  many  heinous 
crimes  and  abominations — there  are  yet  too  many  Achans  in  the 
camp  of  the  Lord — too  many  Annanias  and  Sapphiras  who  with¬ 
hold  too  great  a  part  of  their  possessions  ;  for  many  rich  world- 
lingswhoare  crying  ‘‘Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods  laid  up  for 
many  years,  take  thine  ease,  eat,  drink,  and  be  merry.” 

Many  of  our  members  scarcely  know  any  thing  of  what  is  go¬ 
ing  on  in  the  Church  of  Christ  at  large,  and  as  little  of  what  is 
doing  in  our  own  Church,  of  her  Institutions,  Societies,  wants, &c. 
And  why  is  this  ?  Are  there  no  means  of  information?  Yes, 
but  they  will  not  embrace  them.  Many  take  one,  two,  or  three 
political  papers,  they  would  be  ashamed  to  be  ignorant  of  the 
political  aspect  of  the  country  or  of  what  is  going  on  in  the  world; 
but  they  are  not  ashamed  to  be  ignorant  of  what  is  doing  in  the 
kingdom  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  of  the  state  and  condition  of  their 
own  Church,  hence  they  do  not  take  a  religious  paper;  there  are 
thousands  of  our  members  who  do  not  subscribe  for  and  read  the 
Observer,  and  until  they  do,  they  will  not  take  that  interest  in 
the  cause,  nor  do  their  part  in  sustaining  the  various  Christian  en¬ 
terprises  of  tiie  age. 

Many  have  given  but  sparingly,  and  others  nothing,  towards 
the  endowment  of  professorships  in  our  different  Theological  Sem¬ 
inaries,  towards  the  education  of  pious  young  men  for  the  min- 
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istry,  towards  supporting  Missionaries  among  our  destitute  breth¬ 
ren  in  the  far  West,  or  towards  sending  the  word  of  life  to  the 
perishing  Heathen.  We  cannot  see  how  men  who  profess  to  be 
Christians,  and  are  richly  enjoying  the  bounties  of  Heaven,  can 
composedly  lie  down  upon  their  beds  at  night,  or  think  of  the 
judgment  day,  and  feel  easy,  as  long  as  they  have  done  little  or 
nothing  towards  objects  like  these. 

Much  has  been  done,  but  it  has  been  effected  by  but  compara¬ 
tively  few,  by  but  a  small  number  ;  but  these  have  been  such  who 
love  the  Lord  Jesus,  who  love  his  cause.  They  have  gone  on, 
they  have  led  the  way,  have  done  nobly,  but  they  were  only  the 
advance  guard,  the  whole  army  has  not  yet  engaged  in  the  con¬ 
test  ;  and  if  those  who  have  engaged,  though  but  comparatively 
few,  have  accomplished  so  much,  what  glorious  results  might 
we  not  anticipate  if  every  man  would  only  do  his  duty  ?  The 
Church  then,  in  despite  of  the  world,  in  despite  of  all  opposition, 
would  flourish  in  all  her  domestic  relations  and  her  enterprises 
abroad. 

And  what  is  our  duty  ?  Our  duty  is  to  raise  the  standard  of 
piety  among  us.  To  become  individually  more  devoted  to  God, 
more  self-denying,  bumble,  prayerful,  to  have  more  of  the  spirit 
of  our  Master,  then  may  we  not  only  expect  the  blessing  of  Heav¬ 
en,  but  be  more  disposed  to  do  our  duty. 

We  ought  to  pay  a  greater  regard  to  and  cherish  and  sustain 
our  feeble  churches,  and  to  render  them  essential  aid  in  the  sup¬ 
port  of  a  regular  ministry.  To  send  them  occasionally  once  or 
twice  a  year  a  supply,  is  almost  next  to  useless,  we  ought  to  send 
men  to  labor  constantly  in  a  certain  district,  and  assist  in  his 
support  at  least  for  a  year  or  two,  and  then  they  may  perhaps  be 
able  to  support  a  minister  themselves. 

Our  Theological  Seminaries  must  be  supported — our  young  men 
preparing  for  the  ministry  must  be  aided — the  cry  of  our  breth¬ 
ren  in  the  far  West  should  be  heeded,  and  the  wailings  of  the 
millions  abroad  should  call  forth  our  active  sympathies.  Our  Ob¬ 
server  must  be  circulated  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
land,  and  tell  to  every  family  our  wants — call  upon  every  member 
of  the  Church  to  contribute  his  might,  and  to  offer  up  the  fervent 
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petitions  of  his  soul  to  God  in  behalf  of  Zion,  and  not  to  rest  “un¬ 
til  the  righteousness  thereof  shall  go  forth  as  brightness  and  the  sal¬ 
vation  thereof  as  a  lamp  that  burnetii Then  all  the  nations  of  the 
earth  shall  “call  her  walls  Salvation  and  her  gates  praise.”

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Resolved,  That  all  the  clerical  am]  lay-members  of  the  General 
Synod,  together  with  all  other  ministers  present,  be  received  as 
full  members  of  this  Convention,  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  nine  members  be  appointed  to 
draft  a  Constitution  for  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  to 
nominate  officers  for  the  same.  The  following  brethren  consti¬ 
tuted  said  committee,  viz  : — Drs.  Kurtz,  Hazelius,  S.  S.  Schmu- 
ckc-r  and  Patton,  Rev.  R.  Wciser,  Medtart,  and  Messrs.  Shry- 
oek,  Berlin,  Bierly. 

Adjourned  to  meet  at  four  o’clock. 
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Tuesday ,  4  o’clock ,  P.  Jlf. 

The  Convention  met,  and  after  an  address  to  the  Throne  of 
Grace,  appointed  Dr.  Kazelias  Chairman,  in-the  absence  of  the 
President. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Mr.  Judd,  Secretary  of  the  American 
Home  Missionary  Society,  now  he  heard  on  the  subject  of  mis¬ 
sions. 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  appointed  to  draft  a  Constitu¬ 
tion  for  this  Society,  be  now  permitted  to  report. 

The  report  having  been  read,  it  was  accepted,  and  the  articles 
of  the  following  Constitution  were  adopted  in  order  : 

Constitution  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical 
German  Churches,  in  the  United  States. 

Art.  I.  The  name  of  this  Society  shall  be  “The  German- 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,*”  and  shall  embrace  all  church¬ 
es  and  individuals  of  German  descent  or  association,  in  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States,  who  may  comply  with  the  conditions  of  this  Constitu¬ 
tion. 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  is,  to  promote  the  foreign 
missionary  spirit,  and  to  assist  in  extending  the  knowledge  of 
our  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  throughout  the  habit¬ 
able  world. 

Art.  III.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society, 
by  the  annual  payment  of  any  sum  : — the  payment  of  $25  at  one 
time  shall  constitute  him  or  her  a  member  for  life.  Honorary 
members  may  be  elected  by  the  Society  at  the  regular  meet¬ 
ings. 

Art.  IV.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-President,  an  Executive  Committee  of  fi  ve,  a  Recording  and 
a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  arid  two  Auditors  ; — 
and  such  other  officers  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  found  neces¬ 
sary  ;  all  of  whom  shall  continue  in  office  until  others  are  chosen: 
all  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society, 
at  which  nine  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Art.  V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  and,  in  his  ab¬ 
sence,  of  the  oldest  Vice-President  present,  to  preside  at  all  meet* 
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ings  of  the  Society,  and  to  perform  such  other  official  acts,  as 
shall  at  any  time  be  assigned  him  by  the  Society. 

Art.  VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to 
keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  and  to  notify  the  meetings  of 
the  Society  at  the  call  of  the  President. 

Art.  VII.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  and 
superintend  the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee,  of  which  he  shall  he  an  ex-officio  member. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  Society’s 
funds,  and  shall  keep  for  the  Society  all  moneys,  notes,  bonds  and 
other  evidences  of  property  ;  and  shall  pay  out  money  only  by  or¬ 
der  of  the  Executive  Committee,  taking  proper  vouchers  for  all 
moneys  paid  out,  and  keeping  an  accurate  account  of  the  Society’s 
receipts  and  expenditures.  He  shall  make  a  full  report  to  the  So¬ 
ciety,  at  each  regular  meeting,  properly  audited,  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures,  and  lie  shall  also  make  a  quarterly  exhibition  of 
the  state  of  the  funds  to  the  Executive  Committee — and  whenever 
called  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee  he  shall  exhibit  his 
books,  accounts,  vouchers  and  other  evidences  of  property.  He 
may  be  required  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  give  bonds  for 
the  faithful  execution  of  his  trust. 

Art.  IX.  The  Auditors  shall  examine  the  books  and  vouch¬ 
ers  of  the  Treasurer  annually,  and  if  they  shall  find  his  accounts 
correctly  kept  and  well  vouched,  they  shall  give  a  certificate  ac¬ 
cordingly,  which  certificate  they  shall  enter  in  full,  in  the  Treas¬ 
urer’s  books,  and  cause  a  duplicate  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Socie¬ 
ty,  with  the  Treasurer’s  account  or  regular  report. 

xVrt.  X.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  charge 
and  management  of  the  various  interests  and  operations  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  taking  all  proper  measures  to  excite  and  cherish  a  Foreign 
Missionary  spirit.  They  shall  endeavor  to  procure  suitable  mis¬ 
sionaries  ;  to  encourage  theological  students  to  devote  themselves 
to  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions  ;  to  bring  all  the  churches,  by 
auxiliary  Societies  and  otherwise,  to  contribute  liberally  and  reg¬ 
ularly  to  the  Foreign  Missionary  cause  ;  to  direct  the  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Treasurer  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  ;  to  appoint 
such  other  local  or  travelling  agents  as  may  be  necessary  to  the 
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vigorous  prosecution  of  the  business  entrusted  to  them  ;  and  to  re¬ 
port  to  the  Society  at  each  of  its  meetings  a  full  account  of  their 
proceedings.  They  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary,  and  three 
of  their  number  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  regular  meeting. 
They  may  adopt  any  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  this  Society. 

Art.  XI.  The  meetings  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  annual¬ 
ly,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  fix  upon. 

Art.  Xli.  There  shall  be  maintained,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
most  perfect  harmony  and  co-operation  between  this  Society  and 
the  “American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,” 
in  the  prosecution  of  the  great  work  of  Foreign  Missions.  With 
this  view,  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Society  shall  avail 
themselves  of  the  assistance,  as  it  can  be  consistently  rendered,  of 
the  officers  of  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign 
Missions,  and  of  its  publications,  in  exciting  a  missionary  spirit. 

Art.  XIII.  Any  Society  may  become  auxiliary  to  this  Socie¬ 
ty,  by  adopting  the  general  principles  of  this  Constitution,  ,  and 
resolving  to  co-operate  with  them  ; — and  the  officers  of  auxiliary 
Societies  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Parent  Society. 

Art.  XIV.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at 
any  regular  meeting,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  the  proposed  alteration  either  having  been  recommend¬ 
ed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  or  having  been  submitted  to  the 
Society  at  a  previous  meeting.

The  foregoing  Constitution  having  been  adopted,  the  officers 
proposed  were  duly  elected.  The  President  being  absent,  the 
oldest  Vice-President  took  the  Chair.  Upon  suggestion  of  Rev. 
Dr.  Patton,  a  paper  was  handed  about  to  the  brethren  for  sub¬ 
scription. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  prepare 
an  address  to  the  other  German  denominations  in  this  country, 
affectionately  inviting  their  co-operation  in  the  blessed  work  of 
Foreign  Missions. 

Brothers  Lochman,  Baugher  and  Morris  were  appointed. 

Resolved ,  That  a  public  Missionary  meeting  be  held  in  this 
place  to-morrow  night,  and  that  three  brethren  be  appointed  to 
deliver  addresses  on  that  occasion. 

Brothers  Strobel,  Weiser  and  Pohlman  were  appointed. 

Missionary  Society  met  again  on  Wednesday  afternoon  at 
4  o’clock. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  May  31,  a  very  interesting  missiona¬ 
ry  meeting  was  held  in  the  Lutheran  church  at  Hagerstown* 
The  interest  felt  in  the  cause  by  the  members  of  brother  Schaef¬ 
fer’s  congregation  was  very  perceptible  not  only  in  the  numbers 
who  were  present,  but  also  in  the  marked  attention  which  charac¬ 
terized  the  whole  audience.  The  feeling  awakened  in  the  whole 
church  on  this  important  subject,  was  told  in  the  most  emphatic 
manner,  by  the  lively,  spirited  and  soul-stirring  addresses  which 
were  delivered,  as  well  as  by  the  prompt  manner  in  which  they 
were  responded  to,  by  the  liberal  contributions  of  the  delegates  to 
the  convention  and  the  congregation. 

The  meeting  was  addressed  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Strobel,  of 
New  York,  Weiser,  of  Maryland,  and  Pohlman,  of  New  Jersey. 
The  collection  taken  up,  among  the  ministers,  lay-delegates  and 
members  of  the  congregation,  amounted  nearly  to  $300. 

Resolved ,  That  before  any  appropriation  exceeding  $300  be 
made  to  the  support  of  the  Palauicotta  Mission,  the  Correspond- 
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ing  Secretary  write  to  Dr.  Rhenius,  ami  ascertain  the  .  wants  of 
that  mission,  the  present  relation  he  sustains  to  the  Church  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,  the  state  of  the  churches  under  his  care,  and  such 
other  information  as  may  enable  us  to  act  intelligibly  on  the  sub¬ 
ject. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  write  to  the 
Church  Missionary  Society  in  London,  respectfully  requesting 
information  in  relation  to  the  dissolution  of  their  connection  with 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Rhenius  and  the  station  under  his  care,  and  inqui¬ 
ring  into  the  cause  or  causes  of  said  dissolution. 

CIRCUL  A  R. 

To  the  German  Reformed  and  other  German  Churches  in  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States  of  America . 

The  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  by  a  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  organized  at  Hagerstown,  at  the  close  of  last 
month,  to  address  the  churches  in  this  country,  on  the  subject  of 
Missions,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  statement  : 

The  last  command  of  the  risen  Saviour  to  his  disciples,  the  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  existing  Christian  Church,  was,  “go  preach 
my  Gospel  to  every  creature."  That  command  has  lost  none  of 
its  force  or  binding  obligation  during  the  eighteen  hundred  years 
which  have  intervened,  but  is  addressed  to  his  Church  now,  with 
ail  the  significancv  and  authority  with  which  it  was  then  invested. 
Various  portions  of  the  Church  have  obeyed  the  Saviour’s  voice  ; 
and  whilst  they  were  urged  to  act  from  the  positive  and  plain  pre¬ 
cept,  their  hearts  were  melted  into  pity,  and  fired  with  renewed 
zeal,  when  they  heard  the  dying  cry  of  the  millions  of  Heathen 
who  annually  perish  without  God  and  without  hope.  Christians 
in  this  country  have  done  much  ;  in  England  they  have  done 
more  ;  but  Germany  stands  first  on  the  list  of  those  who  have  sus¬ 
tained  this  glorious  cause.  The  sands  of  Africa,  the  snows  of 
Greenland,  and  the  shores  of  both  the  Indies  have  witnessed  and 
continue  to  witness  her  unfeigned  devotion.  Hut  the  German 
Church,  as  such,  in  this  country,  has  done  nothing.  She  has  been 
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sitting  at  home  with  folded  arms,  contemplating  her  wealth  and 
en  joying  her  prosperity.  She  heal'd  the  cry  of  the  widow,  bound 
to  the  funeral  pile,  but  no  sympathizing  feelings  were  awakened  in 
her  bosom ;  she  heard  the  infant  shriek,  as  the  unnatural  mother 
hurled  it  into  the  sacred  Ganges,  but  no  arm  was  stretched  forth 
to  save  ;  and  she  heard  the  crushing  of  the  bodies  of  the  deluded 
victims  of  Juggernaut,  but  moved  not  a  step  to  arrest  the  progress 
of  the  murderous  car.  For  this  remissness  guilt  is  resting  upon 
our  churches  in  this  land,  and  the  punishment  of  spiritual  apathy 
and  death. 

God  in  his  providence  has  directed  our  attention  at  this  time 
to  this  subject,  in  a  peculiar  manner,  by  an  appeal  from  a  devo¬ 
ted  Missionary  in  India,  telling  us,  in  language  that  can  he  read 
and  understood  by  all,  that  now  is  the  time  to  act.  In  the  spirit  of 
this  appeal,  a  number  of  delegates  from  churches  appeared  in 
convention  and  formed  themselves  into  a  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety.  The  Constitution  of  this  Society  is  designed  and  so  con¬ 
structed  as  to  furnish  an  opportunity  for  the  co-operation  of  all 
the  German  churches  in  this  country.  For,  although  only  one 
denomination  was  represented,  yet  it  is  confidently  believed,  that 
others  are  desirous  and  willing  to  unite,  so  soon  as  the  proper  ac¬ 
tion  can  be  had,  in  the  various  ecclesiastical  bodies,  in  reference 
to  tiie  subject. 

Our  earnest  desire  is  that  the  German  Church,  as  such,  may 
be  united  on  this  subject.  1st.  For  the  sake  of  convenience  in 
operation,  because  the  same  language  is  used.  2d.  For  the  sake 
of  efficiency,  because  the  Church  is  too  small  to  be  divided  ;  since 
in  that  event  her  efforts  could  be  oidy  partial  and  her  aid  would  not 
he  felt,  thus  losing  the  stimulus  arising  from  reaction.  Sd.  Be¬ 
cause  union  is  desirable  on  this  and  every  other  subject,  for  the 
sake  of  peace,  Christian  fellowship,  and  vital  piety.  4th.  Be¬ 
cause  in  addition  to  the  precepts  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  spirit  in 
tiie  bonds  of  peace,  God  in  his  providence  appears  to  call  us  all  to 
labor  together  in  this  glorious  cause,  by  turning  our  attention  to 
one  particular  object,  viz:  the  Palamcotta  station. 

We  invite  you  therefore  most  cordially,  Dear  Brethren,  to  co¬ 
operate  with  us.  No  matter  who  leads  the  way,  if  he  only  be  in 
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the  right  way.  If  Peter  preached  first  to  the  circumcision,  James 
and  John  did  not  hesitate  to  follow. 

It  is  time  to  act.  The  day  is  far  spent,  and  the  night  is  at 
hand.  Let  us  labor  whilst  it  is  called  to  day.  Precious  souls  are 
perishing  for  lack  of  knowledge,  our  time  and  energies  are  de¬ 
caying,  eternity  is  approaching,  and  soon,  very  soon,  we  must 
all  stand  before  the  bar  of  God  to  answer  for  the  deeds  done  in 
the  body.

read  and  adopted,  was  ordered  to  be  circulated  among  our  peo¬ 
ple  through  the  medium  of  the  Observer. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Mr.  Judd,  in  connection  with  the  Exe¬ 
cutive  Committee,  be  invited  to  present  the  claims  of  this  Society 
to  our  congregations  within  the  limits  of  his  operations. 

Resolved,  That  the  existing  officers  be  continued.

REPORT. 

First  stated  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Central  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Central  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  respectfully  submit  the  fol-

lowing  report  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  their  Constitu¬ 
tion.  Although  the  Lutheran  Church  has  not  been  inattentive  for 
many  years  past  to  the  great  duty  of  proclaiming  the  glad  tidings 
of  salvation  to  the  destitute,  it  is  but  two  years  since  the  present 
Central  organization  was  adopted  by  a  Convention,  held  at  Me¬ 
chanics!)  urg,  Pa.  The  influence  of  that  measure  has  been  highly 
salutary,  and  its  fruits  will  doubtless,  be  still  more  abundant,  in 
proportion  as  the  number  of  laborers  increases,  whom  we  shall  be 
enabled  to  procure.  By  a  resolution  of  that  Convention,  the  Exe¬ 
cutive  Committee  were  directed  to  confer  with  some  of  the  distant 
Brethren  on  the  expediency  of  a  union  with  the  American  Home 
Missionary  Society.  In  accordance  with  these  instructions,  the 
Committee  presented  the  inquiry  and  finding  a  decidedly  favora¬ 
ble  sentiment,  they  have  also  taken  the  requisite  steps,  and  effect¬ 
ed  the  union.  They  have  therefore  the  pleasure  officially  to  an¬ 
nounce  to  tills  Society,  what  has  long  been  published  through  the 
Lutheran  Observer,  that  our  Church  now  stands  associated  with 
that  noble  band  of  liberal-minded  Christians  throughout  our  land, 
who,  regardless  of  the  minor  interests  of  individual  sects,  are  har- 
inoniouly  striving  together  for  the  conversion  of  the  world.  The 
Protestant  Churches  have  been  long  and  justly  reproached  by 
papists  and  infidels  on  account  of  their  sectarian  dissentions  ;  and 
without  conceding  that  there  exists  any  greater  unity  among  Ro¬ 
manists  than  Protestants,  except  what  results  from  popular  ignor¬ 
ance  and  ecclesiastical  domination,  it  ought  never  to  be  forgotten 
that  unity  among  his  followers  was  one  of  the  prominent  subjects 
of  the  Saviour’s  prayer  :  ‘‘Holy  Father,”  said  the  blessed  Re¬ 
deemer,  “keep  through  thine  own  name  those  whom  thou  hast  giv¬ 
en  me,  that  they  may  be  one,  as  we  are.”  And  again,  “That 
they  all  may  be  one,  as  thou  Father  art  in  me  and  I  in  thee,  that 
they  may  also  be  one  in  us  :  that  the  world  may  believe  that  thou 
hast  sent  me.”  The  Master  therefore  doubtless  regards  with  ap¬ 
probation  those  noble  institutions  of  our  land,  in  which  Christians 
of  different  denominations  co-operate  in  the  advancement  of  the 
grand  objects  of  benevolence,  without  in  the  least  preventing  each 
denomination  from  managing  its  individual  affairs  and  separate 
interests  in  its  own  way. 
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These  arrangements  having  been  effected,  your  committee 
were  prepared  to  enter  on  the  Missionary  work  on  an  enlarged 
scale,  if  the  requisite  number  oflaborers  could  be  found.  And 
here  they  feel  constrained  to  record  their  regret,  that  whilst  the 
fields  are  ripe  for  the  harvest,  the  laborers  are  so  few.  They 
could  have  found  stations  among  our  destitute  German  population 
for  ten  times  as  many  missionaries  as  they  have  been  able  to  pro¬ 
cure.  Let  the  churches  then  fully  understand,  what  is  at  pres¬ 
ent  the  grand  obstacle  to  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer’s 
kingdom.  It  is  not  want  of  destitute  congregations  or  of  mis¬ 
sionary  stations ;  it  is  not  the  want  of  money  to  educate  those 
young  men  who  arc  willing  to  devote  themselves  to  the  work  of 
the  Lord.  Our  churches  have  in  this  respect  nobly  come  to  the 
help  of  the  Lord  ;  and  when  at  any  time  a  deficiency  of  funds  oc¬ 
curred,  the  American  Education  Society  has  generously  stepped 
forward  to  our  relief.  But  the  grand  difficulty  is  want  of  stu¬ 
dents.  Let  every  young  disciple  of  the  Lord  ask  himself  why  it 
is,  that  he  is  not  engaged  in  preparing  for  this  holy  warfare, 
and  either  speedily  enter  on  the  work,  or  furnish  himself  with 
such  an  excuse  as  will  be  acknowledged  valid  at  the  judgment 
day. 

In  the  period  of  time  embraced  in  this  report,  your  committee 
have  engaged  the  services  of  six  Missionaries.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Beyer  was  first  employed  to  traverse  the  principal  portions  of  the 
entire  Mississippi  Valley,  and  ascertain  all  the  German  settle¬ 
ments,  spending  a  short  period  in  each.  In  the  prosecution  of 
this  work  he  travelled  many  thousands  of  miles,  preached  the 
Gospel  to  every  German  settlement  he  could  find,  and  contributed 
not  a  little  to  stir  up  those  destitute  countries  to  continued  efforts 
to  obtain  the  means  of  grace.  As  the  monthly  reports  of  this  mis¬ 
sionary  were  published  in  the  Lutheran  Observer,  your  commit¬ 
tee  deem  it  unnecessary  to  particularize  the  results  of  his  labors. 
Suffice  it  to  say,  that  a  strong  desire  for  the  ordinances  of  grace 
very  extensively  prevails  in  those  destitute  regions,  and  that  oc¬ 
cupation  for  at  least  fifty  laborers  could  immediately  be  furnish¬ 
ed  ;  but  your  committee  are  again  constrained  to  take  up  the 
lamentation,  that  whilst  the  harvest  is  great,  the  laborers  are  few, 
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altogether  too  few  to  occupy  the  openings  which  God  in  his  Prov¬ 
idence  has  made. 

Your  committee  have  long  regarded  Pittsburg,  the  great  cen¬ 
tre  in  which  Western  emigrants  generally  meet,  and  from  which 
they  again  diverge  into  the  different  portions  of  the  Great  Val¬ 
ley,  as  a  place  of  peculiar  importance.  Numerous  members  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  have  at  different  times  settled  there.  The 
number  of  Germans  is  large  and  increasing,  there  is  one  German 
Church  there  which  was  erected  jointly  by  the  Lutherans  and 
Reformed,  but  an  extensive  field  for  missionary  labor  is  here  pre¬ 
sented.  The  committee  first  appointed  the  Rev.  D.  Miller,  who 
spent  several  months  in  collecting  and  arranging  materials  for  a 
church,  but  owing  to  some  peculiar  difficulties  he  did  not  continue 
his  labors.  It  deserves  to  be  mentioned  that  the  Rev.  Rosenmil- 
lcr  gratuitously  spent  some  time  among  this  people,  preaching  un¬ 
to  them  the  words  of  eternal  life.  Some  time  after,  a  meeting  was 
held  by  the  friends  of  this  enterprise  in  Pittsburg,  and  a  formal 
application  made  for  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Heyer,  who  is  now 
laboring  there  as  your  Missionary  with  pleasing  prospects  of 
building  up  a  flourishing  church. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Hoffman  was  appointed  by  the  American  Home 
Missionary  Society  on  the  recommendation  of  your  committee  to 
labor  in  Jonesborough,  Illinois.  Whilst  journeying  thither  he 
was  so  urgently  solicited  by  the  destitute  Lutheran  churches,  in 
Wooster,  Wayne  co.  Ohio,  to  remain  among  them,  with  the  prom¬ 
ise  of  support  without  aid  from  the  missionary  funds,  that  he  ap¬ 
plied  for  permission  so  to  do,  which  was  not  denied,  as  the  pros¬ 
pects  of  usefulness  there  were  still  greater  than  at  Jonesborough. 

The  Rev.  P,  Riser,  was  likewise  recommended  to  the  Parent 
Missionary  Society,  and  is  now  regularly  receiving  his  support 
from  that  Society.  He  is  laboring  in  Corydon,  in  the  State  of 
Indiana,  with  encouraging  prospects  of  success. 

The  Rev.  Keyl,  of  Venango  co.  Pa.  was  engaged  for  a  short 
missionary  tour  through  some  destitute  counties  in  his  vicin¬ 
ity. 

The  Rev.  Smith,  who  is  successfully  engaged  in  establishing  a 
Lutheran  Church  among  the  Germans  in  Boston,  is  likewise  la- 
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boring  under  the  auspices  of  the  American  Home  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety,  as  also  is 

The  Rev.  Bernheim,  of  Elizabethtown,  Pa. 

It,  is  thus  evident  that  a  commencement  has  been  made  for  more 
efficient  action,  and  that  very  liberal  aid  has  been  afforded  us  by 
that  noble  institution  with  which  we  have  become  connected,  the 
Am.  Home  Missionary  Society.  It  is,  however,  equally  clear, 
that  unless  our  ministerial  and  lay  brethren  make  greater,  far 
greater  exertions  to  seek  out  suitable  young  men  to  do  this  work 
of  the  Lord,  it  must  still  remain  undone.  The  apostles  found  in 
“every  city”  and  place,  where  they  established  churches,  some  in¬ 
dividuals  whom  after  due  indoctrination,  they  appointed  as  “eld¬ 
ers,”  that  is,  pastors.  Hence  there  are  probably  some  men  in  al¬ 
most  every  pastoral  district,  whose  duty  it  is  to  devote  themselves 
to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  who  could  be  found  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  as  well  as  in  the  apostolic  age,  if  the  standard  of  piety  were 
as  high  as  it  ought  to  be,  if  the  ministers  occasionally  spread  be¬ 
fore  their  congregations  the  benighted  and  unhappy  condition  of 
the  heathen  world,  and  if  both  ministers  and  laymen  made  greater 
efforts  to  find  suitable  subjects  for  this  work.  Your  committee 
would  therefore  affectionately  invite  their  Christian  brethren 
throughout  the  churches,  to  bind  this  solemn  interest  nearer  their 
hearts,  to  make  it  the  subject  of  more  frequent  prayer,  especially 
at  the  monthly  concert  meetings,  and  to  strive  with  renewed  ener¬ 
gy  to  aid  in  publishing  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  to  every  ra¬ 
tional  creature.

Resolved ,  That  the  Editor  of  the  Lutheran  Observer  be  re¬ 
quested  to  publish  in  said  paper  the  Constitution  of  the  Society, 
and  that  Prof.  Baugher  be  requested  to  prepare  an  explanatory 
statement  and  appeal  to  the  Church,  to  accompany  the  Constitu¬ 
tion,  when  published  in  the  Observer. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Rev.  Eliakim  Phelps,  agent  of  the  Central 
American  Education  Society  for  the  Middle  States,  be  request¬ 
ed  to  address  those  of  our  congregations,  in  which  the  English 
language  is  spoken,  on  the  subject  of  Education,  and  that  the 
brethren  be  requested  to  co-operate  with  him  in  obtaining  funds 
in  aid  of  our  treasurv. 

The  Society  then  proceeded  to  the  regular  election  for  officers. 
The  following  were  chosen  :

On  motion,  Resolved ,  That  Article  IV,  of  the  Constitution  be 
so  amended  as  to  make  all  the  officers  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 
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The  Constitution,  as  it  was  adopted,  after  having  received  the 
final  action  of  the  Society,  is  appended  to  the  minutes  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod. 

On  motion,  adjourned,  to  meet  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  next 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod.

Constitution  of  the  Parent  Education  Society  of  the  Evangelical 

Lutheran  Church . 


THE  object  of  this  Society  is  to  educate  indigent  pious  young 
men  for  the  gospel  ministry,  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be  composed  of  all  those 
present,  who  subscribe  the  constitution  ;  but  all  members  here¬ 
after  added  to  the  Society,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  shall  be 
elected  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society.  Any  person  who 
shall  subscribe  and  pay  from  his  own  funds  into  the  Treasury  at 
one  time,  thirty  dollars,  and  if  a  clergyman,  ten  dollars,  shall  be 
a  life-member,  and  shall  have  a  right  to  sit,  and  deliberate  in 
all  the  meetings  of  the  Society.  Congregations  or  others  may 
constitute  their  ministers  or  others,  life-members  by  the  payment 
of  thirty  dollars.  This  Society  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  Central 
American  Education  Society  atNew-York. 

Art.  II.  There  shall  be  chosen,  at  each  meeting  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  held  at  the  time  and  place  of  each  stated  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod,  a  President,  a  Vice  President,  a  Recording  and 
a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers 
as  may  be  found  necessary,  who  shall  continue  in  office  till  oth¬ 
ers  shall  be  chosen  in  their  stead. 

Art.  III.  This  Society  shall,  from  time  to  time,  by  ballot, 
elect  such  a  number  of  honorary  Vice  Presidents  as  they  may 
judge  expedient. 


Art.  IV.  The  President,  Vice  President,  Recording  and 
Corresponding  Secretaries,  Treasurer,  and  seven  other  members 
of  the  Society,  who  are  to  be  appointed  by  ballot,  shall  constitute 
a  committee,  to  be  styled  the  Executive  Committee,  at  any  meet- 
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ing  of  which,  regularly  convened,  four  shall  form  a  quorum.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  increase  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  by  soliciting  themselves,  and  by  appointing  and  instruct¬ 
ing  agents  to  solicit  the  aid  requisite  to  achieve  the  object  in 
view.  This  committee  shall  have  the  power  of  appropriating  all 
monies  for  the  support  of  beneficiaries  ;  of  examining  and  select¬ 
ing  candidates  for  patronage,  and  generally  of  transacting  all 
business  necessary  for  the  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  this  Soci¬ 
ety,  not  otherwise  herein  provided  for.  The  committee  shall  also 
kfiep  a  fair  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  make  report  of  their 
transactions  to  the  Society,  at  its  regular  meetings. 

Art.  V.  Qualified  candidates  may  be  aided,  in  each  stage 
of  preparatory  education  for  the  ministry.  No  applicant  shall  he 
assisted,  who  shall  not  produce,  from  serious  and  respectable 
characters,  unequivocal  testimonials  of  hopeful  piety,  promising 
talents,  and  real  indigence  :  nor  shall  any  person  be  continued 
on  this  foundation,  whose  instructor  or  instructors  shall  not  an¬ 
nually  exhibit  to  the  Executive  Committee,  satisfactory  evi¬ 
dence,  that  in  point  of  genius,  diligence,  literary  progress,  mor¬ 
als  and  piety,  he  is  of  a  proper  character  to  receive  aid  from  these 
sacred  funds  ;  in  addition  to  which,  each  beneficiary,  after  his 
admission  into  an}  College,  shall  annually  exhibit  to  the  Commit¬ 
tee  a  written  declaration,  that  it  continues  to  be  his  serious  pur¬ 
pose  to  devote  his  life  to  the  gospel  ministry  in  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church. 

Art.  VI.  Any  person  who  has  been  assisted  by  this  Socie¬ 
ty,  and  whose  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  beneficia¬ 
ries,  because  of  misconduct,  or  other  deficiency,  in  regard  to  the 
qualifications  required  by  the  Constitution  and  the  rules  of  the 
Society  ;  or  who  shall  have  concluded  not  to  devote  himself  to 
the  gospel  ministry,  shall  refund  the  sum  expended  for  his  educa¬ 
tion,  with  lawful  interest,  on  demand  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  VII.  The  President,  and,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice 
President,  in  concurrence  with  any  one  of  the  committee,  shall 
have  power  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  bound  with  one  sure¬ 
ty,  in  a  reasonable  sum,  to  be  determined  by  the  committee,  to 
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the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty.  He  shall,  when  directed  by 
the  committee,  vest  the  surplus  property  and  funds  of  the  Society 
in  the  safest  and  most  productive  forms  \  make  payments  and  ad¬ 
vances  of  money,  from  time  to  time,  agreeably  to  the  orders  of 
the  committee  ;  and  annually  render  to  the  committee  a  written 
account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  within  the  year,  of  the 
amount  of  the  funds,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  they  are  vested, 
or  have  been  expended  ;  this  account  to  be  previously  examined 
and  approved  in  writing,  by  an  Auditor  chosen  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Society.  He  shall  also  give  to  the  committee,  whenever 
they  request  it,  a  particular  account  of  the  state  of  the  Treasury. 

Art.  IX.  The  Society  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  General  Synod  holds  its  regular  session,  to  elect  officers, 
to  hear  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  of  the  Treas¬ 
urer,  and  to  transact  other  necessary  business. 

Art.  X.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  seven  members 
shall  be  requisite  to  constitute  a  quorum  ;  and  every  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Art.  XI.  The  President  of  each  Society  auxiliary  to  this, 
which  shall  pay  annually  twenty  dollars  into  the  Treasury  of 
this  Society,  shall  be,  ex-officio,  an  honorary  Vice  President  of 
this  Society. 

Art.  XII.  Whenever  a  society  shall  be  formed  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  any  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod,  Conference  or  Con¬ 
gregation,  or  by  the  inhabitants  of  any  neighborhood,  which 
shall  adopt  the  essential  principles  of  this  Constitution,  especial¬ 
ly  the  provisions  of  the  fifth  article,  as  the  basis  of  its  own,  such 
society,  upon  the  due  notice  of  its  existence,  and  desire  of  union, 
may  be  received  by  a  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee,  as  a  con¬ 
stituent  branch  of  the  Parent  Society. 

Every  such  branch  society  shall  possess  the  right  of  appoint¬ 
ing  its  own  officers,  and  also  the  right  of  appropriating  its  own 
funds  for  the  assistance  of  beneficiaries,  who  shall  have,  in  all 
respects,  the  requisite  qualifications. 

Art.  XIII.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
supply  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  among  themselves  or  among 
the  officers  of  the  Society,  till  the  next  meeting  of  the  Society. 
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Art.  XIY.  The  Committee  shall  adopt  such  by-laws  am! 
regulations  as  may  he  requisite  to  carry  out  the  objects  contem¬ 
plated  by  the  Society,  not  inconsistent  with  its  Constitution. 

Art.  XY.  No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  shall  be 
made,  except  on  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  and  by  a 
vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present,  at  a  regular  meet¬ 
ing  ;  unless  the  proposed  alteration  shall  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Society  in  writing  at  a  previous  meeting  :  except  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  when  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  shall  have  the  power  to  make  any  alteration.

First  Biennial  Report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Parent  Education  So¬ 
ciety  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  Slates. 

In  presenting  their  first  report,  the  Board  of  Directors  desire 
to  return  unfeigned  thanks  to  the  Author  of  all  good,  for  the  suc¬ 
cess  which  has  thus  far  crowned  their  labors.  They  have  sue- 


needed  beyond  their  expectations  in  executing  the  resolution 
“To  make  every  lawful  effort  to  procure  funds  to  support  every 
applicant  who  possesses  the  qualifications  required  by  the  Con¬ 
stitution.”  The  Church  has  cordially  sustained  the  claims  of  the 
Board,  wherever  the  claims  of  the  Society  have  been  properly 
presented.  But  one  sentiment,  on  this  subject,  appears  to  pre¬ 
vail,  which  is,  that  this  Institution  presents  the  only  practicable 
mode  of  supplying  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  Church.  Experience 
teaches,  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  effectual  means  of  executing 
the  last  command  of  the  risen  Saviour,  “Go  ye  into  all  the  world 
and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature.”  The  rich  and  the 
great,  and  the  worldly-wise,  find  no  charms  in  the  work  of  the 
ministry,— of  a  truth  it  may  be  said,  “not  many  wise  men  after 
the  flesh,  not  many  mighty,  not  many  noble,  are  called.”  From 
the  advent  of  Him,  who,  though  rich,  yet  for  our  sakes  became 
poor,  unto  the  present  time,  the  great  mass  of  active  Evangelical 
labor  has  been  performed  by  those  who  were  comparatively  poor; 
and  thus  doubtless  it  will  continue  to  be,  until  the  whole  world 
shall  be  evangelized.  The  attention  therefore  of  those  who  de¬ 
sire  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  and  the  diffusion  of  vital  godliness, 
ought  to  be  especially  directed  to  the  education  of  indigent,  pious 
young  men  for  the  ministry  of  reconciliation.  By  the  foolishness 
of  preaching  God  is  pleased  to  save  them  that  believe.  Multiply 
ministers,  therefore,  of  the  proper  character  and  you  throw  out 
into  exercise  at  once  the  instrumentality  which  God  promises  to 
bless  ;  you  increase  the  amount  of  piety,  zeal  and  efficiency  in 
the  Church,  and  you  make  the  Church  what  she  ought  to  be,  tbe 
•‘light  of  the  world.” 

Number  received  on  the  Funds. 

The  whole  number  received  on  the  funds  since  October  1835, 
when  the  Society  first  went  into  operation,  is  forty-one.  Of  this 
number  five  were  sustained  in  part,  five  are  now  in  the  ministry, 
eight  have  left,  one  in  consequence  of  ill  health,  one  unwilling  to 
pursue  a  full  course,  one  has  become  able  to  sustain  himself,  the 
others  for  reasons  not  stated  to  the  Board.  There  remain  there¬ 
fore  twenty-eight  at  the  present  time  to  be  sustained  by  the 
Board. 
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Character  of  those  Patronized. 

«x 

It  has  been  the  effort  of  the  Board,  as  far  as  possible,  to  enforce 
the  5th  Article  of  the  Constitution  : — “No  applicant  shall  be  as¬ 
sisted,  even  in  the  first  stage,  who  shall  not  produce  from  serious 
and  respectable  characters,  unequivocal  testimonials  of  hopeful 
piety,  promising  talents,  and  real  indigence  ;  nor  shall  any  per¬ 
son  be  continued  on  this  foundation  whose  instructor  or  instruct¬ 
ors,  except  in  very  special  cases,  shall  not  annually  exhibit  to  the 
Directors  satisfactory  evidence,  that  in  point  of  genius,  diligence, 
literary  progress,  morals,  and  piety,  he  is  a  proper  character  to 
receive  aid  from  these  sacred  funds.”  The  brethren  at  a  dis¬ 
tance,  who  recommend  candidates  to  the  Board,  can  render  most 
essential  aid,  by  becoming  thoroughly  acquainted  with  those 
whom  they  recommend.

Thorough  Course  of  Education. 

A  thorough  Collegiate  and  Theological  Education  has  been 
aimed  at.  In  a  few  cases,  by  reason  of  peculiar  circumstances, 
the  Directors  deviated  from  this  course.  They  who  minister  at 
the  altar  should  learn  not  only  of  Christ,  hut  also  be  taught  in 
School  of  Science.  The  way  to  make  ministers  respectable  and 
useful,  is,  in  addition  to  vital  piety,  to  discipline  their  minds  and 
store  them  with  useful  knowledge.  The  priest’s  lips  should  keep 
knowledge  and  he  that  ministers  in  holy  things  should  not  be  a 
novice.  The  age  of  miracles  and  inspiration  is  past  ;  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  these  can  be  supplied,  only  by  improving  to  the  utmost, 
the  facilities  now  almost  everywhere  presented,  of  acquiring  a 
thorough  education.  This  the  wants  of  the  Church,  and  the 
continued  progress  of  knowledge  in  the  world,  imperiously  de¬ 
mand.  It  should  ever  be  remembered,  that  whilst  knowledge 
can  never  supply  the  place  of  piety, — zeal,  when  unaccompanied 
by  knowledge,  almost  invariably  awakens  the  pity,  and  often  the 
contempt  of  those  it  aims  to  benefit. 

Receipts  and  Expenditures. 

From  the  Treasurer’s  report  it  appears  that  up  to  the  present 
time  the  receipts  have  been  $4499,  83,  and  the  expenditures  of 
the  same  time  have  been  $4154,  83,  leaving  in  the  Treasury  a 
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balance  of  $345.*  To  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  ap¬ 
proaching  session  there  will  be  required,  independently  of  addi¬ 
tional  applications  for  aid,  more  than  $1000.  Subtract  $345,  the 
sum  now  in  the  Treasury,  and  there  remains  a  deficiency  of  $655, 
which  must  be  procured  before  the  close  of  the  summer  session. 

Agents. 

Several  agents  were  appointed,  only  one  of  whom,  the  Rev.  B, 
Keller,  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  agency.  The  success 
w  hich  attended  his  efforts  during  the  short  time  in  which  he  was 
engaged,  justifies  the  assertion,  that  a  well  qualified  agent  con¬ 
stantly  in  the  field  could  accomplish  all  that  is  desired  under  ex¬ 
isting  circumstances.  Without  an  agent  the  Treasury  in  all 
probability  will  speedily  be  overdrawn,  and  the  Board  will  be 
compelled  to  resort  to  the  disgraceful  alternative  of  incurring®* 
debt  or  withdrawing  patronage.  Experience  proves  that  in  re¬ 
gard  to  benevolent  operations  in  general,  the  Christian  commun¬ 
ity  acts  very  much  as  it  is  acted  on,  ami  hence  arises  the  necessi¬ 
ty  of  continually  arousing  their  attention  and  calling  forth  their 
energies.  It  is  true  all  this  can  be  accomplished  by  the  ministers 
in  charge  ;  but  unfortunately  many  of  them  require  the  same 
stimulus  demanded  for  their  congregations.  It  is  believed  that 
formal  agencies  might  with  great  advantage  be  superseded  by  a 
private  arrangement  among  the  neighboring  clergymen.  If  a 
Synodical  District  were  divided  into  sub-districts  or  counties,  and 
each  clergyman  would  spend  three  or  four  weeks  in  presenting 
the  claims  of  the  Socity  ;  they  might  contribute  perhaps  as  much 
to  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  Church,  and  at  the  same  time  meet 
all  the  wants  of  the  Board.  These  views  are  justified  by  the 
fact  that  a  number  of  the  brethren  in  Pennsylvania  and  Mary¬ 
land,  by  their  individual  efforts,  have  contributed  very  much  to 
meet  the  current  expenses  since  the  resignation  of  the  Agent. 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion  the  Board  of  Directors  would  beg  leave  to  make 
the  following  suggestions  to  the  Ministers  of  the  Gospel: 


*  $100  was  received  since  the  Treasurer’s  report  was  made. 
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1.  To  present  the  claims' oF  this  Institution  statedly  to  their 
various  charges,  and  to  urge  upon  their  minds  its  fullness  and  im¬ 
portance,  as  also  their  duty  to  sustain  it. 

2.  In  view  of  the  great  destitution  of  the  Church,  properly 
qualified  young  men  should  be  urged  to  consider  whether  it  be 
not  their  duty  to  prepare  themselves,  by  a  thorough  Education,  to 
labor  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 

3.  Those  who  have  arrived  at  a  more  advanced  age,  men  of 
prudence  and  piety,  men  of  reading  and  general  knowledge,  ought 
to  be  led  to  inquire  what  God  would  have  them  to  do  in  this  mat¬ 
ter ;  whether  it  be  not  their  duty,  after  having  pursued  a  Theolo¬ 
gical  Course ,  to  devote  themselves  to  the  Ministry  of  reconcilia¬ 
tion.  The  harvest  truly  is  great  and  the  laborers  are  few.  It  is 

**not  sufficient  for  us  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send  forth 
laborers  :  we  ourselves  must  act.  The  Church  is  suffering,  bleed¬ 
ing.  On  all  sides  do  we  hear  the  cry  for  ministerial  aid.  Our 
brethren  with  whom  we  took  sweet  counsel,  the  most  active  and 
successful,  are  gone  to  enjoy  their  reward.  What  a  crowd  of 
motives  then  urge  to  greater  activity  in  this  cause  !  It  belongs 
to  those  who  now  enjoy  the  blessings  of  natural  and  spiritual  life, 
to  make  provision,  not  only  for  the  existing  spiritual  wants  of 
the  Church,  but  for  their  successors;  and  to  doit  with  all  dili¬ 
gence.  For  souls  are  perishing,  time  is  stealing  away,  and  soon 
the  day  of  retribution  will  be  at  hand,  wlten  each  must  give  ac¬ 
count  of  the  deeds  done  in  the  body.

TO  THE  CHURCHES  AND  PASTORS  IN  THE  LUTHERAN  CONNEC¬ 
TION. 

Dear  Brethren, 

It  has  been  made  the  duty  of  the  undersigned,  briefly  to  pre¬ 
sent  to  your  consideration,  the  claims  of  the  Parent  Education 
Society.  This  Institution  went  into  operation  a  little  more  than 
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eighteen  months  ago.  During  tins  time,  it  was  instrumental  in 
advancing  five  into  the  ministry,  and  sustaining  upon  its  funds 
upwards  of  forty,  either  in  whole,  or  in  part.  The  importance  of 
this  Institution  to  the  Church,  will  he  apparent  from  the  fact, 
that  during  no  previous  period  of  her  history,  is  she  known  to 
have  sustained  the  fourth  of  that  number,  during  the  same  time. 
Through  it  a  channel  has  been  opened  for  the  supply  of  the  spir¬ 
itual  destitution  of  the  Church,  and  all  that  is  wanting  to  accom¬ 
plish  the  desired  end,  is  to  keep  the  channel  open  ;  to  remove 
obstructions  ;  and  to  permit  the  blessings  of  God  to  flow,  through 
it,  into  the  Church.  A  crisis  in  the  affairs  of  the  Society  has  at 
length  arrived,  by  which  it  will  be  proved,  whether  the  Church 
is  willing  to  avail  herself  of  the  most  efficient  means,  thus  far  pre¬ 
sented,  of  relieving  her  wants,  and  whether  the  sympathies  of 
those  are  real,  who  mourn  over  the  desolation  of  Zion  and  pray 
for  her  prosperity.  An  opportunity  is  now  furnished  of  giving 
point  and  efficacy  to  prayer,  and  of  relieving  the  burdened  heart 
by  contributions. 

The  Society  is  in  want  of  funds,  and  that  immediately.  Thirty 
young  men  have  been  approved  by  the  Committee  as  worthy  of 
patronage,  the  aggregate  of  whose  immediate  wants  is  $600,  and 
there  remains  in  the  Treasury  only  about  $300,  leaving  a  defici¬ 
ency  to  be  supplied  within  a  week  of  $300,  besides  $600  to  meet 
the  wants  of  the  succeeding  quarter. 

In  this  emergency,  dear  brethren,  we  naturally  look  to  you 
for  support.  You  are  interested  in  this  matter,  and  it  is  your 
duty  to  bring  relief.  It  is  true,  the  American  Education  Society, 
in  the  spirit  of  that  disinterested  benevolence  which  has  charac¬ 
terised  all  its  operations,  has  kindly  proffered  aid.  But  it  would 
be  unjust,  to  say  the  least,  to  deprive  others  of  funds  for  which 
they  have  so  much  need  ;  and  it  would  be  a  shame ,  that  a  Church 
numbering  at  least  80,000  members,  is  unwilling  to  sustain  thirty 
of  her  sons  in  a  preparation  for  the  Gospei  Ministry.  What  sig¬ 
nifies  the  zeal  that  is  manifested  in  the  cause  of  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Missions,  and  of  what  consequence  are  the  funds  ac¬ 
cumulating  for  these  objects,  if  you  have  not  the  men  to  send  2 
Tiiis  is  the  point  w  hich  most  claims  your  attention  ;  upon  this  de- 
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partment  of  benevolence  all  the  others  depend  for  tliel i*  success. 
Educate  and  send  forth  pious  men,  and  it  is  certain  they  will 
not  be  long  unemployed. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  ask,  shall  we  send  away  these  in¬ 
teresting  youths  and  tell  them  we  have  no  funds  ;  the  Church 
either  does  not  want  them,  or  is  unwilling  to  sustain  them  ?  Shall 
we  say,  dear  young  men,  the  Lord  needs  your  services  very 
much,  the  harvest  is  great  and  laborers  are  few,  but  the  Church 
which  professes  to  belong  to  the  Lord,  has  no  sympathies  either 
for  you  or  a  perishing  world.  She  bids  you  return  to  your  sec¬ 
ular  employments  and  bury  the  talent  which  you  are  commanded 
to  improve  V9  Are  you  prepared  to  assume  the  responsibility  of 
rejecting  those  whom  the  Saviour  appears  to  have  called  out,  to 
meet  at  the  day  of  judgment  the  souls  who  perished  for  lack  of 
knowledge?  It  is  a  dreadful  responsibility,  and  one  which  1  am 
assured  you  all  will  seek  to  avoid. 

The  promises  of  the  Saviour  to  his  Church  are  very  precious. 
II  e  will  build  up  the  waste  place  and  cause  the  solitary  places  to 
rejoice.  But  the  Church  is  the  instrumentality  which  he  em¬ 
ploys  in  fulfilling  his  promises.  We  look  therefore,  under  God, 
to  those  members  of  his  visible  body  who  possess  power  and  in¬ 
fluence,  for  the  supply  of  the  wants  of  this  Institution.  Are  there 
not  twenty  members  in  the  Church,  who  this  year  will  give  each 
$50  to  the  cause  of  Education  ?  Are  there  not  fifty  who  will 
give  $25?  And  are  there  not  one  hundred  who  will  give  $10  ? 
“The  earth  is  the  Lord’s  and  the  fullness  thereof;  the  world  and 
they  that  dwell  therein  how  much  more  they  w  ho  have  cov¬ 
enanted  to  be  Ids  ?  Finally,  the  language  of  Mordecai  to  Esther 
the  queen,  is  applicable  to  you  brethren  under  existing  circum¬ 
stances.  k*If  thou  altogether  hold  thy  peace  at  this  time,  then 
shall  the  enlargement  and  deliverance  arise  from  another  place: 
but  thou  and  thy  father’s  house  shall  be  destroyed  ;  and  who 
knowetli  whether  thou  art  come  to  the  kingdom  for  such  a  time 
as  this  V9

APPENDIX  No.  V. 

ffitttssrtmvs  Stwtttarg. 

The  ninth  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangeli¬ 
cal  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States,  convened  at  Hagers¬ 
town,  in  May,  1837,  having  desired,  that  something  relative  to 
the  state  of  the  Seminary  under  their  care,  might  appear  in  the 
minutes  of  that  body,  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  deem  it 
their  duty,  briefly,  to  make  such  a  statement,  in  reference  to  that 
Institution,  as  shall  meet  with  the  approbation  of  said  Synod. 

Since  the  last  report  of  the  Board,  the  Directors,  as  well  as  the 
friends  and  patrons  generally  of  this  “School  of  the  Prophets,” 
Slave  perhaps  more  cause  than  ever  to  be  grateful  to  the  “great 
Head  of  the  Church,”  for  his  fostering  care  still  exercised  over 
this  Institution,  and  hence  too,  to  be  encouraged  to  renewed  and 
to  increased  effort  in  behalf  of  this  Seminary. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  occurrences  since  the  last  report 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  which  should  not  be  omitted  here, 
is  the  successful  Northern  tour  of  the  Rev.  Prof.  Schmucker,  D.D. 
which  he  undertook  by  the  request  of  the  Board,  in  behalf  of  the 
Seminary  funds.  The  blessing  of  Heaven  manifestly  rested  on 
his  labors,  as  the  Church  must  acknowledge,  when  it  is  known 
that  the  subscriptions  and  cash  resulting  from  his  agency,  a- 
mounted  to  $14,917  00.  His  reception  was  friendly  and  gratify¬ 
ing,  in  all  those  places,  which  he  visited  for  the  promotion  of  his 
object ;  insomuch,  that  the  Lutheran  Church,  in  the  United 
States,  is  not  only  under  high  obligation  to  Dr.  Schmucker,  for 
his  great  exertions  in  behalf  of  the  Seminary  of  the  General 
Synod,  but  also,  to  those  generous  friends  in  the  cities  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  New-York,  and  Boston,  and  elsewhere,  who  so  nobly 
gave  him  a  helping  hand,  and  where  Christian  hearts  so  cheerfully 
bid  him  “God  speed.”  While  on  this  subject,  it  would  be  wrong 
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to  pass  in  silence  the  special  friendship  of  Prof.  Stuart,  of  An¬ 
dover,  whose  letter  to  the  Assembly,  convened  at  Old  South 
Church,  to  advance  the  cause  of  Prof.  Sehmucker,  breathes  a 
spirit,  worthy,  not  only  of  an  enlightened  Christian,  or  Chris¬ 
tian  minister,  but  worthy  even  of  an  Apostle.  May  the  Luthe¬ 
ran  Church  never  forget  her  benefactors,  but  always,  as  in  duty 
bound,  hold  them  in  grateful  remembrance. 

The  Directors  have  had  their  regular  meetings,  as  required  by 
the  Constitution  ;  a  quorum  only  failing  to  be  present,  in  the  au¬ 
tumnal  session  of  1836.  The  Board  is  still  satisfied  with  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  students  in  their  several  branches  of  study,  and  their 
confidence  undiminished  in  the  qualifications  of  the  two  gentle¬ 
men  at  the  head  of  the  Seminary — the  Rev.  Profs.  Sehmucker 
and  Krauth. 

The  utmost  harmony  prevails  among  the  several  members  of 
the  Board,  and  as  we  believe  a  general  and  unabated  desire  for 
the  highest  prosperity  of  the  Institution  under  their  direction, 
with  which  the  interests  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
this  country  are  thought  to  be  so  intimately  connected  and  blen¬ 
ded.  Since  the  first  establishment  of  this  Seminary,  70  or  more 
young  men  have  already  gone  out  from  it,  into  various  parts  of 
our  country,  as  preachers  of  the  Everlasting  Gospel,  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  students  in  the  Seminary  at  the  present  time,  is  about  the 
same  as  at  the  date  of  the  last  report  of  the  Board,  made  to  the 
eighth  Convention  of  the  General  Synod,  at  York,  Pa.  June  1835. 

In  a  word,  the  Seminary  located  at  Gettysburg  (all  things  con¬ 
sidered,)  is  in  a  prosperous  state.  Its  finances  at  the  last  session 
of  the  Board,  were  perhaps  in  a  better  condition  than  at  any  pre¬ 
vious  time.  Every  difficulty,  however,  is  not  yet  surmounted  ; 
but  if  the  Church  continues  to  sustain  an  Institution,  which 
should  always  be  dear  and  interesting  to  her,  the  period  is  not 
far  distant,  when  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  enabled  to  an¬ 
nounce  to  the  Church  and  the  world,  the  joyous  fact,  that  every 
obstacle  is  overcome — that  the  object  to  which  their  energies 
were  directed  for  so  many  years,  is  at  last  obtained.  And  let  it 
moreover  be  remembered  hv  the  Church,  that  then  only,  when 
this  is  attained,  may  we  expect  that  the  great  Gospel  Trumpet  be 
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so  successfully  blown  from  the  Wittenberg  of  America,  that  the 
entire  German  population  settled  throughout  the  several  States, 
and  scattered  along  our  wide  spread  frontiers — many  of  whom 
are  perishing  “for  lack  of  knowledge,”  and  outcasts  from  the 
Church  by  force  of  circumstances — shall  hear  and  come  to  wor¬ 
ship  the  Lord  in  the  beauty  of  holiness,  on  the  holy  mount  of 
Jerusalem. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,  not  as  a  report  of  the 
Board,  that  having  been  neglected  at  the  last  regular  meeting, 
but  as  a  statement  merely  of  the  present  condition  of  the  Semi¬ 
nary,  by  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Directors.

Some  alterations  in  the  Constitution  of  this  Synod,  having  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  7th  Article,  been  proposed 
at  the  last  meeting,  and  having  received  the  approval  of  the  con¬ 
stitutional  majority  of  Synods ;  the  Constitution  is  subjoined  as 
amended. 


Constitution  of  the  General  Synod  oj  the  Evangelical . Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  North  America. 

Translated  from  the  original  German  Copy. 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  His  Church,  having  pre¬ 
scribed  no  entire  and  specific  directory  for  government  and  disci¬ 
pline,  and  every  section  of  His  Church  being  left  at  full  liberty  to 
make  such  additional  regulations  to  that  effect,  as  may  be  best  ad¬ 
apted  to  its  situation  and  circumstances,  therefore — Relying  upon 
God  our  Father,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  under  the 
guidance  and  direction  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  Word  of  God, 
for  the  promotion  of  the  practice  of  brotherly  love,  to  the  further¬ 
ance  of  Christian  concord,  to  the  firm  establishment  and  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace — We,  the 
Deputies  of  the  “German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  the  neighboring  States,”  of  the  “German  and  Eng¬ 
lish  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
and  the  bordering  States,”  of  the  “Evangelical  Lutheran  Minis- 
terium  in  the  State  of  New-York,  and  the  neighboring  States  and 
Countries,”  and  of  the  “Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Mary¬ 
land  and  Virginia,  &c.”  for  ourselves  and  successors,  do  adopt 
the  following  fundamental  Articles,  viz.  : 
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ARTICLE  I. 

The  name,  style  and  title  of  this  Convention  shall  he,  “ The 
Evangelical  Lutheran  General  Synod  of  the  United  States  of  North 
America 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  Deputies  from  the  sev¬ 
eral  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synodicai  Conventions  in  the  United 
States,  who  may  join  themselves  thereunto,  and  he  duly  acknowl¬ 
edged  as  members  thereof,  in  the  following  ratio,  viz. : 

Every  Synodical  body,  or  Synod  (whether  of  ministers  onlyr, 
or  of  ministers  and  lay-deputies  together)  containing  six  minis¬ 
ters,  may  send  two ;  if  it  contains  fourteen,  three ;  if  twenty  - 
five,  four  ;  if  forty,  five  ;  if  sixty,  six  ;  and  if  it  contains  eightyr- 
six  ministers  or  upwards,  seven  deputies,  of  the  rank  of  ordain¬ 
ed  ministers,  and  an  equal  number  of  lay-deputies. 

Each  Deputy,  appearing  in  the  General  Synod  according  to- 
this  ratio,  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  enjoy  an  equal 
right  and  vote  with  ail  others.  Every  Synod  may  choose  its  Dep¬ 
uties  in  such  a  way  and  manner  as  to  them  may  seem  proper  ;  and 
shall  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  same,  to  and  from  the 
General  Synod,  until  the  General  Synod  shall  have  established  for 
itself  a  treasury  from  which  the  future  expenses  may  be  dis¬ 
charged. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  business  of  the  General  Synod  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.  : 

Sec.  I.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceedings 
of  the  several  Synods  and  Ministeriums  belonging  to  this  associa¬ 
tion,  in  order  that  they  may  obtain  some  knowledge  of  the  exist¬ 
ing  state  and  condition  of  the  Church.  The  several  Synods,  there¬ 
fore,  shall  transmit  as  many  copies  of  their  proceedings  to  the 
General  Synod,  as  there  shall  be  members  contained  in  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod. 

Sec,  II.  Whenever  the  General  Synod  shall  deem  it  proper 
or  necessary,  they  may  propose  to  the  special  Synods  or  Minis- 
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teriums,  new  books  or  writings,  such  as  catechisms,  forms  of  lit¬ 
urgy,  collections  of  hymns  for  general  or  special  public  use  in  the 
church.  Every  proposal  of  the  kind,  the  several  or  respective 
Synods  may  duly  consider  ;  and  if  they,  or  any  of  them,  shall  he 
of  opinion,  that  the  said  hook  or  hooks,  writing  or  writings,  will 
not  conduce  to  the  end  proposed,  they  may  reject  them,  and  adopt 
such  liturgical  hooks  as  they  may  think  proper. 

But  no  General  Synod  can  be  allowed  to  possess  or  arrogate 
unto  itself  “the  power  of  prescribing  among  us  uniform  ceremo¬ 
nies  of  religion  for  every  part  of  the  Church  f9  or  to  introduce 
such  alterations  in  matters  appertaining  to  the  faith,  or  to  the 
mode  of  publishing  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  (the  Son  of  God 
and  ground  of  our  faith  and  hope,)  as  might  in  any  way  tend  to 
burden  the  consciences  of  the  brethren  in  Christ. 

Sec.  III.  All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  holding 
the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Bible  as  taught  by  our  Church, 
not  nowin  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  may,  at  any  time, 
become  associated  with  it,  by  adopting  this  Constitution,  and 
sending  Delegates  to  its  Convention,  according  to  the  ratio  spe¬ 
cified  in  Art.  2. 


Sec.  IV.  With  regard  to  the  grades  in  the  ministry,  the 
General  Synod  may  give  to  the  several  Ministeriums  their  delib¬ 
erate  advice,  wherein  the  circumstances  of  time,  place  and  con¬ 
dition  must  be  duly  contemplated,  and  a  beneficial  uniformity, 
and  actual  equality,  of  rank  among  the  several  ministers,  must, 
as  much  as  possible,  be  had  in  view.  The  General  Synod  shall 
also  advise  such  rules  and  regulations  among  the  several  Synods 
and  Ministeriums,  as  may  prevent  unpleasant  and  unfriendly  col¬ 
lisions,  that  might  otherwise  arise  out  of  any  difference  of  grades 
existing  among  them,  or  from  any  other  possible  causes. 

Sec.  V.  The  General  Synod  shall  not  he  looked  upon  as  a 
tribunal  of  appeal ;  it  may,  however,  be  employed  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  cases,  and  after  the  following  manner  : 


1.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when  com¬ 
plaints  shall  he  brought  before  them,  by  whole  Synods,  Ministe¬ 
riums,  Congregations,  or  individual  ministers,  concerning  doc-

trine  or  discipline.  They  shall,  however,  be  extremely  careful, 
that  the  consciences  of  ministers  of  the  gospel  be  not  burdened 
with  human  inventions,  laws  or  devices,  and  that  no  one  be  op¬ 
pressed  by  reason  of  differences  of  opinion  on  non-fundamental 
doctrine. 

2.  If  parties,  differing  in  matters  of  doctrine  and  discipline, 
refer  the  cause  of  difference,  in  a  brotherly  manner,  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  they  shall  institute  a  close  and  exact  scrutiny  and 
examination  thereof,  and  give  their  opinion  on  the  subject  of  dif¬ 
ference,  according  to  their  best  insight  of  right,  equity,  brother¬ 
ly  love,  and  truth. 

3„  If  difference  between  Synods  be  referred,  the  votes  thereon 
shall  be  taken  by  Synods,  and  the  refering  Synods  shall  have  no 
vote. 

Sec.  VI.  The  General  Synod  may  devise  plans  for  Semina¬ 
ries  of  Education  and  Missionary  Institutions,  as  well  as  for  the 
aid  of  poor  ministers,  and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  poor  min¬ 
isters,  and  endeavor,  with  the  help  of  God,  to  carry  them  into  ef¬ 
fect. 

Sec.  VII.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create 
a  treasury,  for  the  effectual  advancement  of  its  purposes. 

Sec.  VIII.  The  General  Synod  shall  apply  all  their  powers, 
their  prayers  and  their  means,  towards  the  prevention  of  schisms 
among  us  ;  be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  the  times,  and  of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of 
unity  of  sentiment  among  Christians  in  general,  in  order  that  the 
blessed  opportunities  to  promote  concord  and  unity,  and  the  in¬ 
terests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  pass  by  neglected 
and  unavailing. 


ARTICLE  IY. 

The  General  Synod  shall  choose  from  among  their  own  num¬ 
ber  a  President  and  a  Secretary  ;  and  from  among  their  own 
number  or  elsewhere,  as  soon  as  it  may  be  necessary,  a  Treas¬ 
urer.  They  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  succeeding 
convention.  The  same  person  is  at  all  times  rc-cligible  as  Score-

tary  or  Treasurer ;  but  no  one  may  be  elected  President  more 
than  two  conventions  in  succession,  and  the  same  person  cannot 
thereafter  be  elected  for  the  two  successively  following  conven¬ 
tions. 

Sec.  I.  The  President  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  conven¬ 
tion.  He  may  make  motions,  give  his  opinion,  and  vote  like  ev¬ 
ery  other  member.  With  the  consent  and  concurrence  of  the 
minister  of  the  place  where  the  convention  is  held,  he  shall  ap¬ 
point  the  several  preachers  during  the  convention.  He  shall  sub¬ 
scribe  all  letters,  written  advices,  resolutions  and  proceedings  of 
the  Synod.  In  extraordinary  cases,  and  by  request  of  any  one  of 
the  acknowledged  Synods,  made  known  to  him  in  the  form  of  a 
Synodical  or  Ministerial  resolution,  he  may  call  together  special 
conventions  of  the  General  Synod.  In  case  the  business  of  the 
Secretary  become  too  burdensome  for  one  person  to  execute,  he 
shall,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary,  appoint  an  assistant 
Secretary,  and  make  known  to  him  what  portions  of  the  labors 
lie  ought  to  undertake. 

Sec.  II.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings,  write,  attest,  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  writings, 
make  known  the  time  and  place  of  the  convention,  through  the  me¬ 
dium  of  the  public  prints,  at  least  three  months  beforehand,  and 
in  the  special  or  extraordinary  cases  mentioned  in  the  foregoing 
section,  he  shall  give  written  notice  thereof  to  each  of  the  special 
Synods  or  Ministeriums. 

Sec.  III.  If  the  Pi  •esident  or  Secretary,  in  the  intermediate 
time  between  the  conventions,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office, 
or  become  incapable  of  executing  the  same,  the  next  in  office  shall 
take  his  place  and  perform  his  duties  ;  if  it  be  the  Treasurer,  then 
the  President  shall  appoint  another  Treasurer  ad  interim  in  his 
stead. 

Sec.  IV.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  account  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  Synod.  He  shall  give  receipts  for  all 
monies  put  into  his  hands.  He  shall  not  pay  any  monies  out  of 
bis  hands  but  by  order  of  the  President,  attested  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary,  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  Synod  to  that  effect.  At 
every  convention  of  the  Syuod  he  shall  render  account. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

The  course  of  business  shall  be  conducted  as  follows,  viz.  : 

1.  The  deputies  shall  give  personal  notice  of  their  arrival  to* 
the  minister  of  the  place,  or  if  the  congregation  be  destitute  of  a 
minister,  to  any  other  person  appointed  by  the  congregation  for 
the  purpose,  who  shall  make  known  to  them  their  place  of  resi¬ 
dence,  and  the  place  where  the  session  shall  be  held. 

2.  At  nine  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  first  week-day  of  the 
time  of  convention,  the  session  shall  begin  and  be  opened  with 
prayer. 

3.  The  President  elected  by  the  former  convention,  shall  act 
as  chairman  till  another  President  be  chosen.  In  case  of  his  ab¬ 
sence,  the  persons  present,  may,  on  motion  made  and  seconded,, 
appoint  another  in  his  stead. 

4.  The  members  shall  give  in  to  the  chairman  their  attesta¬ 
tions  or  certificates.  For  all  the  deputies  from  any  one  particu¬ 
lar  Synod,  one  certificate,  signed  by  the  President  and  attested 
by  the  Secretary  of  that  Synod,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient,  and 
all  the  members  of  the  same  Synod  shall  sit  together. 

5.  If  a  majority  of  the  deputies  of  a  majority  of  the  Synods 
attached  to  the  General  Synod,  be  present,  the  business  shall 
go  on.  If  this  proportion  be  lacking,  the  members  present  may, 
from  time  to  time,  postpone  the  session  of  the  convention. 

6.  The  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot,  on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  and  so  soon  as  the 
members  shall  have  given  in  their  certificates. 

7.  The  proceedings  of  the  former  convention  shall  be  read  by 
the  Secretary. 

8.  Hereupon  follow' the  several  portions  of  business  accord¬ 
ing  to  Article  3,  section  for  section. 

9.  Now  other  mixed  motions  may  be  made,  concerning  the 
subjects  already  discussed,  or  any  other  matters  that  may  occur. 

10.  In  conclusion,  the  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  bal¬ 
lot,  the  time  and  place  of  the  next  convention,  observing  at  all 
times,  however,  that  one  convention,  at  least,  be  held  every  three 
years. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  by-laws  they  may 
deem  necessary  ;  provided  only,  that  the  said  by-laws  do  not  con¬ 
tradict  the  spirit  of  the  Constitution. 

No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  may  be  made  except  by  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  this  Convention  ; 
an  exact  copy  of  the  intended  alterations  to  be  sent  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  to  all  the  Presidents  of  the  District  Synods  in  connection 
with  this  body,  with  the  request,  that  they  would  lay  them  be¬ 
fore  their  respective  Synods  for  decision.

The  clerical  and  lay  delegates  of  this  Synod  assembled  at 
Chainbersburg,  Pa.  on  Saturday,  June  1,  1839,  where  they  were 
kindly  received  by  the  pastor  of  the  church. 

In  the  evening,  the  brethren  attended  divine  service,  when  the 
exercises  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Mr,  Harkey. 

On  Lord’s  day  morning,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lochman  delivered  a 
German  discourse  in  tiie  Lutheran  church,  after  which  the  Lord’s 
supper  was  administered  to  the  German  communicants. — In  the 
afternoon,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lintner  preached,  after  which  the  Eu¬ 
charist  was  celebrated  by  the  English  portion  of  the  church.*— At 
night,  the  Rev.  Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker  preached. — Divine  service 
was  also  conducted  in  the  German  Reformed  church  on  Lord’s  day 
morning  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pohlman,  and  in  the  Methodist  church 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lape ;  in  the  afternoon  in  the  German  Reformed 
church  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hazelius,  and  at  night  by  the  Rev.  C.  A.

The  number  of  German  Reformed  clergymen  in 
the  U.  States,  as  reported  in  their  Clerical  Register,  is  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
four.

There  were  present  41  ordained  ministers,  and  5  licentiates ;  18  ordained 
ministers  were  absent.  ;  30  lay  delegates  were  present — so  that  the  Synod  con¬ 
sisted  of  79  members.

With  deep  regret  your  committee  have  noticed  the  untimely  death  of  the 
Rev.  J.  Wampole,  member  of  that  Synod,  which  had  taken  place  the  preceding 
year. 

Feeling  the  want  of  a  religious  journal  in  the  German  language,  the  Synod 
resolved  to  give  its  countenance  to  such  a  paper,  by  voting  for  the  Rev.  Prof. 
Schmidt  as  the  editor,  and  engaging  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  printing  of 
the  first  number. 

Your  committee  observe  with  pleasure,  that  the  Synod,  in  future  will,  use 
their  best  endeavors  to  contract  the  limits  of  many  parochial  districts,  too 
extensive  for  the  useful  operations  of  single  pastors,  in  which  endeavors  your 
committee  cannot  but  wish  them  the  best  success  ;  and  happy  are  the  under¬ 
signed  to  state  that  the  Lord  has  sent  more  laborers  into  that  part  of  his  vine¬ 
yard  ;  the  candidates,  Scholl,  Duy,  Stoever,  Minner,  and  Minnig,  were  set  apart 
for  the  work  of  the  Gospel  ministry  by  the  solemn  act  of  ordination,  and  the 
younger  brethren,  Gruebler,  Mueller,  and  Schindel,  were  licensed  for  the  same 
glorious  work. 

Harmony,  unanimity,  and  evangelical  zeal  in  the  cause  of  Christianity,  appear 
to  animate  the  brethren  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  and  your  committee 
would  hail  the  day,  when  that  Synod,  in  the  Providence  of  God,  shall  become  a 
member  of  this  body,  to  unite  their  counsels  and  energies  with  ours.

The  Proceedings  of  Monday  were  read  and  adopted. 

The  Hymn  Book  Committee  read  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted,  and  referred  to  Messrs.  Eichelberger, 
Rosenmiller  and  Barnitz  : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  superintend  the  publication  and  sale  of  the  General 

Synod’s  Hymn  Books  and  Catechism,  respectfully  submit  the  following  state¬ 
ment  of  the  business  confided  to  them  : 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  this  Synod,  there  have  been  sold  4,299  copies  of 
the  English,  and  1,514  of  the  German  Hymn  Book,  by  the  General  Agent,  S.  H. 
Bueliler.  There  have  been  sold  by  the  Printers  in  Baltimore,  Messrs.  Lucas  & 
Beaver,  about  1,432  copies  of  the  English  Hymn  Book.  The  whole  number 
sold,  therefore,  amounts  to  5,731.  There  have  also  been  sold  5,400  English 
Catechisms. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  the  account  of  the  General  Agent,  Mr.  S.  H. 
Bueliler,  specifying  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  since  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Synod;  as  also  another  statement,  specifying  all  the  sums  yet  due  by  indi¬ 
viduals  throughout  the  Church. 

The  amount  of  monies  now  in  the  hands  of  the  committee,  subject  to  the  order 
of  the  Synod,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  current  expenses  of  this  Synod. 
&c.  is  $573  98|.  The  amount  now  due  the  Synod  on  books  sold,  is  $1,948  34. 
So  that  the  amount,  of  money  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Synod,  or  due  on 
books  sold,  is  $2,521  36|. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  a  resolution  was  passed  recom¬ 
mending  to  the  committee  a  reduction  of  the  price  of  the  Hymn  Book,  if  it  could, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  be  safely  done.  In  the  exercise  of  the  discre- 
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Lon  confided  to  them  by  the  Synod,  your  committee  declined  making1  any  reduc  ¬ 
tion,  because  the  profit  now  resulting  from  the  sale  of  the  book  is  little  more 
than  sufficient  to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  the  Synod,  and  in  a  few  years, 
when  our  delegation  is  increased,  will  even  be  insufficient. 

The  committee  would  recommend  that  a  small  number  of  hymns,  say  about  a 
dozen,  be  added  to  the  Hymn  Book,  to  embrace  only  such  hymns  as  have  acquired 
a  general  popularity.

Resolved,  That  we  deem  it  our  sacred  duty  to  give  a 
public  expression  of  our  disapprobation  of  these  proceedings,  and 
to  exhort  the  churches  in  our  connection,  and  all  Evangelical 
Lutheran  churches  in  the  United  States,  to  beware  of  the  efforts 
of  these  men  to  cause  divisions  and  offences  contrary  to  the  spirit 
of  the  Gospel. 

Fund  for  the  Support  of  aged  Ministers ,  their  Widows,  Spc. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Synod,  to  examine  the  new  regulations  pro¬ 
posed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  superannuated  min¬ 
isters  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  their  widows  and  children,  Report :

That  they  find  these  documents  to  contain  most  of  the  provisions  necessary 
for  the  intended  object,  and  have  prepared  from  them,  with  some  alterations  and 
additions,  a  code  of  rules  for  the  adoption  of  the  Synod,  which  it  is  hoped  will 
meet  their  approbation,  and  aid  them  in  carrying”  out  their  benevolent  inten¬ 
tions  of  providing  for  the  future  wants  of  those  who  have  the  strongest  earthly 
claims  upon  our  affection  and  care. 

In  submitting  these,  they  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  code  adopted  at  the 
9th  General  Synod.

The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  “New  Plan  of  Apostolic  Protestant 
Union”  by  S.  S.  Schmucker,  D.  D.  have  given  as  much  attention  to  the  subject 
as  their  limited  time  permitted,  and  take  pleasure  in  reporting : 

That  the  design  of  the  book  appears  to  be,  to  promote  union  on  apostolic  prin¬ 
ciples  among  the  several  Protestant  branches  of  the  Christian  Church. 

The  work  is  ably  written,  and  bears  strongly  the  marks  of  deep  thought,  ex¬ 
tensive  observation  and  anxious  solicitude  for  the  prosperity  of  Zion,  and,  if  ex¬ 
tensively  and  attentively  read,  cannot  fail  to  promote  the  cause  of  Christian  love 
and  harmony  of  action  in  the  Church  of  God.  We  accordingly  find  pleasure  in 
recommending  it  to  the  members  of  this  Synod,  and  indeed  of  all  our  Synods 
and  Churches  throughout  our  whole  Church.  We  also  beg  leave  to  propose  to 
the  adoption  of  this  Synod  the  following  resolutions  : 

XI.  Resolved ',  1.  That  this  Synod  approve  of  the  several  features  of  the 
Plan  of  Union  proposed  in  Prof.  S.  S.  Schmucker’s  Appeal  to  the  American 
Churches,  and  regard  them  as  consistent  with  the  principles  of  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment. 

XII.  Resolved,  2.  That  this  Synod  recommend  said  Plan  to  the  serious  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  several  Synods  connected  with  this  body,  and  the  Churches  at 
large.

XIX.  Resolved ,  That  we  have  been  much  gratified  with  the 
singing  of  the  Choir  of  this  Congregation,  and  that  our  President 
he  requested  to  express  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  to  the  said  Choir 
publicly  this  evening,  and  to  the  Congregation  for  their  hospi¬ 
tality. 

XX.  Resolved ,  That  two  delegates  be  appointed  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  German  Reformed  Synod,  one  for  each  year,  the 
Synod  will  meet  in  Philadelphia  next  September. 

Messrs.  Strobel  and  Morris  were  appointed,  and  Messrs. 
Kurtz  and  Lochman  their  alternates. 

XXI.  Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  draft  a 
plan  for  parochial  reports,  that  shall  embrace  the  necessary  sta¬ 
tistics  of  the  Church,  and  that  said  plan  he  recommended  to  the 
adoption  of  all  the  Synods  in  connection  with  this  body. 

XXIL  Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  our  churches 
to  hold  an  annual  collection  in  aid  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the 
Seminary. 

A  communication  from  Prof.  Smolensker  was  received  and 
laid  on  the  table. 
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XXIII.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  now  adjourn.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  SEMINARY 


The  undersigned, ’appointed  a  Committee  by  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  at  their  last  regular  meeting, 
(April  1839,)  to  report  on  the  state  of  the  Seminary  to  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  U. 
States,  to  convene  at  Chambersburg,  June  1st,  1839,  would 
present  the  following  : — 

Since  the  last  General  Svnod.  convened  at  Hagerstown, 
Md.  June  1837,  the  Directors  have  had  their  regular  meetings, 
as  required  by  the  Constitution,  and  are  still  satisfied  with  the 
progress  of  the  Students  in  the  several  branches  of  study  which 
receive  their  attention,  and  their  confidence  undiminished  in  the 
brethren  at  the  head  of  the  Institution.  Entire  harmony  prevails 
among  the  several  members  of  the  Board,  both  as  respects  the 
prosperity  and  highest  interests  of  the  Seminary  under  their 
direction,  and  as  respects  the  great  object,  also,  in  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  this  school  of  the  prophets. 

Since  the  first  establishment  of  this  Seminary,  between  70  and 
100  young  men  have  already  gone  out  from  it  into  various  parts 
of  our  widely  extended  country  to  preach  Christ  crucified,  to  some 
indeed  foolishness,  and  to  others  a  stumbling  block,  ‘‘but  unto 
them  which  are  called,  Christ  the  power  of  God,  and  the  wisdom 
of  God.”  D  uring  the  past  year  there  have  been  twenty  students 
connected  with  the  Seminary,  though  the  number  of  students 
hoarding  in  the  Seminary  edifice,  and  attending  the  religious 
worship  of  the  same,  was  about  forty. 

It  is  to  he  regretted  that  the  students  generally  spend  so  short 
a  time  in  Theological  studies.  But  few  attend  to  the  full  course 
of  studies,  as  laid  down  in  the  Constitution.  The  average  time 
of  the  stay  of  the  major  part  is  only  about  two  years.  Thus  the 
Theological  education  of  those  who  go  out  from  the  Seminary  it 


necessarily  defective.  This  was  not  the  case  in  the  first  years  of 
this  Institution,  and  ought  not  to  he  thus  now,  but  must  be  regret¬ 
ted  by  all  who  desire  high  Theological  attainments  in  the  minis¬ 
try.  It  is  very  desirable,  that  the  several  Synods  should  take 
this  matter  into  serious  consideration,  and  not  license  men  without 
the  qualifications  required  by  the  Synodical  Constitution.  In 
connection  with  this  subject,  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  their  last 
regular  meeting,  passed  the  following  resolution  : 

Whereas,  instances  have  occurred,  in  which  persons  have  pro¬ 
fessed  to  have  received  an  education  in  this  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary,  who  had  spent  but  a  few  months  in  connection  with  it : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Synods  are  respectfully  requested  to  require 
of  all  applicants  professing  to  have  been  educated  here,  their 
certificate  of  dismission  from  the  Faculty,  in  order  that  the 

actual  amount  of  their  studies  in  the  Institution  may  be  under- 

* 

stood. 

At  t!  ie  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April,  the  Rev.  Henry  J.  Smith 
was  unanimously  elected  Professor  of  German  Liter  ature,  whose 
duty  it  was  made  to  give  two  German  recitations  per  week  in  the 
Theological  Seminary.  The  old  Professors  repeated  and  sub¬ 
scribed  anew  the  Declaration  contained  in  Art.  III.  Sect.  2,  in 
accordance  with  Sect.  S,  Art.  III.  of  the  Constitution.  The 
Professor  elect  also  pronounced  and  subscribed  the  oath  of  office 
required  of  the  Directors,  as  also  the  above  mentioned  Declara¬ 
tion,  (Art.  III.  Sect.  3,  Constitution.) 

The  undersigned  would  further  report,  that  at  the  April  meet¬ 
ing.  the  Board  appointed  a  committee,  whose  duty  it  was  made 
to  appoint  an  Agent,  to  solicit  donations  for  the  Seminary.  The 
Rev.  Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker,  Rev.  B.  Keller  and  Dr.  Gilbert  were 

appointed  on  this  committee.  Mr. -  was  appointed  agent 

to  act  under  the  supervision  of  these  gentlemen.  The  under¬ 
signed  would  heartily  recommend  the  object  of  this  Agent  to  the 
consideration  of  the  several  delegates  constituting  this  body.  An 
Institution  of  this  description  necessarily  has  heavy  expenditures 
connected  with  It.  Amid  the  pressure  of  the  times,  also,  whilst 
the  payments  for  the  Seminary  edifice  and  the  Professors’  houses 
became  due,  the  Board  were  compelled  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money 
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from  the  fund  of  the  second  Professorship.  The  amount  now  due 
to  that  fund  is  $5,606  00,  and  the  Board  feel  morally  hound  to 
take  measures  to  repay  said  sums,  that  it  may  not  be  diverted 
from  the  design  of  the  donors.  The  Board,  therefore,  earnestly 
invite  the  churches  to  contribute  to  the  establishment  of  a  sinking 
fund,  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  liquidation  of  the  above 
debt.  If  every  minister  would  hold  one  collection  in  each  of  his 
churches,  after  a  full  representation  of  the  case,  it  is  believed 
that,  with  the  additional  aid  of  the  collector,  the  necessities  of  the 
case  might  he  met.  There  are  many  enlightened  and  liberal 
friends  of  a  well  educated  ministry  in  our  church,  who  need  but 
be  convinced  that  their  aid  is  required,  and  they  will  cheerfully 
contribute — some  20,  some  50,  and  some  $100 — in  order  that  our 
Institution  may  be  placed  on  a  permanent  basis. 

It  may  be  proper,  for  the  satisfaction  of  the  friends  of  the  insti¬ 
tutions,  to  give  a  general  statement  of  the  funds  and  expenses  of 
the  Institution  since  its  establishment  in  1826  :

ively  and  permanently  into  the  light,  and  the  world  he  filled  with 
the  glory  of  God  ;  and  we  would  do  well  to  inquire  whether  one 
way  to  do  our  duty  in  this  respect,  is  not,  by  keeping  the  Institu¬ 
tion  under  consideration,  not  only  sound  in  faith,  and  pure  in  doc¬ 
trine,  but  also  vigorous  in  its  operations  and  untrammelled  by 
debt*

ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  THE 

4 ‘LUTHERAN  PASTORS’  FUND.” 

Article  I.  The  means  collected  by  the  following  regulations 
shall  be  designated  and  kept  as  the  Lutheran  Pastors ’  Fund . 

Art.  II.  The  business  of  this  Association  shall  be  managed 

and  controlled  by  the  General  Synod,  through  a  Board  of  seven 

• 

Trustees,  viz.  :  four  ministers  and  three  laymen,  to  be  biennially 
appointed  by  the  Synod  ;  and  four  of  the  Trustees. shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Art.  III.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  from  among 
themselves  a  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  whose  duties 
shall  he  as  hereafter  stated  : 

* 

a.  The  President  shall  call  meetings  of  the  Trustees  whenever 
he  thinks  proper  ;  he  shall  approve  all  claims,  and  sign  all  orders 
on  the  Treasury,  before  money  is  disbursed,  and  see  in  general 
that  the  affairs  of  the  Association  are  well  cared  for, 

b.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  regular  minutes  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Trustees  and  all  other  transactions,  and  shall  produce 
those  minutes  at  the  meetings  of  the  Synod. 

c.  The  duties  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  as  defined  in  Article  15, 

Art.  IV.  The  Fund  whence  relief  is  to  be  derived,  shall  he 
created  in  the  following  manner  : 

a.  By  the  annual  payment  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of 
all  the  profits  accruing  from  the  sale  of  the  General  Synod’s 
Hymn  Book  and  Catechism,  after  the  current  expenses  and  other 
appropriations  of  this  Synod  shall  have  been  defrayed. 

b.  By  voluntary  donations,  subscriptions,  legacies,  &c. 

c.  By  the  annual  payment  of  a  specified  sum  in  order  to  entitle 
any  minister  to  membership  and  to  a  subsequent  interest  in  the 
Fund, 
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d.  The  Trustees  may  also,  if  they  think  proper,  devise  other 
suitable  means  to  increase  the  Funds,  such  as  the  publication  of 
valuable  books,  the  appointment  of  agents  to  solicit  donations,  &c. 

Art.  V.  Every  minister  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  the  United  States,  not  over  £5  years  of  age,  who  is  a  member 
of  good  standing  of  any  of  the  Synods  belonging  to  the  General 
Synod,  may  secure  an  interest  in  this  fund  by  paying  into  the 
Treasury  any  sum  annually,  during  life,  not  under  Ten  Dollars. 

Art.  VI.  Any  minister  as  above,  who  is  over  £5  years  of 
age,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Asssociation  by  paying  to  the 
Treasurer  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  amount  of  his  annual  rate 
considered  as  an  annuity  in  arrears  for  a  term  of  years  equal  to 
one-half  the  excess  of  his  age  over  £5  years,  with  interest. 

Art.  VII.  Each  member  may  deposit  a  sum  of  money  in  the 
hands  of  the  Trustees,  the  annual  interest  of  which  at  6  per  cent, 
shall  be  equal  to  the  annual  rate  which  he  has  chosen,  which  sum 
shall  be  funded  by  the  Trustees,  and  returned  to  his  family  after 
the  death  of  the  contributor,  if  required  by  his  representatives, 
within  six  months  from  that  time. 

Art.  A  il  I.  If  any  contributor  die  in  arrears  to  the  fund,  the 
amount  must  be  made  up  from  the  annuity  due  him,  before  his 
family  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  it,  unless  the  Trustees  should 
think  proper,  from  peculiar  circumstances  to  do  otherwise;  and  if 
such  contributor  neglect,  while  living  (being  able)  to  pay  bis  con¬ 
tributions  for  two  years,  his  previous  payments  shall  be  forfeited 
to  the  permanent  fund,  due  notice  being  first  given  to  the  reci¬ 
pient. 

Art.  IX.  Congregations  may  contribute  for  the  benefit  of 
their  Pastors  agreeably  to  the  above  Articles,  or  by  paying  a 
sum  for  life-membership,  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Trustees  ;  and 
the  Pastors,  their  widows,  and  orphans,  shall  enjoy  all  the  benefits 
of  the  Association,  as  if  contributed  by  themselves.  Should  any 
Congregation  change  its  Pastor,  however,  and  call  one  more 
advanced  in  life,  such  Congregation  shall  pay  a  sum  of  money  ad¬ 
ditional,  equal  in  amount  to  the  annual  rate  considered  as  an 
annuity  in  arrears  for  a  term  of  years  equal  to  one-half  the  dif¬ 
ference  of  their  ages,  with  interest.

Art.  X.  At  the  decease  of  any  minister  of  the  Association, 
whose  circumstances  may  require  it,  so  soon  as  written  notice  is 
given  of  the  same,  from  a  source  satisfactory  to  the  Officers,  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  forward  immediately,  to  the  widow  or  chil¬ 
dren,  out  of  the  Treasury,  One  Dollar  for  each  member  of  the 
Association — -the  same  to  be  repaid  by  the  members  at  the  time 
of  making  their  next  annual  contribution. 

Art.  XL  Ministers  having  contributed  to  the  fund,  may  at 
any  time,  upon  six  months9  notice  being  given,  relinquish  their 
interest  therein,  and  shall  be  allowed  to  withdraw  two-thirds  of 
the  amount  (rot  embracing  interest)  actually  paid  by  them  re- 
spectively. 

Art.  XII.  All  receipts  of  money,  whether  from  the  sale  of 
Hymn  Books  and  Catechisms,  from  the  annual  payment  of  sub¬ 
scribers,  collections  in  churches,  donations  by  individuals,  lega¬ 
cies,  Ac.  or  other  sources,  shall  be  safely  invested  and  allowed  to 
accumulate,  until  the  fund  shall  amount  to  ten  thousand  dollars  ; 
after  which,  the  payments  made  by  ministers,  donations,  collec¬ 
tions,  legacies,  Ac.  when  so  especially  directed  by  the  donor,  shall 
be  considered  income.  All  other  donations,  collections  in 
churches,  legacies,  Ac.  to  be  considered  principal,  and  the  inter¬ 
est  only  used  as  income. 

Art.  XIII.  The  Fund  shall  be  administered  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  according  to  these  Terms,  and  such  other  instructions 
as  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  General  Synod.  Said 
Board  shall  invest,  from  time  to  time,  all  moneys  contributed  to 
the  principal  of  the  fund  in  such  manner  as  shall  appear  to  them 
most  safe  and  profitable.  No  money,  however,  belonging  to  this 
fund,  shall  be  loaned  upon  individual  responsibility,  unless  se¬ 
cured  by  bond  and  mortgage  on  real  estate  of  double  the  amount 
of  the  sum  so  loaned. 

Art.  XIV.  The  Treasurer’s  duty  shall  he  to  collect  the  in¬ 
come  and  to  make  all  payments.  He  shall  report  minutely  and 
fully  to  the  General  Synod,  at  each  of  its  meetings — stating  the 
amount  of  funds  on  hand  and  due,  how  invested,  the  accumulation 
of  interest,  how  much  disbursed,  to  whom,  and  for  what  purposes, 
Ac.,  making  his  report  as  detailed  and  satisfactory  as  the  Gene- 
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Val  Synod  may  require.  His  accounts  to  be  audited  by  a  com¬ 
mittee  appointed  by  said  Synod.  He  shall  give  security  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  bis  trust,  &c.  If  deemed  proper,  the  Board 
may  allow  him  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services. 

Art.  XV.  In  disbursing  the  income  of  the  fund,  when  a 
minister  is  the  applicant,  he  shall  be  required  to  produce  a  certifi¬ 
cate  from  the  Synod  to  which  he  belongs,  or  other  satisfactory 
evidence,  declaring  that  by  reason  of  sickness,  old  age,  or  other 
providential  cause,  he  is  incapable  of  ministerial  services — where 
a  widow  is  the  applicant,  like  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  death 
of  her  husband,  and  the  date  thereof,  shall  he  required — and  in 
the  case  of  children,  both  whose  parents  have  deceased,  like  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  death  of  their  parents,  and  of  their  own  age,  shall 
be  required. 

Art.  XVI.  The  payments  to  annuitants  shall  be  made  half- 
yearly — on  the  first  Mondays  of  May  and  November  after  the 
application  is  approved.  The  Treasurer’s  books,  or  authentic 
vouchers,  shall  furnish  the  evidence  of  the  payment  of  subscrip¬ 
tions.  Annuitants  shall  be  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  the  fund  by 
a  vote  of  the  Trustees  of  the  fund,  or  of  a  committee  specially 
appointed  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  XVII.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  make 
annual  appropriations  to  such  disabled  ministers,  and  destitute 
widows,  and  orphans  of  ministers,  who  are  now  receiving  aid  out 
of  the'  general  fund  ;  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  income 
derived  from  sources  heretofore  in  existence,  such  as  books,  &c. 
published  by  the  General  Synod.  Any  minister,  widow,  or  or¬ 
phans,  not  now  on  the  funds,  who  may  desire  aid  hereafter,  and 
who  are  not  entitled  to  the  benefits  secured  by  annual  contribu¬ 
tions,  shall  receive  such  annual  appropriations — the  amount  to 

he  determined  by  the  state  of  the  funds  derived  from  general

Art.  XVIII.  Annuities  shall  not  be  transferable.

Art.  XIX.  A  widow  of  a  minister,  contracting  marriage, 
forfeits  her  claim  to  the  annuity;  but,  in  such  case,  the  children 
under  sixteen  years  of  age,  shall  be  entitled  to  their  annuities,  as 
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though  both  parents  had  deceased — and  it  shall  be  disposed  of  for 
their  benefit  as  the  Trustees  may  direct. 

Aiit.  XX.  Every  contributor,  at  his  second  and  every  subse¬ 
quent  marriage,  shall,  if  required  by  the  Trustees,  pay  according 
to  their  judgment  an  additional  sum  for  each  such  marriage. 

Art.  XXL  The  first  annual  payment  shall  be  made  to  the 
Treasurer  in  the  month  of  July,  1839,  and  thereafter  in  July  of 
each  year.  Those  residing  at  a  distance  may  transmit  their 
contributions  by  mail.  If  not  paid  within  3  rnonths  from  the 
first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  20  per  cent,  will  be  added  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  delay. 

Art.  XXII.  Such  annuities  as  are  not  applied  for  within  one 
year  from  the  time  they  are  due,  shall  revert  back  to  the  perma¬ 
nent  fund— due  notice  having  been  given  to  the  annuitants. 

Art.  XXIIL  Any  clergyman  who  shall  be  deprived  of  his 
“good  standing”  in  the  Synod  to  which  be  is  attached,  by  reason 
of  trial-conduct,  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  members,  and 
shall  cease  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  this  fund ;  but  the  Trustees  may 
extend  it  to  his  widow  and  children  after  his  decease. 

Art.  XXIV.  The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  such 
by-laws  as  arc  necessary  for  their  Government,  provided  they 
arc  not  contrary  to  the  foregoing  rules. 

Art.  XXV.  This  Plan  shall  not  be  altered  except  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  attending  members  of  the  General  Synod  ; 
and,  in  all  such  cases,  the  alterations  or  amendments  contem¬ 
plated  must  be  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  public 
notice  be  given  at  least  three  months  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Synod.  If  any  three  members  of  the  Association  unite  in  re¬ 
questing  the  Board  to  propose  an  alteration,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Board  to  do  so.

MEETING  OF  THE  GERMAN  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETT. 


The  Society  met  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  June  4th,  1839,  at 
Chambersburg. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  (Dr.  Sell  mucker,)  Dr.  Ha- 
zeliUvS,  as  the  oldest  Vice  President,  took  the  Chair,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  5th  Article  of  the  Constitution. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Dr.  Hazelius. 

The  Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Dr.  Krauth, 
was  then  read  and  accepted,  and  is  hereunto  annexed. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Kurtz  offered  the  following  Resolution,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved ,  That  we  have  heard  with  deep  and  unfeigned  regret 
of  the  death  of  that  faithful  and  successful  Missionary  of  the 
Cross,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Rhenius ;  but  that  tills  afflictive  dispensa¬ 
tion  of  God’s  Providence,  which  meets  us  at  the  threshhold  of  our 
Missionary  labors,  shall  not  discourage  us  in  our  exertions  for 
the  conversion  of  the  Heathen. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Isaac  Baugher,  Treasurer  of  the  Society, 
was  now  read  and  accepted,  and  ordered  to  be  incorporated  into 
the  minutes. 

Rev.  Dr.  Kurtz  presented  the  following  resolution  in  regard  to 
a  union  of  effort,  on  the  subject  of  Foreign  Missions,  with  our 
German  Reformed  Brethren  : 

Whereas  our  Brethren  of  the  German  Reformed  Church  have 
engaged  in  the  great  cause  of  evangelizing  the  Heathen,  and  may 
possibly  he  willing  to  co-operate  with  us  in  sustaining  some 
foreign  station  :  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  to  correspond  with  the  proper  authorities  of  said  Church,  in 
reference  to  some  plan  for  a  union  of  effort  in  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sionary  Held,  and  to  report  to  the  next  meeting  of  this  Societ)  — 
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and,  that  if  there  be  a  prospect  of  success,  they,  in  connection- 
with  our  Brethren  of  the  Reformed  Church,  prepare  and  mature 
a  plan  of  union. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Polil man  offered  the  following  Resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  nominate 
0 flicers  for  this  Society,  who  shall  report  after  the  public  meeting 
this  evening. 

The  Committee  are  Messrs.  Pohlman,  Lochmau  and  Schmuck- 
cr. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Heilig,  offering  himself  as  a  Missionary  to 
Use  Palamcotta  Mission,  was  read — and  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  this  letter  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Several  other  Brethren  were  mentioned  as  willing  to  go  out  as 
Missionaries  to  the  Heathen,  if  supported  by  the  Society. 

Adjourned  until  after  the  public  meeting  this  evening. 

Prayer  by  Dr.  Lintner. 

In  the  evening,  a  public  meeting  was  held,  and  addresses  were 
delivered  by  Messrs.  Harkey,  Morris  and  Pohlman,  and  a  col¬ 
lection  taken  up — after  which  the  Society  again  resumed  the 
transaction  of  business.

•  Resolved,  That  we  hail  with  pleasure  the  formation  of  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina,  de¬ 
signed  to  co-operate  as  an  auxiliary  with  this  body. 

in  view  of  the  offers  of  several  persons  as  Missionaries  to  the 
Heathen,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  the  Society  deem  it  their  duty  now  to  send 
forth  Missionaries  into  the  field,  either  to  co-operate  with  the  Pa- 
Samcotta  mission,  or  to  form  an  independent  station,  as  the  Exec¬ 
utive  Committee  may  find  most  expedient. 

It  was  now 

Resolved ,  That  a  meeting  of  this  Society  be  held  next  year; 
and  that  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  be  appointed  by  the  Exec¬ 
utive  Committee,  and  that  they  give  timely  notice  thereof. 

Resolved ,  That  the  several  District  Synods  he  requested  to 
form  Foreign  Missionary  Societies,  as  auxiliary  to  this  Society. 

The  Society  then  adjourned. 


Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Missionary 

Society . 

•  -i 

The  order  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  German  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  in  regard  to  writing  to  the  principal  of  the 
Palamcotta  Mission,  was  complied  with  immediately  after  the  ad¬ 
journment  of  the  General  Synod.  The  reply  of  Dr.  Rhcnius  was 
received  last  summer,  and  has  been  given  to  the  Church  through 
the  medium  of  the  Lutheran  Observer.  From  this  communication, 
it  appears  that,  in  consequence  of  the  demands  made  by  the  Church 
Missionary  Society,  on  the  Missionaries  in  the  Tinivelly  district, 
and  particularly  in  regard  to  the  support  of  Diocesan  Episcopacy, 
with  which  a  conscientious  compliance  could  not  he  made,  the 
relation  of  Rhcnius  and  his  associates  to  that  Society  was  dis¬ 
solved.  They  have  since  stood  alone,  and  have  sought  and  ob¬ 
tained  help  from  various  quarters.  Their  wants  have  been  re¬ 
markably  supplied  by  the  great  head  of  the  Church,  who  has 
raised  up  friends  for  them  in  various  quarters. 
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The  expenses  of  the  Mission  do  not  fall  short  of  $12,000  per 
annum,  a  sum  which  might  be  easily  raised  by  the  German 
churches  in  this  country,  if  they  would,  as  they  should,  unite  in 
this  matter,  and  concentrate  their  energies  on  it.  They  could, 
too,  for  God  has  given  them  the  ability  to  support  several  labo¬ 
rers  in  heathen  lands. 

The  receipt  of  $640 — sent  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sell  mucker,  Jr.  and 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Society— has  been  most  gratefully  acknowl¬ 
edged. 

The  Treasurer,  soon  after  Rhenius’  letter  came  to  hand,  trans¬ 
mitted,  by  order  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Si  *000  to  the 
Missionaries,  and  a  resolution  was  passed  to  send  semi-annually, 
at  least  that  amount.  Five  Hundred  Dollars  have  been  forward¬ 
ed  since  by  the  same  Gfficcr,  which  were  contributed  by  the 
Brethren  in  South  Carolina  for  the  purchase  of  a  Press.  The 
letter  of  Rhemus  presented  this  (a  Press)  as  a  desideratum,  and 
their  desire  has  been  promptly  met,  as  just  stated. 

Contributions,  considerable  in  amount,  have  been  made  in 
East  Pennsylvania,  particularly  in  Philadelphia,  through  private 
channels,  to  the  same  Mission.  It  is  very  evident,  from  all  that 
has  transpired,  that  a  strong  interest  has  been  excited  in  our 
Church  in  behalf  of  the  Mission  in  India — an  interest  in  which 
some  of  our  German  Reformed  Brethren  have  participated,  and 
which  would  doubtless  have  been  more  extensive  and  manifest,  if 
some  plan  of  joint  action  had  been  fixed.  The  future  action  of 
our  Society  in  regard  to  this  Mission,  it  will  be  important  to  de¬ 
termine.  It  may  not  need  large  donations  from  the  German 
churches  in  the  U.  States,  but  some  assistance  should  certainly 
he  rendered  it.  What  effect  the  removal  of  the  lamented  Rhe- 
nius  will  have  on  the  Mission,  cannot  now  be  determined.  It 
would  appear  most  probable  that  its  vigor  will  be  somewhat  di¬ 
minished,  and  its  extension  too.  The  surviving  Missionaries 
have  made  known  to  us,  in  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Schmucker,  Jr.  their  purpose  to  prosecute  the  Mission  on  the 
independent  grounds  which  they  had  assumed.  It  is  inferred, 
that  no  apprehension  need  be  felt  that  they  will  replace  them- 


selves  under  tlie  protection  of  the  Church  Missionary  Society 
in  England. 

The  primary  application  of  the  funds  will,  of  course,  be  to  those 
who  may  be  sent  out  by  the  Society  itself ;  the  surplus  should  be 
employed  in  sustaining  the  Tinivelly  Brethren.  It  is  with 
great  pleasure  that  the  Society  is  informed,  that  strong  evidence 
is  presented  of  the  approbation  of  the  Saviour  in  respect  to  their 
organization,  in  the  offer  of  a  suitable  person  as  a  co-laborer  at 
Falamcotta.  Mr.  William  Heilig,  a  Student  in  the  Institu¬ 
tions  at  Gettysburg,  whose  education  will  be  finished  in  the  fall, 
is  the  individual.  From  an  early  period  of  his  studies,  his  mind 
has  been  directed  to  Missions  $  and  after  years  of  reflection  and 
prayer,  he  has  given  himself  to  the  Lord,  to  serve  him  in  preach¬ 
ing  to  perishing  Heathen.  The  call  of  the  Heathen  in  India  has 
reached  his  heart,  and  he  responds— “I  am  ready  to  go,  if  my 
brethren  deem  me  qualified.”  Should  the  Board  commission  him, 
he  will  spend  the  next  fall  and  winter  in  preparation,  and  partic¬ 
ularly  in  attending  a  course  of  medical  lectures  in  one  of  our 
cities. 

In  the  spring  of  1840,  he  will  be  ready  to  embark  for  the  fu¬ 
ture  scene  of  his  labors.  That  the  Society  should  enter  upon 
the  work  in  this  way  cannot  be  doubted  ;  that  this  esteemed  and 
devoted  young  brother  should  be  employed,  is  equally  unques¬ 
tionable.  He  will  be  welcomed  by  those  who  have  already  taken 
possession  of  the  field,  and  so  enlist,  it  is  hoped,  the  sympathies 
of  our  Zion  in  the  great  cause  of  Missions,  as  to  give  a  mighty 
impulse  to  it,  in  rendering  homage  to  the  command,  “Go  ye  into 
all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature.” 

Important  information  is  contained  in  a  pamphlet  herewith 
transmitted,  showing  what  facilities  may  be  expected  from  the 
American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  in 
carrying  out  our  plans.

Ciiambersburg,  June  3,  1839, 

The  Society  met  this  day,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Pre¬ 
sident. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  Jacob  Martin. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  held  at  Hagerstown,  May  29, 
1839,  were  read  by  the  Secretary. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  present  Officers  and  the  Executive  Coni” 
mittee  be  continued.

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  read  by  Prof. 
Baugher,  and,  on  motion,  accepted  for  consideration. 

The  several  paragraphs  in  the  Report  were  then  successively 
read,  the  rules  framed  by  the  Executive  Committee  in  reference 
to  the  beneficiaries  discussed  and  sanctioned,  and  the  whole  Re¬ 
port  was  then,  on  motion,  adopted. 

The  annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  was  read  and  accepted. 

Adjourned  until  Wednesday  evening,  when  a  public  meeting 
was  held — on  which  occasion,  the  audience  was  addressed  by 
Messrs.  Senderling,  Strobel  and  Kurtz,  and  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  passed  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Society  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  forgive  the  debts,  and  cancel  the 


notes  of  all  beneficiaries,  which  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  ire 
their  possession,  provided  the  individuals  giving  the  notes  act  as 
agents  of  the  Society,  and  collect  within  their  congregations,  or 
elsewhere,  a  sum  equal  to  twice  the  amount  of  their  notes  ;  and 
pay  one-third  of  this  amount  annually  for  three  years,  after  they 
3'eceive  notice  of  this  resolution  ;  or,  in  the  case  of  those  at  present 
connected  with  our  Institutions,  after  they  shall  have  terminated 
their  course  of  studies,  by  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee.

The  Second  Biennial  Report  oj  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Parent  Education  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  the  United  States. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Parent  Education  Society, 
in  accordance  with  the  Constitution,  beg  leave  to  present  the  sec¬ 
ond  biennial  report  of  their  proceedings.  In  doing  so,  they  con¬ 
gratulate  the  Society  and  the  Church  on  the  success  which  thus 
far  has  crowned  their  efforts  in  this  praise-worthy  enterprise.  The 
great  Head  of  the  Church  has  smiled  upon  them,  and  with  every 
new  difficulty  has  opened  a  way  of  escape.  Every  accession 
which  has  been  made  to  the  number  of  beneficiaries,  has  been 
followed  by  additional  accessions  to  the  means  of  their  support ; 
so  that  here  we  can  raise  our  Ebenezcr,  and,  looking  with  grati¬ 
tude  to  God,  exclaim,  ‘‘Thus  far  hast  thou  led  us.” 

In  making  these  statements,  it  is  not  intended  to  convey  the 
idea  that  the  Church  has  done  all  her  duty,  or  that  embarrass- 


metfts  arc  not  foreseen  to  be  nigh  at  hand.  With  the  increase  of 
the  numbers  and  boundaries  of  the  Church,  her  spiritual  wants 
and  destitution  also  increase.  The  cry  for  ministerial  aid,  instead 
of  becoming  more  feeble,  is  waxing  louder  and  louder  even  unto 
agony1 — except  in  those  places  where  the  cry,  so  long  unheeded, 
has  been  smothered  by  the  cares  of  the  world,  the  spirit  of  infi¬ 
delity,  and  the  assaults  of  Satan.  There  are  in  the  Church  men 
of  the  right  spirit  in  sufficient  numbers,  and  there  is  wealth  in  v 
abundance  to  educate  them  for  the  ministry.  All  that  is  needed 
to  carry  out  the  plan  of  the  Society  to  the  necessary  extent,  is  the 
diffusion  throughout  the  different  congregations  of  a  full  knowl¬ 
edge  of  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  and  claims  of  the  case,  en¬ 
forced  by  motives  drawn  from  God’s  Holy  Word. 

* 

Number  on  the  Funds . 

The  whole  number  on  the  funds,  in  the  different  stages  of  pre¬ 
paration,  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Society,  is  fifty -three. — Of 
this  number,  twenty-nine  are  new  applicants  :  two  having  been  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  American  Education  Society,  which  was  embar¬ 
rassed  by  the  want  of  funds.  The  whole  number  actually  on  the 
funds  at  the  present  time,  and  for  whom  provision  must  be  made, 
exclusive  of  those  who  may  make  application  during  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  Summer  Sesssion,  is  thirty-nine.  The  number  on  the 
funds  at  the  last  meeting  was  41.  It  appears  then  that  the  in¬ 
crease  since  the  last  meeting  has  been  over  twenty-five  per  cent., 
and  that,  consequently,  in  order  to  sustain  the  onward  progress 
of  the  glorious  work,  our  efforts  must  be  increased  more  than 
twenty-five  per  cent. 

Course  of  Instruction . 

Prior  to  the  last  meeting  of  this  body,  and  up  to  November  of 
1837,  the  Committee  continued  the  general  rule  of  requiring  a 
full  course,  but  making  exceptions,  as  the  nature  of  circumstances 
seemed  to  require.  They  however  finally  concluded,  that  the 
necessity  for  exceptions  would  be  obviated,  and  the  Church 
equally  benefited  by  adopting  the  following  course  : 

I.  All  beneficiaries  under  twenty-two  years  of  age,  are  re¬ 
quired  to  pursue  a  full  Collegiate  and  Theological  course. 


II.  AH  beneficiaries  between  twenty-two  and  twenty-four 
years,  are  required  to  pursue  the  Academic  course,  and  the  Col¬ 
legiate  course  through  the  Junior  year,  and  the  Physical  Sciences 
of  the  Senior  year,  and  the  entire  Seminary  course. 

III.  All  beneficiaries  over  twenty-four  years,  are  required  to 
study  all  the  Academic  and  Coliegiate  courses,  except  the  Latin 
Language  and  the  pure  Mathematics,  exclusive  of  Euclid  and 
Algebra  :  it  being  understood  that  they  pursue  a  complete  The¬ 
ological  course. 

IV.  Extraordinary  cases  shall  be  left  to  the  special  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  Committee. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Committee 

Resolved,  That  the  beneficiaries  be  required  to  study  the  Ger¬ 
man  language  ;  and  that  they  make  a  beginning  as  soon,  at  least , 
as  they  become  members  of  any  of  the  College  classes. 

It  has  been  the  constant  aim  and  effort  of  the  Committee,  in  all 
their  deliberations  and  doings,  to  promote  the  best  interests  of 
the  Church  and  the  World.  They  have  labored  to  elevate  the 
standard  of  intellectual  and  moral  qualifications,  being  persuaded 
that  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel  “ought  to  be  perfect,  thoroughly 
furnished  unto  all  good  works.”  It  is  too  late  in  the  day  to  discuss 
the  question,  whether  the  ministry  ought  to  be  well  educated. — 
The  inquiry  should  be  with  us,  and  the  oidy  inquiry,  as  it  is  with 
others,  “whence  shall  we  obtain  men  of  the  proper  character,  and 
money  ?” 

Receipts  and  Expenditures. 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  exhibits  receipts  up  to  the  present 
time  $6,722,  and  expenditures  during  the  same  period  $6, 552- 
leaving  in  the  treasury  a  balance  of  $170.  The  quarterage  for 
the  first  quarter  of  the  Summer  term,  amounting  to  $780,  is  now 
due,  and  the  Committee  must  either  resort  to  the  unpleasant  alter¬ 
native  of  loaning  money,  or  they  must  turn  to  the  Church,  which 
they  always  do  with  confidence,  and  ask  her,  out  of  her  abun¬ 
dance,  to  supply  the  necessities  of  her  famishing  children. 

Conclusion . 

* 

In  conclusion,  this  whole  subject,  in  all  its  importance  and  re¬ 
sponsibility,  is  committed  to  the  prayerful  consideration  of  the 
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Church,  under  the  solemn  conviction  that  it  is  her  duty  and  privi¬ 
lege  not  only  to  provide  successors  to  those  who  are  now  minister¬ 
ing  at  the  altar,  after  they  shall  have  been  taken  from  their 
labors  ;  but  also,  to  raise  up  and  qualify  those  whom  God  shall 
make  willing  to  go  to  the  Heathen,  and  pour  into  their  darkened 
minds  the  light  of  divine  truth.

CONSTITUTION 


Of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 

United  Stales  of  North  America , 

(As  amended,) 

Translated  from  the  original  German  Copy, 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  His  Church,  having  pre¬ 
scribed  no  entire  and  specific  directory  for  government  and  disci¬ 
pline,  and  every  section  of  His  Church  being  left  at  full  liberty  to 
make  such  additional  regulations  to  that  effect,  as  may  be  best 
adapted  to  its  situation  and  circumstances  :  therefore — Relying 
upon  God  our  Father,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  un¬ 
der  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  Word  of 
God,  for  the  promotion  of  the  practice  of  brotherly  love,  to  the 
furtherance  of  Christian  concord,  to  the  firm  establishment  and 
continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace— We, 
the  Deputies  of  the  “German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of 
Pennsylvania  and  the  neighboring  States/’  of  the  “German  and 
English  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  in  the  State  of  North  Caro¬ 
lina  and  the  bordering  States/’  of  the  “Evangelical  Lutheran 
Ministerium  in  the  State  of  New- York,  and  the  neighboring 
States  and  Countries/’  and  of  the  “Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod 
of  Maryland  and  Virginia,  &c.”  for  ourselves  and  successors,  do 
adopt  the  following  fundamental  Articles,  viz  ; 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  name,  style  and  title  of  this  Convention  shall  be,  66 The 
Evangelical  Lutheran  General  Synod  of  the  United  Stales  oj  North 
America 

ARTICLE  If. 

The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  Deputies  from  the  sev¬ 
eral  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synodical  Conventions  in  the  United 
States,  who  may  join  themselves  thereunto,  and  he  duly  acknowl¬ 
edged  as  members  thereof,  in  the  following  ratio,  viz  : 

Every  Synodical  body,  or  Synod,  (whether  of  ministers  only, 
or  of  ministers  and  lay  deputies  together,)  containing  six  minis- 


tors,  may  scud  two  ;  it  it  contains  fourteen,  three  ;  if  twenty-five* 
four;  if  forty,  five  ;  if  sixty,  six;  and  if  it  contains  eighty-six 
ministers  or  upwards,  seven  deputies,  of  the  rank  of  ordained  mi¬ 
nisters,  ami  an  equal  number  of  lay-deputies. 

Each  Deputy,  appearing  in  the  General  Synod  according  to 
this  ratio,  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  enjoy  an  equal 
right  and  vote  with  all  others.  Every  Synod  may  choose  its  De¬ 
puties  in  such  a  way  and  manner  as  to  them  may  seem  proper ; 
and  shall  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  same  to  and  from  the 
General  Synod,  until  the  General  Synod  shall  have  established 
for  itself  a  treasury  from  which  the  future  expenses  may  be  dis¬ 
charged. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  business  of  the  General  Synod  shall  he  as  follows,  viz  : 

Section  I.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  several  Synods  and  Ministeriums  belonging  to  this 
association,  in  order  that  they  may  obtain  some  knowledge  of  the 
existing  state  and  condition  of  the  Church.  The  several  Synods, 
therefore,  shall  transmit  as  many  copies  of  their  proceedings  to 
the  General  Synod,  as  there  shall  be  members  contained  in  the 
General  Synod. 

Sect.  II.  Whenever  the  General  Synod  shall  deem  it  proper 
or  necessary,  they  may  propose  to  the  special  Synods  or  Ministe¬ 
riums,  new  books  or  writings,  such  as  catechisms,  forms  of  litur¬ 
gy,  collections  of  hymns  for  general  or  special  public  use  in  the 
Church.  Every  proposal  of  the  kind,  the  several  or  respective 
Synods  may  duly  consider;  and  if  they,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be 
oi  opinion,  that  the  said  hook  or  books,  writing  or  writings,  will 
not  conduce  to  the  cud  proposed,  they  may  reject  them,  and  adopt 
such  liturgical  books  as  they  may  think  proper. 

But  no  General  Synod  can  be  allowed  to  possess  or  arrogate 
unto  itself  “the  power  of  prescribing  among  us  uniform  ceremonies 
oj  religion  for  every  part  of  the  Church  ;”  or  to  introduce  such 
alterations  in  matters  appertaining  to  the  faith,  or  to  the  mode  of 
publishing  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  (tiie  Sou  of  God  and  ground 

our  faith  and  hope,)  as  might  in  anyway  tend  to  burden  the 
consciences  of  the  brethren  in  Christ. 
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Sect.  ill.  All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  hold¬ 
ing  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Bible  as  taught  by  our 
Church,  not  now  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  may,  at 
any  time,  become  associated  with  it,  by  adopting  this  Constitu¬ 
tion,  and  sending  Delegates  to  its  Convention,  according  to  the 
ratio  specified  in  Art.  II. 

Sect.  IV.  With  regard  to  the  grades  in  the  ministry,  the 
General  Synod  may  give  to  the  several  Ministeriums  their  delib¬ 
erate  advice,  wherein  the  circumstances  of  time,  place  and  condi¬ 
tion  must  be  duly  contemplated,  and  a  beneficial  uniformity,  and 
actual  equality,  of  rank  among  the  several  ministers,  must,  as 
much  as  possible,  be  had  in  view.  The  General  Synod  shall  also 
advise  such  rules  and  regulations  among  the  several  Synods  and 
Ministeriums,  as  may  prevent  unpleasant  and  unfriendly  colli¬ 
sions,  that  might  otherwise  arise  out  of  any  difference  of  grades 
existing  among  them,  or  from  any  other  possible  causes. 

Sect.  V.  The  General  Synod  shall  not  be  looked  upon  as  a 
tribunal  of  appeal;  it  may,  however,  be  employed  in  the  following 
cases,  and  after  the  following  manner  : 

1.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when  com¬ 
plaints  shall  be  brought  before  them  by  whole  Synods,  Ministeri¬ 
ums,  Congregations,  or  individual  Ministers,  concerning  doctrine 
or  discipline.  They  shall,  however,  be  extremely  careful,  that 
the  consciences  of  ministers  of  the  gospel  be  not  burdened  with 
human  inventions,  laws  or  devices,  and  that  no  one  be  oppressed 
by  reason  of  differences  of  opinion  on  non-fundamental  doctrines. 

2.  If  parties,  differing  in  matters  of  doctrine  and  discipline, 
refer  the  cause  of  difference,  in  a  brotherly  manner,  to  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Synod,  they  shall  institute  a  close  and  exact  scrutiny  and 
examination  thereof,  and  give  their  opinion  on  the  subject  of  dif¬ 
ference,  according  to  their  best  insight  of  right,  equity,  brotherly 
love,  and  truth. 

3.  If  difference  between  Synods  be  referred,  the  votes  thereon 
shall  be  taken  by  Synods,  and  the  referring  Synods  shall  have 
no  vote. 


Sect.  VI.  The  General  Synod  may  devise  plans  for  Semina¬ 
ries  of  Education  and  Missionary  Institutions,  as  well  as  for  the 
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aid  of  poor  ministers,  and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  poor  minis¬ 
ters,  and  endeavor,  with  the  help  of  God,  to  carry  them  into  effect. 
Sect.  YU.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create 
a  treasury,  for  the  effectual  advancement  of  its  purposes., 

Sect.  VI1L  The  General  Synod  shall  apply  all  their  powers, 
their  prayers  and  their  means,  towards  the  prevention  of  schisms 
among1  ns ;  be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  the  times,  and  of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of 
unity  of  sentiment  among  Christians  in  general,  in  order  that  the 
blessed  opportunities  to  promote  concord  and  unity,  and  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  pass  by  neglected  and 
unavailing. 

ARTICLE  IY. 


The  General  Synod  shall  choose  from  among  their  own  num¬ 
ber  a  President  and  a  Secretary  ;  and  from  among  their  own 
number  or  elsewhere,  as  soon  as  it  may  he  necessary,  a  Treasurer, 
They  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  succeeding  convention. 
The  same  person  is  at  all  times  re-eligible  as  Secretary  or  Trea¬ 
surer  ;  but  no  one  may  be  elected  President  more  than  two  con¬ 
ventions  in  succession,  and  the  same  person  cannot  thereafter  bo 
elected  for  the  two  successively  following  conventions.  , 

Sect.  I.  The  President  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  conven¬ 
tion.  He  may  make  motions,  give  his  opinion,  and  vote  like  every 
other  member.  With  the  consent  and  concurrence  of  the  minis¬ 
ter  of  the  place  where  the  convention  is  held,  he  shall  appoint  the 
several  preachers  during  the  convention.  He  shall  subscribe  all 
letters,  written  advices,  resolutions  and  proceedings  of  the  Synod, 
In  extraordinary  cases,  and  by  request  of  any  one  of  the  acknowl¬ 
edged  Synods,  made  known  to  him  in  the  form  of  a  Synodical  or 
Ministerial  resolution,  he  may  call  together  special  conventions  of 
the  General  Synod.  In  case  the  business  of  the  Secretary  become 
too  burdensome  for  one  person  to  execute,  he  shall,  with  the  con¬ 
currence  of  the  Secretary,  appoint  an  assistant  Secretary,  and 
make  known  to  him  what  portion  of  the  labors  he  ought  to  under¬ 
take. 


Sect.  II.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings,  write,  attest,  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  writings. 
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•make  known  the  time  and  place  of  the  convention,  through  the 
medium  of  the  public  prints,  at  least  three  months  beforehand, 
and  in  the  special  or  extraordinary  cases  mentioned  in  the  forego¬ 
ing  section,  he  shall  give  written  notice  thereof  to  each  of  the  spe¬ 
cial  Synods  or  Ministeriuins, 

Sect.  III.  If  the  President  or  Secretary,  in  the  intermediate 
time  between  the  conventions,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office,  or 
become  incapable  of  executing  the  same,  the  next  in  office  shall 
take  his  place  and  perform  his  duties  ;  if  it  he  the  Treasurer,  then 
the  President  shall  appoint  another  Trcasuaer  ad  interim  in  his 
stead. 


Sect.  IV.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  account  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  Synod.  Hr  shall  give  receipts  for  all  mo¬ 
nies  put  into  his  hands.  He  shall  not  pay  any  monies  out  of  his 
hands  but  by  order  of  the  President,  attested  by  the  Secretary,  in 
pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  Synod  to  that  effect.  At  every 
convention  of  the  Synod  he  shall  render  account. 


ARTICLE  V. 

The  course  of  business  shall  be  conducted  as  follows,  viz  : 

1.  The  deputies  shall  give  personal  notice  of  their  arrival  to 
the  minister  of  the  place,  or  if  the  congregation  be  destitute  of  a 
minister,  to  any  other  person  appointed  by  the  congregation  for 
the  purpose,  who  shall  make  known  to  them  their  place  of  resi¬ 
dence,  and  the  place  where  the  session  shall  be  held. 

2.  At  nine  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  first  week-day  of  the 
time  of  convention,  the  session  shall  begin  and  be  opened  with 
prayer. 

3.  The  President  elected  by  the  former  convention,  shall  act  as 
chairman  till  another  President  be  chosen.  In ’case  of  his  ab¬ 
sence,  the  persons  present  may,  on  motioft  made  and  seconded, 
appoint  another  in  his  stead. 

4.  The  members  shall  give  in  to  the  chairman  their  attesta¬ 
tions  or  certificates.  For  all  the  deputies  from  any  one  particu¬ 
lar  Synod,  one  certificate,  signed  by  the  President  and  attested 
by  the  Secretary  of  that  Synod,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient,  and  all 
the  members  of  the  same  Synod  shall  sit  together. 
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5.  It  a  majority  of  the  deputies  of  a  majority  of  the  Synods 
attached  to  tiie  General  Synod,  be  present,  the  business  shall  go 
on.  If  this  proportion  be  lacking,  the  members  present  may, 
from  time  to  time,  postpone  the  session  of  the  convention. 

6.  The  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot,  on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  and  so  soon  as  the  mem¬ 
bers  shall  have  given  in  their  certificates. 

7.  The  proceedings  of  the  former  convention  shall  be  read  by 
the  Secretary. 

8.  Hereupon  follow  the  several  portions  of  business  according 
to  Article  III.  section  for  section. 

9.  Now  other  mixed  motions  may  be  made,  concerning  the 
subjects  already  discussed,  or  any  other  matters  that  may  occur. 

10.  In  conclusion,  the  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  ballot, 
the  time  and  place  of  the  next  convention,  observing  at  all  times, 
however,  that  one  convention,  at  least,  be  held  every  three  years. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  by-laws  they  may 
deem  necessary  ;  provided  only,  that  the  said  by-laws  do  not  con¬ 
tradict  the  spirit  of  the  Constitution. 

No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  may  be  made  except  by  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  this  Convention  $ 
an  exact  copy  of  the  intended  alterations  to  be  sent  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  to  all  the  Presidents  of  the  District  Synods  in  connection 
with  this  body,  with  the  request,  that  they  would  lay  them  before 
their  respective  Synods  for  decision.

OF  THE 

GENERAL  SYNOD. 


The  members  of  this  Synod  assembled  in  Baltimore  on  Saturday, 
May  S,  1843. 

In  the  evening  divine  service  was  conducted  by  Rev,  Mr.  Berly, 
of  South  Carolina. 

On  Lord's  day  morning  the  brethren  attended  the  usual  prayer 
meeting  of  the  church  at  9  o’clock.  At  1 1  o’clock  public  worship 
was  celebrated,  on  which  occasion  the  Rev.  Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker 
delivered  a  discourse  on  the  history  of  our  church  in  this  country. 

In  the  afternoon  the  brethren  united  with  the  church  in  the  par¬ 
ticipation  of  the  holy  eucharist. 

At  night  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pohlman,  of  New  Jersey,  preached. 

Monday  Morning,  9  o’cZoc/e,  May  10. 

The  brethren  assembled  in  the  church,  when  they  were  called 
to  order  for  business  by  the  Secretary,  Rev.  J.  G.  Morris,  the  Pre¬ 
sident  of  the  last  Synod  being  absent.  A  hymn  was  sung  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  G.  A.  Lintner  was  invited  to  address  the  throne  of  grace. 

The  Rev.  G.  A.  Lintner,  D.  D.,  was  nominated  as  chairman, 
until  the  officers  should  be  elected. 

The  delegates  from  the  different  Synods  were  called  on  to  pre¬ 
sent  tjieir  credentials. 

Resolved ,  That  the  printed  minutes  of  Synods  be  sufficient  attes¬ 
tation  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  this  body,  but  that  it  be 
recommended  that  written  certificates  be  hereafter  sent.

whilst  the  indefatigable  exertions  of  the  Female  Association  of  the  Hartwick  Synod 
for  the  education  of  foreign  missionaries,  raised  between  two  and  three  hundred  doh 
jars,  during  the  same  year.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  New  York. 

The  committee  in  whose  hands  the  minutes  of  the  New  York  Synod  were  placed 
respectfully  report  as  follows: 

They  are  the  proceedings  of  the  44th  and  45th  sessions  of  that  body,  in  the  years 
1839  and  ’40.  From  these  documents  it  appears  that  there  are  31  ordained  ministers 
and  5  licentiates,  in  connexion  with  that  body.  The  oificers  of  the  current  year  are 
Rev.  H.  N.  Pohlman,  President,  W.  D.  Strobel,  Secretary,  and  Jacob  Berger,  Trea- 
.  surer.  The  parochial  reports,  which  are  given  pretty  fully,  indicate  a  prosperous  con¬ 
dition  of  the  church  within  their  bounds.  Bible  classes,  as  a  mode  of  religious  in¬ 
struction  are  noticed  more  frequently  than  is  usual  amongst  us.  The  report  of  the 
President  for  the  year  1839,  exhibits  various  facts  of  local  interest.  The  proceedings 
of  1840,  under  the  head  of  miscellaneous  remarks,  present,  amongst  other  facts,  dis¬ 
playing  zealous  efforts  in  the  cause  of  the  Redeemer,  some  statements  in  regard  to 
a  work  of  grace  which  took  place  in  the  pastoral  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pohlman. 
One  hundred  and  forty  members  were  added  to  the  church.  A  second  congrega¬ 
tion  has  been  organized,  and  another  pastor  will  soon  be  needed.  In  the  churches 
of  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Duy  religion  is  on  the  advance. 

The  committee  on  Hartwick  Seminary  report  that  the  board  of  trustees  have  de¬ 
termined  to  repair  and  enlarge  the  buildings,  so  that  they  may  be  sufficient  for  the 
accommodation  of  their  students.  The  Rev.  W.  D.  Strobel  has  been  elected  princi¬ 
pal  and  professor  of  theology. 

The  funds  of  the  institution  amount  to  about  $18,500,  besides  a  farm  which  is 
rented,  and  the  necessary  buildings  and  land  for  the  Seminary.  The  prospects  are 
encouraging.  The  Synod  has  recommended  the  preaching  of  a  sermon  at  least  an¬ 
nually  on  the  subject  of  temperance.  This  subject  seems  to  be  prosecuted  with 
much  zeal  by  this  Synod.

BIENNIAL  MEETING  OF  THE  PARENT  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

On  Monday  evening  at  8  o’clock,  the  Parent  Education  Society 
held  its  biennial  meeting,  the  Rev.  B.  Kurtz  presiding.  A  large 
audience  was  in  attendance.  The  report  of  the  condition  and  pros¬ 
pects  of  the  Society,  which  was  read  by  the  secretary,  Prof. 
Raugher,  will  be  found  in  the  appendix.  After  the  reading  of  the 
report,  the  following  resolution  was  ably  sustained  by  the  Rev.  T. 
Stork : 

Resolved ,  That  in  view  of  the  increasing  wants  of  the  church, 
we  are  loudly  called  upon  to  execute  the  original  design  of  this 
Society,  namely,  to  reject  no  young  man  of  suitable  qualifications. 
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This  resolution  was  seconded  by  the  Rev.  R.  Weiser,  general 
agent  of  the  Society,  and  carried  by  the  unanimous  voice  of  those 
present..  Brother  Weiser  then  offered  the  following,  which  he  sup¬ 
ported  by  a  few  brief  but  forcible  and  persuasive  remarks,  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  statement  of  interesting  facts. 

Resolved,  That  the  education  of  indigent  and  pious  young  men 
for  the  ministry  in  the  Lutheran  church,  is  the  most  efficient  means 
of  developing  the  dormant  energies  of  the  church,  and  ushering  in 
the  latter-day  glory. 

After  the  addresses  the  audience  manifested  their  interest  in  the 
cause  by  contributing  liberally  to  its  support. 

THIRD  SESSION. 

Tuesday  Morning,  9  o'clock. 

Opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  J.  Berger.  Minutes  of  the 
former  session  were  read  and  accepted. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Harkey,  J.  Oswald  and  Heilig  were  introduced 
to  Synod,  and  invited  to  seats  as  advisory  members. 

Mr.  P.  W.  Engs  presented  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed 
to  prepare  rules  for  the  government  of  this  Synod  in  the  transaction 
of  business. 

The  rules  having  been  read,  were  amended  and  adopted  by  sec¬ 
tions.  (See  appendix  A.) 

Resolved ,  That  the  rules  be  adopted,  and  that  the  same  com¬ 
mittee  be  instructed  to  report  a  routine  of  business,  reference  to  be 
had  to  the  order  prescribed  in  the  constitution  of  district  Synods. 

A  minority  of  the  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Liturgy,  re¬ 
ported  as  follows : 

The  undersigned,  the  only  members  of  the  liturgical  committee  who  could  he  con¬ 
veniently  consulted,  beg  leave  to  report — That  action  on  their  part  in  regard  to  the 
duties  assigned,  has  been  impeded,  and  that  their  labois  have  failed  of  consumma¬ 
tion  from  various  causes  ;  amongst  them  may  be  mentioned  the  feeling  on  the  part  of 
some,  that  the  Liturgy  already  prepared  and  published  by  the  Synod,  could  not  be 
displaced  without  serious  inconvenience.  In  addition,  the  extensive  introduction  and 
use  of  liturgies  in  different  parts  of  the  church,  they  regarded  as  a  great  obstacle. 
The  understandino-,  too,  that  their  labors  should  be  connected  with  those  of  the 
committee  appointed  for  a  similar  purpose  by  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  precluded 
action  till  it  was  known  what  would  be  the  results  of  the  labors  of  that  committee. 
These  not  having  yet  been  made  known,  it  was  impracticable  to  undertake  any  thing 
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which  should  have  a  reference  to  their  work.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  com¬ 
mittee  would  advise  the  relinquishment  of  the  matter  by  the  General  Synod,  and 
acquiescence  in  existing  formularies  and  arrangements.

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  two  manuscript  papers,  report — That  No.  1 
is  a  letter  from  Bro.  J.  C.  Hope,  of  South  Carolina,  in  which  he  communicates  his 
views  on  the  various  subjects  likely  to  engage  the  attention  of  this  body.  Your  com¬ 
mittee  are  gratified  with  the  manifestation  of  interest  and  zeal  for  our  Zion  on  the 
part  of  the  Rev.  Brother. 

No.  2,  is  a  memorial  of  the  Directors  of  the  Lutheran  Book  Company,  asking  an 
expression  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  this  Synod,  concerning  a  connexion  with  that 
body.  They  express  the  “opinion  that  the  General  Synod  ought  to  co-operate  with 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  adopt  some  arrangement  consistent  with  its  advisory  cha¬ 
racter,  which  will  secure  to  the  church  and  its  benevolent  institutions,  sole  and  undi¬ 
vided  interest  in  whatever  profits  may  be  realized  by  the  operations  of  the  Book  Com¬ 
pany  your  memorialists  enter  somewhat  into  detail  in  presenting'  their  reasons  for 
such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Synod.  1st.  The  arrangement  proposed  was  contem¬ 
plated  by  those  who  established  the  institution.  2d.  It  is  called  for  by  many  friends 
of  the  institution.  3d.  The  present  4s  the  most  favorable  time  for  action.  Without 
entering  into  detail,  your  committee  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  concur  in  the 
views  of  the  memorial  in  general,  and  believe  that  if  a  connexion  can  be  formed  with 
this  body,  or  with  the  whole  church,  so  as  to  secure  to  it  the  advantages  proposed,  it 
ought  by  all  means  to  bo  effected.  They  entertain  no  doubt  at  all  that  the  printing 
establishment  properly  conducted,  may  be  made  useful  to  the  church  in  a  high  de¬ 
gree,  not  only  by  diffusing  the  blessed  truths  connected  with  the  redemption  of  the 
world,  but  also  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view.  According  to  the  statement  of  your 
memorialists,  the  net  revenue  of  the  Observer  above  the  expenses,  is  $1000  annually, 
with  the  present  number  of  subscribers.  It  would  be  no  difficult  matter  to  double 
the  subscription  list,  and  secure  for  the  education  fund  an  annual  revenue  of  $4000. 
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Concerning  the  details  of  any  plan  of  transfer  or  connexion,  your  committee  do  not 
feel  authorized  to  report ;  neither  have  they  all  the  facts  upon  which  alone  they 
could  act  intelligently  in  relation  to  the  matter.  They  therefore  conclude  with  the 
following:  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  directors  in  relation  to 
the  conditions  of  the  transfer.

and  churches,  they  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  call  for  any  action  on  the  subject  by 
this  body — and  therefore  beg  leave  to  be  discharged.

The  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  trustees  of  the  Book 
Company,  presented  the  following  report: 


The  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Book  Company  of  the  Lutheran 
church  on  the  subject  of  a  transfer  of  their  stock,  &c.,  report — 

1st.  The  committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  General  Synod  ought 
to  be  the  sole  proprietor  of  this  establishment,  to  be  conducted  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

2d.  They  recommend  that  the  present  Board  adopt  measures  to  vest  themselves  with 
2* 
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the  title  of  the  stock  and  property,  to  be  held  by  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  General 
Synod. 

3d.  The  Board  shall  manage  the  establishment  as  heretofore  under  the  existing 
charter. 

4th.  They  shall  have  associated  with  them  in  its  management  one  minister  ap¬ 
pointed  by  each  district  Synod  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  who  may  examine 
the  books  to  be  published  by  the  Board,  and  a  majority  may  have  power  to  arrest  or 
prevent  the  publication  of  the  Lutheran  Observer,  or  any  books  or  sentiments  which 
are  unscriptural  or  opposed  to  the  doctrines  and  interests  of  the  Lutheran  church. 

5th.  Tlie  Board  of  Trustees  shall  appropriate  the  profits  set  apart  for  benevolent  pur¬ 
poses,  in  the  following  manner,  viz :  One-third  to  the  Parent  Education  Society ;  one- 
third  for  the  relief  of  superannuated  Ministers  of  the  Lutheran  church,  and  their 
widows  and  children,  in  indigent  circumstances ;  and  one-third  to  be  disbursed  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  pleasure  of  the  Synod  and  Board  jointly. 

Adopted. 

Synod  adjourned  to  meet  again  this  afternoon  at  3  o’clock.

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Resolved ,  That  the  Hymn  Book  committee  prepare  a  selection 
of  a  few  additional  hymns,  to  be  appended  to  the  English  hymn 
book,  and  numbered  continuously  with  the  old,  and  make  such  other 
improvements  as  they  deem  requisite,  and  as  will  not  materially 
interfere  with  its  use  in  connection  with  the  old  editions. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Smith  be  appointed  to  sell  the 
old  hymn-book  plates,  and  so  soon  as  the  copy  is  prepared  by  the 
hymn  book  committee,  to  contract  with  the  stereotype  founder  for 
new  plates,  as  also  to  see  to  their  accurate  execution. 

Resolved ,  That  as  the  sermon  preached  by  Rev.  S.  S.  Schmucker 
before  the  General  Synod,  at  its  present  session,  is  admirably 
adapted  to  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  the  church  at  large, 
and  more  particularly  of  our  Zion,  this  Synod  earnestly  request 
him  to  furnish  it  for  publication  in  the  Observer,  in  connection  with 
the  Centenary  appeal. 

Whereas  we  have  learned  from  the  minutes  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  the  west  that  the  said  body  is  now  engaged  in 
efforts  to  erect  a  theological  seminary  at  some  central  and  suitable

Resolved ,  That  as  we  have  been  duly  informed  in  the  minutes  of 
said  Synod  of  the  west,  that  the  Rev.  Wm.  Jenkins,  President 
of  said  body  has  been  appointed  by  the  trustees  of  said  theo¬ 
logical  seminary  as  its  agent,  to  collect  funds,  books,  &c.  &c.  for 
its  endowment  and  use,  we  hereby  recommend  him  to  the  hospi¬ 
tality,  favor  and  liberal  encouragement  of  the  church. 

Inasmuch  as  the  General  Synod  feel  deeply  interested  in  the 
progress  of  the  church  in  the  far  west,  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  as  the  establishment  of  a  new  religious  paper  is 
now  in  agitation  in  that  distant  section  of  the  church,  should  the 
Synod  of  the  West  deem  it  proper  ultimately  to  establish  such  a 
paper  we  wish  them  the  most  abundant  success  in  the  undertaking. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  propose  a  plan  to 
raise  sufficient  funds  to  purchase,  for  the  use  of  the  General  Synod, 
all  the  stock  of  the  Book  Company  which  they  may  not  be  able  to 
obtain  as  a  donation ;  and  that  said  committee  confer  with  the  board 
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of  directors  on  the  question  whether  any  alteration  is  necessary  in 
relation  to  the  business  of  the  establishment  conducted  in  this  city.

Resolved ,  That  the  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  liturgy  for 
the  use  of  our  churches,  be  re-instructed  to  prepare  such  a  liturgy 
as  in  their  view  will  answer  the  purpose  intended,  and  present  it  at 
the  next  General  Synod.

Resolved ,  That  the  Rev.  F.  Schmidt  be  requested  to  publish  Pro¬ 
fessor  Schmucker’s  synodical  sermon,  and  the  appeal  in  relation  to 
the  Centenary  year,  in  the  German  language  in  the  Kirchenzeitung, 
and  also  in  pamphlet  form. 

Resolved ,  That  Synod  now  adjourn  sine  die.

4.  Notices  of  reconsideration  may  be  acted  upon. 

5.  Resolutions  and  other  original  business. 

6.  Any  other  business  that  may  present,  to  be,  attended  to,  in 
ordejg  as  decided  by  the  President. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  absent  himself  during  the 
term  of  the  Convention  without  permission. 

2.  A  member  shall  not  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques¬ 
tion,  without  permission  from  the  President. 

3.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  always  in  order  (except  when  a 
member  is  speaking)  and  no  discussion  shall  be  had  thereon. 

4.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  refer,  and  to  postpone  indefi¬ 
nitely  shall  have  preference. 

5.  No  resolution  shall  be  acted  upon  until  it  is  committed  to  wri¬ 
ting,  and  members  shall  have  the  privilege  of  withdrawing  such  at 
any  time  before  the  question  is  taken. 
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6.  Amendments  may  be  presented  at  any  stage  of  a  question. 

7.  A  member  addressing  the  chair  shall  rise  in  his  place,  and 
shall  not  be  interfered  with  by  another  member  except  by  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  President  to  explain  his  previous  remarks. 

8.  All  reports  of  committees  shall  be  made  in  writing. 

9.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  when  called  for,  and  re¬ 
corded  when  required  by  a  member. 

10  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  but  an  ap¬ 
peal  may  be  made  from  his  decision  to  the  Convention. 

11.  Rules  may  be  dispensed  with  temporarily  by  an  unanimous 
vote. 

B  Y  E-LAWS 

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

Art.  1 .  The  sessions  shall  open  promptly  at  9  o’clock  in  the  fore¬ 
noon. 

Art.  2.  The  first  meeting  of  each  Convention  of  this  Synod 
shall  be  organized  according  to  sec.  3,  art.  5  of  the  constitution, 
and  the  presiding  officer  shall  decide  on  the  validity  of  the  creden¬ 
tials  of  delegates  from  Synods  already  connected  with  this  body, 
but  an  appeal  may  be  made  from  bis  decision  to  the  members  ad¬ 
mitted,  when  the  whole  number  of  certificates,  shall  have  been 
presented. 

Art.  3.  According  to  sec.  4,  art.  5  of  the  constitution,  written 
certificates  of  the  appointment  of  delegates,  signed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Secretary  of  the1  Synod  which  they  represent,  shall  be 
required. 

Art.  4.  A  majority  of  the  delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  Sy¬ 
nods  attached  to  the  General  Synod  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
business,  but  a  minority  of  the  same  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time, 
or  postpone  the  session  of  the  Convention,  in  two  days  after  the 
time  fixed  for  its  meeting. 

Art.  5.  As  soon  as  a  majority  appear,  and  the  session  is  orga¬ 
nized  as  provided  above,  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  present  shall 
be  required  for  such  election. 

Art.  6.  The  proceedings  of  the  former  Convention  shall  then  be 
read,  unless  dispensed  with  by  a  majority  vote. 

Art.  7.  The  certificates  of  delegates  from  Synods,  for  the  first 
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time  connected  with  this  body,  shall  then  be  received,  and  the 
deputation  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  ob¬ 
jections  should  be  made,  in  which  case  the  matter  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Synod,  and  be  decided  by  a  majority  vote. 

Art.  8.  Delegates  from  Lutheran  and  other  Synods  not  con¬ 
nected  with  this  body,  and  clerical  brethren  introduced  by  the 
President  may  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  and  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  debate,  but  cannot  be  permitted  to  vote  on,  originate  or 
second  propositions. 

Art.  9.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  every  Convention  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  eleven  on  the  state  of  the  church,  to  whom  shall  be  re¬ 
ferred  all  the  reports  and  minutes  of  District  Synods,  with  instruc¬ 
tions  to  examine  and  report  thereon. 

Art.  10.  The  time  and  place  of  meeting  for  the  next  Conven¬ 
tion  shall  be  fixed  by  ballot. 

Art.  1 1.  Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  dispensed  with  tem¬ 
porarily  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention.

REPORT 

Of  the  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod , 

at  Gettysburg ,  Pa. 

In  presenting  the  eighth  biennial  report  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Theolo¬ 
gical  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  we  advert,  with  emotions  of  unfeigned  gratitude,  to 
the  peculiar  favor  and  continued  support  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  church,  by  which 
we  are  enabled  to  present  an  encouraging  view  of  this  beloved  institution,  drawn 
from  its  increasing  usefulness  and  uninterrupted  success.  Since  our  last  report, 
nothing  has  occurred  to  disappoint  the  anxious  expectations  of  its  numerous  friends, 
whilst  a  variety  of  external  and  internal  circumstances  have  been  brought  into  a 
course  of  gradual  development,  which  are  highly  calculated  to  increase  its  claims  to 
the  confidence  and  support  of  every  one  wrho  is  concerned  in  the  extension  of  the 
Redeemer’s  kingdom.  May  He ,  who  has  redeemed  and  purified  his  church  in  his 
own  blood,  continue  his  approving  smiles,  and  make  this  institution  instrumental  in 
gathering  into  one  fold,  many  thousands  of  such  as  have  been  saved. 

No  material  change  or  interruption  in  the  arrangements  and  operations  of  the 
Seminary,  has  taken  place  since  our  last  report.  The  board  of  directors  have  regu¬ 
larly  attended  the  stated  examinations  of  the  students ;  on  which  occasions  they  were 
gratified  and  encouraged  by  adequate  evidence,  both  of  the  application  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  students,  and  of  the  continued  care,  attention  and  fidelity  of  the  profes¬ 
sors.  This  evidence  is  the  more  gratifying  to  the  board,  as  the  time  has  gone  by  in 
which  the  church  will  patiently  endure  the  blundering  performances  of  ecclesiastical 
empirics.  The  present  age  very  properly  and  appropriately  requires  that  the  standard 
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of  theological  culture  should  be  vastly  elevated ;  and  such  a  desideratum  our  insti¬ 
tution,  we  doubt  not,  will  aid  in  effecting. 

The  Professors  continue  to  give  instruction  as  usual,  in  their  appropriate  depart¬ 
ments.  The  German  department,  under  the  care  of  Prof.  Smith,  (who  was  elected 
in  1839,)  being  now  supplied  with  an  able  and  experienced  instructor,  affords  every 
inducement  and  facility  for  the  acquisition  of  a  radical  knowledge  of  the  German. 
The  importance  of  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  this  branch  of  a  good  education,  in 
a  general  point  of  view,  is  increased  by  the  characteristic  features,  relations  and  con¬ 
dition  of  our  church  ;  for,  whilst  in  the  very  nature  of  things  it  will  increase  minis¬ 
terial  usefulness,  and  open  the  most  interesting  and  important  sources  of  information, 
it  is  folly  to  talk  of  being  learned  whilst  ignorant  of  German  literature  ;  and  it  is 
equally  foolish  to  expect  acquaintance  with  the  literature,  whilst  we  are  ignorant  of 
the  language.  Attention  to  it  should  no  longer  be  optional  with  the  students,  but  a 
sine  qua  non  requisition.  The  department  of  Hebrew  Philology  and  Exegesis,  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  under  the  able  supervision  and  attention  of  Prof.  Krauth,  who  devotes  as 
much  time  to  it  as  his  arduous  duties  as  Professor  of  the  College,  admit.  The  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  classes  under  his  care,  furnishes  the  best  testimony  of  the  fidelity  and 
perseverance  with  which  he  discharges  the  onerous  duties  which  his  zeal  for  the 
church  has  prompted  him  to  assume.  * 

In  the  last  semi-annual  report  of  Prof.  Schmucker,  chairman  of  the  faculty,  we 
have  the  gratifying  assurance — an  assurance  which  the  board  has  found  abundantly 
confirmed,  that  “during  the  past  session,  the  state  of  the  Seminary  in  general  has 
been  prosperous  beyond  that  of  any  former  session.”  Professor  Schmucker  continues 
to  devote  all  his  time  and  energies  to  the  numerous  duties  connected  with  his  station. 

O 

The  number  of  students  connected  with  the  institution  during  last  year,  was  thirty. 
This,  of  course,  includes  none  of  those  who  are  also  preparing  for  the  ministry,  but  are 
as  yet  engaged  in  their  preparatory  studies,  either  as  beneficiaries  or  otherwise,  in  ex¬ 
clusive  connection  with  the  college  and  its  preparatory  departments.  It  is  expected 
that  nearly  the  whole  of  these,  (and  their  number  is  considerable,)  will  in  due  time 
also  enter  the  seminary,  and  complete  their  studies  there.  At  the  commencement  of 
the  winter  session  of  1839-40,  ten  graduates  of  Pennsylvania  college  entered  the 
seminary.  Respecting  these,  the  chairman  of  the  faculty,  in  his  last  report,  says  : 
“The  preparatory  attainments  of  the  members  admitted  last  fall  were  respectable,  and 
the  business  of  their  subsequent  instruction  the  more  pleasant  and  successful.”  It  is 
pleasing  to  remark,  that  as  our  other  literary  institutions  are  now  iy  regular  and  pros¬ 
perous  operation,  and  the  number  of  young  men  designed  for  the  ministry,  pursuing 
their  studies  therein,  is  large  and  increasing,  there  will  be  a  regular  accession  to  the 
Seminary  every  year,  of  hopeful,  pious  and  talented  young  men. 

We  advert  with  peculiar  pleasure  to  the  gratifying  fact,  that  the  pecuniary  difficul¬ 
ties  of  the  Seminary  have  all  been  overcome.  According  to  the  last  report  of  the 
treasurer,  but  a  small  balance  of  the  Seminary  debt  remained  unpaid,  whilst  a  suffi¬ 
cient  sum  was  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  to  liquidate  the  same.  No  doubt,  ere 
this,  the  whole  has  been  paid  off. 

We  advert  to  the  above  fact  with  the  greater  pleasure,  not  only  because  this  has 
hitherto  been  a  subject  of  great  and  often  painful  concern  to  the  board,  but  also  be¬ 
cause  we  are  now  enabled  to  turn  the  contributions  of  the  church  into  another  chan¬ 
nel,  in  reference  to  which  the  want  of  sufficient  funds  has  been  deeply  felt,  namely, 
the  endowment  of  additional  professorships. 

The  board  has  likewise  succeeded  in  procuring  a  suitable  agent  to  solicit  contribu- 
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tions  for  the  Seminary,  who  has  since  been  actively  engaged  in  prosecuting  the  object 
of  his  appointment.  Hitherto  the  sphere  of  his  efforts  has  been  chiefly  confined  to 
East  Pennsylvania.  lie  has  met  with  much  success,  and  his  reports  furnish  the  most 
gratifying  evidences  of  the  liberality  and  kindly  feeling  of  our  brethren  in  East  Penn, 
in  reference  to  our  Seminary.  These  collections,  in  connection  with  the  very  impor¬ 
tant  contributions  obtained  by  Prof.  Schm acker  in  the  north,  balances  of  which  have 
been  paid  in  during  the  last  year,  have  greatly  contributed  in  relieving  the  Seminary 
from  its  most  pressing  difficulties.  By  a  resolution  passed  some  time  since,  the  col¬ 
lections  hereafter  made  by  the  agent  are  to  be  appropriated  exclusively  to  the  endow¬ 
ment  of  a  second  professorship. 

From  the  statements  we  haye  made,  the  necessity  of  additional  professors  must  be 
apparent  to  all.  Some  action  obtained  in  the  board  on  this  point  with  an  especial 
reference  to  the  contemplated  centenary  effort.  Should  the  General  Synod  resolve 
to  celebrate  a  Jubilceum ,  the  board,  at  the  suggestion  contained  in  the  report  of  the 
chairman  of  the  faculty,  regarding  such  a  measure  as  highly  calculated  to  furnish  the 
means  to  accomplish  so  momentous  and  essential  an  object,  adopted  a  resolution,  ac¬ 
cording  to  which  this  subject  is  to  be  pressed  upon  the  especial  attention  of  the 
General  Synod.  It  is  well  known  that  our  professors  already  undergo  more  labor 
than  can  be  justly  required  of  them,  and  consequently  less  time  and  attention  can  be 
bestowed  upon  the  individual  classes.  According  to  the  present  arrangements,  which 
are  indeed  the  very  best  that  could  be  made  under  existing  circumstances,  the  want 
of  more  help  is  seriously  felt.  And  if  the  number  of  professors  is  already  inadequate 
for  an  entire  theological  course,  the  difficulty  must  increase  as  the  number  of  students 
advances,  of  which  there  is  every  prospect.  The  appointment  of  two  additional  pro¬ 
fessors,  is  therefore  of  imperious  necessity  ;  nor  is  it  a  consideration  of  little  impor¬ 
tance,  that  such  a  step  would  place  the  seminary  on  an  equal  footing  with  other  insti¬ 
tutions  of  a  similar  character,  thus  increasing  its  respectability  and  influence,  and 
affording  additional  attractions  to  the  student  of  theology.  We  therefore  venture  the 
suggestion,  as  it  is  expected  that  large  sums  will  be  raised  during  the  centenary  effort, 
that  appropriations  be  ma.de  of  said  monies  for  the  purpose  of  endowing  three  entire 
professorships.  This  we  do  the  more  confidently,  as  we  feel,  that  as  regards  the  supe¬ 
rior  claims  of  the  Seminary,  especially  with  a  reference  to  the  present  state  and  wants 
of  our  church,  as  well  as  in  view  of  the  prospects  of  the  Seminary,  there  can  be  but 
one  feeling — one  opinion.  When  we  consider  the  large  number  of  active  and  zealous 
ministers  of  Jesus  Christ,  who  have  been  sent  forth  into  the  ministry  from  this  insti¬ 
tution,  together  with  its  undeniable  prospects  of  still  greater  usefulness,  it  must  appear 
evident  to  all  that  our  confidence  has  not  been  misplaced,  and  that  our  increased  ex¬ 
ertions  to  advance  its  general  interests,  are  imperiously  called  for.

Thus  it  appears  that  during  the  last  two  years  there  have  been  sold  in  all,  6821 
Hymn  Books,  of  which  5375  were  English,  and  1446  German. 

During  the  same  time  there  were  sold  3000  copies  of  the  Catechism  of  the  General 
Synod. 

II.  Agreeably  to  the  intimation  given  by  the  committee  at  the  time  of  their  last 
report*,  they  transferred  the  contract  for  the  piinting  of  the  Hymn  Books  and  Cate¬ 
chisms,  from  Messrs.  Lucas  &  Deaver  to  the  Book  Company,  established  chiefly  by 
members  of  the  Lutheran  church,  and  designed  to  promote  the  circulation  of  Luthe¬ 
ran  publications.  The  transfer  was  made  in  February,  1840.  A  copy  of  the  con¬ 
tract  accompanies  this  report,  (being  document  No.  A,)  for  the  inspection  of  the 
Synod. 

III.  Accompanying  this  report  is  the  account  book  of  the  committee,  together  with 
all  the  vouchers,  which  the  committee  desire  the  Synod  to  have  examined. 

IV.  Document  B,  accompanying  this  report,  is  the  report  of  the  general  agent  to 
the  Hymn  Book  Committee,  which  contains  in  detail  every  receipt  of  money  by  the 
agent  during  the  last  two  years. 

V.  Document  C,  is  a  list  in  detail  of  every  individual  debt  due  the  Synod  for 
Hymn  Books  sold  by  the  general  agent,  together  with  the  name  of  each  purchaser, 
and  the  date  of  the  account.  All  these  debts,  amounting  to  $1371  78,  are  believed 
to  be  good,  and  will  be  paid  at  the  expiration  of  the  usual  time  of  credit.  Your 
committee  regard  it  as  an  evidence  worthy  of  being  mentioned,  of  the  care  with 
which  the  business  of  the  Synod  has  been  executed,  and  of  the  security  with  which 
business  of  this  kind  may  be  transacted,  that  out  of  the  large  business  amounting  to 
many  thousands  of  dollars,  all  on  credit,  not  more  than  about  $140  are  believed  to  be 
lost ;  and  of  this  sum  the  loss  of  about  $80  was  owing  to  the  death  of  the  debtors. 

VI.  The  amount  of  cash  now  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  is  $1147  81L  There 
is  yet  a  debt  due  to  Messrs.  Lucas  &  Deaver,  of  $245  79,  which  will  leave  a  clear 
balance  of  $902  02|.  To  this  may  be  added  $47  50  from  the  Book  Company,  mak¬ 
ing  in  all  $1195  3 1  g ,  now  at  the  disposal  of  the  Synod,  for  mileage  and  other  pur¬ 
poses.

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  GERMAN  FOREIGN  MIS¬ 
SIONARY  SOCIETY. 

The  Society  met  on  Tuesday  the  11th  of  May,  1841,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

The  President  having  taken  the  chair,  opened  the  session  with  an  address  to  the 
throne  of  grace. 

The  proceedings  of  the  last  biennial  meeting  of  the  Society,  were  read. 

Dr.  Krauth,  the  corresponding  Secretary,  read  the  report  of  the  executive  com¬ 
mittee,  which  was  adopted  : 

REPORT. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  have  not  instructed 
me  to  make  a  report  to  the  Society,  but  I  have  been  requested  to  make  some  state¬ 
ments  in  regard  to  the  doings  of  the  committee  during  the  period  which  has  inter¬ 
vened  between  the  last  and  the  present  meeting.  The  attention  of  the  committee 
was  first  directed  to  the  Tinivelly  mission,  and  they  designed  both  to  aid  it  hy  funds, 
and  to  send  a  laborer  or  laborers  into  that  field.  It  was,  however,  understood  that  the 
brethren  on  that  station  were  inclined  to  renew  their  connexion  .with  the  church  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society.  This  connexion  was  finally  consummated.  In  consequence  of  this, 
the  committee  thought  it  their  duty  to  withhold  further  aid  to  that  mission,  and  to 
direct  the  non-payment  of  $1000  which  had  been  forwarded  through  the  American 
board,  but  which  had  not  reached  its  destination  befoiethe  abandonment  of  their  inde- 
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pendent  ground  by  the  German  mission  in  India.  This  money  is  still  subject  to  our 
order,  and  is  ready  too  in  a  heathen  land  for  the  use  of  our  missions. 

In  the  spring  of  1840,  at  the  earnest  request  of  many  brethren,  the  Rev.  F.  Heyer 
was  selected  by  the  committee  as  a  missionary.  The  appointment,  as  was  expected } 
was  accepted.  The  committee  directed  this  brother  to  turn  his  attention  at  once  to 
those  studies  which  would  be  subservient  to  the  work  in  which  he  was  to  engage. 
During  the  past  winter  he  has  been  engaged  in  this  city  in  the  study  of  medicine ;  and 
he  has  likewise  been  engaged  in  the  study  of  Sanscrit,  the  fundamental  language  of 
the  Indian  dialects. 

The  committee  have  corresponded  with  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.  in  regard  to  a  suitable 
field  of  labor  for  an  independent  mission.  They  have  directed  our  attention  to  the 
Telegoos,  an  interesting  and  numerous  people  in  southern  India. 

The  committee,  in  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  Society  at  its  last  meeting,  pro¬ 
posed  union  of  effort  in  the  work  of  foreign  missions,  with  the  German  Reformed 
Church,  which  was  declined  by  them.  It  will  devolve  upon  the  Society  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  departure  of  the  missionary  designated  by  the  committee,  and 
to  determine  where  he  shall  commence  operations.  The  committee  believe  that  the 
location  of  the  executive  committee  of  this  Society  should  be  in  one  of  our  large 
cities,  or  in  several  of  them,  between  which  communication  is  rapid  and  easy.  The 
treasurer’s  report  is  in  my  hands,  the  substance  of  which,  if  desired,  I  will  present  to 
the  Society. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  was  read  and  a  committee  appointed  to  examine  the 
same.  Committee  are:  Rev.  W.  Reynolds,  Rev.  R.  Weiser,  P.  W.  Engs. 

Names  of  members  were  called  and  new  members  admitted.  The  names  of  mem¬ 
bers  present,  delegates  to  the  General  Synod — Rev.  J.  G.  Morris,  B.  Kurtz,  D.  D., 
C.  Martin,  Geo.  Jacobs,  Rev.  C.  P.  Krauth,  D.  D.,  S.  S.  Schmucker,  D.  D.,  PI.  L. 
Baugher,  A.  Lochman,  J.  PHrich,  C.  A.  Morris,  A.  Dernuth,  F.  Smith,  Rev.  Haw¬ 
kins,  Rev.  Dr.  Lintner,  W.  Sholl,  Rev.  Berly,  Rev.  J.  Berger,  C.  A.  Smith,  N.  W. 
Goertner,  H.  N.  Pohlman,  Rev.  Davis  and  Hamilton,  Rev.  A.  Reck,  W.  Jenkins,  G. 
Yeager. 

Other  members — R.ev.  Dr.  Schmucker,  sen.,  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  N.  Pohlman,  Ilarkey, 
Reynolds,  Boyer,  Weiser,  Storck,  Heilig,  Keller,  Iveil,  Oswald,  Schmidt. 

A  letter  from  the  German  congregation  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  F. 
Heyer,  in  which  they  protest  against  sending  out  the  Rev.  Heyer  as  a  missionary,  and 
thus  depriving  them  of  their  pastor,  was  read,  and  after  some  discussion  was  ordered 
to  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Society  adjourned  to  meet  again  after  the  public  exercises  in  the  church  this 
evening. 

In  the  evening  the  anniversary  of  the  Society  was  held,  upon  which  occasion  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Jenkins  and  Berger  addressed  the  audience,  and  a  collection  was  taken 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Society. 

Tuesday,  10  o’cZocfc,  P.  JVJT. 

Society  met  according  to  adjournment. 

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  treasurer’s  account,  report — That  they 
have  performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  having  compared  the  account  with  the 
vouchers,  find  the  same  correct,  and  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  seven 
hundred  and  four  dollars  and  eighty-one  cents.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  subject  of  a  Union  with  the  American 

1  Board . 

The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  desirous  of  availing 
themselves  of  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  Am.  Board  of  Com.  For.  Miss,  to  the 
churches  that  have  united  with  it  in  the  work  of  foreign  missions,  and  also  deem- 
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ing  it  important  that  the  efforts  ol  the  friends  of  this  cause  in  this  country,  should  be 
more  fully  concentrated,  propose  to  form  a  connection  with  said  Board  upon  the  fol¬ 
lowing  general  principles: 

1.  The  connection  of  our  missionaries  with  the  American  Board  shall  in  no  degree 
affect  their  ecclesiastical  relations  and  responsibilities. 

2.  When  desired  by  our  society,  the  American  Board  is  to  organize  the  missiona¬ 
ries  furnished  by  us  into  a  mission  by  themselves,  to  be  under  their  direction;  and 
should  the  connection  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Lutheran  church  with  the 
American  Board  be  at  any  time  dissolved,  the  direction  of  this  mission,  shall  then,  as 
a  matter  of  course,  be  transferred  to  the  Lutheran  Board. 

3.  The  Lutheran  Board  shall  have  the  nomination  of  their  missionaries;  but  the 
American  Board  may  confirm  the  nomination. 

4.  The  Lutheran  Board  shall  have  the  management  of  all  the  agencies  for  collect¬ 
ing  funds,  &c.  within  the  bounds  of  the  denomination,  and  also  the  charge  of  foster¬ 
ing  a  missionary  spirit  in  their  churches,  and  in  their  candidates  for  the  ministry. 

5.  All  the  pecuniary  responsibilities  of  the  missionaries,  excepting  when  acting  as 
agents  under  the  direction  of  the  Lutheran  Board,  shall  be  wholly  under  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Board. 

6.  The  receipts  of  the  Lutheran  Board,  after  defraying  the  expenses  of  agencies, 
&c.  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  American  Board.  Whenever  the  amount 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  American  Board  shall  exceed  the  sum  required  for  the 
support  of  the  missionaries  furnished  by  the  Lutheran  Board  for  the  current  year,  the 
American  Board  may  apply  the  surplus  to  the  support  of  other  missionaries  in  their 
employment.  And  should  the  funds  furnished  by  the  Lutheran  Board  at  any  time  be 
inadequate  to  the  support  of  the  missionaries  furnished  by  said  Board,  it  is  expected 
that  the  American  Board  will  afford  us  aid,  if  they  have  a  surplus  of  funds. 

*  1.  When  missionaries  are  about  to  embark,  a  missionary  meeting  shall,  if  possible, 
be  held  in  some  Lutheran  church,  at  which  the  instructions  shall  be  given  by  the 
American  Board,  and  the  charge  be  delivered  by  the  Lutheran  Board.  And  the  mis¬ 
sionaries,  when  in  the  field,  shall  also  maintain  a  regular  correspondence  with  the 
Lutheran  Board.

Resolved ,  That  in  article  3d,  “ any  sum”  be  stricken  out,  and  insert  by  the  “pay¬ 
ment  of  one  dollar  or  more.” 

Resolved,  That  the  whole  of  the  12th  article  be  stricken  out. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pohlman  be  the  representative  to  the  meeting  of  the 
American  Board  of  Com.  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  to  meet  in  Philadelphia. 

Dr.  Schmucker  read  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Central  (Home)  Missionary 
Society,  and  also  made  some  remarks  in  connection  with  the  reading  of  the  report. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three,  namely,  Rev.  Prof.  Schmidt,  A.  Reck  and 
G.  Yeager,  be  appointed  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  the  want  of  a  preached  gospel 
among  our  destitute  Lutheran  brethren  in  the  west,  and  other  sections  of  our  country, 
and  propose  a  plan  for  their  relief. 

Resolved,  That  R.ev.  Wenyken  visits  Germany  with  the  sanction  and  approbation 
of  this  Society,  to  confer  with  our  brethren  in  Germany  on  measures  for  supplying 
the  destitute  German  emigrants  of  this  country,  and  that  he  be  furnished  with  suita¬ 
ble  recommendations. 

Resolved,  That  two  delegates  be  appointed  to  represent  this  Society  at  the  ensuing 
meeting  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Synod  of  Pa. 

Resolved,  That  we  now  adjourn.

PARENT  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

The  society  met  on  Wednesday  afternoon  at  o’clock.  The 
President,  Rev.  Dr.  B.  Kurtz,  took  the  chair,  and  in  the  absence  of 
the  Secretary,  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Morris  was  appointed  Secretary 
pro  tern. 

The  report  of  the  executive  committee,  which  was  read  at  the 
public  meeting-  on  Monday  evening,  was  now  adopted. 
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Resolved ,  That  all  contributors  to  the  society  be  entitled  to  a 
vote. 

A  communication  from  Dr.  Gilbert,  the  Treasurer,  was  read  and 
ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  Observer. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  now  read  by  the  auditor  and 
adopted. 

Resolved ,  That  the  uncurrent  and  depreciated  money  on  hand  be 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  auditor,  Mr.  I.  Baugher,  to  be  disposed  of 
on  the  best  terms  in  his  power. 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  the  society  be  presented  to  the 
Treasurer  for  his  self-denying  and  arduous  labors. 

Resolved ,  That  Dr.  Gilbert  receive  $100  annually  hereafter  as 
a  compensation  for  his  services  as  Treasurer. 

Resolved ,  That  the  report  of  the  Secretary  be  printed  with  the 
proceedings  of  the  society. 

The  executive  committee  asked  for  advice  in  relation  to  certain 
cases  specified  in  their  report,  when  it  was  allowed  them  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  course  heretofore  pursued  by  them.

Resolved ,  That  this  society  allow  to  beneficiaries  on  all  sums 
paid  within  five  years  from  the  close  of  the  preparatory  studies,  a 
discount  of  twelve  per  cent,  per  annum,  calculating  from  the  day 
of  payment  to  the  expiration  of  said  five  years :  i.  e.  A  debt  of 
$100  may  be  paid  at  the^close  of  the  studies  for  $40:  in  one  year 
after  that  time,  for  $52;  two  years,  $64;  three  years,  $76 ;  four 
years,  $88. 

Biennial  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Parent  Education 

Society. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Parent  Education  Society  beg 
leave  to  present  their  third  Biennial  Report.  They  feel  it  to  be  due, 

both  to  their  own  feelings  and  the  cause  in  which  they  are  engaged,  to 
3* 
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begin  it  with  ascriptions  of  praise  to  the  author  of  all  good,  for  the  pros¬ 
perity  with  which  he  has  thus  far  crowned  their  efforts.  Every  suc¬ 
ceeding  year  brings  with  it  additional  evidence  of  the  importance  of 
this  institution.  Whether  we  look  at  the  wants  of  the  church,  which 
are  continually  increasing,  or  the  number  of  young  men,  who  are  drawn 
out  bv  its  patronage  and  prepared  for  the  work  ofthe  ministry,  this  socie¬ 
ty  stands  forth  before  the  church  as  one  of  the  most  important  of  her 
charities.  It  is  sending  into  the  church  a  well-educated  ministry,  re¬ 
quiring  of  its  beneficiaries,  as  a  general  rule,  a  thorough  academic  and 
theological  course.  It  is  elevating  the  standard  of  ministerial  qualifica¬ 
tion,  in  general,  by  the  reflex  influence  which  it  exerts  upon  the  cleri¬ 
cal  character,  both  spiritual  and  intellectual.  It  is  exerting  a  beneficial 
influence  upon  the  Theological  Seminary,  where  most  of  its  beneficia¬ 
ries  are  educated,  by  showing  the  necessity  of  acting  out  in  detail  more 
fully  the  requirements  of  the  constitution  and  enlarging  its  platform. — 
The  college  also  shares  largely  in  the  benefits  which  it  is  diffusing 
abroad.  By  requiring  a  thorough  collegiate  course  of  its  beneficiaries, 
it  elevates  the  standard  of  education  in  the  church,  holding  up  constant¬ 
ly  the  importance  of  a  good  education.  Much  also  may  be  expected 
from  the  piety  and  zeal  of  the  beneficiaries,  whilst  pursuing  their  col¬ 
legiate  course.  Their  example  and  influence  will  contribute  much  to 
restrain  the  vicious.  They  may  also  be  expected  to  contribute  much 
to  the  promotion  and  continuance  of  revivals  of  religion.  When  they 
go  forth  into  the  world  to  labor  in  their  Master’s  cause,  they  will  be  the 
patrons  and  promoters  of  piety  and  sound  learning.  Academies,  Col¬ 
leges  and  Schools  in  general,  conducted  upon  evangelical  principles, 
will  spring  up  under  their  influence.  In  addition  to  this,  the  civil  gov¬ 
ernment  will  share  largely  in  the  blessings  of  this  institution.  The 
people  are  the  depositories  of  power,  in  the  government  under  which 
we  live.  The  political  condition  of  the  nation  then  will  be  very  much 
in  accordance  with  the  character  of  the  people.  Now  we  know  that  a 
pious  and  well  educated  ministry  is  the  most  powerful  agent  that  can 
be  employed  to  mould  the  morals  and  habits  of  a  people.  The  religi¬ 
ous  and  moral  and  civil  condition  of  a  nation  will  depend  very  much 
upon  the  piety,  the  numbers  and  efficiency  of  ministers.  With  these 
views  before  us,  we  can  see  what  an  influence  this  society  and  all  sim¬ 
ilar  societies  can  exert,  by  multiplying  ministers  of  the  proper  charac¬ 
ter,  upon  the  religious,  literary  and  civil  interests  of  the  nation,  and  in 
hastening  the  period  when  Christ  shall  reign,  in  the  hearts  of  his  people, 
over  the  nations  of  earth.  With  these  views  of  the  nature  and  influ¬ 
ence  of  the  society,  we  proceed  to  give  an  account  of  its  operations  du¬ 
ring  the  last  two  years. 
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Number  on  the  funds. 

Since  the  formation  of  this  society  in  June  1835  ninety-nine  appli¬ 
cants  for  aid  have  been  received.  Of  this  number,  so  far  as  informa¬ 
tion  has  been  received,  22  are  now  in  the  ministry  and  in  connexion 
with  the  different  synods  of  the  church.  For  various  reasons  10  have 
been  dropped,  2  for  improper  conduct,  1  for  want  of  application,  1  on 
account  of  ill  health,  5  for  want  of  capacity  and  1  as  able  to  sustain 
himself;  1  has  been  suspended. 

Twenty  two  have  withdrawn  from  the  funds.  Of  these  9  have  as¬ 
signed  no  reason,  3  were  unwilling  to  pursue  the  prescribed  course,  4 
left  un  account  of  ill  health,  to  persue  another  vocation,  3  are  sustain¬ 
ing  themselves,  1  has  left  to  teach,  and  1  is  sustained  by  another  asso¬ 
ciation. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  society  32  new  applicants  for  aid  have 
been  received.  Four  have  departed  this  life.  The  whole  number  now 
on  the  funds  is  47,  of  these  G  are  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Get¬ 
tysburg,  29  in  the  four  college  classes,  and  the  remainder  12,  in  the 
preparatory  department.  It  will  be  seen  by  a  comparison  of  this  report 
with  the  last  presented  to  this  body,  that  there  has  been  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  applicants  and  the  number  actually  sustained. 
The  whole  number  of  new  applicants  during  the  time  embraced  in  that 
report  was  29.  The  whole  number  exhibited  in  this  is  32.  The 
whole  number  then  actually  on  the  funds  was  39,  now  the  number  has 
increased  to  47,  nearly  one  fourth  more  than  the  whole  reported  at  the 
last  meeting.  When  we  compare  this  statement  with  the  Treasur¬ 
er’s  report,  which  exhibits  no  increase  in  the  amount  of  funds 
sent  in,  the  society  will  be  able  to  see  the  pecuniary  difficulties  under 
which  the  committee  have  labored  during  the  last  two  years.  They 
will  also  be  able  to  see  very  clearly  that,  unless  some  plan  is  devised  by 
which  the  committee  will  be  relieved  of  their  embarrassment,  the  most 
disastrous  consequences  to  the  society  and  the  church,  may  be  confi¬ 
dently  anticipated. 

Character  of  those  sustained. 

The  character  of  the  beneficiaries  may  be  best  learned  from  the  5th 
article  of  the  constitution,  in  which  there  is  required,  as  a  pre-requisite 
to  admission  upon  the  funds  of  the  church,  unequivocal  testimonials  of 
hopeful  piety,  promising  talents  and  real  indigence,  and  in  every  suc¬ 
cessive  step  evidence  must  be  furnished  from  teachers,  that  in  point  of 
“genius,  diligence,  literary  progress,  morals  and  piety  the  beneficiary 
is  a  suitable  character  to  receive  aid  from  these  sacred  funds.”  It  is 
gratifying  to  know  that  during  the  past  two  years  it  was  found  necessa- 
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ry  to  dismiss  no  one  for  improper  conduct,  and  the  solitary  ease  of  sus¬ 
pension  was  the  result  not  so  much  of  direct  and  positive  evidence  as 
of  suspicions  which  were  generally  believed  to  be  well-grounded.  The 
committee  have  been  acting  upon  the  rule,  that  the  funds  of  the  church 
should  be  bestowed  only  upon  those  whose  conduct  is  not  only  not  im¬ 
proper,  but  free  even  from  the  suspicion  of  evil. 

Amount  Earned . 

As  the  appropriation  made  to  the  beneficiaries  is  designedly  so  small 
as  to  meet  only  their  necessary  expenditures  with  the  strictest  econo¬ 
my  and  industry,  it  is  expected  that  they  will  embrace  every  opportu¬ 
nity  to  labor,  or  to  teach  during  the  vacation.  The  habits  of  industry 
and  economy  thus  formed,  it  is  believed,  will  be  of  lasting  benefit.  It 
is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  25  young  men,  during  the  last  two 
years,  earned,  by  manual  labor  and  teaching,  $1139  15. 

Receipts  and  Expenditures . 

From  the  Treasurer’s  report  it  appears  that  the  whole  amount  of  re¬ 
ceipts  up  to  April  20th,  1841,  is  $6469  52,  whilst  the  expenditures 
have  been  swelled  to  8330  25,  leaving  a  deficiency  of  $1860  73. 

Difficulties. 

In  order  to  relieve  the  embarrassment  under  which  the  committee 
were  laboring  for  the  want  of  funds,  they  appointed  the  Rev.  Reuben 
Weiser  general  agent,  dating  his  connexion  with  this  society  from  Au¬ 
gust  1,  1840.  Whilst  no  one  can  doubt  that  the  agent  has  been  very 
useful,  and  continues  to  be  so,  in  disseminating  knowledge  concerning 
the  wants  of  the  church,  and  presenting  important  truths  on  various 
subjects,  the  pecuniary  difficulties  of  the  committee  are  not  removed. 
There  they  are,  staring  them  in  the  face,  and  increasing  in  magnitude 
at  the  return  of  every  quarter  in  the  year.  The  rule  of  the  society  re¬ 
quires  that  no  young  man  of  suitable  qualifications  shall  be  rejected. 
They  are  bound,  therefore,  to  receive  all  applicants  of  this  description, 
until  they  are  required  to  stop.  But  if  the  rule  of  the  society  were  not 
binding,  what  enlightened  Christian,  with  a  knowledge  of  the  wants  of 
the  church,  the  prevalence  of  error  and  sin,  the  efforts  of  the  emissa¬ 
ries  of  the  man  of  sin ,  and  the  command  of  the  Saviour  to  his  church, 
Mark  16:  15.  “Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature,”  could  find  it  in  his  heart  to  reject  a  single  properly 
qualified  applicant  for  aid,  who,  in  the  providence  of  God,  with  an 
apostolic  spirit,  might  become  the  instrument  of  the  conversion  of  many 
immortal  souls.  It  is  a  most  solemn  and  responsible  undertaking,  with 
the  Saviour’s  example  and  precepts  before  them,  for  any  set  of  men,  or 
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any  church,  to  say  to  a  young  man,  ardently  desirous  of  qualifying 
himself  to  preach  the  gospel,  we  will  not  aid  you  in  this  matter.  There 
are  indeed  funds  enough  within  the  control  of  the  church,  but  her  min¬ 
isters  and  people  say,  you  cannot  have  them.  Who,  at  the  day  of  judg¬ 
ment  will  assume  the  responsibility  of  rejecting  such  applicants  for  aid 
when  the  Judge  shall  ask,  why  were  not  these  sent  forth  in  accordance 
with  my  command? 

Another  difficulty,  which  has  perplexed  the  committee  not  a  little,  is 
presented  in  the  following  cases  :  A  young  man  of  suitable  qualifica¬ 
tions  presents  himself.  One  difficulty,  however,  stands  in  the  way. 
His  father  is  able  to  sustain  him,  but  will  not  give  him  a  farthing.  lie 
is  opposed  to  his  entering  the  ministry.  Shall  the  committee  sustain 
him?  Another  with  similar  qualifications,  whose  father  is  willing,  but 
by  reason  of  pecuniary  embarrassment,  declares  he  can  do  nothing  for 
the  present,  or  at  least  cannot  sustain  him  fully.  IIow  shall  the  com¬ 
mittee  act  in  this  case?  Another  young  man,  every  way  promising, 
and  has  a  legacy  not  yet  available — -how  shall  the  committee  proceed 
with  him?  They  have  been  acting  on  the  principle  that  when  a  man 
cannot  procure  funds  from  other  sources,  he  is,  to  all  intents  and  pur¬ 
poses,  poor,  and  deserving  of  aid.  They  have  supposed  that  it  was 
better  to  cherish  the  desire  of  the  heart,  awakened  by  the  love  of  God 
and  of  souls,  than  to  quench  it  and  endanger  its  destruction.  Believing 
that  in  all  cases  where  there  is  a  prospective  ability,  the  amount  will  be 
refunded  wfith  interest,  and  the  church  will  be  a  two-fold  gainer. 

Suggestion. 

1.  The  brethren  in  charge  of  congregations  can  aid  the  committee 

O  O  o 

much  in  determining  the  qualifications  of  applicants  for  aid  sent  by 
them.  The  action  of  the  committee,  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  must 
be  governed,  in  a  great  measure,  by  recommendations  from  abroad. 
The  habitual  conduct  and  spirit  of  a  man  is  a  much  more  certain  crite¬ 
rion  of  his  character  than  the  result  of  an  examination,  however  rigid 
and  protracted.  It  is,  therefore,  respectfully  suggested  that  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  applicants  be  as  specific  and  full  as  possible. 

2.  The  committee  thus  far  have  discharged  the  duties  of  their  ap¬ 
pointment  without  compensation.  Though  much  of  their  time  and 
attention  have  been  thus  engaged,  they  have  no  disposition  to  withdraw 
or  to  shrink  from  the  responsibility  involved.  They  rather  rejoice  that, 
dn  connection  with  their  other  duties,  they  can  in  this  way  also  subserve 
the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  church.  It  is,  however,  suggested 
whether,  as  a  matter  of  common  justice,  the  Treasurer  ought  not  to 
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receive  an  annual  compensation.  He  has  labors  in  addition  to  those  of 
the  other  members  of  the  committee,  and  as  physician  bestows  his  pro¬ 
fessional  services  upon  the  beneficiaries  gratuitously. 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  this  cause  is  not  the  cause  of  the  committee  exclu¬ 
sively,  but  also  of  the  pastors  and  congregations  of  the  church.  The 
efforts  and  contributions  of  the  church  are  not  made  for  the  committee, 
nor  are  they  benefited  by  them  more  than  others.  The  cause  is  the 
Lord’s — most  sacred  and  holy.  The  efforts  and  contributions  of  the 
church  are  commissioned  by  the  Redeemer  to  flow  back  again  into  her 
bosom,  life-giving  streams  to  refresh  and  revive  her  wilderness  and  soli¬ 
tary  places.  With  profound  gratitude  to  God  for  his  continued  favor 
do  the  committee  review  their  past  labors.  The  enterprise  in  which 
they  are  engaged  is  one  of  deep  interest  and  importance.  It  demands 
the  constant  prayers  of  God’s  people.  The  society,  the  committee  and 
the  beneficiaries  of  the  church  should  be  presented  to  the  throne  of 
grace  in  devout  prayer  snd  supplication  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath.  The 
prayers  of  God’s  people  are  prevalent  at  the  mercy  seat,  and  there  is 
much  to  pray  for.  If  the  various  objects  of  benevolence  were  more 
frequently  presented  to  God  in  prayers  before  the  people,  richer  bless¬ 
ings  would  attend  their  operations.

Memorial  of  the  Directors  of  the  Lutheran  Book  Company  to  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

The  directors  of  the  Lutheran  Book  Company,  anxious  to  promote  the  welfare  of 
the  institution  which  they  represent,  and  carry  out  the  benevolent  intentions  of  its 
founders,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  solicit  the  aid  and  counsel  of  the  General  Synod 
in  the  adoption  of  measures  which  will  secure  for  the  church  exclusive  interest  in  its 
operations,  and  at  the  same  time  awaken  throughout  the  church  a  stronger  and  more 
active  feeling  in  its  behalf.  The  Act  of  Incorporation  provides  that  after  the  year 
1840,  the  directors  may  redeem  the  stock  of  the  company  for  the  sole  benefit  of  the 
church,  by  paying  to  each  stockholder  what  he  or  a  committee  of  apprizement  shall 
consider  an  equivalent  for  the  amount  invested  ;  but  the  directors  do  not  feel  author¬ 
ized  to  attempt  this  transfer  without  some  movement  or  expression  on  the  part  of  the 
church  itself,  and  they  think  that  this  expression  could  not  be  more  appropriately 
given,  or  this  movement  more  effectually  made  than  through  this  representative  con¬ 
vention.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  memorialists  that  the  General  Synod  ought  to  co-ope¬ 
rate  with  the  board  of  directors,  and  adopt  some  arrangements  consistent  with  its 
advisory  character,  which  will  secure  to  the  church  and  its  benevolent  institutions 
sole  and  individual  interest  in  whatever  profits  may  be  realized  from  the  operations 
of  the  book  company.  The  General  Synod  sustains  already  such  a  relation  to  the 
institutions  at  Gettysburg,  and  it  appears  to  the  directors  highly  desirable  that  a  su¬ 
pervision  analagous  to  that,  should  be  exercised  by  this  body  over  the  institution  to 
which  this  memorial  refers.  The  book  company  went  into  operation  at  a  period  of 
extreme  commercial  embarassment,  and  having  sustained  itself  during  the  first  year 
of  its  existence,  your  memorialists  are  persuaded  that  it  may  be  made  a  source  of 
profit  to  the  cause  of  missions  and  education,  and  other  benevolent  objects,  if  a  suita¬ 
ble  interest  can  be  awakened  in  its  behalf  throughout  the  church  ;  and  they  also  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  most  effectual  if  not  the  only  way  to  awaken  this  interest,  is  to  place 
the  institution  under  the  more  immediate  supervision  and  care  of  the  church  itself. 
Your  memorialists  would  respectfully  urge  the  early  action  of  Synod  in  regard  to 
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this  matter,  for  the  following  reasons  in  addition  to  those  which  have  been  already 
stated. 

1.  The  arrangement  proposed  was  contemplated  by  those  who  established  this  in¬ 
stitution;  and  hence  that  clause  in  the  Act  of  incorporation  which  provides  that  after 
the  year  1840,  the  directors  may  purchase  of  the  stockholders  their  interest  in  the 
concern.  It  was  never  intended  to  be  a  source  of  iucome  to  individual  stock¬ 
holders,  and  the  plan  of  selling  stock  was  adopted  because  it  appeared  to  the  friends 
of  the  enterprise,  the  easiest  way  to  bring  the  institution  into  existence.  What  has 
been  successfully  undertaken  by  individuals,  the  church,  in  its  collective  capacity, 
would  have  shrunk  from  ;  but  now  that  the  experiment  has  been  tried,  and  the  es¬ 
tablishment  is  in  successful  operation,  the  objection  which  would  have  rendered  the 
action  of  the  General  Synod  inexpedient  a  few  years  ago,  no  longer  exists;  and  in 
view  of  these  considerations  your  memorialists  are  urged  by  a  sense  of  duty  which 
they  owe  the  church  and  the  institution  which  they  represent,  to  lay  this  matter 
before  this  convention. 

2.  The  arrangement  herein  suggested  is  called  for  by  many  friends  of  the  institu¬ 
tion,  who  think  that  it  ought  to  sustain  to  the  General  Synod  the  relation  proposed. 
Your  memorialists  are  aware  that  the  book  company  does  not  enjoy  the  confidence 
of  the  church  to  the  extent  or  degree  that  is  desirable.  The  objection  is  heard  from 
various  quarters  that  the  church  has  no  control  of  the  profits  of  the  institution,  if 
any  are  realized  ;  that  the  directors  are  not  responsible  to  the  church  for  the  disposi¬ 
tion  of  the  funds,  and  that  the  church  ought  to  realize  the  entire  benefit  should  any 
accrue ;  and  again,  it  is  said  there  ought  to  be  some  assurance  that  the  publications 
issued  from  the  press  of  the  institution  from  time  to  time  will  be  of  an  evangelical 
character,  and  that  it  will  never  contribute  to  the  spread  of  error  and  infidelity.  This 
end,  it  is  thought,  can  be  best  secured,  by  placing  the  institution  under  the  super¬ 
vision  and  control  of  the  church  generally  ;  a  supervision  and  control  in  which  every 
district  Synod  and  every  congregation  will  participate  through  their  representatives 
in  General  Synod  assembled. 

3.  The  present  is  perhaps  the  most  favorable  time  for  action  on  this  subject  that 
could  be  selected.  This  Synod,  during  its  present  session,  will  probably  appoint  a 
centenary  celebration  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  to  carry  on  the  benevolent 
operations  of  the  church.  Your  memorialists  respectfully  recommend  that  it  be  one 
of  the  objects  of  the  centenary  fund  to  purchase  from  the  stockholders  their  interest 
in  the  book  company,  so  that  the  institution  may  become  strictly  the  property  of  the 
church  at  large,  and  that  all  the  profits,  if  any  are  realized,  may  be  appropriated  to 
the  purpose  originally  contemplated  by  the  founders  of  the  institution.  It  is  proba¬ 
ble  that  the  majority  of  the  stockholders,  if  not. all,  will  cheerfully  contribute  the 
amount  of  stock  they  severally  hold  to  the  centenary  fund  :  should  the  whole  amount 
be  thus  contributed,  the  benevolent  institutions  of  the  church  will  have  a  profitable 
investment  (or  what  may  easily  be  made  such)  of  about  $15,000  :  the  Lutheran  Ob¬ 
server,  with  its  income,  will  also  be  transferred,  and  thus  the  friends  of  benevolence 
among  us  will  have  a  sufficient  motive  at  once  to  double  the  number  of  subscribers, 
which  alone  would  yield  an  annual  revenue,  above  expenses,  of  not  less  than  $4000 
for  benevolent  appropriation. 

These  are  the  principal  considerations  which  have  induced  your  memorialists  to 
lay  this  subject  before  this  body;  and  they  add  the  assurance  that,  should  the  Gene- 
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ral  Synod  take  favorable  action  upon  it,  they  will  render,  if  required,  all  the  aid  they 
can  in-promoting  the  prosperity  of  the  institution.

CENTENARY  CELEBRATION. 


APPEAL 

TO  THE  MINISTERS,  CHURCH  COUNCILS  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  EVAN¬ 
GELICAL  LUTHERAN  CHURCH  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Dear  Brethren  : 

The  following  resolutions  passed  at  the  late  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod,  will  explain  to  you  the  nature  and  object  of  this  appeal: 

Whereas  the  great  Head  of  the  church  has  been  graciously  pleased 
to  sustain  and  prosper  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  this  coun¬ 
try,  during  the  last  hundred  years,  so  that  we  can  now  raise  a  memo¬ 
rial,  and  say  “Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us,”  the  proper  period 
has  arrived  10  make  arrangements  for  the  celebration  of  a  Centenary  of 
Lutheranism  in  the  United  States,  and  whereas  such  a  celebration,  if 
conducted  in  the  right  spirit,  and  with  becoming  vigor  and  zeal,  would 
no  doubt  be  greatly  blessed  as  well  to  the  spiritual  as-  the  temporal  in¬ 
terests  of  the  church;  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  of  the  Ev.  Lutheran  Church  in 
the  United  States  respectfully  and  earnestly  recommend: 

1.  That  a  Centenary  celebration  be  observed  in  all  the  churches  con¬ 
nected  with  this  Synod,  to  last  one  year,  commencing  on  Sunday,  the 
31st  of  October  ensuing,  and  terminating  on  the  31st  of  the  same  month 
in  the  vear  of  our  Lord  1842. 

J 

2.  That  the  leading  object  of  this  celebration  be  the  promotion  of  the 
spiritual  and  temporal  interests  of  our  Zion,  by  increased  fervor  and 
faithfulness  in  prayer,  close  and  pungent  preaching  of  the  gospel,  fre¬ 
quent  holding  of  Conference  meetings,  and  by  special  and  systematic 
exertions  to  obtain  funds  for  the  support  of  the  prominent  benevolent  in¬ 
stitutions  of  our  church. 

3.  That  the  day  on  which  this  celebration  is  to  commence  be  set 
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apart  as  a  special  season  for  thanksgiving  for  the  distinguished  favors  of 
God  to  our  church  in  this  country,  that  (wherever  deemed  advisable, 
the  devotional  exercises  be  commenced  early  in  the  morning,)  and  that 
appropriate  sermons  be  preached  on  that  day,  preparatory  to  the  impor¬ 
tant  operations  of  the  Centenary  year. 

4.  That  the  whole  church  be  earnestly  solicited  lor  donations  and 
subscriptions  in  aid  of  her  several  benevolent  operations,  as  evidence 
of  our  gratitude  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Head  of  the  church,  for 
his  unspeakable  mercy  to  us  as  a  branch  of  his  kingdom  on  earth;  the 
funds  collected  within  the  bounds  of  each  Synod,  whose  appropriation 
has  not  been  specified  by  the  donors,  to  be  specifically  appropriated  by 
said  Synod. 

5.  That  in  humble  reliance  on  God’s  blessing,  we  will  unite  our  best 

efforts  to  raise  during  the  Centenary  year  at  least  $150,000  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  just  specified.  , 

6.  That  as  the  “  Lutheran  Observer”  and  “  Kirciienzeitung” 
have  greatly  contributed  to  the  prosperity  of  our  church,  and  might  be 
made  still  more  mighty  agents  of  usefulness  in  proportion  to  the  extent 
of  their  circulation,  therefore,  the  whole  church  combine  in  extra  efforts 
to  increase  the  subscription  list  of  each  to  six  thousand  before  the*expi- 
ration  of  the  Centenary  year. 

7.  That  our  Synods,  Conferences,  ministers  and  church-officers,  pre¬ 
sent  this  matter  to  the  people  with  all  due  earnestness  and  perseverance, 
and  begin  their  preparatory  measures  so  soon  as  they  may  deem  expe¬ 
dient,  but  in  no  case  to  delay  active  operations  beyond  the  day  appoint¬ 
ed  for  the  introductory  season  of  thanksgiving. 

8.  That  subscription  papers  be  opened  in  every  church  of  our  com¬ 
munion,  the  pastor  and  church-officers  thereof  consenting  thereto;  that 
each  Synod  preserve  a  record  of  all  the  donations  and  subscriptions 
raised  within  its  bounds,  and  also  send  a  copy  of  that  record  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  General  Synod,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  transcribe 
the  same  in  a  fair  and  legible  hand,  into  the  Archives  of  the  General 
Synod,  to  be  preserved  there  as  a  monument  of  the  zeal  and  liberality 
of  the  Lutherans  of  the  present  generation  in  behalf  of  their  Zion  and 
the  cause  of  our  blessed  Redeemer. 

9.  That  all  subscriptions  be  paid  within  the  Centenary  year  where  it 
may  be  practicable  ;  but  that  they  may  be  paid,  if  thought  advisable,  in 
annual  instalments  not  extending  beyond  the  period  of  five  years,  and 
that  in  all  cases  extending  beyond  the  year,  obligations  be  required  of 
the  subscribers. 

JO.  That  all  Ev.  Luth.  Synods  and  churches  in  the  United  States, 
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not  connected  with  this  Synod  be,  and  they  are  hereby  affectionately 
requested  to  unite  with  us  in  the  contemplated  celebration,  in  such  man¬ 
ner  as  to  them  may  seem  most  expedient. 

11.  That  the  Book  Establishment  be  requested  to  prepare  subscrip¬ 
tion  papers  in  the  form  of  blank-books,  properly  ruled  for  the  use  of 
congregations,  in  carrying  these  resolutions  into  effect;  and  that  the  te¬ 
nor  of  these  resolutions  be  briefly  set  forth  and  printed  in  the  same,  so 
that  the  whole  plan  and  object  may  be  correctly  understood  by  subscri¬ 
bers,  and  all  mistakes  as  to  the  terms  and  purposes  of  subscriptions 
may  especially  be  provided  against. 

12.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  an  Appeal  to  the  Ev. 
Lutheran  churches  on  the  subject  of  the  celebration,  exhibiting  the 
claims  of  the  several  objects  for  which  funds  are  to  be  raised,  and  the 
obligations  of  the  churches  to  afford  the  desired  support. 

13.  That  as  a  well  authenticated  and  judiciously  written  life  of  Luth¬ 
er,  setting  forth  his  opinions  on  cardinal  theological  points  of  doctrine, 
is  still  a  desideratum  in  the  church,  and  in  great  demand,  therefore  the 

Rev.  - - *  be,  and  is  hereby  appointed  to  prepare  such  a  work, 

comprising  about  three  or  four  hundred  12mo  pages,  as  a  memorial  of  the 
Centenary  celebration,  to  be  embellished  with  an  elegant  engraved  portrait 
of  Luther,  as  frontis-piece,  and  wood-cut  representations  of  the  princi¬ 
pal  scenes  of  his  life;  and  that  in  an  appendix,  a  brief  history  of  the 
celebration  and  its  results  be  given;  and  that  the  whole  be  ready  for  dis¬ 
tribution  within  three  months  after  the  close  of  the  Centenary  year, 
and  to  cost  not  more  than  $1  per  copy. 

From  these  resolutions  it  appears  that  the  General  Synod  of  our 
church  in  obedience  to  the  indications  of  Providence,  has  set  apart  the 
ensuing  year  as  a  period  of  thanksgiving  to  God  for  the  blessings 
which  we  as  a  people  enjoy.  During  this  period  meetings  will  be  held 
in  our  various  congregations,  the  object  of  which  will  be  to  awaken  a 
more  prayerful  spirit,  a  more  deep  toned  piety  and  a  more  active  bene¬ 
volence.  In  connection  with  these  services  the  effort  will  be  made  to 
raise  by  voluntary  contribution,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  appropriated  to  the  endowment  of  our  literary,  theolog¬ 
ical  and  other  benevolent  institutions.  The  money  thus  contributed  is 
to  be  regarded  as  a  thank  offering  to  the  Almighty.  That  we  have  a- 
bundant  reason  to  be  thankful  will  appear  from  a  glance  at  our  past  ex¬ 
perience  and  present  condition  as  a  branch  of  the  church  of  Jesus 
Christ;  and  the  hope  is  fondly  indulged  that  when  the  claims  of  benev¬ 
olence  among  us,  have  been  fairly  exhibited  and  fully  understood,  liber¬ 
al  and  free-will  offerings  will  pour  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Lord,  and

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that  the  contemplated  amount  will  be  raised  without  extraordinary  ef¬ 
fort. 

The  Lutheran  church  in  this  country  has  of  late  years  been  prepar¬ 
ing  to  co-operate  with  other  Evangelical  denominations  in  the  promo¬ 
tion  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom  throughout  the  world;  we  say  prepar- 
'  ing ,  for  we  have  not  as  yet  fully  supplied  the  congregations  already  or¬ 
ganized  among  us,  with  the  means  of  grace.  Still,  within  a  few  years 
we  have  made  great  advances.  The  spirit  of  evangelical  piety  is 
alive  and  active  in  most  of  our  churches  ;  our  ministerial  ranks  have 
been  enlarged,  and  we  have  so  far  provided  for  the  more  pressing 
wants  of  our  own  people,  that  we  have  cast  a  look  of  sympathy  upon 
the  unenlightened  heathen,  and  contributed  of  our  means  to  provide  them 
with  the  bread  of  life.  And  what  has  effected  this  happy  change  ?  It 
is  to  be  ascribed  in  a  great  measure,  under  God,  to  our  Theological  In¬ 
stitutions.  Many  young  men  have  been  educated  for  the  gospel 
ministry,  and  have  gone  forth  into  the  field  of  ministerial  labor  with  the 
spirit  of  evangelical  zeal  burning  in  their  hearts. 

But  let  us  look  for  a  moment  at  these  institutions  and  see  what  is 
needed  to  make  them  still  more  efficient  in  training  young  men  for  the 
ministry.  Their  usefulness  is  at  present  circumscribed,  and  the  reason 
is,  they  have  never  been  endowed  with  sufficient  liberality.  They  want 
a  larger  number  of  professors,  a  more  extensive  apparatus  for  the  illus¬ 
tration  of  the  liberal  sciences,  their  libraries  ought  to  be  increased,  and 
a  fund  ought  to  be  established  to  defray  the  tuition  fees  of  indigent  stu¬ 
dents  of  theology,  during  their  collegiate  course. 

We  have  one  College  at  present,  situated  in  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  and 
four  theological  seminaries — one  at  Hartwick,  N.  Y.,one  at  Columbus, 
Ohio;  one  at  Gettysburg;  and  one  at  Lexington,  S.  C.  There  is  also  a 
fifth  in  prospect,  in  the  west. 

Hartwick  Seminary  is  partially  endowed,  having  a  fund  amounting 
to  nearly  $20,000.  But  this  fund  is  not  sufficient  to  warrant  the  neces¬ 
sary  expenditure  for  philosophical  and  other  apparatus,  and  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  library.  Neither  do  the  Trustees  feel  authorized  to  ven¬ 
ture  with  their  present  fund,  upon  the  establishment  of  a  theological 
professorship  that  shall  be  independent  of  the  classical  department  of 
the  institution.  The  Principal  has  always  been  compelled  to  perform 
a  double  share  of  duty,  and  the  opportunities  of  acquiring  theological 
knowledge  have  been  necessarily  limited  and  imperfect.  The  interests 
ol  the  church  in  the  northern  States  require  that  this  institution  should 
be  placed  upon  a  proper  basis,  and  that  its  theological  character  should 
be  recognized  and  sustained  by  the  establishment  of  a  fund  for  an  inde¬ 
pendent  theological  professorship. 
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The  Seminary  at  Columbus  is  in  still  greater  need  of  funds.  That 
institution  is  destined  to  exert  an  important  influence  on  the  character 
and  prosperity  of  our  church  in  the  west.  The  population  of  the  Lu¬ 
theran  church  of  Ohio  and  adjacent  States  is  already  numerous  and  ra¬ 
pidly  increasing,  and  it  is  easy  to  perceive  the  necessity  of  a  theological 
school  in  that  section  of  our  country  to  meet  the  pressing  wants  of  the 
church.  The  institution  at  Columbus  ought  therefore,  to  he  raised  a- 
bove  all  embarrassment,  or  the  interests  of  the  church  in  the  west  will 
materially  suffer. 

The  Theological  Seminary  of  Gettysburg,  from  its  central  position, 
will  always  command  a  large  number  of  students.  This  institution  has 
been  partially  endowed  by  the  liberality  of  its  friends  in  Germany  and 
this  country,  and  has  a  fund  sufficiently  large  for  the  support  of  one 
professor.  The  establishment  of  a  second  professorship  has  been  for 
some  time  in  contemplation,  and  partial  efforts  have  from  time  to  time 

been  made,  which  have  thus  far  resulted  in  the  accumulation  of  only  a 

•/ 

small  fund,  wholly  insufficient  for  the  purpose  in  viewr.  Another  ob¬ 
ject  of  the  Centenary  enterprise,  according  to  the  urgent  request  of  its 
Board  of  directors,  will  therefore  be  to  complete  the  endowment  of  two 
additional  professorships  in  this  institution.  And  this,  the  interests  of 
the  church  in  the  middle  States  evidently  demand  ;  for  whilst  the  labor 
of  instructing  40  or  50  students  devolves  upon  one  individual,  it  is  im¬ 
possible  for  him  to  bear  for  any  length  of  time,  the  weight  of  duty  im¬ 
posed,  and  equally  impossible  that  the  course  of  instruction  should  be 
as  thorough  and  complete,  as  if  the  undivided  labors  of  several  profes¬ 
sors  were  secured. 

The  Seminary  at  Lexington  sustains  an  important  relation  to  our 
church  in  the  Southern  States,  inasmuch  as  most  of  the  young  men  of 
those  States  who  enter  the  ministry,  will  doubtless  pursue  their  prepar¬ 
atory  studies  at  that  institution.  This  Seminary  has  been  partially  en¬ 
dowed,  through  the  exertions  and  liberality  of  members  of  our  church 
in. North  and  South  Carolina,  but  like  the  other  institutions  named,  it 
labors  under  serious  disadvantages  for  want  of  a  more  liberal  appropri¬ 
ation. 

The  Synod  of  the  west  has  resolved  to  establish  a  theological  Semi¬ 
nary  within  its  territorial  limits,  for  which  purpose  more  than  $1500 
have  been  already  subscribed.  This  enterprise  commends  itself  to  the 
prayers  and  liberality  of  our  people,  for  should  it  succeed,  it  must  prove 
greatly  advantageous  to  the  interests  of  our  church  in  the  western  and 
sou  h  western  States. 

To  raise  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  place  all  these  institutions 
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upon  a  solid  basis,  and  secure  to  them  the  means  of  carrying  out  a  lib¬ 
eral  and  thorough  system  of  instruction,  is  the  object  of  this  appeal  and 
the  efforts  to  be  connected  with  it.  Whether  the  proposed  amount  can 
be  raised,  is  a  question  that  admits  of  no  other  than  an  affirmative  ans¬ 
wer  ;  whether  it  will  be,  depends  upon  the  liberality  of  those  whom 
we  address;  yet  we  are  willing  to  hazard  the  result  upon  this  liberality; 
for  it  cannot  be  that  they  whom  God  has  so  abundantly  blessed,  should 
refuse  to  aid  his  cause  to  the  extent  of  their  power.  We  live  in  an  age 
in  which  the  church  of  Christ  seems  disposed  to  recognize  her  duty; 
and  the  indications  of  divine  Providence  which  summon  us  to  action, 
are  too  plain  to  be  mistaken  or  overlooked.  Within  a  few  years  no  less 
than  four  institutions  designed  for  the  education  of  young  men  for  the 
ministry,  have  risen  into  existence  in  the  Lutheran  church  in  this  coun¬ 
try.  But  they  are  now  struggling  to  gain  an  elevation  of  more  exten¬ 
sive  usefulness;  they  are  contending  with  disadvantages  which  it  is  in 
the  power  of  the  church  to  remove. 

It  is  also  proposed  by  the  General  Synod  to  purchase  from  the  stock¬ 
holders-  their  interest  in  the  “Book  Company”  of  our  church,  which 
was  instituted  with  the  view  of  devoting  the  profits  to  the  cause  of  ed¬ 
ucation,  the  aid  of  feeble  congregations  in  the  support  of  the  gospel  and 
in  building  new  churches,  and  such  other  objects  as  have  a  particular 
claim  on  our  benevolence.  This  institution  has  at  present  an  invested 
capital  of  about  $8000,  and  there  is  a  balance  of  about  $7000  sub¬ 
scribed  which  remains  unpaid.  In  this  effort  of  the  General  Synod 
to  transfer  the  stock  of  the  Book  Establishment  for  the  exclusive  ben* 
efit  of  the  church,  the  hope  is  indulged  that  the  stockholders  gener¬ 
ally  will  manifest  their  interest  in  the  success  of  our  benevolent  opera¬ 
tions,  by  contributing,  severally,  to  the  centenary  fund,  the  amount 
of  stock  for  which  they  have  subscribed.  This  will  secure  to  the 
directors,  for  the  use  of  the  church,  a  capital  of  $15,000,  which  is 
the  smallest  amount  that  ought  to  be  invested.  The  fact,  that  this 
institution  has  paid  expenses  the  first  year  of  its  operations,  leaving 
a  balance  in  its  favor  of  more  than  $1000  due  from  subscribers  to 
the  Lutheran  Observer,  encourages  the  belief  that  it  will  yield  a  laro-e 
profit  when  the  difficulties  attending  almost  every  new  enterprise, 
shall  have  been  overcome.  Could  this  institution  be  made  to  yield  an 
annual  nett  income  of  no  more  than  four  or  five  thousand  dollars,  the 
cause  of  education  and  missions  would  be  materially  benefited. 

The  Lutheran  Observer  alone  may  easily  be  rendered  a  source  of 
large  revenue,  Were  the  present  number  of  subscribers  only  doubled, 
there  would  be  secured  for  benevolent,  purposes  no  less  than  $4000  ev- 
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ery  year.  And  we  would  therefore  urge  the  interests  of  the  “Observer” 
upon  the  attention  of  those  whom  we  address.  Let  the  increase  of  sub¬ 
scribers  to  this  paper  be  one  of  the  objects  of  the  Centenary  effort. — 
Let  there  be  a  general  and  simultaneous  movement  in  favor  of  this  re¬ 
commendation.  But  we  would  plead  for  the  more  extensive  circulation 
of  this  periodical  and  also  the  “Lutherische  Kirchenzeitung”  on  anoth¬ 
er  ground;  namely,  as  heralds  of  truth  which  carry  with  them  a  blessed 
influence  into  every  family  in  which  they  are  introduced. 

These,  brethren,  are  the  principal  objects  contemplated  in  the  Cen¬ 
tenary  effort.  They  all  relate  to  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Christ.  We  have  no  other  desire  than  to  see  the  Lutheran  Church 
take  her  appropriate  place  in  the  great  evangelical  movements  that  are 
in  progress  for  the  conversion  of  the  world.  In  asking  you,  therefore, 
to  establish  our  institutions  upon  a  broad  and  substantial  basis  of  pros¬ 
perity  and  usefulness,  we  only  ask  you  to  do  your  part  in  spreading 
abroad  the  religion  of  our  blessed  Redeemer.  We  need  not  attempt  to 
prove  that  it  requires  money  to  circulate  the  Scriptures,  to  educate  and 
support  missionaries,  and  sustain  the  entire  system  of  benevolent  oper¬ 
ations.  And  we  regard  the  expectation  perfectly  reasonable,  that  the 
American  Lutheran  Church  will  contribute  one  hundred  and  fifty  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  as  a  free-will  offering  to  God,  in  token  of  our  gratitude  for 
his  mercies  to  us  as  a  people.  What  is  this  amount  for  a  church  com¬ 
prising  100,000  members  and  more  than  20,000  families?  It  is  but  an 
average  of  a  dollar  and  a  half  for  each  member,  and  scarcely  ten  dollars 
for  each  family.  Are  there  not  many  individuals  in  the  church  who 
might  contribute  $1000  without  injury  to  themselves?  Are  there  not 
many  more  who  might  contribute  five  hundred  ?  Are  there  not  very 
many  for  whom  one  hundred  dollars  would  be  a  small  donation  ?  And 
are  there  not,  comparatively  -few  who  are  unable  to  contribute  ten 
dollars?  Divided  into  three  annual  instalments,  this  is  but  three  dollars 
and  thirty  three  cents  a  year,  and  not  quite  a  cent  a  day.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  demonstrated  that  there  are  but  few  who  cannot  give  at  least 
ten  dollars  to  the  Centenary  fund;  whilst  very  many  can  give  twenty, 
fifty  or  a  hundred  without  any  sacrifice;  and  not  a  few  five  hundred  ot 
a  thousand. 

Bear  with  us  whilst  we  dwell  upon  some  of  the  motives  that  urge 
us  to  action  in  this  noble  cause. 

Brethren!  we  appeal  to  you  in  view  of  the  crying  wants  of  the  church 
and  the  world.  First,  the  church.  Look  at  the  desti.ution  that  exists 
within  our  own  borders.  We  have  1000  congregations,  and  scarcely 

400  n  inisters  to  supply  their-spiritual  necessities.  Besides,  thousands 
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of  emigrants  are  arriving  annually  from  Germany,  a  large  portion  of 
whom,  being1  members  of  the  Lutheran  church,  have  a  stronger  claim 
upon  our  sympathies  than  upon  those  of  any  other  persuasion,  whilst 
their  language  renders  our  duty  to  take  care  of  their  spiritual  interests, 
most  imperative. 

But  the  call  for  missionaries  in  foreign  lands  is  still  louder  than  at 
home.  Among  heathen  nations,  there  is  but  one  preacher  to  about  three 
millions  of  souls. 

And  has  the  Lutheran  church  nothing  to  do  in  establishing  the  king¬ 
dom  of  Christ  where  Satan  now  exercises  his  authority?  Let  the  part¬ 
ing  injunction  of  the  Saviour  to  his  disciples  answer!  What  branch  of 
the  church  is  absolved  from  the  obligation  which  this  command  impos- 
ses?  Surely,  none. 

We  appeal  to  you  in  view  of  the  example  of  other  Christian  persua¬ 
sions.  Let  it  not  be  said  that  $150,000  is  too  large  a  sum  to  be  raised. 
Our  Methodist  brethren  have  contributed  far  more  than  this  to  the  Cen¬ 
tenary  fund  of  their  own  church;  and  though  they  are  more  in  number  than 
we,  there  is  probably  not  much  more  wealth  in  that  denomination  than 
in  ours.  At  the  last  general  convention  held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
four  hundred  thousand  dollars  were  reported  as  having  been  subscrib¬ 
ed;  but  as  thirteen  conferences  did  not  report,  it  is  estimated  that  more 
than  half  a  million  has  been  pledged  by  the  members  of  the  Methodist 
church  towards  their  Centenary  fund.  We  mention  this  fact  for  the  en¬ 
couragement  of  those  who  think  the  sum  named  by  the  General  Synod 
too  large,  and  who  fear  that  it  cannot  be  raised.  If  in  our  appeal  we 
find  willing  hearts,  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  the  way  of  obtaining 
even  a  larger  sum  than  this.  We  beg  leave  to  introduce  another  fact. 
As  nearly  as  we  can  estimate,  the  Presbyterian  church  contributes  to¬ 
wards  various  benevolent  objects,  such  as  foreign  and  domestic  mis¬ 
sions,  the  circulation  of  the  Bible  and  tracts,  education,  &c.,  no  less 
than  $300,000  every  year.  Still  another:  the  General  Synod  of  the 
German  Reformed  Church  at  its  last  meeting  appointed  a  Centenary 
celebration,  and  resolved  to  raise  $100,000.  The  members  of  that 
church  have  nobly  responded  to  the  appeal  that  was  addressed  to  them, 
and  have  displayed  a  becoming  zeal  and  a  commendable  liberality  in 
their  contributions;  and  whilst  we  rejoice  at  their  success  thus  far, 
which  promises  to  realize,  and  more  than  realize  their  expectations,  we 
trust  their  example  will  be  emulated  by  those  to  whom  this  appeal  is 
addressed. 

We  appeal  in  view  of  the  obligations  of  gratitude  which  God  has 
imposed  upon  us.  Every  selfish  consideration  ought  to  give  way  before

this  motive.  It  is  more  than  a  hundred  years  since  the  establishment  of 
our  church  in  this  country,  and  more  than  three  hundred  since  our  con¬ 
fession  of  faith  was  presented  at  the  diet  of  Augsburg.  During  all  this 
period  God  has  watched  over  our  interests,  until  we  can  number  through¬ 
out  Christendom  about  thirty  million  members.  In  this  country  we 
have  been  permitted  to  enjoy,  in  common  with  other  evangelical  denom¬ 
inations,  the  presence  and  blessing  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  congregations 
have  been  revived,  and  pure  religion  has  succeeded  dead  formality.  The 
general  interests  of  the  church  have  also  been  proportionably  advanced. 
Our  theological  seminaries  have  been  instituted,  sustained  and  rendered 
useful;  numbers  of  young  men  are  now  preparing  to  enter  the  ministry 
in  our  connection,  and  the  Book  Establishment  has  been  started  into  ac¬ 
tive  existence.  Surely,  these  manifest  tokens  of  divine  supervision  call 
for  a  corresponding  evidence  of  gratitude  on  our  part. 

We  appeal  to  you  in  view  of  your  solemn  vows.  We  address  those 
who  have  promised  to  advance  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  and  who  ac¬ 
knowledge  their  obligation  to  do  so  as  often  as  they  use  the  petition  : 
“  thy  kingdom  come.”  The  objects  for  which  we  ask  you  to  contrib¬ 
ute  $150,000  are  all  intimately  associated  with  the  progress  of  the  gos¬ 
pel.  The  command  is:  “To  do  good  and  to  communicate,  forget  not.” 
“Freely  ye  have  received,  freely  give.” 

We  appeal  in  view  of  the  promises  of  God.  He  has  declared  that  if 
you  employ  faithfully  the  means  of  doing  good  which  he  has  placed  in 
your  hands,  he  will  reward  and  bless  you  in  return.  Hear  what  he 
says  :  “Cast  thy  bread  upon  the  waters,  and  thou  shalt  find  it  after  many 
days,”  “Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse,  and  prove  me  here¬ 
with,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  if  I  will  not  open  you  the  windows  of 
heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a  blessing  that  there  shall  not  be  room  enough 
to  receive  it.”  “  The  liberal  soul  shall  be  made  fat.”  On  your  belief 
of  these  promises  we  are  willing  to  rest  our  appeal.  Believing  these, 
you  cannot  fail  to  extend  the  hand  of  liberality,  for  you  know  that  if 
you  give  with  a  cheerful  mind  and  from  a  desire  to  promote  the  glory  of 
God,  yGU  will  receive  abundant  returns  in  this  life  and  the  next. 

We  appeal  in  view  of  the  example  of  the  world.  What  vast  expend¬ 
itures  are  daily  made  for  political  and  other  purposes  !  How  many 
millions  are  annually  spent  for  superfluous  dress  or  amusement,  or  what 
is  worse,  for  sinful  gratification !  The  cost  of  intemperance  alone,  to 
this  nation,  is  eighty  million  dollars  in  a  single  year.  And  yet  this  vast 
expenditure  is  submitted  to  for  the  sake  of  an  indulgence  which  brings 
no  happiness,  but  levies  a  perpetual  tax  upon  the  well-being  of  commu¬ 
nity  and  the  welfare  of  the  souls  of  men.  And  has  the  church  a  less 
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noble  object  to  secure?  Are  wot  ihe  interests  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ 
superior  to  all  others?  Is  not  the  salvation  of  a  world  worth  all  the  la¬ 
bors  and  prayers  and  money  that  can  be  spent  in  securing  it  ?  If  the 
world  can  expend  'millions  for  gratifications  that  are  useless  and  often 
positively  injurious,  shall  Christians  hesitate  to  perform  their  duty  for 
fear  of  the  cost,  when  they  have  the  command  of  God  to  urge,  and  his 
promise  to  cheer  and  encourage  them  ? 

We  appeal  in  view  of  the  example  of  Christ.  Should  all  other  argu¬ 
ments  and  motives  fail,  this  alone  will  stimulate  the  believer  to  acts  of 
self-denial.  The  standard  of  liberality  generally  adopted,  is  a  wrong 
one,  and  is  based  upon  the  supposition  that  we  are  to  minister  to  our 
own  temporal  gratification  as  long  as  there  is  a  single  wish  to  be  indul¬ 
ged,  even  though  the  spiritual  interests  of  our  fellow  men  should  suffer.” 
“  We  will  give  what  we  conveniently  can,  without  feeling  it,”  is  the 
determination  of  many,  when  their  contributions  are  solicited  for  objects 
of  benevolence  ;  and  then,  all  the  luxuries  that  wealth  can  purchase  be¬ 
come  in  the  end  requisites  to  enjoyment  ivhich  cannot  be  conveniently 
spared.  Had  Christ  acted  on  this  principle  not  a  soul  would  have  been 
rescued  from  eternal  death.  But  when  he  came  into  the  world  to  suffer 
and  die,  he  forgot  himself,  in  his  anxiety  to  save  the  lost.  His  example 
is  to  be  our  pattern.  We  are  to  sacrifice  every  thing  that  comes  in  the 
way  of  duty.  And  if  the  contribution  of  fifty  or  a  hundred  or  a  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  for  the  advancement  of  his  kingdom,  renders  it  necessary  to 
forego  some  gratification  which  might  otherwise  have  been  purchased, 
the  sacrifice  must  be  made.  “If  any  man  will  be  my  disciple,”  says 
Christ,  “let  him  deny  himself;”  and  he  has  furnished  us  with  an  illus¬ 
tration  of  the  nature  of  this  self-denial,  in  his  own  example.  Let  every 
Christian  then,  in  view  of  this  standard  of  duty,  propose  the  question 
to  his  own  heart:  “what  have  I  denied  myself  for  the  sake  of  the  cos- 
pel?  If  nothing,  where  is  the  evidence  that  I  am  a  real  disciple  of 
Christ”  Brethren!  let  the  example  of  the  Son  of  God — his  condescen¬ 
sion,  his  humility,  his  tears,  his  groans,  his  agonies  and  death  ;  let  the 
hopes  that  you  indulge,  based  as  they  are  upon  these  wonderful  transac¬ 
tions,  awaken  your  sympathies  in  behalf  of  the  spiritual  welfare  of  your 
fellow  men.  Let  your  liberality  on  the  present  occasion,  amounting,  if 
need  be,  to  self-denial,  prove  that  you  have  communed  with  the  Lamb 
of  God,  and  that  you  have  imbibed  his  holy  temper. 

But  we  would  not  forget  that  these  offerings  are  to  be  consecrated  bn 
prayer.  The  divine  blessing  must  attend  the  gift,  or  the  salvation  of 
men,  the  great  end  for  which  it  is  appropriated,  will  not  be  attained. 
May  the  spirit  of  earnest  supplication  be  awakened  in  all  our  churches 
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in  behalf  of  this  centenial  effort,  and  may  God  excite  in  the  hearts  of 
all  our  members,  a  more  lively  sense  of  their  dependence  upon  Him. 
Let  the  cause  for  which  we  now  plead  be  frequently  remembered  at  the 
throne  of  Grace — in  the  sanctuary,  in  the  social  circle,  and  in  the  family, 
and  the  result  must  he  propitious  :  not  only  will  plenteous  offerings  be 
cast  into  the  treasury  of  the  Lord,  hut,  favored  with  the  divine  approba¬ 
tion,  they  will  become  instrumental  in  spreading  far  and  wide,  the  truth 
and  the  power  of  the  gospel. 

Brethren  :  let  us  go  forward  in  this  noble  enterprise,  determined  to 
accomplish  great  things.  We  are  stewards  in  the  household  of  Christ, 
let .us  not  be  recreant  to  our  high  trust.  To  us  much  has  been  given, 
and  much  will  be  required.  We  have  the  zeal  of  other  Christian  per¬ 
suasions  to  stimulate  our  efforts,  and  we  have  the  example  of  Christ 
himself.  When  you  are  about  to  decide  the  question  how  much  you 
will  contribute  to  this  enterprise,  fix  your  eye  upon  the  cross,  and  your 
heart  will  expand  under  the  influence  of  a  contemplation  so  interesting 
to  yourself,  and  to  all  for  whom  Christ  died.  Compared  with  that  sac¬ 
rifice  whose  value  no  human  mind  can  estimate,  you  will  realize  the 
nothingness  of  all  tilings  else,  and  you  will  be  stirred  up  to  generosity 
in  view  of  the  countless  millions  who  are  “perishing  for  lack  of  knowl¬ 
edge.”  We  plead  not  for  ourselves,  but  for  Christ,  for  his  church,  and 
for  the  souls  which  he  came  to  redeem.  We  have  no  interest  in  this 
matter,  except  that  which  is  common  to  every  friend  of  the  Redeemer. 
We  therefore  commend  this  enterprise  to  your  liberality  and  prayers,  and 
to  the  blessing  of  Him  whose  glory  and  honor  it  is  our  aim  to  promote. 


The  foregoing  is  a  correct  account  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
eleventh  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lu- 
v  theran  Church  in  the  U.  S.,  including  the  minutes  of  the  Missionary 
and  Education  Societies,  and  the  documents  presented  and  acted 
upon  at  the  Convention.

CONSTITUTION 


Of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 

United  States  of  North  America. 

(as  amended.) 

Translated  from  the  original  German  copy. 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  Ilis  Church,  having  prescribed 
no  entire  and  specific  directory  for  government  and  discipline,  and  every 
section  of  His  Church  being  left  at  full  liberty  to  make  such  additional 
regulations  to  that  effect  as  may  be  best  adapted  to  its  situation  and  cir¬ 
cumstances :  therefore,  relying  upon  God  our  Father,  in  the  name  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  the  word  of  God,  for  the  promotion  of  the  practice  of  brother¬ 
ly  love,  to  the  furtherance  of  Christian  concord,  to  the  firm  establish¬ 
ment  and  continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace — 
We,  the  deputies  of  the  “  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of 
Pennsylvania  and  the  neighboring  States,”  of  the  “  German  and  Eng¬ 
lish  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
bordering  States,”  of  the  “Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  in  the 
State  of  New  York,  and  the  neighboring  States  and  countries,”  and  of 
the  “Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Maryland  and  Virginia,  &c.”  for 
ourselves  and  successors,  do  adopt  the  following  fundamental  articles, 
viz: 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  name,  style  and  title  of  this  Convention  shall  be,  “  The  Evange¬ 
lical  Lutheran  General  Synod  of  the  United  States  of  North  AmericaE 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  deputies  from  the  several 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synodical  Conventions  in  the  United  States,  who 
may  join  themselves  thereunto,  and  be  duly  acknowledged  as  members 
thereof,  in  the  following  ratio,  viz: 

Every  Synodical  body,  or  Synod,  (whether  of  ministers  only,  or  of 
ministers  and  lay  deputies  together,)  containing  six  ministers,  may  send 
two  ;  if  it  contains  fourteen,  three  ;  if  twenty-five,  four  ;  if  forty,  five  ; 
if  sixty,  six  ;  and  if  it  contains  eighty-six  ministers  or  upwards,  seven 
deputies  of  the  rank  of  ordained  ministers,  and  an  equal  number  of  lay- 
'deputies. 
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Each  Deputy,  appearing  in  the  General  Synod  according  to  this  ratio, 
shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  enjoy  an  equal  right  and  vote  with 
all  others.  Every  Synod  may  choose  its  Deputies  in  such  a  way  and 
manner  as  to  them  may  seem  proper;  and  shall  pay  the  travelling  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  same  to  and  from  the  General  Synod,  until  the  General 
Synod  shall  have  established  for  itself  a  treasury  from  which  the  future 
expenses  may  be  discharged. 

ARTICLE  III, 

The  business  of  the  General  Synod  shall  be  as  follows,  viz : 

Section  I.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceedings  of 
the  several  Synods  and  Ministeriums  belonging  to  this  association,  in 
order  that  they  may  obtain  some  knowledge  of  the  existing  state  and 
condition  of  the  Church.  The  several  Synods,  therefore,  shall  trans¬ 
mit  as  many  copies  of  their  proceedings  to  the  General  Synod,  as 
there  shall  be  members  contained  in  the  General  Synod. 

Sect*  II.  Whenever  the  General  Synod  shall  deem  it  proper  or 
necessary,  they  may  propose  to  the  special  Synods  or  Ministeriums, 
new  books  or  writings,  such  as  catechisms,  forms  of  liturgy,  collections 
of  hymns  for  general  or  special  public  use  in  the  Church.  Every  pro¬ 
posal  of  the  kind,  the  several  or  respective  Synods  may  duly  consider  ; 
and  if  they,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  of  opinion,  that  the  said  book  or 
books,  writing  or  writings,  will  not  conduce  to  the  end  proposed,  they 
may  reject  them,  and  adopt  such  liturgical  books  as  they  may  think 
proper.  / 

But  no  General  Synod  can  be  allowed  to  possess  or  arrogate  unto  it¬ 
self  “  the  power  of  prescribing  among  us  'uniform  ceremonies  of  reli¬ 
gion  for  every  part  of  the  Church  or  to  introduce  such  alterations  in 
matters  appertaining  to  the  faith,  or  to  the  mode  of  publishing  the  Gos 
pel  of  Jesus  Christ,  (the  Son  of  God,  and  ground  of  our  faith  and  hope,) 
as  might  in  any  way  tend  to  burden  the  consciences  of  the  brethren  in 
Christ. 

Sect.  III.  All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  holding  the 
fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Bible  as  taught  by  our  Church,  not  now 
in  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  may,  at  any  time,  become  asso¬ 
ciated  with  it,  by  adopting  this  Constitution,  and  senfling  delegates  to 
its  Convention,  according  to  the  ratio  specified  in  Art.  II. 

Sect.  IV.  With  regard  to  the  grades  in  the  ministry,  the  General 
Synod  may  give  to  the  several  Ministeriums  their  deliberate  advice, 
wherein  the  circumstances  of  time,  place  and  condition  must  be  duly 
contemplated,  and  a  beneficial  uniformity,  and  actual  equality,  of  rank 
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among  the  several  ministers  must,  as  much  as  possible,  be  had  in  view. 
The  General  Synod  shall  also  advise  such  rules  and  regulations  among 
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the  several  Synods  and  Ministeriums,  as  may  prevent  unpleasant  and 
unfriendly  collisions,  that  otherwise  might  arise  out  of  any  difference  of 
grades  existing  among  them,  or  from  any  other  possible  causes. 

Sect.  V.  The  General  Synod  shall  not  be  looked  upon  as  a  tribunal 
of  appeal ;  it  may,  however,  be  employed  in  the  following  cases,  and 
after  the  following  manner  : 

1.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when  complaints 
shall  be  brought  before  them  by  whole  Synods,  Ministeriums,  Congre¬ 
gations,  or  individual  Ministers,  concerning  doctrine  or  discipline.  They 
shall,  however,  be  extremely  careful,  that  the  consciences  of  ministers 
of  the  gospel  be  not  burdened  with  human  inventions,  laws  or  devices, 
and  that  no  one  be  oppressed  by  reason  of  differences  of  opinion  on 
non-fundamental  doctrines. 

2.  If  parties,  differing  in  matters  of  doctrine  and  discipline,  refer  the 
cause  of  difference  in  a  brotherly  manner  to  the  General  Synod,  they 
shall  institute  a  close  and  exact  scrutiny  and  examination  thereof,  and 
give  their  opinion  on  the  subject  of  difference,  according  to  their  best 
insight  of  right,  equity,  brotherly  love  and  truth. 

3.  If  difference  between  Synods  be  referred  the  votes  thereon  shall 
be  taken  by  Synods,  and  the  referring  Synods  shall  have  no  vote. 

Sect.  VI.  The  General  Synod  may  devise  plans  for  Seminaries  of 
Education  and  Missionary  Institutions,  as  well  as  for  the  aid  of  poor 
ministers,  and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  poor  ministers,  and  endeavor 
with  the  help  of  God  to  carry  them  into  effect. 

Sect.  VII.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create  a  treas¬ 
ury,  for  the  effectual  advancement  of  its  purposes. 

Sect.  VIII.  The  General  Synod  shall  apply  all  their  powers,  their 
prayers  and  their  means,  towards  the  prevention  of  schisms  among  us  ; 
be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circumstances  of  the 
times,  and  of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity  of  sentiment 
among  Christians  in  general,  in  order  that  the  blessed  opportunities  to 
promote  concord  and  unity,  and  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  king¬ 
dom,  may  not  pass  by  neglected  and  unavailing. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  General  Synod  shall  choose  from  among  their  own  number  a 
President  and  a  Secretary  ;  and  from  among  their  own  number  or  else¬ 
where,  as  soon  as  it  may  be  necessary,  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  con¬ 
tinue  in  office  until  the  next  succeeding  convention.  The  same  person 
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is  at  all  times  re-eligible  as  Secretary  or  Treasurer;  but  no  one  may  be 
elected  President  more  than  two  conventions  in  succession,  and  the 
same  person  cannot  thereafter  be  elected  for  the  two  successively  follow¬ 
ing  conventions. 

Sect.  I.  The  President  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  convention. 
He  may  make  motions,  give  his  opinion,  and  vote  like  every  other  mem¬ 
ber.  With  the  consent  and  concurrence  of  the  minister  of  the  place, 
where  the  convention  is  held,  he  shall  appoint  the  several  preachers  du¬ 
ring  the  convention.  He  shall  subscribe  all  letters,  written  advices,  re¬ 
solutions  and  proceedings  of  the  Synod.  In  extraordinary  cases,  and  by 
request  of  any  one  of  the  acknowledged  Synod,  made  known  to  him  in 
the  form  of  a  Synodical  or  Ministerial  resolution,  he  may  call  together 
special  conventions  of  the  General  Synod.  In  case  the  business  of  the 
Secretary  become  too  burdensome  for  one  person  to  execute,  he  shall, 
wi  h  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary,  appoint  an  assistant  Secretary, 
and  make  known  to  him  what  portion  of  the  labors  he  ought  to  under¬ 
take. 

Sect.  II.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings, 
write,  attest,  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  writings,  make  known 
the  time  and  place  of  the  convention,  through  the  medium  of  the  public 
prints,  at  least  three  months  beforehand,  and  in  the  special  or  extraordi¬ 
nary  cases  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  section,  he  shall  give  written  no¬ 
tice  thereof  to  each  of  the  special  Synods  or  Ministeriums. 

Sect.  III.  If  the  President  or  Secretary  in  the  intermediate  time  be¬ 
tween  the  conventions,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office,  or  become  in¬ 
capable  of  executing  the  same,  the  next  in  office  shall  take  his  place  and 
perform  his  duties  ;  if  it  be  the  Treasurer,  then  the  President  shall  ap¬ 
point  another  Treasurer,  ad  interim  in  his  stead. 

Sect.  IV.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  Synod.  He  shall  give  receipts  for  all  monies  put 
into  his  hands.  He  shall  not  pay  any  monies  out  of  his  hands  but  by 
order  of  the  President,  attested  by  the  Secretary,  in  pursuance  of  a  re¬ 
solution  of  the  Synod  to  that  effect.  At  every  convention  of  the  Sy¬ 
nod  he  shall  render  account. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  course  of  business  shall  be  conducted  as  follows,  viz  : 

1.  The  deputies  shall  give  personal  notice  of  their  arrival  to  the  min¬ 
ister  of  the  place,  or  if  the  congregation  be  destitute  of  a  minister,  to 
any  other  person  appointed  by  the  congregation  for  the  purpose,  who 
shall  make  known  to  them  their  place  of  residence,  and  the  place  where 
the  session  shall  be  held. 
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2.  At  nine  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  first  week-day  of  the  time 
of  convention,  the  session  shall  begin  and  be  opened  with  prayer. 

3.  The  President  elected  by  the  former  convention,  shall  act  as 
chairman  till  another  President  be  chosen.  In  case  of  his  absence  the 
persons  present  may,  on  motion  made  and  seconded,  appoint  another  in 
his  stead. 

4.  The  members  shall  give  in  to  the  chairman  their  attestations  or 
certificates.  For  all  the  deputies  from  any  one  particular  Synod,  one 
certificate,  signed  by  the  President  and  attested  by  the  Secretary  of  that 
Synod,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient,  and  all  the  members  of  the  same  Sy¬ 
nod  shall  sit  together. 

5.  If  a  majority  of  the  deputies  of  a  majority  of  the  Synods,  attach¬ 
ed  to  the  General  Synod,  be  present,  the  business  shall  go  on.  If  this 
proportion  be  lacking,  the  members  present  may  from  time  to  time  post¬ 
pone  the  session  of  the  convention.  . 

6.  The  President,  Secietary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  ballot, 
on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  and  so  soon  as  the  members  shall  have 
given  in  their  certificates. 

7.  The  proceedings  of  the  former  convention  shall  be  read  by  the 
Secretary. 

8.  Hereupon  follow  the  several  portions  of  business  according  to  ar¬ 
ticle  III.  section  for  section. 

9.  Now  other  mixed  motions  may  be  made,  concerning  the  subjects 
already  discussed,  or  any  other  matters  that  may  occur. 

10.  In  conclusion,  the  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  ballot,  the 
time  and  place  of  the  next  convention,  observing  at  all  times,  however, 
that  one  convention,  at  least,  be  held  every  three  years. 

ARTICLE  VI, 

The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  by-laws  they  may  deem  ne¬ 
cessary  ;  provided  only,  that  the  said  by-laws  do  not  contradict  the  spirit 
of  the  Constitution. 

No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  may  be  made  except  by  the  con¬ 
sent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  this  Convention;  an  exact 
copy  of  the  intended  alterations  to  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  all  the 
Presidents  of  the  District  Synods  in  connection  with  this  body,  with 
the  request,  that  they  would  lay  them  before  their  respective  Synods  for 
decision.

Resolved ,  That  the  Alleghany  Synod  be  received  into  connection 
with  the  General  Synod. 

A  similar  resolution  was  passed  in  reference  to  the  Synod  of 
East  Pennsylvania,  and  the  delegates  representing  that  Synod  were 
received  as  members  of  this  convention. 
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On  motion 

Resolved ,  That  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gutelius,  delegate  of  the  German 
Reformed  Synod;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Webster  of  the  Methodist  Pro¬ 
testant  church,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hammer  of  the  German  Evan¬ 
gelical  church,  be  invited  to  take  seats  as  corresponding  members 
of  this  convention. 

The  minutes  of  the  following  Synods  were  then  presented : —

that  city. 

2.  A  letter  from  the  English  Lutheran  church  in  Pittsburg,  of  the 
same  import. 

In  compliance  with  article  9th  of  the  by-laws,  which  requires 
that,  at  every  convention  there  shall  be  appointed  a  committee  of 
eleven  on  the  state  of  the  church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  the 
reports  and  minutes  of  district  Synods,  with  instructions  to  examine 
and  report  thereon ; — the  President  named  the  following  committee : 
Rev.  Messrs.  Baugher,  (chairman)  Lochman,  Senderling,  Thiimmel, 
Pohlman,  Eichelberger,  Yeager,  J.  B.  Reck,  Babb,  F.  Ruthrauff 
and  Selmser. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  report  on  the  minutes 
of  the  last  General  Synod. 

Committee. — Rev.  J.  C.  Hope  and  Messrs.  Bonesteel,  and  F. 
Smith. 

It  was  then 

Resolved ,  That  the  order  of  business,  and  by-laws  governing  the 
last  convention  of  this  body,  be  adopted  to  govern  the  present  con¬ 
vention,  wdth  the  exception  of  the  11th  article. 

Resolved ,  That  the  11th  rule  of  order  be  altered  so  as  to  read: 
w  Rules  may  be  dispensed  with  temporarily,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members;”  and  that  the  11th  by-law,  be  altered  so  as  to 
read :  u  Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  dispensed  with  tempor¬ 
arily,  by  the  voice  of  two-thirds  of  the  members.” 

The  following  report  was  then  presented  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Hymn  book  committee: 
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REPORT  OF  THE  HYMN-BOOK  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  GEN¬ 
ERAL  SYNOD. 

The  Hymn  book  committee  of  the  General  Synod,  respectfully  report : 

1.  That  since  the  meeting  of  the  last  General  Synod,  there  have  been  sold 
and  furnished  to  the  sub-agent  at  Gettysburg,  or  to  other  depositories,  by  the 
general  agent,  Rev.  Dr.  B.  Kurtz,  as  Superintendent  of  the  Book  Company, 
10,015  copies  of  the  hymn-book,  and  4644  catechisms.  Of  this  number,  464 
were  sold  to  depositories,  and  2981  furnished  to  the  sub-agent  at  Gettysburg, 
and  6570  to  others.  By  the  sub-agent  at  Gettysburg,  Mr.  S.  H.  Beuhler, 
there  were  sold  within  the  same  time  2408  hymn-books,  and  400  catechisms. 
Of -this  number,  1011  hymn-books  were  sold  to  depositories,  and  1397  to 
others.  Of  hymn-books  sold  by  the  sub-agent  at  Gettysburg,  841  were  in 
the  German  language. 

2.  In  conformity  to  the  resolution  of  the  last  General  Synod,  a  selection  of 
some  additional  hymns  has  been  prepared  by  the  committee,  and  appended  to 
the  English  hymn-book.  In  this  supplement  it  was  our  design  to  include 
the  most  valuable  and  popular  hymns,  of  chaste  and  evangelical  character, 
which  have  been  published  since  the  former  selection  was  made.  A  general 
index  of  subjects,  and  another  of  the  Scripture  texts,  referred  to  in  some  of 
the  hymns,  have  been  added,  which  it  is  hoped,  will  enhance  the  value  of 
the  work. 

3.  Accompanying  this  report,  is  the  account  book  of  the  committee,  con¬ 
taining  a  detail  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  they  desire  the  Synod  to 
have  audited.  The  specific  and  detailed  accounts  of  the  general  agent  at 
Baltimore,  and  of  the  sub-agent  at  Gettysburg,  are  also  herewith  presented, 
exhibiting  the  amount  of  every  sale,  and  of  every  debt  due  the  committee,  and 
occurring  during  the  last  two  years. 

4.  The  sum  total  of  receipts  by  the  committee  from  all  our  services,  since 
their  last  report  in  1811,  was  $1867,50,  which  together  with  a  balance  of 
$246,91  left  in  their  hands  at  the  close  of  the  last  General  Synod,  amounts 
to  $2114,41.  Of  this  sum,  about  $300,00  were  paid  to  the  Book  Company 
for  printing  the  minutes  and  other  documents  ordered  by  the  Synod  ;  $643,35 
were  paid  for  stereotyping  and  repairs  of  plates,  making  together  $965,10. 
For  the  particulars  of  these  and  the  remaining  items  of  expenditure  and  re¬ 
ceipt,  the  committee  refer  you  to  their  account  book.  The  amount  of  cash 
now  in  the  Iiands  of  the  committee  for  paying  the  mileage  of  the  delegates  to 
this  Synod,  the  publication  of  minutes,  and  other  expenses,  amounts  to 
$1088,66.  This  sum,  when  it  is  recollected  lhat  the  expenses  of  the  new 
plates  for  the  English  hymn-book  with  the  appendix,  and  of  the  heavy  amount 
of  printing  ordered  by  the  last  General  Synod,  has  been  paid  since  the  last 
report,  exhibits  the  state  of  the  treasury  as  rather  more  prosperous  than 
could  have  been  expected  amid  the  pressure  of  the  times.  But  the  circula¬ 
tion  of  the  hymn-book  is  decidedly  increasing,  and  as  no  money  will  be  re¬ 
quired  for  some  years  for  stereotype  plates,  the  surplus  income  will  doubtless 
hereafter  be  larger,  and  still  enable  the  Synod  to  defray  the  expense  of  her 
delegates,  whose  number  is  also  greater  at  every  successive  meeting. 
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5.  Depositories  for  the  books  of  this  Synod  are  now  established  at  the  fol¬ 
lowing1  places, - by  which  it  is  believed  that 

the  facilities  for  distributing  these  works  are  such  as  meet  the  wishes  and 
necessities  of  the  greater  part  of  the  church;  ancLothers  will  be  added  to  the 
list  as  the  different  portions  of  the  church  may  request. 

6.  Having  now,  for  about  15  years,  attended  to  the  numerous  and  oft  com¬ 

plicated  duties  of  chairman  of  the  hymn-book  committee,  and  endeavored  to 
administer  its  affairs  with  strict  fidelity  to  the  interests  of  this  Synod  and 
the  spiritual  benefit  of  the  church  at  large,  the  undersigned  chairman  begs 
leave  to  resign  his  charge  into  the  hands  of  the  Synod,  to  be  committed  to 
some  other  individual.  This  he  feels  the  more  at  liberty  to  do,  because  by 
the  many  past  years  of  experience ;  the  church,  the  agents  and  depository  su¬ 
perintendents  have  become  well  acquainted  with  the  rules  by  which  they  are 
to  be  governed,  and  therefore,  will  need  less  rigid  supervision  and  less  fre¬ 
quent  interposition.  Since  the  Lutheran  Book  Company  has  become  firmly 
established,  and  will  probably  at  this  meeting,  become  fully  the  property  of 
the  General  Synod,  a  contract  can  easily  be  made  with  them,  by  which  the 
chairman  of  the  hymn-book  committee,  will  be  relieved  of  three-fourths  of 
his  labor  without  adding  materially  to  that  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Book 
Company.  S.  S.  SCHMUCKER. 

After  the  reading  of  this  report  the  Rev.  Mr.  Haesbaert  was 
invited  to  a  seat  as  an  advisory  member. 

it  was  then 

Resolved ,  That  the  report  of  the  hymn  book  committee  be  accept¬ 
ed,  and  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  committee,  and  report  on  the  best  mode  of  managing  its  con¬ 
cerns.

At  this  stage  of  the  proceedings  Prof.  Reynolds,  at  the  request 
of  the  President,  took  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Morris,  it  was  then 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  draw  up  a  paper  in 
recommendation  of  the  u  Cent  a  week ”  plan  of  raising  money  for 
benevolent  purposes,  to  report  during  this  meeting.

In  order  to  make  room  for  the  meeting  of  the  Education  and 
xMissionary  Societies  this  afternoon  at  3  o’clock,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  Synod  now  adjourn  to  meet  to-morrow  morning 
at  9  o’clock. 

Prayer  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morris. 
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SECOND  SESSION. 

Tuesday  Morning,  9  o’cZoc/c,  May  2ord. 

The  Synod  opened  its  session  with  prayer,  by  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Reck. 

Minutes  of  the  former  session  read  and  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman,  Secretary  of  the  American  Tract  So¬ 
ciety,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Giteau  of  the  Presbyterian  church  were 
introduced  to  Synod,  and  invited  to  seats  as  advisory  members. 

The  Rev.  J.  Oswald,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod, 
read  the  following 

REPORT. 

The  undersigned,  appointed  a  committee  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod,  to  report  on  said 
institution  to  this  body,  would  respectfully  present  the  following: 

It  is  now  seventeen  years  since  this  school  went  into  active  opera¬ 
tions.  During  this  time  about  150  young  men  have  received  their  The¬ 
ological  training,  wholly  or  in  part,  in  this  Seminary.  Most  of  these 
are  now  actively  engaged  in  the  gospel  ministry,  and  it  is  believed,  are 
doing  service  as  good  soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ ;  a  few  also,  at  the  great 
Leader’s  bidding,  have  laid  aside  their  armor,  and  entered  into  his  rest ; 
one  closed  his  labors  during  the  present  year. 

Since  the  establishment  of  this  Institution,  the  onward  progress  of 
the  Lutheran  church  in  these  States  has  been  truly  surprising,  and 
though  this  success  has  not  been  owing  alone  to  this  instrumentality  ; 
yet,  in  securing  it,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  this  Seminary  has  had  no 
small  share  of  influence  and  efficiency.  Now  therefore,  that  the  ex¬ 
periment  has  been  made  and  the  good  results  seen  and  felt,  the  church 
ought  more  than  ever  to  put  forth  her  efforts  and  her  prayers  for  the 
prosperity  of  this  “  school  of  the  prophets.” 

The  number  of  those  who  have  finished  the  {entire  course  of  study, 

and  have  been  licensed  during  the  last  two  years  is  - - — ,  and  the  whole 

number  who  have  left  the  institution  during  the  same  period,  and  are 
now  in  the  ministry,  is - . 

There  is  a  strong  disposition  in  not  a  few  of  our  students  to  take 
charge  of  churches  before  they  have  completed  their  course.  This 
may  arise  from  not  appreciating  the  value  of  a  thorough  training  for  the 
ministry,  but  most  probably  from  the  numerous  calls  for  ministerial  aid 
from  all  quarters  of  our  church.  Congregations  come  imploring  for 
clerical  services,  and  these  young  men  do  not  feel  free  to  resist  their 
importunities,  even  though  they  be  but  imperfectly  furnished  for  the 
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work.  Your  committee  are  aware  that  any  recommendation  of  theirs  to 
the  different  Synods,  not  to  license  young  men  who  have  not  finished 
the  whole  course,  would  in  most  cases  be  disregarded,  and  only  because 
of  the  pressing  demand  for  ministers.  We  would  however,  most  seri¬ 
ously  urge  it  on  the  Synods  not  to  license  any  young  man  from  this 
Seminary,  who  has  not  finished  the  full  course,  unless  he  brings  a  cer¬ 
tificate  of  good  character  from  the  Professors. 

The  present  number  of  students  connected  with  the  Seminary,  is 
about  twenty  ;  a  number  quite  as  large,  perhaps,  as  could  reasonably  be 
expected  in  these  times  of  general  depression  and  monetary  difficulties; 
yet  by  no  means  as  large  as  the  wants  of  the  church  demand.  These 
wants,  we  need  not  stop  here  to  remark,  are  great  and  pressing.  The 
field,  as  respects  the  Lutheran  church,  in  this  country,  may  truly  be 
said  to  be  white  already  to  harvest,  and  as  “  the  laborers  are  few,”  the 
admonition  of  the  Master  comes  to  us  all,  with  great  force,  “pray  ye, 
therefore,  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  laborers  into 
his  harvest.” 

As  required  by  the  constitution,  the  Directors  have  had  their  regular 
meetings.  They  are  satisfied  with  the  progress  of  the  young  men  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Seminary;  and  their  confidence  in  the  Professors,  is 
undiminished.  Harmony  still  prevails  among  the  members  constituting 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  their  desire  is,  as  ever,  the  highest  pros¬ 
perity  of  the  Institution  under  their  charge.  Several  hundred  dollars 
worth  of  select  works  were  obtained  as  donations,  by  Prof.  Schmucker, 
from  different  persons  in  New  York,  since  the  last  report.  The  exte¬ 
rior  of  tire  Seminary  edifice  also,  it  may  be  proper  to  state,  has  been 
painted,  and  is  now  in  excellent  order. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  in  April  1843,  the  Rev.  H.  I. 
Smith,  who  had  for  some  years  been  connected  with  tire  Seminary,  as 
Professor  of  the  German  language  and  literature,  tendered  his  resigna¬ 
tion.  This  was  much  to  be  regretted,  but  under  the  circumstances,  the 
Board  could  not  do  otherwise  than  accept  his  resignation.  This  how¬ 
ever,  was  not  the  only  occasion  of  anxiety  to  the  Directors.  Defective 
as  now  is  their  complement  of  Professors,  it  appeared  from  the  Treas¬ 
urer’s  report,  that  the  income  of  the  invested  funds,  was  altogether  in¬ 
sufficient  for  the  support  of  the  present  faculty.  It  is  expected  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  investments,  now  to  a  great  extent,  or  altogether  unpro¬ 
ductive,  will  again  become  available.  In  the  meantime  however,  funds 
must  be  had  to  carry  forward  their  operations,  and  that  the  principal 
may  remain  untouched,  the  Directors  have  resolved  to  recommend  to 
the  several  Synods  connected  with  the  Seminary,  to  provide  for  the 
support  of  our  Professors  in  some  other  way.  The  plan  is,  that  five 
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dollars  for  each  pastoral  district,  be  paid  out  of  the  Synodical  treasury. 
If  generally  approved,  adopted,  and  acted  out  with  decision  and  energy, 
it  will  no  doubt  secure  the  result  contemplated  by  the  Board  of  Directors.

The  report  of  the  committee  of  the  “Cent  a  week  plan”  was 
next  read,  and  adopted  as  follows : 

The  committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  expediency  and  practicability  of 
the  Cent  a  week  plan,  ask  leave  to  say.  They  heartily  approve  the  resolutions 
passed  by  the  Synod  of  Maryland,  at  its  late  session,  in  reference  to  this  sub¬ 
ject.  They  believe,  it  is  of  all  plans  the  best  adapted  to  the  difficulty  of  the 
times,  and  would  always  be  a  reliable  source  of  revenue  to  the  church.  They 
know  of  no  other  plan  so  likely  to  enable  the  church  to  prosecute  with  success 
its  many  benevolent  projects.  They  see  no  difficulty  of  any  moment  in  carry¬ 
ing  it  out  successfully,  if  the  clergy  will  be  at  pains  to  commence  it  in  their 
several  congregations,  and  interest  themselves  in  its  success.  We  beg  leave 
to  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved  by  the  General  Synod ,  That  they  cordially  approve  the  Cent  a  week 
plan ;  and  do  most  earnestly  entreat  the  clergy  to  introduce  it  in  their  several 
congregations. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  the  proceeds  derived  from  it  be  appropriated  to  home  and 
foreign  missions,  and  to  beneficiary  education. 

3.  Resolved,  That  such  proceeds  be  placed  to  the  credit  of,  or  be  remitted 
to  the  treasurer  of  each  district  Synod,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Synod  at 
its  subsequent  meeting. 

4.  Resolved,  That  among  other  methods  of  accomplishing  this  plan,  we  re. 
commend  to  their  notice  (leaving  it  to  the  clergy  and  their  several  congrega- 
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lions  to  adopt  it  or  not  as  they  please)  the  placing  of  a  “ Fund  Box' ’  at  the 
entrance  of  each  house  of  worship  for  the  receipt  of  contributions,  whenever 
worship  shall  be  held  at  such  place.  The  box  to  bear  some  appropriate  in¬ 
scription — as — “  For  the  Missionary 

5.  Resolved ,  That  the  several  district  Synods  at  their  stated  sessions,  make 
this  subject  a  part  of  their  business,  as  hearing  reports  from  the  several  con¬ 
gregations  as  to  the  amount  received  during  the  current  year,  &c.

This  communication  was  referred  to  a  com¬ 
mittee,  consisting  of  Rev.  B.  Kurtz,  S.  S.  Schmucker,  and  J.  Z. 
Senderling. 

On  motion  of  Prof.  Reynolds, 

Resolved ,  That  there  be  a  committee  on  mileage,  and  that  the 
members  of  Synod,  present  their  claims  from  day  to  day. 

Committee :  Prof.  Reynolds,  Rev.  R.  Weiser,  and  J.  L.  Snyder. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  H.  N.  Pohlman, 
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Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  will  give  the  Rev.  Mr.  East¬ 
man  an  opportunity,  this  evening  at  8  o'clock,  to  present  the  claims 
of  the  American  Tract  Society  to  the  patronage  of  the  Evangeli¬ 
cal  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hoisington  of  the  Ceylon  mission,  was  introduced 
to  Synod. 

Prof.  Reynolds  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolution: 

Whereas ,  Uniformity  in  public  worship  is  highly  desirable,  and 
the  introduction  of  a  good  liturgy  is  well  calculated  to  accomplish 
this  object,  and  as  the  German  liturgy,  prepared  by  the  Synods  of 
Pennsylvania,*  New  York  and  Ohio,  answers  this  purpose,  there¬ 
fore, 

Resolved ,  That  we  recommend  said  Liturgy  to  the  Synods  in 
our  connection,  and  that  a  committee  of  seven  be  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  forming  an  English  Liturgy  upon  the  basis  of  the  said 
German  Liturgy. 

Whereupon  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  the  subject  embraced  in  the  foregoing  resolution, 
be  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  one  from  each  district 
Synod,  with  instructions  to  report  to-morrow  morning. 

Committee:  Rev.  E.  Keller,  Chairman,  S.  S.  Schmucker,  Sender- 
ling,  P.  A.  Strobel,  Pohlman,  Eichelberger,  Yeager,  J.  B.  Reck,, 
Babb,  and  Prof.  Reynolds. 

A  resolution  was  now  passed,  inviting  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hoisington, 
to  address  the  Synod  on  the  subject  of  foreign  missions. 

Mr.  H.  stated  many  interesting  facts  in  regard  to  the  best  mode 
of  missionary  operations,  and  the  circumstances  of  encouragement, 
that  exist  for  continued  and  enlarged  effort.  After  this  address,  it 
was 

Resolved ,  That  Synod  now  organize  itself  for  the  transaction  of 
missionary  business. 

After  the  missionary  meeting,  Synod  adjourned  to  meet  again  on 
Wednesday  morning,  9  o’clock.  Prayer  by  the  Rev.  A.  Babb. 

THIRD  SESSION. 

Wednesday  Morning,  9  o’clock,  May  2 ilk. 

Synod  opened  with  singing.  Prayer  by  Prof.  Reynolds. 

The  minutes  of  the  former  session  were  read  and  adopted. 

The  following  report  was  then  read  by  Prof.  S.  S.  Schmucker : 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  Dr.  GIUSTINIANFS  WORK. 


The  undersigned  respectfully  reports,  that  the  document  referred  to 
him  is  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Giustiniani,  requesting  “  that  the 
brethren  of  this  Synod  might  recommend  a  work  recently  published  by 
him,  entitled  ‘  Papal  Rome  as  it  is,  by  a  Roman.’  ”  As  the  work  has 
not  yet  been  read  by  the  members  of  this  body,  generally,  it  seems  na¬ 
tural,  that  their  recommendation  of  it  be  conformed  to  this  fact;  and 
yet  the  character  of  the  author,  as  well  as  his  peculiar  facilities  for  ob¬ 
taining  correct  information  on  the  subject  of  Romanism,  seems  to  call 
for  all  the  aid  which  this  Synod  can  afford  in  the  circulation  of  the 
work.  The  following  recommendation  is  therefore  proposed  for  the 
consideration  of  this  body  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  work  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Giustiniani,  which  has  just 
made  its  appearance,  and  has  been  read  and  highly  recommended  by 
several  members  of  this  Synod,  is  cordially  recommended  to  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  both  Protestants  and  Roman  Catholics,  as  treating  of  a 
subject  of  great  interest  to  the  welfare  of  the  church  of  Christ  and  to 
the  world,  and  as  proceeding  from  a  gentleman  of  indisputable  veracity, 
who,  in  the  Providence  of  God,  has  enjoyed  extraordinary  facilities  for 
obtaining  correct  information  concerning  the  principles  and  plans  ofPa- 
pacy  at  its  fountain  head.  S.  S.  SCHMUCKER. 

May  24th,  1843. 

Adopted. 

The  Rev.  J.  C  Hope,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  on  unfinished 
business,  presented  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  the  minutes  of  the  eleventh  convention  of  the 
General  Synod,  have  examined  the  same,  and  in  view  of  their  recommit¬ 
tal  of  their  report,  with  instructions  to  inquire  into  the  subject  relating  to 
the  connexion  of  the  Book  Company,  with  the  General  Synod,  beg 
leave  now  to  state, 

1.  That  at  the  eleventh  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  a  committee 
was  raised  to  confer  with  the  board  of  trustees,  in  relation  to  the  trans¬ 
fer  of  the  stock  of  the  company,  to  the  General  Synod,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  church.  That  committee,  after  such  conference,  reported  the 
plan  according  to  which  the  transfer  might  be  legally  and  safely  made 
to  the  General  Synod,  as  a  purely  advisory  body.  (See  page  20  of  the 
minutes.) 

1st.  Now,  according  to  this  plan,  one  item  requires  that  the  original 
Board  invest  themselves  with  the  title,  the  stock  and  property,  to  be 
held  as  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  General  Synod.  Your  committee 
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does  not  know  whether  such  measures  have  been  taken,  and  therefore, 
call  the  attention  of  this  body  to  it. 

2nd.  Another  item  required,  that  this  original  chartered  Board,  shall 
have  associated  with  them  in  its  management,  one  minister  appointed 
by  each  district  Synod,  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  who  may 
examine  the  books,  <fcc.  Your  committee  would  remark  that  this  pro¬ 
vision  cannot  be  carried  into  effect  until  the  stock  is  transferred  to  the 
General  Synod,  and  recommend  that  measures  be  adopted  to  procure 
this  transfer. 

3rd.  Upon  verbal  authority,  your  committee  have  learned  that  only  a 
few  tranfers  of  stock  have  been  made,  and  that  the  stockholders  gener¬ 
ally,  were  not  willing  to  make  a  transfer  of  the  whole  stock  as  a  gift, 
but  would  be  willing  to  sell  it  at  a  greatly  reduced  price.  Your  com¬ 
mittee  would  only  add,  that  if  a  report  were  made  by  the  committees 
who  have  had  the  management  of  this  subject  in  detail,  that  this  body 
would  then  be  in  possession  of  the  facts  involved  in  the  case,  and 
would  thus  be  prepared  to  recommend  further  measures  on  the  subject.

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  a  committee  of  two  from 
this  body  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  delegates  from  the  Synod  of 
the  German  Reformed  church  and  report  such  articles  of  correspond¬ 
ence  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  them.

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  are  due  to  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Eastman,  for  the  interesting  information  communicated  by  him  res¬ 
pecting  the  noble  efforts  of  the  American  Tract  Society,  in  behalf 
of  the  German  population  in  our  country. 

That  we  greatly  rejoice  to  hear  that  said  Society  is  engaged  in 
publishing  tracts  and  the  best  devotional  hooks  in  the  German  lan¬ 
guage  for  circulation  among  those  who  read  German. 

That  we  believe,  that  with  the  blessing  of  God,  a  vast  amount 
of  good  will  be  accomplished  through  this  powerful  instrumentality, 
and  that  we  heartily  recommend  it  to  the  favor  of  all  our  ministers 
and  churches. 

That  this  Synod  will  gladly  co-operate  with  said  society  in  car¬ 
rying  out  its  benevolent  intentions  in  behalf  of  the  Germans,  so  far 
as  such  co-operation  may  fall  in  with  the  nature  and  designs  of  our 
body. 

That  we  recommend  that  a  depository  for  all  their  German  pub¬ 
lications  be  established  at  the  book  establishment  of  the  Lutheran 
church,  in  Baltimore. 

The  following  resolution,  in  reference  to  the  transfer  of  the 
Book  Company  to  the  General  Synod,  was  offered  by  Dr.  S.  S. 
Schmucker : 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed,  to  ascertain 
and  report  to  this  body  what  action  has  been  had  by  both  parties 
since  the  resolution  of  the  last  General  Synod,  and  also  to  suggest 
such  measures  as  may  be  best  calculated  to  complete  the  transfer 
of  the  Book  Company  to  the  General  Synod. 

This  resolution  was  carried  and  a  committee  appointed,  consist¬ 
ing  of  Rev.  Dr.  Schmucker,  Hope,  Senderling,  and  Messrs.  F. 
Smith  and  Bonesteel. 

Mr.  F.  Smith  asked  and  obtained  leave  of  absence. 

Rev.  J.  Z.  Senderling  read  the  following  report:

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The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  claims  of  Mr.  Lape,  report : 

Mr.  Lape  states  that  lie  has  through  the  mismanagement  of  a  certain 
depository,  and  through  loss  in  the  transmission  of  money  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  depository,  sustained  a  loss  of  about  $100.  Brother  Lape  had 
ordered  the  books  for  the  depository,  solely  he  says,  (and  your  commit¬ 
tee  believe  he  states  the  fact,)  for  the  benefit  of  the  Lutheran  church  in 
that  section  of  the  country.  Your  committee  would  therefore  suggest 
for  the  adoption  of  this  body,  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved ',  That  brother  Lape  be  paid  out  of  the  General  Synod 
Hymn  book  fund,  fifty  dollars.

Resolved ,  That  the  Hymn  book  committee  be  instructed  to  allow 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Lape  $40,  so  soon  as  he  shall  afford  to  them  satisfac¬ 
tory  evidence  that  the  $40  said  to  have  been  transmitted  by  mail, 
were  actually  sent  and  lost  in  the  transmission. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hamner  of  the  Presbyterian  church  was  intro¬ 
duced  to  Synod  and  invited  to  a  seat  as  an  advisory  member. 

Rev.  H.  N.  Pohlman  read  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the 
u  Hirtenstimme. 

After  a  full  discussion  of  the  subject  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  heartily  approve  of  the 
establishment  of  the  German  paper  entitled  the  “  Hirtenstimme,'- 
and  that  they  cordially  recommend  it  to  the  Synods  in  their  con¬ 
nection. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  take  into 
consideration  the  affairs  of  the  “Hirtenstimme,”  and  report  to¬ 
morrow  morning,  and  that  the  report  of  the  committee  and  all 
resolutions  touching  this  matter  be  referred  to  said  committee. 

Committee. — Rev.  P.  A.  Strobel,  H.  L.  Baugher  and  Mr.  C.  A. 
Morris. 

Messrs.  Dietz  and  Spracker  were  excused  from  further  attend¬ 
ance  at  Synod. 

*This  report  was  referred  to  another  committee,  and  not  having  been  return¬ 
ed  to  the  Secretary,  its  publication  is  necessarily  omitted. 
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Rev.  J.  Oswald  was  also  excused. 

The  Rev.  L.  Eichelberger  read  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  Liturgy: 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  publication 
of  a  new  Litirgy,  and  the  facts  and  statements  made  to  Synod  relative 
to  the  merits  of  the  several  Liturgical  forms,  both  German  and  English 
now  in  use  in  the  church,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and 
respectfully  recommend  to  Synod  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu¬ 
tions  on  the  subject. 

Resolved,  That  uniformity  in  public  worship  and  in  the  forms  and 
ceremonies  proper  to  be  used  in  the  church  in  conducting  among  us  the 
various  exercises  of  religion,  can  only  be  secured  by  providing  for  the 
use  of  the  church,  a  Liturgy  that  by  its  superior  merits,  shall  receive 
the  sanction  of  the  church  at  large.  — 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  regard  the  German  Liturgy  of  the  Synod 
of  Pennsylvania  as  suitable  for  adoption  among  our  German  churches 
generally,  and  hereby  accordingly  recommend  it. 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  Dr.  Krauth,  Rev.  Henry  I.  Smith,  Rev.  Prof. 
Reynolds,  Rev.  Dr.  Morris,  Rev.  Dr.  B.  Kurtz,  Rev.  Chas.  A.  Smith, 
and  Rev.  E.  Keller,  be  a  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare 
a  Liturgy  in  the  English  language,  having  a  reference  to  the  German 
Liturgy  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  as  the  basis  of  the  same,  as  well 
as  other  Liturgical  forms  now  in  use  in  the  church. 

Resolved,  That  500  copies  of  said  Liturgy  be  printed  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  committee,  and  a  copy  be  sent  to  each  minister  connected 
with  the  General  Synod  for  examination  until  the  next  General  Synod, 
with  a  view  to  deliberate  and  final  action  on  that  occasion.

Wednesday,  P.  M.  \  past  5  o'clock. 

In  conformity  with  the  resolution  of  this  morning,  the  fourth 
session  of  Synod  was  opened  immediately  after  the  meeting  of  the 
Missionary  Society. 

Prof.  Reynolds  asked  and  obtained  leave  of  absence. 

Prof.  Baugher,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the  state  of  the 
church,  read  the  following  report: 

The  committee  on  the  state  of  the  church  report,  that  as  far  as  they 
have  been  enabled  to  investigate  the  condition  of  the  church  within  the 
limited  time  assigned  them,  there  are  19  district  Synods;  430  ordained 
and  licensed  ministers;  1,371  congregations,  and  147,000  communi¬ 
cants.  Since  the  last  convention  of  this  body,  more  than  60  men  were 
added  to  the  ministry;  upwards  of  9,000  to  the  membership  of  the 
church,  and  nearly  18,000  infants  and  adults  baptized.  Three  new 
Synods  have  been  formed,  90  congregations  organized  and  80  houses 
of  worship  erected.  This  is  only  an  approximate  estimate.  The  truth 
strictly  ascertained  would  in  all  probability  present  a  much  greater  in¬ 
crease. 

REVIVALS. 

The  church  during  the  last  year  throughout  her  length  and  breadth 
has  been  signally  blessed  with  most  precious  seasons  of  revival.  From 
the  most  remote  South  to  the  North,  our  hearts  have  been  cheered  with 
the  delightful  information  that  pastors  and  people  have  been  refreshed 
with  the  gracious  outpourings  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Never  perhaps, 
since  the  existence  of  our  church  as  a  distinct  organization  have  pastors 
and  church  members  been  more  active  and  faithful ;  and  never  have 
their  labors  been  more  signally  blessed.  They  have  realized  the  fulfil¬ 
ment  of  the  promise  “-before  they  call  will  I  hear.”  In  some  congre¬ 
gations  as  many  as  500  souls  have  been  hopefully  converted  to  God. 
For  these  inestimable  blessings  how  shall  we  sufficiently  thank  the  good 
hand  of  our  God.  Our  literary  and  theological  schools  have  also  been 
spiritually  refreshed.  Many  young  men  who  were  in  a  course  of  in¬ 
struction  with  the  view  of  pursuing  some  secular  avocation,  have  been 
suddenly  arrested  and  have  devoted  themselves  to  the  service  of  God  in 
the  gospel  ministry, 

MISSIONS. 

The  cause  of  missions  a  few  years  ago  deeply  interested  the  church. 
Both  in  the  foreign  and  home  departments  she  gave  promise  of  efficient 
labor.  The  Foreign  Evangelical  Society  wTas  formed  by  the  General 
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Synod,  and  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  formed  a  separate  organization 
for  the  purpose  of  advancing  the  cause.  A  number  of  the  brethren  of 
this  Synod  exhibit  a  most  commendable  zeal  in  this  cause.  One  mis¬ 
sionary  has  already  been  sent  by  them  into  the  field.  The  Synods  of 
South  Carolina,  Hartwick  and  New  York  are  also  active  in  this  cause. 
Yet  notwithstanding  all,  but  little  has  been  accomplished.  The  zeal 
which  the  appeals  of  the  lamented  Rhenius  for  a  season  awakened, 
has  in  a  great  degree  subsided  and  a  large  majority  of  the  church  it  is 
feared  feels  but  little  interest  in  the  subject.  This  ought  not  so  to  be. 
The  last  command  of  our  risen  Saviour  was  “  Go  ve  into  all  the  world 
and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature.”  That  command  is  addressed 
to  us  now  with  as  much  point  as  it  was  to  the  apostles,  and  ought  to  be 
received  by  us  with  the  same  submission  and  efforts  to  obey.  The 
church  is  the  great  instrumentality  employed  by  God  for  the  conversion 
of  the  world,  and  we  as  a  part  of  that  instrumentality  have  the  com¬ 
mand  of  Christ  resting  upon  us.  We  cannot,  we  dare  not  disobey. 
Wo  be  to  us,  may  we  say,  if  we  preach  not  the  gospel  to  the  heathen. 
The  Synods  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  West  are  also  distinguished  for 
their  zeal  in  the  cause  of  domestic  missions.  Much  apathy  prevails 
throughout  the  church  generally  on  this  important  subject.  The  great 
reason  evidently  is,  the  want  of  men  to  send  forth  into  the  work.  3t 
cannot  be  doubted  for  one  moment  that  if  we  had  the  men  to  send  forth, 
the  funds  to  sustain  them  would  not  long  be  withheld.  As  soon  as 
young  men  leave  our  theological  schools  they  are  invited  to  occupy  the 
pulpits  of  congregations  already  organized.  Here  they  are  lost  in  the 
great  vortex  of  the  church’s  wants.  It  is  quite  natural  and  proper  that 
the  congregations  already  organized  should  be  supplied  before  new 
ground  is  broken.  The  great  desideratum  then  in  our  church  is  minis¬ 
ters — men  of  God,  of  faith,  prayer,  learning  and  Christian  activity.  To 
secure  this  point  all  our  energies  should  be  directed  in  order  that  we 
may  become  an  efficient  home  missionary  body.  It  may  be  proper 
here  to  state  that  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina  has  funds  unappropriat¬ 
ed,  which  she  will  employ  to  educate  young  men  of  a  suitable  charac¬ 
ter  at  her  institutions  in  Lexington,  South  Carolina  We  most  cordially 
and  affectionately  invite  the  many  young  men  who  are  desirous  to  enter 
the  ministry  to  avail  themselves  of  this  generous  proposition. 

The  cause  of  home  missions  is  identified  not  only  with  the  prosper¬ 
ity,  but  the  very  existence  of  the  Protestant  church  in  this  country. 
Your  committee  cannot  but  regard  with  alarm  the  progress  of  error 
throughout  this  country  and  especially  the  efforts  put  forth  by  the  papal 
hierarchy  the  enemy  of  both  civil  and  religious  liberty.  The  German 
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emigrants  especially  demand  our  attention.  They  come  naturally  under 
our  notice  and  ought  to  elicit  our  affections  from  the  fact  that  they  came 
trom  the  land  and  speak  the  language  of  our  fathers.  This  subject  is 
urged  upon  the  attention  of  the  church  as  one  of  paramount  importance. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find  in  the  minutes  of  several  of  the  Synods  the 
fact  stated,  that  general  intelligence  is  diffusing  itself  more  widely 
amongst  our  people.  Too  much  attention  cannot  be  bestowed  upon 
this  subject  by  the  ministers  of  the  church.  Intelligent  piety  from  the 
nature  of  the  case  is  the  most  efficient  piety.  It  is  pleasing  therefore 
to  know  that  not  only  the  instruction  of  the  Sabbath  school  is  extend¬ 
ing  itself  more  widely  but  also  the  character  of  the  teachers  of  common 
schools  attracts  notice.  Should  we  send  the  children  of  the  church  to 
the  instructions  of  ignorant  and  immoral  men  and  shall  they  receive 
their  first  and  most  lasting  impressions  in  the  school  of  ignorance  and 
vice  ?  God  forbid.  The  attention  of  the  church  is  invited  to  this  sub¬ 
ject  in  the  hope,  that  wherever  it  can  be  effected,  the  children  of  the 
church  as  well  as  others  be  placed  under  the  instruction  not  only  of  learn¬ 
ed  but  pious  teachers  that  the  heart  as  well  as  the  head  may  be  called 
into  exercise  in  its  most  elevated  developements. 

But  a  single  Synod  has  reported  on  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath. 
That  God’s  holy  day  is  desecrated  by  many  church  members  cannot  be 
doubted,  and  that  their  conduct  is  a  stumbling-block  in  the  way  of  sinners 
is  equally  clear.  “  Remember  the  Sabbath  day  to  keep  it  holy”  is  con¬ 
tinually  before  us  as  given  amidst  the  flames  and  thunderings  of  Sinai. 
As  a  church  we  have  been  perhaps  remiss  in  enforcing  its  obligations 
upon  the  people.  We  earnestly  recommend  this  subject  to  the  action 
of  the  ministers  and  members  of  the  church,  so  that  in  the  proper  obser¬ 
vance  of  this  holy  day  we  may  secure  the  blessings  of  the  great  Head 
of  the  church. 

A  class  of  laborers  called  exhorters  has  been  employed  with  consid¬ 
erable  success  by  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina.  These  exhorters  are 
under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  pastors  in  charge  and  are  regular 
members  of  their  congregations.  Their  duty  is  to  conduct  meetings  for 
prayer,  reading  the  scriptures,  sermons  and  other  useful  hooks,  and  as 
their  title  intimates,  to  exhort.  The  committee  believe  that  under  a 
judicious  pastorship,  well  qualified  laymen  in  this  capacity  may  be¬ 
come  very  useful. 

The  committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  throughout  the  church, 
ladies’  associations  have  been  very  efficient  in  raising  funds  for  the  vari¬ 
ous  benevolent  operations  of  the  church.  They  recommend  to  the 
churches  this  mode  of  action  under  the  conviction,  that  as  females  in  the 
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days  of  our  Lord’s  pilgrimage  on  the  earth  ministered  to  him,  so  now 
they  may  be  equally  active  and  useful  in  ministering  to  the  wants  of  his 
body,  the  church. 

Finally,  we  return  to  the  Lord  our  unfeigned  thanks  for  his  mercies, 
manifested  to  the  church  since  our  last  biennial  meeting-.  He  has  con- 
nected  the  gifts  of  his  grace  with  Christian  activity.  If  then  we  desire 
the  highest  degree  of  spiritual  blessing,  we  must  put  forth  the  most 
strenuous  efforts  to  glorify  the  name  of  our  God.  In  the  hope  that  we 
may  all  live  and  labor  together  in  the  unity  of  the  spirit  and  the  bonds 
of  peace,  looking  for  the  glorious  appearing  of  the  great  God,  even  our 
Saviour,  we  subscribe  ourselves.

FIFTH  SESSION. 

Thursday,  9  o’docfc,  A.  M.,  May  25th . 

After  the  calling  of  the  roll,  and  the  reading  and  adoption  of  the 
minutes  of  the  preceding  session,  a  communication  was  received 
from  Dr.  Gilbert,  stating  that  his  attendance  at  home  was  unexpect¬ 
edly  required,  and  requesting  to  be  excused  from  further  attendance 
at  Synod.  Whereupon  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  Dr.  Gilbert  be  excused. 

Rev.  Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker  presented  the  report  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  appointed  in  relation  to  the  Book  Company. 

The  report  as  amended  and  adopted  is  as  follows : 
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The  undersigned  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  progress 
made  in  executing  a  transfer  of  the  stock  of  the  Book  Company,  and 
also  the  best  mode  of  securing  and  administering  this  trust,  respectfully 
report : 

1.  That  in  several  of  the  Synods  a  considerable  portion  of  the  stock 
has  been  assigned  by  its  original  holders,  to  some  agent  in  trust,  for  the 
Synods  or  General  Synod,  to  be  fully  executed  as  soon  as  a  definite 
and  satisfactory  plan  of  operations  shall  have  been  adopted  by  this 
Synod. 

2.  It  seems  to  be  ascertained  that  this  Synod  cannot  hold  the  stock, 
nor  exercise  any  rights  as  its  owner  in  its  own  name,  as  it  is  not  an  in¬ 
corporated  body. 

3.  After  reflection  and  inquiry  your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that 
the  stock  ought  to  be  held,  and  may  legally  be  held  by  a  certain  num¬ 
ber  of  individuals,  in  their  individual  and  private  capacity  in  trust  for 
this  body.  These  individuals  shall  be  the  Presidents  of  the  District 
Synods  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  for  the  time  being. 

4.  The  persons  thus  authorized  to  hold  the  stock  in  trust,  should  be 
•appointed  agents,  to  induce  its  present  holders  to  bestow  it  to  the  church 
under  the  plan  here  proposed,  and  the  ministers  of  each  Synod  should 
be  requested  also,  to  exert  themselves  for  the  same  purpose.

The  Rev.  H.  N.  Pohlman  read  the  following  report  ; 

The  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  delegates  of  the  German 
Reformed  Synod,  in  relation  to  terms  of  correspondence  with  that  body, 
beg  leave  to  report  the  following  minute : 

The  General  Synod  cheerfully  agree  to  establish  a  friendly  corres¬ 
pondence  with  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  church,  the  highest 
judicatory  of  said  church,  and  recommend  the  following  terms  of  cor¬ 
respondence  : 

1.  Two  ministers  with  alternates  shall  be  appointed  by  each  Synod, 
to  attend  the  regular  meetings  of  these,  and  shall  sit  in  these  bodies  re¬ 
spectively,  with  the  privilege  of  deliberating  on  all  subjects  that  may 
come  up  before  them,  but  shall  have  no  vote.  And  further,  that  it  be 
recommended  to  the  several  District  Synods,  to  adopt  the  following 
rule : 
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Ministers,  licentiates,  and  members  shall  be  permitted  to  transfer 
their  membership  from  one  church  into  the  other  on  being  regularly 
dismissed,  and  presenting  fair  credentials.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  u  Hirtenstimme was  next 
presented  by  the  Rev.  P.  A.  Strobel. 

The  committee  appointed  upon  the  affairs  of  the  “Hirtenstimme,” 
have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and  they  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  according  to  the  information  laid  before  the  committee,  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  an  editor  was  engaged  to  edit  the  paper,  who  was  to  receive 
a  salary  of  $400  for  his  services.  Of  this  amount,  the  editor  has  re¬ 
ceived  about  $140,  leaving  a  deficit  of  $260,  on  the  editor’s  salary. 
In  addition  to  the  deficit  in  the  editor’s  salary,  there  is  due  for  printing 
$377,  making  an  entire  debt  of  $637. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  your  committee  recommend,  that  the  Hymn- 
book  committee  be  authorized  to  loan  the  sum  of  $400  to  be  divided 
equally  between  the  editor  and  printer  in  proportion  to  the  amount  due 
to  each,  and  that  the  collections  from  the  subscription  book  of  the  first 
year,  be  transferred  to  the  Hymn-book  committee.  Your  committee 
recommend,  that  in  the  event  that,  the  amount  received  from  the  sub¬ 
scriptions  be  not  sufficient  to  refund  the  sum  advanced,  the  Hymn-book 
committee  be  instructed  to  call  upon  the  Synods  who  established  the 
Hirtenstimme,  to  make  up  the  balance  that  may  be  due.

On  motion  of  Prof.  Baugher, 

Resolved ,  That  the  district  Synods  in  connection  with  this  Syn¬ 
od,  be  requested  to  send  an  abstract  of  their  proceedings,  embra¬ 
cing  the  statistics  and  state  of  religion  within  their  bounds,  to  each 
convention  of  this  body. 

Mr.  Lewis  Kemp  presented  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the 
Hymn-book,  which  is  as  follows: 

The  committee  appointed  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Hymn-Book 
committee,  and  to  report  a  plan  for  future  operations,  beg  leave  respect¬ 
fully,  to  render  their  final  report  as  follows  : 
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Fifteen  years  ago,  when  the  Hymn-book  of  the  General  Synod  was 
first  adopted,  a  few  hundred  copies  constituted  the  whole  amount  of  tlve 
annual  sales  of  this  single  work.  Since  then  the  catechism  of  the  church 
a  German  Hymn-book,  and  an  appendix  to  the  English  Hymn-book 
have  been  added,  whilst  the  sales  of  the  English  Hymn-book  alone, 
have  increased  in  a  tenfold  ratio. 

An  examination  of  such  documents  as  the  committee  were  able  to  ob¬ 
tain,  has  resulted  in  the  conviction  that  the  business,  as  heretofore  con¬ 
ducted,  was  involved  in  many  difficulties.  A  general  and  a  sub-agent  were 
appointed  for  the  sale  of  books,  and  depositories  were  established  in 
various  places.  The  last  contract  for  printing  was  made  with  the  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  the  Lutheran  Book  Company,  agreeably  to  which  a 
premium  of  21  cents  was  received  by  the  committee  on  every  copy  of 
the  English  Hyinn-book  with  the  appendix,  2  cents  for  the  appendix 
separate,  2  cents  for  the  catechism,  and  10  cents  on  all  German  Hymn 
books  sold  to  depositories.  The  books  were  to  be  sold  by  the  publish¬ 
er,  agents,  and  superintendents  of  depositories  at  specified  prices,  allow¬ 
ing  discount  according  to  the  amount  purchased  and  manner  of  pay¬ 
ment. 

The  committee  recommend, 

1st.  That  a  standing  committee  to  consist  of  three  persons  be  elected, 
to  be  called  the  Hymn-Book  Committee  of  the  General  Synod. 

2nd.  That  this  committee  contract  for  the  printing  of  books,  &c.  of 
the  General  Synod,  on  the  most  favorable  terms  every  two  years,  al¬ 
ways  giving  the  Lutheran  Book  Company  the  preference. 

3rd.  That  the  committee  appoint  one  agent,  who  is  to  reside  in  Bal¬ 
timore,  and  receive  the  books  at  the  original  cost  of  printing,  and  pay 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  a  premium  of  15  cents  on  every 
copy  of  the  English  Hymn-book  with  the  appendix,  2  cents  on  the  ap¬ 
pendix  separate,  2  cents  on  the  catechism,  and  10  cents  on  the  Ger¬ 
man  Hymn-book. 

4th.  The  general  agent  to  charge  on  all  sales  an  advance  upon  cost 
and  premium  of  12  per  cent  at  6  months  credit.  The  retail  price  to  be 
about  30  per  cent  upon  cost  and  premium. 

5th.  The  agent  to  settle  with  the  committee  every  six  months,  and 
pay  over  all  money  in  his  hands,  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  books,  to 
the  Treasurer;  an  interest  account  to  be  opened  by  the  agent  with  the 
committee,  in  which  all  the  interest  money  received  by  the  agent,  from 
sales  of  books,  &c.,  shall  be  credited  to  the  committee — on  which  mo¬ 
ney  he  is  to  be  allowed  12  per  cent. 
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By  adopting  this  plan,  the  committee  believe  the  whole  business  will 
be  greatly  simplified  ;  the  agent  will  merely  have  to  pay  the  premium 
to  the  committee,  whilst  the  sales  will  be  placed  upon  the  same  footing 
with  the  sales  of  other  books.  The  church  also  will  be  well  supplied, 
inasmuch  as  merchants,  every  where,  will  find  it  to  be  their  interest  to 
keep  these  books,  and  the  regulation  and  publication  of  the  price  will 
prevent  extortion,  and  it  is  believed  the  retail  price  will  be  reduced  to 
02 £  cents.

Synod  opened  with  prayer  by  brother  Passavant. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Baugher  and  Hope,  and  Col.  Bonesteel  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  nominate  persons  for  the  Hymn-book 
committee. 

The  Rev.  F.  Ruthrauff  and  Mr.  Hartman  obtained  leave  of  ab¬ 
sence  from  Synod. 

The  following  resolution  was  then  carried : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Treasurer  into  whose  hands  is  to  be  paid  the 
money  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  Hymn-book,  be  required  to  in¬ 
vest  these  funds  at  lawful  interest ;  and  that  he  give  to  the  Hymn- 
book  committee,  a  bond  with  approved  securities,  to  indemnify  this 
body  for  his  liabilities. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Schmucker,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed,  to  be  styled 
a  committee  of  foreign  correspondence,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
correspond  with  some  of  the  principal  divines  of  the  Lutheran 
church  in  the  different  countries  of  Europe,  for  the  purpose  of  re¬ 
ceiving  and  giving  correct  information  concerning  the  state  of  our 
church  throughout  the  world. 

Resolved ,  That  said  committee  embody  the  information  thus  ob- 
tained^  in  a  report  to  each  successive  General  Synod, 
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The  committee  are  Rev.  Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker,  Dr.  B.  Kurtz, 
and  Dr.  Bachman. 

The  following*  persons  were  elected  by  ballot,  as  members  of 
the  Hymn-book  committee:

A  communication  was  received  from  Messrs.  Lucas  &  Deaver, 
in  relation  to  premium,  said  to  have  been  overpaid  by  them,  and 
also  in  reference  to  the  publication  of  the  appendix  to  accompany 
the  large  edition  of  the  Hymn-book. 

On  motion, 

Resolved ,  That  this  communication  be  referred  to  the  Hymn- 
book  committee,  to  be  disposed  of  at  their  discretion. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  L.  Eichelberger,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  are  due  to  the  chair¬ 
man  of  the  late  Hymn-book  committee,  for  the  valuable  services 
he  has  rendered  to  this  body  and  the  church,  by  his  management  of 
the  business  relative  to  the  Hymn-book,  heretofore  under  his  care. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bachman  olfered  the  following  preambles  and  res¬ 
olutions,  which  were  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  Rev.  Dr.  E.  L.  Hazelius  has  published  the  first 
volume  of  his  Church  History — a  work  which  we  regard  as  con¬ 
veying  valuable  information  to  the  church  at  large,  and  more  espec¬ 
ially  to  that  branch  of  it  with  which  we  are  connected — therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  recommends  the  above  work  to  the 
ministers  and  members  of  our  church  in  general.  And 

Whereas ,  This  body  is  also  informed  that  Dr.  Hazelius  has  pre¬ 
pared  another  volume  in  continuation  of  the  same  subject,  in  which 
the  history  of  the  Lutheran  church  in  the  United  States,  its  rise 
and  progress,  is  fully  detailed ;  which  work  has  been  read  in  man¬ 
uscript  by  severed  clergymen  on  whose  judgment  reliance  can  be 
placed,  and  is  by  them  highly  approved,  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  would  be  gratified  if  the  contempla¬ 
ted  volume  should  be  published ;  and  we  trust  that  it  may  he  gen¬ 
erally  circulated  among  the  members  of  our  various  churches. 

It  was  next, 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  presented  to  the 
members  of  this  church  and  other  friends,  for  the  kindness  and 
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hospitality  which  we  have  experienced  during  our  stay  among 
them. 

Resolved ,  That  five  hundred  copies  of  the  minutes  be  published, 
and  sent  to  the  ministers  connected  with  this  Synod,  and  the  eccle¬ 
siastical  bodies  with  which  this  Synod  corresponds.

PROCEEDINGS 


OF  THE 


MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 


Tuesday,  May  23rd,  1843. 

The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  met  at  12  o’clock;  Dr.  Bach¬ 
man  in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  former  meeting  were  read  and  adopted. 

The  executive  committee  then  presented  their  report,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society 

of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

Your  committee  would  report  that,  agreeably  to  the  instructions  giv¬ 
en  them  at  the  last  session  of  this  body,  that  they  proceed  forthwith  to 
employ  and  send  a  missionary  to  the  heathen,  they  immediately  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  Synod  directed  their  attention  to  the  subject. 
They  opened  a  correspondence  with  a  young  gentleman  at  that  time  a 
tutor  in  the  Western  Reserve  College,  now  a  worthy  minister  of  our 
church,  who  felt  strongly  inclined  to  engage,  personally  in  the  mission¬ 
ary  work  among  the  heathen,  but  reluctantly  declined  the  appointment 
on  the  advice  of  physicians  and  missionaries  who  had  returned  from 
India,  who  gave  it  as  their  opinion  that  his  constitution  would  not  long 
endure  the  climate  of  that  country. 

Your  committee  have  since  corresponded  with  a  young  gentleman, 
recently  a  student  of  the  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  who  is  represented 
to  be  well  qualified  for  the  work,  and  who  has  resolved  to  devote  his 
life  to  it.  As  however,  this  correspondence  is  of  recent  date,  and  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod  being  at  hand,  the  committee  resolved 
not  to  appoint  this  brother,  inasmuch  as  no  time  would  have  been  gain- 
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ed,  but  to  refer  the  whole  subject  to  your  consideration.  There  are 
brethren  present,  who  are  well  acquainted  with  the  applicant,  and  who 
can  communicate  all  necessary  information  if  you  resolve  to  send  a  mis¬ 
sionary. 

Rev.  Mr.  Heyer  the  missionary  in  the  service  of  the  Synod  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  proposed  to  report  to  us,  and  to  be  considered  in  tire  employ 
of  this  society  in  part,  if  the  committee  would  contribute  $200  to  his 
support,  he  at  the  same  time  offering  to  deduct  that  amount  from  the 
salary  he  now  receives  from  the  other  Synod.  This  offer  he  made  on 
the  eve  of  his  departure.  But  the  committee  did  not  feel  authorized  to 
act  in  the  case  for  several  particular  reasons,  though  Mr.  Heyer,  until 
recently,  regularly  reported  to  us,  which  reports  have  appeared  in  the 
Lutheran  Observer. 

The  committee  have  received  several  letters  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina,  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  certain  monies  in  India  and  in  our  Treasury,  which  they  con¬ 
tributed.  They  requested  your  committee  to  authorize  our  Treasurer 
to  transfer  the  sum  in  India  to  the  credit  of  Mr.  Heyer,  and  to  transmit 
the  other  sum  in  his  hands  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Society  of  the  Synod 
of  Pennsylvania.  The  committee  respectfully  urged  the  South  Caro¬ 
lina  brethren  to  withdraw  their  request  and  on  theil*  refusal  to  do  so,  a 
majority  of  your  committee  authorized  the  Treasurer  to  transfer  the 
monies,  and  his  report  will  show  what  he  has  done. 

There  seems  to  be  a  strong  objection  in  the  church  to  our  intended 
connexion  with  the  American  Board,  and  not  from  any  ground  of  com¬ 
plaint  against  that  most  efficient  and  zealous  Board,  but  from  a  very  natu¬ 
ral  desire  to  be  perfectly  uncontrolled  and  irresponsible  to  any  other 
body  in  our  operation.  Your  committee  would  therefore  recommend 
that  the  proposed  connexion  with  the  American  Board  be  not  consum¬ 
mated. 

The  Treasurer  will  give  you  the  present  condition  of  the  funds,  so 
that  you  may  determine  whether  you  are  able  to  send  a  missionary 
abroad.

Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  committee  be  instructed  to  ap¬ 
point  and  send  a  missionary  as  soon  as  possible,  to  begin  the  con¬ 
templated  foreign  mission;  and  if  expedient,  in  co-operation  with 
the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania. 

Resolved ,  That  we  adjourn  to  meet  to-morrow  at  8  o’clock. 

The  Society  now  united  in  singing  the  missionary  hymn,  and 
then,  upon  bended  knees,  gave  glory  to  God  for  uniting  the  hearts 
of  the  brethren  on  the  subject. 

Thursday,  8  o’clock,  A.  M. 

Prayer  by  Dr.  Bachman. 

The  following  resolutions  were  presented  by  the  Executive  com¬ 
mittee,  and  by  resolution,  the  Society  approved  of  the  acts  of  the 
committee. 

1.  Resolved ,  That  in  accordance  with  instructions  given  by  the 
Society,  and  in  humble  reliance  upon  the  Great  Head  of  the  church, 
the  Executive  committee  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  church,  do  now  ap¬ 
point  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gunn  our  missionary  to  the  Heathen. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  when  our  missionary  is  prepared  to  go  out,  he 
proceed  to  Southern  India  to  labor  among  the  Telegoo  people  in 
conjunction  with  the  Rev.  F.  Heyer,  who  has  commenced  a  mission 
in  Guntoor. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  our  missionary  receive  a  salary  of  $600  for 
the  first  year,  and  his  outfit. 

4.  Resolved ,  That  he  enter  into  our  service  immediately,  and  that 
he  endeavor  to  make  all  necessary  preparations  to  sail  in  the  early 
part  of  the  ensuing  autumn — say  in  the  month  of  October. 
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5.  Resolved ,  That  he  spend  the  summer  in  visiting  our  churches 
to  preach  on  the  subject  of  foreign  missions,  to  promote  a  mission¬ 
ary  spirit  among  our  people,  and  to  make  collections  for  this  So¬ 
ciety. 

6.  Resolved ,  That  when  our  missionary  is  prepared  to  sail,  a 
general  missionary  meeting  shall  be  held  in  Philadelphia,  where  the 
missionary  shall  receive  his  instructions,  and  be  publicly  set  apart 
for  the  work. 

7.  Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  committee,  Rev.  Dr. 
Morris,  be  instructed  to  procure  a  blank  book,  and  carefully  record 
all  the  proceedings  of  this  committee. 

After  the  receptions  of  the  above  resolutions,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  brethren  of  the  differ¬ 
ent  Synods  connected  with  this  body,  to  hold  a  concert  of  prayer 
for  missions  in  their  respective  charges,  on  the  first  Sunday  or  Mon¬ 
day  evening  of  every  month,  and  to  take  collections  for  our  foreign 
missions. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Society  now  adjourn  to  meet  again  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia,  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  of 
East  Pennsylvania. 

Prayer  by  the  Rev.  P.  Rizer. 

Constitution  of  the  Foreign  Missioriary  Society  of  the  Evangelical 

Lutheran  Churches ,  in  the  United  States ,  with  the  amendments 

adopted  at  the  Session  of  1841. 

Art.  I.  The  name  of  this  Society  shall  be  “  The  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
of  the  United  States;”  and  shall  embrace  all  churches  and  in¬ 
dividuals  who  may  comply  with  the  conditions  of  this  Constitution. 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  Society,  is  to  promote  the  foreign 
missionary  spirit,  and  to  assist  in  extending  the  knowledge  of  our 
blessed  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ,  throughout  the  habitable 
world. 

Art.  III.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society, 
by  the  annual  payment  of  one  dollar  or  more : — the  payment  of 
$25  at  one  time  shall  constitute  him  or  her  a  member  for  life. 
Honorary  members  may  be  elected  by  the  Society  at  the  regular 
meetings. 
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Art.  IV.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  he  a  President, 
Vice-Presidents,  an  Executive  Committee  of  five,  a  Recording  and 
a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  two  Auditors; — and 
such  other  officers  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  found  necessary  ; 
all  of  whom  shall  continue  in  office  until  others  are  chosen ;  all 
officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society,  at 
which,  nine  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Art.  V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  and,  in  his  ab¬ 
sence,  of  the  oldest  Vice-President  present,  to  preside  at  all  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Society,  and  to  perform  such  other  official  acts,  as  shall 
at  any  time  be  assigned  him  by  the  Society. 

Art.  VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to 
keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  and  to  notify  the  meetings  of 
the  Society  at  the  call  of  the  President. 

Art.  VII.  The  corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  and  su¬ 
perintend  the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  of  which  he  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  Society’s 
funds,  and  shall  keep  for  the  Society  all  moneys,  notes,  bonds  and 
other  evidences  of  property ;  and  shall  pay  out  money  only  by  or¬ 
der  of  the  Executive  committee,  taking  proper  vouchers  for  all 
moneys  paid  out,  and  keeping  an  accurate  account  of  the  Society’s 
receipts  and  expenditures.  He  shall  make  a  full  report  to  the  So¬ 
ciety,  at  each  regular  meeting,  properly  audited,  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures,  and  he  shall  also  make  a  quarterly  exhibition  of 
the  state  of  the  funds  to  the  Executive  Committee — and  whenever 
called  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee  he  shall  exhibit  his  books, 
accounts,  vouchers  and  other  evidences  of  property.  He  may  be 
required  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  give  bonds  for  the  faithful 
execution  of  his  trust. 

Art.  IX.  The  Auditors  shall  examine  the  books  and  vouchers 
of  the  Treasurer  annually,  and  if  they  shall  find  his  accounts  cor¬ 
rectly  kept  and  well  vouched,  they  shall  give  a  certificate  accord- 
ingly,  which  certificate  they  shall  enter  in  full,  in  the  Treasurer’s 
books,  and  cause  a  duplicate  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Society,  with 
the  Treasurer’s  account  or  regular  report. 

Art.  X.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  charge  and 
management  of  the  various  interests  and  operations  of  the  Society, 
taking  all  proper  measures  to  excite  and  cherish  a  Foreign  Mission- 
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ary  spirit.  They  shall  endeavor  to  procure  suitable  missionaries; 
to  encourage  theological  students  to  devote  themselves  to  the  work 
of  Foreign  Missions ;  to  bring  all  the  churches,  by  auxiliary  So¬ 
cieties  and  otherwise,  to  contribute  liberally  and  regularly  to  the 
Foreign  Missionary  cause;  to  direct  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties;  to  appoint  such  other  local  or 
travelling  agents  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  vigorous  prosecution 
of  the  business  entrusted  to  them ;  and  to  report  to  the  Society  at 
each  of  its  meetings  a  full  account  of  their  proceedings.  They 
shall  meet,  as  often  as  necessary,  and  three  of  their  number  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  at  any  regular  meeting.  They  may  adopt  any 
by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  this  Society. 

Art.  XI.  The  meetings  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  annually, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  fix  upon. 

Art.  XII.  Any  Society  may  become  auxiliary  to  this  Society, 
by  adopting  the  general  principles  of  this  Constitution,  and  resolv¬ 
ing  to  co-operate  with  them  ; — and  the  officers  of  auxiliary  Socie¬ 
ties  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Parent  Society, 

Art.  XIII.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any 
regular  meeting,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present, 
the  proposed  alteration  either  having  been  recommended  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  or  having  been  submitted  to  the  Society  at 
a  previous  meeting.

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last  eight  years,  during  which  this  society  has  operated,  proves  incon¬ 
testably  its  power  to  give  dignity,  and  value  to  ministerial  action,  as 
well  as  to  unite  into  harmonious  effort  on  the  great  subject  of  religious 
education,  the  different  and  distant  portions  of  the  church. 

NUMBER  ON  THE  FUNDS. 

The  whole  number  of  beneficiaries  received  on  the  funds,  from  the 
beginning  of  the  operations  of  the  society,  is  124.  Of  this  number  34 
are  now  in  the  ministry,  6  only  of  whom  graduated  in  the  college ;  1 1 
never  entered  the  college  or  preparatory  department;  and  17  received 
instruction  in  different  grades,  ranging  from  the  junior  class  down  to  the 
preparatory  department.  It  was  thought  important  to  specify  these  and 
similar  facts,  in  reference  to  the  college  and  seminary  at  Gettysburg,  for 
the  purpose  of  rectifying  the  erroneous  impressions  which  have  rested 
upon  the  minds  of  many. 

Of  the  whole  number  sustained,  27  have  withdrawn,  18  of  whom 
are  either  preparing  for  the  ministry  or  are  already  in  it,  and  6  were  in 
bad  health,  17  were  dropped  for  various  causes,  of  whom  3  are  now  in 
the  ministry,  5  have  departed  from  this  life,  12  are  employed  in  teach¬ 
ing,  10  are  in  the  seminary  and  19  in  the  preparatory  department  and 
college  at  Gettysburg. 

AGE. 

Many  objections  having  been  urged  against  the  operations  of  the  so¬ 
ciety  derived  from  the  time  of  life,  when  the  beneficiaries  commence 
their  studies,  the  length  of  time  during  which  they  are  required  to  pur¬ 
sue  them,  and  the  expense  incurred,  the  committee,  at  a  considerable 
expenditure  of  time  and  labor,  have  investigated  these  particulars,  as 
thoroughly  as  the  nature  of  the  subject  will  admit,  and  present  the  re¬ 
sult,  in  the  hope  that  these  difficulties  will  now  be  forever  settled. 

The  ages  of  16  out  of  the  124,  when  received  upon  the  funds,  could 
not  be  ascertained.  Of  the  remainder,  5  were  under  17  years  old  ;  6 
were  17  years  old;  9  were  18;  9  were  19;  7  were  20;  19  were  21  ; 
20  were  22 ;  15  were  23;  18  were  24  years  and  upwards.  So  that  less 
than  one-fourth  of  the  whole  number  were  under  20  years  when  receiv¬ 
ed  on  the  funds,  and  more  than  three-fourths  of  those  ascertained  were 
over  20  years. 

AVERAGE  LENGTH  OF  THE  COURSE. 

Of  the  34  now  in  the  ministry,  the  whole  number  of  years  actually 
employed  in  study  whilst  on  the  funds  of  the  society  is  86?.  Of  this 
time  25?  years  or  nearly  one-third,  was  employed  in  the  theological

seminary  at  Gettysburg,  and  61  years  or  a  little  more  than  two-thirds 
in  the  preparatory  department  and  college.  It  is  but  just  to  state,  that 
12  of  the  34  referred  to,  withdrew  without  the  consent  of  the  committee, 
and  were  received  cordially  by  the  different  Synods.  Of  the  22  who 
left  with  the  consent  of  the  committee,  63*  years  were  spent  in  study 
under  the  care  of  the  society,  of  which  23£  were  spent  in  the  seminary, 
and  40|  in  college  and  preparatory  department;  22  including  6  in  the 
ministry  have  graduated,  the  average  length  of  whose  preparatory  and 
collegiate  course  actually  studying  and  on  the  funds  is  4  years  and  11 
months.  These  six  graduates  in  the  ministry,  with  those  allowed  by 
the  committee  to  take  a  partial  course  of  preparatory  studies  spent  an 
average  of  4  years  and  10£  months,  in  the  whole  course. 

AVERAGE  COST. 

The  whole  sum  disbursed  from  the  beginning  of  the  operations  of 
the  society  is  $25,000.  The  average  cost  of  each  beneficiary,  exclusive 
of  those  withdrawn,  those  dropped  and  those  now  in  college  and  pre¬ 
paratory  department  is  $500.  Excluding  only  those  withdrawn  and 
dropped  $300.  As  the  average  length  of  time  of  the  twenty-two  who 
are  graduates  in  college  is  only  four  years  and  ten  months  in  their  whole 
course,  the  average  cost  of  each  beneficiary  who  leaves  with  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  committee  will  be  nearer  $300  than  $500. 

RECEIPTS  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

The  receipts  into  the  treasury  according  to  the  treasurer’s  report, 
within  the  last  two  years,  are  $6,721  98,  of  which  $810  35  are  bor¬ 
rowed.  The  disbursements  are  $8,245  88£,  of  this  sum  $200  were 
paid  on  loan  in  Bank;  $1,523  89£  are  due  the  treasurer;  $310  35  are 
due  the  seminary,  and  $300  in  Bank ;  leaving  a  deficiency  of  $2,134  24|, 
and  the  debt  of  the  Maryland  branch  $185  49,  making  the  sum  total  of 
the  debt  $2,319  73£. 

NUMBER  ON  THE  FUNDS. 

Since  the  last  biennial  meeting,  twenty-seven  new  applicants  for  aid 
have  been  received  on  the  funds.  The  whole  number  sustained,  in 
various  stages  of  preparation,  and  at  different  times,  during  the  last  two 
years  is  fifty- six.  Of  this  number  eight  have  been  dropped  for  various 
causes  ;  thirteen  have  withdrawn,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  preparing  for 
the  ministry,  or  are  in  it;  four  have  completed  their  course  in  the  semi¬ 
nary  and  are  in  the  ministry ;  seven  are  absent  teaching ;  ten  are  sus¬ 
tained  by  the  Maryland  branch;  five  are  sustained  by  the  Synod  of 
West  Pennsylvania;  leaving  nine  on  the  funds  at  the  present  time; 
making  with  those  sustained  by  the  single  auxiliary,  nineteen. 


AMOUNT  EARNED. 


A  large  majority  of  the  young  men  under  the  direction  of  the  com¬ 
mittee,  have  evinced  a  laudable  desire  to  relieve  their  embarrassed  con¬ 
dition,  by  increasing  their  income  through  their  personal  efforts.  Since 
the  last  report,  they  have  earned  $1208, 51|.  Thrice  as  much  would 
be  earned  if  they  enjoyed  facilities  or  opportunities  for  profitable  labor. 
No  one  should  charge  them  with  indolence  until  he  has,  without  suc¬ 
cess,  afforded  them  an  opportunity  to  relieve  themselves.  The  commit¬ 
tee  are  ignorant  of  a  single  case  in  which  profitable  labor  has  been  de¬ 
clined  by  them. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

That  beneficiary  education,  and  of  a  most  thorough  character,  is  the 
most  important  benevolent  object  now  before  the  church,  need  scarcely 
be  mentioned.  The  deficiency  of  well  qualified  ministers  is  every¬ 
where  a  subject  of  complaint.  The  cry  for  ministerial  aid  comes  from 
north,  south,  east  and  west.  The  operations  of  the  last  two  years  fur¬ 
nish  no  prospect  of  relief.  On  the  contrary,  the  number  on  the  funds 
has  diminished  more  than  one  half.  The  causes  of  this  deficiency  need 
not  be  mentioned.  The  church  is  as  wealthy  now  and  as  capable  as 
ever  of  sustaining  this  charity.  Many  young  men,  of  promising  talents 
and  piety,  are  anxious  to  enter  the  ministry,  but  are  unable  to  pursue 
their  preparatory  studies.  Many  are  prevented  from  making  applica¬ 
tion  for  aid  on  account  of  the  acknowledged  embarrassment  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  and  because  they  know  that  others  have  been  rejected.  Two 
Synods,  within  the  past  year,  have  suspended  their  contributions,  whilst 
another  has  nobly  advanced  and  efficiently  sustained  our  operations.  In 
such  a  cause  as  this,  calculated  in  its  nature  to  unite  and  harmonize, 
there  should  be  no  discord.  The  church  has  one  aim,  and  hopes  for 
but  one  end.  Piety  flourishes  where  there  is  peace.  The  reverse  is 
true  ;  where  there  is  piety  there  will  be  peace ;  for  all  occasion  of  of¬ 
fence  will  be  removed.  The  past  year  has  been  characterized  by  revi¬ 
vals  of  religion,  unexampled  in  frequency  and  power.  Many  of  these 
are  the  fruits  of  the  labors  of  ministers  sustained  by  this  institution. 
The  Lord  has  most  clearly  smiled  upon  our  efforts  in  these  manifesta¬ 
tions  of  his  favor.  One  would  naturally  suppose  that  from  the  midst 
of  such  distinguished  spiritual  blessings,  the  cause  of  ministerial  and 
beneficiary  education  would  receive  a  renewed  and  important  impulse. 
That  many  young  men  of  talents  and  piety  would  be  found  preparing 
themselves  for  the  ministry,  and  many  more  unable  to  educate  them¬ 
selves,  would  be  brought  forward  and  educated  by  the  church.  That 
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the  benevolence  of  the  church  expanded  by  the  gracious  influences  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  would  become  more  copious  and  constant,  and  the  des¬ 
olations  of  our  Zion  be  made  to  rejoice.  For  these  things  we  yet  hope 
and  will  devoutly  pray.  It  is  then  suggested, 

1st.  That  the  broad  basis  of  the  constitution,  remain  untouched,  and 
that  in  accordance  with  its  spirit,  the  whole  church  educate,  as  thor¬ 
oughly  as  possible,  the  young  men  who  seek  assistance  from  its  funds. 
For  the  exhibit  which  has  been  made  of  the  operations  of  the  past  eight 
years  shows  clearly,  that  the  standard  should  be  elevated  rather  than 
depressed. 

2nd.  It  is  suggested  that  if  any  Synod  prefer  separate  action,  it  annually 
designate  the  number  it  will  sustain  and  disburse  its  funds  through  the 
parent  committee  and  in  accordance  with  its  regulations;  and  if  at  any 
time,  it  is  pleased  to  arrest  any  of  its  beneficiaries  in  their  course,  and 
give  them  a  new  direction,  the  committee  will  cheerfully  act  out  its  ex¬ 
pressed  wishes.  Experience,  however,  has  taught,  again  and  again, 
that  synodical  action  is  lame  and  inefficient,  both  in  the  examination  of 
young  men  and  their  supervision,  as  well  as  the  collection  of  funds. 

Finally,  this  subject  in  all  its  relations,  is  committed  to  the  church  in 
the  full  persuasion  that  she  will  not  err,  for  any  great  length  of  time.  Her 
Head  and  Founder,  who  has  all  power  and  wisdom,  is  in  the  midst  of 
her  His  promise  is  “  Lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end 
of  the  world.”  The  fulfillment  of  that  promise  she  has  realized,  in 
the  time  of  her  greatest  extremity.  In  that  promise  do  we  now  repose, 
with  devout  submission  to  his  most  holy  will. 

After  the  reading  of  the  report  of  the  Executive  committee,  it 
was 

Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  committee  be  instructed  to  report 
amendments  to  the  constitution  at  the  next  session  of  this  Society. 

Resolved ,  That  in  view  of  the  facts  presented  in  the  report  of 
the  Executive  committee,  the  pressing  wants  of  the  church  and  the 
burdensome  debt  of  the  Society,  the  pastors  and  church-members 
in  our  connection,  be  earnestly  requested  to  exert  themselves  more 
vigorously  than  they  have  ever  yet  done,  for  the  purpose  of  rais¬ 
ing  funds  to  enable  the  Society  to  pay  its  debts  and  to  carry  on  its 
operations. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  nominate  candidates 
for  officers  of  this  Society. 

The  committee  are  Rev.  Messrs.  Senderling,  Lochman,  and 
Eichelberger. 
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Resolved ,  That  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  meeting  of  this 
Societ}r,  allowing  a  discount  of  12  per  cent,  per  annum  on  all  pay¬ 
ments  made  by  beneficiaries  on  their  notes  for  five  years  after  their 
course  is  completed,  as  found  on  page  35  of  printed  minutes,  be 
rescinded.

and  a  collection  taken  up.

The  Society  met.  Prayer  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Reck. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday’s  session  were  read  and  adopted. 

The  Executive  committee  who  were  directed  to  report  amend¬ 
ments  to  the  constitution,  proposed  the  following,  which  were 
adopted : 

1.  Each  branch  society  shall  have  the  power  to  prescribe  the  course 
of  study,  and  the  rules  of  supervision  to  be  observed  and  required  by 
the  Executive  committee,  from  the  beneficiaries,  who  are  sustained  by 
their  funds ;  and  also  to  select  the  institution  where  they  are  to  be  edu¬ 
cated. 

2.  If  any  branch  society  shall  have  surplus  funds,  they  shall  be 
thrown  into  the  treasury  of  the  Parent  society  ;  and  if  any  shall  have 
a  deficit  of  funds,  application  may  be  made  to  the  Executive  committee 
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of  the  Parent  society,  who  shall  appropriate  for  its  use,  all  the  surplus 
funds  needed,  if  any  should  be  on  hand. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  auxiliary  society  to  make  a  report  of 
their  proceedings  at  each  meeting  of  the  Parent  society,  held  during  the 
session  of  the  General  Synod. 

4.  The  phrase  “  except  a  recommendation  of  the  committee”  shall 
be  erased  from  15th  article. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Resolved ,  That  this  Society  regard  it  as  improper,  for  any  bene¬ 
ficiary  of  this  Society,  either  in  the  college  or  seminary,  or  at  the 
point  of  transition  from  the  collegiate  to  the  theological  institution, 
to  intermit  the  prescribed  course  of  study,  without,  an  express  vote 
of  the  Executive  committee,  allowing  such  course. 

Resolved ,  That  the  executive  committee  shall  report  to  this  so¬ 
ciety  the  names  of  all  such  as  hereafter  do  not  comply  with  this 
vote. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Synods  contributing  to  the  fund  of  this  society 
be  earnestly  requested  not  to  license  any  beneficiary  wrho  has  with¬ 
out  the  consent  of  the  executive  committee,  failed  to  go  through 
the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

Resolved ,  That  this  society  shall  hold  an  adjourned  meeting  for 
the  purpose  of  an  anniversary  celebration,  in  such  place  and  at  such 
time  as  the  executive  committee  may  appoint. 

Various  other  resolutions  were  introduced  but  all  rejected. 

The  society  adjourned.

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The  Rev.  B.  J.  Wallace  presented  himself  as  a  delegate  from 
the  (Triennial)  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  to 
this  body.

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  con¬ 
fer  with  the  Rev.  B.  J.  Wallace,  to  prepare  and  report  a  plan  of 
correspondence  between  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangel- 
ieal  Lutheran  Church  in  the  same.  Rev.  Dr.  Morris,  Rev.  Prof. 
Reynolds,  and  Rev.  N.  W.  Goertner  were  appointed  said  com¬ 
mittee. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Osburn  and  Nevinof  the  Presbyterian  church, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Grier,  chaplain  in  the  United  States  Navy,  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Baird,  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Evangelical  Society, 
were  introduced  and  received  as  advisory  members. 

IX.  Resolved ,  That  Dr.  Baird  be  heard  this  afternoon  at  4  o’clock 
in  behalf  of  the  Foreign  Evang.  Society. 

The  reception  of  the  minutes  of  the  district  Synods,  and  other 
documents  being  now  in  order,  the  minutes  of  the  Synods  of  Al¬ 
leghany,  Western  Virginia,  the  West,  Hartwick,  New  York, 
Maryland,  Virginia,  East  Pennsylvania,  North  Carolina,  and  Mi¬ 
ami  were  presented,  and  referred  to  “the  committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Church.” 

The  following  memorial  of  the  Directors  of  Wittenberg  College, 
was  presented  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  Hymn-Book : 

Memorial  of  the  Directors  of  Wittenberg  College ,  to  the  General 

Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States. 

Beloved  Fathers  and  Brethren: — The  undersigned,  Directors  of  Wittenberg 
College,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  represent  to  your  venerable  body,  that  they  have 
established  a  Depository  of  the  various  publications  of  the  church,  in  the  western 
part  of  Ohio,  in  order  to  circulate  the  same  more  conveniently  and  extensively 
among  the  members  and  others  in  the  West. 

To  effect  this  object  successfully,  it  is  important  that  tho  books,  especially  the 
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Catechism  and  Ilymn-book,  be  sold  as  cheaply  as  possible.  And  as  the  freight  to 
the  place  of  the  depository  is  greater  than  to  any  point  east  of  the  mountains,  your 
petitioners  earnestly  request  the  Synod  to  reduce  the  premium  on  the  Catechism  and 
Hymn-book,  so  as  to  enable  us  to  sell  them  at  the  same  price  for  which  they  are 
bought  in  the  East. 

And  your  memorialists  earnestly  invoke  the  divine  guidance  and  benediction  on 
your  body  in  all  its  deliberations.

A  communication  was  received  from  Mr.  T.  J.  Myers,  lay-dele¬ 
gate  of  the  Synod  of  Western  Virginia,  giving  his  reasons  for  non- 
attendance  at  this  meeting.  His  excuse  was  received. 

The  following  report,  from  Dr.  E.  L.  Hazelius,  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina,  was  presented  : 

Report  of  the  Synod  oj  South  Carolina  to  the  General  Synod  of 

the  Lutheran  Church. 

Lexington  C.  H.,  South  Carolina,  April  29,  1845. 

Dear  Brethren  : 

In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  our  Synod,  passed  at  its  last  session,  1  will  en¬ 
deavor  to  furnish  you  with  an  extract  of  our  proceedings,  and  an  outline  of  the  state 
of  our  finances. 

Our  Synod  met  at  Lexington  Courthouse,  Nov.  2d,  1S44,  and  continued  in  session 
till  the  6th.  Our  body  consists  of  26  ordained  ministers,  three  licentiates  and  seven 
students  under  the  direction  of  Synod,  who  have  license  to  exhort,  hold  prayer- 
meetings  &c.  under  the  direction  of  the  pastors  in  whose  congregations  they  reside. 

In  the  Seminary  are  at  present  eight  students.  We  expect  three  or  four  others 
to  enter  at  the  commencement  of  the  summer  session. 

A  course  of  study  has  been  prescribed  by  Synod  to  those  students,  who  cannot 
enter  the  Seminary,  either  on  account  of  their  great  distance  from  it, "or  because  they 
have  families  to  provide  for.  They  are  to  study  under  the  direction  of  the  respective 
pastors,  in  whose  congregations  they  m:»y  reside,  and  are  to  be  examined  at  the  Sy¬ 
nodical  sessions  on  the  prescribed  course.  Whenever  they  are  here  at  Lexington, 
they  enjoy  the  privilege  of  attending  the  lectures  and  recitations  of  the  institution, 
and  also,  as  members  of  our  Theological  society,  may  participate  in  its  exercises  both 
professional  and  devotional ;  in  short,  they  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  regular 
students.  There  are  therefore  now  15  brethren  connected  with  the  Seminary  and  in 
a  course  of  preparation  for  the  gospel  ministry,  which  number  will  receive  ^orne  in¬ 
crease,  as  already  stated,  at  the  commencement  of  our  next  session. 

In  regard  to  the  state  of  religion  within  the  bounds  of  our  Synod,  I  refer  you  to 
Dr.  Bachman’s  report,  presented  to  Synod  last  fall,  pages  5  and  6  of  the  minutes. 

In  the  Corresponding  Secretary’s  report,  a  sketch  was  given  of  the  origin  of  our 
Synods,  in  which  some  errors  occurred,  which  however  have  been  corrected.

There  are  about  40  churches  in  the  states  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia  and  Ala¬ 
bama  in  connexion  with  our  Synod.  The  number  of  white  members,  received  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  Synodical  year,  is  298  ;  colored  members  115;  in  all  413.  Total  num¬ 
ber  of  members,  white  2434  ;  colored  348  ;  in  all  2784.  Sunday  schools  21 ;  teach¬ 
ers  94  ;  scholars  6  16. 

On  Jan.  1,  1844,  there  were  $514.03  due  the  Missionary  society,  of  which  $260 
were  appropriated  ;  leaving  a  balance  of  $254.03  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 
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The  contributions  at  the  Synodical  missionary  meeting  were  $105.66,  leaving  in 
the  Treasury  the  sum  of  $359.69,  whereof  $1 00  were  appropriated  for  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  missionary  buildings  at  Guutoor  in  India. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Centenary  fund  reported  to  have  in  bonds  and

Our  Centenary  fund  consists  of  -  $4113  40 

The  Synodical  Treasurer  reported  the  amount  in  notes  and  cash  in  his  hands  to 
be  $1216  04i. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Seminary  reported,  Nov.  6,  1844,  in  bonds 
and  cash  the  sum  of  $10,484  07|. 

There  are  five  charitable  societies  in  the  bounds  of  Synod  ;  two  in  Rev.  Dr.  Bach¬ 
man’s  congregation,  which  have  been  very  effective  in  the  support  of  the  Seminary 
and  the  Missionary  cause ;  two  are  in  the  congregation  of  Rev.  Mr.  Aldrich,  Sa¬ 
vannah,  which  likewise  have  freely  contributed  to  the  cause  of  Education,  Seminary, 
and  Missions.  There  is  one  charitable  society  in  Rev.  Mr.  Heemsoth’s  German  con¬ 
gregation,  Charleston,  which  as  far  as  its  object  is  known  to  me,  it  is  for  the  sup¬ 
port  of  its  own  poor. 

Wishing  you  a  meeting  owned  and  blessed  by  the  Head  of  the  Church,  I  subscribe

The  report  was  received  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church. 

Rev.  Prof.  Wm.  M.  Reynolds  presented  the  following  report  of 
the  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania  : 

Report  of  the  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  last  General  Synod,  requesting  the  “  Sy¬ 
nods  in  connection  with  this  body  to  send  an  abstract  of  their  proceedings,  embrac¬ 
ing  their  statistics  and  the  state  of  religion  within  their  bounds,”  the  Synod  of  East 
Pennsylvania  would  report  as  follows: 

During  the  two  years  that  have  passed  since  the  last  convention  of  the  General 
Synod,  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  of  the  number  and,  we  would  fain  believe, 
of  the  efficiency  also  of  this  body.  The  year  1843  was  marked  by  numerous  and 
extensive  revivals  of  religion  throughout  the  church,  and  in  these  the  East  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Synod  shared  largely.  Indeed  of  all  our  pastoral  districts,  there  was  scarcely 
one,  which  did  not  partake,  in  a  greater  or  less  degree,  in  this  blessed  influence  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  The  following  year  the  brethren  generally  complained  that  there 
was  an  absence  of  these  remarkable  manifestations  of  divine  grace,  but  we  believe, 
that  we  have  satisfactory  evidence  of  a  steady  growth  in  piety  among  our  members 
during  this  year  also.  As  instances  of  this,  we  may  state  that  the  regular  ministra¬ 
tions  of  the  sanctuary  have  been  well  attended,  the  communion-table  much  fre¬ 
quented,  and  our  Sabbath  schools  and  prayer-meetings  well  kept  up.  We  think 
there  has  also  been  an  increase  of  interest  in  our  benevolent  operations  generally,  and 
greater  liberality  in  contributing  to  them. 

The  Synod  has  been  fully  sustained  in  its  resolution,  adopted  at  the  session  of 
1843,  to  assist  eight  young  men  in  their  studies  preparatory  to  the  gospel  ministry, 
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and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe,  that  whenever  this  object  is  brought  faithfully 
before  our  people,  it  will  secure  their  willing  support.  Some  of  our  congregations 
have  also  done  something  for  the  maintenance  of  domestic  and  foreign  Missions,  and 
have  contributed  to  various  other  benevolent  operations  of  the  day,  though  it  is  to  be 
regretted,  that  the  spirit  of  Christian  liberality  is  not  yet  sufficiently  developed  to  sys¬ 
tematize  these  efforts.  But  we  entertain  the  hope,  that  when  our  congregations  are 
delivered  from  the  peculiar  embarrassments  which  many  of  them  have  experienced, 
they  will  manifest  greater  zeal  in  every  good  work. 

The  building  of  houses  of  worship  has  called  forth  all  the  efforts  that  many  of  our 
churches  were  able  to  make  during  these  two  years  past.  Within  that  time  the  fol¬ 
lowing  have  been  erected  :  1.  In  Danville,  Columbia  Co.,  Pa.,  by  the  congregation 
under  the  care  of  Pastor  E.  Schwartz.  This  is  one  of  the  most  flourishing  manu¬ 
facturing  towns  in  Pennsylvania,  with  a  rapidly  increasing  population.  The  Luther¬ 
ans  here  once  had  an  interest  in  a  church  in  common  with  Episcopalians,  but  were, 
in  some  way  or  other,  deprived  of  it.  There  is  a  wide  field  of  usefulness  opened  to 
our  ministers  in  this  and  the  surrounding  country.  2.  In  Selinsgrove,  Union  Co., 
under  the  care  of  Pastor  Schindel,  Sen.,  a  fine  church  75  feet  by  50  with  a  well  fin¬ 
ished  basement  story.  3.  In  Lykensvalley,  Dauphin  Co.,  by  the  same,  a  good  stone 
house  40  feet  by  60.  4.  Another  by  the  same  pastor,  in  Augusta  township,  Northum¬ 
berland  Co.  5.  An  excellent  house  has  been  erected  by  the  German  congregation 
under  the  care  of  Pastor  Vogelbach  in  Harrisburg.  It  is  gratifying  to  state,  that  the 
English  congregation  of  said  place,  under  the  care  of  Pastor  Chas.  Schaeffer,  aided 
most  liberally  in  this  work.  6.  The  congregation  of  Pastor  J.  Ruthrauff  in  Lebanon, 
Pa.,  excluded  from  the  church  of  their  fathers  under  very  painful  circumstances, 
finding  that  there  was  no  redress  in  law,  as  the  church  was  not  chartered,  quietly  re¬ 
tired  and  built  an  excellent  house  of  worship,  of  which  the  dimensions  are  75  feet  by 
50.  Thus  even  our  trials  redound  to  the  extension  and  strengthening  of  the  Church. 
7.  The  English  congregation  in  Pleading,  under  the  care  of  Pastor  Schock,  has  also 
erected  a  very  handsome  edifice.  8.  Another  congregation  under  the  care  of  the  same 
brother  has  also  erected  a  handsome  house  of  worship  in  Amity  township,  Berks  Co. 
9.  The  congregation  of  Pastor  Diehl,  in  Easton,  has  also  erected  a  most  beautiful 
church,  which  we  trust  will  long  remain  a  monument  of  their  liberality  and  enterprise 
to  the  honor  of  the  triune  God. 

These  churches  are  all  handsome  buildings  either  of  stone  or  brick,  and  ample  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  congregations  worshipping  in  them.  They  have  been 
built  at  an  aggregate  expense  of  about  $36,000,  and  are  generally  so  far  paid  for  as 
not  to  leave  the  congregations  burthened  by  any  considerable  amount  of  debt. 

A  number  of  new  congregations  have  been  organized,  which  will,  no  doubt,  soon 
require  churches  for  their  accommodation.  A  dense  Lutheran  population  between 
the  Delaware  and  the  Susquehanna,  with  not  one  half  the  number  of  ministers  ne¬ 
cessary  to  supply  it  with  preaching,  and  requiring  generally  both  the  English  and  the 
German  language,  calls  for  much  more  effort  than  has  hitherto  been  made  in  its  be¬ 
half,  and  demands  a  great  increase  of  the  number  of  our  pastors. 

There  are  23  ministers  and  52  congregations  in  connection  with  this  Synod.

With  40  of  these  congregations  (from  which  number  alone  we  have  reports, 
the  pastors  notjiaving  been  settled  in  the  others  previous  to  meeting  of  Synod,)  there 
were  connected  5207  communicants,  40  Sabbath  schools,  and  51  prayer-meetings. 
The  baptisms,  reported  for  the  last  year,  were  673  and  confirmations  333.  By  a 
comparison  of  the  statistics  of  the  last  two  years,  we  compute  the  increase  of  our 
ministers  at  12,  congregations  30,  and  communicants  4100  within  that  period. 

With  grateful  acknowledgments  of  the  unmerited  goodness  of  the  Great  Head 
of  the  Church,  who  hath  so  faithfully  fulfilled  unto  us  his  promise  to  be  with  his 
servants  “  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world,”  and  thus  prospered  the  work  of  our 
hands  in  his  vineyard,

Resolved ,  That  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  hold  its 
meeting  this  afternoon  at  3  o’clock. 

XIV.  Resolved ,  That  the  Synod  recommend  the  holding  of  a 
Synodical  prayer-meeting  every  morning,  during  its  sessions,  com¬ 
mencing  at  half  past  8  o’clock. 

XV.  Resolved ,  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  the  documents  and  reports  concerning  Hymn-books  and 
Catechisms,  which  may  be  presented  to  Synod,  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  and  reporting  on  the  same. 

On  motion,  the  Synod  adjourned.  Prayer  by  Rev.  B.  J.  Wallace. 

Friday  afternoon,  having  been  appropriated  to  the  trans¬ 
action  of  the  business  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  there 
was  no  session  of  the  General  Synod  during  that  time.

r  In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  by  the  General  Synod  at  its  last  meeting 
in  Baltimore,  1843,  viz.  “  That  the  district  Synods  in  connection  with  the  General 
Svnod,  be  requested  to  send  an  abstract  of  their  proceedings,  embracing  the  statis¬ 
tics,  and  state  of  religion  within  their  bounds,  to  each  Convention,”  the  delegai.es  of 
the  Synod  of  the  West  present  the  following  report : 

The  Sjmod  of  the  West  has  under  its  care,  congregations  in  the  states  of  Indiana, 
Illinois,  Missouri,  Kentucky  and  Tennessee. 

It  has  in  connection  with  it,  ordained  Ministers  16  ;  Licentiates  11  ;  Congregations 
60  ;  Communicants  3657  ;  Sabbath  schools  47  ;  Scholars  in  these  schools,  about  2000  ; 
Prayer-meetings  40;  there  were  baptized  in  1843  and  1844,  Infants  948,  Adults  106.

The  Lutheran  church  in  the  West  has  been  signally  blessed,  not  only 
in  the  precious  seasons  of  revival  which  it  has  enjoyed,  but  aLo  in  that 
it  has  been  enabled  to  take  a  prominent  stand  among  our  principal 
sister  denominations. 

In  1835,  when  the  Synod  of  the  West  was  formed,  it  consisted  of  6 

ministers,  having  about  GOO  communicants  under  their  care,  who  were 

* 

scattered  through  five  states.  There  are  now  31  ministers,  and  about 
4000  communicants.  But  although  we  must  be  thankful  to  the  Great 
Shepherd  for  his  mercy  and  loving  kindness  towards  us,  it  is  never¬ 
theless  very  much  to  be  lamented,  that  in  that  vast  extent  of  country, 
over  which  the  care  of  the  Synod  extends,  there  are  yet  scattered  from 
10  to  15,000  Lutherans,  who  are  destitute  of  the  gospel,  as  proclaimed 
by  Lutheran  ministers.  From  a  number  the  Synod  receives  regularly, 
at  its  annual  meeting,  the  Macedonian  cry,  “  Come  over  and  help  us.” 
But  what  can  we  do  ?  We  are  not  only  without  men,  but  without  funds 
to  pay  travelling  ministers  ; — the  people  are  too  poor  to  support  their 
pastors.  Our  principal  cities  and  towns,  such  as  Louisville;  St.  Louis, 
Missouri;  Natchez,  Mississippi;  Memphis,  Tennessee;  New  Or¬ 
leans,  Louisiana  ;  &c.  are  unsupplied,  and  if  men  and  funds  to  support 
them  are  not  soon  obtained,  in  all  human  probability,  ihese  places  will 
be  lost  to  our  church,  inasmuch  as  all  our  sister  denominations,  re¬ 
ceiving  aid  from  the  East,  are  laboring  in  the  same  field  with  com- 
mendable  zeal,  and  our  Lutheran  brethren  will  thus  gradually  be  in¬ 
duced  to  unite  themselves  with  their  churches. 

The  vacant  congregations  reported  to  Synod  are  about  25 ;  but  be- 
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sides  these,  hundreds  might  be  added,  who  have  not  as  yet  applied  to 
Synod  for  supplies,  and  hundreds  more  might  be  formed  by  gathering 
in  the  Lutheran  families  scattered  over  that  vast  extent  of  country.

Abstract  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia ,  1844-1845. 

The  fourteenth  annual  session  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod 
of  Virginia  was  held  in  Winchester,  May  11-16,  1844,  including  at 
said  session  18  ordained  ministers  and  licentiates.

The  parochial  reports  give  the  following  aggregate  :  viz.  Congre¬ 
gations  39  ;  Baptisms  282  ;  Confirmations  300  ;  Communicants  2263  ; 
Sabbath  schools  20  ;  Prayer-meetings  43  ; — one  charge  not  reported. 

From  the  statements  of  the  brethren,  connected  with  their  parochial 
reports,  on  the  state  of  religion  in  their  respective  charges,  the  follow- 
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in g  minute  was  entered  in  the  proceedings  of  Synod  : — “These  state¬ 
ments  were  highly  interesting  to  Synod,  and  show  that  in  our  churches 
generally  the  cause  of  evangelical  truth  and  piety  is  progressing.  The 
benevolent  enterprises  of  the  day  are  sustained  with  increasing  success, 
and  though  much  darkness  and  error  remain  to  be  overcome,  yet  in  view 
of  what  has  been  done,  we  have  cause  to  thank  God  and  take  courage 
for  the  future.” 

On  page  15  of  the  minutes  of  this  session,  is  given  a  report  on  the 
proceedings  of  the  last  convention  of  the  General  Synod,  in  which  is 
embodied  an  abstract  of  the  information  given  in  said  proceedings  on  the 
state  of  the  church  generally,  and  its  recommendations  are  suitably 
noticed. 

An  institution  has  recently  been  established  for  the  purpose  of  pro¬ 
moting  the  interests  of  academical  education  within  the  bounds  of  the 
South  Western  Synod  of  Virginia,  the  influence  of  which  it  is  be¬ 
lieved,  will  be  beneficially  felt  in  the  churches  within  their  limits,  and 
upon  the  church  at  large,  by  inviting  to  it  young  men  in  that  section  of 
the  church,  whose  education  beginning,  there,  may  result  in  preparing 
them,  in  many  cases,  for  a  subsequent  collegiate  course,  and  finally  by 
the  grace  of  God,  for  the  ministry  itself.  This  institution  is  under  a 
regular  Board  of  Trustees,  whose  efficiency  will  doubtless  secure  to  it 
at  least  respectable  success,  and  was  chartered  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature  of  Virginia. 

Some  $  1700  were  subscribed  in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  on  the  basis 
of  the  Centenary  plan,  a  large  portion  of  which  was  appropriated  to 
the  building  of  a  church  at  Staunton,  a  point  at  which  it  was  deemed 
highly  desirable  that  the  interests  of  our  church  should  have  attention 
and  a  congregation  be  established.  Said  church  is  now  about  being 
erected,  and  when  completed  will  tend  greatly  to  strengthen  our  cause 
in  that  location.  In  the  proceedings  of  this  session,  the  erection  of  some 
half  dozen  of  other  new  houses  of  worship  is  noticed,  among  them  one 
in  Winchester,  in  size  and  finish  highly  creditable  to  the  congregation 
erecting  it.  At  this  session  of  Synod  one  brother  was  ordained,  and 
two  others  licensed  after  a  full  examination  as  to  their  qualifications  as 
prescribed  by  the  constitution.  The  President  in  the  close  of  his  re¬ 
port  to  Synod,  calls  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  general  neglect  of  our 
accustomed  system  of  catechetical  lectures  to  the  young,  and  urges  at¬ 
tention  to  them  on  the  part  of  ministers  as  an  invaluable  means  of  suc¬ 
cess  in  their  charges,  fully  attested  by  the  past  experience  of  the  church, 
and  which,  under  no  circumstances,  ought  to  be  omitted. 

The  next,  or  fifteenth  annual  session  of  this  Synod  was  held  at 
Shepherdstown,  May  9-13,  1845.  Twenty  ordained  and  licensed  min- 
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isters  were  reported  at  this  session,  and  a  corresponding  increase  in  the 
number  of  members.  The  state  of  religion  reported  was  encouraging, 
and  the  meeting  of  Syrrod  one  of  increased  interest,  especially  in  re¬ 
ference  to  the  subject  of  beneficiary  education,  to  which  a  new  impulse 
seemed  to  be  given,  and  on  which  a  new  zeal  has  been  awakened. 

At  this  session  of  Synod,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved ,  That  our  delegates  to  the  General  Synod  be  instructed  to 
submit  to  its  consideration,  a  proposition  for  a  triennial  session  of  said 
Synod  hereafter,  and  to  vote  for  the  same.

The  following  report,  from  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod,  was 
read  by  Rev.  A.  H.  Lochman : 

*  Report  of  West  Pennsylvania  Syyiod. 

The  delegates  of  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod  respectfully  offer  the 
following  report  concerning  the  state  of  the  Church  within  its  bounds  : 

This  body  met  at  Hanover,  York  County,  in  September  last.  Its 
meetings  were  characterized  by  a  spirit  of  brotherly  love  and  a  com¬ 
mendable  zeal  for  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  and  the 
promotion  of  vital  piety  within  the  sphere  of  its  influence. 

It  may  be  remarked,  that  notwithstanding  the  erection  of  a  new  Sy¬ 
nod  within  its  former  bounds,  this  Synod  now  numbers  nearly  as  many 
members  as  it  did  before  its  division  ; — further,  that  at  our  last  meeting, 
eight  promising  young  men  were  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel,  and 
that  one  brother  was  received  from  a  sister  church. 

A  number  of  our  old  pastoral  districts  have  been  divided  and  new 
congregations  formed,  thus  affording  our  people  increased  opportunities, 
to  be  profited  by  the  regular  ministrations  of  the  sanctuary. 

Many  of  our  congregations  have,  during  the  last  two  years,  been 
blessed  with  special  outpourings  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  fruits  of  which 
are,  that  many  have  been  added  to  the  church,  that  the  church  has- 
maintained  a  higher  standard  of  piety,  and  that  it  has  manifested  an  un¬ 
usual  spirit  of  benevolence  in  regrrd  to  the  institutions  of  the  church 
and  especially  to  the  cause  of  Missions.

From  this  list  it  appears,  that  there  are  at  present  in  connection  with 
this  Synod  43  ministers,  viz.  34  ordained  and  9  licentiates.  In  Sep¬ 
tember  last  there  were  reported  128  congregations,  and  14053  com¬ 
municant  members.  The  increase  since  Sept.  1843,  is  6  ministers,  22 
congregations,  and  318G  communicants.  Six  young  men  are  sustained 
by  Synod,  and  several  more  by  separate  congregations,  in  a  course  of 
preparation  for  the  ministry.  During  the  last  year  there  were  2190  bap¬ 
tisms,  2057  infants  and  133  adults,  confirmed  1355,  received  by  certifi¬ 
cate  33,  moneys  paid  into  the  Synodical  Treasury  $107.35,  Education 
Treasury  $347.30,  Home  Missions  $61.50,  Foreign  Missions  $101.

Synod  of  Mary¬ 
land,  viz.  “  Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  prepare  an  abstract  of  the 
proceedings  of  this  Synod,  during  the  last  two  years,  including  sta¬ 
tistics,  state  of  religion  &c.,  to  be  presented  to  the  next  General  Sy¬ 
nod,”  I  herewith  submit  the  following: 

The  first  meeting  of  this  Synod,  since  the  last  convention  of  the 
General  Synod,  was  held  in  Westminster,  Carroll  Co.,  Md.  The 
officers  elected  were  Rev.  E.  Keller,  President;  Rev.  S.  Sentman, 
Secretary  ;  and  Rev.  J.  P.  Cline,  Treasurer.

From  the  obove  statistics  it  will  appear,  that  1710  have  been  ad¬ 
mitted  into  the  church  by  profession  of  faith  as  adults  in  baptism, 
confirmation  and  certificate;  that  there  are  75  Sabbath  schools,  nearly 
1000  teachers,  and  nearly  6000  scholars,  (as  the  reports  were  not 
full).  The  German  church  at  Washington  City,  the  Martinsburg  and 
Manchester  charges  have  been  in  connection  with  other  Synods  during 
the  last  two  years,  which  will  account  for  the  fact,  that  although  nearly 
2000  have  been  admitted  to  this  Synod,  the  number  of  communicants 
does  not  seem  greater  than  formerly,  when  all  these  charges  were 
united  with  it. — As  the  Manchester  charge  will  now  again  be  united 
with  this  Synod,  the  number  of  communicants  will  again  exceed  7000. 
Protracted  meetings,  prayer-meetings,  and  catechization  are  extensively 
held  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod. — Revivals  have  been  frequent 
during  the  last  two  years,  and  although  not  so  extensive  as  during  the 
year  before  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  yet  still  the  cause 
of  the  Redeemer  seems  steadily  to  progress  in  our  midst. 

The  Bible,  Tract,  Sabbath  school,  Temperance  and  Missionary 
causes  are  generally  favorably  regarded  and  sustained.  The  cause  of 
Beneficiary  Education  has  claimed  the  attention  of  this  Synod,  and  13 
young  men  have  been  sustained  at  Gettysburg  during  the  last  two  years 
at  an  expense  of  about  $2,700.  In  the  Frederick,  Hagerstown,  Middle- 
town,  Taneytown,  Woodsboro’  and  Lovettsville  charges,  about  $5,500 
have  been  subscribed  to  the  second  Professorship  in  the  Theol.  Seminary 
at  Gettysburg,  and  in  the  First  Lutheran  church,  Baltimore,  Waynes¬ 
boro’  and  Smithsburg  charges,  about  $2000  have  been  subscribed  to 
Pennsylvania  College.  Considerable  pecuniary  aid  has  also  been  fur¬ 
nished  by  a  number  of  charges  to  the  building  of  churches,  not  only  in 
their  own  bounds, ^but  also  away  from  them,  as  at  Reading,  Washington, 
New  York,  and  Staunton,  Va.  Five  new  charges  have  been  formed, 
Yiz  Washington  City,  Funkstown,  Manchester,  Bethel  and  Frostburg, 
and  all  supplied  with  faithful  ministers. — Nine  new  congregations  have 
been  organized,  1  at  Washington,  1  at  Beaver  Creek,  1  at  Pleasant  Val¬ 
ley,  1  in  Baltimore,  3  in  the  former  Manchester  charge,  1  at  George¬ 
town,  Va.,  and  2  near  Frederick. 

Four  newr  churches  have  been  built,  or  are  in  progress  of  building  at 
this  time,  one  at  Pleasant  Valley,  one  at  Cumberland,  which  were 
finished  last  fall ;  another  at  Washington  City,  and  another  at  Beaver 
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Creek,  both  of  which  are  now  in  progress  and  will  be  finished  during 
the  course  of  the  summer  or  fall. 

Two  charges  have  been  vacant  for  some  time,  Middletown  and  Jef¬ 
ferson,  but  they  will  both  be  soon  supplied,  leaving  only  Lovettsville 
vacant,  which  we  hope  will  also  soon  be  supplied. 

Upon  the  whole  we  have  great  reason  both  to  thank  God  for  his 
mercies  and  the  measure  of  success,  which  has  attended  our  labors,  and 
to  mourn  over  many  things  among  us,  which  ought  not  so  to  be.  To 
his  name  be  all  the  glory  for  the  good,  which  he  has  accomplished,  and 
on  his  grace  we  would  rely  for  all  that  is  to  come.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Strobe!  presented  the  report  of  the  New  York 
Ministerium,  which  is  as  follows: 

Ministerium  of  JYew  York. 

The  delegates  from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  the 
state  of  New  York,  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  give  a  detail  of  the 
statistics  of  said  body,  as  they  are  found  in  the  printed  minutes  already 
laid  on  the  table.  Our  churches  are  generally  prospering.  Revivals 
of  religion  have  been  frequent,  and  perfect  harmony  prevails  in  our 
borders.  A  new  church  has  been  erected  in  the  city  of  Utica,  one  in 
Canajoharie,  and  arrangements  are  now  making  for  the  erection  of  one 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  which  will  probably  be  completed  during  the 
present  season.  Our  congregations  have  turned  their  attention  to  the 
erection  of  parsonages,  several  of  which  have  been  completed  during 
the  past  season.  Our  efforts  among  the  German  population  have  been 
very  successful.  We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  prosperous  state 
of  our  Widows’  Fund,  which  now  amounts  to  more  than  $2000,  safely 
invested.  Changes  have  taken  place  in  our  Theological  Seminary  at 
Hartwick,  by  which  Rev.  H.  I.  Smith,  has  become  Principal,  and 
Rev.  Dr.  Miller,  Professor  of  Theology.

From  this  list  it  appears, that  there  are  in  connection  with  this  Synod 
32  ordained  ministers  and  3  licentiates,  making' a  total  of  35  ministers.  At 
the  last  meeting  of  Synod  there  were  reported  36  congregations,  1098 
infants  and  25  adults  baptised,  364  additions  to  the  number  of  com¬ 
municants,  5421  communicants,  2512  entitled  to  communion. 

The  following  extract  from  the  minutes  of  the  Synod  of  Miami 
was  presented  by  the  Rev.  D.  P.  Rosemniller,  as  the  report  of  that 
Synod  : 
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Report  of  the  Synod  of  Miami . 

The  external  circumstances  of  the  church  are  generally  very  pros¬ 
perous.  During  the  six  months  intervening  since  our  last  Convention, 
a  house  of  worship  has  been  finished  in  Dayton,  one  in  br.  Sill’s 
charge,  one  in  br.  Link’s  district,  two  in  br.  Weddle’s,  and  a  church 
and  parsonage  have  been  purchased  by  the  congregation  in  Cincinnati. 

Besides  these,  the  following  were  put  under  way  :  one  church 
and  parsonage  in  br.  Baker’s  charge,  one  in  br.  Rosenmiller’s,  one  in 
br.  Surface’s,  and  two  in  the  Springfield  district. 

During  the  last  year,  the  following  congregations  were  organ¬ 
ized  :  one  by  br.  Surface,  one  by  br.  Sill,  two  by  br.  Weddle,  and  one 
near  Springfield.

Parochial  report  of  the  Synod  of  Miami:  Congregations  32;  com¬ 
municants  1723  ;  infants  baptized  143,  adults  baptized  43;  confirmed 
154  ;  admitted  22  ;  expelled  6  ;  buried  55  ;  Sunday  schools  10  ;  prayer¬ 
meeting  21  ;  Synodical  collection  $57.29. 
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In  reference  to  the  internal  state  of  our  church,  the  committee  are  re¬ 
joiced  to  say,  that  general  peace  and  prosperity  are  enjoyed.  The 
precious  influences  of  the  Spirit,  have  however,  not  been  so  generally 
and  copiously  received  as  in  former  years.  Br.  Baker  reports  two 
seasons  of  revival,  in  which  his  churches  were  much  quickened,  and 
some  turned  from  darkness  to  light.  Br.  Weddle  reports  one  such 
precious  season  in  one  of  his  churches.  Br.  Surface  reports  that  one 
of  his  congregations  is  now  enjoying  a  season  of  refreshing  from  the 
presence  of  the  Lord.  May  the  Lord  continue  and  increase  these  con¬ 
verting  and  sanctifying  influences  amongst  us. 

Your  committee  are  also  highly  gratified  to  learn,  that  the  ancient 
and  highly  useful  practice  of  catechetical  instruction,  is  very  generally 
prevailing  in  our  churches.  Prayer-meetings  are  also  more  numerously 
held  than  formerly.  The  more  general  introduction  of  wholesome  dis¬ 
cipline  into  our  churches,  is  also  a  token  for  good. 

With  the  above  facts  in  view,  your  committee  can  congratulate  the 
Synod  on  the  increasing  prosperity  of  our  congregations. 

In  regard  to  vacancies,  we  have  obtained  the  following  facts :  viz. 

1.  A  charge  of  three  congregations  in  Highland  county,  Ohio,  is 
vacant.  These  people  have  a  parsonage,  desire  a  pastor,  and  promise 
to  support  one.  Address  John  Shafer,  Dodsonville. 

2.  A  charge  could  be  formed  in  Montgomery  county,  Ohio,  in  a  re¬ 
gion  which  contains  a  large  Lutheran  population,  in  a  deplorable  spirit¬ 
ual  state. 

3.  In  Dark  county  it  is  thought  a  charge  could  be  formed. 

4.  There  is  also  a  field  of  labor  open  for  us  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  and 
it  is  important  that  it  should  be  soon  occupied. 

5.  Another  vacancy  exists  at  Lafayette,  Ina.  A  congregation  is 
formed  in  the  neighborhood :  one  could  be  formed  in  the  town,  and  one 
is  formed  at  Crawfordsville,  28  miles  distant. 

6.  At  Logansport  a  congregation  could  be  organized,  and  we  under¬ 
stand  that  a  farm  has  been  bequeathed  in  the  neighbourhood  for  the 
building  of  a  church. 

7.  In  Missouri,  at  Hardin,  Monroe  county,  there  is  also  a  vacancy. 

8.  In  the  neighborhood  of  Peru,  Ina.,  are  three  congregations  vacant. 

From  these  facts  we  learn,  that  the  harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the 

laborers  are  few  The  work  of  this  Synod  is  vast.  The  time  is  short. 
May  the  Lord  baptize  us  and  our  churches  with  his  Holy  Spirit,  that 
we  may  do  well  and  quickly  what  we  have  to  do.

We  the  committee,  appointed  by  the  Synod  of  Western  Virginia  to 
report  on  the  state  of  religion  within  the  bounds  of  said  Synod,  beg 
leave  to  state  :  That  from  the  President’s  annual  report  we  learn,  that 
the  ministerial  members  of  our  little  Synod  have  been  faithfully  and 
zealously  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  that  their  labors 
have  been  abundantly  blessed,  in  the  conversion  of  sinners  and  in  the 
edification  of  true  believers  of  Christ.  While  they  have  to  mourn  over 
much  heartless  formality  and  cold  indifference  in  many  members  of  the 
church,  we  rejoice  to  know  that  the  majority  of  professing  Christians 
are  tremblingly  alive  to  the  best  interests  of  the  church.

All  the  above  Synodical  reports  being  received,  were  referred 
to  the  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 
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(For  tlt£  list  of  officers  a  nd  members  of  the  several  district  Sy¬ 
nods,  see  Appendix.) 

The  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  minutes  of  the  last 
General  Synod,  having  made  a  report,  it  was,  after  some  discussion, 
recommitted  with  instructions  to  report  more  fully  upon  the  items 
of  unfinished  business. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Rood  and  Dale  of  the  Presbyterian  church, 
and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Cooper  and  Street  of  the  Methodist  Epis¬ 
copal  church,  all  of  this  city,  were  introduced  and  admitted  as  ad¬ 
visory  members. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  the  Directors  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Gettysburg  was  read  by  Dr.  D.  Gilbert.  The  report 
was  adopted.

The  committee  on  elections  presented  their  report,  suggesting 
some  alterations  in  the  By-laws.

REPORT  ON  CORRESPONDENCE  WITH  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  GEN¬ 
ERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  and  report  terms  of  corres¬ 
pondence  between  the  (Triennial)  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  church  and  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  church,  reported  through  their  chairman. 

The  report,  which  is  as  follows,  was  accepted  and,  with  its  con¬ 
cluding  resolutions,  adopted  unanimously  : 

The  General  Synod  have  seen  with  pleasure  in  their  midst  a  delegate 
from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  cordially 
reciprocate  the  sentiments  of  Christian  Union  which  animate  that  body. 
We  feel  that  such  sentiments  are  peculiarly  appropriate  at  the  present 
moment,  when  the  claims  of  a  hierarchical  priesthood  to  come  between 
man  and  his  God,  are  urged  with  unwonted  earnestness  and  pertinacity. 
As  the  unhesitating  friends  of  the  Reformation,  and  following  in  the 
footsteps  of  those  great  men,  who  laid  the  foundations  for  many  gene¬ 
rations,  of  the  Reformed  and  Lutheran  churches,  we  rejoice  to  recog¬ 
nize  the  ministry  and  the  brotherhood  of  all  those  churches,  who  “hold 
the  Head,  Christ  Jesus.”  We  are  not  indifferent  to  the  propriety  of 
regular  and  orderly  arrangements  in  the  Church  of  God,  which  is  the 
pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth.  But  no  attachment  to  any  mode  of  church 
order  shall  lead  us  to  attempt  to  invalidate  the  ministry,  or  the  Christian 
character  of  any  portion  of  the  Church  Catholic  whom  God  acknowl¬ 
edges  by  his  Spirit.  On  the  contrary,  we  earnestly  unite  with  all 
those  portions  of  the  Church  that  would  draw  more  closely  the  bond  of

Christian  Union,  and  by  cordial  and  fraternal  recognition  of  each  other, 
make  preparation  for  the  time  when  brotherly  affection  shall  still  further 
prevail  to  the  removal  of  differences  of  opinion  as  well  as  of  feeling, 
when  the  fusion  of  the  heart’s  emotions  under  God’s  Holy  Spirit  shall 
so  level  the  mountains,  and  elevate  the  valleys  of  sectarianism  as  to  pre¬ 
pare  the  way  of  the  Lord  in  his  coming  to  millenial  glory.  Wherefore 

Resolved,  1.  That  this  General  Synod  cordially  accede  to  the  in¬ 
vitation  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  do 
hereby  enter  into  a  fraternal  correspondence  with  the  church  which  it 
represents. 

2.  That  a  delegate  be  appointed  to  attend  the  next  meeting  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  Philadelphia  on  the  third  Thursday  of  May, 
1846,  and  that  this  correspondence  be  regularly  maintained. 

3.  That  this  Synod  cordially  approve  of  the  practice,  which  has 
hitherto  prevailed  in  our  churches  and  those  of  the  Presbyterian  church, 
of  mutually  inviting  the  ministry  to  sit  as  advisory  members  in  eccle¬ 
siastical  bodies  ;  of  inviting  communicants  in  regular  standing  in  either 
church,  to  partake  of  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  in  the  other, 
and  of  the  dismission  of  church  members,  at  their  own  request,  from 
the  churches  of  the  one,  to  those  of  the  other  denomination. 

4.  That  it  be  recommended  to  our  district  Synods,  that  ministers  in 
good  standing,  desiring  to  pass  from  one  of  these  bodies  to  the  other, 
shall,  upon  application  to  the  proper  body,  receive  a  certificate  of  min¬ 
isterial  standing.

The  committee  upon  the  minutes  of  the  last  General  Synod,  re¬ 
ported,  as  follows,  upon  the  unfinished  business  of  that  body  : 

The  committee,  appointed  to  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  last 
General  Synod,  report  that  the  following  items  claim  the  attention  of 
this  body : 

1.  A  report  is  expected  from  Dr.  Gilbert,  the  Treasurer  of  the  “  Lu¬ 
theran  Pastors’  Fund.” 

2.  The  committee  on  the  Liturgy,  it  is  hoped,  are  ready. to  present 
their  final  report. 

3.  The  committee  appointed  to  ascertain  what  action  has  been  had 
in  reference  to  the  transfer  of  the  Book  Company,  appointed  by  the 
last  Synod,  made  various  suggestions  (see  p.  24),  and  we  request  the 
superintendent  to  inform  the  house,  whether  they  have  been  acted  on 
by  the  Book  Company. 

4.  The  matter  relating  to  the  loan  to  the  editors  of  the  Hirtenstimme 
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and  Observer  has  been  brought  forward  in  the  report  of  the  Hymn* 
book  committee  and  we  therefore  consider  it  unnecessary  to  introduce 
it  here. 

5.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  correspond  with  some  divines  of 
our  church  in  Europe,  which  committee  it  is  expected,  are  ready  to 
report. 

6.  On  p.  29  there  is  a  resolution  directing  the  Secretary  to  have 
bound  in  a  volume,  the  minutes  of  all  the  conventions  of  this  Synod. 

7.  Two  ministers  with  alternates  are  to  be  appointed  by  this  Synod, 
to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  German  Reformed  Synod.

Rev.  L.  Sternberg  presented  the  report  of  the  Hartwick  Synod, 
which  is  as  follows :  • 

The  delegation  from  the  Hartwick  Synod  as  a  committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Church  within  the  bounds  of  said  Synod,  would  respectfully  re¬ 
port  :  That,  since  the  meeting  of  the  last  General  Synod,  our  churches 
have  generally  been  blessed  with  revivals  of  religion  ;  an  increased  at¬ 
tention  is  paid  to  Sabbath  school  instruction,  to  the  sanctification  of  the 
Sabbath,  to  Temperance,  and  to  similar  subjects  connected  with  the  in¬ 
terests  of  Christ’s  kingdom.  Peace  and  harmony  have  prevailed  among 
us.  Our  churches  generally  are  regularly  supplied  with  the  min¬ 
istrations  of  the  gospel,  although  there  are  various  fields  for  missionary 
operation  within  the  bounds  of  our  Synod.  The  cause  of  Foreign 
Missions  lies  near  the  hearts  of  our  people,  and  that  they  have  freely 
contributed  to  its  support,  our  printed  minutes  will  show.  Three  church 
edifices  have  been  erected,  and  one,  formerly  belonging  to  another  de¬ 
nomination,  has  been  purchased.  Five  new  congregations  have  been 
organized.

Monday  morning,  May  \9th. 

Synod  met  at  half  past  8  o’clock.  Prayer  by  Rev.  P.  A.  Strobel. 

Half  an  hour  having  been  spent  in  devotional  exercises,  the  Sy¬ 
nod  proceeded  to  the  transaction  of  its  ordinary  business. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  session  were  read  and  adopted. 

xVn  invitation,  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the 
Eastern  Penitentiary,  having  been  presented  to  the  members  of  Sy¬ 
nod  to  visit  it  at  such  times  as  might  be  most  convenient  to  them, 
it  was,  on  motion,  Resolved ,  That  the  invitation  be  gratefully  ac¬ 
cepted,  and  that  the  members  of  this  body  meet  in  this  place  this 
this  afternoon  at  4  o’clock  for  the  purpose  of  proceeding  together 
to  visit  that  Institution. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Bibighaus,  Schmaltz,  and  Kessler,  of  the 
German  Reformed  Church,  Rev.  T.  H.  Stockton  of  the  Protestant 
Methodist  Church,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Dyer  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  were  introduced  and  received  as  advisory  members. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  English  Liturgy,  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  Prof.  Reynolds,  in  behalf  of  the  chairman,  Dr.  Krauth. 
It  was  accepted  and  laid  on  the  table  for  consideration. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS  OF  THE  LAST  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  unfinished  business,  presented 
on  Saturday,  was  now  taken  up  for  consideration. 

Under  No.  3,  Dr.  Kurtz  made  some  statements  in  reference  to 
the  progress  which  had  been  made  in  the  transfer  of  the  stock  of 
the  Book-Company  to  the  General  Synod.  Whereupon  it  was,  on 
motion 

XVIII.  Resolved ,  That  the  attention  of  the  district  Synods  be  in¬ 
vited  to  the  subject  of  transferring  the  stock  of  the  Book-Company, 
owned  within  their  bounds,  to  the  several  Presidents  of  said  Synods, 
according  to  the  plan  recommended  by  the  last  General  Synod. 

The  consideration  of  No.  4,  was  deferred  until  the  time  of  the 
reception  of  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  reports  concerning 
Hymnbooks  &c.

No.  5  being  under  consideration,  it  appeared,  that  the  committee 
to  which  reference  was  here  made,  had  not  attended  to  the  duty 
assigned  them.  The  fact  simply  was  stated,  without  the  presenta¬ 
tion  of  a  regular  report.  The  following  resolution  was  then  unan¬ 
imously  adopted. 

XIX.  Resolved ,  That  the  committee  of  Foreign  Correspondence, 
appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod,  be  increased  to  five,  and  in¬ 
structed  to  prepare  an  address  to  the  various  ecclesiastical  bodies 
of  our  church  in  Europe,  and  especially  in  Germany,  setting  forth 
the  condition  of  our  church  in  this  country,  and  calculated  to  re¬ 
move  the  false  impressions,  which  have  been  made  there  in  regard 
to  our  doctrine  and  practice.  Where  no  ecclesiastical  organization 
exists,  said  address  to  be  sent  to  prominent  evangelical  ministers  of 
the  Lutheran  and  Evangelical  churches,  or  where  thought  ex¬ 
pedient,  published  in  some  influential  papers  in  the  countries,  which 
it  is  thought  desirable  to  reach. 

Prof.  Reynolds,  Prof.  Schaeffer  and  Dr.  Strobel  were  appointed, 
by  the  chair,  a  committee  to  nominate  the  committee  of  Foreign 
Correspondence. 

In  relation  to  No.  6,  the  Secretary  reported  that  he  could  not 
procure  copies  of  the  minutes  of  all  the  meetings  of  the  General 
Synod,  and  therefore  was  not  able  to  comply  with  his  instructions. 

REPORT  OF  THE  ENGLISH  SYNOD  OF  OHIO. 

Rev.  J.  Hamilton  presented  the  report  on  the  state  of  religion 
&c.  in  the  English  Synod  of  Ohio.  The  report  was  recommitted. 
It,  being  afterwards  enlarged,  was  received  and  adopted. 

Although  the  minutes  of  the  English  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Ohio  were 
not  published  in  pamphlet  form,  and  the  Secretary  has  not  furnished  us  with  any 
documents  to  lay  before  this  body,  we,  the  representatives  of  said  Synod  in  this 
body,  yet  deem  it  a  duty  we  owe  to  the  Synod  which  we  represent,  to  make  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report  of  the  state  of  religion  within  its  hounds.  The  Synod  at  its  last  ses¬ 
sion  was  composed  of  46  ministers.  *  Its  last  parochial  report  numbers  140  con¬ 
gregations,  1 100  additions  to  the  church  during  the  last  year,  and  6504  communi¬ 
cants.  There  were  paid  into  the  Synodical  treasury  $223  78,  and  for  missionary 
purposes  $64  45.  For  the  Education  cause  there  were  subscribed,  payable  at  the 
next  meeting  of  Synod,  $400  00  with  the  exception  of  that  part  which  was  paid  at 
the  last  Synod.  There  were  also  subscribed  $100  62|  for  Home  and  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions,  in  addition  to  pledges  of  the  brethren  to  the  amount  of  $128  50  for  the  Home 
Missionary  F und. 

The  number  of  church  edifices  built,  and  congregations  organized,  could  not  be  as¬ 
certained,  but  they  are  by  no  means  few. 

*  Since  diminished  by  the  formation  of  the  Miami  and  Pittsburg  Synods. 
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Many  precious  revivals  of  religion  have  been  enjoyed  to  the  great  benefit  of  the 
churches.  The  congregations  are  increasing  not  only  in  numbers,  but  also  in  piety 
and  liberality. 

The  progress  of  Evangelical  religion  is  much  hindered  by  the  influence  of  men 
calling  themselves  Lutheran  ministers,  who  oppose  every  well  directed  effort  to  pro¬ 
mote  experimental  godliness  among  our  people. 

This  Synod  at  its  last  session,  resolved  to  move  the  location  of  its  contemplated 
Literary  and  Theological  Institution  farther  West,  in  order  to  concentrate  on  equit¬ 
able  terms  all  the  Synods  of  the  western  states,  in  the  establishment  of  one  large 
and  well  endowed  institution  for  the  accomodation  of  the  whole  western  church. 
The  Board  now  consists  of  Directors  chosen  by  the  English  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  Ohio,  and  the  Miami  Synod,  recently  organized  in  the  south  western  part 
of  the  state,  and  a  correspondence  with  the  Synod  of  the  West  is  in  progress,  which 
it  is  hoped  will  result  in  the  union  of  said  body  in  this  work.  The  board  have  lo¬ 
cated  Wittenberg  College  at  Springfield,  Clark  county,  Ohio.  They  have  secured 
a  lot  of  24  acres  of  land  for  a  site,  about  $>3500  for  building  purposes,  and  about 
$4000  for  an  endowment.  Instructions  in  Theology  have  been  given  to  three 
young  men  by  our  Professor  Rev.  E.  Keller,  two  of  whom  are  now  in  the  ministry. 

In  viewing  the  proceedings  and  operations  of  this  Synod  during  the  last  two  years, 
we  find  much  to  encourage  us,  and  to  excite  us  to  be  grateful  to  God  for  his  good¬ 
ness  and  his  tender  regard  manifested  to  us.

The  parochial  report  of  the  last  year  contains  16  ministers;  69  congregations ; 
6811  communicants;  648  confirmations;  60  added  by  certificate;  baptisms  of  in¬ 
fants  747,  and  of  adults  105. 

The  memorial  of  Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker  presented  on  Saturday, 
being  the  order  of  the  day,  was  now  taken  up  for  consideration. 

The  memorial  and  resolutions  appended  to  it,  after  some  ex¬ 
planations  were  adopted. 

Memorial  on  the  subject  of  Christian  Union ,  addressed  to  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

The  undersigned,  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  unity  of  spirit  in  the 
body  of  Christ  on  earth,  and  believing  that  the  entirely  separate  organization  of  the 
different  members  of  this  body,  without  any,  or  with*  but  little  stated  intercourse 
between  them  and  mutual  recognition  of  each  other’s  ecclesiastical  standing,  is  se¬ 
riously  detrimental  to  unity  of  spirit,  feels  constrained,  as  he  trusts  by  love  to  the 
church  of  the  Redeemer,  to  present  this  memorial  to  the  General  Synod.  Some 
years  ago  the  subscriber  presented  to  a  former  General  Synod,  a  copy  of  a  work 
containing  in  detail  his  views  on  the  important  subject  of  Christian  Union.  That 
work  was  submitted  to  a  committee  for  examination,  and  the  plan  proposed  in  it, 
was,  after  discussion  before  the  Synod,  recommended  to  the  churches  of  our  land. 
Owing  to  internal  contentions  in  several  principal  denominations,  but  little  progress 
was  made  in  this  good  work  for  several  years.  Yet,  during  all  this  time,  this  im¬ 
portant  subject  has  held  deep  possession  of  many  leading  minds  throughout  our 
country.  The  contentions,  which  for  a  season  retarded  the  progress  of  union,  have 
in  the  providence  of  God,  tended  to  diffuse  a  deeper  conviction  of  its  importance. 
Numerous  expressions  of  interest,  and  calls  for  progressive  action  have  of  late  been 
heard  throughout  our  land ;  and  the  signs  of  the  times  seem  to  indicate  the  will  of 
Providence,  that  judicious  and  cautious,  but  cordial  and  open  action  should  be  had, 
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as  far  as  harmony  of  views  on  the  subject  may  be  found  to  prevail.  It  seems  to  be 
peculiarly  appropriate  that  the  Lutheran  church,  the  oldest,  the  mother-church  of 
the  reformation,  should  take  the  lead  in  this  glorious  work  of  healing  the  great 
schism ;  and  the  undersigned  has  recently  been  assured  by  distinguished  brethren  of 
different  churches,  that  if  some  step  were  at  this  time  taken  in  the  Lutheran  church, 
it  would  be  cordially  responded  to  by  some  sister  denominations.  As  the  General 
Synod  may  be  regarded  as  the  fairest  exponent  of  the  sentiments  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  this  memorial  is  addressed  to  your  body,  and  the  following  resolutions  pro¬ 
posed  as  indicative  of  the  plan  of  action  recommended. 

RESOLUTIONS  ON  CHRISTIAN  UNION. 

I.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  by  this  body  to  be  styled  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Conference  on  Christian  Union. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  confer  with  similar  committees  ap¬ 
pointed  by  other  religious  denominations,  and  with  other  prominent  individuals  of 
different  denominations,  on  the  great  subject  of  Christian  Union,  and  report  to  the 
next  General  Synod,  such  measures  as  may  be  agreed  upon  in  such  conference,  to 
be  recommended  to  the  different  religious  denominations. 

III.  The  design  to  be  aimed  at  by  the  measures  thus  to  be  recommended,  shall  be> 
not  to  amalgamate  the  several  denominations  into  one  church,  nor  to  impair  in  any 
degree  the  independent  control  of  each  denomination  over  its  own  affairs  and  inter¬ 
ests  ;  but  to  present  to  the  world  a  more  formal  profession  and  practical  proof  of 
our  mutual  recognition  of  each  other  as  integral  parts  of  the  visible  Church  of 
Christ  on  earth,  as  well  as  our  fundamental  unity  of  faith  and  readiness  to  cooperate 
harmoniously  in  the  advancement  of  objects  of  common  interest. 

IV.  That  this  committee  shall  consist  of  three  ministers  and  two  laymen,  belong¬ 
ing  to  some  Synod  or  Synods  connected  with  this  General  Synod,  and  that  they  re¬ 
port  to  the  next  General  Synod.

The  chair  appointed  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  G.  Morris,  D.  D.,  L.  Stern¬ 
berg,  and  N.  W.  Goertner  a  committee  to  nominate  the  committee 
provided  for  in  the  1st  of  the  foregoing  resolutions. 

After  consultation,  the  nominating  committee  presented  the  names 
of  Rev.  Dr.  Schmucker,  Rev.  Dr.  Krauth,  Rev.  Dr.  G.  B.  Miller, 
lion.  C.  W.  Bouck,  and  Mr.  C.  A.  Morris  as  the  committee  of  con¬ 
ference  on  Christian  Union.  The  nomination  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

The  committee  appointed  to  nominate  a  committee  of  Foreign 
Correspondence  presented  the  names  of  Rev.  Dr.  Schmucker,  Rev. 
Dr.  Morris,  Rev.  Prof.  H.  I.  Smith,  Rev.  Dr.  Pohlman,  and  Rev. 
Dr.  B.  Kurtz  as  said  committee.  This  nomination  was  likewise 
adopted. 

XX.  Resolved ,  That  the  committee  of  Foreign  Correspondence 
be  directed  to  correspond  with  the  several  missionary  societies  in 
Germany,  and  to  request  them  to  direct  their  missionaries  to  the

United  States  to  apply,  on  their  arrival  in  this  country,  to  said 
committee  for  instructions  respecting  the  most  suitable  fields  of 
labor,  with  the  understanding  that  they  spend  at  least  one  year  in 
some  one  of  the  Theological  Seminaries  connected  with  this 
General  Synod,  previous  to  their  employment  as  pastors. 

The  following  miscellaneous  resolutions  were  then  offered  and 
adopted. 

XXL  Resolved ,  That  the  committee  on  mileage  be  instructed  to 
enquire  whether  a  reduction  be  not  proper  in  the  rates  of  mileage 
as  now  established  by  this  body,  and  what  said  reduction  should 
be,  and  report  the  same  to  this  body. 

XXII.  Resolved ,  That  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  be 
celebrated  at  every  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  and  that  the 
Secretary  be  instructed  to  inform  the  pastor  in  whose  church  the 
Synod  may  meet,  of  the  same. 

XXIII.  Resolved ,  That  the  officers  of  this  Synod,  together  with 
the  pastor  of  St.  Matthew’s  church,  be  requested  to  appoint  a  com¬ 
munion  season  for  to-morrow  (Tuesday)  afternoon  at  3  o’clock,  for 
the  members  of  this  Synod  and  other  Christian  friends,  who  may 
wish  to  participate  with  us. 

Certain  documents  from  the  A.  S.  S.  Union  haying  been  handed 
in,  they  were  referred  for  examination  to  a  committee,  consisting 
of  Rev.  Messrs.  P.  A.  Strobel,  T.  Lape,  and  J.  Hamilton. 

In  reference  to  the  invitation  given  by  that  institution  on  Satur¬ 
day,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted. 

XXIV.  Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  cordially  accept  the  invitation 
of  the  A.  S.  S.  Union  to  attend  its  Anniversary  to-morrow  evening. 

The  report  of  the  Liturgical  committee  was  now  taken  up  for 
consideration.  After  considerable  debate,  various  propositions 
having  been  made,  it  was  on  motion,  Resolved ,  That  the  report  of 
the  Liturgical  committee  and  the  resolutions,  substitutes  &c.  now  on 
the  table,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 
to  report  some  plan  of  action  to-morrow  morning. 

XXV.  Resolved ,  That  leave  be  granted  to  Rev.  T.  LI.  Stockton, 
of  the  Protestant  Methodist  Church,  to  present  to  Synod  his  plan 
of  Christian  Union  to-morrow  at  12  Meridian. 

In  order  to  give  room  for  a  meeting  of  the  Parent  Education 
Society,  the  Synod  now  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow  morning  at, 
half  past  8  o’clock.

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FIFTH  SESSION. 

Tuesday  morning,  May  20th,  3845, 

Synod  met  at  half  past  8  o’clock.  Prayer  by  Rev.  J.  Martin. 

After  half  an  hour  had  been  devoted  to  religious  exercises,  Sy¬ 
nod  resumed  its  ordinary  business. 

The  minutes  of  the  session  of  yesterday  morning  were  read  and 
approved. 

Rev.  F.  C.  D.  Wynecken,  one  of  the  delegates  from  the  Synod 

of  the  West,  appeared  this  morning  and  took  his  seat  as  a  member 

of  this  bodv.

Mr.  H.  Muller  in  behalf  of  the  committee  appointed  to  audit 
the  account  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Pastors’  Fund,  reported  that 
they  had  examined  the  same  and  found  it  correct. 

Leave  was  granted  to  Rev.  C.  A  Smith  to  be  absent  from  Synod 
after  this  morning’s  session. 

Leave  of  absence  after  this  morning’s  session,  was  also  asked  for 
Lion.  W.  C.  Bouck  and  Rev.  J.  Martin,  and  granted. 

Rev.  Mr.  Eastman,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  American 
Tract  Society,  Rev.  Messrs.  Janeway  and  Ramsay  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  church,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Berg  of  the  German  Reformed 
church,  were  received  as  advisory  members. 

On  motion,  leave  was  granted  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman  to  ad¬ 
dress  the  Synod  upon  the  interests  of  the  American  Tract  Society, 
at  half  past  1 1  o’clock  this  morning. 

Dr.  Strobel  presented  the  report  of  the  committee  respecting 
Hymn-books  &c.  The  report  was  accepted.  But,  when  after¬ 
wards,  it  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  it  was  referred  back  to 
the  same  committee  with  instructions  to  obtain  additional  informa¬ 
tion  and  to  report  again. 

THE  NEW  LITURGY. 

Rev.  C.  A.  Smith,  from  the  committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Liturgical  Com¬ 
mittee,  resolutions  &c.,  of  yesterday  morning,  presented  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report: 

The  committee  upon  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of 
the  Liturgical  committee,  the  Liturgy  as  revised  by  them,  and  the  several  proposi¬ 
tions  that  were  made  in  Synod  relative  to  this  matter,  respectfully  report :  That 
they  have  given  the  subject  a  very  careful  examination  and  arrived  at  the  following 
conclusions ; 
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1st.  That  the  Liturgy  is,  upon  the  whole,  such  a  work  as  the  wants  of  the  church 
demand,  though  it  needs  a  thorough  revision  by  a  single  hand  in  order  to  secure 
unity  of  style  and  the  highest  literary  excellence. 

2d.  That  no  material  changes  can  be  made  in  it  without  endangering  its  accept¬ 
ability  and  usefulness  in  the  church,  and  exposing  us  to  the  inconsistency  of  having 
two  entirely  different  Liturgies,  the  one  for  our  German  and  the  other  for  our  Eng¬ 
lish  members. 

In  order  to  meet  these  difficulties  they  propose  : 

1.  That  the  original  forms  of  the  New  York  Liturgy  with  such  improvements  as 
are  suggested  by  the  translation,  be  substituted  for  the  latter,  that  the  first  form  of 
the  New  York  confessions  be  inserted  in  the  place  of  the  second,  and  that  other  ap¬ 
proved  forms  of  the  New  York  Liturgy  be  inserted  where  thought  desirable,  pro¬ 
vided  the  size  of  the  work  be  not  too  much  increased  thereby,  to  which  end  only  one 
form  shall  be  given  for  the  less  usual  festival  services. 

2.  That  the  Liturgical  committee  be  continued,  and  that  each  member  of  it  be 
allowed  to  revise  his  work,  after  which  the  whole  shall  be  given  into  the  hands  of 
Prof.  H.  I.  Smith  of  Hartwick  Seminary,  for  general  revisal,  in  which  he  shall  have 
reference  to  the  changes  that  have  been  or  may  be  suggested  by  Synods  or  by  in¬ 
dividuals,  but  shall  make  no  important  changes  of  forms  or  of  ideas  that  are  not 
unanimously  approved  by  the  committee. 

3.  That  500  copies  of  the  Liturgy,  thus  finished,  be  printed  in  8vo.  form,  upon 
good  paper  and  with  a  clear  and  large  sized  type,  and  then,  bound  according  to 
order,  be  sold  at  such  a  price  as  will  defray  the  cost  of  publication. 

4.  That  the  expense  of  postage  thus  incurred  by  Prof.  Smith  and  the  committee, 
be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod.

The  report  was  accepted  and,  together  with  its  suggestions, 
adopted. 

XXVI.  Resolved ,  That  as  soon  as  die  revised  copies  of  the 
Liturgy  can  be  finished,  one  copy  be  furnished  to  the  Secretary  of 
each  of  the  district  Synods,  and  that  said  Synods  be  recommended 
to  examine  the  same,  and  to  instruct  their  delegates  to  the  General 
Synod  as  to  the  course  they  are  to  pursue. 

The  report  of  the  Liturgical  Committee,  presented  yesterday, 
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was  now  taken  up  and  adopted,  with  the  exception  of  a  concluding 
recommendation,  which  was  stricken  out. 

The  Liturgical  Committee,  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  at  its  last  meeting, 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

At  an  early  period  after  the  adjournment  of  Synod,  they  took  steps  to  accomplish 
the  work  assigned  them,  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  Synod.  The  first  step 
was  to  divide  it  amongst  the  different  members  of  the  committee.  Each  member 
received  his  share,  and  performed  the  task  assigned  him.  The  plan  was  to  trans¬ 
late  the  Liturgy  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  and  to  make  such  omissions  or  ad¬ 
ditions  as  each  translator  deemed  advisable.  After  the  whole  was  completed,  it  was 
furnished  to  the  agent  of  the  Book  Company,  by  him  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
ministers,  and  sent  to  them.  It  is  due  to  the  committee  to  state,  that  the  printing 
was  done  so  hastily  and  with  so  little  consultation  of  them,  that  no  opportunity  was 
furnished  of  attending  to  accuracy  in  the  printing,  and  an  exceedingly  imperfect 
edition  was  furnished  the  church.  In  some  instances,  the  errors  were  so  great  as 
entirely  to  disfigure  the  sense,  and  the  whole  was  calculated  to  make  an  unfavor¬ 
able  impression  on  the  reader. 

It  is  now  sent  to  Synod  with  corrections  made  by  the  committee  in  a  careful  re¬ 
vision,  and  various  suggestions  from  Synods  and  individuals.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
Synod  will,  if  it  should  be  adopted,  take  especial  care  that  it  be  not  sent  out  to  the 
church  in  a  form  less  elegant  and  accurate  than  the  original. 

The  committee  deem  it  proper  to  state  that  the  liturgy  in  its  present  form  pos¬ 
sesses  advantages,  which  no  other,  presented  to  the  church  in  the  English  language, 
does.  It  is  not  claimed  for  it,  that  it  is  a  more  finished  composition,  or  that  it 
breathes  a  more  evangelical  spirit  than  others — but  it  is  in  these  respects  not  excep¬ 
tionable.  Its  language  may  not  possess  the  finish  or  fluency  of  an  original  com¬ 
position  ;  this  is  almost  necessarily  the  result  of  a  translation  from  the  German, 
unless  great  freedom  is  allowed,  but  it  is  sufficiently  pure  and  idiomatic  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  for  which  it  is  designed,  and  its  spirit  is  not  only  evangelical  and  Lutheran  in 
an  eminent  degree,  but  in  addition  conveyed  extensively  in  the  very  words  of  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

The  advantages  which  we  claim  for  this  Liturgy,  are:  1st.  It  is  more  full  than 
any  other  English  Liturgy,  it  embraces  more  religious  solemnities,  indeed  makes 
provision  for  all  that  have  ever  been  regarded  as  sacred  in  this  country. 

2nd.  It  is  preeminently  the  Liturgy  of  the  American  Lutheran  Church,  springing 
from  that  portion  of  it  which  is  the  mother  of  us  all  and  still  held  in  high  veneration 
by  the  earliest  churches  of  our  connexion,  it  deserves  to  be  transmitted  with  our 
growing  Zion  in  the  United  States  in  the  various  changes  she  may  undergo. 

3rd.  If  uniformity  be  desirable,  it  will  be  secured  by  the  adoption  of  these  forms. 
Whether  we  worship  in  the  German  or  in  the  English  language,  we  will  hear  the 
pastor  as  he  appears  before  the  altar,  utter  the  same  truths,  and  address  us  in  the 
same  manner,  and  pour  forth  before  the  hearer  of  prayer  the  same  supplications. 

4th.  It  is  not  probable  that  the  church  could  be  induced  to  receive  another  Liturgy 
with  as  much  favor  as  this,  simply  because  no  other  can  present  the  same  historical 
recollections,  and  be  accompanied  with  so  many  interesting  associations. 

5th.  A  large  portion  of  the  church,  viz.  the  Synods  of  Pennsylvania,  New  York, 
and  Ohio,  as  well  as  the  General  Synod,  having  already  adopted  the  German 
Liturgy  ;  there  seems  to  be  a  manifest  necessity,  or  at  least  a  very  strong  call  for  a

work  not  merely  of  the  same  kind,  but,  as  near  as  may  be,  the  very  same,  in  the 
English  language.

ON  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD’S  HYMN-BOOK. 

This  subject  having  been  introduced,  many  objections  were  made 
to  some  of  the  hymns  contained  in  it,  especially  to  some  in  the 
appendix,  and  a  protracted  debate  followed,  after  which  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution  was  adopted  : 

XXVII.  Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to 
examine  the  General  Synod’s  Hymn-book,  and  report  at  the  next 
convention  of  the  General  Synod,  what,  if  any,  alterations  or  ad¬ 
ditions  should  be  made  in  the  same. 

It  having  been  made  the  duty  of  the  President  to  appoint  a  com¬ 
mittee  consisting  of  one  member  from  each  Synod  to  nominate  said 
committee,  he  appointed  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
for  that  purpose. 

REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  presented,  through 
their  chairman  Rev.  C.  A.  Smith,  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  report:  That  they  find  it  impossible 
to  give  a  satisfactory  account  of  the  progress  of  the  Church  during  the  last  two 
years.  The  minutes  of  only  15  Synods  out  of  the  20  that  exist,  have  been  placed 
in  their  hands,  and  in  the  case  of  some  Synods,  they  have  the  statistics  of  only  a 
single  year.  They  have  therefore  taken  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Maryland 
Synod  on  the  minutes  of  other  Synods,  as  the  basis  of  their  calculation.  This  re¬ 
port  embraces  the  statistics  of  13  Synods,  and  informs  us  that  in  those  Synods,  during 
one  year,  10,632  were  admitted  to  church  communion  by  confirmation  and  ceitificate, 
and  that  1479  adults  and  12,425  infants  were  baptized.  Supposing  the  aggregate 
increase  of  each  year  to  have  been  the  same,  and  the  increase  within  the  hounds 
of  the  Synods  not  reported,  to  have  been  equal  in  proportion,  the  result  would  be 
28,820  added  to  the  church  by  confirmation  and  certificate;  3944  adults  and  33,132 
infants  baptized.  The  committee  are  not  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  they 
have  arrived  at  this  conclusion,  and  intend  to  recommend  a  plan  which  will,  in  future, 
secure  greater  certainty  ;  and  yet  they  do  not  see  why  this  estimate  may  not  ap¬ 
proximate  the  truth.  But  if  we  lay  aside  this  calculation  altogether,  and  compare 
the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Maryland  Synod,  with  that  of  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  General  Synod  two  years  ago,  there  is  enough  to  awaken  our 
gratitude,  to  reanimate  our  zeal  and  increase  our  faith  in  God.  Your  former  com¬ 
mittee  reported  9000  members  added  to  the  church  by  confirmation  and  certificate, 
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in  2  years,  Within  the  bounds  of  19  district  Synods  and  1371  congregations,  and  as 
the  result  of  the  labors  of  430  ministers.  The  Maryland  Synod's  report  states  that 
upwards  of  10,000  were  added  to  the  church  by  confirmation  and  certificate  in  a 
single  year  within  the  bounds  of  13  Synods  and  852  congregations,  and  as  the  re¬ 
sult  of  the  labors  of  364  ministers.  From  this  it  appears,  that  since  our  last  con¬ 
vention,  the  labors  of  our  ministers  have  been  abundantly  blessed.  For  this,  we  de¬ 
sire  to  render  the  glory  and  the  praise  to  Him,  to  whom  alone  they  are  due.  New 
congregations  have  also  been  formed,  and  new  church  edifices  erected  ;  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  written  reports  presented  by  the  Secretaries  of  some  of  the  district 
Synods.  The  committee  recommend  the  publication  of  these  reports,  as  they  ex¬ 
hibit  in  a  very  interesting  and  encouraging  light,  the  condition  of  those  portions  of 
the  church  to  which  they  refer.  It  is  highly  desirable  that  similar  reports,  contain¬ 
ing  all  the  information  that  can  be  gathered  in  relation  to  the  state  of  the  church, 
should  be  furnished  by  every  district  Synod  And  we  recommend  that  the  Secretary 
of  each  particular  Synod  be  requested  to  furnish  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod 
with  a  written  statement,  embracing  the  following  items  :  The  names  of  the  officers 
and  a  list  of  ministers  belonging  to  Synod  ;  number  added  to  the  ministry  ;  number 
of  congregations;  number  of  persons  who  have  partaken  of  the  Lord’s  Supper; 
number  entitled  to  communion  ;  number  of  confirmations  ;  number  admitted  by  cer¬ 
tificate  ;  number  of  adult  and  infant  baptisms,  numbei  of  deaths  of  members;  num¬ 
ber  excommunicated  or  suspended;  number  of  congregations  organized  ;  number  of 
houses  of  worship  erected  ;  number  of  vacancies  and  the  extent  of  destitution  ;  and 
amounts  of  contributions  to  all  benevolent  operations.  If  the  materials  for  making 
out  a  full  account  of  the  condition  of  the  church,  are  not  in  the  hands  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  this  Synod,  three  months  previous  to  its  biennial  meeting,  we  think  it  should 
be  made  his  duty  to  supply  the  deficiency  by  writing  to  those  Secretaries  who  have 
not  complied  with  this  request,  soliciting  from  them  either  a  written  abstract,  or,  if 
this  be  inconvenient,  a  printed  copy  of  their  minutes. 

We  notice  several  defects  in  some  of  the  parochial  reports,  which  can  easily  be 
remedied,  and  which  render  it  impossible  to  give  a  true  statement  of  the  condition 
of  the  church  as  long  as  they  exist.  For  example,  in  the  report  of  one  Synod,  the 
number  of  individuals  who  have  actually  communed,  is  much  laiger  than  the  num¬ 
ber  entitled  to  communion.  The  number  admitted  into  the  church  by  certificate  is 
also,  in  general,  very  loosely  reported.  It  is  not  mentioned  whether  they  come  from 
other  persuasions,  or  from  churches  in  our  own  connection  ;  in  the  latter  case,  they 
cannot  be  regarded  as  an  increase.  In  reporting,  therefore,  the  number  admitted 
from  other  churches,  this  distinction  should  be  made.  The  report  of  deaths  is  also 
usually  defective,  inasmuch  as  we  are  not  told  whether  they  are  the  deaths  of  mem¬ 
bers  or  others. 

The  progress  which  our  church  in  this  country  has  made  in  the  work  of  Foreign 
Missions,  is  known  to  us  all.  The  small  beginning  on  which  we  have  ventured,  is 
full  of  promise.  And  we  allude  to  this  subject  here,  for  the  purpose  of  inquiring 
whether  we  ought  not  to  occupy  the  field  which  God  lias  opened  before  us.  There 
is  still,  as  there  was  two  years  ago,  a  want  of  men.  And  where  lies  the  fault  of  this? 
Perhtwpsa  e  do  not  urge  upon  our  people,  with  sufficient  earnestness,  the  pressing 
claims  of  this  cause.  As  a  church,  we  cannot  throw  off  the  duty  of  aiding  in  the  con¬ 
version  of  the  heathen  world,  by  the  plea  that  there  is  too  much  to  be  done  at  home, 
or  that  we  have  no  ministers  to  spare.  This  is  that  “  withholding  which  tendeth  to 
poverty.”  Whether  we  understand  the  philosophy  of  the  thing  or  not,  certain  it  is, 
hat  the  more  we  do  abroad,  the  more  will  we  prosper  at  home.  It  is  a  fact  known 
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to  many,  that  the  cause  of  Domestic  Missions  was  languishing  for  want  of  support, 
previous  to  the  formation  of  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions,  and  it  is  also  known  that  this  latter  step  infused  new  life  and  fresh  vigor  into 
the  efforts  made  in  behalf  of  Home  Missions,  and  that  these  operations  have  never  since 
been  retarded.  Let  the  spirit  of  Foreign  Missions  pervade  our  churches  as  it  should, 
and  God  will  raise  up  men  for  the  enterprise,  and  furnish  at  the  same  time  the  re¬ 
quisite  number  of  laborers  for  the  field  immediately  around  us.  Christian  parents 
ought  to  dedicate  their  sons  to  the  Lord,  with  reference  to  this  work.  Young  men, 
who  have  consecrated  themselves  to  God,  ought  to  inquire  whether  it  is  not  their 
duty  to  carry  the  gospel  to  the  dark  places  of  the  earth.  And  Christian  ministers 
ought  to  urge  those  who  are  properly  qualified,  to  carry  to  the  heathen  the  unsearch¬ 
able  riches  of  Christ. 

Neither  should  the  West  be  forgotten.  Our  church  has  a  duty  to  perform  there, 
as  well  as  other  churches.  Let  us  pray  and  labor  that  ministers  may  be  qualified 
and  sent  forth  to  cultivate  that  important  field.  Let  us  encourage  the  colporteur 
and  the  tract  distributor  in  their  efforts  to  do  good,  and  sustain  with  all  our  influence 
these  instrumentalities,  which  God  has  evidently  chosen  for  the  overthrow  of  error 
and  the  establishment  of  truth.  As  efficient  steps  should  be  taken  at  this  meeting 
of  the  General  Synod  to  organize  a  Home  Missionary  Society,  with  a  view  to  sus¬ 
tain  laborers  in  the  western  and  southern  states,  the  committee  propose  that  a  con¬ 
vention  of  this  body  be  held  previous  to  its  final  adjournment  for  the  purpose  of  en¬ 
gaging  in  some  decisive  action  on  the  subject. 

Among  the  “signs  of  promise”  that  exist  in  the  American  Lutheran  Church,  we  no_ 
tice  the  fact,  that  successful  efforts  have  been  made  since  the  last  meeting  of  this  Synod, 
to  increase  the  funds  of  our  College  and  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  and  also,  that  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  a  new  Literary  and  Theological  Institution  at  Springfield  in  the  state  of 
Ohio,  with  special  reference  to  the  wants  and  claims  of  the  West,  is  in  contemplation. 

With  reference  to  all  our  benevolent  operations,  we  recommend  the  cent-a-week 
plan  to  our  churches,  and  hope  it  may  be  universally  adopted.  If  all  the  members 
of  our  church  in  this  country  were  to  contribute  regularly  on  this  plan,  it  would 
furnish  annually  the  sum  of  $75,000  for  the  purposes  of  benevolence. 

Finally,  whilst  we  acknowledge  and  lament  our  past  deficiencies,  and  pray  that  we 
may  have  more  of  the  spirit  of  our  Divine  Master,  we  would  praise  the  Lord  for  the 
indications  of  his  favor  which  he  has  afforded  us,  and  ascribe  all  the  glory  of  our 
past  success  and  our  present  prosperity  “to  Him  that  sitteth  on  the  throne,  and  to 
the  Lamb,  forever  and  ever.” —

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REPORT  OF  THE  DELEGATE  TO  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD  OF  THE 

GERMAN  REFORMED  CHURCH. 

Rev.  L.  Eichelberger,  delegate  from  this  body  to  the  General 
Synod  of  tbe  German  Reformed  church,  reported  as  follows  : 

The  undersigned,  as  a  delegate  from  this  body,  having  attended  the  session  of  tha 
General  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  held  in  Winchester,  Oct.  1S43, 
would  respectfully  report,  that  he  was  fraternally  received  by  said  Synod,  and  in¬ 
vited  to  a  seat  as  a  corresponding  member.  The  terms  of  correspondence  between 
the  two  Synods,  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  this  Synod,  given  on  page  24  of  our 
printed  minutes,  were  substantially  adopted  by  that  body,  and  delegates  were  ac¬ 
cordingly  appointed  to  attend  this  session  of  Synod.  The  proceedings  of  Synod, 
attended  by  your  delegate,  were  highly  interesting,  exhibiting  a  spirit  of  proper  de¬ 
votion  to  the  kingdom  of  Christ  and  especially  the  interests  of  that  portion  of  it 
committed  to  its  care.  Your  delegate  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  resolution  in  regard  to  our  correspondence  generally  with  sister  Synods  : 

Resolved ,  That  a  copy  of  the  printed  minutes  of  this  Synod  be  directed  by  the 
Secretary  to  the  corresponding  officers  of  each  ecclesiastical  body  with  which  we 
correspond,  and  another  to  the  delegate  of  said  body,  and  that  said  corresponding 
bodies  be  requested  to  do  the  same. 

L.  EICHELBERGER. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  its  concluding  recommendation 
adopted. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Aurand,  the  delegate  appointed  by  the  General 
Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  church  to  this  body,  not  being 
able  to  attend,  Rev.  J.  J.  Lehmanowsky  presented  his  excuse, 
which  was  received. 

Rev.  W.  A.  Passavant  presented  an  invitation  from  the  English 
Lutheran  congregation  at  Pittsburg,  to  hold  the  next  convention 
of  this  Synod  in  that  city. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MILEAGE. 

Rev.  L.  Eichelberger,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
the  question,  whether  any  change  should  be  made  in  the  rates  of 
mileage,  reported.  The  report  was  accepted  and  laid  on  the  table 
for  future  action. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  REPORT  CONCERNING 

HYMN-BOOKS. 

Rev.  Dr.  Strobel  offered  an  amended  report  in  behalf  of  tbe 
committee. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  laid  on  the  table  for  future  con¬ 
sideration. 
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THE  AMERICAN  TRACT  SOCIETY. 

At  half  past  1 1  o’clock,  agreeably  to  a  previous  resolution,  Rev. 
A.  O.  Eastman,  addressed  the  Synod  for  half  an  hour  in  behalf  of 
the  American  Tract  Society. 

After  the  address,  the  following  resolutions  were  offered  : 

1.  Resolved ,  That  the  statements  of  Rev.  Eastman  have  afforded 
us  the  highest  gratification,  and  that  we  most  cordially  recommend 
the  publications  of  the  American  Tract  Society  to  our  people; 
that  we  regard  the  system  of  colportage  as  admirably  suited  to  the 
destitute  sections  of  our  country,  and  that  we  will  extend  our  co¬ 
operation  to  colporteurs  laboring  in  the  vicinity  of  our  respective 
churches. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  we  rejoice  that  the  society  has  extended  its 
operations  to  the  German  population,  and  hope  that  these  devoted 
u  book-bearers”  may  every  where  be  eminently  successful. 

S.  Resolved ,  That  we  return  our  thanks  to  the  American  Tract 
Society  for  a  donation  of  $200  to  our  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

The  first  and  second  of  these  resolutions  excited  considerable 
discussion.  Very  decided  exception  was  taken,  by  several  of  the 
members  of  the  Synod,  to  some  of  the  doctrines,  which  several, 
of  the  Society’s  publications  contained,  as  not  being  conformable 
to  the  standards  of  our  church,  in  consequence  of  which,  it  was 
urged,  Synod  could  not  consistently  adopt  the  resolutions.  Ob¬ 
jections  were  also  incidentally  made  to  the  alterations,  which  the 
Publishing  Committee  of  the  Society  had  either  made  or  permitted 
in  some  of  the  works  which  it  republished.  Explanations  were  also 
made,  in  defense  of  the  Society.  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman  stated  that  the 
Society  had,  at  its  last  meeting  in  New  York,  adopted  principles 
in  reference  to  the  alterations,  which  would  be  made  in  any  works 
hereafter  to  be  published,  which  would  probably  be  free  from  ob¬ 
jection  and  harmonize  the  views  of  all  its  friends. 

The  discussion  on  these  resolutions  w'as  arrested  by  the  arrival 
of  the  time  allotted,  by  a  resolution  of  yesterday  morning,  to  Rev. 
T.  H.  Stockton,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  him  an  opportunity  to 
explain  his  plan  of  Christian  Union.  The  resolutions  were  there¬ 
fore  laid  on  the  table  during  the  time  which  he  occupied  for  that 
purpose. 

Rev.  Mr.  Stockton  having  concluded,  the  resolutions  came  up 
again  for  consideration.  After  some  further  debate.  Synod  ad-. 
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joimied  until  after  the  conclusion  of  the  religious  exercises  ap¬ 
pointed  for  this  afternoon. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  R,  Weiser. 

SIXTH  SESSION. 

Tuesday  afternoon. 

At  3  o’clock,  agreeably  to  appointment,  the  members  of  Synod 
united  with  a  number  of  other  Christian  friends  in  the  celebration 
of  the  Holy  Supper  of  our  Lord,  after  a  short  and  suitable  ad¬ 
dress  had  been  delivered  by  the  Rev.  G.  F.  Schaeffer. 

At  half  past  4  o’clock  Synod  resumed  its  ordinary  business. 
Prayer  by  the  Rev.  J.  Ulrich. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning’s  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wilson  of  the  Protestant  Methodist  church,  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Mills  of  the  Episcopal  church  were  introduced  and 
received  as  advisory  members. 

The  resolutions,  approbatory  of  the  American  Tract  Society, 
and  under  discussion  when  the  Synod  adjourned  this  morning,  were 
now  taken  up  again  for  consideration.  After  some  further  debate, 
they  were  adopted. 

Immediately  afterwards,  a  motion  was  made  to  reconsider  these 
resolutions,  which  prevailed. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wynecken  then  moved  that  the  second  resolution 
be  stricken  out.  This  motion  was  lost,  and  the  resolutions  were 
again  adopted. 

COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  REVISAL  OF  THE  HYMN-BOOK. 

The  committee  appointed  to  nominate  a  committee  for  the  re- 
visal  of  the  Hymn-book,  reported  the  following  as  said  committee  : 
Rev.  Prof.  Reynolds,  Rev.  J.  Few  Smith,  Rev.  H.  I.  Smith,  Rev. 
C.  F.  Schceffer,  and  Rev.  P.  A.  Strobel. 

The  Rev.  L.  Eichelberger  submitted  a  resolution,  in  reference  to 
the  plan  of  Christian  Union  explained  this  morning  by  Rev.  T.  H. 
Stockton,  which,  after  considerable  discussion,  from  which  it  ap¬ 
peared  that  the  members  of  Synod  were  not  then  prepared  to  ex¬ 
press  a  decided  opinion  on  the  subject  before  them,  was  referred 
to  Rev.  Dr.  Kurtz,  Rev.  L.  Eichelberger,  and  Rev.  N.  W.  Goert- 
ner,  as  a  committee  to  draw  up  and  present  a  minute  upon  the 
subject. 
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The  Rev.  B.  J.  Wallace,  being  about  to  take  leave  of  Synod? 
expressed  his  warm  sense  of  the  kindness,  which  he  had  received 
from  this  body,  and  bade  the  members  an  affectionate  adieu. 

Synod  adjourned.  Prayer  by  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Brown. 

SEVENTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday  morning,  A  fay  2ist. 

Synod  met  this  morning  at  the  appointed  hour.  Prayer  by  the 
Rev.  A.  H.  Lochman. 

After  the  half  hour,  devoted  to  religious  exercises,  had  expired 7 
the  minutes  of  the  last  session  were  read  and  approved. 

Rev.  P.  A.  Strobel,  from  the  committee  to  whom  sundry  publi¬ 
cations  of  the  Am.  S.  S.  Union  were  referred,  reported  as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  publications  oj  the  American  Sunday 

School  Union. 

The  committee,  to  whom  certain  publications  of  the  American  Sunday  School 
Union  were  referred,  beg  leave  to  report : 

No.  1,  is  simply  a  catalogue  of  the  publications'of  the  Society. 

No.  2,  is  a  pamphlet,  entitled  “  Considerations  touching  the  principles  and  objects 
of  the  American  Sunday  School  Union,  addressed  to  Evangelical  Christians  and 
other  benevolent  citizens  of  the  United  States.”  This  treatise  is  admirably  cal¬ 
culated  to  remove  any  prejudices,  which  may  be  entertained  in  reference  to  this  be¬ 
nevolent  institution,  and  furnishes  the  reader  with  the  most  conclusive  testimony  of 
the  catholicity  and  comprehensive  benevolence  of  the  objects  contemplated  by  the 
Union,  as  well  as  of  the  success  with  which  those  objects  have  been  prosecuted. 

No.  3,  is  the  20th  Annual  Report  of  the  American  Sunday  School  Union,  being 
the  report  for  1844.  This  report  contains  many  very  interesting  details  of  the  ope¬ 
rations  of  this  association.  The  efforts,  which  it  has  made  for  the  establishment  of 
Sabbath  schools,  and  the  dissemination  of  religious  truth,  by  means  of  tracts  and 
other  publications  and  the  employment  of  missionaries  in  destitute  parts  of  our 
country,  have  been  crowned  with  marked  success.  During  the  year,  5  agents  and  1 1 
missionaries  were  sent  out  by  the  Society,  who  were  employed  chiefly  in  Ohio,  Mis¬ 
souri,  Indiana,  and  Iowa,  and  the  territory  of  Wisconsin.  The  statements  of  these 
agents  and  missionaries  show  that  their  labors  have  been  eminently  blessed,  and 
that  their  instrumentality  has  been  very  efficient,  in  supplying  the  waste  places  of 
our  land,  particularly  the  “  far  West,”  with  that  spiritual  knowledge,  which  giveth 
life.  Your  committee  are  pleased  to  find,  that  the  American  Sunday  School  Union 
has  been  enabled  to  meet  its  expenditures.  Though,  it  should  always  be  borne  in 
mind,  that  an  institution  of  this  kind  can  extend  its  operations,  only  in  proportion  to 
the  means  with  which  it  is  furnished — Christians  can  make  no  better  appropriation  of 
their  charities,  than  by  placing  a  portion  of  their  funds  at  the  disposal  of  this  as¬ 
sociation. 

Nos.  4  and  5,  are  copies  of  the  “Youth’s  Penny  Gazette,”  a  publication,  as  its 
title  imports,  designed  expressly  for  children.  It  is  a  very  neat  and  useful  paper, 
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embellished  with  appropriate  wood  cuts,  and  admirably  calculated  to  instruct  and 
improve  the  children  of  our  country.  It  is  issued  semi-monthly,  at  the  low  price  of 
12|  cents  per  annum.  Every  parent  should  place  this  paper  in  the  hands  of  his 
children. 

No.  6,  is  the  “  Sunday  School  Journal  and  Gazette  of  Education.'”  This  period* 
ical  is  issued  semi-monthly,  at  25  cents  per  annum.  Its  object  is  to  furnish  to  Sab¬ 
bath  school  teachers  some  occasional  hints,  as  to  the  best  methods  of  imparting  in¬ 
struction  to  the  children  of  their  charge.  Besides  the  reports  of  Sabbath  schools,  it 
contains  much  instructive  doctrinal  and  practical  reading,  which  cannot  fail  to  im¬ 
press  the  heart  of  the  pious  and  devoted  teacher,  and  thus  prepare  him  for  the  better 
discharge  of  the  important  and  interesting  duties  of  his  station.  We  hope  all 
teachers  of  Sabbath  schools  in  our  connection  will  supply  themselves  with  this  use¬ 
ful  periodical.  In  conclusion,  the  committee  submit  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  highly  approve  of  the  publications  of  the  American  Sunday 
School  Union,  believing  them  to  be  catholic  in  spirit  and  admirably  calculated  to  ex¬ 
ercise  a  decidedly  practical  influence,  wherever  they  are  circulated. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  affectionately  and  earnestly  recommend  that  our  churches 
and  people,  in  their  social  and  individual  capacities,  should  aid  by  their  prayers  and 
their  pecuniary  contributions,  an  institution,  that  has  already  accomplished  so  much 
for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  our  fellow  men,  and  which,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  is 
calculated  to  exert  so  important  an  influence  upon  the  moral  and  religious  character 
of  the  great  mass  of  the  people  of  our  beloved  country.

The  report,  together  with  its  concluding  resolutions,  was  adopted. 

Resolved ,  That  the  anniversary  of  the  American  Sunday  School 
Union,  which  this  body  attended  by  invitation,  yesterday  evening, 
in  this  city,  afforded  pleasing  evidence  of  the  great  and  increasing 
success  of  that  noble  institution. 

The  unfinished  business  of  yesterday  was  now  taken  up  for  con¬ 
sideration. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  mileage  being  in  order,  after 
considerable  debate  and  after  a  number  of  resolutions  had  been  of¬ 
fered,  it  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  one  from  each  Synod. 

The  chair  appointed  “  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church”  as  said  committee. 

Leave  of  absence  for  Rev.  P.  Riser,  [during  the  remaining 
session  of  the  General  Synod,  was  asked  and  obtained. 

The  regular  order  of  business  was  then  suspended  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  permitting  Dr.  Kurtz,  from  the  committee  appointed  yester¬ 
day  to  introduce  a  minute  upon  the  plan  of  Christian  LTnion,  pro¬ 
posed  by  Rev.  T.  H.  Stockton,  to  report. 

After  some  discussion,  the  minute  was  recommitted  to  the  com¬ 
mittee. 


The  Rev.  Messrs.  Morris  and  Towel  of  the  Presbyterian  church 
were  introduced  and  received  as  advisory  members. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  report  of  the  Hymn-book 
committee,  presented  on  Tuesday  morning,  being  under  consider¬ 
ation,  it  was 

XXVIII.  Resolved ,  In  regard  to  that  part  of  the  report  having 
reference  to  the  balance  of  the  last  edition  of  the  Hymn-book, 
printed  on  the  old  stereotype  plates,  that  the  cost  be  assumed  by 
this  Synod,  and  that  said  books  be  deposited  with  the  Western  De¬ 
pository  at  Springfield  ;  the  proceeds  to  be  appropriated  to  Mis¬ 
sionary  purposes. 

In  reference  to  the  sum  of  $400  appropriated  from  the  Hymn 
book  fund  to  the  expenses  of  the  u  Hirtenstimme,” 

XXIX.  Resolved ,  That  the  Hymn-book  committee  be  directed 
to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  last  General  Synod  in  regard 
to  this  subject. 

That  part  of  the  report  having  reference  to  the  reduction  of  the 
price  of  the  Hymn-book,  was  referred  to  the  Hymn-book  committee. 

Pending  a  discussion,  which  arose  concerning  $500,  alluded  to 
in  the  report,  as  appropriated  by  the  Book  Company  to  a  Ministers7 
Fund,  on  motion, 

Synod  adjourned,  to  meet  again  at  3  o’clock  in  the  afternoon.

EIGHT  PI  SESSION. 

■■V 

Wednesday  afternoon. 

The  Synod  met  at  3  o’clock  according  to  adjournment.  Prayer 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Strobel.  The  minutes  of  this  morning  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  remainder  of  the  report  under  consideration  this  morning, 
at  the  hour  of  adjournment  was  now  taken  up.  After  some  further 
discussion,  that  part  of  the  report  in  regard  to  the  appropriation 
of  $500  to  a  Ministers’  Fund,  was  satisfactorily  amended,  and  the 
whole  report  as  amended  adopted  ;  which  is  as  follows  : 

THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  REPORT  OF  THE  HYMN-BOOK  COM¬ 
MITTEE  &c. 

Beg  leave  to  report : 

That  the  documents  placed  in  their  hands,  consist 

1..  Of  the  report  of  the  Hymn-book  Committee. 
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2.  Of  a  memorial  from  the  Eastern  Synod  of  Ohio,  praying  a  redaction  of 
premiums  on  the  Hymn-book. 

3.  Of  a  report  of  a  committee  of  the  Book  Company  to  whom  were  entrusted 
certain  matters  relative  to  the  Ministers’  Fund. 

From  previous  ignorance,  they  found  some  difficulty  in  giving  a  due  examination 
to  these  several  matters  and  beg^to  give  the  result  of  their  conclusions,  drawn  from 
the  data  before  them,  in  the  order  in  which  these  papers  have  been  numbered. 

The  sale  of  the  Hymn-books  seems  to  be  very  large,  the  premiums,  accruing  in 
two  years  up  to  the  first  of  January  last,  being  $1315  95,  to  which  we  would  add 
the  sum  of  $20S  received  from  former  agent.  Since  that  time  no  settlement  has 
been  made,  and  a  large  balance  must  now  be  due  awaiting  the  next  settlement,  and 
the  committee  would  observe  that  from  the  present  plan  it  is  impossible  that  an  ac¬ 
curate  settlement  should  ever  be  made,  as  the  agent  only  pays  premiums  on  books 
actually  sold. 

To  simplify  this  operation,  the  committee  would  propose  that  in  the  regulations  for 
the  sale  of  Hymn-books,  found  on  page  26  of  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod, 
the  following  be  substituted  for  the  fifth  article  found  there. 

5.  The  agent  shall  credit  the  Hymn-book  Committee  with  the  premium  on  each 
edition  as  soon  as  published,  on  which  premium  he  shall  receive  a  credit  of  twelve 
months,  at  the  end  of  which  time  he  shall  make  a  settlement  with  the  Treasurer  of 
this  body. 

This  does  away  with  the  trouble  of  an  interest  account — and  seems  to  afford  the 
only  possible  plan  upctn  which  an  exact  settlement  can  ever  be  made. 

In  reference  to  losses  sustained  by  the  publication  of  an  unmerchantable  edition, 
the  committee  look  upon  it  as  an  ordinary  business  transaction,  in  which  the  agent 
ought  to  have  had  a  regard  for  his  own  interests  at  the  time,  and  to  which  this  body 
can  extend  no  relief  further  than  taking  off  the  premium  thereon. 

The  committee  finds  an  allusion  to  the  sum  of  $400  appropriated  from  this  fund 
to  the  expenses  of  the  “  Hirtenstimme,”  part  of  which  seems  to  have  been  paid  for 
editorial  services  and  a  part  to  the  Book  Company  for  printing.  Not  knowing  the 
motives  which  called  for  thir  appropriation  at  your  last  meeting,  we  can  express  no 
opinion,  but  we  fear  nothing  or  but  little  will  be  realized  from  that  source,  save  the 
sum  of  $27  72  ahead}'  collected.  The  Hymn-book  Committee  desire  us  to  call  upon 
the  Synods  who  established  that  paper,  to  assume  this  debt.  We  are  not  prepared 
to  recommend  any  action.  It  appears  to  us,  that  with  the  increased  facilities  for 
printing,  this  book  might  be  published  at  a  lower  rate  than  that  now  contracted  for. 

There  is  now  due  the  Treasurer  of  this  body  from  the  Book  Concern  $466  01  on 
the  settlement  made  up  to  first  January  last. 

4.  The  memorial  requests  such  a  reduction  of  the  premium  as  will  enable  the 
western  brethren  to  sell  the  book  as  low  as  it  is  at  the  East.  While  we  would  re¬ 
commend  the  Treasurer  to  examine  in  the  recess  whether  such  reduction  can  with 
safety  be  made,  we  think  that  the  following  substitute  for  article  4th,  page  26  last 
General  Synod,  would  entirely  meet  the  wants  of  the  Western  Depository. 

5.  The  General  Agent  to  charge  an  advance  upon  cost  and  premium  as  follows : 

Where  500  copies  are  bought  8  per  cent,  cash, 

Less  than  500  “  “  12  per  cent,  “ 

The  retail  price  to  be  about  30  per  cent,  advance  on  cost  and  premium. 

The  next  paper  comes  lrom  a  committee  of  the  Book  Concern,  stating  that  on  the 
9th  January  1844,  $500  were  appropriated  to  a  Ministers’  Fund,  which  was  according¬ 
ly  paid  on  1st  May  1845.  This  committee  hold  themselves  responsible  to  this  Synod 


until  it  is  permanently  invested,  when  it  comes  under  the  control  of  the  Directors 
of  the  Book  Company,  the  interest  being  paid  to  this  body. 

It  seems  that  the  sum  of  $370  88  was  voted  to  the  Ministers’  Fund  on  the  18th 
January  last,  payable  as  soon  after  their  dividend  is  paid  as  the  sum  can  be  collected 
and  spared,  as  this  appropriation  is  conditional  and  prospective,  wTe  know  not  that 
we  can  take  any  action  upon  it,  living  in  the  hope  that  the  Company  may  soon  be 
able  to  carry  out  their  good  purposes.

The  reports  of  the  Book  Company  and  Hymn-book  committee, 
as  presented  on  Saturday  morning,  were  now  also  adopted. 

The  Synod  then  resolved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  the 
Hymn-book  Committee.  The  election  resulted  in  the  choice  of 
Messrs.  C.  A.  Morris,  I.  Baugher,  and  C.  D.  Hinks. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  being 
again  read,  considered  and  amended,  was  adopted. 

XXX.  Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  revise  the 
reports  of  the  district  Synods  upon  the  state  of  the  church  within 
their  bounds ;  striking  off  all  superfluities,  and  inserting  in  their 
appropriate  place  in  each,  a  list  of  the  officers  and  clerical  members 
of  said  Synods  with  their  Post  office  addresses,  provided  they  can 
be  obtained  from  minutes  or  other  authentic  documents. 

XXXI.  Resolved ,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a 
constitution  of  a  Home  Missionary  Society,  to  nominate  officers, 
and  to  prepare  a  plan  of  operation  for  the  same,  and  report  to-mor¬ 
row  morning.  The  committee  appointed  consisted  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Kurtz,  Rev.  J.  J.  Lehmanowsky,.  Rev.  E.  Keller,  Rev.  N.  B. 
Little,  and  Rev.  W.  G.  Keil. 

XXXII.  Resolved ,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare 
and  report  to  the  next  General  Synod,  a  clear  and  concise  view  of 
the  doctrines  and  practice  of  the  American  Lutheran  church.  The 
chair  appointed  the  committee  of  Foreign  Correspondence  as  said 
committee. 


COMMITTEE  ON  MILEAGE. 

The  committee  on  mileage  again  reported.  After  much  time 
had  been  spent  in  the  discussion  of  the  numerous  propositions  and 
substitutes,  which  had  been  offered  upon  this  subject,  it  was  re- 
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solved  that  the  debate  cease  at  5  o’clock.  At  the  arrival  of  that 
hour  the  following  resolution,  being  under  consideration,  was 
adopted. 

XXXII.  Resolved ,  That  the  actual  expenses  of  the  delegates  to 
this  Synod  be  paid,  provided  they  do  not  exceed  the  rates  of  $4 
per  100  miles  for  distances  over  300  miles,  and  $3  per  100  miles 
for  distances  less  than  300  miles,  reckoning  the  distance  by  the 
cheapest  mode  of  direct  travelling,  coming  to  and  returning  from 
the  place  of  meeting. 

THE  NEXT  MEETING  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

The  Synod  then  resolved  to  proceed  to  ballot  for  the  place  of 
the  next  meeting  of  the  General  S3niod.  Invitations  were  laid  be¬ 
fore  the  Synod  from  the  city  of  New  York;  Pittsburg;  Baltimore  ; 
Lebanon,  Pa. ;  Charleston,  S.  C.;  York,  Pa.;  and  Knightstown, 
Henry  Co.,  Ia. 

The  chair  appointed  Mr.  P.  W.  Engs  and  Rev.  C.  F.  Schaeffer 
tellers.  After  the  votes  were  received  and  counted,  it  appeared, 
that  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Pittsburg  had  received  the  highest 
number  of  votes,  though  neither  had  a  majority  of  the  whole.  It 
was  then  resolved  that  the  next  balloting  be  between  New  York 
and  Pittsburg.  The  tellers  having  again  collected  and  counted  the 
votes  of  the  members,  it  appeared  that  New  York  had  received 
the  majority.  New  York  city  being  the  place  for  the  next  con¬ 
vention  of  the  General  Synod,  it  was, 

XXXIV.  Resolved ,  That  when  this  Synod  adjourns,  it  will  ad¬ 
journ  to  meet  again  in  the  city  of  New  York,  at  9  o’clock  A.  M., 
on  the  Saturday  succeeding  the  second  Thursday  in  May  1S4S. 

DELEGATES  TO  CORRESPONDING  ECCLESIASTICAL  BODIES. 

XXXV.  Resolved ,  That  the  Rev.  H.  N.  Pohlman,  D.  D.,  be  the 
delegate  of  this  body  to  the  (Triennial)  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  church  at  its  next  meeting,  and  that  the  Rev.  J.  G. 
Morris,  D.  I).,  be  his  alternate. 

XXXVI.  Resolved ,  That  the  Rev.  S.  S.  Schmucker,  D.  D.,  be 
appointed  the  delegate  of  this  Synod,  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  church,  to  be  held  at 
York,  Pa.,  and  that  Rev.  Prof.  Baugher  be  his  alternate. 
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THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY. 

XXXVII.  Resolved ,  That  we  highly  approve  of  the  efforts  of 
the  American  Bible  Society,  to  circulate  the  Sacred  Scriptures  in 
different  languages  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land, 
and  of  the  world  in  general,  and  that  we  are  particularly  gratified 
at  their  generous  efforts  to  supply  our  German  population  with  the 
Word  of  God  in  their  own  native  energetic  language,  and  heartily 
recommend  this  portion  of  the  community  to  their  benevolent  at¬ 
tention,  praying  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  to  smile  upon  and 
abundantly  crown  with  his  blessing  their  noble  enterprise. 

The  following  resolution,  commendatory  of  the  Seminary  at 
Lexington,  S.  C.,  was  adopted. 

XXXVIII.  Resolved ,  That  it  affords  us  the  highest  satisfaction, 
to  hear  of  the  increasing  prosperity  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
at  Lexington,  S.  C.,  and  as  the  interests  of  our  southern  church  in 
a  great  measure  depend  upon  the  success  of  this  Institution,  we  re¬ 
commend  it  especially  to  those  students,  who  design  laboring  in 
that  portion  of  the  church. 

XXXIX.  Resolved ,  That  500  copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  this  convention  of  the  General  Synod  be  published  in 
the  English,  and  250  in  the  German  language,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Secretary  at  any  office  at  which  he  can  have  it  done  in  the 
cheapest  and  best  manner ;  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  each  member 
of  this  body,  and  one  to  the  Secretary  of  each  Synod,  and  other 
bodies  in  correspondence  with  this  Synod. 

XL.  Resolved ,  That  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Passavant  be  requested  to 
prepare, for  the  Secretary,  a  “  Clerical  Register”  for  publication  in 
small  type,  to  be  appended  to  the  minutes  about  to  be  published. 

The  Rev.  A.  Crownse  asked  and  obtained  leave  of  absence  from 
Synod  after  the  close  of  this  evening’s  session. 

Synod  adjourned  to  meet  again  this  evening  at  8  o’clock.

NINTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday  evening. 

Synod  met  according  to  adjournment  at  8  o’clock.  Prayer  by 
the  Rev.  N.  Aldrich. 

The  minutes  of  the  afternoon  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Secretary,  in  the  minutes  of  the  preceeding  sessions,  having 
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always  in  accordance  with  custom,  prefixed  to  the  resolutions  the 
names  of  the  movers  of  the  same,  it  was : 

XLI.  Resolved ,  That  the  minutes  be  throughout  so  amended  as 
to  omit  the  names  of  members  inserted,  on  whose  motion  resolutions 
have  been  proposed  or  adopted,  and  that  this  manner  of  recording 
our  proceedings  shall  be  observed  in  our  printed  minutes  as  a 
standing  rule  of  Synod. 

XLII.  Resolved ,  That  if  district  Synods  shall  deem  it  expedient 
in  special  cases,  to  purchase  from  individuals  the  stock  of  the 
Book  Company  they  hold,  they  shall  be  permitted  to  do  so  as  the 
agent  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  wish  having  been  expressed  by  some  of  the  members  of 
Synod  to  hear  a  more  circumstantial  account  of  the  state  of  re¬ 
ligion  in  the  several  district  Synods,  than  the  reports  of  the  same 
afforded,  the  following  resolution  was  offered  and  adopted. 

Resolved ,  That  this  house  now  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of 
the  whole  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  for  three  quarters  of  an 
hour. 

The  house  being  in  Committee  of  the  whole,  Dr.  Morris  in  the 
chair,  the  delegates  of  the  Synods  were,  in  regular  order,  called 
upon  to  give  a  brief  statement  of  the  state  of  the  church  within 
their  bounds.  When  the  representative  of  the  Synod  of  the  West 
had  concluded,  it  was  found  that  the  time  allotted  had  expired ; 
the  Committee  therefore  resolved  to  rise,  to  enable  Synod  to  pro¬ 
ceed  again  to  its  ordinary  business.  Dr.  Morris,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  the  whole,  reported  progress,  and  asked  leave  to 
sit  again  to-morrow  morning.  Leave  was  granted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN  UNION. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  recommitted  the  report  concerning 
the  plan  of  Christian  Union,  proposed  by  Rev.  T.  H.  Stockton, 
presented  two  reports.  The  reports  were  accepted.  An  animated 
and  somewhat  protracted  debate  arose  upon  the  question  of  the 
adoption  of  these  reports.  The  question,  being  first  upon  the 
adoption  of  the  majority  report,  it  was  rejected.  The  question 
then  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  minority  report,  the  Ayes  and 
Nays  were  demanded,  which  are  as  follows  :

The  committee  appointed  to  report  a  minute  for  the  action  of  Synod  relative  to 
the  plan  of  Christian  Union  proposed  to  its  consideration  by  the  Rev.  T.  H.  Stock- 
ton,  would  respectfully  report  for  adoption  the  following  resolutions:  viz. 

Resolved ,  That  the  idea  of  a  Christian  Union,  upon  the  basis  of  the  word  of  God, 
that  will  so  far  harmonize  the  Church  of  Christ,  as  to  give  success  to  all  the  objects 
of  temporal,  social  and  moral  happiness,  contemplated  in  the  gospel,  is  an  object 
most  trul^  noble  in  itself,  and  deserving  the  best  efforts  of  the  purest  philanthropy. 

Resolved,  That  whilst  this  body  is  unprepared  to  express  any  opinion,  as  to  the 
practicability  and  success  of  the  particular  plan  of  union  for  accomplishing  the  above 
purposes,  proposed  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stockton,  yet  we  cordially  commend  the  object 
of  enlarged  benevolence,  contemplated  by  it,  as  deserving  the  kindest  sympathy  of* 
the  Christian  world.

Thursday  morning,  May  22nd. 

Synod  met  at  half  past  8  o’clock,  and  at  9  proceeded  to  the 
transaction  of  its  regular  business.  Prayer  by  Rev.  F.  C.  D. 
Wynecken. 

The  minutes  of  the  session  of  last  night  were  read  and  adopted. 

The  minutes  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed 
church  were  referred  to  a  committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  A.  H. 
Lochman,  Rev.  C.  F.  Schaeffer,  and  Rev.  J.  Ruthrauff. 

XLIII.  Resolved ,  That  we  return  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  St.  Matthew’s  church,  and  other  citizens  of  Philadelphia 
for  their  kind  and  hospitable  entertainment  of  us  during  our  stay 
in  this  city. 

THE  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY.] 

Dr.  Kurtz,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  prepare  and  pro¬ 
pose  a  constitution  of  a  Home  Missionary  Society,  reported.  The 
report  was  accepted.  On  the  adoption  of  the  report,  the  articles 
of  the  proposed  constitution  were  taken  up  separately,  amended 
and  adopted,  after  which  the  constitution  as  a  whole  was  adopted, 
and  referred  to  the  Missionary  Society  about  to  be  formed. 

THE  WESTERN  LITERARY  AND  THEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

XLIV.  Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  has  heard  with  high 
satisfaction  of  the  design  of  the  Synods  of  Ohio  and  Miami  con¬ 
nected  with  this  body,  to  establish  a  Literary  and  Theological  In¬ 
stitution  at  Springfield,  Ohio,  and-  that  we  cordially  recommend 
this  object  to  the  favorable  regard  of  the  church. 

XLV.  Resolved ,  That  as  it  has,  for  several  years,  been  in  con¬ 
templation  by  the  Synod  of  the  West  to  establish  a  Theological 
Seminary  in  the  u  far  West,”  the  General  Synod  entertains  the 
hope,  that  said  Institution  will  soon  go  into  operation,  and  there¬ 
fore  commends  it  also  to  the  favorable  attention  of  the  church. 

On  the  subject  of  War,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution 
were  adopted  : 

Considering  war  to  be  a  calamity,  which,  in  the  present  con¬ 
dition  of  Christendom,  would  turn  back  for  a  long  period  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  civilization,  and  that  the  interests  of  peace  are  emphatic¬ 
ally  those  of  enlightened  liberty,  as  well  as  of  pure  religion;  and 
believing  that  the  period  has  arrived,  when  war  should  be  super- 
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seded  by  the  introduction  of  just  and  honorable  substitutes,  such  as 
negociations,  arbitrations,  or  a  Congress  of  nations,  therefore, 

XLVI.  Resolved ,  That  we  entirely  disapprove  of  a  resort  to 
arms  as  a  means  of  settling  national  difficulties  in  the  present  age 
of  enlightenment  and.  benevolence,  and  recommend  to  all  our 
churches  that  they  regard  it  as  their  special  and  solemn  duty 
to  pray  and  labor  to  avert  the  dire  judgment. 

THE  OBSERVANCE  OF  THE  SABBATH. 

XLVII.  1.  Resolved ,  That  we  rejoice  in  the  efforts,  which  are 
made  for  the  promotion  of  the  better  observance  of  the  Christian 
Sabbath  throughout  our  land ;  and  would  return  thanks  to  the  Lord 
of  the  Sabbath  for  the  great  measure  of  success,  which  has  at¬ 
tended  those  efforts. 

XLVIII.  2.  Resolved ,  That  we  deem  the  observance  of  the  Sab¬ 
bath,  on  scriptural  principles,  essential  to  the  well  being  and  com¬ 
plete  success  of  the  Christian  Church,  and  the  highest  prosperity 
of  our  country. 

XLIX.  3.  Resolved ,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  to  our  min¬ 
isters  and  people,  to  co-operate  by  example  and  effort  in  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  this  cause. 

DAY  OF  HUMILIATION  AND  PRAYER. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  offered  and  unani¬ 
mously  adopted  : 

Whereas  the  Holy  Scriptures  plainly  teach  that  the  preservation 
of  the  church,  and  the  conversion  of  the  world  mainly  depend  on 
the  effusion  of  the  Holy  Spirit  on  all  flesh  ;  and  whereas,  we  have 
abundant  cause  at  this  time  to  lament  the  withholding  of  that  meas¬ 
ure  of  the  Spirit’s  saving  influences,  which  our  Zion  enjoyed  in 
former  years,  which  is  doubtless  owing  to  our  unfaithfulness  as 
a  church;  and  whereas,  we  deeply  deplore  this  state  of  things, 
and  earnestly  deprecate  its  consequences  to  our  church,  and  the 
cause  of  religion  in  general,  therefore, 

L.  Resolved ,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  to  all  our  pastors 
the  appointment  of  the  first  Monday  in  January  annually,  as  one 
of  special  humiliation  and  prayer,  on  which  they  humble  them¬ 
selves  with  their  people,  before  Almighty  God,  penitently  confess¬ 
ing  sin,  and  earnestly  imploring  the  out-pouring  of  the  Spirit  on 
our  churches,  our  institutions,  our  Foreign  Mission,  and  the  whole 
world. 
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LI.  Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  publish  the 
above  to  the  church,  at  least  a  month  before  the  time,  with  re¬ 
marks  enforcing  its  observance. 

The  above  preamble  and  resolutions  met  with  the  decided  ap¬ 
probation  of  all  the  members  of  Synod  ;  the  only  point  upon 
which  there  was  any  doubt  or  diversity  of  opinion,  being  in  re¬ 
ference  to  the  day  to  be  set  apart.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Powel  of  the 
Presbyterian  church,  suggested  the  first  Monday  in  January, 
which  the  church,  with  which  he  was  connected,  had  set  apart 
for  a  similar  purpose.  He  stated  that  he  himself,  and  he  had  no 
doubt  that  the  whole  of  the  Presbyterian  church  would  entertain 
the  same  feelings,  would  be  very  much  gratified  if  the  Lutheran 
church,  now  that  they  knew  us  better,  for  they  had  not  known 
us  before,  would  unite  with  them  on  the  same  day  in  so  im¬ 
portant  a  duty.  These  expressions  of  fraternal  regard  met  with 
a  ready  response  from  the  members  of  Synod,  who  unanimously 
adopted  the  suggestion  which  he  made. 

LIL  Resolved ,  That  this  General  Synod,  being  anxious  that  the 
Lutheran  church  in  this  country  should  be  characterized  by  the 
performance  of  all  those  duties  which  Christian  brotherly  love  in¬ 
culcates,  do  earnestly  recommend,  that  m  every  congregation,  the 
wants  and  necessities  of  members  in  indigent  circumstances  be 
supplied  as  far  as  possible,  without  permitting  them  to  resort  to 
any  other  source  beyond  their  immediate  relations  and  friends,  and 
the  church  to  which  they  belong. 

Mr.  P.  W.  Engs  obtained  leave  of  absence  for  the  remainder 
of  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  chair  appointed  Rev.  Prof.  Reynolds,  Rev.  L.  Eichelber- 
ger,  and  Rev.  J.  Ruthrauff  a  committee  to  nominate  trustees  for 
the  Pastors ’  Fund ,  and  to  report  any  other  information  of  im¬ 
portance  upon  the  same  subject. 

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  minutes  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  church  reported  a$  follows : 

That  itappears  from  the  minutes  of  the  last  German  Reformed  Synod,  held  in 
Allentown,  Pa.,  that  two  delegates  were  appointed  to  attend  this  body,  which  fact 
your  committee  regard  with  much  gratification,  as  an  interchange  of  delegates  is 
calculated  to  promote  kind  feelings  and  harmonious  action  in  matters  of  general  in¬ 
terest  to  the  churches.  Your  committee  recommend  that  this  friendly  measure  of 
our  German  Reformed  brethren  be,  as  usual,  promptly  and  cordially  reciprocated 
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by  the  appointment  of  two  delegates  from  this  body,  to  attend  their  next  meeting  in 
York,  the  third  Thursday  of  October  next.

To  the  President  and  members  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church , 
to  be  convened  in  Philadelphia  on  the  approaching  Ibth  of  the  current  month. 

Reverend  and  Beloved  Brethren  : 

On  the  19th  of  January  1845,  we  were  appointed  a  committee  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Publication  Rooms  in  Baltimore,  to  report  to  your  body  the  annexed 
extracts  from  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  : 

“Baltimore,  January  9,  1844. 

“  The  Board  met  &.c. 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  and  set  apart  as 
a  nucleus  for  the  formation  of  a  permanent  “  Ministers’  Fund,”  the  annual  proceeds 
of  which  shall  be  distributed  among  superannuated  Lutheran  ministers  in  needy  cir¬ 
cumstances  and  the  indigent  children  and  widows  of  deceased  Lutheran  ministers.” 

“Baltimore,  January  18,11845. 

“  The  Board  met  & c. 

“  Resolved,  That  the  dividend  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  Ministers’  Fund,  voted 
at  our  last  annual  meeting,  be  made  payable  on  the  1st  of  May  next.” 

“  Resolved,  That  in  order  to  equalize  the  amount  of  benefactions  to  that  of  divi¬ 
dends,  the  sum  of  $370  88  be  appropriated  to  the  Ministers’  Fund,  and  be  made  pay¬ 
able  so  soon  after  the  payment  of  the  dividend  of  2  per  cent,  as  said  amount  can  be 
collected  and  spared  from  the  funds  of  the  establishment.” 

We  have  the  satisfaction  of  informing  your  body,  that  in  conformity  to  the  first  two 
of  the  above  resolutions,  the  Rev.  Dr.  B.  Kurtz,  Superintendent  of  the  Book  Com¬ 
pany,  deposited  in  our  hands,  in  funds  bankable  in  Baltimore,  the  sum  of  Five  Hun¬ 
dred  Dollars,  which  it  has  been  made  our  duty  to  invest  to  the  best  advantage,  con¬ 
sistent  with  perfect  safety.  We  have  thought  best  to  put  that  sum  temporally  upon 
interest,  until  a  favorable  opportunity  presents  itself  for  a  permanent  investment. 
In  the  mean  time  the  committee  hold  themselves  responsible  to  the  General  Synod 
for  both  principal  and  interest,  until  it  is  permanently  invested,  after  which  the  Board 
of  Directors  will  take  charge  of  the  proceeds  of  the  investment,  subject  to  such  dis¬ 
position  of  them  as  the  Synod  may  think  proper  to  prescribe,  agreeably  to  the  origi¬ 
nal  design  of  the  appropriation.

REPORT  OF  THE  HYMN-BOOK  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  GENERAL 

SYNOD. 

The  subscribers,  who  were  appointed  the  Hymn-book  Committee  by  the  General 
Synod,  convened  in  Baltimore  in  May,  1843,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  submit  the 
following  report : 

Agreeably  to  the  spirit  of  the  instructions  of  the  General  Synod,  your  committee 
solicited  proposals  from  different  printers  for  printing  the  Hymn-books  and  Cate¬ 
chism  prepared  for  use  in  the  church  under  the  auspices  of  your  body,  and  after  ex¬ 
amining  the  same,  it  was  ascertained  that  those  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Publication  Rooms  in  Baltimore,  were  the  most  advantageous  to  the  interest  of  the 
church.  A  contract  was  accordingly  made  with  said  Superintendent,  whereby  he 
obligated  himself  to  furnish  said  books,  printed  on  good  paper  on  the  following 
terms : 

English  Hymn-books  at  -  -  -  -  $6  00  per  dozen. 

German  do.  5  10  “ 

Catechisms  “  -  1  06|  “ 

The  premiums  he  engaged  to  pay  to  the  General  Synod,  are  those  required  in  the 
instructions  of  said  Synod  :  viz. 

On  every  copy  of  the  English  Hymn-book  15  cents.

“  “  “  “  Catechism  -  2  “ 

The  general  agent  appointed  by  your  committee  for  the  sale  of  the  afore-men¬ 
tioned  books,  is  the  Superintendent  of  the  Publication  Rooms,  who  may  appoint  as 
many  auxiliaries  or  sub-agents,  as  in  his  judgment  may  be  required  by  the  wants  of 
the  church  and  be  consistent  with  the  interests  of  the  General  Synod.  By  this  ar¬ 
rangement  the  business  has  been  greatly  simplified,  and  the  church  kept  supplied 
with  the  books  in  question  on  the  most  favorable  terms  and  in  the  most  acceptable 
manner. 

It  was  proposed  that  the  general  agent  should  settle  with  the  committee  every  six 
months,  and  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  all  money  in  his  hands  arising  from  premiums 
on  the  sale  of  books,  and  adjusting  at  the  same  time  the  interest  account.  Your 
committee  regret  to  remark,  that  this  provision  was  overlooked  by  them  as  well  as 
by  the  general  agent,  until  their  attention  was  called  to  it  by  the  agent  himself.  As 
this  did  not  take  place  until  after  the  expiration  of  the  first  year  of  the  contract,  and 
the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  was  then  beginning  to  draw  nigh,  it  was  not 
deemed  important  to  attend  to  it  until  after  the  expiration  of  the  first  six  months 
after  the  approaching  meeting  of  Synod.  They  felt  the  less  reluctance  to  this  delay, 
because  an  examination  convinced  them,  that  no  loss  could  accrue  from  it  to  the 
Synod.  They  however  approve  of  the  provision  requiring  a  periodical  settlement, 
and  recommend  that  it  be  carried  out  in  future,  with  the  exception  of  the  interest 
account  referred  to,  which,  if  insisted  upon  will  impose  an  immense  amount  of  labor, 
while  the  gain,  if  any,  arising  from  it,  would  be  too  trifling  to  compensate  for  the 
labor. 

Your  committee  feel  bound  to  remark,  that  the  last  edition  of  the  English  Hymn- 
book,  printed  on  the  old  stereotype  plates,  was  issued  when  those  plates  were  too 
much  worn  to  make  a  fair  and  legible  impression.  Some  of  the  copies  of  that 
edition  have  been  returned  upon  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  as  unmerchant- 
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u'ble ;  and  as  since  then,  the  appendix  has  been  added  to  the  new  editions,  those 
copies,  in  their  present  condition,  are  utterly  unsaleable.  As  this  untoward  event 
ensued  by  no  neglect  of  the  Superintendent,  he  thinks  he  should  not  be  subjected  to 
the  loss  which  it  involves.  In  this  opinion  your  committee  concurs,  and  are  dis¬ 
posed  to  make  a  proper  deduction,  but  before  doing  so,  have  thought  proper  to  sub¬ 
mit  the  case  to  your  consideration. 

In  regard  to  the  business  transacted  by  the  Superintendent  since  the  last  General 
Synod,  and  the  amount  of  premiums  accruing,  your  committee  have  the  pleasure  of 
announcing  as  follows :

By  a  letter  from  the  former  general  agent  for  the  sale  of  Hymn-books  we  learn, 
that  he  has  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  $208  on  books  sold  by  him  during  his  agency, 
and  that  a  balance  still  remains  unpaid. 

We  further  deem  it  our  duty  to  add,  that  the  loan  of  $400,  voted  by  the  last 
General  Synod,  to  aid  in  extinguishing  the  debts  incurred  in  conducting  the  Hirten- 
stimme,  has  been  paid  as  directed,  from  the  funds  of  the  Hymn-book  Committee. 
As,  in  consideration  of  this  loan,  the  collections  from  the  subscription  book  of  the 
Hirtenstimme  for  the  first  year,  were  to  be  transferred  to  the  committee,  it  becomes 
their  duty  to  remark,  that  those  collections  are  far  from  being  adequate  to  restore 
said  loan.  It  is  only  a  few  days  ago,  that  we  ascertained  that  they  amount  only  to 
$27  72,  of  which  no  part  has  as  yet  been  paid  over  to  the  committee.  The  sum 
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still  remaining  due  on  the  first  year’s  subscription  of  the  Hirtenstimme,  is  reported 
by  the  editor  10  be  $214  47,  of  which  however  a  very  small  part,  if  any,  is  expected 
to  be  realized. 

It  now  becomes  a  duty  to  call  upon  the  Synods  which  established  the  Hirtenstim¬ 
me,  to  make  up  the  balance  yet  due,  which  duty  we  respectfully  suggest  to  Synod, 
be  confided  to  the  delegates  representing  those  Synods,  as  constituting  an  .appro- 
priate  committee  to  attend  to  this  duty. 

In  conclusion  we  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  the  fifth  requisition  imposed  upon  the 
Hymn-book  Committee  (see  proceedings  of  last  General  Synod  page  26)  be  abolish¬ 
ed,  and  that  the  following  be  substituted  : 

5th.  “The  agent  shall  settle  with  the  committee  every  twelve  months,  and  pay  to 
the  Treasurer  all  money  in  his  hands,  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  books.”

REPORT  ON  THE  GETTYSBURG  SEMINARY. 

The  undersigned  were  appointed  a  Committee  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Theological  Se  ninary  under  the  care  of  the  Ge  leral  Synod,  located  at  Gettysburg 
to  prepare  their  biennial  report. 

In  the  discharge  of  this  duty  we  desire  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  goodness  of 
God  in  bringing  our  Institution,  at  least  measurably,  through  those  difficulties  and 
embarrassments  which  lately  surrounded  it  to  an  alarming  extent.  At  our  last  ex¬ 
hibit,  two  years  ago,  clouds  and  darkness  encompassed  us.  In  the  general  pecuni¬ 
ary  distress  of  the  country,  so  large  an  amount  of  our  invested  funds  had  become 
unproductive,  or  were  considered  lost,  that  for  some  time  our  income  was  not  suf¬ 
ficient  to  meet  the  expenses  of  even  a  single  professorship.  Nearly  $4000  produced 
us  no  interest  for  several  years..  No  wonder,  that  the  Directors  began  to  tremble  for 
the  result,  and  to  feel  as  though  bankruptcy  stared  them  in  the  face.  Happily  these 
dark  clouds  have  been  at  last  partly  dispersed,  and  a  brighter  day  has  again  dawned 
upon  us.  About  $1464  50  in  Girard  Bank  stock,  which,  it  was  feared,  was  lost,  is 
worth  something,  although  we  are  unable  to  say  how  much,  or  what  is  the  prospect 
of  its  future  increase  in  value.  Some  of  those  funds  which  a  few  years  ago  were 
unproductive,  again  yield  a  regular  interest,  and  are  considered  perfectly  safe.  The 
principal  sum  which  at  present  is  unproductive  is  $2702  00  in  Maryland  State  stock? 
it  is  however  confidently  believed,  that  this  will  shortly  be  entirely  paid  up.  Be¬ 
sides  this  there  are  several  small  sums,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  also  be  realized. 

The  following  is  a  correct  exhibit  of  the  present  state  of  our  funds,  as  far  as  your 
committee,  by  the  aid  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary,  are  enabled  to  ascertain 
the  facts  : — 

Whole  amount  of  investments,  ------  $20,209  17

In  reference  to  this  statement  we  would  make  several  remarks.  1.  The  whole 
amount  of  investments  given  above  is  of  course  exclusive  of  the  real  estate  owned 
by  the  Board,  consisting  of  the  Seminary  edifice,  two  Professors  houses,  and  about 
30  acres  of  land  upon  which  they  stand,  in  Gettysburg,  and  the  “  Shober  lands”  in 
the  state  of  North  Carolina.  2.  The  amount,  set  down  as  lost,  includes  only  the 
principal,  and  not  the  interest  which  it  should  have  produced  during  the  several 
years  since  it  ceased  to  be  productive.  If  interest  were  added,  it  would  increase  the 
amount  of  loss  several  hundred  dollars.  In  this  amount  of  loss  is  included  the  Gi¬ 
rard  Bank  stock,  which  as  before  stated,  is  worth  something.  3.  The  investments, 
now  productive,  generally  yield  an  interest  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum.  A  small 
amount  yields  less.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  Jibe  present  annual  income  from 
these  invested  funds  of  the  Seminary  is  a  little  upwards  of  $900. 

This  is  just  about  one  half  the  amount  of  our  present  annual  expenses.  This  de¬ 
ficiency  is  made  up  for  the  present,  fiist,  by  a  small  fee  imposed  upon  the  students, 
who  room  in  the  Seminary,  just  enough  to  keep  the  buildings  in  repair,  and  meet 
little  contingent  expenses,  that  are  constantly  incurred  about  the  premises ;  but 
mainly  from  the  contributions  of  the  Alumni  and  others,  who,  last  fall  nobly  sub¬ 
scribed  a  sufficient  sum  to  sustain  an  additional  Professor  in  the  Institution  for  five 
years,  until  such  additional  collections  can  be  made  and  invested  as  will  fully  meet 
our  expenses.  This  is  an  individual  matter  with  the  Alumni  and  such  other  brethren 
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as  have  thought  proper  to  aid,  and  constitutes  a  fund  for  immediate  use  ;  while  the 
subscriptions  obtained  in  our  congregations  in  pursuance  of  the  Alumni  effort  are  de¬ 
signed  to  constitute  a  permanent  fund,  to  be  invested  in  real  estate  security.  There 
has  been  subscribed  thus  far,  as  nearly  as  we  can  ascertain,  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
Alumni  effort,  to  the  permanent  fund,  between  eight  and  ten  thousand  dollars,  pay¬ 
able  in  five  years.  These  subscriptions  have  been  obtained  chiefly  through  the 
agency  of  Prof.  Schmucker.  They  have  been  obtained  in  Pastoral  charges  of  Chani- 
bersburg,  York,  Mifflin,  Ilanover,  and  Newville,  Pa.  ;  Hagerstown,  Frederick, 
Middletown,  Boonsboro,  Woodsbtro,  Taneytown,  Md.  ;  l.oudon  county,  Ya. 
Perhaps  several  other  charges  have  aided,  of  which  we  are  not  advised.  It  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  if  this  enterprizc  be  prosecuted  in  future  with  the  same  vigor,  which  has 
hitherto  marked  it,  that  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  realizing  a  sum  sufficient 
amply  and  permanently  to  endow  our  Seminary. 

'  The  Board  have  adopted  a  plan  of  investing  their  funds,  different  from  that 
which  they  have  hitherto  pursued,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  prevent  the  possibility 
of  loss  in  future.  They  now  invest  money  only  on  landed  security ,  worth  at  least 
double  the  amount  invested,  with  mortgage  on  the  same.  We  find  no  difficulty  in 
this  plan,  and  it  cannot  but  be  safe. 

It  is  believed  that  the  Seminary  is  more  firmly  established  in  the  affections  of  our 
people,  than  ever.  As  the  number  of  our  ministers,  educated  there,  has  been  mul¬ 
tiplied,  the  sphere  of  its  influence  has  been  extended,  and  its  value  and  importance 
more  clearly  seen  and  felt.  This  is  manifest  by  the  cheerfulness  with  which  our 
people  have  contributed  to  its  funds  as  far  as  they  have  recently  been  called  upon. 
This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  from  it  we  may  expect  the  best  results  in  future. 

From  the  last  Catalogue  it  appears  that  the  whole  number  of  students,  includ¬ 
ing  those  at  present  in  the  Institution,  which  have  been  connected  with  it,  since  its 
commencement  in  1826,  is  17S.  30  names  appear  on  the  catalogue  as  having  been 

connected  with  the  Institution  during  the  last  two  years.  Of  the  whole  number 
178,  which  have  been  connected  with  the  Institution  in  the  19  years  of  its  ex¬ 
istence,  2  were  Presbyterians,  4  German  Reformed,  and  the  remainder  172  Luth¬ 
erans.  Of  the  whole  number  12  are  dead,  3  have  left  the  Lutheran  church,  1  has 
been  expelled  from  the  ministry,  while  about  20  are  yet  in  the  Institution.  De¬ 
ducting  these  from  the  whole  number,  we  have  136  ministers  of  our  church,  now  in 
its  ministry,  who  have  been  educated  at  Gettysburg,  all  of  whom,  with  probably 
about  half  a  dozen  exceptions,  are,  at  the  present  time,  in  actual  service.  We  have 
been  thus  minute  in  these  details,  because  we  feel  anxious  that  the  whole  subject 
should  be  fairly  and  fully  presented  not  only  to  the  ministers,  but  also  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  church. 

It  is  known  to  the  church  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  September  last,  the 
Rev.  Charles  A.  Hay,  A.  M.,  was  appointed  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  and 
German  Language,  and  that  soon  after  he  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 
This  appointment  it  is  believed,  was  highly  judicious,  and  has  already  had  a  most 
happy  effect  upon  the  Institution,  as  the  services  of  an  additional  Professor  were 
much  needed.

In  conclusion  we  would  simply  add  that  during  the  two  years,  which  this  report  is 
intended  to  cover,  the  Board  has  meet  semi-annually,  as  usual,  to  attend  the  examin¬ 
ation  of  the  students,  and  transact  business.  We  have  ever  been  fully  satisfied,  and 
generally  delighted,  with  both  professors  and  students,  and  again  commend  our  be¬ 
loved  Seminary  to  the  blessing  of  God,  and  the  friends  of  the  Church.

PROCEEDINGS 


OF  THE 

FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY.

The  Society  met  at  S  p.  m.,  on  Friday,  May  16,  1845. 

Vice  President,  C.  A.  Morris,  in  the  chair. 

Opened  with  prayer  by  Prof.  Schaeffer. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Recording  Secretary,  Rev.  J.  Few  Smith 
was  appointed  Secretary  pro  tempore. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  read  and  accepted. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  in  presenting  their 
first  report  after  the  appointment  of  a  laborer  among  the  heathen,  have  but  few  facts 
to  communicate.  The  committee  has  held  several  meetings,  and  harmoniously  trans¬ 
acted  the  business  before  i.. 

It  is  universally  known  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in  Baltimore, 
in  May  1843,  the  Rev.  Walter  Gunn,  a  licentiate  of  the  Hartwick  Synod,  applied 
for  a  missionary  appointment  to  India  under  our  direction.  He  produced  the  most 
satisfactory  testimonials  of  character  and  qualifications  from  brethren  who  knew  him 
well.  He  was  thoroughly  examined  on  various  subjects  relating  to  missions,  and  his 
application  was  unanimously  granted  by  the  committee.  He  was  directed  to  spend 
the  summer  in  presenting  the  subject  of  Foreign  Missions  to  as  many  of  our  churches 
as  possible,  and  make  collections  in  its  behalf.  Credentials  were  furnished  him  and 
he  proceeded  to  his  work. — In  October  of  that  year,  he  was  publicly  set  apart  to  the 
missionary  work  in  Philadelphia,  during  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  East  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  read  to  him  the  instructions  of  the  com¬ 
mittee,  and  the  Chairman,  Rev.  Dr.  B.  Kurtz,  delivered  the  charge. — Mr-.  Gunn, 
having  been  furnished  with  the  necessary  funds  and  other  outfit,  sailed  from  Boston  in 
November,  in  company  with  a  number  of  other  missionaries,  for  Madras,  via  Calcutta. 
This  circuitous,  and  consequently  expensive  rout  was  determined  on,  because  there 
was  no  other  vessel  bound  for  India  at  the  time,  and  because  it  was  thought  to  be 
advantageous  to  Mr.  Gunn  to  be  associated  during  a  six  months  voyage  with  men, 
who  were  going  out  on  a  similar  enterprise  with  himself. — On  the  18th  of  June 
1844,  just  seven  months  after  he  had  left  his  native  shores,  he  and  wife  arrived  in 
Guntoor,  his  destined  field,  where  they  were  kindly  received  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Heyer, 
the  missionary  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  and  hospitably  entertained  by  Mr. 
Stokes,  a  pious  gentleman,  in  the  service  of  the  British  government. 
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Our  missionary  immediately  began  the  study  of  the  Telegoo  language,  and  at  the 
last  accounts,  was  making  encouraging  progress. — He  and  his  wife  had  commenced 
teaching  the  young,  and  were  cheered  with  the  prospect  of  accomplishing  much 
good  among  that  portion  of  the  community. 

Br.  Gunn  also  frequently  preaches  to  the  natives  through  an  interpreter,  but  ex¬ 
pects  before  long  to  be  able  to  declare  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ  in  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  the  country. 

He  and  Mr.  Heyer  are  harmoniously  laboring  together,  and  they  in  connexion  with 
several  Lutheran  missionaries  from  Germany,  laboring  in  the  vicinity,  even  speak 
of  establishing  a  Lutheran  Synod  in  India. 

Many  of  the  particulars  of  Br.  Gunn’s  operations  as  communicated  to  the  com¬ 
mittee,  have  been  published  in  the  Lutheran  Observer  and  other  papers  of  our  church, 
so  that  it  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  repeat  them  in  this  report. 

The  committee  would  hereby  express  their  grateful  acknowledgments  to  the 
officers  of  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions  at  Boston, 
for  the  uniform  kindness  they  have  manifested  in  forwarding  our  official  communi¬ 
cations  to  India. 

The  committee  would  respectfully  suggest  whether  the  executive  business  of  the 
society  had  not  better  be  transferred  to  the  brethren  of  the  more  Northern  Synods, 
and  not  because  the  labor  is  arduous,  but  because  to  us  of  the  middle  states  has  been 
intrusted  most  of  the  business  of  our  various  benevolent  operations,  and  we  deem  it 
but  just,  for  obvious  reasons,  that  it  should  be  distributed  as  much  as  possible 
throughout  the  church. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Pohlman  was  appointed  by  this  society  to  meet  the  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  which  duty  was  discharged  on.  his  part. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  will  exhibit  the  financial  condition  of  the  society,

On  motion,  Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  the  congre-* 
gations  belonging  to  Synods  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod, 
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to  observe  the  monthly  concert  of  prayer,  at  which  collections  are 
*  to  be  taken  for  missionary  and  education  purposes. 

Rev.  Dr.  Baird,  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Evangelical  Society, 
then  addressed  the  Society,  presenting  interesting  statements  re¬ 
specting  the  state  of  religion  in  some  of  the  Roman  Catholic  coun¬ 
tries  of  Europe. 

On  motion.  Resolved ,  That  we  have  heard  the  statements  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Baird  with  pleasure,  and  would  express  our  gratitude  to 
God  for  opening  the  door  for  the  introduction  and  promotion  of 
Evangelical  Christianity  in  France,  Belgium,  and  various  other 
Roman  Catholic  countries,  and  giving  so  much  success  to  the  ex¬ 
ertions  of  the  Foreign  Evangelical  Society  to  spread  gospel  truth 
in  those  countries. 

Resolved ,  That  we  cordially  recommend  the  cause  of  the  For¬ 
eign  Evangelical  Society  to  all  our  Evangelical  Lutheran  churches, 
and  pray  God  to  smile  upon  the  noble  efforts  of  that  society. 

Resolved ,  That  the  cause  for  which  this  society  is  laboring,  be 
recommended  to  the  special  attention  of  the  monthly  concert,  and 
prayer  meetings  in  our  church.

On  motion,  Resolved ,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  to  our 
ministers  to  hold  semi-annual  missionary  meetings  on  the  Sabbath 
in  all  their  churches  and  take  up  collections  for  the  foreign  mission 
at  Guntoor. 
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Resolved ,  That  we  cordially  recommend  to  our  ministers  the 
Day  Spring,  published  monthly  by  the  American  Board  of  Com¬ 
missioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  as  a  suitable,  cheap,  and  valuable 
missionary  paper  to  be  circulated  among  their  people. 

Resolved ,  That  our  missionaries  be  instructed  to  report  monthly 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Auditors  on  the  Treasurer’s  report  was  pre¬ 
sented  and  adopted  as  follows: 


The  Auditors,  appointed  by  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  to  audit  the  Treas¬ 
urer’s  account,  report  that  they  have  performed  that  duty.  They  find  that  the 
Treasurer  has  received  from  May  25,  1843,  to  April  17,  1845,  both  dates  inclusive, 
$1137  39,  which  with  balance  in  hands  at  last  settlement  amount  to  $2160  94.  He 
has  paid  out  to  our  missionary  and  for  other  purposes  $1749  15,  leaving  a  balance  in 
his  hands  of  $41 1  79.

In  accordance  with  a  resolution,  by  which  the  undersigned  was  appointed  a  com¬ 
missioner  from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Foreign  Missionary  Society  in  the  United 
States  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Synod  of 
Pennsylvania  and  prepare  a  plan  of  co-operation  with  that  body  in  prosecuting  the 
Mission  in  India  ;  the  subscriber  had  a  conference  with  a  committee  of  that  Society, 
and  the  following  plan  of  Union,  after  mutual  consultation  and  discussion,  was  un¬ 
animously  adopted  : 

PLAN-  OF  UNION. 

“  The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  deeming  it  important 
that  the  efforts  of  the  friends  of  foreign  missions  in  the  Lutheran  church  in  this 
country  should  be  more  fully  concentrated,  propose  to  form  a  connexion  with  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  upon  the  following  general  prin¬ 
ciples  : 

1.  Each  society  shall  for  the  present  remain  separate  and  distinct  under  its  own 
peculiar  organization,  care  being  taken  however  to  promote  in  their-several  spheres 
of  action  the  utmost  harmony  and  love. 

2.  Each  society  shall  have  the  nomination  and  appointment  of  its  own  missionari'e* 
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and  shall  provide  for  their  embarkation,  settlement  and  support;  each  taking  upon 
itself  the  whole  management  of  all  the  agencies  for  collecting  funds  for  this  purpose. 

3.  Both  societies  shall  occupy  the  same  field  of  labor  in  the  heathen  world,  and 
whatever  differences  of  opinion  there  may  be  at  home,  shall  endeavor,  as  far  as  is 
consistent  with  the  imperfections  of  human  nature,  to  have  but  one  interest,  and  one 
aim  in  the  foreign  field. 

4.  The  missionaries  of  each  society  shall  labor  together,  and  under  the  direction 
of  the  several  Executive  Committees,  mutually  adopt  such  plans  for  the  furtherance 
of  the  gospel,  and  the  upbuilding  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  by  the  establishment 
of  schools,  catechetical  lectures,  and  preaching,  and  the  distribution  of  Bibles  and 
tracts,  as  shall  seem  to  them  advisable,  and  shall  report  jointly  to  the  Secretaries  of 
both  societies. 

5.  This  joint  mission  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  11  the  American  Lutheran 
Mission.” 

6.  There  shall  be  an  interchange  of  one  or  more  commissioners  at  each  yearly 
meeting  of  the  several  societies  for  mutual  consultation,  prayer  and  effort  in  relation 
to  the  interest  of  the  joint  missions.”

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  which  follows,  was 
read  and  adopted: 


Fifth  Biennial  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Parent 

Education  Society. 

In  presenting  the  fifth  Biennial  Report  of  their  proceedings,  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  devout  thanks  to  Almighty  God,  that  in  the 
midst  of  the  many  difficulties,  by  which  the  cause  of  beneficiary  education  has  been 
surrounded  during  the  past  two  years,  it  is  yet  in  existence  and  awakens  the  hope  of 
ultimate  prosperity.  The  cause  of  Missions  is  the  cause  of  God.  The  church  feels 
it  to  be  her  duty  to  evangelize  the  heathen  and  supply  the  destitution  of  the  people 
at  home.  But  how  can  this  be  accomplished  without  a  well  educated  pious  ministry  7 
And  whence  will  this  ministry  be  obtained,  if  it  be  not  through  the  operations  of 
beneficiary  education  7  The  sympathies  of  ministers  and  people  are  vain  and  useless, 
if  they  put  not  forth  efforts,  to  procure  the  men  to  send  to  the  destitute.  For  “how 
shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher,  and  how  shall  they  preach  except  they  be  sent,” 
and,  may  we  not  add  to  this  declaration  of  the  Apostle,  how  shall  they  be  sent,  if 
we  have  not  suitable  men,  and  how  shall  we  obtain  men  of  the  proper  qualifications, 
unless  we  educate  them  7 


Receipts  and  Ependilurcs. 

According  to  the  Treasurer’s  report,  the  receipts  into  the  treasury  within  the  last 
two  years  have  been  $6  198.63,  and  the  disbursements  during  the  same  time,  includ- 
ing  the  existing  debt,  have  been  $8702.64,  leaving  a  debt  of  $2604.  This  debt  is 
distributed  in  the  following  manner.  Parent  Society  $720.01,  Maryland  branch 
$967,  East  Pennsylvania  $46 2,  West  Pensylvania  $366. 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  society  are  therefore  in  a  less  prosperous  condition  than 
they  were  two  years  ago.  This  is  to  be  ascribed  in  part  to  the  present  mode  of 
operating  through  synodical  societies,  and  in  part  to  other  causes.  For,  whilst  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  contributions  of  the  Synods  of  Maryland  and  East  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  there  has  been  a  falling  off,  in  the  contributions  of  the  Synod,  which  once 
constituted  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod,  of  more  than  one  half  Their  average 
contributions  up  to  the  year  1843  were  at  least  $2500,  now  they  do  not  exceed  $1200. 

JYumber  on  the  Funds. 

Fince  the  last  biennial  meeting,  twenty  new  applicants  for  aid  have  been  received 
on  the  funds.  The  whole  number  sustained,  either  in  whole  or  part,  during  the  last 
two  years,  has  been  44.  Of  these,  16  were  sustained  by  the  Maryland  society,  12  by 
the  Parent  society,  9  by  Eist  Pennsylvania,  and  7  by  West  Pennsylvania  Synod. 
Of  the  whole  number  sustained  during  the  time  specified,  21  were  in  the  Seminary, 
of  whom  15  are  n  w  in  the  ministry,  and  6  yet  in  the  Seminar)'  ;  3  were  dropped  ; 
4  withdrew  from  the  society,  one  of  whom  is  now  in  the  ministry,  and  one  pre¬ 
paring  for  it  elsewhere  than  in  Gettysburg,  and  two  completed  the  prescribed 
course  ;  leaving  35  on  the  funds  at  the  present  time.  All  these  were  engaged 
in  study  in  the  institutions  at  Gettysburg  during  the  whole  or  part  of  the 
winter,  except  one  who  is  absent  teaching. 

The  whole  number  on  the  funds  from  the  beginning  is  144.  Of  these,  there  is 
reason  to  believe  that  70  are  actually  in  the  ministry;  31  withdrew  from  the  society, 
of  whom  19  are  either  in  the  ministry  or  are  preparing  for  it;  27  were  in  badthealth  ; 
2  i  were  dropped  for  various  causes;  of  these  4  or  more  are  in  the  ministry  ;  5  have 
departed  from  this  life,  and  12,  from  the  last  information  obtained  of  them,  are 
teaching. 

Agents. 

The  committee,  having  learned  from  experience  the  importance  of  properly  qual¬ 
ified  agents  in  advancing  the  interests  of  the  Education  cause,  have  at  length  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  procuring  the  services  of  a  permanent  agent.  15y  an  arrangement  with 
the  trustees  of  Pennsylvania  College,  Mr.  Win.  11.  Harrison,  a  licentiate  of  the 
Maryland  Synod,  has  been  engaged  to  employ  six  months  of  the  year  in  instruction 
in  the  College,  and  to  devote  the  remaining  six  months  to  the  active  duties  of  an 
aimnt  for  the  society.  It  is  hoped  that  this  arrangement  will  meet  all  existing  dif¬ 
ficulties.  This  young  brother,  who  will  begin  his  agency  on  the  first  of  June,  is  re¬ 
commended  to  the  kind  attention  and  hearty  co-operation  of  the  brethren. — In  order 
to  make  the  agency  system  in  the  highest  degree  efficient,  it  is  necessary  that  there 
be  unanimity  of  effort  among  the  different  societies  interested  in  this  subject.  The 
existing  arrangements  are  exceedingly  troublesome  and  embarrassing.  There  is  no 
supreme  authority  vested  either  in  the  parent  or  the  synodical  societies.  The  Exe¬ 
cutive  Committee  and  the  Synods  receive  beneficiaries  upon  the  funds  of  the  same 
society,  and  the  responsibility  is  thus  shifted  from  one  to  the  other  ;  so  that  it  re¬ 
quires  no  extraordinary  foresight  to  see,  that  difficulties  will  multiply,  until  the  ex- 
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isting  arrangement  will  be  found  impracticable.  If  however,  these  fears  are  ground¬ 
less,  then  such  an  arrangement  should  be  made  with  the  branch  societies,  as  to 
enable  our  agent  to  operate  within  their  boundaries,  without  hinderance  or  embar¬ 
rassment. 

The  committee  also  recommend  to  the  society  the  propriety  of  procuring  an  act 
of  incorporation,  by  the  title  of  the  Parent  Education  Society  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  U.  States,  by  which  legacies,  made  for  the  benefit  of  the 
society,  may  be  secured  and  applied  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  testators. 

They  also  recommend,  for  the  purpose  of  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  the 
society,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  (Article  VI,  Sec.  2.)  the  admitting  clause  of  the  con¬ 
stitution  of  the  Seminary,  as  interpreted  by  the  last  board,  alter  the  course  in  the 
following  manner:  “Make  22  to  read  23.”  Since,  according  to  the  admitting  clause, 
a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  beneficiaries  would  be  required  to  take  a  full 
course;  all  over  23  years  take  the  second  grade;  finally,  to  receive  those  of  ad¬ 
vanced  age,  possessing  uncommon  abilities,  deep  piety  and  respectable  attainments, 
at  once  into  the  Seminary,  or  after  a  short  preparatory  course  in  the  College.  We 
confidently  believe,  that,  if  we  can  all  harmonize  on  this  basis  laid  down  by  the  de¬ 
legates  of  the  Synods  sustaining  our  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  all  our 
educational  difficulties  will  be  ended.  This  is  the  proper  basis ;  for  they  cannot 
even  enter  the  Seminary,  without  possessing  the  qualifications  at  least  of  the  ad¬ 
mitting  clause. 

Resolved,  That  the  course  of  study  for]our  beneficiaries  be  so  altered  as  to  read  “  23 
instead  of  22;  all  over  23  take  the  second  grade;  finally,  they  of  advanced  age, 
possessing  uncommon  abilities,  deep  piety  and  respectable  attainments,  may  be  re¬ 
ceived  at  once  into  the  Seminary,  or  after  a  short  preparatory  course  in  the  College.” 

Resolved ,  That  we  recommend  to  the  auxiliary  societies,  the 
adoption  of  the  same  course  of  study  proposed  by  the  Parent. 
Society. 

Resolved ,  That  the  beneficiaries  studying  in  the  Seminary  re¬ 
ceive  the  same  allowance  as  those  in  the  College,  viz.  $100.

Resolved ,  That  the  agent  of  this  society,  Mr.  W.  H.  Harrison, 
be  recommended  to  the  cordial  reception  and  co-operation  of  the 
church,  in  the  prosecution  of  his  agency. 

Resolved ,  That  in  no  case  shall  interest  be  demanded  of  any  be¬ 
neficiary,  exceptwhen  the  Committee  have  sufficient  evidence  of  his 
ability  to  pay  the  principal,  and  he  persists  in  his  refusal  to  pay,  or 
lie,  on  account  of  misconduct,  is  dismissed  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  or  fail  to  enter  and  continue  in  the  Lutheran  Church,  or  re¬ 
fuse  to  follow  the  instructions  of  the  Committee. 

Adjourned  to  meet  on  Monday  afternoon.

After 
discussing  various  propositions,  without  coming  to  any  definite  re¬ 
sult,  the  Society  finally  adjourned.

PROCEEDINGS 


OF  THE 

HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 


Thursday  afternoon,  May  22,  1845. 

After  the  General  Synod  had  adjourned,  the  ministers  and  lay- 
delegates  present  were  called  to  order  for  the  purposeof  organizing 
a  Home  Missionary  Society. 

On  motion,  Dr.  Morris  was  appointed  President  pro  tempore ,  and 
Rev.  F.  W.  Conrad,  Secretary. 

On  motion,  Resolved ,  That  the  constitution  reported  by  a  com¬ 
mittee,  and  recommended  by  the  General  Synod  be  adopted,  by 
this  Society,  which  was  then  read  as  follows; 

Article  1.  The  name  of  this  society  shall  be  “  The  Home  Missionary  Society 
of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  United  States.” 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  the  supply  of  the  destitute  portions  of  our  church  in 
the  United  States  and  adjacent  parts  with  the  preached  gospel  and  the  Holy  Sac¬ 
raments. 

Art.  3.  Its  officers  shall  be,  a  President,  one  Vice  President  from  each  district 
Synod,  one  Recording  and  one  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  an  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee. 

Akt.  4.  The  President,  first  Vice  President,  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secre¬ 
taries  and  the  Treasurer  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  sufficient  security,  and  shall  pay  out  no  money 
except  by  an  order  of  the  Executive  Committee,  signed  by  the  President. 

Art.  6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  for  business  as  often  as  tire  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  society  demand,  arid  the  President  shall  call  such  meetings  when  ho 
deems  them  necessary,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  do  so,  when  solicited  by  at  least 
ten  members  of  the  society. 

Art.  7.  Every  person  who  pays  One  Dollar  annually  to  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
a  member,  and  any  person  paying  Ten  Dollars  at  any  one  time  shall  be  a  Life 
Member. 

Art.  8.  The  compensation  of  travelling  and  stationed  missionaries  as  well  as 
heir  appointment  and  fields  of  labor,  shall  be  determined  by  Executive  Committee^ 
subject  at  all  times  to  the  direction  of  the  society. 

Art.  9.  The  stated  meetings  of  this  society  shall  be  held  at  the  time  and  place 
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'®F  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  and  special  meetings,  when  deemed  necessary 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  called  by  the  President. 

Art.  10.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  prepare  a  form  of  a  Constitution  of 
Auxiliary  Societies,  and  of  a  bequest  to  the  society,  publish  the  same  in  the  Lutheran 
Observer,  adopt  measures  to  have  auxiliaries  instituted  and  all  the  designs  of  the 
society  carried  into  effect,  but  no  constitution  of  any  auxiliary  society  shall  conflict 
with  any  part  of  that  of  this  society. 

Art.  11.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  adopt  such  bye4aws  as  may  be  ne¬ 
cessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  society. 

Art.  12.  The  officers  of  the  respective  Synods  connected  with  the  General  Sy¬ 
nod,  or  a  standing  committee  appointed  by  each  of  said  Synods,  shall  constitute  an 
Advisory  Committee,  with  whom  the  Executive  Committee  shall  consult,  in  re¬ 
ference  to  Home  Missionary  operations  within  their  respective  bounds. 

Art.  13.  This  constitution  shall  not  be  altered  except  at  a  stated  or  regular 
meeting,  and  then  only  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  attending  members,  they  being 
not  less  than  fifteen. 

Art.  14.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  supply  all  vacancies  in  their  number 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.

The  minutes  of  the  District  Synods  were  referred  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 
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A  communication  was  received  from  the  “  New  York  City  Tem¬ 
perance  Society,  organized  on  Christian  principles,”  in  which  they 
define  the  principles  of  their  organization,  the  grand  object  con¬ 
templated  by  their  Society,  and  express  the  conviction  that  eccle¬ 
siastical  bodies  should  take  u  some  definite  and  united  action,  to 
promote  the  cause  of  Temperance  within  their  respective  bounds.” 
Accompanying  this  letter,  were  several  printed  addresses,  showing 
the  progress  of  the  Society.  They  solicit  the  attention  of  the 
General  Synod  to  the  principles  and  plans  of  their  association,  and 
request  to  be  informed  of  the  action  of  our  body  upon  the  docu¬ 
ments  referred  to  its  consideration. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  consisting  of  Rev.  Messrs.  L.  Eichel- 
berger,  D.  Miller,  and  Dr.  Luther,  be  appointed  to  examine  these 
communications  and  report  to  Synod. 

Resolved ,  That  hereafter  Synod  open  its  morning  sessions  at  9 
o’clock,  adjourn  at  1  o’clock,  P.  M.,  and  resume  its  proceedings  at 
4  P.  M. 

Synod  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Rev.  C.  F.  Schaeffer. 

SECOND  SESSION. 

Saturday  afternoon,  May  1 3th.

Company  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  Baltimore,  for  the  appropria¬ 
tion  of  $370  88  to  the  Ministers’  Fund,  in  addition  to  the  $500  ap¬ 
propriated  by  the  same  body,  for  the  same  purpose  on  a  former  oc¬ 
casion,  also  for  the  safe  investment  of  the  entire  sum  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Fund  in  question,  and  the  remittance  of  the  proceeds  or  in¬ 
terest  arising  on  the  same,  due  up  to  the  10th  of  May  last. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  documents  from  the  “New  York  City 
Temperance  Society,”  beg  leave  to  report,  that  after  an  examination  of  the  princi¬ 
ples  and  plans  of  said  society,  as  set  forth  in  the  “Addresses,”  they  are  prepared  to 
concur  in  the  conviction  expressed  by  that  association,  that  “  Christianity  is  the  only 
basis  for  substantial  and  enduring  reform  ”  on  the  subject  of  Temperance,  and  that 
the  ultimate  success  of  the  Temperance  reformation  depends  upon  its  being  conducted 
upon  the  principles  adopted  by  said  organization. 

With  this  conviction,  the  appeal,  which  is  made  to  this  body  for  its  concurrence  in 
the  Temperance  movement,  on  this  Christian  plan  of  operation,  is  deserving  of  our 
cordial  sympathy  and  most  active  co-operation.  The  committee  would  offer  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  approve  of  the  “  New  York  City  Temperance  Society, 
organized  on  Christian  principles,’’  and  believe  it  to  be  the  only  system  of  operation 
that  will  be  ultimately  successful  and  triumphant. 

Resolved ,  That  we  commend  this  Society  to  the  attention  of  the  Synods  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  this  body,  and  to  our  churches  generally,  and  urge  them  to  prosecute  this 
great  and  philanthropic  enterprize  upon  the  Christian  principles  adopted  by  this  So¬ 
ciety.

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ber  of  your  body,  they  have  proceeded  upon  the  principles  established  heretofore,  to 
award  their  allowance  as  follows,  viz.  They  have  allowed  to  all  members  tra¬ 
velling  more  than  300  miles,  4  cents  per  mile ;  and  those  travelling  less  than  300 
miles,  3  cents  per  mile,  except  in  cases  where  the  statement  of  actual  expenses  show¬ 
ed  a  less  sum  than  the  mileage  named — in  these  cases  the  actual  expenses  have  been 
allowed. 

They  find  the  whole  sum  awarded  to  be  $1438.

The  minutes  of  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church 
were  received  and  submitted  to  the  examination  of  a  committee, 
consisting  of  Rev.  Messrs.  Schaeffer  and  Berley,  and  Mr.  J.  Sloat. 

Prof.  Reynolds,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the  reVisal  of  the 
hymn-book,  read  an  able  repori,  embracing  a  preliminary  disserta¬ 
tion  on  devotional  poetry,  and  suggesting  various  and  important  al¬ 
terations  in  the  book. 

The  report  elicited  a  somewhat  animated  discussion,  and  various 
resolutions,  relative  to  the  suggested  alterations,  were  offered,  but 
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ost.  The  report  was  finally  adopted,  and  the  extent  of  the  alte¬ 
rations  defined  by  a  resolution,  giving  specific  instructions  to  the 
committee  for  executing  the  proposed  amendments  of  the  Hymn- 
Book.  [Appendix  C.] 

Resolved ,  That  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  revisal  of  the 
Hymn-Book  be  adopted,  and  that  said  committee,  in  connection 
with  one  member  from  each  Synod  not  now  represented  in  it,  be 
instructed  to  prepare  the  book  in  accordance  with  said  report,  not 
omitting  more  than  fifty  hymns  and  the  duplicates  from  the  old 
book,  nor  altering  more  stanzas  of  other  hymns  than  is  actually 
necessary. 

A  special  document  was  referred  to  the  following  committee : 
Dr.  Bachman,  Rev.  D.  Eyster  and  Mr.  Shryock. 

Report  on  the  Minutes  of  last  Synod. 

Rev.  S.  W.  Harkey  presented  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  minutes  of  the  last  General  Synod. 

REPORT  ON  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE  LAST  SYNOD. 

The  committee  to  whom  the  proceedings  of  the  last  General  Synod  were  referred, 
respectfully  report,  that  they  find  a  number  of  items  to  which  the  attention  of  this 
convention  should  be  called. 

1.  It  appears  that  reports  were  made  at  the  last  meeting,  by  some  member  of  each 
of  the  District  Synods  connected  with  this  body,  on  the  state  of  religion  within  their 
bounds,  and  that  it  was  designed  that  this  should  be  a  standing  regulation  of  this 
body. 

2.  The  attention  of  the  District  Synods  was  directed  to  the  subject  of  transferring 
the  Stock  of  the  Book  Company  held  within  their  bounds  to  the  Presidents  of  said 
Synods,  according  to  a  plan  formerly  proposed  by  this  body.  It  might  be  well  for 
Synod  to  inquire  what  progress,  if  any,  has  been  made  in  this  matter. 

3.  A  committee  of  five,  viz:  Rev.  Drs.  S.  S.  Schmucker,  J.  G.  Morris,  H.  N. 
Pohlman,  B.  Kurtz,  and  Rev.  Prof.  H.  I.  Smith,  were  appointed  under  the  name  of 
the  Committee  of  Foreign  Correspondence.  It  was  made  their  duty  to  prepare  an 
address  to  various  ecclesiastical  bodies  in  Europe.  It  is  presumed  that  they  will  be 
asked  for  a  report. 

4.  A  Committee  of  Conference  on  Christian  Union  was  also  appointed,  and  it  was 
made  their  duty  to  report  at  this  Synod.  The  committee  is  composed  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  brethren,  viz:  Rev.  Drs.  Schmucker,  Krauth  and  Miller,  and  the  Hon.  W.  C.  Bouck 
and  Mr.  C.  A.  Morris. 

5.  A  resolution  was  passed  asking  the  District  Synods  to  examine  the  new  Lit¬ 
urgy  published  by  this  body,  and  to  “  instruct  their  delegates  to  this  Synod  as  to  the 
course  they  are  to  pursue  ’’  in  regard  to  the  same. 
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6 .  A  committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  examine  the  General  Synod’s  Hymn 
Book,  and  report  what,  if  any,  alterations  and  additions  should  be  made  to  the  same. 

7.  An  election  is  to  be  held  for  a  hymn  book  committee. 

S.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  and  report  to  this  General  Synod  “  a 
clear  and  concise  view  of  the  doctrines  and  practice  of  the  American  Lutheran 
Church.”  The  committee  are  Rev.  Drs.  Schmucker,  Morris,  Pohlman,  Kurtz,  and 
Prof.  H.  I.  Smith. 

8.  Rev.  Dr.  Pohlman  was  appointed  a  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Schmucker  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Ger¬ 
man  Reformed  Church.  It  is  presumed  that  these  brethren  will  make  a  report. 

10.  A  report  from  the  treasurer  of  the  Pastors’  Fund  is  expected,  and  a  board  of 
trustees  is  to  be  elected.

Report  on  Christian  Union. 

Dr.  Schmucker,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Christian  Union, 
read  the  report,  which  was  accepted  and  laid  on  the  table  for  future 
action : 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN  UNION. 

Your  committee  respectfully  submit  to  the  General  Synod  the  following  report: 

The  sphere  of  action  marked  out  by  the  last  General  Synod  for  the  direction  of 
this  committee  is  couched  in  the  following  language  :  “  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  confer  with  similar  committees  appointed  by  other  religious  denomina¬ 
tions,  and  with  other  prominent  individuals  of  different  denominations,  on  the  great 
subject  of  Christian  Union,  and  report  to  the  next  General  Synod  such  measures  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  in  such  conference  to  be  recommended  to  the  different  religious 
denominations.’’ 

The  kind  of  union  to  which  this  body  was  disposed  to  invite  the  several  evangelical 
denominations,  and  in  which  she  felt  it  a  duty  and  a  pleasure  to  lead  the  way  in  hope 
of  virtually  healing  the  “Great  Schism”  of  Protestantism,  is  also  definitely  delineated 
by  the  following  portraiture:  “  The  design  to  be  aimed  at, — shall  be  not  10  amalga¬ 
mate  the  several  denominations  into  one  church,  nor  to  impair  in  any  degree  the  in¬ 
dependent  control  of  each  denomination  over  its  own  affairs  and  interests;  but  to 
present  to  the  world  a  more  formal  profession  and  practical  proof  of  our  mutual  re¬ 
cognition  of  each  other  as  integral  parts  of  the  visible  church  of  Christ  on  earth,  as 
well  as  our  fundamental  unity  of  faith  and  readiness  to  co-operate  harmoniously  in 
the  advancement  of  objects  of  common  interest.” 

With  these  distinct  and  beautiful  landmarks  before  them,  and  deeply  interested  in 
the  work  committed  to  their  charge,  your  committee  at  an  early  day  entered  on  the 
discharge  of  their  duty,  and  will  now  give  a  brief  report  of  their  transactions  and 
the  principles  they  maintained.  An  article  was  prepared  in  which,  after  glancing  at 
the  solemn  injunction  of  the  Savioi  and  his  apostles,  or  the  disciples,  to  preserve  the 
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unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace,  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  union  prevail¬ 
ing'  in  the  primitive  churches  was  delineated  as  consisting  of  the  following  features: 

a.  Unity  of  name. 

b.  Unity  in  fundamental  doctrines ,  whilst  diversity  in  non-essentials  was  conceded. 

c.  Mutual  acknowledgment  of  each  other's  acts  of  discipline. — 2  Cor.  3;  1-4. 

d.  Sacramental  and  ministerial  intercommunion. 

e.  Convention  of  the  different  churches  of  the  land  in  synod  or  council,  for  mutual  con¬ 
sultation  or  ecclesiastical  regulation. — Acts  xv. 

In  contrast  with  this  picture  of  primitive  union,  the  present  deplorably  divided  and 
conflicting  state  of  the  church  was  delineated  “  as  being  cut  up  into  sectarian  branch¬ 
es,  into  divisions  based  on  diversity  of  doctrinal  views  or  forms  of  government,  and 
not  as  in  the  times  of  the  apostles,  on  contiguity  of  location.  Different  portions  of 
the  church  thus  occupy  the  same  geographical  field,  and  in  the  absence  of  express  or 
reciprocal  recognition,  and  exhibition  of  substantial  unity,  alienation  of  affections 
and  conflicting  interests  of  various  kinds,  pecuniary,  literary,  theological  and  secta¬ 
rian  naturally  arise,  and  prove  wedges  of  discord  to  sever  the  body  of  Christ.  And 
what  enlightened  friend  of  Zion  must  not  confess,  that  it  is  the  divided,  the  frac¬ 
tional,  the  isolated,  and  in  some  measure  even  the  hostile  condition  of  Protestantism, 
which  has  shorn  the  church  of  so  much  of  her  strength?  Who  can  doubt  that  these 
divisions  tend  to  destroy  community  of  interest  and  sympathy  of  feeling  among  the 
members  of  the  Christian  family?  That  they  cast  a  sectarian  veil  over  the  mind  in 
the  study  of  the  sacred  volume,  that  they  prejudice  the  ungodly  world  against  Chris¬ 
tianity  itself ;  that  they  split  up  and  fritter  away  the  energies  of  the  Protestant  world, 
paralyzing  her  aggressive  powers,  and  wasting  by  want  of  concert,  and  often  even  in 
internal  contentions,  those  resources  which  ought  to  have  been  expended  in  convert¬ 
ing  the  heathen  and  papal  world  ? 

In  view  of  these  solemn  and  interesting  considerations,  and  in  hope  of  removing 
the  principal  evils  of  those  denominational  divisions,  which  cannot  and  perhaps  ought 
not  to  be  entirely  removed,  your  committee  projected  a  scheme  of  Christian  union, 
based  on  the  following  four  preliminary  principles  for  the  guarantee  of  the  rights  of 
individual  conscience  and  denominational  religious  liberty.  1.  This  plan  must  re¬ 
quire  of  no  one  the  renunciation  of  any  doctrine  or  opinion  believed  by  him  to  be 
true,  nor  the  profession  of  any  thing  he  regards  as  erroneous :  nor  does  the  accession 
of  any  denomination  to  this  union,  imply  any  sanction  of  the  peculiarities  of  any  oth¬ 
er.  2.  It  must  concede  to  every  denomination  the  right  to  retain  its  own  organiza¬ 
tion  for  government,  discipline  and  worship.  It  must  not  prevent  the  discussion  of 
the  points  of  difference  between  the  several  associated  denominations,  but  only  re¬ 
quire  that  it  be  done  in  the  spirit  of  love.  4.  It  must  either  in  all  or  at  least  some 
of  its  features  be  applicable  to  all  evangelical,  fundamentally  orthodox  churches  : 
and  each  denomination  may  at  option  adopt  any  or  all  of  its  features. 

The  plan  of  fraternal  union  and  co-operation  embraced  the  following  features,  which 
slightly  modified,  the  committee  report  to  this  body  as  the  best  they  have  been  able 
to  devise,  and  as  promising  incalculable  good  to  the  church  of  Christ,  if  generally 
adopted. 

I.  Let  the  highest  judicatory  of  each  denomination  pass  a  resolution  declaring  its 
assent  to  some  brief  statement  of  the  common  ground  of  Christian  doctrine.  Such  a 
statement  was  framed  by  a  compilation  from  the  confessions  of  several  Protestant  de¬ 
nominations ;  but  in  lieu  of  it  we  would  now  propose  one  more  brief  still,  adopted  by 
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the  World’s  Convention  for  Christian  Union  in  the  Evangelical  Alliance  in  London, 
which  is  termed  its  doctrinal  Basis,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  parties  composing  this  Union  shall  be  such  persons  only  as  hold  and  maintain 
what  are  usually  understood  to  be  Evangelical  views,  in  regard  to  the  matters  of  doc¬ 
trine  understated,  viz : — 

!•  The  Divine  inspiration,  authority,  and  sufficiency  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

2.  The  right  and  duty  of  private  judgment  in  the  interpetration  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures. 

3.  The  Unity  of  the  Godhead,  and  the  Trinit}'  of  Persons  therein. 

4.  The  utter  depravity  of  human  nature  in  consequence  of  the  fall. 

5.  The  incarnation  of  the  Son  of  God,  his  work  of  atonement  for  sinners  of  man¬ 
kind,  and  his  mediatorial  intercession  and  reign. 

6.  The  justification  of  the  sinner  by  faith  alone. 

7.  The  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  conversion  and  sanctification  of  the  sinner. 

8.  The  immortality  of  the  soul,  the  resurrection  of  the  body,  the  judgment  of  the 
world  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  with  the  eternal  blessedness  of  the  righteous,  and 
the  eternal  punishment  of  the  wicked. 

9.  The  Divine  institution  of  the  Christian  ministry,  and  the  obligation  and  per¬ 
petuity  of  the  ordinances  of  Baptism  and  the  Lord’s  Supper. 

The  most  respectable  writers  on  Christian  union  agree  that  the  vital  principle  of 
Protestantism  lies  not  in  the  peculiarities  of  any  sect,  but  in  the  points  in  which 
they  agree.  To  these  points  alone  therefore  should  the  requisition  of  doctrinal 
agreement  extend. 

II.  The  regular  interchange  of  delegates  between  the  supreme  judicatories  of  the 
several  denominations,  a  feature  already  adopted  by  several  denominations  in  our 
land.  These  delegates  should  be  received  (one  from  each  denomination)  as  advisory 
members,  but  have  no  vote. 

III.  Co-operation  of  the  different  associated  churches  in  voluntary  societies,  local 
and  general,  within  certain  limits,  should  be  encouraged  as  far  as  the  views  of  the 
different  denominations  are  prepared  for  it,  under  constitutions  avowing  the  doctrinal 
basis  above  specified.  This  principle  is  especially  applicable  to  Bible,  Tract,  Sabbath 
School  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies. 

IV.  The  more  extensive  use  of  the  Bible  should  be  encouraged  as  a  text-book  in 
theological,  congregational  and  sabbath  school  institutions. 

V.  Free  sacramental  communion  ought  occasionally  to  be  practised  by  all  whose 
views  of  duty  allow  it. 

VI.  One  general,  stated  anniversary  celebration  should  be  held  at  some  central 
place  and  state,  or  smaller  celebrations  might  be  held.  If  occasionally  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Alliance  invites  a  general  or  oecumenical  convention,  like  that  in  London  in 
1846,  the  confederated  churches  of  America  should  also  be  represented  there. 

VII.  The  formal  adoption  of  these  features  or  any  part  of  them,  if  the  first  be  in¬ 
cluded,  shall  connect  the  adopting  body  with  the  proposed  Union. 

This  plan  was  sent  by  your  committee  in  the  form  of  a  proof-sheet  to  about  fifty 
of  the  most  distinguished  and  influential  divines  of  ten  different  denominations,  and 
these  not  only  returned  letters  expressing  their  substantial  approbation  of  the 
plan,  but  nearly  all  of  them  united  with  your  committee  in  sending  it  out  over  their 
own  signatures  as  an  ov  erture  of  Christian  Union,  submitted  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Evangelical  denominations  in  the  United  States.  Among  them  are  such  men  as 
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Drs.  Hawes,  L.  Bacon,  L.  Mayer,  G.  Spring,  J.  P.  Durbin,  R.  Baird,  E.  L.  Haze- 
lius,  T.  H.  Cox,  E.  Pond,  F.  Waters,  and  others,  whose  praise  is  in  all  the  churches. 

The  Cumberland  Presbyterian  General  Assembly,  which  met  next  after  your  last 
convention,  appointed  a  committee  consisting  of  Rev.  M.  Bird,  Rev.  A.  M.  Bryan, 
and  Alexander  Miller,  Esq.,  to  confer  with  your  committee.  From  these  respected 
gentlemen  several  communications  have  been  received  through  their  chairman,  ex¬ 
pressing  their  approbation  of  the  above  plan  of  union,  and  the  readiness  of  that  res¬ 
pectable  denomination  to  enter  into  even  a  closer  union  with  the  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Church.  Your  committee  cordially  recommend  that  a  delegate  be  appointed 
to  attend  the  next  meeting  of  that  body,  and  that  a  regular  intercourse  by  delegates 
be  hereafter  sustained.  When  the  above  circular  was  published  a  notice  was  appended 
for  a  meeting  of  the  friends  of  union  in  general  during  the  ensuing  anniversary  week 
in  New  York.  In  the  mean  time  however  the  invitation  reached  this  country  for  a 
similar  enterprise  on  a  more  magnificent  scale,  by  the  holding  of  the  Evangelical 
Alliance  in  London.  This  superseded  the  contemplated  meeting  in  New  York,  and 
for  a  year  and  better  engrossed  the  public  attention,  and  diverted  it  from  the  more 
modest  plan  here  proposed.  The  time,  we  think,  has  however  now  arrived,  when, 
without  interfering  with  that  Alliance,  the  attention  of  ecclesiastical  judicatories  of 
other  evangelical  denominations  should  be  more  particularly  invited  to  the  above 
plan,  by  those  whose  names  are  attached  to  it :  and  we  cannot  doubt  that  some  good 
will  result. 

Your  committee  .would  also  recommend  that  you  continue  to  send  delegates  to  the 
German  Reformed  General  Synod,  and  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tional  Presbyterian  church  as  part  of  the  plan. 

Fully  assured  that  the  Great  Head  of  the  church  will  not  fail  to  bless  your  efforts 
to  accomplish  a  work  which  he  has  so  impressively  and  repeatedly  enjoined  on  his 
disciples,  we  would  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  committee  on  Christian  Union, 
with  instructions  to  observe  the  openings  of  Providence,  and  to  do  what  God  may 
enable  them  in  this  good  work,  in  accordance  with  the  principles  adopted  by  the  last 
General  Synod,  and  more  fully  developed  in  this  report ;  and  that  they  again  render 
an  account  of  their  progress  to  the  next  General  Synod.  The  turnings  and  over¬ 
turnings  among  the  governments  of  Europe,  witnessed  during  the  last  six  months, 
and  yet  in  full  progress,  cannot  fail  materially  to  change  the  condition  of  the  Church 
of  the  Redeemer  both  in  Europe  and  America,  and  no  period  ever  existed  in  the 
history  of  the  church,  when  the  spirit  of  enlarged  oecumenical  and  apostolic  Chris¬ 
tian  union  was  so  much  required,  and  promised  to  produce  such  glorious  results 
as  in  the  formation  of  the  renovated  organizations  of  the  church  shortly  to  be  made 
in  all  Europe,  when  the  dissolution  of  civil  society  into  its  elements  for  reconstruc¬ 
tion,  will  also  dissolve  the  unhallowed  union  which  has  for  fifteen  centuries  existed 
between  church  and  stale.

FIFTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday  morning. 

Opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  C.  Duy. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  approved. 

Committee  on  the  Hymn-Book. 

The  following  committee  was  appointed  to  execute  the  amend¬ 
ments  proposed  in  the  resolution  upon  the  revisal  of  the  Hymn- 
Book,  viz. 

Prof.  W.  M.  Reynolds,  Prof.  H.  I.  Schmidt,  Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker, 
Prof.  H.  L.  Baugher,  Rev.  Messrs.  C.  F.  Schaeffer,  P.  A.  Strobe], 
L.  Eichelberger,  G.  Scherer,  J.  D.  Sheck,  J.  Winecoff,  W.  G. 
Keil,  Wm.  H.  Harrison,  P.  Glenn,  and  J.  H.  Hoffman. 

For  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Synod,  Rev.  A.  Lochman,  Mr.  N. 
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Russell  and  Dr.  Luther  were  excused  from  further  attendance, 
during  the  Synodical  sessions. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  special  document  was  read 
by  Dr.  Bachman: 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  to  the  General  Synod  by  the 
Rev.  N.  B.  Little,  of  Ohio,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  report : 

The  document  referred  to  embraces  seventy-two  closely  written  pages  referring  to 
disputed  points  of  Theology  in  the  church,  as  well  as  some  difficulties  which  have 
arisen  between  himself  and  the  Synod  of  Miami. 

Your  committee  do  not  conceive  that  any  action  of  the  General  Synod  is  called 
for  in  regard  to  these  matters. 

The  spirit  of  our  church  and  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod  tolerate  free 
discussion  in  regard  to  the  various  views  entertained  in  the  church  on  Theological 
subjects,  and  these  can  be  better  carried  on  through  the  medium  of  the  public  press 
than  by  protracted  debates  before  the  General  Synod.  These  publications,  however 
should  be  always  characterized  by  respectful  language,  good  temper  and  a  Christian 
spirit. 

As  the  district  Synods  possess  the  power  of  admitting  or  rejecting  members,  and 
as  your  committee  were  only  put  in  possession  of  the  views  of  one  of  the  parties 
interested  in  this  matter  they  do  not  feel  warranted  in  advising  the  Synod  to  take 
any  farther  action  on  this  subject. 

They  therefore  recommend  that  the  appeal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Little  be  returned  to 
him  agreeably  to  his  desire.

Report  on  the  Liturgy. 

Prof.  H.  I.  Schmidt,  chairman  of  the  committee,  presented  the 
following  report : 

Report  on  the  Liturgy. 

Your  committee  on  the  Liturgy  would  respectfully  say,  that  after  the  action  taken 
by  the  last  General  Synod  relative  to  the  work  entrusted  to  them,  there  is  but  little 
for  them  to  report.  The  last  convention,  after  adopting  the  Liturgy,  gave  it  into 
the  hands  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee,  in  order  that  he  might  give  it  uniform¬ 
ity  of  style.  The  individual  charged  with  this  important  duty,  endeavored  to  per¬ 
form  it  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  by  entirely  retranslating  the  whole  work,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  pages, — when  it  was  again  submitted  to  the  inspection  of  all  the 
members  of  the  committee,  with  the  exception  of  one,  whose  remoteness  rendered 
it  unadvisable  to  transmit  the  manuscript  to  him.  The  work  has  now  been  about 
9  months  before  the  church,  and  several  district  Synods  have  approved  it,  and  intro¬ 
duced  it  in  their  churches. 
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In  pursuance  of  a  resolution,  adopted  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod, 
500  Copies  have  been  printed.  Dr.  Kurtz’s  bill  for  printing,  paper  and  binding, 
amounts  to  $-’29,40.  The  amount  which  has  thus  far  accrued  from  the  sale  of  the 
Liturgy  is,  after  deducting  commission,  (20  per  cent.,)  $114,33,  so  that  Dr.  Kurtz  is 
still  a  creditor  to  the  amount  of  $115,07.  The  committee,  having  no  further  powers 
in  the  matter,  would  merely  recommend  to  Synod  to  make  some  final  arrangement 
of  this  business  with  Dr.  Kurtz. 

Your  committee  would  further  recommend,  that  a  standing  committee  on  the 
Liturgy  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  whenever  a  new  edition  shall  be  called 
for,  to  direct  and  superintend  its  publication,  and  to  make  such  corrections,  additions 
and  improvements  as  may  be  necessary,  or  ordered  by  Synod. 

Your  committee  would  also  suggest,  that,  in  the  formulas  for  licensure  and  ordi¬ 
nation,  a  suitable  confession  of  faith,  to  be  made  by  the  candidate  or  candidates,  be 
introduced  in  future  editions  of  the  Liturgy. 

Praying  for  the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  work  which  they  have  now  completed, 
they  leave  all  further  action  in  the  matter  to  the  Synod,  respectfully  submitting  this 
as  their  final  report.

Your  committee  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  examined  the  documents  sub¬ 
mitted  to  them,  and  find  that  according  to  existing  contracts  the  following  items 
constitute  the  agreement  of  Synod  with  the  Book  Company  :

Premium  of  Synod  for  each  copy,  - 
Commission  of  Book  Co.  for  selling  each  copy  wholesale,

Thus  the  Book  Company  receives  12|  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  the  sales,  as  com¬ 
mission  for  selling  by  the  dozen  :  and  30  per  cent  commission  on  the  amount  of 
sales  by  retail. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions  : 
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1.  Resolved ,  That  the  commission  of  the  Book  Company  for  the  sale  of  the  Hymn 
Book  remain  as  reported  above. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  premium  of  the  General  Synod  be  reduced  from  J5  to  10 
cents  per  copy  on  the  English,  and  from  10  to  8  cents  on  the  German  Hymn  Book, 
and  from  2  to  1  cent  on  the  Catechism  ;  all  which  reductions  are  to  be  taken  from 
the  price  of  the  books — making  the  prices  of  the  English  hymn  book  per  copy,  retail, 
45  cents,  and  by  the  dozen  35  cents. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Book  Company  be  permitted  to  sell  the  hymn  book  on  credit 
also,  on  the  following  conditions  : 

a.  The  price  shall  be  five  cents  additional  per  copy  retail,  50  cents;  (3|  per  copy) 
and  374  additional  per  dozen,  $4  57|. 

b.  In  case  of  losses  on  credit  sales,  the  Book  Company  shall  in  all  cases  lose  its 
work,  paper  and  commission,  and  the  Synod  its  premium. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  price  of  the  German  hymn  book  and  the  catechism  shall  be 
reduced,  the  former  2  cents  per  copy,  and  the  latter  1  cent. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  existing  contract  of  the  Synod  with  the  general  agent  of  the 
book  company,  dated  May  7th,  1847,  be  continued,  with  the  modifications  stated  in 
this  report,  for  the  ensuing  two  years.

ing,  which  together  with  the  money  and  other  property  on  hand,

The  following  places  were  proposed  for  holding  the  next  Con¬ 
vention,  viz :  Frederick  city,  Md.;  Winchester,  Va.;  Gettysburg 
and  York,  Pa.*,  and  Charleston,  S.  C. 
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After  the  usual  process  of  balloting,  it  was  ascertained  that 
Charleston,  S.  C.,  was  constitutionally  designated  as  the  place  for 
the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved ,  That  when  this  Synod  adjourns,  it  will  adjourn  to 
meet  again  in  Charleston,  S.  C.,  on  the  last  Saturday  in  April,  1S50. 

Resolved ,  That  Synod  adjourn  to  meet  at  4  P.  M. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  C.  P.  Krauth,  Jr. 

SEVENTH  SESSION. 

Thursday  Afternoon. 

Prayer  by  Dr.  Schmucker. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session,  after  some  amendments, 
were  adopted. 

Preamble  and  Resolution  on  Church  Music . 

As  it  is  conceded  by  all,  that  the  singing  in  our  English  churches, 
has  lost  much  of  that  character  for  which  it  has  always  been  dis¬ 
tinguished  in  our  German  churches — that  it  is  less  general,  less  ani¬ 
mated  and  fervid — as  this  result  is  mainly  attributable  to  the  fact, 
that  choirs  have,  to  a  great  extent,  monopolized  this  important  part 
of  public  worship,  and  introduced,  at  pleasure,  every  variety  of 
tune-books — and  it  is  of  the  highest  moment  that  the  singing  in  all 
our  churches  should  again  become  as  general  as  it  once  was,  and 
be  made  more  simple  and  uniform,  than  it  has  been  for  many  years, 
therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  the  attention  of  the  District  Synods  be  earnestly 
invited  to  this  subject,  and  that  they  be  requested  to  adopt  such 
measures  as  may  remedy  this  evil,  and  instruct  their  delegates  to 
the  next  General  Synod,  on  this  subject. 

The  committee  on  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  the  Lutheran 
church,  at  their  request,  were  allowed  longer  time  for  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  their  report. 

American  Tract  Society. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Cook  was  introduced,  and  made  some  interesting 
statements  in  reference  to  the  plans  and  operations  of  this  society. 
In  concluding  his  remarks,  he  gave  a  cordial  invitation  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  Synod  to  visit  the  Tract  House,  and  solicited  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  our  churches,  in  their  work,  by  recommending  suitable  per- 
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■sons  as  colporteurs,  and  encouraging  the  circulation  of  their  publi¬ 
cations. 

The  President  responded  to  brother-  Cook,  in  a  short  address, 
thanking  him  for  the  information  he  had  communicated  to  Synod, 
and  assuring  him  of  the  deep  and  increasing  interest  felt  by  the 
members  of  this  body  in  the  Tract  cause. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Rauschenbusch  was  then  introduced,  and  gave  an 
account  of  the  efforts  of  the  society  among  the  German  population 
of  our  country.  After  his  statements,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  regard  with  great  pleasure  the  suc¬ 
cessful  operations  of  the  American  Tract  Society,  among  the  desti¬ 
tute  population  of  our  land,  and  will  cheerfully  co-operate  with 
them,  as  opportunity  may  offer. 

Minutes  of  Synod. 

Resolved ,  That  800  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Synod  be 
published,  and  that  one  copy  be  sent  to  each  Lutheran  minister  in 
the  United  States,  and  to  each  lay  delegate  to  this  Synod,  and  also 
one  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  each  District  Synod,  and  several  co¬ 
pies  to  the  ecclesiastical  bodies  in  correspondence  with  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Synod. 

Collegiate  Institute  of  Virginia. 

Whereas,  Synod  has  learned  that  under  the  direction  of  the  Lu¬ 
theran  Synods  of  Virginia,  a  collegiate  institute  has  been  establish¬ 
ed  in  Salem,  Roanoke  county,  Va.,  expressly  with  a  view  of  afford¬ 
ing  facilities  for  classical  education  to  the  sons  of  the  church  in  that 
state,  as  well  as  to  the  public  generally,  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  Synod  hereby  recommend  said  Institute  to  the 
liberal  patronage  of  the  churches  of  Virginia. 

Ecclesiastical  Correspondence. 

Resolved ,  That  Profs.  Reynolds,  Schmidt  and  Hay  he  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  correspond  with  the  Evangelical  Synods  of  the  West,  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  fraternal  intercourse  between  them  and 
this  Synod,  and  also  with  a  view  to  the  union  of  all  parts  of  the 
Evangelical  church  in  the  great  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel  to 
the  German  population  of  the  West,  and  likewise  with  a  reference 
to  the  organization  of  all  parts  of  our  church,  in  this  country,  upon 
a  common  basis. 
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Committee  071  the  Catechism. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  improve 
the  Shorter  Catechism,  and  to  superintend  the  publication  of  the 
improved  edition — that  they  be  directed  to  have  the  passages  of 
Scripture  printed  in  full,  in  the  order  of  salvation — that  they  frame 
suitable  questions,  to  elicit  more  fully  the  sense  of  the  answers  to 
the  original  questions,  and  give  the  passages  of  Scripture  proving 
the  same  in  full,  and  also  improve  the  collection  of  Hymns. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Baugher,  Harkey  and  Conrad  were  appointed 
the  committee. 

Parochial  Schools. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  inquire  in  the  expe¬ 
diency  of  establishing  Parochial  Schools  within  the  bounds  of  our 
church,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  pastors  and  church  coun¬ 
cils  of  our  congregations,  and  report  to  the  next  General  Synod. 

The  committee  are  Profs.  Springer  and  Keller,  and  Rev.  Messrs. 
Harrison  and  Harkey. 

REPORT  ON  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  THE 

PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  minutes  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  respectfully  report,  that  said  body  held  its  last  convention  in 
Philadelphia  in  May,  1846.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Pohlman  attended  the  convention  as 
delegate  from  this  body,  and  was  kindly  received.  The  articles  of  correspondence 
adopted  by  the  last  General  Synod  received  the  favorable  attention  of  the  Assembly, 
in  regard  to  which  the  following  minute  was  adopted  :  “  The  General  Assembly 
have  received  with  great  pleasure  the  delegate  from  the  Eevangelical  Lutheran 
Church,  and  fully  reciprocate  the  kind  sentiments  contained  in  the  minutes  of  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Synod  ;  and  do,  on  the  principles  of  action,  between  the  Assem¬ 
bly  and  other  corresponding  bodies,  cordially  adopt  and  recommend  for  adoption,  by 
our  inferior  judicatories,  the  Plan  of  Correspondence  proposed  by  the  delegate,  and 
unanimously  adopted  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. n 

Your  committee  deem  it  proper  here,  to  respond  to  the  cordial  manner  in  which 
the  terms  of  correspondence  have  been  settled,  and  express  the  hope  that  they  may 
remain  a  standing  memorial  of  the  fraternal  regard  by  which  these  bodies  will  be 
governed  in  their  relations  to  each  other.

Committee  on  Rules  of  Order. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  revise  the  Rules  of 
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Order  and  By-Laws  of  Synod,  and  report  such  alterations  and 
amendments,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  at  the  next  meeting  of 
Synod. 

Committee:  Rev.  B.  Kurtz,  D.  D.,  Rev.  L.  Eichelberger  and  P, 
W.  Engs. 

The  Rev.  T.  Stork  was  appointed  delegate  to  the  next  General 
Convention  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  and  Prof 
Springer  his  alternate. 

The  Synod  having  transacted  its  business,  resolved  to  adjourn  to 
meet  again,  in  the  city  of  Charleston,  at  the  time  designated  in  a 
previous  resolution. 

The  Synod  then  united  in  singing  the  752d  Hymn,  and,  on  bend¬ 
ed  knees,  joined  the  President  in  devout  gratitude  to  the  Great 
Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  souls,  for  his  presence  and  blessing  during 
the  sessions  of  Synod,  and  for  the  spirit  of  unity  and  love,  which 
harmonized  the  brethren  in  all  their  Synodical  transactions ;  and 
with  united  hearts  fervently  implored  the  continued  benediction  of 
the  Great  Head  of  the  church  upon  their  labors,  in  the  extension 
of  his  kingdom,  “until  the  righteousness  thereof  go  forth  as  bright¬ 
ness,  and  the  salvation  thereof  as  a  lamp  that  burnetii,”  and  “she 
shall  be  a  crown  of  glory  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord,  and  a  royal  dia¬ 
dem  in  the  hand  of  our  God.” 

The  preceding  record  presents,  substantially,  the  proceedings  of 
the  Fourteenth  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangeli¬ 
cal  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States.

APPENDIX  B. 


REPORT  OF  HYMN-BOOK  COMMITTEE. 

The  subscriber,  who  is  one  of  the  surviving  members  of  the  Hymn-Book  committee, 
appointed  by  the  General  Synod,  convened  in  Philadelphia,  in  May,  1845,  respect¬ 
fully  asks  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

In  obedience  to  that  clause  in  the  instructions  of  the  General  Synod,  which  re¬ 
quires  a  “contract  for  the  printing  of  books,  &  c.,  of  the  General  Synod,  on  the  most 
favorable  terms,  every  two  years,”  it  became  the  duty  of  your  committee  in  the 
course  of  the  past  year,  to  enter  into  such  agreement  for  the  printing  of  the  English 
Hymn-Book,  which  duty  they  have  performed,  and  as  the  evidence  thereof  attach 
hereunto  “  the  contract,”  signed  by  your  committee  and  Rev.  Dr.  B.  Kurtz. 

In  the  report  of  the  examining  committee  of  the  last  General  Synod,  it  was  sug¬ 
gested,  that  “  with  the  increased  facilities  for  printing,  this  book  might  be  published 
at  a  lower  rate  than  that  contracted  for  previously,  and  this  part  of  the  report  was 
referred  to  your  committee. 

We  have,  in  making  the  above  contract,  borne  this  suggestion  in  mind,  and  it  will 
be  discovered  that  the  price  agreed  on,  for  the  printing  and  sale,  is  materially  less 
than  heretofore  paid,  and  the  book,  with  the  appendix,  is  now  furnished  at  a  con¬ 
siderably  less  cost  than  ever  before.  Your  committee  regard  this  as  a  most  desirable 
object  attained,  and  cannot  but  flatter  themselves  that  their  act  will  meet  with  gene¬ 
ral  approbation. 

I  must  not,  however,  omit  to  state,  that  Dr.  Kurtz,  acting  for  the  “Lutheran  Book 
Company,”  did  not  cordially  agree  with  this  arrangement.  He  asserts  that  at  the  pre¬ 
sent  price,  after  paying  15  cts.  per  copy  premium  to  the  General  Synod,  and  deduct¬ 
ing  12  per  cent,  upon  cost  and  premium,  which  is  the  profit  allowed  by  your  body  to 
the  agent  who  may  sell  the  book,  he  receives  less  than  twenty-one  cents  per  copy, 
for  materials,  printing  and  binding,  which  he  says  is  a  business  so  unprofitable  that  it 
offers  little  inducement  for  a  publisher  to  exert  himself  for  the  sale  of  the  book. 

Indeed,  it  is  my  belief,  that  he  was  rather  led,  by  some  circumstances  which  it  is 
not  necessary  here  to  mention,  to  contract  at  a  less  rate  of  remuneration  than  was 
proposed  by  any  other  publisher,  whereas,  I  understand  it  to  be  the  will  of  your  body, 
that  the  company  he  represents  shall  always  have  a  preference  at  prices  equal  to 
those  offered  by  others  in  their  proposals. 

It  is  also  true  that  he  has  all  along  been  using  paper  of  a  quality  superior  to  that 
contemplated  in  the  arrangement,  the  kind  being  that  used  in  the  “  Eighth  Edition 
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with  Appendix,”  which  specification  was  urged  and  agreed  to,  after  the  price  had 
been  determined.  He  also  complains  of  the  “  cash  feature,”  which  you  will  perceive 
is  prominent  in  the  agreement,  and  insisting  on  which,  does,  in  some  measure,  inter¬ 
fere  with  sales. 

As  measures  of  relief,  he  proposes  that  the  Hymn-Book  committee  be  permitted, 
First,  to  allow  him  the  increased  cost  of  the  paper  he  has  been  using  since  the  date 
of  the  contract,  which  is  about  one  dollar  per  ream  ;  Second,  a  reduction  in  the  rates 
of  premium  as  follows,  viz.,  on  English  Hymn-Books  from  15  cts.  to  12  cts.,  on  Ger¬ 
man  Hymn-Books  from  10  cts.  to  5  cts.;  and  on  Catechisms  from  2  cts.  to  1  ct.;  and 
he  anticipates  several  excellent  results  as  likely  to  ensue  if  his  proposals  are  acceded 
to  :  1st,  The  sales  of  books  would  be  so  increased  as  to  enlarge  the  revenue  of  the 
General  Synod  ;  2d,  The  church  would  be  benefited  by  a  more  extensive  diffusion 
and  use  of  the  books;  3d,  He  would  be  enabled  to  sell  the  books  to  responsible  per¬ 
sons  on  a  credit. 

These  are  subjects  to  which  I  invite  the  attention  of  your  body,  and  think  them 
deserving  a  serious  consideration.  1  feel  a  reluctance  to  make  any  specific  recommen¬ 
dations,  yet,  will  venture  to  remark,  that  I  coincide  with  Dr.  Kurtz  in  the  opinion 
that  he  ought,  in  justice,  be  allowed  the  one  dollar  per  ream  for  the  superior  paper  he 
is  using.  If,  however,  the  cash  feature,  or  restriction,  presents  a  bar  against  increased 
sales,  and  is  as  represented,  a  cause  of  censure,  complaints,  and  threats  of  superseding 
our  book  by  others,  something  may  be  done  to  set  aside  these  evils.  Your  committee 
confess  their  warm  attachment  to  this  feature,  and  cannot  recommend  its  modifica¬ 
tion,  we  think,  however,  that  a  change  might  be  made  to  this  effect,  namely,  let  the 
cash  prices  remain  as  they  are,  as  follows:  $4  80  per  dozen,  and  50  cts.  per  single 
copy,  and  the  credit  prices,  in  all  cases,  be  3  cts.  per  copy  more,  leaving  the  pur¬ 
chaser  the  option  to  buy  for  cash,  or  on  credit,  as  he  may  prefer. 

Your  committee  believe  the  Hymn-Books,  Catechisms,  and  other  publications  of  the 
General  Synod  to  be  the  silent  instruments  in  the  hands  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  in  promoting  her  prosperity,  and  the  spiritual  welfare  of  His  people;  and 
whilst  I  would  recommend  that  the  publisher  thereof  shoujd  be  fully  remunerated 
for  his  work,  yet  I  cannot  but  desire  that  a  strict  regard  should  be  had  to  economy, 
that  no  fetter  shall  prevent  their  free  circulation.  I  feel,  therefore,  prepared  to  sug¬ 
gest  to  your  body,  that  a  reduction  be  made  in  the  premiums  now  exacted  by  the 
General  Synod,  as  follows:  On  the  English  Hymn-Book  from  15  cts.  to  10  cts.;  on 
German  Hymn-Books  from  10  cts.  to  8  cts.;  and  on  Catechisms  from  2  cts.  to  1  ct., 
and  that  a  corresponding  reduction  be  made  in  the  selling  prices  of  these  books. 

I  would  remind  the  General  Synod  that  the  stereotype  plates  of  Catechism  are 
much  worn,  and  must  be  renewed  before  the  next  meeting  of  your  body  ;  some  re¬ 
pairs  have  already  been  made  at  publisher’s  expense  ;  the  plates  of  the  Hymn-Book 
are  also  giving  way,  but  with  care  and  some  repairs,  may  last  two  or  three  years 
longer,  unless  the  demand  for  books  be  greatly  increased,  I  would  also  suggest  the 
propriety  of  having  a  double  set  of  plates  cast  in  future  for  all  our  standard  publica¬ 
tions. 

In  regard  to  the  balance  due  the  Hymn-Book  committee  from  those  Synods  which 
estalished  the  “  Hirtenstimme,”  I  regret  to  be  obliged  to  inform  you  that  nothing  has 
been  received  from  them  by  your  committee  since  their  appointment,  1  can  only  re¬ 
iterate  the  call  made  by  our  predecessors. 

I  here  submit  to  you  the  account  current  between  the  Hymn-Book  committee  and 
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the  General  Agent,  which  I  request  the  Synod  to  have  audited.  The  balance  shown 
as  overpaid  by  Book  Company  is  $99  76. 

The  sales  of  Books,  from  May  24th,  1845,  to  February  19th,  1S48,  are  as  follows, 
viz :

As  the  enquiry  will  doubtless  be  made,  why  this  report  appears  with  the  name  of  the  suh~ 
scriber  alone  appended  ?  I  beg  leave  to  anticipate,  by  stating  as  follows  :  after  preparing 
it,  as  it  has  been  read,  I  submitted  it  to  my  colleague  for  his  approval  and  signature — it 
found  him,  to  my  sincere  regret,  in  very  ill-health  ;  and  he  returned  it  with  a  note  to 
the  effect,  that  there  were  some  things  which  he  could  not  subscribe  to,  without  such 
consideration  as  his  indisposition  would  not  permit  him  to  give,  that  my  reasons 
might  satisfy  him,  but  he  was  unprepared  to  entertain  them  now,  and  they  must  not 
be  pressed  on  him ;  he  is  willing  to  lay  the  entire  report  however,  before  your  body 
without  assent  or  dissent. 

In  concluding, *a  melancholy  and  painful  duty  devolves  upon  me.  Death  and  the 
grave  have  claimed  the  hand  which  should  have  first  subscribed  this  paper.  Our 
highly  esteemed  brother,  who  was  our  chairman,  and  who,  only  a  few  days  ago, 
looked  forward  with  much  pleasure  to  this  season  when  he  should  meet  his  brethren 
in  Synod,  is  no  more.  We  look  around  for  the  well-known  form  of  Isaac  Baugher, 
but  he  is  not — God  hath  taken  him. 

He  was  stricken  down  with  awful  suddenness,  in  the  prime  and  vigor  of  his  man* 
hood,  affording  another  most  impressive  lesson  upon  the  uncertainty  of  all  human 
calculations,  and  the  mysteriousness  of  ilis  dispensations,  who  lives  and  reigns,  infi* 
nite  in  power,  wisdom  and  love.  We  are,  however,  full  of  the  hope  that  he  was 
ready,  and  waiting  for  the  coming  of  his  Lord,  and  we  tnay  rejoice  in  the  belief  that 
he  has  entered  upen  a  career  of  glory,  never  again  to  be  clouded  by  calamity,  or  cut 
short  b}r  death,  where  the  land  of  bliss  will  delight  his  raptured  gaze  forever. 

We  condole  and  sympathise  with  his  bereaved  family  and  friends,  and  with  his 
brethren  of  the  Synod,  but  we  look  forward  and  point  you  all  to  that  meeting  where 
we  separate  never,  never.

APPENDIX  C . 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD’S  HYMN 

BOOK. 

The  committee  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  2Tth  resolution  of  the  last  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

The  resolution  under  which  we  act,  directs  us  to  “  examine  the  General  Synod’s 
Hymn  Book,  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  at  this  time,  whether  any  alterations 
should  be  made  in  said  work,  and,  such  being  our  opinion,  what  these  alterations 
should  be.’’  The  importance  of  the  subject  itself,,  and  the  discussion  that  it  has  pro¬ 
duced  in  the  church,  seem  to  render  it  not  only  proper,  but  likewise  necessary,  that 
we  should  here  exhibit  the  general  principles  which  have  guided  us  in  our  investiga¬ 
tion,  and  led  us  to  the  conclusions  which  we  shall  lay  before  you. 

The  great  importance  of  sacred  poetry,  as  a  constituent  of  divine  worship,  whether 
public  or  private,  is  admitted  upon  all  hands,  but  what  should  be  the  character  of 
that  poetry,  or  of  the  hymns  sung  in  the  sanctuary,  in  the  social  meeting  for  prayer, 
or  around  the  domestic  altar,  is  by  no  means  settled  in  practice,  for  we  find  composi¬ 
tions  of  the  most  opposite  character  used  for  this  purpose.  But  it  is  evident  that  there 
must  be  fixed  and  fundamental  principles  here,  just  as  in  any  other  department  of 
literature.  These  we  shall  endeavor  to  state  as  plainly  and  briefly  as  possible. 

In  Hymns  there  are  manifestly  three  elements  combined  :  first,  the  poetical,  sec¬ 
ondly,  the  lyrical,  (or  musical,)  thirdly,  the  religions  and  devotional.  The  poetical  ele¬ 
ment  is  that  which  distinguishes  poetry  from  prose,  and  for  which  a  certain  elevation 
of  language  and  sentiment,  warmth  of  feeling  and  metrical  arrangement  of  words 
are  requisite.  Without  this,  hymns  are  inferior  to  prose  compositions,  which  does  not 
disgust  by  raising  expectations  only  to  disappoint  them.  But  there  are  various  kinds 
of  poetry,  each  of  which  has  its  peculiar  characteristics  and  a  field  of  its  own. — 
Hymns  confessedly  belong  to  lyric  poetry,  that  is,  they  are  to  be  united  with  music 
and  sung.  Hence  they  should  have  two  sets  of  qualities,  one  adapting  them  to 
music  and  the  other  to  the  natural  emotions  expressed  in  singing.  As  regards  the 
former,  music  demands  that  the  same  rythm,  the  same  position  of  long  and  short 
syllables  should  be  kept  up  throughout  in  the  corresponding  lines  of  each  stanza,  as 
without  this  the  execution  of  the  best  music  is  materially  injured.  With  reference 
to  the  natural  emotions  that  find  expression  in  singing,  they  are  confessedly  of  the 
tenderest  and  deepest  character, — the  warm  and  glowing  religious  feelings  of  the 
heart,  not  the  logical  deductions  of  the  intellect.  Hence  mere  narrative,  didacti¬ 
cism,  or  controversy,  all  good  in  their  appropriate  place,  are  here  excluded.  Un¬ 
doubtedly  these  themes  will  mingle  with  and  color  our  hymns,  but  they  are  not  to 
be  the  great  points  at  which  we  here  look.  And  this  is  also  demanded  by  the  devo¬ 
tional  character  of  the  hymns.  Instruction  and  devotion,  knowledge  and  worship, 
though  the  one  naturally  excites  the  other,  are  plainly  distinct.  Hence  a  hymn  is 
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something  very  different  from  a  versified  sermon,  and  it  is  not  every  form  of  religious 
truth  even  that  is  adapted  to  hymns,  or  profitable  to  be  sung.  Closely  allied  to 
prayer,  this  exercise  is  of  the  same  tender,  cheering  and  elevating  character.  It  is 
on  the  wings  of  poetry  and  on  the  voice  of  song,  that  the  soul  ofttirnes  takes  its  loftiest 
flight,  and  has  its  most  rapturous  communion  with  its  God  and  Savior,  and  when  it 
feels  most  glowingly  the  blessed  influences  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Here  we  pour  forth 
our  gratitude  and  praise  to  God,  here  we  give  full  expression  to  our  filial  confidence 
and  affection,  here  we  hail  the  Great  Captain  of  our  salvation,  and  celebrate  the  tri¬ 
umphs  of  the  cross,  and  here  our  hopes  and  fears,  “our  joy  and  peace  in  the  Holy 
Ghost”  all  find  utterance  and  ascend  to  God,  as  the  united  heart  and  voice  of  the 
congregation  of  his  people. 

These  being  the  elements,  and  these  the  objects  of  that  form  of  sacred  poetry, 
which  we  call  hymns,  we  can  be  at  no  great  loss  in  deciding  whether  any  given 
hymn  or  collection  of  hymns  answers  the  purpose  to  which  it  is  to  be  applied.  It 
must  be  poetical,  it  must  be  adapted  to  music,  it  must  be  animated  by  the  spirit  of 
Christian  devotion.  It  may  have  each  of  these  qualities  in  a  higher  or  lower  degree, 
but  it  must  have  them  all  substantially  or  the  great  objects  of  singing  will  be  de¬ 
feated, — its  ends  unattained.  Poetry  requires  that  the  style  of  thought  and  language 
should  be  chaste  and  elevated,  but  as  these  compositions  are  to  be  sung  and  express 
the  emotions  of  a  promiscuous  assembly  of  all  ages  and  conditions,  the  language  must 
be  plain  and  simple.  Nor,  on  the  other  hand,  is  this  plainness  and  simplicity  to  de¬ 
generate  into  the  commonplace  and  the  vulgar,  which  would  not  only  be  destructive 
of  the  poetical,  and  of  the  higher  emotions  inseparable  from  devotion,  but  would  also 
interfere  with  their  use  by  those  whose  taste  was  at  all  refined  or  cultivated. 

These  principles  apply  to  hymns  in  general,  but  the  hymns  intended  for  any  par¬ 
ticular  church,  must,  of  course,  correspond  to  the  spirit  and  genius  of  that  church. 
They  must  breathe  its  spirit,  conform  to  its  doctrines,  be  adapted  to  its  ordinances 
and  peculiar  forms  of  worship,  and  be  the  natural  product  of  its  history  and  of  its 
circumstances,  for  by  all  these,  and  by  various  other  influences,  which  we  cannot 
pretend  to  enumerate,  will  the  religious  character  of  every  church  be  conditioned 
and  determined.  But  not  only  do  hymns  grow  out  of  the  life  and  experience  of  the 
church,  and  express  and  reflect  its  emotions,  its  hopes  and  fears,  its  joys  and  sorrows, 
its  faith  and  love,  but  they  likewise  have  a  tendency  and  serve  to  develop,  and  to 
establish  and  diffuse  the  religious  spirit  by  which  it  is  animated.  That  is  a  celebrated 
saying  of  one  who  was  well  acquainted  with  human  nature,  “  Let  me  make  a  nation’s 
songs,  and  I  care  not  who  makes  their  laws.”  Religious  character,  and  especially 
that  of  the  young,  is  undoubtedly  greatly  influenced  by  the  hymns  which  we  sing. 
The  poet  expresses  more  fully  than  we  ourselves  could,  the  religious  sentiment  that 
he  embodies  in  his  verse,  and  he  thus  leads  and  directs  our  religious  life  and  thought. 
Employed  upon  the  holiest  occasions,  often  lisped  with  the  first  accents  of  childhood, 
sung  around  the  family  altar,  the  first  act  of  worship  when  we  enter  the  sanctuary, 
brightening  our  prosperity  and  soothing  our  adversity,  it  is  not  strange  that  our 
hymns  become  to  us  a  kind  of  law,  and  exert  an  influence  scarcely  less  than  that  of 
the  word  of  God  itself.  They  are  evidently  thus  calculated  to  develop  and  deepen 
piety,  to  establish  the  members  of  a  church  in  its  doctrines,  attach  them  to  its  mode 
of  worship,  and  elevate  their  intellectual  as  well  as  their  religious  character. 

But  in  order  that  they  may  accomplish  these  results,  hymns  must  be  used,  and  must 
commend  themselves  to  the  judgment  and  secure  the  affections  of  the  whole  body  of 
the  church — that  is,  they  must  meet  its  intellectual  as  well  as  its  religious  wants. 


And  in  this  respect  their  literary  excellence  is  a  matter  of  primary  importance.  In 
an  age  and  country  like  ours,  where  education  is  almost  universal,  or,  at  least  tends 
to  become  so,  to  attempt  to  satisfy  any  considerable  part  of  our  people,  for  any  length 
of  time,  with  that  which  is  inconsistent  with  the  highest  degree  of  mental  cultivation, 
much  more  with  that  which  is  destitute  of  even  grammatical  propriety,  is  a  desperate 
undertaking.  The  power  of  association,  and  of  prejudice,  or  of  deeply  rooted  though 
erroneous  principles,  such  as  we  see  in  those  who  will  sing  nothing  but  one  of  the 
worst  versions  of  David’s  Psalms;  may  sustain  such  things  for  a  time,  or  among  a 
limited  number  of  persons,  but  the  loss  to  the  church  will,  in  the  end,  be  incalcula¬ 
ble.  Not  only  will  those  who  judge  of  its  intellectual  character  by  such  significant 
indications  be  repelled  from  its  communion,  but  even  its  own  children,  outgrowing 
these  things  as  they  do  the  toys  of  their  childhood,  will  finally  become  disgusted  with 
them.  This  we  already  see  illustrated  in  more  than  one  denomination,  in  matters 
perfectly  parallel. 

Yet  it  is  maintained  by  some  that  literary  excellence  will  make  hymns  less  accept¬ 
able,  less  useful  and  edifying  to  the  great  mass  of  the  church  which  cannot  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  appreciate  poetry  of  a  more  elevated  kind.  This  objection  has,  we  think, 
been  already  met  by  the  principles  which  we  have  laid  down  for  the  construction  of 
hymns,  in  which  we  make  plainness  and  simplicity  indispensable  qualities  itr  such 
compositions,  and  its  untenableness  is  easily  seen.  Were  it  valid,  it  would  equally 
apply  to  all  other  departments  of  religious  literature,  to  liturgies,  sermons  and  books 
for  religious  instruction  generally.  On  the  contrary,  even  the  most  illiterate  will 
object  to  much  of  that,  which  is  thus  supposed  to  be  peculiarly  adapted  to  their  tastes 
and  wants;  and  iheir  pleasure,  just  as  that  of  others,  is  seen  to  be  enhanced  by  every 
additional  excellence  that  a  hymn  possesses.  It  is  true  that  they  may  tolerate  that 
which  is  bad,  but  they  do  so  on  account  of  the  good  that  is  mingled  with  it.  Yet 
take  away  the  bad  and  leave  them  the  good  and  they  will  not  only  not  complain,  but 
will  be  grateful  for  the  change.  This  being  the  case,  there  cannot  possibly  be  any 
reason  why  those  whose  taste  is  offended  by  that  which  is  unacceptable  to  it,  should 
have  their  devotion  marred  by  that  which  is  of  no  service  to  any  one.  We  have  no 
hesitation,  therefore,  in  saying,  that  the  interests  of  religion  and  of  the  church,  and 
the  edification  and  enjoyment  of  our  church  members  unite  in  demanding,  that  if 
there  is  any  thing  in  our  collection  of  hymns  at  all  contrary  to  correct  taste  or  sound 
criticism,  it  should  be  removed  at  once.  % 

Upon  this  point,  justice  to  the  work  under  consideration,  and  to  those  who  com¬ 
piled  it,  as  well  as  to  our  churches  where  it  has  been  so  long  used,  requires  that  we 
should  gratefully  acknowledge,  that  it  contains  a  large  number  of  most  excellent 
hymns,  admirably  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  both  public  and  private  worship,  and 
which  have  long  edified  and  animated  the  devotions  of  the  great  body  of  Christians 
who  use  the  English  language.  The  hymns  contained  in  the  first  selection  are,  we 
think,  generally  fair  samples  of  this  species  of  English  poetry. 

With  all  this,  it  has  long  been  felt  by  no  small  number  of  those  who  have  long 
been  in  the  habit  of  using  the  book,  that  it  is  susceptible  of  improvement,  that  it  has 
very  considerable  blemishes,  and  that  it  might  be  rendered  much  more  generally  ac¬ 
ceptable  and  more  extensively  useful.  That  this  is  not  a  mere  theoretical  opinion  is 
shown  by  various  facts  sufficiently  known.  In  the  first  place,  a  large  number  of 
these  hymns  have  never  been  sung,  even  by  many  of  those  who  have  made  use  of 
the  book  ever  since  its  publication.  And  the  reason  ot  this  has  been,  noi  that  the 
book  contained  hymns  enough  without  them,  but  that  they  considered  the  hymns  objec- 
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tionable,  unsuitable  especially  for  public  worship.  Again,  the  book  has  not  only  not 
been  received  in  all  parts  of  the  church,  united  in  the  General  Synod,  but  has  also  lost 
ground  in  some  places  where  it  was  formerly  received.  There  doubtless  are  some 
special  local  reasons,  why  the  New  York  Hymn-Book  has  been  retained  in  the 
churches  connected  with  that  Synod,  but  it  is  no  less  certain  that  various  ministers 
and  churches  of  that  body,  deliberately  and  intelligently  prefer  their  own  book,  espe¬ 
cially  since  so  large  and  chaste  a  body  of  hymns  has  been  added  to  it.  And  that  they 
are  not  singular  in  this  is  shown  by  the  use  of  that  collection  in  various  churches 
unconnected  with  that  body.  Further,  the  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio,  one  of  the  largest 
ecclesiastical  bodies  in  our  church,  has  recently  deliberately  rejected  our  work,  and 
compiled  another  for  itself.  Now,  as  the  General  Synod  desires  to  unite  all  parts  of 
the  church  in  this  country  and  to  be  useful  to  them  all,  it  certainly  is  desirable  that 
it  should,  if  possible,  present  them  with  a  hymn-book  which  will  be  universally  ac¬ 
ceptable.  Tiiis  we  think  may  be  done  by  removing  acknowledged  blemishes,  substi¬ 
tuting  for  matter  to  which  reasonable  exception  has  been  taken,  that  which  is  better, 
and  supplying  any  known  deficiencies.  In  order  to  accomplish  these  ends  we  would 
propose : 

1.  That  hymns  greatly  or  altogether  deficient  in  literary  merit,  or  otherwise  objec¬ 

tionable,  be  removed  from  the  book.  As  such  we  would  designate  the  following; 
17,  43,  62,  90,  93,  98,  145,  184,  197,  20S,  213,  214,  220,  245,  269,  281,  308,  32°4, 
330,  341,  352,  356,  411,  412,  415,  418,  425,  463,  481,  495,  512,  513,  525,  537,  545, 

558,  560,  576,  588,  594,  657,  681,  691,  694,  713,  724,  726,  735,  736,  749,  756,  767, 

771,  784,  796,  800,  803,  805,  SOT,  817,  819,  822,  824,  828,  830,  831,  832  (2d  part,) 

843,  874,  919,  921,  924,  927,  928,  929,  931,  932,  935. 

Although  a  number  of  these  hymns  have  some  good  stanzas,  and  some  of  them 
might  be  tolerated,  yet  we  can  see  no  sufficient  reason  for  retaining  them,  as  their 
places  can  be  readily  supplied  by  those  that  are  better,  and  they  are  thus  only  an  in¬ 
cumbrance  to  the  book.  As  few  of  them  have  ever  been  used  to  any  extent,  we  do 
not  think  that  any  one  can  be  aggrieved  by  their  removal,  or  any  considerable  incon¬ 
venience  in  the  use  of  the  old  with  the  new  editions  result,  especially  as  a  distinction 
mark  can  easily  be  attached  to  the  hymns  inserted  in  their  place. 

2.  There  are  many  hymns  of  considerable  merit,  which  are  either  faulty  in  single 
words,  or  contain  one  or  more  stanzas  that  are  objectionable.  Here  verbal  changes, 
or  the  omission  of  the  objectionable  stanzas  is  all  that  is  needed.  We  do  not  think  it 
necessary  here  to  specify  all  the  ungrammatical  expressions  or  objectionable  words 
that  we  would  have  conected.  These  we  have  marked  in  a  copy  of  the  book,  which 
we  herewith  submit.  In  reference  to  the  former  class,  we  cannot  suppose  that  there 
can  be  any  difference  of  opinion,  and  as  regards  the  latter,  we  would  not  have  any 
changes  made  that  are  not  indispensable.  We  give  the  following  as  examples  of  our 
meaning:  In  Hymn  86,  v.  2,  l.  1,  “From  diffidence  our  sorrows  flow,”  change  “diffi¬ 
dence  ”  to  “  want  of  faith.”  H.  142,  4,  2,  change  “  savage  ”  to  “  sinful. ’’  H.  182, 
4,  3,  read  (with  Dr.  Beman)  “  Then  shall  the  angels  speed  their  ivay .”  H.  205,  4,  3. 
change  to  “ His  warm  affections  move.”  H.  385,  1,  3,  change  “  cursed  ”  to  “hate¬ 
ful.’’  But  these  slight  verbal  changes  will  not,  we  presume,  be  seriously  objected  to- 

Changes,  by  the  omission  of  one  or  more  stanzas,  are  more  important  and  may  be 
considered  more  objectionable,  but  are,  we  think,  even  more  indispensable,  unless  we 
would  entirely  reject  the  hymns  in  question.  There  are  many  good  hymns,  the  use¬ 
fulness  and  acceptableness  of  which  will,  we  think,  be  thus  greatly  increased,  and  the 
necessity  of  directing  the  congregation  to  make  such  omissions,  to  which  the  minister 
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is  now  so  frequently  reduced,  and  to  which  there  are  various  objections,  will  thus  be 
gradually  removed.  It  is  rather  remarkable  that  few  hymns  of  any  merit  in  the 
English  language,  contain  more  than  from  four  to  six  stanzas ;  in  the  German,  it  is  very 
different,  though  we  are  inclined  to  think  that  even  there,  it  would  be  an  improve¬ 
ment,  if  the  hymns  were  somewhat  shorter — at  all  events,  it  is  certain  that  our  Eng¬ 
lish  churches  would  not  tolerate  anything  of  the  kind,  and  with  us  four  stanzas  are 
often  amply  sufficient  for  the  completeness  of  a  hymn.  The  following  hymns  would, 
we  think,  be  improved  by  being  thus  curtailed  ;

Besides  these,  there  are  some  hymns  of  which  there  are  other  versions,  which, 
whether  the  originals  or  not,  are,  we  think,  decidedly  better  than  those  which  we 
find  in  our  book.  The  94th  hymn,  which  is  one  of  Watt’s  version  of  the  Psalms,  has 
been  very  much  injured  by  the  alteration  of  the  4th  stanza.  The  95th  and  494th  are 
in  a  better  form  in  the  New  York  Hymn  Book.  We  also  prefer  Dr.  Beman’s  edition 
of  the  164th  and  789th. 

There  are  also  several  hymns  inserted  twice,  with  little  or  no  change,  viz  :  134  and 
154,  241  and  306,  226  and  271,  509  and  510,  and  601  and  602.  Of  couse,  one  copy 
of  these  will  be  sufficient. 

These  omissions  being  indicated  by  a  proper  mark,  say  an  asterisk  at  the  end  of  a 
verse  where  the  following  verse  has  been  omitted,  and  two  where  the  number  cor¬ 
responds,  very  little  inconvenience  will  be  experienced  in  the  use  of  the  old  and  new 
editions  together. 

3.  There  are  also  some  valuable  hymns  which  we  think  ought  to  be  added  to  our 
collection,  even  if  they  cannot  be  conveniently  substituted  in  the  place  of  any  which 
we  propose  removing.  There  are,  too,  several  topics  where  the  supply  of  hymns  is 
scarcely  sufficient,  and  others  that  are  not  introduced,  for  instance,  the  Reforma¬ 
tion,  the  anmversar}'  of  which  is  very  properly  placed  among  the  Festivals  of  our 
Church. 

4.  As  regards  the  question,  whether  we  can  obtain  better  hymns  to  take  the  place 
of  those  which  we  propose  to  remove,  we  answer  without  hesitation  in  the  affirmative. 
Although  the  English  language  is  by  no  means  rich  in  this  department  of  literature, 
yet  there  have  been  very  considerable  additions  made  to  it  within  the  last  twenty-five 
years.  Since  the  first  edition  of  the  General  Synod’s  Hymn-Book  was  published,  in 
1 S28,  nearly  all  the  leading  denominations  of  this  country  have  either  revised  their 
old  collections  or  published  new  ones.  Such  is  the  fact  with  the  Congregationalists, 
Presbyterians  (both  branches,)  Episcopalians,  German  Reformed  and  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  South,  and  the  same  has  been  done  in  our  own  churches  as  already 
intimated,  by  the  Joint-Synod  of  Ohio  and  by  the  New  York  Synod.  The  last  men¬ 
tioned  body  has  added  to  its  originally  excellent  collection  (from  which  so  large  a 
proportion  of  the  hymns  in  our  book  was  originally  taken)  nearly  two  hundred  ad¬ 
ditional  hymns,  which  are  generally  in  excellent  taste  and  of  a  decidedly  Evangelical 
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character,  many  of  which  are  not  in  our  collection.  Various  individuals  also  have 
prepared  collections  of  greater  or  less  extent  and  merit. 

Above  all,  considerable  attention  has  oflate  been  given  to  the  rich  stores  of  Ger¬ 
man  Psalmody,  and  translations  and  imitations  of  the  standard  hymns  of  our  church, 
more  or  less  successful,  have  thus  from  time  to  time  been  given  to  the  English  public. 
We  must  confess  that  these  efforts  have  not  hitherto  been  attended  with  that  success 
that  we  could  desire.  Few  of  the  translations  especially  have  any  thing  like  the 
spirit  and  unction,  the  graceful  versification,  or  the  inimitable  simplicity  of  the 
originals. 

But  the  “  Horae  Gerinanicae 11  of  Mr.  Mills  and  various  occasional  pieces  by  other 
writers,  are  proof  that  this  subject  has  taken  a  strong  hold  of  the  minds  of  men  both 
in  this  country  and  in  Great  Britain.  We  think  we  may  therefore  confidently  look 
forward  to  the  reproduction  of  all  the  standard  German  hymns  of  our  church  in  an 
English  garb,  that  is,  provided  the  church  desires  this. 

The  possibility  of  making  acceptable  translations  is  also  proved  by  the  fact  that  a 
number  of  such  pieces  have  been  introduced  into  both  our  own  and  other  collections 
where  we  believe  they  are  as  welcome  as  other  hymns.  Few  would  suspect  that  the 
345th  hymn  in  our  book  was  a  translation  and  yet  such  is  the  fact,  and  yet  few 
hymns  are  more  popular.  The  775th  is  universally  admired,  the  translation  being 
made  by  Dr.  Jas.  Alexander,  then  at  Princeton.  The  946th  is  taken  from  one  of 
Luther’s,  and  is  also  contained  in  Dr.  Beman’s  collection,  with  the  omission  of  the 
third  verse,  the  style  of  which  is  defective.  The  357th  in  our  book  has  not  preserved 
the  metre  of  the  original,  and  admits  of  improvement  in  other  respects.  But  these 
examples  are  sufficient  to  show  that  translations  from  the  German  have  commended 
themselves  to  those  who  had  no  particular  theory  or  prejudice  to  maintain  in  relation 
to  them. 

That  it  is  desirable  to  transfer  these  hymns  to  the  English  language  seems  to  us  to 
admit  of  no  doubt.  It  is  conceded  upon  all  hands  that  there  is  nowhere  such  a  body 
of  hymns  to  be  found  as  that  of  our  German  church.  Why,  then,  should  our  English 
Lutheran  Church  be  deprived  of  this  valuable  part  of  its  inheritance?  Aral  whence 
can  we  obtain  so  readily  the  highest  order  of  hymns  that  we  require,  those  namely, 
that  are  most  deeply  imbued  with  the  spirit  and  consciousness  of  our  church  ?  English 
hymns,  written  by  the  members  of  other  churches,  however  pruned  and  improved, 
can  never  belong  so  fully  to  the  life  and  history,  or  adapt  themselves  so  perfectly  to 
all  the  necessities  of  our  church.  Besides,  these  are  the  hymns  used  by  our  German 
churches,  and  why  should  not  our  English  churches  use  the  same ?  The  General 
Synod  has  seen  and  conceded  the  necessity  of  such  a  correspondence  between  the 
English  and  German  parts  of  our  church  in  the  Liturgy,  which  it  has  determined  to 
have  essentially  the  same  in  both  languages,  and  the  same  reasons  apply  with  equal 
foice  to  psalmody,  except  in  so  far  as  the  difficulty  of  transferring  poetry  from  one 
language  to  another,  is  greater  than  that  of  translating  prose.  But  as  hymns  take  a 
deeper  hold  of  the  memory  and  of  the  affections,  and  are  a  more  prominent  part  of 
our  worship  than  what  is  commonly  called  the  Liturgy,  so  are  the  reasons  for  having 
them  essentially  the  same  in  both  languages  the  stronger.  That  it  would  facilitate 
the  transition  of  our  churches  fiorn  German  to  English  and  remove  many  natural 
and  well-grounded  objections,  that  our  German  churches  have  always  felt  to  this 
change  is  beyond  a  doubt.  They  would  thus  feel  themselves  more  at  home  in  the 
new  language,  and  would  have  less  of  which  to  regret  the  loss,  and  would  more  rea¬ 
dily  perceive  the  perfect  identity  of  the  church  in  whatever  language  she  worshipped. 
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Another  very  strong  inducement  for  us  to  adopt  translations  from  our  German 
hymns  is  found  in  the  superior  church  music  with  which  they  will  furnish  us.  The 
superiority  of  our  German  church  music  is  just  as  well  known  and  as  generally  con¬ 
ceded  as  that  of  our  Gorman  hymns.  But  the  hymns  and  their  music  are  mutually 
adapted  to  each  other.  We  cannot  have  this  music  unless  we  have  hymns  of  corres¬ 
ponding  metres,  and  these  it  will  be  much  easier  to  obtain,  in  the  first  instance  at  least 
by  translations  from  the  German,  than  by  original  composition.  It  is,  perhaps,  to  be 
anticipated  that  after  we  have  become  accustomed  to  these  metres  in  English,  and  af¬ 
ter  the  English  language  has  developed  more  of  a  capacity  for  them,  English  writers 
will  naturally  compose  in  them.  But,  at  present,  the  German  original  undoubtedly 
offers  a  great  advantage  for  the  transfer  of  these  metres,  that  is  of  the  German  tunes 
and  music.  And  this  we  consider  an  advantage  that  will  well-nigh  counterbalance 
all  other  inconveniences,  and  go  far  to  make  us  prefer  hymns  of  a  literary  character 
somewhat  inferior,  when  their  musical  character  will  be  of  the  highest  order.  It  is 
a  matter  of  general  remark  and  certainly  is  a  great  evil,  that  congregational  singing 
in  English  churches  is  in  so  wretched  a  condition,  and  becomes  continually  more  and 
more  neglected.  In  our  German  churches  the  singing  is  much  more  general,  and  so, 
superior  to  that  of  English  churches.  This  is  owning  not  only  to  the  habits  and 
education  of  the  people,  but  also  to  the  nature  of  their  music  and  hymns.  The  de¬ 
sirableness  of  such  a  state  of  things  in  our  English  churches  no  one  will  doubt,  and 
that  the  introduction  of  our  proper  church  music  would  have  a  tendency  to  its  estab¬ 
lishment  we  have  every  reason  to  believe.  Farther,  even  the  most  distinguished  and 
successful  teachers  of  sacred  music  in  this  country  acknowledge  its  low  character 
among  us,  and  the  difficulty  of  getting  and  introducing  that  which  is  better.  But 
here  we  have  furnished  to  our  hands  an  exhaustless  store  of  the  very  kind  of  music 
that  we  want,  already  familiar  to  a  large  part  of  our  church. 

In  order  to  give  these  tunes  to  our  English  churches,  it  may  be  necessary  for  us  to 
publish  a  collection  of  them,  but  this  is  a  thing  which  appears  to  us  desirable  in 
itself,  and,  apart  from  the  point  more  immediately  before  us,  we  would  recommend 
it  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  General  Synod.  A  collection  of  tunes  adapted 
to  its  hymns,  both  German  and  English,  appears  to  us  one  of  the  most  important 
services  which  this  body  could  render  to  the  churches  in  its  connexion. 

The  omission  of  the  hymns  indicated  above,  the  removal  of  objectionable  stanzas, 
where  they  cannot  be  conveniently  improved,  the  correction  of  ungrammatical 
phraseology  and  verbal  changes,  as  have  been  proposed,  together  with  the  substitu¬ 
tion  of  suitable  hymns  in  the  places  of  those  removed,  and  the  introduction  of  such 
others  as  may  have  especial  merit,  or  as  are  needed  to  the  completeness  of  our  col¬ 
lection,  is  all  that  the  committee  would  at  this  time  recommend.  These  expurga¬ 
tions  might  indeed  be  carried  further  than  we  have  here  proposed,  but  considering 
the  state  of  things  that  now  exists  in  Our  English  churches,  and  the  poverty  of  this 
part  ofour  literature,  we  think  that  these  will  suffice  for  the  present,  will  satisfy  this 
great  body  of  those  who  are  anxious  to  see  the  book  improved,  and  will  make  it 
generally  acceptable  to  all  parts  of  the  church,*  which  would  not  only  greatly  cir¬ 
cumscribe  the  circulation  of  the  General  Synod’s  book,  but  would  also  have  a  ten¬ 
dency  to  separate  the  several  parts  of  our  church  in  this  country  more  widely  in  feel¬ 
ing  and  church  usages  than  they  are  at  present  separated. 

*  Less  than  this  would  be  of  very  little  service,  and  might  lead  to  action  in  other 
parts  of  the  church. 
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Nor  do  we  think  that  the  changes  which  we  have  here  proposed,  will  contravene 
the  wishes  of  those  parts  of  the  church  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  which 
have  declared  themselves  opposed  to  any  considerable  or  “material  changes’1  in  our 
Hymn-Book.  The  great  evils  apprehended  are  the  superseding  of  the  books  now  in 
use,  and  the  production  of  confusion  in  the  use  of  different  editions  of  the  same  work. 
The  first  of  these  fears  you  will  perceive,  from  what  we  have  here  said,  to  be  ground¬ 
less,  and  the  other  difficulty  may,  we  think,  be  readily  obviated.  By  placing,  as  we 
have  above  suggested,  suitable  signs  before  all  new  hymns,  and  where  stanzas  are 
omitted,  any  intelligent  person  may  readily  use  the  old  with  the  new  edition.  By  a 
little  care,  the  new  hymns  may  be  so  inserted  that  no  change  will  be  made  in  the 
numbering  of  the  hymns  generally.  Besides  this,  it  would  cost  very  little  to  have  an 
edition  of  all  the  new  hymns,  and  those  materially  altered,  struck  off,  and  this  being 
sold  at  a  very  low  price,  every  one  could  afford  to  purchase  it.  But  the  inconveni¬ 
ence  will  be  greatly  diminished  by  the  fact  that  the  hymns  which  we  propose  to 
reject,  and  such  as  have  already  been  practically  rejected  from  our  public  worship, 
by  the  great  mass  of  our  intelligent  people  and  ministers — scarcely  any  of  them  are 
deliberately  given  out  from  our  pulpits,  or  sung  by  our  people,  so  tliat'we  think  it 
probable,  that  if  public  attention  had  not  been  so  strongly  directed  to  the  subject,  but 
few  would  have  noticed  their  removal.  Be  that  as  it  may,  we  think  these  changes 
not  only  desirable  but  also  necessary,  and  such  as  will  have  to  be  made  at  some  time 
or  other,  and  as  delay  will  only  aggravate  the  evils  complained  of,  in  relation  to 
changes,  and  increase  dissatisfaction  with  the  book,  and  so  injure  its  usefulness,  we 
think  that  the  General  Synod  will  best  consult  the  true  interests  of  the  church,  and 
of  religion  in  general,  by  making  them  at  once.

APPENDIX  D. 


REPORT  ON  THE  GETTYSBURG  SEMINARY. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettys¬ 
burg  to  report  on  the  state  of  that  institution  present  the  following: 

We  would  first  notice  with  unfeigned  sorrow  the  decease  of  one  of  our  brethren, 
Mr.  Isaac  Baugher,  who,  for  many  years,  was  a  punctual,  active  and  useful  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  Board.  He  always  showed  the  deepest  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  in¬ 
stitution.  He  was  always  present  at  the  meeting,  of  the  Directors,  and  always  ready 
to  perform  any  labor,  or  discharge  any  duty  required  of  him.  His  presence  was  al¬ 
ways  animating,  and  his  counsels  always  judicious.  His  death  will  be  felt  as  a  severe 
loss,  not  only  by  this  Board,  but  by  various  other  institutions  of  which  he  was  an 
active  member  or  officer,  and  by  the  whole  church  in  that  section  of  it  in  which  he 
resided. 

Three  years  have  elapsed  since  the  last  report  on  the  condition  of  the  Seminary 
was  presented  to  this  body.  During  that  period,  the  Board  has  regularly  met  at  the 
appointed  times,  and  attended  to  the  examination  of  the  students  and  other  import¬ 
ant  business. 

The  number  of  students  has  varied  from  twelve  to  eighteen  during  each  session; 
this  small  number  is  mainly  owing  to  the  fact  that  other  theological  schools  in  con¬ 
nexion  with  our  church,  have  been  established  west  of  Pennsylvania,  which  students 
from  that  part  of  the  country  naturally  prefer,  from  proximity  to  their  homes,  from 
local  prepossessions,  and  probably  for  the  superior  cheapness  of  living.  The  fact  is, 
that  our  school  at  Gettysburg  is  now  chiefly  dependent  on  three  or  four  states  for 
theological  students,  whereas,  in  former  times,  most  of  the  states  in  which  our  church 
exists,  furnished  some.  Since  the  last  General  Synod,  twenty  students  have  finished 
the  entire  course  of  study  ;  fifteen  have  pursued  it  partially,  so  that  thirty-five  have 
enjoyed  its  advantages,  to  a  greater  or  less  degree,  and  now  are  engaged  in  the  active 
duties  of  the  ministry.  Since  the  foundation  of  the  Seminary,  in  1826,  two  hundred 
and  two  students  have  been  connected  with  it;  two  were  of  the  Presbyterian,  four  of 
the  German  Reformed,  and  all  the  rest  of  our  own  church.  Of  these,  sixteen  have 
died  ;  five  have  left  the  Lutheran  church,  and  one  has  been  expelled  from  the  minis¬ 
try.  With  these  deducted,  we  have  now  one  hundred  and  seventy-four  ministers  in 
our  church  who  have  received  their  theological  education,  in  whole  or  in  part,  at  this 
Seminary. 

In  1846,  Prof.  Schmucker  was,  by  leave  of  the  Board,  absent  from  his  post  for  six 
months,  on  a  visit  to  Europe,  during  which  the  duties  of  his  department  were  dis¬ 
charged  by  Dr.  Krauth  and  Prof.  Hay.  This  tour  contributed  not  only  to  invigorate 
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the  health  of  Dr.  Sell  mucker,  but  also  considerably  to  the  increase  of  the  library 
through  his  exertions. 

On  the  9th  of  January  last,  Prof.  Hay  resigned  his  office,  after  having  been  in  con¬ 
nexion  with  the  Seminary  for  three  years.  The  Board,  at  its  meeting  in  April, 
passed  a  resolution  commendatory  of  his  character  and  qualification  for  his  post,  as 
well  as  for  his  fidelity  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  The  best  wishes  and  prayers  of 
the  Board  follow  him  to  his  new  field  of  pastoral  labor.  The  Board  at  their  last 
meeting  made  provision  for  instruction  in  the  department  filled  by  Prof.  Play,  by  ap¬ 
pointing  Rev.  Dr.  Krauth,  President  of  Pennsylvania  College,  to  teach  Hebrew  and 
Greek  Exegesis  during  the  summer  session.  Dr.  Krauth  has  kindly  consented  to 
serve  the  Board,  so  that  our  anxieties  on  that  subject  are  happily  relieved.  At  the 
next  meeting,  in  September,  the  Board  will  proceed  to  elect  a  second  Professor. 

It  is  generally  known  that  a  few  years  ago,  the  alumni  of  the  Seminary  established 
an  association  for  fully  endowing  the  second  Professorship,  and  in  the  meanwhile 
supporting  the  second  Professor  by  collections.  This  society  has  been  very  active 
and  the  amount  raised  has  been  very  encouraging.  For  immediate  use,  their  have 
been  collected  about  $1400,  and  for  the  permanent  fund  about  $7000,  the  latter  of 
which  has  been  invested.  The  society  is  proceeding  in  its  operations,  and,  under  the 
direction  of  its  efficient  officers,  the  design  of  its  establishment  promises  to  be  accom¬ 
plished. 

With  regard  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  Seminary,  wo  v/ould  stale  that 
$23,508  44  are  permanently  invested,  which  is  an  increase  of  $7,574  10  over  the 
amount  reported  at  the  last  General  Synod.  The  whole  of  this  sum  is,  however, 
not  productive  ;  several  notes  held  by  individuals,  amounting  to  $300,  are  considered 
as  lost,  and  $1464  50  worth  of  Girard  Bank  stock  produces  nothing  at  present.  The 
whole  amount  of  unproductive  investment  is  less  than  $2000,  and  i't  is  presumed  that 
a  large  portion  of  that  may  eventually  produce  something.  Nearly  all  the  balance, 
say  $21,000,  produces  6  per  cent.  The  deficiencies  for  the  support  of  the  Professors 
are  made  up  by  the  alumni  effort,  and  to  pay  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  house 
a  small  fee  is  imposed  on  the  students. 

This  amount  of  investments  does  not  include  the  real  estate  owned  by  the  Board, 
consisting  of  the  Seminary  building,  two  houses  for  Professors,  and  about  twenty 
acres  of  land  on  which  they  are  located,  and  the  “  Shober  lands  ”  in  North  Carolina. 
The  latter  have  been  sold  in  part,  and  measures  have  been  taken  to  dispose  of  the 
whole.  It  is  expected  that  about  $400  will  be  realized  from  these  sales.  Three  hun¬ 
dred  acres  have  been  sold  at  forty  cents  ;  about  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  remain  which  are  worth  forty  cents  per  acre  on  average. 

From  these  statements  it  will  appear,  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  Institution 
is  gradually  improving.  We  have  to  regret  the  paucity  of  students,  considering  the 
eminent  theological  qualifications  of  our  Professors  and  the  advantages  afforded  by 
our  extensive  library. 

We  commend  the  school  to  the  continued  Providence  of  God,  and  the  prayers  and 
liberality  of  the  church.

APPENDIX  E. 


REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  present  state  of  religion  in  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Lutheran  Church,  after  much  labor  and  research,  and  using  their  best  efforts  to 
obtain  information  from  every  part  of  our  wide  spread  Zion,  would  respectfully  pre¬ 
sent  the  following.  They  will  notice  first,  those  Synods  connected  with  the  General 
Synod,  and  then  those  not  so  connected  : 

I.  Synods  connected  with  the  General  Synod. 

1<  The  Synod  of  Maryland.  This  Synod  recognizes  the  State  lino  as  its  boundary, 
but  has  given  permission  to  a  few  brethren  in  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia,  residing  on 
the  borders,  and  to  whom  it  is  more  convenient  to  belong  to  this  body  than  to  the 
Synods  in  those  States  respectively,  to  unite  with  it.  It  last  session  was  held  in 
Martirisburg,  in  October,  1847.  Its  last  parochial  report  gives  the  following  aggre¬ 
gate  :  ministers  33,  congregations  74,  infant  baptisms  1195,  adults  74,  confirmations 
615,  communicants  8995.  They  report  contributions  to  the  following  objects:  Sy¬ 
nodical  treasury  $86  00,  education  society  $667  40,  home  missions  $163  00,  foreign 
missions  $78  00,  local  objects  $7340  00,  external  objects  $1760  00.  Some  revivals 
of  religion  are  reported  as  having  taken  place  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod, 
though  they  are  not  as  extensive  and  numerous  as  in  former  years.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  however,  the  number  of  ministers  and  churches  has  considerably  increased,  and 
the  people  seem  to  be  advancing  in  piety  and  intelligence,  as  well  as  liberality. 

2.  Synod  of  West  Pennsylvania.  The  committee  on  the  state  of  religion  within  the 
bounds  of  this  body  say  :  “  Although  we  are  not  able  to  notice  any  thing  of  a  special 
character  throughout  the  whole  of  our  bounds,  yet  we  rejoice  in  many  tokens  of  the 
divine  favor.  Our  people  generally,  we  hope  are  ‘growing  in  grace  and  in  the 
knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ.’  The  Lord’s  day  is  better  observed, 
and  the  attendance  upon  the  public  worship  of  the  sanctuar}?  and  the  means  ofgrace 
is  good.  The  regular  and  systematic  instruction  of  the  applicants  for  church  mem¬ 
bership,  and  the  primitive  mode  of  theii  reception,  is  universally  prevalent  among 
us.  There  have  also  been  some  signal  displays  of  God’s  mercy  in  the  outpouring  of 
his  Spirit  upon  some  of  our  congregations,  marked  generally  by  an  absence  of  that 
confusion  and  disorder  sometimes  witnessed  at  revivals. 

“  The  number  of  our  ministers  has  been  increased,  so  that  we  now  have  more  than 
before  the  formation  of  the  Alleghany  Synod  out  ol  a  part  of  ours.  Some  of  the  larger 
charges  have  been  divided  into  separate  pastoral  districts,  and  some  new  congrega¬ 
tions  have  been  organized. 
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Our  statistics,  according  to  the  last  parochial  reports,  are  as  follows  :  Ministers  48, 
congregations  114;  baptisms,  infants  1705  and  adults  90,  confirmed  922,  and  commu¬ 
nicants  12,687.” 

3.  Synod  of  South  Carolina. — The  statistics  of  this  body  are  as  follows  :  Ministers 
33,  of  whom  25  are  pastors  of  churches,  and  the  others  are  variously  engaged  as 
teachers  of  academies,  &cc.;  congregations  47,  located  in  South  Carolina,  Georgia, 
Alabama  and  Mississippi — and  the  membership  amounts  to  upwards  of  3000,  about 
400  of  whom  are  colored  persons.  Sunday-schools  and  charitable  associations  for 
various  purposes,  exist  in  most  of  the  congregations.  Total  abstinence  from  the  use 
of  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage  is  liberally  encouraged.  There  are  two  orders 
of  Divinity  Students  in  this  body:  the  “Home  Students”  or  “self-educating  men,” 
to  whom  a  three  years  course  of  study  is  prescribed  under  the  direction  of  the  Mims- 
terium — of  these  there  are  at  present  fourteen  ;  and  the  students  of  Lexington  Sem¬ 
inary,  nine  in  number.  So  that  this  Synod  has  at  present  under  its  care  23  students 
of  Divinity.  The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  acts  in  fraternal  union  with  this  body 
in  the  support  of  the  Lexington  Seminary.  This  institution  is  gradually  exerting  a 
happy  influence  upon  the  character  and  prospects  of  our  church  in  the  immense 
south-west. 

This  Synod  has  a  funded  capital  for  the  support  of  the  Lexington  Seminary  of 
$11  ,263,  a  Synodical  fund  for  various  purposes  of  $1,662,  a  clerical  widows’  fund  of 
$1,413,  and  a  domestic  and  foreign  missionary  fund  of  $1,828.  This  Society  had 
two  home  missionaries  in  the  field  last  year  ;  and  it  voted  $65  to  the  Lutheran  For¬ 
eign  Missionary  Society.  These  brethren  are  going  forward,  and  they  labor  and 
pray  for  union  and  “a  greater  church  feeling.” 

4.  Synod  of  New  York. — The  delegates  from  this  Synod  state,  that  from  the  re¬ 
ports  of  the  brethren  at  their  last  annual  meeting,  they  feel  warranted  in  saying  that 
their  churches  generally  are  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Peace  and  harmony  prevail 
among  them.  Several  revivals  of  religion  have  been  enjoyed,  and  encouraging  ac¬ 
cessions  have  been  made  to  their  churches.  A  missionary  under  their  direction  has  la¬ 
bored  with  much  zeal  in  a  destitute  portion  of  Columbia  county,  where  a  new  church 
edifice  has  been  erected,  and  the  prospects  of  soon  gathering  a  large  congregation 
are  very  good.  The  mission  in  Buffalo,  under  the  care  of  Bev.  Mr.  Sternberg, 
has  been  in  part  sustained  by  the  Ministerium,  and  holds  out  a  good  prospect  of  ulti¬ 
mate  success. 

In  all,  seven  new  churches  have  been  erected  within  their  bounds  since  the  last 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  Their  statistics  are  as  follows :  Ministers  36,  congre¬ 
gations  40,  infant  baptisms  4074,  admitted  to  the  churches  by  confirmation  and  cer¬ 
tificate  1279,  communicants  6500,  Sabbath-schools  35,  scholars  2000.  Their  churches 
generally  support  the  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  church  and  the  age. 

5.  Hartwick  Synod. — This  body  is  located  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  has  con¬ 
nected  with  it  20  ministers,  29  congregations,  and  2723  communicants.  At  their 
last  meeting  these  brethren  reported  325  infant  baptisms,  22  adults,  confirmed  76, 
and  admitted  by  certificate  56.  In  several  of  the  churches  precious  revivals  of  reli¬ 
gion  have  been  enjoyed.  In  general  the  attendance  upon  the  public  worship  of  God 
and  the  means  of  grace  is  represented  as  good,  and  the  people  are  growing  in  intel¬ 
ligence  and  godliness.  They  support  the  various  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  day, 
and  some  of  the  congregations  take  a  special  interest  in  the  cause  of  Foreign  Mis¬ 


sions. 
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6.  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania. — This  body  is  only  six  years  old,  but  already  num¬ 
bers  25  ministers,  49  congregations,  and  5031  communicants.  At  their  last  meeting 
these  brethren  reported  infant  baptisms  571,  adults  28,  confirmations  311,  admitted 
by  certificate  39,  and  Sunday  Schools  47.  They  report  contributions  as  follows: 
Missions  $212  86,  Education  $839  00,  Synodical  Treasury  $80  40,  other  benevolent 
objects  $5S4  00. 

The  delegates  from  this  Synod  have  furnished  your  committee  with  a  very  inter¬ 
esting  report  on  the  state  of  religion  within  their  bounds,  but  it  is  deemed  too  long  for 
insertion  here.  They  report  with  gratitude  to  God  several  extensive  and  blessed  re¬ 
vivals  of  religion,  and  an  addition  of  more  than  one  thousand  to  their  membership 
during  the  last  three  years.  Peace  and  harmony  prevails  among  them,  and  their 
churches  are  growing  in  knowledge  and  grace,  as  well  as  in  liberality.  Several  new 
congregations  have  been  organized,  and  new  churches  erected.  The  benevolent  en¬ 
terprises  of  the  church,  and  the  Institutions  at  Gettysburg  are  liberally  supported. 

7.  Alleghany  Synod. — This  was  formerly  a  part  of  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod. 
It  is  now  several  years  old,  and  has  20  ministers,  72  congregations,  and  5088  com¬ 
municants.  At  their  last  meeting  these  brethren  report  infant  baptisms  710,  adult 
baptisms  74,  confirmations  369,  admitted  by  certificate  217*and  Sunday  Schools  61. 
“  A  number  of  the  churches  have  been  blessed  with  special  outpourings  of  the  Holy 
Spirit;  the  fruits  of  which  are  large  additions  to  our  membership,. and  more  life  and 
efficiency  in  all  the  interests  of  religion.  A  number  of  new  churches  have  been 
erected,  and  others  are  in  progress.  The  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  day  are  ap¬ 
proved  and  sustained  among  us.  The  preaching  of  the  word  and  catechisation  are 
regarded  as  the  great  instrumentalities  for  the  conversion  of  souls  and  the  increase  of 
the  church.1’ 

These  brethren  have  much  missionary  ground  within  their  bounds,  and  are  faith¬ 
fully  endeavoring  to  occupy  it. 

8.  Synod  of  Virginia. — The  statistics  of  this  body  are  as  follows:  ministers  17  ; 
congregations  39;  infant  baptisms  146  ;  adults  25;  confirmations  151  ;  admitted  by 
certificate  14  ;  communicants  1639,  and  Sabbath  Schools  15.  The  secretary  of  their 
last  convention  says:  “  The  parochial  reports  at  our  late  session  in  May,  1848,  show, 
that  our  churches  generally  are  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Several  of  them  have 
been  blessed  with  copious  outpourings  of  the  Holy  Spirit  during  the  past  year,  in 
which  there  was  a  rich  ingathering  of  souls  into  Christ’s  vineyard.”  The  Educa¬ 
tion  and  Home  Missionary  Societies  are  represented  as  being  better  sustained  than 
formerly.  Several  new  churches  have  been  erected.  This  Synod,  in  conjunction 
with  that  of  Western  Virginia,  are  engaged  in  building  up  a  Collegiate  Institute,  lo¬ 
cated  at  Salem,  Roanoke  County,  Va.,  which  promises  to  be  very  useful. 

9.  Synod  of  Western  Virginia. — This  body  held  its  sixth  session  in  August,  1847. 
It  was  formed  out  of  a  part  of  the  Virginia  Synod.  It  numbers  8  ministers,  21  con¬ 
gregations,  and  1495  communicants.  Their  increase  during  the  year  ending,  August, 
1847,  by  confirmation  and  adult  baptism  was  192.  The  delegate  from  this  Synod 
says  :  “  Almost  all  our  churches  have  been  blessed  with  revivals  of  religion.  In 
some  upwards  of  one  hundred  persons  have  professed  to  have  passed  from  death  unto 
life  ;  in  others  seventy-five,  in  others  fifty,  and  in  some  not  so  many.  There  evi¬ 
dently  has  been  a  greater  interest  manifested  among  the  ministers  in  regard  to  the 
great  duty  of  extending  the  church.  Several  new  congregations  have  been  organ¬ 
ized,  and  new  churches  erected,  or  are  in  the  course  of  erection.  Efforts  are  making 
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to  bring  more  ministers  into  the  field.  The  Synod  has  at  this  time  not  less  that  ten 
candidates  at  different  institutions  preparing  for  the  ministry,  while  four  or  five  others 
are  about  entering  upon  their  studies.  There  are  eight  or  ten  young  men  at  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  Collegiate  Institute,  located  within  our  bounds,  who  have  the  ministry  in  view. 
We  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful  for  God’s  goodness  and  mercy  to  us,  and  to  take 
courage  for  the  future.” 

This  Synod  has  much  missionary  ground  within  its  bounds,  and  a  very  interesting 
field. 

10.  English  Evangelic  Lutheran  Synod  of  Ohio. — This  Sjmod  has  recently  been  di¬ 
vided  Ct  by  mutual  consent  and  in  good  faith,”  and  the  Wittenberg  Synod  formed  out 
of  a  part  of  it.  The  following  are  its  statistics  for  the  last  year  :  ministers  28  ;  con¬ 
gregations  111  ;  baptisms  371;  confirmations  345;  communicants  4972;  Sunday 
Schools  58  ;  new  churches  erected  6  ;  collections  for  various  benevolent  objects 
$379  31|.  Precious  revivals  of  religion  have  been  enjoyed  in  many  of  the  con¬ 
gregations  of  this  Synod,  and  the  cause  of  true  religion  is  still  onward.  “  We  have 
still  much  destitution  in  our  borders,”  say  the  delegates  from  this  body,  “  and  large 
demands  for  additional  laborers.  Our  beloved  Wittenberg  College  and  Seminary 
are  in  a  healthy  and  growing  condition,  but  cannot  as  yet  furnish  the  land,  that 
looks  in  that  direction  for  spiritual  guides,  with  a  sufficient  number  of  able  ministers. 
Hence  we  are  still  compelled  to  admit  to  holy  orders  pious  and  devoted  men  of  lim¬ 
ited  literary  qualifications.  Our  ministers  are  all  determined  to.  press  on  in  the  no¬ 
ble  enterprise  of  building  up  the  spiritual  kingdom  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  the 
conversion  and  salvation  of  the  people.” 

11.  Synod  of  North  Carolina. — The  following  are  the  statistics  of  this  body  :  min¬ 
isters  12;  congregations  24;  infant  baptisms  229  ;  adults  23;  confirmations  162; 
admissions  12;  communicants  2082. — These  brethren  have  considerable  missionary 
ground  within  their  bounds,  and  complain  of  the  want  of  a  sufficient  number  of  la¬ 
borers  properly  to  cultivate  the  field.  They  aid  in  the  support  of  the  Lexington 
Seminary,  and  are  giving  increased  attention  to  Home  Missions. 

12.  Miami  Synod  of  Ohio. — We  obtained  no  report  or  current  statistics  from  this 
Synod,  and  having  no  copy  of  the  Minutes,  we  are  not  able  to  give  the  present  state 
of  this  body.  Their  statistics  some  time  ago  were  as  follows  :  ministers  20  ;  con¬ 
gregations  37  ;  confirmations  159  ;  communicants  1940  ;  infant  baptisms  158 ;  adults 
36  ;  admissions  101. 

13.  Wittenberg  Synod  of  Ohio. — This  body  was  organized  in  June,  1847,  out  of  a 

part  of  the  English  Synod  of  Ohio,  and  at  the  same  time  united  with  the  General 
Synod,  adopting  its  Constitution  and  appointing  delegates.  The  brethren  separated 
from  the  Synod  of  Ohio  in  the  most  friendly  manner,  and  in  good  faith,  and  by  gen¬ 
eral  consent,  for  the  greater  convenience  of  all.  A  suitable  bound  was  agreed  upon 
and  a  geographical  division  effected  satisfactory  to  all  concerned  Wittenberg  Synod 
comprises  the  Western  part  of  Ohio,  and  extends  over  a  region  of  country  for  the 
most  part  new,  not  so  densely  populated  as  the  Eastern  portion  of  the  State;  the 
congregations  are  mostly  small,  but  have  a  good  prospect  of  a  rapid  increase  in  mem¬ 
bership  and  influence.  * 

The  state  of  religion  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  is,  in  general,  prosperous. 
Many  of  the  churches,  during  the  past  year,  have  experienced  precious  revivals.  It 
is  especially  worthy  of  notice,  that  our  Institution,  Wittenberg  College,  has  been 
visited  with  a  refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  during  the  past  winter.  A 
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number  of  the  students,  who  were  previously  unconcerned,  have  become  hopefully 
pious.  Wittenberg  College,  which  this  Synod  aids  in  supporting,  has  now  been  in 
operation  two  years  and  a  half.  The  Lord  has  graciously  smiled  upon  tins  impor¬ 
tant  enterprize,  and  signally  blessed  the  efforts  of  its  friends  from  its  incipiency  to 
the  present  time.  It  is  in  favor  with  the  citizens  of  Springfield,  where  it  is  located, 
and  popular  throughout  the  churches  of  the  State.  The  number  of  students  con¬ 
nected  with  it  during  the  last  term  was  108.  Of  these  44  are  candidates  for  the  min¬ 
istry,  14  of  whom  are  engaged  in  the  study  of  theology.  Its  funded  capital  is  in¬ 
creasing,  and  the  College  edifice,  we  hope,  will  be  completed  before  long.  It  also 
has  a  respectable  Library  and  Philosophical  Apparatus,  which  are  increasing.  The 
statistics  of  this  Synod  are  as  follows  :  ministers  16  ;  congregations  54  ;  members 
2219;  baptized  15S;  confirmed  124;  received  from  other  churches  47;  Sabbath 
Schools  21 ;  monies  raised  for  HomeMissions  $51  50;  Beneficiary  Education  $61  00. 
and  contingent  fund  of  Wittenberg  College  $49  00. 

14.  Synod  of  the  West. — Since  the  meeting  of  the  last  General  Synod,  this  body 
has  been  divided  into  three  parts;  one  called  the  Synod  of  the  South  West,  located^ 
in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  another  called  the  Synod  of  Illinois,  located  in  the  State 
of  Illinois,  and  the  third  retaining  the  name  of  the  Synod  of  the  West,  located  in 
Indiana.  From  this  body  your  committee  have  no  report,  and  no  copy  of  their  Min¬ 
utes,  and  are  consequently  unable  to  give  any  certain  information.  It  is,  however, 
small,  containing  some  five  or  six  ministers,  and  probably  some  18  or  20  congrega¬ 
tions. 

15.  Synod  of  the  South  West. — This  body  was  organized  in  June,  1846,  out  of  a 
part  of  the  Synod  of  the  West.  It  is  located  in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  and  con¬ 
tains  six  ministers.  The  statistics  are  not  given  in  the  report  of  the  committee,  and 
we  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  them.  The  report  handed  to  us  by  the  delegate 
from  this  Synod  says :  “  We  have  reason  to  be  thankful  that  God  has  signally  blessed 
this  little  band  of  brethren  by  the  outpouring  of  his  Spirit  and  the  reviving  of  his 
work  among  us.  At  our  last  Synodical  Convention,  held  in  Bedford  County,  Ten¬ 
nessee,  a  work  of  grace  was  commenced  which  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  souls,  and  a  large  addition  to  the  church.  May  the  good  Lord 
continue  to  pour  out  his  Spirit  upon  his  people,  until  the  earth  shall  be  filled  with  the 
knowledge  of  God  !*’ 

16.  Synod  of  Illinois. — As  already  stated  this  Synod  was  also  organizedout  of  part  of 
the  Synod  of  the  West,  in  the  Spring  of  1846.  Its  last  statistical  report  is  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  ministers  8  ;  congregations  12  ;  infant  baptisms  105  ;  adults  2  ;  confirmed  42  ; 
communicants  631  ;  Sunday  Schools  6  ;  contributions  for  Synodical  Treasury  $32  56, 
and  for  Missions  $21  75. — The  report  from  the  delegate  of  this  body  is  as  follows: 
“  Within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  Illinois,  the  Christian  life  is  more  powerfully 
felt  and  exhibited  at  this  time,  than  at  any  previous  period.  Notwithstanding  the 
stronp-  influence  which  the  war  spirit  has  been  exerting  over  the  population  of  this 
State  since  1846,  thero  is  at  this  momenta  decided  advance  of  piety  in  our  churches. 
For  this  the  brethren  devoutly  thank  God,  take  courage,  and  resolve,  by  his  help,  to 
<ro  forward  in  their  efforts  for  the  good  of  Zion.  * 

O 

“  In  many  of  the  rapidly  increasing  settlements  of  Illinois  there  is  a  lamentable 
destitution  of  the  means  of  grace.  Faithful  missionaries  are  greatly  needed.  Peo¬ 
ria,  Quincy,  Bellville,  Olney,  Jonesboro’,  St.  Louis,  and  several  other  points,  ought 
to  be  immediately  supplied  with  pious  and  efficient  ministers  of  the  Lutheran  church. 
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S  u  m  m ary . 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  there  are  at  present  connected  with  General 
Synod,  sixteen  district  Synods,  containing  ministers  and  churches  scattered  over  most 
of  the  States  of  our  wide  extended  Union.  F rom  the  statistics  given  above  we  gather 
the  following  aggregate  result :  Ministers  336;  congregations  762,  average  annual 
increase  5300  ;  communicants  62,022.  This  statement  is  not  entirely  accurate  from 
the  incompleteness  of  the  reports.  It  is  probably  considerably  below  the  truth.  But 
we  will  make  no  imaginary  additions.  The  Synods  connected  with  the  General 
Synod  have  also  under  their  care  five  Theological  Seminaries,  four  Colleges,  and  sev¬ 
eral  Classical  Academies.  As  nearly  as  we  can  ascertain  there  are  in  these  several 
Institutions  and  with  private  individuals  about  125  students  indifferent  stages  of  pre¬ 
paration  for  the  ministry  in  our  church.  We  are  also  pleased  to  note  the  manifest  in¬ 
crease  of  the  work  of  Home  Missions  within  the  bounds  of  the  General  Synod  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  few  years.  Several  of  the  Synods,  especially  in  the  West  and  South 
West,  occupy  Missionary  ground,  and  may  themselves  be  considered  as  Home  Mis¬ 
sionary  Societies  ;  while  all,  even  the  elder  Synods,  are  enlarging  their  borders  by 
dividing  pastoral  districts  and  building  up  new  churches.  The  General  Synod’s 
Home  Missionary  Society  has  aided  seventeen  during  the  past  year,  and  will  now 
greatly  extend  it  operations  in  this  respect,  while  several  of  the  Synods  have  Home 
Missions  of  their  own,  so  that  at  this  time  there  are  probably  from  25  to  30  Home 
Missionaries  in  the  field  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synods  connected  with  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod.  Our  Foreign  Mission  too,  in  G untoor,  India,  is  assuming  an  interesting 
aspect,  and  has  the  prospect  of  a  re-inforcement  the  ensuing  fall.  This  glorious 
cause  is  manifestly  gaining  upon  the  affections  and  benevolence  of  the  church.  The 
cause  of  general  education  and  enlightenment  is  also  manifestly  rapidly  on  the  ad¬ 
vance  throughout  the  entire  church,  with  the  most  cheering  prospects  for  the  future. 
Your  committee  feel  warranted  in  saying,  that  the  general  aspect  of  the  churches 
connected  with  the  General  Synod  was  never  more  interesting  and  full  of  promise, 
and  the  friends  of  our  beloved  Zion  never  had  more  reason  to  thank  God,  take 
courage,  and  go  forward. 

Synods  not  connected  with  the  General  Synod. 

Your  committee  had  intended  also  to  give  a  general  view  of  the  state  of  the 
church  not  connected  with  the  General  Synod  ;  but  upon  further  reflection  they  are 
not  sure  that  their  duty  extended  to  these.  And  besides,  they  have  not  in  their 
possession  the  recent  Minutes  of  these  Synods,  and  no  certain  means  of  correct  in¬ 
formation  in  regard  to  the  present  state  of  affairs  within  the  bounds  of  most  of 
them.  And  as  we  do  not  like  to  indulge  in  conjecture,  we  have  abandoned  our 
original  intention.  As  far  as  we  know,  the  following  Lutheran  Synods  in  the  United 
States  are  yet  disconnected  with  the  General  Synod,  viz  :  the  Synod  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  General  Synod  of  Ohio,  Eastern  and  Western  District  Synods  of  Ohio,  Eng¬ 
lish  District  Synod  of  Ohio,  Synod  of  Indiana,  Synod  of  Michigan,  Synod  of  Mis¬ 
souri,  Franckean  Synod  of  New  York,  the  Pittsburg  Synod,  and  the  Tennessee  Sy¬ 
nod.  These  eleven  Synods  embrace  a  large,  wealthy,  and  highly  respectable  portion 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country  ;  and  nearly  all  of  them  are  actively  and 
zealously  engaged  in  the  great  work  which  the  Lord  has  given  us  in  this  Western 
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world.  We  forbear  giving  statistics,  because  we  cannot  hope  even  to  approximate 
accuracy.

APPENDIX  F . 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

This  committee  respectfully  submit  the  following  report :  The  resolution  of  the 
last  General  Synod  instructed  them  “to  prepare  an  address  to  the  various  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  bodies  of  our  church  in  Europe  and  especially  in  Germany,  setting  forth  the  con¬ 
dition  of  our  church  in  this  country,  and  calculated  to  remove  the  false  impressions 
which  have  been  made  there,  in  regard  to  our  doctrine  and  practice.  Where  no  ec¬ 
clesiastical  organization  exists,  said  address  to  be  sent  to  prominent  evangelical  min¬ 
isters  of  the  Lutheran  and  Evangelical  churches,  or  where  thought  expedient,  pub¬ 
lished  in  some  influential  papers  in  the  countries  which  it  is  thought  desirable  to 
reach. ’’ 

In  conformity  to  their  instructions,  your  committee  consulted  on  the  subject,  and 
prepared  a  letter  of  some  considerable  length,  and  had  it  printed  in  the  form  of  a 
Circular.  This  letter  is  couched  in  language  of  the  most  friendly  character.  Invok¬ 
ing  the  spirit  of  love  as  the  essence  of  true  religion,  it  avows  this  as  the  motive  of 
the  General  Synod  in  now  seeking  closer  communion  with  our  brethren  of  the  faith 
in  Europe,  as  it  had  done  in  1820,  soon  after  its  organization,  although  little  response 
was  then  given  to  our  invitation.  The  letter  then  proceeds  to  give  a  candid  and  de¬ 
finite  view  of  the  doctrines,  government,  discipline  and  usages  of  our  church,  espe¬ 
cially  of  that  portion  of  it  connected  with  the  General  Synod.  The  character  of  our 
General  Synod  as  an  advisory  body,  and  of  our  Special  Conferences  as  particularly 
designed  to  promote  the  conversion  of  sinners  and  edification  of  saints  was  fully  de¬ 
tailed.  Other  topics  of  peculiarity  were  also  discussed,  such  as  revivals  of  religion 
and  the  means  employed  for  their  promotion,  were  in  like  manner  described,  so  as  to 
convey  to  our  transatlantic  brethren  a  correct  idea  of  our  church  in  this  country. 
This  letter  after  having  received  the  sanction  of  the  entire  committee,  was  addressed 
to  a  large  number  of  the  most  distinguished  divines  of  Europe,  and  especially  of  the 
different  portions  of  Germany,  among  whom  were  the  following:

This  letter  was  also  republished  by  several  editors  in  Germany,  among  whom  Dr. 
Harless,  of  Leipsic,  deserves  to  be  named.  It  was  also  appended  to  the  printed  mi¬ 
nutes  of  the  Basil  Vorveiein  of  the  Protestant  H  uelpsvereign  in  Switzerland,  express¬ 
ly  as  they  state,  “  because  it  contains  important  intimations  on  the  best  method  of 
evangelizing  the  German  population  of  tire  West,  and  in  general,  presents  such  in¬ 
formation  as  will  enable  the  reader  to  understand  the  ecclesiastical  condition  of  this 
country.’’ 

Several  members  of  the  committee  subsequently  made  a  tour  over  the  continent, 
and  had  every  opportunity  to  learn  the  nature  of  the  reception  of  this  letter.  In 
general  we  may  state,  it  met  a  very  favorable  reception  at  the  hands  of  the  whole 
Evangelical  or  United  church  of  Germany,  as  might  naturally  have  been  expected, 
since  the  ground  on  which  that  church  is  organized  and  that  of  this  General  Synod 
are  in  general  identical.  Both  are  based  on  the  principle  of  unity  in  essentials  and 
liberty  in  nonessentials. 

That  portion  of  the  church,  sometimes  termed  old  Lutherans,  which  advocate  the 
rigid  adherence  to  the  views  of  the  Lutheran  church  of  the  16th  century,  on  thesub- 
ject  of  the  bodily  presence  of  the  Savior  in  the  Eucharist,  of  course  were  not  pleased 
with  the  liberty  allowed  by  the  General  Synod  on  the  subject  of  the  nonessential 
doctrines,  though  many  of  these  brethren  exhibited  a  deep  interest  in  our  church, 
and  received  us  with  the  utmost  kindness  and  affection. 

When  we  enquired,  why  has  no  response  as  yet  been  given  to  our  letter,  the  reply 
was  that  no  one  felt  himself  authorized  to  act  in  the  case,  that  the  church  is  so  or¬ 
ganized  as  to  have  no  one  head  and  no  one  general  judicatory,  authorized  to  act  for 
others. 

There  is  doubtless  truth  in  this  ;  but  other  reasons  in  our  opinion  had  still  greater 
force.  The  church  in  the  first  place  has  for  some  years  past  been  in  a  very  distract¬ 
ed  condition.  Not  only  were  the  friends  of  Biblical  truth  at  war  with  the  neological 
and  infidel  party;  but  the  church  was  most  unhappily  entangled  in  the  political  strife 
of  the  day  between  the  king  and  his  subjects,  between  the  friends  and  enemies  of 
popular  government.  The  second  cause  to  which  we  would  refer,  is  the  immediate 
dependence  of  every  individual  minister  on  the  civil  rulers,  by  which  he  is  appointed, 
and  on  whose  pleasure  the  tenure  of  his  office  is  suspended.  This  begets  the  habit 
of  extreme  caution  in  the  minister,  not  to  participate  in  anything  not  distinctly  con¬ 
nected  with  his  individual  charge,  unless  previously  assured  of  the  assent  of  his  rulers. 
Out  of  this  same  cause  has  grown  a  complete  isolation  of  the  ministry,  so  that  in 
many  instances  neighboring  ministers  may  preach  in  adjoining  villages  twenty  years 
without  ever  exchanging  pulpits,  or  uniting  in  any  associated  efforts  to  promote  the 
cause  of  religion  among  the  people  of  their  charge.  At  the  same  lime  the  commit¬ 
tee  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  there  are  several  voluntary  Missionary  Associations 
by  which  the  more  evangelical  ministers  are  occasionally  brought  together  in  Chris¬ 
tian  communion.  And  the  third  cause  to  which  the  silence  of  our  Transatlantic 
brethren  in  reply  to  our  circular  may  be  attributed,  is  the  known  jealousy  of  the  civil 
rulers  in  regard  to  the  influence  of  our  republican  institutions.  This  feeling  pervaces 
all  the  courts  of  Europe,  and  if  the  correctness  of  their  apprehension  had  not  been 
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evident  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  the  recent  revolutions,  which  were  anticipated 
even  at  the  time  of  our  visit  to  those  countries,  must  dispel  all  doubt.  The  tiansi- 
tion  from  liberal  institutions  in  church  to  those  of  a  similar  character  in  State,  is  so 
natural  and  easy,  that  the  jealousy  referred  to  extended  alike  to  both,  and  rendered 
closer  contact  with  us  either  civil  or  ecclesiastical,  undesirable  to  the  friends  of  mon¬ 
archy  in  Europe.  As  illustrative  of  this  feeling,  your  committee  will  introduce  a 
few  facts  that  will  surprize  this  body.  In  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Wittenberg 
which  is  all  that  remains  of  the  illustrious  school  of  the  prophets,  in  which  that  man 
of  God,  Luther,  taught  the  doctrines  of  the  Reformation,  the  civil  authorities  re¬ 
quire  the  attendance  of  an  individual,  who  shall  take  notes  of  all  the  debates  of  the 
theological  students,  and  submit  this  record  to  a  police  officer  for  examination,  lest 
the  students  even  when  discussing  theological  subjects,  might  incidentally  express 
opinions  either  tinctured  with  political  radicalism  or  in  any  way  unfriendly  to  the 
political  state  of  things!  Of  this  the  ministry  are  aware,  and  this  fact  has  doubtless 
in  some  measure  repressed  the  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  destitute  of  our  land,  to  which 
the  benevolence  and  piety  of  the  warm-hearted  Germans  have  prompted  them. — 
Nevertheless  our  personal  reception  among  them  was  exceedingly  friendly  and  cor¬ 
dial,  and  at  different  places,  little  circles  of  pious  noble-hearted  ministers  assured  us 
that  they  would  prepare  replies  to  our  circular  in  time  for  the  present  General  Synod. 
We  have  only  to  regret  that  they  have  not  yet  reached  us  ;  but  even  their  failure 
will  not  surprise  those  who  are  acquainted  with  the  excited,  the  incessantly  agiiated 
condition  of  the  German  churches  since  that  time.  It  is  to  be  hoped  after  the  pre¬ 
sent  revolutions  are  over,  the  condition  of  the  church  in  that  land  of  our  fathers  will 
be  more  favorable  to  international  Christian  communion.  At  all  events  your  com¬ 
mittee  feel  assured,  that  after  tranquillity  shall  have  been  restored  to  the  political  hori¬ 
zon  of  Germany,  some  interesting  epistolary  connexion  with  leading  divines,  and  lit¬ 
tle  circles  of  pastors,  and  with  Synods  if  any  should  be  formed,  can  be  maintained, 
which  will  prove  interesting  and  profitable. 

Your  committee  also  encouraged  the  Missionary  Societies  of  Germany  to  send 
young  men  of  undoubted  piety'  and  good  education  to  this  country,  to  spend  a  year 
in  one  of  our  theological  institutions,  in  order  to  become  acquainted  with  the  pecu¬ 
liar  circumstances  of  our  country  and  to  complete  their  knowledge  of  the  English 
language.  As  yet,  however,  the  missionaries  that  have  been  sent,  at  once  proceeded 
to  the  Western  country  and  entered  on  their  field  of  labor.  On  this  subject  also  the 
future  may  present  more  encouraging  results  than  have  yet  been  attained.  The  at¬ 
tempt  to  secure  such  an  arrangement  ought  not  to  be  abandoned.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  FOREIGN  MIS¬ 
SIONARY  SOCIETY  OF  THE  EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN  CHURCH 
OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

In  presenting  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  since 
its  hist  general  meeting,  the  executive  committee  desire  to  record  their  devout  ac¬ 
knowledgments  of  gratitude  to  the  great  Head  of  the  church  for  the  many  blessings 
with  which  he  has  crowned  their  enterprise,  and  the  encouragement  he  has  afforded 
them  to  persevere  in  their  work  of  mercy  and  labor  of  love. 

The  objects  for  which  we  are  associated  need  no  labored  eulogy.  Their  beneficial 
tendency  is  not  a  matter  of  doubtful  disputation  ;  for  the  happy  results  of  our  enter¬ 
prise  are  already  written  on  the  hearts  of  many  renewed  sinners,  and  celebrated  in 
the  songs  of  the  redeemed  before  the  throne.  Rut  there  is  always  danger  of  grow¬ 
ing  weary  in  well  doing,  and  we  need  line  upon  line  and  precept  upon  precept  to  help 
us  from  fainting  in  the  greatness  of  our  way. 

It  may  not,  therefore,  be  amiss  to  present  to  the  members  of  this  association  a  brief 
history  of  the  dealings  of  God  with  the  Society  for  the  last  three  years,  that  in  view 
of  the  past,  we  may  gather  strength  for  the  future,  and  encouraging  ourselves  in  the 
Lord  our  God,  may  go  forward,  with  more  enlarged  zeal,  to  renewed  exertions,  in 
the  foreign  missionary  field.  The  executive  committee  cannot  disguise  the  fact  that 
they  entered  upon  their  labors  under  peculiar  circumstances  of  difficulty.  A  general 
apathy  and  indifference  seemed  to  prevail  throughout  all  our  churches  in  relation  to 
Foreign  Missions.  The  idea  had  gone  abroad  that  the  Treasury  of  the  Society  w’as 
full  to  overflowing,  and  that  no  more  funds  were  needed.  The  organization  of  a 
Domestic  Missionary  Society  at  the  last  convention  of  the  General  Synod,  than 
which  nothing  could  have  been  more  necessary  and  praiseworthy — the  spirit  and  zeal 
with  which  many  who  had  been  the  first  and  main  supporters  of  Foreign  Missions 
turned  towards  this  new  and  more  inviting  field — the  occasional  articles  in  the  Luth¬ 
eran  Observer,  not  designed  indeed  to  be  antagonistic,  but  containing  sentiments  cal¬ 
culated  to  lessen  the  relative  importance  of  Foreign  Missions;  all  seemed  measurably 
to  opefate  against  us,  and  to  change  the  direction  of  the  contributions  of  those 
churches  who  had  hitherto  come  up  nobly  to  our  aid.  The  Savior’s  last  command 
moreover  seemed  to  be  altogether  unheeded  by  our  candidates  for  the  ministry ;  forr 
after  the  most  diligent  enquiry,  none  were  found  who  felt  inclined  to  go  and  labor 
among  the  perishing  heathen;  and  evidence  wp-s,  not  wanting  that  this  noble  cause 
was  often  forgotten  in  the  sacred  desk,  in  the  minister’s  study,  and  in  the  closets  of 
both  pastors  and  people. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  executive  committee  felt  themselves  straitened  in 
their  operations;  and  the  enlargement  of  the  Mission,  which  they  had  kept  steidily 
in  view,  seemed  almost  impossible,  or  at  least  a  measure  which  must  necessarily  be 
deferred  until  the  church  should  again  be  awakened  to  a  sense  of  her  responsibility. 
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To  add  to  our  discouragements,  brother  Heyer  asked  and  obtained  permission  from 
the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  to  return  home,  and  the  painful 
apprehension  was  felt  and  suggested  by  many,  that  as  brother  Gunn’s  health  was 
feeble,  and  he  could  not  be  expected  to  hold  on  for  any  length  of  time  in  that  sultry 
climate,  the  Mission  must  soon  be  disbanded  and  our  promising  beginning  lost. 

But  notwithstanding  these  difficulties  and  discouragements,  the  committee  did  not 
suffer  themselves  to  despond  or  falter  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work.  They  knew 
that  though  clouds  and  darkness  are  sometimes  round  about  the  throne  of  the  Eter¬ 


nal,  righteousness  and  judgment  are  the  habitation  of  his  throne,  and  that  when  he 
pleaseth,  he  can  make  light  arise  out  of  the  darkness.  They  felt  that  the  great  com¬ 
mission — “  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,”  was 
from  him;  and  relying  on  his  promise  :  Lo  1  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end 
of  the  world,  they  determined  to  go  forward. 

Tiie  Executive  Committee  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod 
in  consulting  with  us  as  to  the  propriety  of  granting  permission  to  brother  Heyer  to 
return  to  this  country,  expressed  a  desire  to  transfer  the  whole  superintendence  and 
government  of  the  Mission,  after  his  return,  to  this  Society ;  meanwhile  declaring 
their  -willingness  to  continue  their  contributions  to  its  support,  according  to  their  abil¬ 
ity.  Such  transfer  was  accordingly  made  and  accepted  by  us.  And  here  we  feel 
constrained  to  pay  a  passing  tribute  to  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Synod,  for  their  devoted  zeal  and  activity  in  the  Missionary  work.  To  that  Society 
we  owe  the  successful  establishment  of  the  Mission  at  Guntoor.  To  them  belongs 
the  proud  distinction  of  having  sent  the  first  Lutheran  Missionary  from  the  United 
States.  And  right  and  proper  was  it,  that  the  oldest  Lutheran  Synod  in  this  coun¬ 
try,  the  mother  of  us  all,  should  take  the  lead  in  this  noble  enterprise.  Jt  was  in 
strict  unison  with  the  spirit  which  characterised  the  founders  of  that  venerable  body 
in  leaving  their  fatherland  to  establish  a  branch  of  our  Lutheran  Zion  in  the  then 
wilderness  of  America.  It  was  providential,  whether  we  consider  the  man  sent,  those 
who  sent  him,  the  time,  or  the  section  of  country  in  which  he  commenced  his  labors. 
Upon  accepting  the  entire  superintendence  of  the  Guntoor  Mission,  your  commit¬ 
tee  felt  an  increased  measure  of  responsibility  resting  upon  them,  and  immediately 
prepared  to  do  what  they  could  to  meet  the  expectations  of  the  churches.  The  wants 
of  the  Mission  were  duly  attended  to ;  brother  Gunn’s  request  to  be  placed,  as  to  sal- 
arv,  upon  a  footing  with  the  Missionaries  of  the  American  Board  obtained  a  favor¬ 
able  response;  and  provision  was  made  for  the  permanent  establishment  and  support 
of  the  schools  under  his  charge  ;  though  we  did  not  feel  authorised,  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances,  to  grant  remittances  either  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Mission  house,  or 
the  construction  of  a  new  one.  The  expenditures  having  hitherto  been  large,  and 
brother  Gunn  the  solitary  laborer  there,  it  was  considered  impolitic  to  go  to  any  fur¬ 
ther  extra  expense.  But  God  in  his  providence  had  designed  still  further  to  try  our 
faith.  Soon  after  brother  Heyer’s  return  we  received  the  intelligence  that  the  Mis¬ 
sion  house,  originally  built  with  very  perishable  materials,  had  suffered  so  much  in¬ 
jury  by  a  destructive  tornado,  as  to  become  altogether  useless,  either  for  schools  or  as 
a  chapel,  and  necessity  was  laid  upon  us  to  make  appropriations  for  its  reconstruction. 
Now  indeed  were  the  committee  straitened,  and  all  things  in  relation  to  our  Mission 
wore  a  most  gloomy  and  forbidding  aspect.  T  he  change  in  the  public  mind  relative 
to  p _ the  little  interest  manifested  in  it  by  the  brethren  of  the  ministry — the  appar¬ 

ent  withdrawal  of  an  associate  am  efficient  Society  from  the  enterprise — the  return 
of  brother  Heyer — the  destruction  of  the  Mission  house,  and  the  failure  to  obtain  ad- 
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ditional  laborers  to  enter  upon  the  field — all  indicated  a  backward  and  downward  ten¬ 
dency,  and  led  us  to  feel  that  unless  God  should  interpose,  the  work  must  come  to 
naught. 

Your  committee  are,  however,  happy  to  state  that  He  of  whom  they  had  sought 
council  and  help,  in  his  own  good  time  relieved  them  from  their  embarrassments.  Even 
before  we  were  prepared  to  forward  funds  to  rebuild  the  Mission  house,  brother  Gunn, 
through  the  noble  liberality  of  that  steady  friend  of  our  Mission,  Mr.  Stokes,  and 
other  like  minded  men,  had  succeeded  in  erecting  a  chapel  and  school  room,  besides 
a  residence  for  himself  and  family,  so  that  the  accommodations  for  the  prosecution  of 
the  work  were  altogether  better  than  before.  But  an  account  of  all  these  matters, 
as  communicated  to  the  committee,  have  already  been  spread  before  the  churches  in 
the  journal  of  our  Missionary,  and  consequently  any  further  reference  to  them  in 
this  report  is  deemed  unnecessary. 

Another  favorable  circumstance  soon  occurred,  [n  the  month  of  June,  1847,  a 
communication  was  received  from  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Missionary 
Society  of  Pennsylvania  Synod,  proposing  to  support  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Heyer  at  Gun- 
toor,  provided  we  would  appoint  him  as  our  Missionary,  and  defray  the  expenses  of 
his  voyage.  This  movement  was  regarded  by  your  committee  as  indicative  of  the 
providence  of  God,  and  hailed  as  the  dawning  of  a  better  day.  It  therefore  received 
our  hearty  approval.  The  renewed  active  co-operation  of  our  sister  Society  was  a 
pleasing  and  soul  cheering  event.  The  return  of  brother  Heyer,  another,  not  less  so. 
That  dear  brother  recruited  in  health  and  strength,  rich  in  qualifications  for  a  Mis¬ 
sionary,  master  of  the  Telagoo  language,  the  acquisition  of  some  three  years  study, 
blessed  with  kind  and  pleasing  manners,  good  conversational  powers,  and  apt  to 
teach,  was  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee  the  very  man  we  needed  at  this  par¬ 
ticular  juncture  to  reinforce  the  Mission. 

To  revive  a  Missionary  spirit  in  the  churches  and  to  stir  up  their  pure  minds  by 
way  of  remembrance,  brother  Heyer  was  directed  to  visit  as  far  as  possible  the  con¬ 
gregations,  and  wherever  deemed  expedient,  to  collect  funds  for  the  prosecution  of 
the  work  Some  three  or  four  months  were  devoted  to  this  service  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Pennsylvania,  New  York  and  llartvvick  Synods,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
committee,  and  with  great,  benefit  to  the  Mission.  Still  further  to  awaken  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  churches  to  the  Foreign  Missionary  field  the  committee  deemed  the  de¬ 
parture  of  brother  Heyer  a  suitable  occasion  to  call  a  general  Missionary  Conven¬ 
tion  ;  which  was  accordingly  appointed  to  be  held  in  St.  James’  church  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  on  the  27th  of  October  last.  Representatives  were  present  from  four 
of  the  Synods,  and  the  assembling  of  the  brethren  was  greatly  blessed  to  the  encour¬ 
agement  of  Our  hearts  and  the  strengthening  of  our  hands.  We  met  m  despondency 
but  separated  with  adoring  gratitude  and  praise.  When  we  assembled  our  funds 
were  exhausted;  we  had  been  disappointed  in  negociating  a  loan ;  and  knew  not 
where  to  apply  for  means  to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  brother  Heyer’s  outfit 
✓  and  voyage.  But  before  the  close  of  the  meeting,  there  was  an  ample  replenishing 
of  the  Treasury,  and  after  satisfying  all  demands,  we  found  that  God  had  not  been 
unmindful  of  his  promise,  and  that  there  was  not  only  enough,  but  to  spare.  Tins 
was  our  last  official  meeting  with  brother  Heyer,  and  a  delightful  one  it  was,  which 
we  trust  will  never  be  forgotten.  Never  had  we  been  so  encouraged.  The  </reat 
God  of  Missions  himself  seemed  to  give  us  a  guarantee  in  the  striking  indications  of 
of  his  providence  that  day  manifested,  that  our  Mission,  for  which  so  many  prayers 
had  been  offered  up,  should  not  perish,  but  go  on  and  prosper;  and  yet  become- 
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a  praiso,  an  excellency  and  a  blessing  to  countless  myriads  of  the  perishing 
heathen. 

We  pass  over  further  details  of  this  interesting  meeting,  as  they  have  already  been 
published  in  the  Lutheran  Observer,  and  are  doubtless  known  to  all  the  brethren  ; 
but  there  was  one  circumstance  connected  with  it,  on  which  we  feel  constrained  to 
dwell.  We  refer  to  the  large  contribution  from  the  Sunday  School  of  one  of  our 
churches  in  a  neighboring  city.  It.  rejoices  our  hearts  to  know,  that  hundreds,  if  not 
thousands  of  the  children  of  the  church  deem  it  a  privilege  to  make  their  weekly  or 
monthly  contributions  to  the  Mission.  They  will  not  withhold  their  good  wishes  a,nd 
prayers,  where  their  money  goes.  Nor  will  their  labors  of  love  for  the  poor  heathen 
be  in  vain.  The  schools  of  our  Mission  are  now  receiving  the  benefit  of  their  con¬ 
tributions  in  the  increased  facilities  provided  for  the  instruction  of  the  ignorant  in  the 
precious  truths  of  the  gospel,  and  in  leading  them  to  the  knowledge  of  the  blessed 
Savior.  May  He  who  to  >k  little  children  in  his  arms,  bless  their  humble  and  holy 
endeavors,  sanctify  to  his  use  both  the  givers  and  their  gifts,  and  move  the  hearts  of 
all  the  children  in  our  elm  ches  to  go,  and  do  likewise. 

On  the  adjournment  of  the  convention,  brother  Heyer  prepared  for  his  immediate 
embarkation.  Every  facility  was  afforded  him  by  the  officers  of  the  American  Board 
of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  and  we  take  great  pleasure  in  recording  here 
our  grateful  acknowledgments  to  these  brethren  for  their  aid  on  this  occasion,  for  the 
uniform  kindness  they  have  manifested  in  transmitting  funds  and  official  communi¬ 
cations  to  India,  as  well  as  for  the  deep  interest  they  have  always  felt  in  the  prosper¬ 
ity  of  our  Mission.  After  many  delays  brother  Heyer  finally  sailed  from  Boston  on 
the  fourth  of  December,  and  long  ere  this,  he  has  doubtless  reached  his  destination, 
and  entered  with  our  beloved  Missionary  already  there,  on  the  labors  to  which  he 
has  consecrated  his  life. 

And  now  the  question  arises:  Shall  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Mission  at  Guntoor 
be  sustained?  or  rather,  as  there  is  still  much  land  to  be  possessed  in  that  benighted 
country,  and  many  stations  may  be  occupied  with  advantage,  shall  it  be  strengthened 
and  enlarged?  To  this  question  but  one  answer  can  be  returned.  The  great  Master 
has  shown  his  mind  in  the  commission  to  the  church  to  evangelize  the  world  ;  and 
his  will  is  our  supreme  law.  Duty  here  is  imperative.  Does  he  direct?— then  plea¬ 
sure,  convenience,  interest,  wealth,  business,  health,  nay  even  life  itself  must  be 
yielded  up.  The  church  is,  in  a  subordinate  sense,  the  executor  of  his  will,  has  his 
plain  instructions,  and  all  needful  supplies  in  her  possession.  Though  like  Israel  of 
old,  encompassed  with  difficulties,  the  mountains  on  one  hand  and  the  raging  sea  on 
the  other,  the  command  from  heaven  is:  Go  forward!  And  shall  the  mother  church 
of  Protestantism  refuse  to  obey,  or  endeavor  to  throw  off  upon  others  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  which  rests  upon  her  to  bear  a  part  in  the  evangelizing  of  a  perishing,  bleeding 
world?  Not  so  did  our  fathers  act.  Oh  if  you  would  know  the  true  genius  of  evan¬ 
gelism,  go  visit  the  tombs  of  Ziegenbalgh  and  Schwartz,  of  Vandenkemp  and  Kohl- 
hoff  and  Rhenius,  and  a  host  of  worthy  sons  of  our  communion,  who  counted  not 
their  lives  dear  unto  them,  so  that  they  might  finish  their  course  with  joy,  and  the 
ministry  which  they  had  received  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  The  light  which  they  leave 
still  burns  with  increasing  brightness  in  the  regions  where  they  labored,  and  sheds  a 
glorious  lustre  upon  the  places  of  their  last  respose.  You  will  find  their  monuments 
in  the  churches  they  founded  and  the  schools  they  established — in  the  multitude  of 
rejoicing  souls,  who  are  even  now  in  those  far  off  lands  hymning  the  praises  of  Im¬ 
manuel,  and  in  the  hosts  of  the  redeemed  who,  through  their  instrumentality,  have 
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triumphed  over  death  and  hell,  and  joined  in  the  services  of  the  upper  sanctuary. 
And  shall  we  of  the  same  faith  and  church  and  ancestry  not  breathe  the  same  spirit? 
Shall  we  be  a  disgraceful  exception,  and  our  enterprise  at  Guntoor  an  exception? 
The  God  of  our  fathers — the  love  of  Jesus  and  his  cause — the  cries  of  the  perishing 
heathen  forbid  it!  A'o  dear  brethren  we  hope  for  better  things  of  you.  We  believe 
that  you,  and  the  portions  of  the  church  you  represent  will  ever  stand  by  our  For¬ 
eign  Mission,  and  that  soon  Guntoor  and  its  environs  will  not  be  large  enoucdi  for 
your  benevolent  views  apd  feelings.  VVe  believe  that  you  will  demand  and  provide 
for  other  stations  and  other  Missionaries,  until  you  are  satisfied  that  a  plan  is  in  suc¬ 
cessful  operation,  which  will  in  due  time  give  an  ample  supply  of  ministers  and  teach¬ 
ers  and  schools  to  the  eight  or  ten  millions  of  the  poor  Telagoos. 

Of  the  ability  of  the  churches,  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view,  we  have  not  the 
shadow  of  a  doubt.  Their  willingness  to  help,  depends  upon  their  knowledge,  their 
piety  and  their  confidence  in  our  Society  and  its  operations.  To  furnish  the  light 
and  knowledge  needed,  we  must  look  to  our  religious  periodicals,  to  the  pulpit,  and 
the  monthly  concert  of  prayer.  Let  our  editors  furnish  a  due  proportion  of  Mission¬ 
ary  intelligence  in  every  publication.  Let  the  ministers  of  the  gospel  do  their  whole 
duty,  employing  all  suitable  means  and  occasions  to  enlighten  their  people  in  relation 
to  our  Mission  and  its  operations,  and  above  all  let  the  prevailing  prayer  of  faith  go 
up  unceasingly  into  the  ears  of  the  Lord  of  Sabbaoth,  and  our  difficulties  will  soon 
be  removed,  and  the  contributions  of  the  churches  flow  like  water  into  the  treasury 
of  the  Lord.  Experience  and  observation  teach,  that  without  piety  a  man  cannot 
love  the.  cause  of  God,  nor  feel  for  the  perishing  condition  of  sinners  at  home  or 
abroad.  Hence  our  congregations  have  always  evinced,  that  just  in  proportion  to 
their  growth  in  grace,  has  been  the.  increase  in  the  fervor  of  their  prayers,  and  the 
amount  of  their  contributions.  As  piety  declines,  so  worldly  minded  ness  and  luke¬ 
warmness  abounds,  and  the  hand  which  devised  liberal  things  forgets  its  cunning. 
The  path  of  duty  is  then  plain.  Give  the  people  light,  strive  to  make  them  intelli¬ 
gent  and  pious,  and  the  cry  will  often  be  heard,  “  Lord  what  will  thou  have  me  to 
do,”  and  there  will  be  no  unwillingness  to. aid  in  all  the  noble  enterprises  of  the 
church. 

“  The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the  laborers  are  few.”  Among  the  many 
millions  of  the  Telagoos  we  have  only  two  Missionaries ;  and  within  tire  whole 
length  and  breadth  of  the  church  we  know  of  but  two  others,  who  in  answer  to  our 
repeated  calls,  are  seriously  directing  their  attention  to  the  Foreign  Missionaiy  field. 
And  what  are  these  among  so  many?  We  are  therefore,  still  constrained  to  ask. 
Who  will  go  to  reinforce  our  Mission  at  Guntoor?  Who  will  say:  Here  am  I,  send 
me?  Ought  not  the  young  men  who  are  members  of  our  church  seriously  to  ponder 
upon  this  question?  Can  they  esteem  any  sacrifice  too  great  to  make  for  him  who 
hath  called  them  with  a  holy  calling,  and  made  them  partakers  of  his  grace  ?  Will 
not  parents  press  it  home  upon  the  dear  children  God  hath  given  them?  Can  they 
ever  forget  the  baptismal  scene,  and  the  holy  offering  of  their  infants  to  God.  Said 
a  venerable  father  in  the  Lutheran  church,  who  is  now  in  heaven — “  When  l  gave 
up  my  children  in  holy  baptism  to  God,]  gave  them  to  him  unreservedly,  to  do  with 
them  what  he  pleased.”  Two  of  those  children  are  now  laboring  as  Missionaries  in 
heathen  lands,  and  another  in  the  ministry  of  reconciliation  at  home.  Y\  ill  not  our 
pastors  interest  themselves  in  this  matter,  and  strive  to  train  up  Missionaries  from 
the  young  members  of  their  flock  to  go  forth  and  preach  the  unseai chnble  riches  of 
Christ  to  the  heathen,  that  thus  watering  others,  they  themselves  may  be  abundantly 
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watered,  and  the  blessing  of  God  which  maketli  rich  and  rejoiceth  the  heart  may 
descend  upon  them,  and  abide  with  them  forever?  Laborers  we  must  have.  The 
fields  are  white  already  to  the  harvest,  and  the  reapers  are  but  faint  and  few.  Pray 
ye  all  therefore,  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send  forth  more  laborers  into  his  harvest. 

In  conclusion,  while  a  review  of  the  operations  of  our  Society  for  the  past  three 
years  constrains  us  to  cry — “our  leanness,  our  leanness” — we  would  this  day,  rely¬ 
ing  on  the  divine  promises,  encourage  ourselves  in  the  Lord  our  God,  and  go  for¬ 
ward  ;  and  we  ask  the  co-operation  and  prayers  of  the  churches,  and  of  all  who  love 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity,  that  God  would  lengthen  our  cords,  and  strengthen 
our  stakes,  and  grant  us  his  approval  and  blessing.

SIXTH  REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  PARENT 

EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

Since  the  last  report  of  the  committee  made  in  1845,  but  little  of  an  encouraging 
nature  has  occurred  in  the  educational  operations  of  the  church.  The  tendency  of 
thi  ngs  has  been  from  want  of  confidence  to  discouragement,  from  discouragement  to 
despondency,  inactivity  and  indifference.  It  would  be  unprofitable  on  the  present 
occasion  to  refer  to  the  causes  which  have  produced  this  result.  It  is  sufficient  for 
us  to  know  that  during  the  last  three  years  but  seven  new  applicants  for  aid  have  been 
received  on  the  funds.  That  there  is  but  one  beneficiary  in  the  Preparatory  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Pennsylvania  College  at  Gettysburg,  not  one  in  the  Freshman  class,  two  in 
the  Senior,  four  in  the  Junior  and  five  in  the  Sophomore  class  ;  and  that  the  whole 
number  on  the  funds  at  the  present  time,  embracing  the  operations  of  all  the  Synods 
with  one  exception  connected  with  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  is  only 
seventeen.  Of  this  number  six  are  connected  with  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Gettysburg. 

It  is  a  subject  of  painful  consideration  which  addresses  itself  to  the  church,  whence 
we  shall  supply  the  existing  demand  for  ministerial  labor.  Our  duty  is  as  clear  and 
imperative  as  the  word  and  providence  of  God  can  make  it.  Independently  of  the 
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heathen  who  are  stretching  out  their  hands  for  aid  to  us  as  well  as  to  others,  the  nat- 
ural  increase  of  our  church  is  suffering  in  many  places  from  spiritual  famine  whilst 
the  immigrant  Germans  from  language  and  church  connection  naturally  look  to  us 
for  religious  instruction.  This  subject  becomes  more  painful  when  we  consider  that 
since  1842,  when  the  church  at  large  was  blessed  with  extensive  revivals  of  religion, 
the  number  of  beneficiaries  has  diminished  constantly  until  the  present  time,  whilst 
there  has  been  no  corresponding  increase  perceptible  in  the  number  of  theological 
students  who  sustain  themselves.  During  the  same  time,  there  has  been  no  corres¬ 
ponding  increase  in  the  benevolence  of  the  church  in  any  other  direction  ;  on  the 
contrary  the  contributions  of  the  whole  church  for  all  benevolent  purposes  may  now 
be  easily  covered  by  the  annual  charities  of  a  single  congregation  in  this  city.  1  he 
annual  contributions  to  the  cause  of  beneficiary  education  from  three  of  our  most 
active  Synods,  composed  of  95  ministers,  242  congregations  and  a  membership 
amounting  to  25,924  is  less  than  $2,000.  These  are  sorrowful,  humiliating  facts,  and 
need  no  comment.  Under  such  circumstances  it  is  a  subject  of  thankfulness  that 
other  Christian  denominations  are  educating  ministers  for  the  German  field  and  by 
their  abundant  labors  are  supplying  our  lack  of  service.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  if  we 
are  deficient  in  labor,  we  will  not  be  wanting  in  love,  and  that  we  can  say  with  the 
apostle  in  all  sincerity,  “What  then?  Notwithstanding  every  way, Christ  is  preached  ; 
and  1  therein  do  rejoice,  yea  and  will  rejoice.’’ 

The  committee  proposes  no  change  in  the  existing  mode  of  operation.  Let  the 
responsibility  rest  with  the  Synods  and  pastors  to  whom  it  naturally  belongs.  The 
committee  cannot  now  occupy  the  position  which  it  held  ten  years  ago.  The  work 
has  passed  into  other  hands  whose  activity  and  success,  it  is  hoped,  will  furnish  am¬ 
ple  security  that  the  change  has  been  for  good.  It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  the 
existing  organization  of  the  Parent  Society  remain  undisturbed,  inasmuch  as  it  is  in¬ 
corporated  and  possesses  some  funds  which  it  is  believed  will  be  increased  from  year  to 
year.  T  he  experience  of  the  church  during  the  last  fifteen  years  will  doubtless  sug¬ 
gest  to  them  that  organization  and  mode  of  operation  which  will  most  conduce  to  the 
glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  the  church. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was 
adopted. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  nominate 
officers  for  this  society. 

The  chair  appointed  Prof.  II.  I.  Schmidt,  Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker, 
and  Rev.  R.  Weiser. 

Resolved ,  That  in  view  of  the  good  that  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  by  the  Education  Society,  we  feel  grateful  to  God,  and 
would  take  fresh  courage  in  prosecuting  the  work  with  increased 
zeal. 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Executive  Committee 
to  consider  the  propriety  of  reducing  the  annual  allowance  to  bene¬ 
ficiaries. 
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The  committee  on  nominations  reported  the  following  officers;

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  nominations  confirmed. 

After  prayer  by  the  President,  the  society  adjourned  to  meet 
again  at  the  next  Convention  of  the  General  Synod.

HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 


FIRST  REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  HOME 

MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

Three  years  ago  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  held  in  Philadelphia,  the 
Home  Missionary  Society  was  established.  Immediately  on  their  return  home,  the 
undersigned  commenced  their  operations  as  Executive  Committee.  They  proceeded 
to  draw  up  instructions  to  Missionaries,  to  prepare  the  form  of  a  commission,  to  adopt 
rules  for  the  transaction  of  their  own  business  as  a  committee,  and  to  call  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  church  to  the  great  subject  of  Home  Missions  through  the  columns  of  our 
religious  papers.  Afier  we  were  thus  fully  organized,  we  made  known  our  readiness 
to  receive  applications  for  aid.  Ever  since  that  time,  your  committee  have  diligently 
attended  to  the  business  referred  to  them,  and  now  offer  the  first  report  of  their  trans¬ 
actions.  They  desire  gratefully  to  recognize  the  goodness  of  God  in  enabling  them 
to  respond  favorably  to  every  call  for  assistance  made  in  accordance  with  our  plan  of 
operations. 

We  shall  proceed  to  give  a  condensed  statement  of  every  Missionary’s  station  and 
labors  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  recognized  by  us.  All  the  interesting  partic¬ 
ulars  have  been  already  published  in  the  Lutheran  Observer,  and  hence  it  was  not 
deemed  necessary  to  repeat  them  in  this  report. 

1.  Rev.  James  13.  Oliver,  North  Manchester,  Wabash  county,  Indiana;  commis¬ 
sioned  Nov.  1,  1845.  He  has  been  in  part  supported  by  the  Society  ever  since  the 
date  of  his  commission,  but  the  committee  has  recently  learned  that  he  has  left  this 
field.  We  regret  that  Mr.  Oliver  did  not  inform  us  of  his  intention  to  remove.  He 
has  had  six  regular  preaching  places  and  for  some  time  one  or  two  more.  He  labored 
in  a  section  of  the  country  where  our  principles  were  much  misrepresented,  and  he 
endured  no  little  opposition.  lie  has  also  suffered  from  sickness  during  several  sea¬ 
sons,  which  interfered  considerably  with  his  efforts.  Four  houses  of  public  worship 
have  been  in  progress  of  erection,  but  the  committee  have  not  been  informed  whether 
they  are  finished.  Mr.  Oliver  seems  to  have  labored  diligently  and  to  have  succeed¬ 
ed  in  building  up  the  church  to  a  considerable  extent. 
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2.  Rev.  J.  Kohler,  Williamsport,  Lycoming  county,  Pa  ;  commissioned  Nov.  9th, 

1845.  This  is  a  field  in  which  the  interests  of  our  church  had  for  a  long  time  been 
neglected.  Mr.  Iv.  had  disadvantages  of  a  peculiar  kind  to  encounter.  He  was 
strongly  opposed  by  some  who  should  have  sympathised  with  him  and  by  others  who 
unjustly  considered  him  as  interfering  with  their  rights.  A  protracted  and  vexatious 
law  suit  about  the  right  to  a  house  of  worship,  grew  out  of  these  difficulties,  in  which 
our  Missionary  gained  a  signal  triumph  over  his  opponents  and  secured  the  use  of 
the  church. 

Part  of  the  time,  he  has  preached  at  three  places;  mostly  at  two,  and  from  his 
quarterly  reports  to  us,  he  must  have  labored  diligently.  Mr.  Iv.  felt  it  to  be  his  duty 
to  leave  this  field  in  April  last  and  it  is  now  unsupplied.  The  station  has  occasioned 
your  committee  no  small  anxiet}^,  and  it  has  been  commended  to  the  fostering  care 
of  the  neighboring  conference  of  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod,  who  we  hope,  will 
give  it  the  attention  its  importance  demands. 

3.  Rev.  D.  M.  Hoyt,  Lafayette,  Indiana;  commissioned  in  March,  1846,  but  after 
eight  months  service  he  informed  us  that  he  required  no  further  assistance  from  the 
Society.  Pie  would  not  even  have  asked  for  more  than  the  half  he  received,  had  he 
not  been  unfortunate  in  the  loss  of  several  trunks  of  clothing  and  other  articles  in 
their  transportation  from  the  East  to  the  West.  Pie  has  three  churches ;  one  of 
which  in  Lafayette,  has  been  established  entirely  by  his  own  exertions  and  two  others 
in  the  country,  have  been  re-organized  by  him.  Mr.  H.  has  displayed  a  most  laud¬ 
able  activity  in  his  labors,  and  he  is  now  altogether  supported  by  his  churches. 

4.  Rev.  Samuel  McReynolds,  Delphi,  Carroll  Co.,  Indiana;  commissioned  May, 

1846.  He  has  had  a  hard  field  to  cultivate,  but  has  succeeded  well  considering  the 
difficulties  of  his  post.  Pie  has  encountered  much  opposition  from  various  classes  of 
errorists  but  has  manfully  withstood  them  all.  He  has  erected  several  houses  of  wor¬ 
ship,  and  in  general  appears  to  have  succeeded  well. 

5.  Rev.  F.  A.  Barnitz,  Jersey  Shore,  Pa.;  commissioned  Nov.  22d,  1846.  He  la¬ 
bored  but  three  months  after  his  commission  and  resigned,  it  is  believed,  on  account 
of  ill  health.  The  station  was  soon  after  occupied  by  another  Lutheran  minister, 
who  asked  for  no  help  from  the  Society. 

6  and  7.  Rev.  C.  F.  Pleyer,  Baltimore;  commissioned  January  1st,  1847.  Pie 
commenced  the  establishment  of  a  new  German  Lutheran  church  in  this  city — pur¬ 
chased  a  house  of  worship  formerly  occupied  by  the  Methodists  and  carried  on  his 
operations  most  successfully.  In  July,  of  the  same  year,  he  resigned  the  place  in  or¬ 
der  to  prepare  for  his  voyage  to  India  as  a  Missionary  to  the  Telegus,  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  secured  the  efficient  services  of  the  Rev.  G.  H.  Brnndau,  who  now  labors 
faithfully  among  that  people.  The  congregation  is  gradually  increasing  and  Mr.  B’s 
efforts  are  much  blessed.  Thus  through  the  fostering  care  of  our  Society,  another 
has  been  added  to  the  Lutheran  churches  of  this  city,  numbering  over  100  members 
and  in  a  section  of  the  city  in  which  there  was  no  place  of  worship  for  the  numerous 
Germans  residing  in  it. 

8.  Rev.  Abraham  Reck,  Germantown,  Ohio.  On  the  5th  of  February,  1847,  the 
committee  appropriated  $50  to  the  support  of  this  father  in  the  ministry  on  the  re¬ 
commendation  of  some  of  his  Western  brethren.  Pie  was  not  properly  considered 
one  of  our  Missionaries,  but  eminently  entitled  to  the  benevolent  regard  of  the  So¬ 
ciety.  The  committee  feel  themselves  authorized  to  make  occasional  appropriations 
of  this  kind,  but  only  in  extraordinary  cases. 
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9.  Rev.  Wm.  Hunderdosse,  Huntingburg,  Dubois  county,  Indiana;  commissioned 
February  1 9th,  1847.  Before  the  expiration  of  his  first  quarter,  he  removed  to  some 
other  place,  where  he  did  not  need  any  support  from  us  and  is  consequently  not  in 
our  employ. 

10.  Rev.  John  Graeff,  Washington,  D.  C.;  commissioned  June  1st,  1847.  lie  is 
pastor  of  the  English  Lutheran  church  in  the  Capital  of  the  country.  He  entered 
on  his  duties  under  most  discouraging  circumstances  and  for  a  time  the  enterprise 
seemed  to  be  hopeless.  But  we  have  the  pleasure  to  report  that  by  the  faithful  la¬ 
bors  of  Mr.  G.,  the  help  of  our  Society  and  above  all  by  the  blessing  of  God,  most 
of  the  difficulties  have  been  removed  and  the  prospect  of  complete  success  is  certain. 
The  congregation  is  increasing,  the  house  of  worship  is  about  being  finished  and  the 
debt  has  been  considerably  reduced. 

11.  R,ev.  J.  Ivrack,  Louisville,  Ivy.  ;  commissioned  June  8th,  1847.  He  labors 
among  a  portion  of  the  Germans  and  occasionally  preaches  English.  He  offered  his 
services  to  us  in  order  to  prevent  many  of  the  Germans  from  straying  away  alto¬ 
gether,  and  to  encourage  the  few  English  members  with  the  hope  of  securing  for  them 
the  services  of  a  minister  who  would  devote  his  whole  attention  to  them.  Mr.  K. 
is  willing  to  resign  his  English  congregation  as  soon  as  another  minister  can  be  pro¬ 
cured  to  take  charge  of  it. 

12.  Rev.  Ephraim  Miller,  Springfield,  Illinois;  commissioned  July  14th,  1847. 
He  has  charge  of  several  congregations,  but  no  house  of  worship  has  as  yet  been 
finished  by  either,  though  several  are  in  progress.  Though  laboring  amid  difficul¬ 
ties,  yet  he  is  not  without  hope  of  finally  succeeding  in  his  arduous  work. 

13.  Rev.  Phil.  Locker,  Greenville,  Dark  county,  Ohio  ;  commissioned  October 
1st,  1847.  Two  reports  have  been  received  from  him,  which  represent  him  as  in¬ 
dustriously  engaged  in  cultivating  an  unpromising  soil,  but  more  formidable  difficul¬ 
ties  than  his  have  been  successfully  removed  and  the  grace  of  God  is  sufficient  to  ac¬ 
complish  mighty  moral  changes. 

14.  Rev.  Franklin  Templin,  Columbia,  Whitley  county,  Indiana;  commissioned 
Nov.  20th,  1847.  No  intelligence  has  as  yet  been  received  from  him,  although  hia 
commission  requires  him  to  report  quarterly. 

15.  Rev.  Hugh  Wells,  Augusta,  Marion  county,  Indiana  ;  commissioned  March 
14th ,  1848.  His  first  quarter  has  not  yet  expired  and  of  course  we  have  no  report. 

16.  Rev.  Ad.  Helwig,  Urbanna,  Ohio,  commissioned  May  1st,  184S. 

17.  Rev.  Herman  Eggers,  Wilksbarre,  Pa.  ;  commissioned  May  1st,  1848.  This 
brother  has  been  transferred  to  our  Society  by  the  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania,  by 
which  lie  has  been  in  part  supported  heretofore.  He  requires  but  a  small  sum  to 
make  up  his  deficiency,  which  your  committee  cheerfully  consented  to  pay,  inasmuch 
as  that  Synod  has  united  its  Missionary  Society  with  ours. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  17  men  have  been  altogether  or  in  part  supported  by  our 
funds  during  the  past  three  years;  3  in  Pennsylvania,  6  in  Indiana,  2  in  Maryland, 
3  in  Ohio,  1  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  1  in  Kentucky,  and  1  in  Illinois.  About 
12  new  houses  of  worship  have  been  erected  or  commenced — about  30  new  congre¬ 
gations  have  been  organized — hundreds  of  persons  destitute  of  the  means  of  grace 
have  now  the  gospel  preached  and  the  sacraments  administered.  Sunday  schools 
have  been  established — catechumens  have  been  instructed  and  confirmed — our  church 
publications  have  been  circulated,  and  our  name  and  influence  have  been  extended  in 
places  where  they  were  not  appreciated  before. 

We  think  that  the  Society  has  accomplished  much  and  it  is  now  in  our  power  to 
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do  much  more,  if  we  had  the  men  to  send  abroad  into  the  field.  The  church  has 
come  up  liberally  to  our  help  without  any  great  exertion,  and  she  has  not  yet  done 
all  that  she  is  willing  to  do,  when  the  call  for  more  aid  is  addressed  to  her. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  will  exhibit  the  present  state  of  the  funds,  from  which  it 
will  appear  that  we  have  no  ground  of  complaint  against  the  church  for  not  coming 
to  our  help. 

We  are  happy  to  inform  the  Society  that  the  Synods  of  West  Pennsylvania  and 
of  East  Pennsylvania,  have  relinquished  their  individual  action  and  have  united  with 
the  general  society.  Their  funds  are  now  transmitted  to  us  and  their  Missionaries 
have  been  transferred  to  our  care. 

The  late  Mrs.  Fletcher,  of  Berlin,  Somerset  county,  Pa.,  bequeathed  $500  to  the 
Society,  which  we  expect  to  receive  before  long,  and  the  Directors  of  the  Book  Com¬ 
pany  have  voted  us  $100  of  their  profits,  which  is  subject  to  our  order  whenever  the 
money  is  wanted. 

In  October,  1847,  our  former  Treasurer,  Mr.  Daniel  Shindle,  of  Hagerstown,  re¬ 
signed  his  office,  on  which  the  committee  elected  Mr.  Wm.  Hawken,  of  the  same 
place,  who  has  ever  since  faithfully  discharged  the  duties. 

About  a  year  ago,  your  committee  addressed  a  fraternal  letter  to  the  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  which  soon  after  held  a  meeting  in  Philadel¬ 
phia.  In  this  letter,  we  expressed  our  desire  to  co-operate  with  that  Society  in  every 
practicable  way,  and  sent  them  our  fraternal  salutations  as  an  association  engaged 
with  them,  in  furthering  the  interests  of  our  church  in  this  country.  The  letter  wras 
kindly  received  and  their  Corresponding  Secretary  was  instructed  to  reply,  but  your 
committee  has  as  yet  received  nothing' from  him.  We  presume  this  is  rather  owing 
to  an  unintentional  oversight  than  wilful  neglect. 

Some  months  ago,  a  correspondence  was  commenced  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dietrich- 
sen,  Missionary  among  the  Norwegians  in  Iowa.  The  committee  offered  him  aid  if 
he  required  it;  in  his  reply,  he  proposed  that  we  should  pay  the  passage  of  several 
Missionaries  from  Norway  and  support  them  here  for  a  season;  a  proposition  which 
we  could  not  entertain,  inasmuch  as  it  is  contrary  to  our  regulations  to  appropriate 
funds  under  such  circumstances. 

Your  committee  have  now  discharged  their  duty  and  herewith  present  you  the  re¬ 
sult  of  their  labors.  They  commend  the  cause  to  the  continued  liberality  of  the 
church  and  the  protection  of  heaven.  In  view  of  our  high  calling  and  privileges — 
in  view  of  the  cross  on  which  our  redemption  was  achieved — in  view  of  the  alarm¬ 
ing  destitution  of  many  sections  of  our  church — in  view  of  the  thousands  of  Euro¬ 
pean  emigrants  landing  on  our  shores,  who  properly  come  under  our  care — in  view 
of  the  coming  judgment — let  us  arise  and  put  forth  our  utmost  efforts,  with  the 
courage  of  men  and  the  faith  of  Christians.  And  if  the  Lord  delight  in  us,  he  will 
say  of  us  as  of  Zion :  “  This  is  my  rest  forever  ;  here  will  I  dwell  for  I  have  desired 
it;  I  will  abundantly  bless  her  provision.  I  will  satisfy  her  poor  with  bread,  I  will 
clothe  her  priests  with  salvation  and  her  saints  shall  shout  aloud  for  joy.”
